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PBEFACE. 


Tn&  great  and  ovenvhohning  inU^rest  exhibited 
by  the  people  of  the  United  States  in  the  recent 
temble  raihx>ad  and  labor  riuts  in  variouti  parts 
of  our  couutiy,  demands  tliat  a  record  of  the 
events  of  the  great  outbreak  ftliatl  be  pre^n'od 
in  a  more  pennanent  and  satislacloiT  forai  than 
the  brief  and  excited  neM\sprti>cr  imports  \ipon 
whieli  all  were  forced  to  dcjicud  during  tlio  con- 
tinuance of  the  dislurbmiee. 

At  a  period  of  profound  quiet  and  repose,  the 
entire  country  was  startled  by  the  gimultuDeous 
seizure  by  lawless  men  of  the  four  great  tnink 
lines  between  the  Atlantic  Seaboard  and  the 
Westteni  Stales,  In  a  tingle  day  the  whole  in- 
ternal trade  of  the  Union  was  (suspended.  Mil- 
lions of  dollars  of  capitjil  were  paralyzed,  Ihou- 
bands  of  enterprises  ^^'ere  confi-ontcd  with  ruin, 
and  tljo  wljole  of  this  great  country  was  thicat- 
enet]  with  a  crisis  such  as  it  hud  never  experiences! 
before-  Instantly  the  whole  niilitaiy  power  of 
the  general  povennnont  and  tho  gi-cat  States 
immediately  involved  in  the  trauble  wu»  culled 
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upon  to  gne  protection  to  the  endangered  com- 
merce of  tbo  IiintL  Our  peaceful  country  rc- 
Bounded  with  the  trump  of  armed  men  hastening 
to  assert  the  majesty  of  the  law,  on  the  one  side ; 
and  with  the  rush  of  infurt»tod  mobs,  on  the 
oUier  side,  gatlieriiit^  to  I'csist  the  execution  of 
the  statutes  of  the  land^  and  to  overturn  the  very 
foundations  of  society,  Almostwilhout  warning, 
the  American  people  were  brought  face  to  face 
with  a  conflict  which  for  a  while  threatened  their 
very  existence  i\s  a  nation,  Tiic  excitement  givw 
steadily,  and  for  a  time  mob  law  was  supreme. 
From  all  points  camu  reports  of  lawless  violence, 
of  pillage,  arson  and  muixler.  The  worst  elements 
of  the  Old  World,  that  had  been  driven  out  of 
Euro{>e,  nuddenly  apjmuivil  In  uur  midst,  and 
pnKrlaiming  their  tcirible  doctrines  of  destruction 
and  i"apine,  endeavoivd  to  revive  in  our  pms* 
perons  and  peaceful  land  the  horrors  of  the 
Parisian  Commune.  The  danger  was  tcrriblo 
and  iviii,  and  for  a  moment  the  American  puojjle 
stood  api)allod,  not  "knowing  how  far  the  revolt 
might  extend,  or  Mhat  character  it  might  assume. 
Never  wnce  the  day*t  of  the  Civil  War  had  the 
nation  been  so  profoundly  moved,  or  m  painfully 
apprelieimve.  On  all  Kidus  the  determination 
was  made  plain  that  the  ontbi-eak  must  be  put 
down;  the  laws  must  I'esume  their  sway;  and 
the  future  of  this  great  conntry  must  not  be 
perilled  by  mob  violence.    No  man  could  tell  how 
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tsoun  hU  liuuie  would  bu  the  inaik  of  the  rioter's 
torch,  or  Lis  dear  ones  Ix;  at  the  mercy  of  an 
infuriated  mob,  and  this  (liuii^bl  bruui^bt  hun- 
dreds of  thousands  to  the  support  of  the  repit- 
8cntativo8  of  law  and  order.  At  the  call  of  the 
civil  aulboritiea  aimed  men  came  fmui  all  quar- 
ters, and  it  was  soon  apparent  even  to  the  most 
desperate  rioters  that  the  iieople  were  deternihied 
to  preserve  their  institutions  and  property  from 
violence  at  an>'  cost.  This  fomiidablc  uprising 
of  the  people  bad  the  liapjiiest  effect,  and  the 
revolt  succuml)cd  befoix;  it.  The  disturbers  of 
the  peace  ^hmk  away,  or  were  unvested,  and 
the  supremacy  of  the  law  re-«stablished.  The 
vcr)'  originators  of  the  wtrikcs,  horrified  at  the 
caiplute  ami  di^torltun  of  their  uioveuient  by  the 
mob  of  lawless  ruffians,  in  many  instances  gave 
their  assistance  to  the  authonties  in  restoring 
order* 

Now  that  the  danger  is  over,  people  arc  begin- 
ning to  iuvcKtijciile  the  causes  of  tlie  great  out- 
break, and  to  devise  means  by  which  such  dangers 
may  be  averted  in  the  future.  It  is  a  question 
in  which  all  are  intei'ested,  and  which  must 

■  affect  tho  wclfaix)  of  every  citizen.  During  the 
existence  of  the  revolt,  it  was  impossible  to  do 
more  than  obtain  a  hasty  and  incomplete  idoa 
of  it.  It  broke  out  in  so  mmiy,  and  such  widely 
Beirtuiatedqusutei-sof  liie  Union,  and  its  incidents 

'  followed  each  otlicr  in  such  mpid  and  startling 
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Kucx'c'ssioii,  Uiat  tlie  obsijrvcr  was  bewildei"ed 
aud  imablc  to  follow  the  events  in  their  ttiie 
onler.  AJl  were  obliged  to  depend  xiijon  tbo 
brief  and  hurried  t^Hegra-ins  fumii^heil  Ibe  dcws- 
papuri^,  which  wei^  fi-aiucntly  unreliable  aud 
often  coutrudictcd. 

There  is,  theroforc,  a  real  need  of  a  calm,  clear 
and  connected  history  of  tho  terrible  scenes 
thi'ough  whicli  we  liavo  just  passed,  "which  whall 
present  a  plain  and  unbiaacd  account  of  the 
eauscs  and  incidents  of  the  disturbance,  and 
enable  its  readers  to  form  a  just  conception  of 
tho  danger  of  such  outbreaks,  and  to  do  their 
share  in  providing  measures  which  shall  pi-cvent 
such  orcnrrences  in  the  future. 

Saeli  a  work  the  author  has  endeavored  to  pre- 
sent to  the  reader  in  the  folloiring  pages.  lie 
has  endeavored  to  present  a  complete  picture  of 
the  great  uprising  in  all  its  various  features,  and 
to  show  Iiovv  it  affected  the  separate  portions  of 
the  Union  and  tho  countrj'  as  a  whole-  lie  has 
sought  to  make  the  nanative  impartial  aud 
tnithfuL  and  to  do  jnatico  to  both  the  capitalif^t 
ami  the  workingman,  and  to  place  the  re8jx)nsi- 
bility  for  the  fearfnl  scenes  through  which  we 
have  passed,  exactly  whem  it  Udonga. 

In  order  to  a-nder  the  work  comjjieto  a  full 
account  is  given  of  tlic  San  Francisco  riots, 
which,  though  distinct  fiwu  the  ruUn>ad  i^evult^ 
ai'e  generally  connected  in  the  public  mind  with 
them. 


TIlc  strikes  having  extemled  fmm  tlio  railrondd 
to  the  coal  regions  of  Peun8ylvajnii>  and  having 
embraced  thou&and:^  of  minciis  tlio  a^adcr  M-ill 
natumlly  desire  to  linow  something  of  Mio  *oerot 
and  tcniblo  power  that  in  paetyea:-^  hasdiitcted 
the  labor  muveuienl;*  iii  this  important  seuUon  of 
our  country.  Therefore  a  complete  and  saccinct 
accoTint  of  the  MoUie  Maguircs  is  embraced  within 
the  work.  It  is  believed  that  it  inchidcn  all  that 
13  worth  knowing  about  thift  terrible  onlcr. 

In  the  preparaLiun  of  the  work  fix'o  uho  haH 
been  made  of  contomj)oraiy  narratives.  Thoso 
give  to  the  work  on  o^jwcial  value,  and  impart 
to  it  a  piquancy  and  vividness  which  would 
otherwise  be  wanting.

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CHAPTER    I. 

THE    STRIKE   ON    THE    BALTIMORE   A   OHIO   RAILROAD. 

Cause  of  tbe  Strike  <m  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad— The  Troablea  begin  »* 
BaUiiDore— Thfl  Trainmen  Stop  Work— Spread  of  ihe  Trouble  along  the  Road 
—The  Strike  begnn  at  Mart insburg— The  Trains  Stopped— The  Civil  Authori- 
tiet  defled— The  Company  appeal  to  the  Gorernor  of  Weit  Virginia— Arrival 
of  Troops  at  Uartinsbnrg— The  Fint  Shot— Failure  of  the  Uilitia  to  accom- 
plish anything— Colonel  Delaplaine  reaches  Martiasburg— QoTcrnor  Mathews

About  the  middle  of  July,  1877,  the  Baltimore  & 
Ohio  Railroad  Company  made  a  reduction  of  ten  per 
cent,  in  the  pay  of  its  employes.  The  pay  of  all  the 
employed,  of  whatever  grade,  was  equally  diminished, 
no  invidious  distinctions  being  made.  All  accepted  the 
chapge  quietly  except  the  firemen  and  the  men  who 
run  the  fi^ight  trains.  The  first-class  firemen  on  this 
s  17 
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TO«\d  hfid  bo(^n  recoivirg  $lJi5  per  day;  Ibe  reduction 
brought  their  wftjrc»  to  ^LoS,  The  Jireuien  of  the 
ne4!oii<l  i^lu«  wt'ix*  r^flucp<l  from  $1.50  to  $l,*i-*  per  day. 
These  men  rt^fu&ed  to  aecept  the  reduction,  and  slopped 
work.  As  soon  Aa  this  bccdrae  knoivn,  numerous  up- 
plications  w^re  mjide  to  tijp  c^omprtnyj  hy  men  out  of 
work,  for  pmploymeiit  in  ihe  places  cf  iIk.*  incn  who 
had  "struck."  Tho  company,  having  the  large  unem- 
ployed class  along  ite  lino  to  choose  from,  had  no  diffi- 
culty in  filling  tliu  phiops  of  tht-  strikers,  gf^nenilly  willi 
*xperienced  fia'mctt  who  wen'  eagi'rlj  geuklnij  employ- 
merit. 

Here  the  matter  might  have  rested  liud  the  ffoter 
pKjd  sens*' of  tlif  striker?*  tonic  to  thriruid.  They  h^tj 
refilled  to  work  for  the  wi^jes  offered  by  ih<i  Baltimore 
&  Ohio  Company,  and  had  abandoned  their  pontd.' 
In  iHi  do!rij{  lliey  htid  exea'ised  iia  iiml!:«puU*d  righU 
Having  left  the  i^ervicHi  of  the  companvj  they  should 
(mve  recognised  Iho  fact  thiit  they  had  no  longer  any 
tiitere^^t  in  itif  actiont  aud  nhouM  liave  nought  employ- 
ment elsewhere.  Unfortunately  for  themselvea  and 
for  the  whole  country  Ihoy  choee  ft  different  line  of 
co<iductt  nnd  one^vhich  cliangcd  the  sympathy  which 
the  country  had  felt  for  them  in  their  privationa  to  the 
slernest  condemnation  of  their  liiwlessnosu. 

The  lenders  of  iho  striker*  now  resolved  to  compel 
the  rntlroftd  company  to  recall  t[ic  order  for  the  reduc- 
Vnm  of  wagt**,  Thi'y  Ih'liovifil  ihiil  llii-y  eiiuld  nanm- 
plish  this  by  taking  forcible  posseiision  of  tlie  road  at 
certain  points,  and  preventing  tlic  pa^sago  of  all  fmght 
grains  nntil  the  comp-my  should  he  driven,  by  the  lo^s 
o£  lis  bu^iifiefrs,  into  an  ueceptmice  of  Iheir  demand  fur 
a  return  to  tho  old  wages.     They  did  not  eecm  to  bo 
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nwniv  tlml  ty  sailing  the  property  of  their  Into  omploy- 
era,  and  stopping  tho  bu^itie^a  oi  the  rond,  thoy  wore 
OBHumtng  the  character  of  criminals  ntid  committing 
ofii'nc^s  ftgninst  the  laws  of  Uie  land  of  so  gnivi*  a 
nature  tliat  the  authorities  would  be  compelled  to 
cru#h  them  by  force. 

On  till;  morning  of  the  18th  of  July,  about  forty  fins 
nwn  and  bnikenirn  of  freight  trains  on  the  Bnltirnore 
&  Ohio  Railroad,  in  Baltimore,  r©fuacd  to  accept  the 
reduction  in  their  wi^s.  which  wis  to  go  into  cficct 
that  djiy,  anil  stopixnl  work.  The  Ktrikcr*  n^'spnibled 
at  Camden  JunctioHf  atMJiit  throe  miloH  from  Bultimore^ 
aiid  stopped  a  freight  train,  pcrtfimding  the  fireman  to 
leave  his  engine,  and  refiiwiig  to  allow  another  to  lake 
hiH  place.  At  the  reciuest  of  the  railroful  official*,  the 
city  authorities  sent  a  police  force  to  the  spot  and  difi- 
pcnwd  tlie  Htrikcra.  The  trainfiii-cre  then  nin  during 
th»?  day  without  furfhi.T  (!i*lay. 

Thi*,  however,  was  but  the  l>cjirinning  of  the  tronW<^. 
Tiie  news  spread  rapidly  alont^  the  road,  and  the  dia- 
aHcction  tmon  ix-ftclied  Martinshurg,  in  West  Virginia, 
Cumberland,  in  Maryland,  and  Ke}^ser,  GraAon,  and 
Whi-eling,  in  Wcj^t  Virginia,  the  most  important  points 
on  the  lino  of  the  road,  the  Inet'-named  place  bcin^  its 
western  tenninns. 

At  Martin»burg  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Company 
have  large  nhops,  and  there  is  always  a  large  conocn- 
hation  of  the  mlling  8tock  and  employes  of  the  toad 
there.  As  soon  as  the  news  was  received  from  BsIM- 
more,  the  firemen  and  brakcmen  stopped  work  and 
took  part  in  the  strike,  TUcy  numbered  about  one 
hundred  men.  Tliey  R#»cmblLil  jilxiut  Ibe  de[Hit,  seir^ 
the  toftd  and  the  ^jiigine^,  and  compelted  the  men  who 
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irtrc  willing  to  work  to  lcav«  their  plncca.  No  fircight 
tniiiiK  wcn^  nl1ow(*(.1  l»v  Ihv  xtrik^n*  to  iiiovw  oilliM-  wny, 
oi^d  all  tirriviiig  ftl  MiLrtin:<bur^  Wi>rc  ccmiK>lloJ  to  halt; 
the  engines  yrem  uncoupled  and  nm  on  to  the  side 
trackn,  aiid  the  Hi^einen  and  train  hnmlfl  joined  the 
strik^rB,  Tlie  nulraiui  ofliCiAlti,  fliidhi';  themselves 
powerleeE,  applied  to  the  major  and  city  authorities  for 
pfotection.  Thi^  strikers  were  oixlt^red  by  the  mayor 
to  diif[M!nie  and  eenm}  their  unlawful  intprft^rence  with 
the  prope-rty  of  the  railroad  company,  hut  refund  to 
ob«y  the  command,  which  tbo  olTtctaU  w«ro  unablo  to 
enforce. 

On  \hv  night  of  the  ICth,  Mr  King,  the  First  Vice- 
PreaJdont  of  the  UnUiin*jre  &  Ohio  Railrimd,  telegraphed 
to  the  Hon.  Henry  M,  Mnthou-d»  Oovernor  of  Wcat 
Virginia,  informing  him  of  the  ntrike  of  tlic  itieii  nt 
Murtinsburg,  and  of  tiivir  forcible  atopp^u^  of  llio  oom- 
pcuiya  hu^inc^e.  He  told  the  governor  that  the 
authorjtiea  of  the  town  were  nnnhle  to  niippreiw  the 
riot,  and  on  behalf  of  the  cumjmny  demanded  the-pro- 
t«otlon  of  the  State,  Governor  Mathews  at  once  re- 
sponded in  the  following  telegram :

There  are  two  military  companies  at  Mwrtinsburg, 
arrnt'd  and  Mipjdinl  with  ammunition.  I  hnvi*  t<*!o- 
graphed  my  uidcMlfvcamp,  Colonel  <'.  J.  Faulkner,  Jr, 
to  aid  the  authoiitiea  with  the  companies  to  execute 
the  law  und  suppress  the  riot.  I  wjU  do  all  I  ean  to 
preserve  th«  petico  and  s^ure  safety  tu  your  Iraimt  and 
railroad  ojx?niCianH.  Colonel  Faulkner  is  ditvcted  to 
look  aUo  to  O^xxjuon. 

Utsnr  M.  MiTUtws. 
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On]4*ni  yuv.rt;  dtt*prtU:hKi  titnn  Wlnwlhig  to  Colonul 
C.  J.  Faulkner  to  call  out  Che  Berkeley  Light  Inraiitry 
Guartlti  and  prelect  the  railroad  property  at  Martina* 
bur<;  againet  tlic  interference  of  the  etrikcrs.  Cok>uel 
Fnuikner  at  onoe  obeyed,  and  muclied  Mnrtmsburg 
with  hU  eommandf  Lumbering  ftH>voiity-fiv4>  m(^,  early 
on  the  morning  of  the  17th.  By  this  tiin<;  the  etrikcra 
hakd  btv^n  joined  by  a  large  number  of  t*yin{)atlu£cnv 
iiiehidiikg  tbo  wurtit  element  of  the  plnee^  aiul  the  inob 
uo\r  numbc-red  nearly  five  hundred  persons. 

Immediately  upon  hia  arrival  at  tlie  depot,  Cotonet 
Faulkner  louk  cliar^i^  af  one  of  Uje  we^ll■rn  liuiiiid 
freight  trains,  which  had  been  detained  by  the  Blriken;, 
and  attempted  to  move  it  on  its  way  west.  He  de- 
ployed bia  company  on  both  sides  of  tlie  train,  which 
was  started  forward  slowly,  an  engiueer  and  fii^eitiun 
bavin;;  volunteered  to  take  charge  of  it*  As  the  train 
reached  the  fiwilch,  one  of  Uic  strikerfif  William  Van* 
dergriff,  wiw**!  the  luver  which  controUwI  it,  in  onler 
to  tun  thi-  train  off  ujion  a  i^di;  truck.  John  Poii^nl,  a 
nK-inbeT  of  the  militia  company,  jumped  fixftn  the  pilut 
of  the  engine  nnd  attempted  to  n^pbu:c  the  switch. 
V»ndorgrinrnn?d  (woMhi.it.s  at  hiiiL,oiii}  oniixliig  ajvLtghC 
fle*h  wuund  in  tho  Pide  of  the  hvnA.  Poisal  returned 
tlic  firCj  «bi»tins  Vandergrifl'  tbmugh  the  hip,  and 
Hev^m]  otiier  «hotA  were  fired  at  him  by  Uie  M}ldien4, 
striking  him  in  the  bead  and  arm.  AV hen  the  firing 
waA  board,  a  lar;^  crowd  of  railroad  hand^  and  citizens 
collected,  and  the  ftcling  became  intense.  The  volun- 
teering engineer  and  Hreman  of  tlio  train  having  nin 
away.  Colonel  FaitlkiKT  made  (be  statement  that  he 
had  perfortned  Im  duty,  aii<l  tf  the  tminmen  deserted 
their  puatd  lie  could  do  nothing  more.     The  militift 
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company  waa  therefore  raarched  to  il«  armory  &nd  iJi- 
glorioiii^ly  di»b[iuJ^*(],  Vuvitig  Ui<f  rioU-r«  in  ])osM'«3iioti 
of  the  fi^ld,  and  tho  rood  blocked  up  with  «:nnding 
tniinii  on  the  eidings.  VandcrgrilT  Liy  in  a  (limgcn>iid 
condition  nil  night  in  conxt-fjurtKC  of  his  woimdi.  One 
of  hitf  anii»  haJ  to  ho  amputated.  The  man  who  shot 
liiin  first,  Privftle  Poi^»),  y/tiA  conductor  on  a  freight 
traiii^  hut  wns  not  coniicclt-d  with  tlie  strike-  Tho 
atnkerH  justify  tlie  shot*  fired  at  Poinal,  oil  the  ground 
that  he  was  overstepping  hia  duty,  as  he  had  no  ordei>( 
from  Colonel  Faulkner  to  cloac  the  switch,  Poieal's 
injurien  wei'e  slijjht. 

The  exciU'inont  now  reached  its  height^  and  tlitt 
mob  rapiilly  incroa«cd.  In  the  meantimo  the  hlockado 
on  the  raJli'oiui  grew  greater  and  greater.  During  the 
aJWnjoon  lliv  jtlrikrn*  mid  tlwir  friends,  nnmlterliig  Hdly 
ono  thoU);and  in«*n,  inarched  alK>at  bidding  deliuncu  to 
the  military  and  tho  authoriticj*.  Scvcnty-fivc  or 
vij^ity  cnginea  wi^re  coDgn*gatx:-d  in  the-  de|>ot  yanJ,  and 
none  were  allowed  to  depart.  A  ooiumilte^'  iVom  the 
striking  (iremcn  had  inlbrm^d  thccugineerfl  that  inca»e 
any  engineer  should  attempt  to  take  a  train  out  of 
town  liB  would  tie  lunnediately  hhot.  At  luxin  a  rattle 
train  bonnd  for  BaUimory  attempted  to  start,  whea*- 
upon  llie  riders  Hocked  on  board,  and  with  drawn 
revolvers  placed  at  the  head  of  the  engineer  and  fin> 
mnn,  coniiw'lkHl  thvm  to  run  the  train  into  th^  stock- 
yardtt,  wliere  the  cattl«  wf^re  unloaded.  TLe  piwtwDger 
trains  were  not  interfered  with,  as  the  elrike  WW- 
entirely  confined  to  tho  tnuin[M>rtatioii  men.  The 
Rtrikera  had  ewrytliing  their  own  way  all  the  aftei^ 
noon»  and  the  military  were  pa^^ive,  awaiting  furthor 
oidfira  from  the  govenior.     During  the  day  the  numt>cr 
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of  rroiglit  trains  \k-\A  by  tlic  HtrikiTs  amountod  to 
seventy,  coiiAi^tmg  of  about  twelve  hundred  coi^  loudvd 
and  cmpty- 

Diiririg  llic*  17th,  the  railroaJ  men  at  Biiltimort'  wons 
excited  and  restless.  About  throe  o'clock  in  the  mom- 
iDg  a  fitight  train  which  had  just  arrived  from  the 
West,  bound  for  Locust  Pointj  was  tlimwii  frcwn  the 
track  on  the*  uulskirtri  of  the  city,  Thu  ciij«  wyro 
badly  broken,  and  tlio  engine,  taking  fire,  miia  much 
injured.  The  uiTair  caused  eomc  Httle  excitf^mciit  in 
^jHtc  of  the  farly  lnnir^  and  for  a  whih*  the  tiruk  wa* 
bloohaded  by  the  wreck. 

The  excitement  continueii  to  Bprerul  along  the  lino  of 
the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Ilailroad.  GovL^mor  Mathews, 
of  W«Ttt  Virginia,  do!*pi»tched  hf*  ft[dG-j4.M:nmp,  Colonel 
K.  L,  I)ohi[>laine,  of  Wheeling*  to  Marlin>:burg,  to  K^p- 
rcHcnt  him  and  take  :4iich  mcoduros  as  tlie  fttatcof  afTairfl 
might  rliMiiuLd,  luid  m>iitwitli  htm  a  vtjhinti.'r>r  C3mjJJiny 
from  Wh<*eling — lh(»  Mathews  Li^ht  Guard.

He 
was  informed  thai  it  was  not  Udicved  tlmt  the  loral 
State  tnilitia  would  be  found  ititnioient  to  control  the 
strikers  mid  protect  the  buMnceifl  of  tlie  road,  ^inco  it 
wAJi  evident  that  the  strike  had  become  gi^ncral  and  the 
ftrikrr^  iiiU-til  it|Hiii  .ttitiiplng  truiuM  jitid  maintaining  a 
fiu«]>on«ion  t^  tho  liuseinojefl  of  the  rood  unlcea  tbcir  de- 
n:ianda  were  nceedcd  to  by  the  company.  It  waa  urged 
ujxm  Governor  Mathews  thjU  Ihi?  Klnli.*  militiii  at  tlic 
points  of  trouble  were  either  tliem^elvca  railroad  luen, 
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or  in  Bome  manner  identified  with  them  in  a  friendly 
way.  The  milUiimt  Murtinsbiirg,  iw  wiw  wen,  wnuld 
not  Sro  U|>on  tho  ^trikorsy  tlio  only  eliot  rltx?<I  bcin^  in 
reaentmcnt^  and  not  with  a  view  to  break  up  th«  Mrike. 
Governor  MathewM  wna  tiierefbre  requested  to  lake  into 
consider  11  tioit  the[>rc)pnety  oratoitcecftlIingu[>(>a  Presi* 
dent  llayos  far  Federal  troojia  that  would  obey  orders, 
and  put  a  ^top  to  the  riotfi  and  the  atrike  nt  otice,  and 
thiifl  »ave  tlie  business  and  property  of  tin?  company, 
and  iirobably  avoid  more  blootUhed.  The  State  of 
"West  Virginia  had  no  militia  organiaalioii,  A  few 
widely  separated  volunteLT  companien  constituted  itx 
only  tiiilitary  fon.v,  and  tlie  Shile  nniliorilit*!*  were 
literally  pt>worlofta  Ut  enforce  the  laws,  Tliis  considera- 
tion, and  tlic  repor(»  of  tlie  condition  of  aff'airs  at  the 
p<HnlA  o\\  the  railn:iad  in  the  hands  of  the  strikers,  iit^ 
duoed  the  governor  to  yield  to  the  deiruincls^  nuido  upon 
him,  and  n»k  aid  of  the  Fedt  ral  govonimeiit  Accord* 
ingly,  on  the  ISlh  of  July,  h*^  sent  the  foUoviiig  (ele- 
gram  to  the  iV?siilent  of  the  Uniteil  Rlales*,  iiifiinnin;

In  accorilancc  with  the  Presidents  iliroctions^  the 
Secretary  of  War  onlered  General  French  to  procc^ed^ 
with  the  lnM»pH  under  h!s  roiuinand  at  the  Wnvliinglon 
Arsenalj  and  a  delaehment  from  Fort  McHenry,  at 
llaUtmore,  about  400  in  all,  to  Martinsburg,  and  tlterc 
to  report  to  Colonel  Delaplaine,  Governor  Malbewa' 
aide.  Transportation  was  funiished  by  the  Baltimore 
/c  Ohio  Railroad,  and  the  troop€  htt  Washington  on  a 
special  train  on  the  night  of  the  iSthof  July. 
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All  through  tlio  18th,  tho  excitemoat  at  Martinaburg 
continued  ut  fe^er  hoAt.  £nrly  in  the  morinng  ii  tnviu 
from  Wheeling  arrived,  briuging  Colonel  Uelapluine.  of 
the  G;jvenior»i  ^Laffr  antl  the  Matlie^ft'  Liglit  Guard, 
numbering  Ihirty-aix  men,  under  the  commftnd  of 
Captain  Milkr.  Several  hundred  people  congre^itod 
Qt  the  depot  when  the  military  arrived,  in  a  gtate  of 
great  excitement,  and  a  conflict  was  momentarily 
expected.  Tho  strikers  were  all  armed  with  pistols 
and  oonccuJed  \reapons,  having  left  tlieir  guns  at  their 
place  of  rendezvous,  Mr.  William  Keyser.  second  Vice- 
Fn?sident  of  tlie  railroad  company,  &t?comp!iniod  the 
militia  in  hiB  apccial  car  from  Grafton,  The  officers  of 
the  company  held  a  oonftTeneo  with  the  milroitd  officiala 
and  the  civil  and  military  authorities  of  MurfiuMburg 
immediately  after  the  arrival  of  tho  train,  unU  it  wai» 
detcnnincd  for  the  time  being,  ns  a  matter  of  precau- 
tiouj  not  to  riMiuvc  Ihe  cotnpmiy  from  llic  can*,  iw  tln-ir 
appt^-aranco  on  tho  street  >\'ould  Ihriher  exasperate  tho 
^riken^  and  an  attack  might  he  made  hefurc  a  phui  of 
opcnition  roiild  be  dclennined  upon.  Aerordingly  the 
men  remained  eof>[iod  during  the  day  in  the  throe  cars, 
^'hicli  had  hceri  detached  fi'om  tho  train  and  left  ptand* 
ing  in  fn>nt  of  tlie  piattbrm  nnder  tho  scorching  raya 
of  llie  nun.  The  shuttem  of  tlje  windowi*  were  even 
drawn  diyvrn^  and  all  that  could  bo  seen  of  the  military 
was  a  guard  of  one  man  on  ^^ach  car  plntftwrn  to  prevent 
any  one  from  entering.  At  four  o'clock  in  tlie  artcr- 
noi.m,  tht;  ciirii[iiuiy  left  the  carv,  »n^  muitliLiI  to  tho 
GOurt-lioufiCr  where  they  wore  oflfi^cd  quarter*-  No 
disturbance  attended  llieir  occupation  of  tlic  hnildtng. 

Half  a  do^n  or  nion*  of  tU<*  rini/b-stdi*n«  in  ihe  ^t^ike 
called  to  see  Captain  Miller  in  his  c^uart^rs  in  the  i^eac 
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oar  GOOD  aft(?r  furivitig,  and  a^kcd  1o  know  what  he 
propctfcd  to  do.  They  referred  to  the  high  price  of 
Hour,  and  to  the  almoflt  starving  corditian  rtf  the  incti 
vhofH-  wngv«  wore  now  pro[>oised  further  to  be  cut  down. 
Captain  Miller  rcplkd  that  he  had  nothing  to  do  with 
the  price  of  llrKir;  tlint  he  cumc  to  ecc  that  the  trnina 
|UUiM*d  iLJiridlrMf'd,  iiiirl  llittt  he  V!tix  tlviennitivd  to 
corry  out  fjis  orders  if  hw  entire  company  was  u*ed  up 
m  the  attempt. 

At  a»i>eciul  nieelmg  of  the  town  council  of  MariiiiS' 
bur^,  a  n-TioUUi'in  wax  adopted  requesting  all  liquor- 
dcalt-ra  and  salooTi-kecpers  to  clotfo  their  fihop».  Many 
of  the  strikerfl  had  been  drinking  pretty  freely,  hut 
they  genemlly  kept  {juiet^  and  there  wan  not  a  fth^gle 
arrei^t  for  diBordorly  conduct,  though  the  local  authori- 
tiee  wcnj  dii^ftud  to  Jbrheor  with  them  to  prevent  any 
conflicts 

At  noon  the  two  hundn^d  einp!oy&  of  the  repair-sliopa 
at  Martinthurg  were  ordered  by  the  leaders  to  jtiin  in 
the  strike,  but  refused  to  do  bo,  Strikcra  fram  other 
ilivixionA  were  constantly  arrivhtg  iii  Email  niinihci'?*  on 
every  train.  A  number  of  t)io  atrikcrs  remained  in  the 
vicinity  of  the  depot,  while  large  bodies  of  them  vcrc 
located  o*^  tlie  «witciie:<^ 

Antidpating  trouble  itt  Gmflon,  the  junction  of  the 
mmn  lino  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  liallroai  vitli  its 
Parkersburg  branch,  Uovernor  Mathews  rTipmivd  to 
that  place  on  the  I7th.  The  Atrikera  at  Uiia  pitliiL  euL 
th(-  Ih>Un  ttml  cotiiiecting-chainsof  all  the  frvight  en^'ines, 
unfitting  tliem  for  u^.  Men  were  aUo  violently  re- 
nKA'cd  from  the  cnginca.  The  Blrikcra  had  full  pofjco- 
aioTi^  anil  di'ltm)  the  civil  mithmtii^'S  to  arn'f<t  Ibein. 
The  mayoc  iasued  a  proclamationj  in  which  he  ami  that 
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"CLTtfiiii  persons  of  the  town  nre,  by  thrcAte,  intimidi 
tioii,  iirifl  jM^rtiajj?*,  in  of-rtairi  iawtancea,  ly  actual  viV 
loiice,  preventing  certuin  oilier  citiy/'ita  frt>ni  engaging 
in  their  U8iiai  Avocations,  and  ititoriering  with  the 
private  Ijusitiefssof  »iich  w<^lU(Iif*pofteddtixen«.  I  there- 
fore call  uii  all  ijtrson:^  to  dt-sint  From  such  tbreata.  and 
win  enrorcD  tho  law  at  all  hazards/'  The  atriki^nt  had 
a  meeting,  and  paaaed  reeolations  to  hold  out  to  the 
iljitter  end,  whatever  mit^ht  <!onie  ofiL 

On  the  morning  of  tlie  ITth^  two  of  tho  IcaderB  of 
the  mob  \tTre  ant^tcd.  Ae  the  Wheeling  militia  com* 
pony  ptwwd  tlnx>ugh  firaflon,  en  route  for  Martinsburg, 
a  fM|und  of  seven  mea  waa  detailed  to  guard  the 
prisoners.  The  mob,  encouraged  by  the  smallnoaa  of 
this  force,  endeavored  to  intimidate  the  militia  and 
rr>CHL*  the  pTiscnera;  hut  the  «>ldi era  were  firm  and 
the  Btrikon?  prudently  decided  not  to  provoke  a  conflict, 
Tfint  night  a  dastardly  attack  waa  made  on  Covenior 
Malhcw*  nt  the  hotel  of  the  town.  The  building  wa» 
xton<.'i]  by  1h^J  »lrik«.'n»,  and  a  mis«i]i>  weighing  HL'veral 
poiiiukwaif  thrown  with  great  force  through  tlic  window 
of  the  GoTcmor'e  room  ob  he  wa^i  retiring,  lluppily  it 
miK^'d  liim,  and  fell  ujwn  the  ImtiJ. 

(Jovernor  Malheiva  and  Colonel  IV-lapInino  were 
promptly  informed  of  the  departure  from  Wjuhtngton 
of  the  troo[jft  under  General  French ;  but  on  the  tiight 
of  the  ISthj  matters  seemed  so  ihrt^atening  at  Mmtins- 
burg,  that,  shortly  aAer  mtdnight,  CoIoilcI  DLdapIaiue 
fiejit  the  following  tclegi-um  to  Waahington :

Immediately  upon  ht»  arrival  at  MnrLiuf^burg,  Genera! 
French  caused  the  President's  proclnmation  to  be 
printed  in  hand-hill  fi>rni  atid  riivrulated  through  the 
town  and  along  tlie  railitiad.  The  proclutnaLlon  was 
received  without  demonstration.  There  word  large 
throngs  tibout  the  hotels,  bub  all  appeared  good-

At  nfwn,  on  the  19tli  of  Jnly.  the  P<Ml<^raI  troop* 
took  possession  of  the  railroiul  yardii  and  property  at 
Mortinsburg,  and  the  railroad  oflictaU  pn^pared  to 
rcsuini*  the  nmning  of  the  trains  under  tJielr  prult-i'tion. 
During  tho  afturnoon  two  fn^itrht  trains  were  started 
out  of  Marlinsburg,  one  in  each  direction.  LlcuU^nant 
Koenh,  with  a  detachment  of  Battery  F,  Fourth  ArtiU 
lery,  was  called  out  and  cleared  the  Imck,  The  citizens, 
were  compelled  to  leave  the  yard,  bo  that  there  Hhould^j 
be  noobatniction.  Captain  Rogcra,  from  Fort  JlcIIenry, 
had  comnumd  of  the  troops.     There  wa5  much  excite 
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ment,  but  no  violence,  and  nt  3.14  r.  u.  thi>  oool  train 
Gsut  witli  No.  4  c-ngiite  left  ihc  yard.  As  it  moved 
oft  several  strikers  occupied  the  bill  alongside  the  track, 
wbicb  Tras  covered  with  rockfl.  The  military  pre- 
sented armSt  and  thero  was  no  demonstration.  No.  i 
took  a  dctuchmunt  o(  ten  men,  under  Lieutenant  liCwis, 
tt»  far  aa  lUrpcr'n  Ferry. 

Etigino  No.  423  sUirU'd  off  westward  with  a  train  of 
houft)  cant  at  the  8aino  timo  that  tlio  coal  triuo  left, 
Beforv  it  reached  the  corporation  limits  the  fireman 
deAertrd,  and  the  train  n^nniineil  Mialionary  until  4,42 
p-  Ji^  when  it  moved  off.  with  George  Zepp  as  fireman, 
Zcpp  walked  up  the  track  with  a  nav)'  revolver  in  bia 
hand,  icllowed  by  hifl  mother^  who  tried  to  diaauade 
bim  fmin  going.  Some  of  the  fnemlfl  of  the  strikera 
ran  towards  him  to  try  to  prevent  him  from  going,  but 
be  waved  hj^  pistol  over  his  head,  and  marched  boldly 
to  Uie  engine  and  look  hia  plane.  The  train  then 
moved  off.  There  were  several  soldiera  in  the 
cnb^  and  ten  in  all  on  the  train,  to  protect  the 
engineer  and  Ri^man  and  the  train.  No  further 
trouble  wa*i  expi>riL>nced^  and  the  train  paK«i.>()  Sir 
Jobna  Run  all  rl^bt.  It  wont  out  in  chnrj^  of 
engineer  John  Manfurd. 

During  the  dny  eewral  of  the  Rlrikcn*  were  ftrre?*led 
and  placed  under  guard.  During  tho  20th,  other 
trains  were  dcT^patched  from  MartiiLNhurf;,  and  the 
blockade  at  Uiat  place  was  rairied. 

Mittt^-nt  nt  Ktf^M-r  wen*  :«o  hsul  thrit,  nii  (he  lOtli, 
Gweral  French  ^eiit  a  detoebment  of  ten  men  under 
Licutenmt  Cnrtis,  to  that  place-  They. went  by  a 
Bpccial  train,  and  rej*ohed-Keyj*er  early  the  next  morn- 
ing- The  rioters  wer«  warned  of  the  upproacb  of  the 
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tmin  by  tltc  oxploifian  of  torivi^docSj  wliicli  liiul  bceti 
placed  on  tho  track  far  tlnit  purpiMo,  iind  whan  Licu- 
tcimnt  CurtU  arrived  ut  tlic  dcjiot  at  Kc>ecr.  lie  found 
n  mob  of  200  inmij  ntojitl/  aniic^d,  in  p(WM->?(ion.  With 
111*  lillle  forco,  he  wa»  pow^rioffi  to  do  anything. 
Trains  which  canao  in  olterwarda  were  »U;pped  hy  the 
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eirikcre  aa  (hat  n,?*  they  arrived,  and  Iho  firemen  and 
engineers  taken  off  by  ihc  moh.  Lientcnant  Curtis  at 
once  l^lcgmphei)  to  Oenerni  Pi^ncht  iiiforniing  him  of 
Die  fttate  of  ftffaira,  aiid  wns  directed  tn  rttire  to  Cum-^ 
berland,  Maryl^d,  to  which  place  he  withdrew  aa  Boon 
AA  [KKiaihIe. 
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In  tlic  meantime  tlie  dlpaObction  continmett  to  spread 
along  the  ruf\ii<  The  passenger  and  mail  tmiiis  had 
iioi  iM-ri  inU'ilVn-il  with  lliti8  Tar,  hut  tho  strikers  nt 
Cumberland,  K^ywr,  Cralloii,  ond  otiier  point*),  wvrsi 
firm  io  their  determination  thnt  no  freij^ht  truins  ebould 
be  run.  At  Keyser,  on  the  night  of  the  19th,  ft  meet- 
ing of  workmen  Vfns  heldj  itl  which  Uiti  rulluwjiig 
resolutions  were  adopted : 

Kr*»o?!^,  That  wc,  tho  mt-n  of  (he  Tliint  Divinion, 
will  Ahidi^  by  the  deczKion  of  our  brother  divi^iiions  in 
regard  to  wftgea  in  the  future,  and  thnt  we  will  isiny  by 
them  in  the  present  trouble  until  tuch  decir^ion  t!< 
nrriTed  at,  aa  we  have  been  oppa-s^cd  by  our  tuporior 
officers  Iwv'Mid  endurance. 

BfWiW,  Thni  we,  the  men  of  the  Third  Division, 
h&ve  aoberly  and  calmly  connidered  the  step  we  have 
taken,  and  declare  that  at  the  proAcnt  slale  of  wages 
which  Uio  comp«.uy  have  imposed  upon  la,  wc  c&miot 
live  and  provide  our  wive^  and  children  with  tho 
ne«4>Ti8:«ri4-s  of  life,  and  that  we  only  a!<k  for  MTtgctt  that 
win  ormhie  iih  to  provide  such  neci-iwnriAi, 

Rew}lvf)iit  That  we  uphold  the  other  di^'isionft  in  the 
step  they  have  taken  in  regard  to  the  present 
trouble* 

At  Cumberland  matters  were  eapecually  bod.  There* 
BA  at  other  points  on  the  line,  the  original  stiiker^i  had 
b^n  joined  by  large  nuinbera  of  idle  and  disreputable 
persons,  who  were  attracted  by  the  hope  of  plunder. 
The  mob.  thus  constituted,  held  the  depot  and  yardft 
and  i«t  the  city  authorities  at  defiance.  Aa  the  IraiiH 
Bont  out  from  Murtiusburg  by  General  French  reached 
Ciuoberlaiid,  ihcy  were  stopped  by  the  rioters,  and  the 
engineers  and  6remC'ii  were  forced  to  abandon  their 
{Kwts.     Thuft  tho  bloekadcj  which  had  bei*n  broken  at 
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Miirlinsburg  by  the  Fodcral   troop*,  wJia  estaUishi-J 
Tj'ith  equal  rigor  At  Cumberland. 

At  Whc'clingj  the  western  Icrnnnus  of  the  main  line 
of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railra»i].  the  excitement 
wfl»  vory  great.  Tho  men  employed  there  stopped 
work,  and  joiiitHl  in  the  strike,  but  attempted  no 
vinlenre.  The  company  attempted  to  fill  the  places 
of  the  strikers  with  a  party  of  men  from  Steubenviller 
Ohio,  but  the  new  comera  were  warned  off  by  tho 
Btrikerfl,  who  threatened  them  with  oransaination  if 
they  went  to  work. 

Tito  ^tate  of  aCTaird  alonj^  tho  line  of  tho  Baltimoro 
&  Ohio  Railroad  had  now  become  so  tiireatcning 
that  the  force  of  regular*  under  General  French  was 
largely  augmented.  The  trouble*  cunUnued  U)  increase, 
and  brought  on  the  Baltimore  riots,  which  we  propose 
to  relate  in  another  chapter. 

In  tlie  meantime,  the  Governor  of  Maryland,  having 
called  upon  tlie  Federal  government  for  aid.  General 
French,  on  the  Slst,  after  leaving  a  strong  force  at 
Martinaburg,  Sir  John  »  Run,  and  other  points,  to  keep 
the  riMd  open,  iwt  out  for  Cumberland  with  two  corn- 
panics  to  lake  [lossefi^ion  of  the  road  nt  that  point.  It 
wfl8  hift  intention  to  send  detachmenls  to  KeyMr,  Graf- 
tnn,  and  other  jioint^,  and  o[ken  the  mad  along  ita 
entire  line>  At  Cumberland^  however,  a  h^Hous  mis- 
understanding occurred  between  General  French  and 
the  railroad  officinla,  which  induced  General  French 
Ift  A:<k  the  War  Dr|)iir(mcnt  to  relieve  him  of  his  e*un- 
mand.  Hia  requcH  wa«  granted,  and  he  was  euccceded 
by  General  Getty. 

Both  partii-.^  to  the  ijuarrel  publijfhed  fitatemeuts^ 
which  are  aa  follows 
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Statement  of  Railroad  Ofdcials, 

There  vaa  no  refusal  to  funiiah  tmriftpnrtAtion  to 
Oenrral  French  from  Cumberland  ti>  Ki^vaer.  He  was 
told,  bowover,  that  the  special  troop  train  would  not 
po  to  Wbwlin;;  without  orders  from  Vice-President 
King,  of  the  Balttmare  &  Ohio,  and  the  reftMMin  fiir 
thia  wore : 

Flrsi — The  condition  of  the  road  west  from  Cumber- 
land. 

St^mtl^TUv  dnink<*n  condition  of  GoiktiiI  Frviich. 

7'Am/— Tijirt  wivA  an  irregular  tnuii,  and  tWt  no 
notice  had  been  furnished  Colonel  Sliarp  or  any  on« 
else  tliat  G^nerul  French  dc)<ircd  to  go  beyond  Cum- 
berland. 

No  ppovistion  what^Ter  wa*  miulo  to  run  this  train 
over  llie  mountains.  D(>abilt■^a  tlur  »lrikL*r«  liad 
notified  the  agent  at  Kevflcr  that  as  there  was  no  pro- 
vision majjc  to  run  this  train^  parties  on  the  line  of  the 
rofld  lui^ht  Ibink  that  it  waa  a  freight  train  and  com- 
mit w>[n(.x  <ie|>redation. 

The  eonipfiny  hfid  furnUWd  three  gallons  of  whiakey 
ajid  two  dozen  bottles  of  ale  within  the  last  twenty-four 
hours  for  use  in  General  French's  private  car,  and  on 
jirriving  at  Cumberland  freah  supplied  ol"  alo  wero 
ttski>d  for.  Colonel  Sharp  was  informed  that  General 
French  when  he  left  Martlnhhur;^  haul  given  orders  to 
go  to  Cumberland,  but  Colonel  Sharp  received  no 
oommankntion  whatever  to  thia  eflect  from  General 
French.  General  French  had  tele;^raphed  on  Saturday 
night  to  Colonel  Sharp  that  he  wanted  a  J^pecial  train 
hi  ord^r  that  he  might  move  his  head-quarters  at 
pleasure,  and  thii^  had  been  furniafjed  in  amwcr  1o  hia 
request  Colonel  Sharp  haa  not  been  advised  that  ho 
watf  to  receive  orders  for  the  running  of  traiun  from 
others  than  the  l^t»idait  or  Vice>Fi?»jdent  of  thv 
company. 
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"If  in  mj  judgment,"  said  Colonel  Sharp,  "it  w  not 
safe  to  rim  a  s|R'ciiil  or  irregular  train,  I  certainly  am 
not  authorized  to  lio  it^  ^^xcej)!  ujiou  tlie  onler  (if  my 
superior  officers,  the  President  and  Vice-rreftident," 

CoIoikI  I>oii<;lad  Filso  states  that  General  Freneha 
oitlerB  wem  lo  r*?port  to  the  Governor  of  the  State,  and 
upon  arriving  at  Martinaburg  the  General  reported  to 
hmi  (DfMiglas)  as  the  GovenimV  reprPNentative ;  waid 
ho  recognized  Wis  authority  fincl  rG<iueated  hlin  to  order' 
Colonel  Sharp  to  send  the  train  on.  Colonel  UoiiglaA 
said  he  would  communicate  General  French's  request 
to  Governor  Cari'oll  for  orders,  but  tliat  he  did  n^it 
j}iw[>ofte  to  niu  the  Ilallimore  &  Ohio  llailroad  Com* 
pany-  ' 

Statement  of  General  French, 

General  Fn.*noh  hrw  fumij^hed  a  statement  fur  pnb- 
licatiori  which  \»  hut^ked  by  Win  ofTiccrs,  All  llie  olfi- 
ccn?  of  Goncnd  French  linvc  ttlsa  telegraphed  tlic 
Adjutant  General  that  the  report  of  bin  drunkcnncsa  m 
utterly  false.  The  following  U  General  French's  slalo- 
mentf  daUfd  tcMlay  : 

I  (eceived  the  tele^ani  at  Martiiinburg  yeiiterday 
aflL^moon  to  bring  the  tiVM^ps  and  eatabli^h  my  head- 
(juartere  here,  I  telegraphed  to  Siiorp  to  lunuah  nicj  a 
Bi%cial  car  to  bring  tnc  to  Cumberland.

I  loW  ihc  officer  to  tell  Colonel 
Sharp  I  waitU-'d  to  ^(h^  ItinL  In  my  ciir  iu  rcfi^R'nce  1o 
tijc  cau^e  or  tlie  ilclny.  ARi^^  a  Ec^ng  tiiu^  Colr^nt*) 
Sharp  came  to  Uic  ciir,  and  1  asked  him  why  wc  witl- 
detained  there.  Ahupjcrowd  had  meaiitiinc  guth;?rcd 
around  Ihe  train,  Uat  told  me  he  was  waiting  to  gel 
ade>i3utch  froni  ihe  Vici*-Hiv>ident  of  the  roiid  to  know 
wlivLfter  I  woidd  be  pennitttHl  (o  go  on.  1  told  him  I 
wiw  the  judge  of  whether  I  should  go  on  or  stny ;  that 
I  wivs  uctiii-^'  under  the  orders  of  tlic  War  Department, 
and  wiu*  given  a  wide  dii^cretion.  He  then  went  out 
of  the  eur,  and  1  te]e;?rapht?d  the  state  of  the  cjise  to 
tJic  AdjutiLnt-Cieiieml,  and  received  a  dotgrntch  in 
return  tlmt  Sharp  waa  ordered  to  obey  my  orders.

General  Getty,  who  succeeded  General  French  in  Uic 
comiuand  of  ftie  United  btatet^  fcrcev  along  the  Djilti- 
more  &  Ohio  Railroad,  |io!tted  his  titx>|js  al  tlie  pnjnii- 
nent  points  on  the  line,  and  by  a  finn  display  of 
force  prevented  any  further  outbrcrik.  The  terrible 
nccurreni'-.e!!  in  other  part^  of  the  country  now  bmught 
the  strikers  to  their  senses,  and  showed  them  that  the. 
movement  had  been  taken  out  of  their  hands<,  and  \\\ 
become  a  reign  of  lawlcoaness  ior  which  tlie  countiyi 
would  hold  them  reii]>oiisible.  By  degrees  they  came 
to  a  realisation  of  their  terriblo  inifilake,  and  either 
returned  to  their  posts,  or  ceased  their  interference 
with  the  budine^  of  the  company. 

The  oiiiy  attempt  at  viulenco  after  this  occurrL>d  near 
Key^er,  on  the  night  of  the  SOth  of  July,  A  train, 
bearing  Battery  E,  of  the  6th  Artillery,  under  coni- 
nuin<l  of  LieuLenatit  Sirti^uton^  bound  for  Piodiuont^  was 
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thrown  from  tho  track  by  Uie  strikers  abotit  twu  miles 
weftt  of  Keyscr,  by  a  niii^plaocd  ewitcli.  The  train  wns 
moving  at  the  mte  of  tlin*?  inilca  En  hour.  With  fafrler 
ffp^cd  the  trnin  tvonld  huvc*  bec'n  thrown  down  a  deep 
embankment,  with  iwrioui^  los*  of  life.  TIii>  only  per- 
sonal injury  was  to  private  Geoi^^  llamiltoii^  who  h»(l 
his  leg  badly  crushed  between  tlie  cal>  and  f^^ixler. 
Upuu  e3UiU)iuntiau  it  was  found  that  the  three  switches

The  locks  were  found  on  the  track  near  by,  A  portion 
of  the  baltery  pn)ceeded  to  walk  to  Piedmont,  and 
utilized  a  hand-car  which  they  found  furlber  on,  A 
guard  wod  left  to  take  charge  of  the  diaablcd  train, 
which  ifl  yet  off  t]te  track.  Nobody  was  neen  in  the 
vicinitv- 
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On  tlie  »ame  day  tu'cnty-thrcc  diaordcrly  persona 
wei"e  urreaitffd  by  Ui*»  n.'gu!ar9  m'nr  Key»i'r.  Th*'y  Lad 
boHrdi?d  thfl'v.-cpterii  bound  exproM  train,  wfiicli  parsed 
Kiyscr  at  tbree  o'clock  in  tlie  afU-ruoon,  as  it  was 
moving  out  wilh  iFjc  intention  of  forcing  tlieir  pdisnage 
to  Piedmont.  Tliis  tnovemeut  was  noticed  at  the 
fttation,  and  a  irmn  with  fiOy  re^^ulara,  under  liou* 
tenant  iMy,  was  despatched  after  tlio  express.  It  was 
overtaken,  and  tlie  conductor  iiidicaled  the  men  who 
-refused  to  pay,  and  tbey  were  marcliod  to  a  caboose 
car,  returned  to  Keyscr  and  placed  under  guard  for 
alleged  riotous  conduct  TLc  train  wa»  crowded  with 
pUK«engv^*ris,  including  innny  Ijidirx,  TJn»r«  wJis  n  eet-iie 
of  intcnt«o  excitement  among  thorn  when  the  Boldiers 
uppcai-ed  and  were  ordered  to  load  their  wenponfl. 
Several  ladies  >«ci'eftined,  and  wniild  not  l>e  padlk-d  till 
the  itoldiers  and  rioters  had  di^apjtcai'ed.  A  detach- 
menl  of  ond  handred  troopa  wa^  drawn  up  in  line  when 
the  train  returned,  and  the  priMjuera  were  niai'ched 
lietween  a  double  line  of  itxed  bayonets  to  their  place 
of  conBuetneut. 

When  the  arrest  of  thcac  persona  became  known,  a 
large  crowd  gathered  about  the  Ataliaii,  in  the  apjier 
I'ooui  iif  whii.rl;  thts  prixoiiont  wviv  cunfined-  A  letter 
from  Keyser  thus  describes  tlie  eeene  tlioro:

A  cowniittee  Imve  just 
waited  nt  the  dejiot  upon  ShorifT  Sim«,  of  Mineral 
county,  of  wliich  KejT»er  is  the  county-wnt,  mid  d&- 
inniKU^d  that  \i<*-  »ihul)  vnidicftte  tho  siigxriikHtyof  iho 
civil  ovor  mtliUir^'  Inw  by  ifkAj^ing  the  iniwi>ti(.'r!*.  Thtry 
Bcem  to  be  strong  advocates  of  civil  law  since  the  ool- 
diei^  nrrirod.     The  shcrifT  protested  that  the  men  were

looking  the  excite   men   in  Uieir  faoea.     Finnlly  he 

"Yon  hid  belter  keep  cool.     Now,  this  wall  non- 
Beiise,  boya.    The  chaps  up^tjurs  will  get  no  more  than 
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they  doBcrvf!,  my  word  for  il,"  At  tliis  he  tumecl  nnd 
walked  away  n  short  distance.  The  crowd  were  iiori- 
jiliixH^^d ;  i]iey  Iind  dejH'iidwI  m[k^ii  the  wUeiiff,  and  muM 
not  uiiiIen<tAml  hU  reluAftI  to  perform  what  they-deemed 
his  duty  Ofi  high  eheriS'. 

This  wa5  the  last  dying  gasp  of  the  strike  on  the  main 
lino  of  the  BHllimun?  &  Ohio  Rnilrond.  Ucder  tht? 
protection  of  llie  Fetloral  troops^  the  hu«ne»«  of  the 
roatl  WW  reajmtd.  and  by  the  l^t  cf  July  the  line  was 
reo[)ened  for  tnidic  fixim  Bnltiinore  to  the  Ohio  riv^r. 
New  men  were  in  nil  cjiHes  found  to  fill  the  places*  of 
thoac  who  refuted  to  work;  the  glut  in  the  labor 
market  rendering  it  eoay  for  the  company  to  obtain 
iiiunediately  any  number  of  men  to  whom  they  could 
guarantee  protection  from  violence  at  the  hands  of  the 
strikers.     This  was  funiiehcd  by  the  regulars^ 

In  the  meantime  the  (drikera  at  Dnltimore  had  ap< 
pointed  a  committee  to  wait  upon  the  authorities  of  the 
Baltimore  &  Ohio  Kiitlroad^  and  lay  before  them  a 
statement  of  their  grievances  ahd  tbcir  demand*  for 
redrefP.  ThiA  was  done,  nnd  oit  tbo  2Gth  of  July  the 
company  made  the  following  reply :

Finding  liinij^clf  jiowMrh*?-.'*  *o  divil  willi  tlic  riot,  the 
Mftvor  of  Cuuil^eilaiid  reporU*d  tUv  *tftte  of  aJTaira  by 
telegraph  to  the  Governor  of  Marylajid,  nnd  at  the 
^mc  time  the  ofticcra  of  Ihc  BnUimoi'e  &  Ohio  Kailroitd 
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Compnny  oskcd  tlic  protection  of  the  State  government 
for  their  property  within  the  limits  of  Maryland. 
Governor  Ciirrollj  »[ipn.'ciiitLng  lliv  gnivily  of  tlii'  vituii* 
tion,  promptly  deeid<?d  to  take  euch  ulepa  as  were  neces- 
sary for  tlie  preservation  of  order  at  the  thrcfilened 
pojiiU.  On  the  artt-rnooii  of  tht»  20tli  nf  July  he  ttt-nt 
the  following  order  to  the  commander  of  the  first 
brigade  of  Maryland  militia:

Upon  the  receipt  of  hU  ordors,  ahout  three  o'clock  on 
the  nilernoon  of  the  20thf  General  Herbert  informed 
Govenior  Ourmll  that  then*  wiw  hanlly  time  enough 
betw««n  thnt  hour  and  the  hour  wLc^n  th^  tniin«  would 
depart  for  Cumberland  to  summon  the  soldicri*  and  get 
them  ready  for  n  campaign.  He  thereforts  auggcsti'd 
thai  ftu  fthirm  known  n»  the  *'mihtary  axW"  No.  101, 
ho  etruck,  which  would  eummon  the  Wdiers  to  thoir 
armories.  Governor  Carroll  replied  that  he  feared  that 
iW  nlarm  would  »oiiimon  wlrikere  aa  well  its  iUvt  woldien*, 
and  that  it  mu*t  not  bo  sounded.  Gcnoral  Herbert 
therefore  eent  for  Captain  Zollinger,  senior  captain  of 
the  &th  Regimentj  informed  him  of  the  governur's  order, 
and  directed  him  to  have  the  troopa  rendy  to  rmreh  at 
6  P-  M»  About  half-past  five  o'clock  General  Herbert 
was  informed  that  only  one  hundred  and  (ifty  members 
of  the  6th  hod  assembled  at  their  armory,  and  that  to 
obtain  more  it  was  nece«»ary  that  the  alann  signal 
should  ho  sounded.  Govenior  Carroll  thereupon  gave 
his  consent  to  the  sounding  of  tlie  alarm,  and  it  was 
dulv  rung. 
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It  was  nearly  gix  o'clock,  the  hour  when  tiic  thou- 
sands of  laborers  are  releat^ed  from  work^  nvlien  the 
hooming  of  the  belKs  waa  heart]  aviT  llie  ritv-  A  cer- 
tain proportion  of  the  multitude  that  caino  from  the 
workshops,  upon  hciuing  the  alarm,  hastened  to  the 
armorj- of  the  Gth  Regiment,  situated  on  the  aecoiid 
floor  of  a  Urg«  builcliiig  at  the  corner  of  Fifth  and 
Front  etreeta,  and  gazt'd  for  n  titno  apathetically  at  the 
buf4y  mjldiers.  In  another  part  of  the  city,  before  the 
armory  of  the  ^Lh  Regiment,  a  large  crowd  also  nsscin- 
hled,  and  every  member,  upon  amvin^,  wa*  l^r^^U^d 
with  checrd.  The  Foldiera  were  fuUy  eciuiijpeJ  for  the 
inarch  with  fatigue  c^pa,  blontie,  gray  trowscrei,  knap* 
Backs,  and  blankets  rolled.  All  were  armed  with 
S])rin^Gld  bi't?aoh-loading  riflee,  and  bad  twenty  rounds 
of  ammunitiun,  the  ofBoera  being  armed  with  re%'oIrcre. 
Captain  Zollinger  went  among  hl^  men,  giving  this  one 
and  that  one  odvioe  about  bin  equipment,  and  finally 
i-aid  that  the  time  bad  come  when  thi^y  were  no  longer 
holiday  ttoldlcr^  and  mufit  act  with  the  cooliicjis  of 
regulate 

The  5tb  wax  the  ftret  regiment  ready,  and  moved 
out  of  ita  armory  two  hundred  »trong«  about  half-paat 
HGTcn  o'clock,  and  took  up  the  line  of  march  for  tho 
Camden  street  d**[JOl-  The  regiment  marched  through 
Garden  flti'eQt  to  Madison  street,  and  then  by  way  of 
J£utaw  etJWt  to  Camden  street.  Along  the  first  p*rt 
oC  their  mute  the  troops  were  heartily  chwredp  but 
about  midway  a  few  lusi^eB  were  heard,  anil  by  the 
time  the  depot  was  reached  the  ^oldter^  were  »tirroii&dcd 
by  men  trying  to  kill  them.  The  regiment  wa»  fir«t 
attacked  nefir  tin*  jiUKtiun  of  Kutuw  and  I^judmn) 
ttreet>4,  while  a  crowd  of  jc^nng  men  auddenly  threw 
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bricks  and  paving  sloncs  into  the  mnks  of  tlie  Iroopfl. 
Licut'^nant  Rogers,  of  Company  C,  was  struck  in  the 
breast  by  one  of  the  Tnis>ilcs  and  severely  injured, 
Sewnil  policvmon  at  once  diLsb^d  into  the  crowd  itnd 
*MSVcrcly  bent  with  their  clubu  tho  men  v-'ho  had  flung 
the  rfoncs,  vhile  the  injured  lieutenant  wn*  cnrricd  into 
»  rfighl>oring  biiihling  iitid  cJired  for  ]>y  Ihe  regimental 
BurgGon.  The  regiment  inmrched  on,  but  as  it  marched 
WW  osBailcd  with  a  *thowcr  of  stones.  About  twenty 
aoldicrs  wei-e  Rtruck  and  injured  by  these  miaailes,  but 
none  aeverely^  Captain  Zollinger  woidd  not  permit 
hia  men  to  fire,  bnt  ordered  them  to  asBiet  their  wounded 
compantona^  and  coolly  proceeded  on  hia  way.  Upon 
nearing  the  dcpot^  it  vrax  perceived  that  the  route  wfU 
bnrrcd  at  Csiiiiden  and  Eutaw  Bfre^ta  by  «  crowd  of 
determined  men  anned  with  etonCH.  A  volley  of  Blonce 
waa  burled  at  the  regiment  by  this  mob,  and  about 
tw«nty  of  Ihci  suldiers  were  struck  and  Injured,  Cap- 
lain  Zollingop  t^'oidd  not  permit  his  men  to  fire,  but 
ordered  tliein  to  fix  bGyoncta>  and  prepare  for  a  charge, 
IIl'  then  dn*w  lud  ^n'o^l,  and  demnnded  of  the  mob  a 
pose&go  for  hi»  men,  and  ordered  the  latter  to  charge 
the  mob  at  the  double-quick.  A  burly  man,  who 
wt^med  to  act  aA  thft  leader  of  the  mol),  wa»  ^lruck  on 
the  head  by  the  enptain  with  the  Hat  of  his  Aword  and 
knocked  to  one  nidc.  Tho  roglment  then  charged  into 
the  depot,  awceping  the  mob  before  it-  The  special 
train  of  cam  intruded  for  the  transportation  of  the 
regiment  at  this  moment  backed  down  to  Ibe  depot 
before  the  platform  upon  which  the  soldiers  wore 
standing. 

The  mob,  defeased  at  one   point,  now  turned  their 
attention  to  another.     Thoy  pelted   with   atones   the 
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vngin^CT  :iiid  (ir'UK'h  (iT  Ow  trniu,  drove  llieiii  fmiii 
the  locomotive,  and  so  iiijun-d  tbe  locomotive  that  it 
could  not  be  U£cd.  A  few  niomcntif  uAcrwai^^  engine 
40i,  onginocr  Byorl/»  wa*  lKicki?d  up  to  Ihe  Biirr£ 
street  cuLrntkce  to  the  depot  to  coiiiwct  witli  the  No.  2 
Chicago  express,  which  was  to  leave  at  8.15.  The 
mob  iDfit&ntly  attacked  Bycrly,  and  removed  him  from 
the  locomotive.  One  of  the  mob  then  opened  the  throttle 
of  tht^  locomotive,  nnd  jumped  from  it  a»  the  masi^ive 
tnochino  mo^'ed  ofTut  &  great  rate  of  if[30od,  without  a 
guide,  down  the  track.  The  tucomoUvc  mn  into  a 
freight  Lnun  helow  Leu  Bln:?ul,  und  wiif*  'wn-<:k€d. 

Thinking  that  the  mob  mtglit  bo  emboldened  noon  to 
attack  the  soldiers,  General  Herbert  diK^led  Captain 
Zollinger  to  drive  the  riotera  awaj"  frnm  the  vicioiij" 
of  the  depot.  The  captain  tor*k  Company  C  and 
charged  with  li^ced  bayonets  some  of  the  mob  that  ^v^ere 
midway  upon  the  platlbrni  north  of  Barr6  sti-cet.  The 
crowd  fled  from  the  platform,  but  m.-ule  a  stand  in  the 
yard  jiear  Ilowai-d  street,  from  which  tUvy  hurled 
8tCD0e  at  tho  troops.  Thc^  etoueu  wer^  obtained  Jrom 
a  neighboring  street,  where  imluckily  the  gas  company 
wiu*  pulllnjj  duwn  jioiiie  iniiiuj*,  and  thi^  roadway  wilh 
torn  up,  Tbe  shower  of  stones  was  very  lieavy,  and  a 
number  of  the  aohliors  were  hurt.  These  were  taken 
Into  Vice- Pr«ai dent  King's  private  car,  which  had  been 
turned  into  a  hoKpital.  aiid  cared  for.  Company  H 
was  ordered  to  the  a«aistance  of  Company  C,  but  the 
soldiers  were  driven  hack  upon  attempting  to  force  the 
riotera  out  of  the  yartl,  Oovemor  Carrol!  and  GencrftI 
HerUTt  th*'roii[)on  rerjuejited  the  [)ol!*"i*  anthimtiei*  to 
summon  to  the  depot  all  the  poUcemeu  that  could  bo 
spared  from  ihe  dtation*houdeB* 
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Meanlimo  the  6th  R^^^ment  bad  ob^joJ  the  bued- 
moiia  to  aa^emble,  aiid  ila  mcmbcra  hatl  gathered  at 
the  armory.  The  members  of  the  a-gimcnt  gathered 
Hlawly,  and  it  wan  not  until  LiUr-pfi>tt  Moven  oclock — 
at  the  vorr  timo  Umt  the  Oth  Rogimont  was  leii^ng  its 
armor)' — that  a  conatdcrnhle  number  had  af^^cmhled. 
For  hulfati  Iiutir  prr^viuus  thi?  trK'inhi*r>f,  lu  lln-y  •■fil<'n.*(l 
the  buildin;;,  wvto  hootdd  ftt^  bill  no  atliick  like  that 
which  Follovrcj  was  Tt^aivd.  Suddenly  t,  brick  was 
thmwn  into  the  d^Hirwny  of  the  hi-UI  landing  to  the 
BtepH  by  which  tlie  wildit^rji  naeended  into  the  armory, 
and  ill  another  second  a  volloy  of  etonoa  w^  hurlod 
thmagh  the  vrindowd  of  the  omiory.  The  four  police 
men  at  the  doorwny  disn{>jicaredj  and  were  i^uceeeded 
by  four  aoldicnt.  The  Atreetst  of  the  vicinity  were 
^dotted  here  and  there  with  heaps  of  oobbk-ftloncsj  the 

in  company  tieing  engaged  in  pntliitg  dmvii  pSjvH; 
and  in  front  of  several  Large  Rtnicture^  in  process  of 
oonetruetion  were  cartloadrt  of  brioktt.  The  jnob  scJEcd 
e^rly  upon  these  mihsik's,  hurled  lliem  nt  th<>  outpost 
of  the  regiitieiit  on  duty  xxi  the  door,  (li\>ve  the  men 
witiiin  the  building,  n.nd  then  bombarded  Uie  windowa. 
Every  pane  of  gWs  on  the  Ki-ont  street  »ide  WM^ 
broken,  Membci'ft  of  th**  rvgitiieiit  who  anivt'il  aflj 
this  onfiUught  wore  assaulted  and  driven  away  fix>m 
the  building.  One  of  the  eoldicrs  \raa  eeized  and  Hung 
over  the  niilln^'s  of  the  Fayette  street  bridge,  but  luck- 
ily ftdl  it{Nin  IL  bt'iun^  aikd  eM.-4i|>ed  falling  into  the 
fttr^'Ain*  Major  A.  J.  Gftorge,  who  wa^  one  of  the  hite 
ones,  vras  knocked  down,  beaten,  and  badly  bruioed 
about  tTie  Ixjdy  and  head.  C.  L.  Drown,  who  ventured 
into  the  street,  was  attacked  by  the  ofowd,  tJirown 
duwti,  and  kicked  on  the  head.    Vfiih  grutdiffiQulty 
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lie  GtiClipeJ  into  lln^  Itiiiltling,      TiH'iili'.nniit.  Wi'Ily  U'ti* 
lUftiaiilU'd  and  Ix^alon. 

All  liour  aiiU  n  half  parsed,  the  crowd  all  the  time 
becuniiiig  more  aggressive.     A  Urge  BquAd  of  [Xflice 
WHH  unable  to  enri>rcta  order,  and  wns  driven  into  tlte 
building.      At  half-pnst   eight  o'clock.  Colonel  Pet4>r« 
selected  three  companies  (Componica   I,  F,  and  B)  to 
march  to  the  depot,  leaving  150  men  of  tlic  r^imont 
to  gcarj  tlitr  unnorj.     The  compunies  wore  formed  and 
thi3  order  given  to  march  cut  of  tbc  building.     The 
tftair^  of  the  amior^  Vi-cre  »o  nurrow  that  only  two  ineu 
could  iniireh  tluwn  at  u  litne.     In  tlitn  oiiK-r  thi?  Cir%i 
company  came  ont  of  the  armory  door.     Instantly  thu 
mob  began  pelting  the  soldiers  with  nil  ^rt^  cf  missiles, 
Atonesj  piecea  of  iron  and  hnckfl.     TIjo  floldivrs  wavered 
for  a  moment,  and  theit  fli-d  into  (he  binldii)}^.     This^ 
retreat  greatly  encouraged  tlie  mob,  and  tlie  rioters 
shouted  iritli  triumph.     In  a  fi^w  uiomcntet  the  soldiers 
dashed  out  of  the*  biiMdlng,  nnd  the  foi\-most  Jin-d  iiilo 
the  nir,  having  been  ordered  to  do  ho  by  Colouol  Peters, 
The  mob  fell  back  frightened.     Two  of  the  ctiinpimieft] 
weresoon  mlineand  ready  tomamh.   The  crowd  jtHtrpi 
at  the  Boldwrs,  and  finally  renewed  the  attack  upoal 
them,  this  time   using  muakets  and  aliot  gnn^;    the] 
leaders  luwuring  the  aasailanta  that  tlie  aoldtei*!!  hn 
nothing  tut  blank  cartridges  in  tbeirguuH.     Some  of] 
the  Ktldiers  at  la^t  became  exasperated,  and  without 
ordci*^  to  do  eo,  fired  into  the  crowd.     Hy  this  lire  a 
bystJindor  wo^  kilk^l,  and  a  boy  fifteen  yetim  old  a^ 
verely  wounded. 

Tlio  companies  then  marched  towards  the  Camden 
street  station;  two  companies  moving  by  way  of  Front 
fitreet  to  Baliunore  atreet,  and  up  Balthnore  ntivct  to 
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Guy;  tl>e  other  company  by  way  of  Front  Btreet  to 
Gay  «tTx.Tt,  and  up  Gny  street  to  Baltimore  street,  and 
t}M*ncc  tourard  the  dopot.  Aa  the  two  companiea 
pEu<M>d'  along,  the  mob  preitHetl  heavily  upon  them, 
hurling  Atones  nnd  other  mi$«ilea  at  them^  and  db- 
cliarging  mnaketd,  ehol  guns,  and  pistols  into  the  ranks. 
The  floldiers  in  the  reAr,  who  were  compelled  to  bear 
tlie  brunt  of  this  attack,  stood  it  for  a  while,  and  iben 
unabk  to  endure  morOf  and  acting  upon  the  &ni  law 
of  buoiaa  nature,  fired  with  deadly  effect  upon  the 
mob.  The  rioli-n?  scattorrd  irnmeJintt'ly,  but  thv  m^xt 
instant  came  together,  and  renewed  tlieir  attack  on  the 
troops.  In  tho^  partdof  the  Btroet  which  wore  luid 
ith  the  Belgian  pavement,  the  mob  foLind  it  dit^eult 
obtain  missile!*  to  hurl  at  the  nx>i)]iH,  and  the  mili- 
were  unmolesied.  Between  Holiday  and  South 
atreet— Q  distance  of  one  square — the  N)ldier3  fired 
many  timei4;  and  the  drlng  was  al.'io  brink  tivan  Suuth 
to  Calvert  Atreet>  also  one  square.  The  street  caro 
along  the  route  were  naturally  erapt^*.  There  was 
little  noisw  beyond  that  cnused  by  the  musketry  fire 
and  the  people  running  away  fVom  danger.     The  ex< 

dtement   aflerward,    however,   when    tlie    dead    and 
^irounded  were  collected,  woa  intense. 

The  companies  of  the  6th  lU^giment  reached  the 
Camden  utaUon  at  half-past  eight  o'clock,  and  joined 
their  comrades  of  the  5th.  The  troops  were  formed  on 
the  platform,  and  the  mob  pressed  closely  around  Ihc 
depot,  utU-ring  tlie  most  snvngt'  thnv^ts  uguirst  tlw 
6oldier0.  Twocompanics  of  the  5th  Regiment  held  the 
mob  at  hay.  and  prevented  the  rioters  from  entering 

Uie  depot.     All  tht'  available  [inlii^e  force  wits  i*[in<!i.*i>- 
^trated  at  the  di^pot,  and  for  a  whilo  it  Keouied  that  a 
loody  conflict  wa»  inevitable. 
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IiwIiIe^  ttt  Out  CjuucUni  i]«'iKL>t  building  Ravi^nior  Cnrmll 
ftnd  Mayor  Latrobe  were  present,  wiUi  Vice-Prefliileiit 
King  and  other  officei'jt  ol'  the  laiiroad  company,  Genorol 
JamcA  R.  Herbert  commanding  tlie  militaryr  o^d^'^'lice- 
Marsb&l  Gray,  Dejiuty-Marsbal  Prey^  Policc-Cuinmls- 
«ionOT  Gilmor  and  the*  cupL^j^  of  police  in  the  n\x  dj3!i- 
trictE^  into  wlii<:b  the  city  i&  divided.  The  8Ut«  of 
aUaira  in  tbc  city  wiu«  now  eo  tlireati'iiiug  that  it  waa 
decided  not  tu  Keml  the  truo]J3  away,  but  to  bold  them 
for  the  protection  of  the  city. 

Tbc  efforts  of  the  iiiob  were  directed  agftinst  the  lower 
end  nf  the  dejMit  buildinjf.  A  vi^iroiia  charge  of  the 
police  drove  the  rioterit  from  the  Barre  street  crossing, 
and  forced  them  back  to  liCe  street*  the  extreme  end  of 
the  dc^xit.  The  olHce  of  the  de^at<:her  of  trains,  a 
wuodeii  istructure,  ih  located  at  this  ejul  of  tiie  dejiot. 
It  was  next  attacked  by  tlie  mob,  and  waa  riddled  with 
tftoncj^  The  tQlegraph  operators  were  driven  from  their 
postal,  and  compelled  to  lly  fur  safety.  The  |>oUGe  ngain 
chur^i.^  ibe  mob,  but  the  rioters  returned  the  motneot 
the  police  drew  bock,  and  booo  had  the  lower  end  of 
the  depot  In  their  poaBCfision.  Three  passenger  cars  at- 
tached Uf  an  i*iig!ne  w*'r«  wet  on  fin*,  and  tlie  oITrx-  of 
the  despatcher  of  traju»  wa»  al*o  fired,  the  rioter*  hop- 
ing that  this  Umt  act  would  rcsidt  in  tbc  conHagrutiori 
of  the  vnat  de|]ot.  Tho  track  bcytnul  the  dt^pot  wai* 
lont  up  Tor  about  two  hundred  yurdn^  and  the  round 
boii^,  iiome  distance  beyond  the  Camden  station,  was 
fired  and  considerable  damage  done  to  tlie  locomotivefl. 
The  fire  department  waa  at  once  «immoned,  and  the 
Euob  WMB  driven  back  by  the  police  and  £o]dier«.  The 
engines  were  «oon  gotten  to  work,  and  the  Uatnc-s  woro 
extingiualied.  The  police  were  very  active  during  the 
nighlf  and  a  number  of  arrvTite  were  made. 
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One  of  the  BaUimoro  paiK^rsj  commenting  upon  the 
chwnictcr  of  thu  mob  in  ttiiit  city,  srud  :  *^Tho  numlwrA 
of  railrotid  (?niploy<^  on^nj^d  in  ttio  riotini^  h^ro  liaa 
from  the  firat  not  exceeded  160;  but  At  tbeoulsct  oftbc 
affiiir  they  were  join<Hl  1>y  thouNmds  of  Iiiborcre  nnd  fnty 
chanics  out  of  employment,  and  by  the  entire  cnmiruil 
claaacs  of  the  city,  eager  for  an  necAAion  to  pUmclor  A 
Urge  number  of  men  beaiden  theae,  in  varioue  occupo- 
tiontf,  who  hurt*  Hitflfere^l  a  reduction  of  wages  of  late,  are 
in  a  Bullen  temper  with  their  employera  nn  J  with  capital- 
iBts  generally.  They  imagine  that  they  have  been 
wronged,  and  welcome  what  they  think  in  an  attempt 
of  the  mtlrond  men  to  right  k  MimiUr  wrong.  Some 
hAve  actively  nJded  the  rioters,  and  nearly  all  have  for^ 
mcntcd  the  mo^-cnicnt  by  rcckle«B  and  inflammatory 
tnlk.  The  coinniiiniMlic  chm->ictcr  of  the  riot«  is  »hown 
by  every  incident.  The  mob  which  as&niled  the  6th 
Begiment,  Friday  night,  waa  not  composed  of  railroad 
men,  but  wiia  a  niificelluneaijn  luwembhige  of  lubororB. 
The  cmwd  thnl  »ton{?d  the  TTiiiled  State*  troopt;  to-*lay 
probably  had  not  a  ehigle  striker  in  itn  mitl^t.  80  of 
the  giuigs  giithered  up  by  the  police  in  the  nnmerouif 
comliobt  anmiid  Camden  xtiition  Ia:4t  ni^ht^  Somf 
were  thieves  and  rciwdie^  and  otheni  wero  working- 
men,  usually  well-behaved,  but  nuw  crazed  by  the  ex- 
dtement  of  the  outbreak.  It  ia  a  notable  fact  that 
most  of  the  men  who  yelled  'bread'  in  the  crowd  that 
Hurged  against  the  linea  of  the  police  and  the  M>ldicrs 
last  ni^ht  hod  evidently  money  enough  to  buy  whiftkey, 
for  they  were  half-drunk.  Some  of  the  atrikeiv  aflirm 
that  they  and  their  friends  were  taking  no  part  in  the 
Iftwieas  acta,  and  that  the  movement  has  pa5acKi  alto* 
gether  out  of  their  handft.     The  prejudice  against  the 
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Baltimore  &  Ohio  rood  among  th«  irorking  cln^ACf,  and 
to  fiome  extent  among  people  in  the  higher  vnlks  of 
life,  fumiffhc-d  at  the  beginning  a  strong  fund  of  sym- 
jmtliy  to  eustniii  the  ii(nke.  It  \Ta«  ciirscntly  believed 
thnt  tho  ]>c)Uey  of  the  compnii}'  haw  been  to  etiirw  its 
men  in  onler  to  keep  itp  it-^  ton  pf^r  cent  dividends, 
Tlnrro  iH  itoilixiht  (Imt  tlitx  pivjudioi*  wtir*  iiw.  n.'n\  Ini^iis 
of  the  outbreak.  Desperate  men  look  Arlvflnt/ij^e  of  it 
to  defy  the  law,  relying  ui>Dn  popular  mip[K)rU*' 

A  number  of  the  wildicrs  were  severely  \voiinded  by 
(he  mob.  Among  tlie  iJolcrs  nine  wei-e  killed,  two 
mortally  wounded,  and  a  number  wounded  by  the 
fire  of  the  troopa.  Two  more  riotcrfl  were  eliot  by  ibo 
police  in  the  figbt  at  the  toni^r  end  of  the  depot  "When 
the  soldiers  did  Are  directly  on  the  mob,  ihey  did  bd 
in  deadly  enmtiit,  tvs  the  va^^i  pix.'jHtndcrancc  of  the 
dead  over  the  wounded  testifies.  Almost  everv  man 
cliot  was  hit  in  ciUrt  the-  chcKl  or  h^*ad,  und  nernly  uU 
the  wounds  woro  fataK 

The  night  wore  painfully  away.  It  was  evident 
(hat  the  riob  had  a^umed  n  dmraeti^r  whieh  reijuired 
tho  promple»t  and  flnne«t  treatment  At  midnight 
Coveroor  Carroll,  who  had  been  in  constant  eommuni* 
e&tion  with  the  city  authorities  and  tho  railmnd  offi* 
ciala,  and  who  had  become  convinced  that  the  Stiitp 
foreea  were  unequal  to  the  task  of  dealing  with  the 
mob,  made  a  requisition  by  telcgrnph  upon  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  Fnileil  Stales  for  a^MAtance  in  the  effort  to 
qwell  the  insurreetlun.  The  demand  was  iuj^tantly 
complied  witb.  General  Barry,  commanding  at  Fort 
McIIenry,  was  ordered  to  bold  all  his  available  force  in 
n.*iulim*s«  to  oj^sIhI  tbe  atithoritics  of  Jtarjliind  tnid 
BaUimorv,  and  woa  reinforced  by  detachmentH  of  troops 
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and  mormea  from  Wasliinglon.  Genern!  Hancock, 
^oommandin.c'  tim  MilUary  Department  of  tiio  Atlniitic, 
waa  oriiorcd  to  rcpnir  to  Bnllimcrc  nnd  aswumc  the 
cointnund,  ftiid  troop«  wcro  Iitirricd  from  Fortit-Rj* 
Monroe  and  the  Atlantic  jKiHtii  to  nnltiTnorc  nnd 
Wasbiiigtoii.  On  the  momni^  of  the  2lBt,  the  Prvu- 
dent  ifraued  the  following  proclamation :

Mnttunt  contiiined  (iiri^fttcnmg  In  RjiUimcre  during 
tlio  2l6t,  but  i\iQ  mob  bad  boen  taught  &  le^&on.  The 
crowds  were  kept  back  from  tbc  ^treeta  bounding  tlie 
de|)ot  ftud  ilK  yanlft  by  strong  giinrd^  of  pollen;  and  niiU 
itflry^  nnd  uncItT  the  protection  of  the  troop»  tbe  work 
of  repairing  tbe  tracks  wa.H  be^un.  All  this  bar-rooms 
in  tbe  city  were  closed  by  order  of  the  mayor,  and  citi- 
aens  vrt?re  not  allowed  tt>  coiij^re^fiite  on  the  i4tn*t 
cornerB,  Towards  nightfall  a  battery  of  Federal  artil- 
lery ntts  e^talioned  nt  the  Camden  street  depot,  and 
every  precaution  wan  taken  to  defeat  nny  attack  that 
might  bo  made  by  the  mob  during  the  night. 

Soon  after  dark  a  mob  of  from  2,500  to  S,000  meit 
amembled  in  the  vicinity  of  the  depot  and  commenced 
to  boot  at  tbo  Roldicm  and  police  who  bad  been  throvrn 
out  aa  fftinnls.  Between  nino  and  ten  o'clock  a  magni- 
ficent Btrokc  of  strategy  flgainst  the  mob  waa  enacted, 
Tho  police  bad  been  quietly  ordered  that  each  one  of 
them  uhoulJ  arr^^^st  a  man.  At  a*  given  signal  each 
oRiccr  picked  out  hifl  victim  and  Btarlid  into  Camden 
station  vrith  him.  Tbe  rioters  followed  witli  the  iti' 
tentjon  uf  runcuiiig  their  fiieudrt^  but  they  hud  Jiot 
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advwwjed  twenty  pftcee  before  tliey  were  met  with  the 
bayoitet^  of  the  5th  Regiment  pickets,  before  which 
ilikyy  beat  a  hnniy  ivtrejit-  The  police  took  their  prU- 
Ooon  into  CAitiilon  HtiLtion,  azid  as  Boon  a^  tht^y  entered 
the  doors  a  cordon  of  Boldkry  cloiH:d  u.rouud  tbcm  and 
pfotected  the  [n/lu^e  wlnUt  thm  prlnviK-rai  vfviv  Wing 
£earched  nnd  deprived  of  their  nmiA.  This  occurred  cm 
i\iQ  platform,  and  the  priiKi»rr9  «teetn«d  to  tako  b«art 
from  the  comparatively  small  nmnherorthe  troops  and 
police,  and  to  be  preparing  for  a  break.  In  a  moment 
the  soldiers  swept  around  on  each  side  of  thoin  with 
fixed  bayonets^  nnd  drove  tbcm  into  the  main  paetscnger 
room  of  tlic  depot,  where  fifty  of  them  wore  confined, 
the  number  i:on»tanl1y  remving  accesuoua  from  fivith 
arrcrtA  It  was  a  brilUunt  i^tratcgio  ittroke^  and  eorved 
its  purpose  do  well  Itiat  by  eleven  o'clock  the  vicinity 
of  Camd4*ii  AtalLoti  wiut  iAvtir  luid  the  riotu'nt  di^^coin- 
flted  for  the  time  being.  It  was  noticeable  that  the 
railroad  fitvikers  reiUly  had  little  to  do  with  the  trouble 
inaide  the  city.  The  vjciouri  element  was  montly  com- 
poHed  of  ruffians  out  of  employment,  and  reiuiy  for  any 
sort  of  bloody  work.  In  arreating  the  rioters  there 
were  about  fifty  pistol  shot^  fii^,  but  nobody  waa  hurt. 
A  few  of  Uie  mob  were  woundeil  b_v'  blows  from  officers' 
clubif,  but  none  of  them  eeriOiUjly. 

The  oompnratiTo  quiet  that  reigned  throughont  the 
city  about  midnight  of  the  2Ifit  was  broken  towards 
tlireu  oVIock  on  thy  morning  of  the  22d  by  the  fivquent 
ringing  of  ftre  cignut«.  The  alarm  extended  to  all  00c- 
tkma  of  the  city*  and  few  pcraona  slept  through  the 
night.  Heforo  duylight  the  city  was  swarming  wttli 
people.  All  the  daily  paj>er«  printed  Sunday  mom* 
ing  ediliot^  au  uuudual  occurrencep  which  M^rvod  to

heighten  the  excitement  that  ovcrywlicro  previirikd. 
The  first  Bcrious  conflagnition  wns  fin  attempt  oa  the 
pEirt  of  Die  mob  to  di'stroy  iii*^  Mount  dure  ^1ii>|ih  i^f 
the  Bitllimoro  &  Ohio  Compnny,  which  eovor  an  area 
of  several  iwpca  in  West  Baltimore.  A  train  of  coal 
oil  numbering  thirty*aeveo  can*  wasfirf*<l  by  means  of 
cotton  waste  saturated  with  coal  oil  and  niftlchee,  which 
were  plfused  in  each  car  and  then  lighted.  The  firet 
intinmtiou  of  the  incendiary  act  wa;^  the  bright  sheets 
of  Aame  which  illuminated  the  went  end  for  miles,  and 
drew  to  the  eoene  a  strong  police  force  and  thoufianda 
of  citizens,  including  many  strikcra.  The  police  did 
Hplondid  service,  aiid  Jifter  repulsing  the  rioters  aldt'd 
the  Fire  Department  in  smothering  the  flames.  Only 
seven  cars,  with  300  barrels  of  oil,  were  burned.  It 
waa  evidently  the  intention  of  the  rioters  to  ran  the 
train  into  Monut  Clare,  in  which  event  millions  of  dol- 
lar worth  of  property  would  have  been  de«tix>yed. 

before  the  alarm  caused  by  thi9  fire  had  subsided, 
the  belU  ni^ain^  at  ti-n  minut'?;t  rtd^r  four  A.  H.^  pciiltd 
forth  another  mgnal,  indicating  a  con^agmtion  in-the 
neighborhood  of  the  Prcwdcnt  street  depot  of  the  Phila^ 
delphia,  Wilmington  &  Baltimore  Railroad.  Closely 
following  tht*  BL'Cond  call  u  gi^nerul  ainnn  wcm  rung,  and 
all  the  available  engines  in  the  department  hastened  to 
the  ispot.  By  tliis  time  the  City  Uall  abone  out  in 
bright  n*lief  from  the  viviJnt*w*  of  thi»  viist  volume  of 
flame  vhich  shot  straight  upward  from  tlio  burning 
premiaoe,  which  proved  to  be  the  oxlenftive  j^teain 
planing  mills  and  lumber  yard  of  J.  Turner  &  Cate^ 
at  East  Falls  avenue  and  Stileu  street.  The  pnjximily 
of  the  place  to  the  Philadelpliia  depot  led  many  to  be- 
lieve that  the  tftrikcrd  hod  trau»ft;rrcd  thoir  operations 
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to  (ho  Philadelphia,  Wilmington  k  Baltimoro  Bailroad, 
and  crowdts  of  i)orM>iiB  who  had  ha^lily  quitted  iheiv 
\wdA  niti  exciUfliy  ill  the  ihn.?ciiyii  tif  Uii^  <Ir|)ot,  The 
iire  ori^natod  in  the  northeoitt  end  of  the  lumber  fthcd 
OIL  the  comer  of  Prcaident  oiid  StUcs  street,  and  travel- 
ling weAtwai'd,  in  a  lew  miiiuiert  the  llameft  worked 
their  way  through  the  doors  and  windows  into  the 
larpe  three-etory  brick  planing  mill,  corner  of  Stilea 
iftrcet  and  Kast  Falls  avenue.  In  an  instant  Uie  entire 
building,  owing  to  the  comhuBtible  material  stored 
within,  woa  in  a  blaze,  sheets  of  dame  shooting;  out 
from  all  tho  windows.  The  property  extended  over 
on  entire  block  bounded  by  East  Tails  aveuue^  Stiles, 
President  and  Fawn  streets,  the  great^^^r  portion  being 
occupig^l  OS  a  lumber  yard.  The  entire  premises  were 
destroyed,  and  the  Tire  Deportment,  recognizing  that 
this  would  be  the  result,  tried  to  save  the  surrounding 
property.  The  exaot  loss  lias  not  been  ascertained,  but 
it  will  junonnt  to  some  ^50,000-  The  building  was 
saturatL^l  with  oil  and  fiRrd  at  sevi.*ral  places*  Nuthing 
butalhe  w  el  Mi  recti- d  effortii  preveuU-d  the  spread  of  the 
tlaniea  and  a  terrible  conflo^ation  that  would  have 
Bwcpt  southeast  Baltimore,  When  a  naan  attempted 
to  wnind  an  alann  he  was  ftsnaulted  by  a  mob  and 
roughly  handled.  The  workmen  had  been  notified  on 
Saturday  tiight  that  their  waives  would  be  reduced,  and 
It  is  supposed  they  at  oneo  joined  the  strikers  and  lired 
the  place. 

During  the  day  a  largo  number  of  special  policemen 
were  awom  in  by  the  city  authorities  and  armed^  and 
measures  wei:«  set  on  foot  for  orgnniitng  and  iN|uipping 
two  new  regiments  of  militia.  The  belter  class  of  citi- 
zens, noM'  serioufly  alanned,  gave  a  Jirm  support  to  the 
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aulhonitted,  and  held  thcmaclvca  in  rcudmeas  to  respond 
to  any  call  that  mi^ht  be  made  upcn  thom.  The  mob 
bad  shown  iU  Init-'  eKiinictiT  tmy  jiliiinly  Umt  noru*  niuld 
doubt  it  now.  It  was  coiiiposod  of  the  Iovp'osI  and  most 
disreputable  clement  of  the  dty;  it  wm  dci*periite  and 
infurin(('d^  and  iiotliing  hut  1h(?  sterui-st  And  fnoi«t  ret<> 
oluto  trcfttinciit  w>uld  overcome  it. 

I>aring  (he  morning  General  Hancock  arrived  in 
BAlUmore.  He  wns  fifllowed  hy  400  regular  troops 
firorn  N**w  York  ami  Portress  Monroe,  Aa  Uie  troops 
from  New  York  loft  the  cars  at  the  President  fltrect 
depot*  they  were  met  by  a  mob  of  about  five  hundred 
mm  and  youths,  who  showed  their  disapprova!  of  tlieir 
presence  by  making  a  porfeet  bedlam  of  hlseea,  hoot* 
and  groans.  These  domonf^lrationa  soon  afisumcd  a 
more  violent  Bhajx^f  and  when  mnrching  up  President 
street  the  men  wem  as^ciLuIled  with  showers  of  misfailen. 
A  heavj'  piece  of  rock  thrown  from  a  second  etory 
window  struck  private  Corcoran^  of  Company  A,  on  the 
bock  of  the  head  and  inflicted  a  very  piuiiful,  though 
not  Viry  riangcnMis  wound.  T>uring  the  whole  atUick 
the  regular?  bud  not  deviated  from  the  calm  dclihero* 
lion  of  their  march,  and  paid  little  heed  to  the  mob. 
But  at  this  juncture  the  command  to  luiU  wa«  given. 
Perceiving  this  movement  the  rioters  took  fright,  and 
most  of  them  fled  precipitaltly  in  all  directions.  The 
f*oldierA  tttcn  pitrvued  their  march  with  only  a  few 
xlight  inlt'rnii>tirtnw  to  iht*  unnory  of  the  6th  Regiment, 
corner  of  Front  and  Fayette  streets,  where  they  were 
quartered  aa  a  reserve  force,  subject  to  the  ordcm  of 
Governor  Carroll  Kach  man  waa  annecl  with  a 
Springfield  hn:'i'ch-ItHuling  rille,  of  the  moat  improved 
]iatent,  and  carried  Hixty  rounds  of  ammunition.     The 
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were  all  equipped  with  the  Irovi-el  bayonet,  a  ter- 
rible-looking weajioji,  wtiich  mnv  be  useil,  either  in  ^tii)» 
as  a  regular  ba^oiiut  or  to  cut  aa  a  uubrL*,  with  deadi}' 
eSocL  Bceidc's  thu  ruuudn  of  ammumtioo  which  onch 
soldier  carried,  nearly  40,000  rouDds  were  brouglit 
in  boxes  on  tlw  truiii  with  Uk-id.  These  were  cuii- 
veytd  ID  WQ;^Dn«  to  the  arnjory,  and  placed  hi  the* 
AnH^DHI  uudcT  guard.  The  Buddcn  nppcarapcc  of  the 
Kgulaiv  w»L»  a  surprint;  in  the  city,  aiid  their  pre^L'itce 
at  tba  antiory  prodiio^'d  a  dv^p  impR'^mii  umung  the* 
groups  of  ttpc-ctalors  who  suon  cougrcgattd  lu  iU 
Ticiuity.  The  arrival  of  thcac  troops  locrcaAcd  Iht- 
toixc  of  iv^ulun*  it!  BalliiJiun.-  to  bt'Lwetsii  700  and 
$00  men.  Those,  with  thu  Suite  militia^  the  police,  the' 
armed  citizens,  and  the  revenue  cutter  in  the  harbor, 
made  a  toxra  sufliclently  Atratig  to  meet  any  nttotiipt 
the  mob  miglit  muke.  The  rioters  appreciated  tlirs, 
and  ftt  midnight  on  Sunday,  July  22d,  the  city  waa 
(quieter  than  it  had  b^^n  feince  tlie  beginning  of  the 
atrike. 

«  FiXMn  Uiis  time  the  city  grew  quieter  gradually,  and 
the  Ualtimort;  &  Oliio  Kailnja<l,  beiug  reopened  for 
liuffic  lowaiil  (he  hust  4>f  July,  matters  acltled  duwn  tu 
their  oormal  condition. 

The  Birike  on  the  mlroad  having  stopped  the 
running  of  the  trains  for  so  long  a  period,  caused  a 
suKpcnHJOD  of  o[K.-ralioiii4  at  tlur  coul  itiiruw  in'iir  dim* 
berUnd.  Tho  luiuers,  .ilthoii^h  a^ufleiM^ra  in  thiM 
respect,  ^vere  wann  sympathizerji  with  the  strikeni- 
Thcy  funned  a  htrgc  part  wf  Die  mob.*^  wlilcli  interfered 
witli  tlie  Iriiiiiit,  and  eon^lituU'd  a  fiur  pn>|jortJonuf  the 
arrcftta  made  hy  the  authorities.  In  eovt^ral  places  they 
declared  Uietr  intention  not  to  resume  work  uulesd 
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mSr  TTftges  T\"erc  increased  by  their  emplo^'Cfsj  bat 
fLM  n  general  rule  wens  guilty  of  no  violence  at  the 
mines. 

Early  in  June  tbo  boatmen  on  the  Chesnpcnko  &  Ohio 
Canal,  vhich  extends  along  the  Potomnc  rivir  from 
Georgetown,  D,  C\,  to  CuinbtTlanJ,  Marylnmlf  n.*fnH'iI 
to  transport  coal  for  Wss  than  $1  por  ton.  Tlicy  col- 
lected in  the  vicinity  of  Hancock  and  Sir  Juhnu  Run, 
titid  iiji  thL-irbonin^rcraM-d  to  alluw  Uie  p:i>v«iigi?ur  hiKila 
engaj^d  ill  trimsportinp  cmil  ftt  ft  lowtT  rait*,  iiud  c.'cjm- 
pleloly  blocIc<idi,'d  the  cctmil.  The  canal  compciuy  niade 
eevcral  cfibitft  to  clear  their  routo*,  but  without  Miccca^ 
and  (iiiJilly  npjx-iiled  lo  tln^  Sfalf  iiiithonLitrK  fi>r  Jijulfit- 
ancc.  During  tho  strike  on  the  nallimore  &  Ohio  Uail- 
road,  a  number  of  freight  trains  were  etopiKd  at  Sir 
John'ti  Bun,  and  in  these  outrages  many  of  ihc  boat- 
men from  the  can:il  on  tlie  Marylfuid  Me  of  tie  river 
took  part  Governor  Cnrroll,  therefore,  resolved  lo 
brxrnk  np  the  blocl<nde  hefore  it  should  bceomi;  u  source 
ofgn^-iiU^r  diingi>r.  A  [hjkw  tindL-r  Sheriff  Mayberryj  of 
Washington  county,  Maryland^  which  was  eent  to 
Hancock  to  break  the  blockade,  was  laughed  at,  and 
proA-cd  incffcclual.  Mr.  A.  P,  (lorman.  President  of  the 
canal,  h-vl  a  long  intervi<?w  wiih  Gov^-rruir  CnrniU  in 
Baltimore,  on  the  Sth  of  August,  on  tha  «itu:itiuu. 
Governor  CarroU  communicated  with  General  Barrj". 
n>iriitiaiKling  jit  Fort  Mt'Hi-nry,  anfl  a-^kvd  fur  the  co* 
operation  ol*  yed<Ta]  tro^ip*  with  the  Suuo  forces  iu 
olcarirg  the  obstruction.  General  Barry  promptly 
re^lionded  tothecfl-ll.  The  Governor  Ujcii  iru^tructed 
Adjiitant-Getiera)  JUmd  lo  tN^iie  onlt>n«  In  tlm  7th  Hegi- 
ment»  Mar>'Iand  N,  G.,  Colonel  Jamee  Howard,  to  put 
hia  command  under  juardiing  orders  tind  re)x>rt  at 
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Hancock,  Matj-IilihI,  to  Colonel  H-  Kyi  Pougloi*,  nidc- 
dc-camp  and  iictmg  for  the  Governor  in  ^rejitem  Marj* 
land.  Qeiieral  narry  at  the  »aine  time  M-iit  onli-i^  to 
QenoTttl  G^tty  at  Cumbcrliind  to  GoOperate  with  hia 
ibrce  from  that  point. 

On  ihe  moniing  of  the  Otli  of  August,  tbe  7tb  Rcgi* 
ment  led  Baltimore,  and  at  the  imme  time  a,  force  of 
reijulars  mox'cd  down  from  Cumberland,  both  in  the 
direction  of  8ir  John's  Run  and  Hancock.  The  move- 
menis  of  the  troops  were  couiluctetl  iw  quietly  that 
tho  strikorH  knew  notbiiig  of  thvin.  It  was  generally 
believed  by  the  authoriltL^a  that  it  would  require  only  a 
show  of  force  to  put  nn  end  to  the  ii&vrlcflsnc^  on  the 
caniJ,  and  Oiis  jiruvnl  to  Ix-  tbe  caM^ 

By  bfiir-pa«t  five  o'oloekf  oii  the  morning  of  Aii^iiat 
Olh,  125  United  St&tea  troop**  from  General  Getty's 
comitia:>d  at  Cumberland^  Maryland,  i^^me  down  to 
Sir  John*3  Run,  which  is  tn  Weat  Virginia,  opposite 
Hancock,  Maryland.  The  troops  were  under  Captain 
Rogers.  One  company  wa^  aent  acroe^fl  the  river^  and 
in  their  pre^nce  Sheriff  Mayl>eiTy,  of  Wa-shiiigton 
county,  Maryland,  made  seven  arreatfi-  These  men  are 
charged  with  the  ppecitic  crime  of  burning  a  canal 
steamer,  and  they  were  all  conveyed  safely  to  Hageni- 
town  jnil^  imd  an  oflQcial  despatch  wom  forwarded  to  Gov- 
crnor  Carroll,  in  Baliiraore,  before  eleven  o'clock  that 
morning,  announcing  that  the  canal  was  open.  It  wa^ 
12.30  o'clock  beforv  the  7th  Maryland  Regimentj  which 
lefl  Baltimore  at  ^\x  o'clock  in  the  mornin^f  reached 
Sir  John'*  Run  and  were  marched  to  Hancock,  which 
stronghold  of  Ibt;  canal  txmtmen  they  occupied.  The 
object  in  sending  Stat^f  truop«  to  thi*  point  wii5  to 
guard  the  canal  and  keep  it  o[>eu  for  the  pa«iage  of  all 
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boab  which  may  de^im  1o  |>A9a  from  Cumberland  to 
tidewater  at  Georgetown,  D.  C.  It  wfts  the  intention 
of  the  Statd  nutboritikvf  to  brcnk  tip  tb«  bdatrann« 
hefld-quartOTs  at  -pout  No.  3,  aiid  to  ^tAtion  dctocbmenttf 
fit  othvr  [HwU  nliiclk  the  ftt^rikent  bftd  esLidilifihi^l  iilong 
th^  line.  At  the  time  tho  Vth  Eegimcnt  wAii  Icjaving 
BoltimorCf  the '3th  MnryUiid  and  a  strong  battery  of 
artillery  wen?  uuiJer  arm^  in  light  marcliing  onier, 
rvady  at  a  moment  to  cruab  down  any  hostile  demon* 
stration,  but  none  was  mjide.  The  eecresy  of  the  move- 
ment and  thi?  early  hour  for  the  embarkation  at  Cam- 
den station  averti^d  the  collection  of  crowds,  and  tlie 
pe(^Ie  generally  of  Baltimore  wtsie  in  jgoonuice  of  the 
ejfplolt  until  they  mad  the  programRie  of  intended 
operations  in  the  morning  journals.  Th&  cunul  boat- 
man, too,  werB  comijk'U'ly  intrjiriMHl  by  tliu  euddeu 
ewoop  of  Federal  soldiers  on  their  blockado^  and  the 
ringtcaden  fell  easy  victims  to  the  officcr»  of  the  law. 
No  Wood  wafl  shed,  and  no  opposition  wan  met  from 
fln<t  to  lajit.  About  400  boatmen  and  200  canal  boubi 
had  collected  at  and  between  Hancock  and  Sir  Joha*^ 
Rim.  The  obstruction  of  the  canal  ia  regarded  by  the 
authorities  a*  a  conapiracy  to  hinder  tlie  uneoftlu^  public 
highway ;  the  bunting  of  the  canal  boat  and  deflanco  of 
the  jaberJlT  and  poflso  ns  overt  acta,  and  on  these  premiaca 
Governor  Carrotl  issued  his  proclamation  aimmanding 
tlie  >«1rikcrK  to  iliw[)enif%  and  ntmultaneously  ordered  tlte 
ti'oops  to  enforce  the  mandnUr,  and  to  protect  the  citi- 
zens of  the  Stftte  in  their  riglil  to  use  the  public  high- 
way for  thii  [>urpoee3  of  travel  and  trade. 

Tliej*e  vigorous  nit-asures  hsid  the  de^red  eflect;  the 
blockade  wan  promptly  broken  up,  and  tlie  cuiial  woa 
open  to  all  who  wiatied  to  use  it*

On  the  morning  of  the  Idtb  of  July*  a  number  of 
the  fiinght  men  of  this  mud,  at  Pitt^biirgh^  f^trurk  in 
consequence  of  the  above  order.  *'Tlie  striker*/'  mid 
a  doftpatch  from  Pittabui^b,  ''claim  that  by  this  order 
tvo  ordinary  trains  are  taken  out  to  Altoona,  &  dtslaiioe 
of  one  hundred  and  flixteeii  niileA,  instead  of  to  Derry, 
which  is  forty-^ight  miles.  Formerly  a  trip  to  Denry 
WQB  considered  a  day's  work,  labile  now  the  trip  U> 
Altonna  In  c^msidered  a  day's  work,  Thia,  they  say, 
would  require  one  crew  to  do  the  work  of  two,  and 
would  enable  the  company  to  discharge  one-half  their 
number/' 

It  is  said  the  strike  waa  not  pre-arranged,  but  waa 
begun  by  Conductor  Eyan's  crew,  who  wnl  word  to  the 
dcspatcher  that  they  would  not  tAke  out  their  train. 
The  dcjipatcher  then  nsked  two  yard  crews  to  take  it 
out,  and  theyr  it  iv  eaid,  refuxed,  nx\A  were  discharged. 
Subftcquontly  Conductor  Gordon  ordered  two  men  to 
take  out  an  engine,  bjt  the  strikers  cut  it  loorK^  from 
the  tniiu.  dinloii  Llit^ii  made  anot.her  attempt,  hut 
the  men  on  the  train  were  stoned  away  and  compelled 
to  desert  the  cnjiine.  A  man  while  attempting  to 
couple  cars  was  attacked  and  severely  beaten.  The 
ringleaders  in  this  attnck  wen?  arrrwtecl.  A  party  of 
the  strikers  then  moved  out  on  the  line  of  the  road 
towards  £aflt  Liberty. 
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At  East  Lilx'rty  <In.'  KlnkiTu  IjiuI  actJDf^^ivnf.'ti  willi 
the  train  and  yai-d  men  in  llie  rtock-yardi  tUcr«jWlucli 
rceulu^d  ill  the  latter  joining  the  Blriko.  Trainft  were 
nm  upon  ^ide  tracks  and  left  there.  TRe  ntrikera  tlien 
took  poeuwssioii  of  the  main  track  and  Htopped  all 
freight  trains  eaet  or  west.  Those  coming  in  from  the 
eft»t  were  allowed  to  pi'oceed  after  the  situation  had 
heen  t*x[iUined,  In  ni'der  tioL  to  blockade  the  main 
tmck,  it  waa  necessary  that  some  of  the  etock^traiiis 
fihould  be  pulled  up  to  the  sidings  to  bo  unloaded,  and 
Ihifl  work  wan  done  by  Pan-Ilrmdic  engines.  None  of 
tho9e  belonging  lo  th«  Pi-nnicylvJinia  Ridlnjitd  wi?n* 
nllaw<?d  to  be  used,  Tho  main  track  at  thin  point  waA 
wholly  in  the  hand^  of  the  strikers. 

A  wefttrboiind  freight  train  wrt-i  wtopped  at  Brinton*!! 
in  tbe  afternoon  by  ft  party  of  strikers,  who  had  gone 
Oierc  for  that  purpose.  The  train  wiis  allowed  to  pro- 
ceed, the  men  intimating  that  they  would  join  the 
stnkers  as  soon  as  they  n?ccht>d  the  city. 

By  micbiigbt,  on  the  19tb«  about  IJOO  men  bod 
gathered  in  the  two  yards  of  the  Pennsylvania  Com* 
yanj,  Jiml  IfiOO  tjuw  were  standing  on  tb«  eidbij^  200 
of  u*hicb  contained  perishable  goodn. 

Finding  themsolvea  powerless  to  deal  with  the  out- 
break, the  authorities  of  the  Pennsylvanin  IlntlrtMid 
calk'd  upon  the  city  and  county  authorities  for  protec- 
tion. At  midnight,  on  the  10th,  Sheriff  Fife,  of  Alle- 
gheny county,  in  compliance  with  a  request  from  the 
railroad  officials,  vinited  (he  strikers  at  Twenty-eighth 
street,  flinl  ordered  them  to  disperse.  This  they  refused 
to  do.  The  sheriff  remained  upon  the  spot  until  after 
three  odock  in  the  morning,  but  bis  authority  was 
defied.     He  waj«  infurnutd  that  trains  ehuuld  nut  (jo  if 
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tlioy  could  prevcM^t  it,  and  that  ti:oy  did  not  c&re  for 
any  poase  bo  coald  muster,  nor  for  any  troops  that 
could  be  brouglit  out.  Finding  that  tliG  fltrikers  were 
not  disponed  to  yield  ob^dienco  to  tho  civil  authority, 
the  flbcrUT  dc?cidcd  to  cfill  upon  the  TniUtury.  The 
following  dcapalchcs  vrcre  nt  once  forwarded  to  Lieu* 
teiiKiit-Oovernor  LatU  ami  St^irrt^'lJiry  Qimy:

Thin  proclaniiitioii  vim  print^^-d  in  handbill  fumi  nnd 
diijtributvd  along  the  road<  It  had  no  eifeet  n|>oti  the 
Hirikers  in  thia  city,  however,  at  Icjwt  during  the  morn- 
ing. An  ]mmen>ie  run^d  gathered  at  the  auUtv  Ntatioti 
at  Twenty-eighth  atreet,  and  hourly  increa»c*d  in  num* 
bon.  Afl  the  trajna  came  in  they  were  nil  met,  and 
tbe  crewj>,  after  taking  the  trains  to  the  yard,  joined 
the  si ri kept.

mititan'  diviaiont  accompanied  by  Superintendent  Pit- 
cairn^  Sheriff  Fife,  and  Deputy  Sheriff  Boyce,  took  a 
lucoiiKitive  lit  iJic  Union  *i*^[.n}i  for  Ea*l  Liberty.  Ou 
arriving  there  Captain  Aull,  with  twenty-five  men  of 
Company  i\  ISth  Kegiment,  wod  found  at  the  point

RliorifT  Fife  mounted  a  locomotive  and  tnad^  a  brief 
fiddreiia  to  the  men.  lie  said  it  had  been  represented 
to  him  that  certain  notoua  persons  had  interfered  with 
the  running  of  trains.  He  wi^^hed  to  say  that  cuch 
rntcrr^renoe  must  be  diHcntitliiued,  lie  then  read  the 
proclamation  of  the  Governor,  and  wlien  he  had  con- 
cluded again  commanded  the  crowd  to  disperae.  As 
he  was  about  to  get  down  from  the  locomotive  a  Toice 
shouted,  "Give  ua  n  loJiPof  briad;"  another  voiee  said, 
'^You're  creating  a  riot  youredf;"  '^Wo  haro  not 
stopped  any  p^iwungcr  trains/'  Still  another  man  in  the 
crowd  re([ue)Hted  t)]t>  NhorifT  to  bring  mit  a  car  uf  hn.*7id, 
and  this  created  loud  laughter  and  cheen*.  General 
Pearson  then  ±(aid  that  he  had  been  ordered  by  t!io

liiff  Bpecch  wt\3  followed  by  erica  of  hrcnd^  and  the 
Genend  i^emnrtcud  that  if  it  nns  true  thcit  they  were 
sufTering  for  something  to  ettt,  there  were  no  pereona  in 
the  world  who  would  more  <]niekly  put  their  hand^  in 
their  pockets  to  render  them  a^Utance  thrm  these 
troops.  The  duty  wlxii;h  di-volved  u]Jon  him  was  a 
very  unpleasant  one,  but  he  felt  that  he  must  and 
woLiId  obey  ordera.  Uy  three  o'elock  about  JbO  men 
of  the  Du<jLie.«ne  firajs  wem  at  Ea^t  Lil>erly,  armed 
and  equipped  with  ball  ammunition.  Soon  after 
flreight  train  containing  a  crowd  of  nearly  one  thouvant 
roughs  from  the  city  to  join  the  striken*  arrived.  Amid 
iht.*  grt*ati\'4  excfti'im.-nt  lln'  troo[w  irnnR'di^itidy  fe-U 
into  line,  being  hooted  and  hi^aeil  by  the  mob. 

Gimeral  Pearson  tlicn  stationed  Iiis  troopji  at  tlie 
outer  depot  and  nt  i)utnt:it  along  the  rood.  It  soon 
became  evident  to  him  that  the  ibree  under  his  conv 
mand  was  inadequate  to  tho  ta^k  of  suppreeeing  a  riot, 
should  one  occur»  and  he  reported  the  fact  to  the  State 
authorities. 

On  the  20tli  the  train  men  of  the  Pittsburgh,  Fort 
Wayne  &  Chicago,  and  the  Pittaburgh,  Cincinnati  & 
St.  Louis  Railroads  joined  the  strikers^  and  prevented 
the  running  of  the  freight  trains  on  their  ro?u!,  Piuw 
eenger  tnuna  were  unmolested,  but  no  freight  wa»  al- 
lowed to  pftfifl  over  either  of  lhi?ae  roade. 

The  situation  waa  now  very  grave.  The  strike 
threatened  to  become  general  all  along  the  line  of  the 
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Pennsylvania  toad  and  its  leaned  lines.  Governor 
HiirtraTift,  ^tio  lijtfl  ^tten  as  fir  a*i  fhe  Plains  on  Iiln 
way  to  California,  was  telegraphed  for,  and  at  once 
turned  back,  and  liii£toned  towards  Pennsylvania  by  a 
special  train.  Tho  State  authorities  ordered  the  entire 
militia  force  of  tJiv*  CoTnnioiiwiMhh  to  Ix:  lii-ld  in  rcndi- 
ne«s  for  sorv'iw. 

The  main  officca  and  eomc  of  the  mostvaluaWo  prop- 
erly of  the  Pcnrtwylvflnia  Ilailmad  apL'  located  at  Phila- 
delphin.  Colonel  Thomas  A^  Scott,  the  President  of 
the  Pt:nnj*ylvi«iia  Compnny.  promptly  took  measures 
to  ensure  the  snfolyof  the  company 'a  property-  Mayor 
Rtoktey,  of  Plnhulelphiiif  who  wn.s  jiL  \/o:ig  Ri-ruirh, 
was  summoned  by  telegraphy  and  reached  the  city  on  a 
fljM?ciaI  train  about  noon  on  the  :iOth.  Colonel  Scott 
met  him  upon  his  return,  ajid  their  inierview  re^iulted 
in  an  undei-standing  that  the  municipal  authorities 
would  help  the  company  to  preeerve  order.  Extra 
police  were  placed  on  duty  at  the  d<rix>ts  of  the  com- 
pany, and  Ihp  whole  force  was  IieUI  in  reserve.  Tliere 
weiis  however,  no  indlcationt}  of  trouble  In  the  city, 
the  tnuns  arriving  and  departing  as  asua],  and  odiclals 
of  the  company  ex[Mrct(^d  that  the  diiTiculty  would  not 
Qxtetid  tu  tli«  ejiKtt'nt  dtviHion  uf  the  mad. 

Colonel  Scott  wax  chxeted  during  a  greater  part  of 
the  evening  with  Mayor  Stokley  and  Chief  of  Police 
Jones.  AUIioitjjh  no  Imnble  wait  apprehended  at  tJiii 
end  of  the  line,  yet  to  pro^Tde  against  a  po5;sible  eniei^ 
gency  one  hundred  ami  fifl^'  policemen  were  gathered 
nt  tho  sixU-cnlh  district  station  houiw,  nnd  in  the  vicin- 
ity of  the  dtpot. 

The  critical  character  of  the  ftiluation  at  ^ttsbu^ 
having  been  reported  tu  the  State  government.  General 
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lifitta.  t]ie  acting  goremor,  ordered  Genem]  Drintoti, 
coinninnclirg  the  First  Division  of  the  National  Gnanlj 
all  PliiU'Jclpbia  troops,  to  prtjceed  witli  hm  command 
lo  Pitt«burgb>  nnd  OAcist  the  civil  fvuthoritic^^  in  main- 
taining order.  Gi^'iicnd  Brintun  fib  once  ij^jod  the 
nLHX"iiiMi.ry  orders,  but  in  consK^qiK'ncc  of  tltc  Khurl  itjt^T- 
val  of  time  botwwn  the  call  for  tliu  troop;*  cind  the 
hour  fixed  lor  their  departure,  but  600  men  were  pres- 
ent fit  the  West  Pljikdelphiit  depot.  These  were 
ombarked  on  board  a  special  train,  ard  at  three  o'clock 
on  the  morning  of  the  Slut  of  July  stiirtcd  for  Pitta- 
burgb.  The  icmaindor  of  the  division  reported  durit); 
the  next  day  or  two,  and  were  seot  forward  to  join 
Uicir  regiments. 

The  Jir»t  detachment  of  tlic  First  Division,  under 
General  Brintcn,  reached  PUtj^burgh  at  1.45  on  Satur- 
day aftenioon,  July  SUt,  six  hundred  strong,  the  men 
each  furnished  with  thirty  rounds  of  ammunition  and 
accompanied  by  two  Catling  gnn!*^  obtained  m  Harris 
burg,  in  clmrge  of  iIjc  Keystone  Bnltcry.  When  the 
troops  issued  from  tlio  car^  in  the  Union  depot  they 
were  met  by  n  large  number  of  people,  who  appeared 
to  be  in  pt^rfect  giHxl-humor  and  even  gi'eeted  th(*m 
with  cheer*.  That  the  bloodshed  that  afterwarda' 
followed  would  take  place  was,  therefore,  tlie  last 
thing  that  entered  tlie  minds  of  the  soldiers. 

At  half-past  three  oelock  word  was  received  by  th« 
officials  at  the  Union  depot  that  the  croseing  at  the 
outer  dei>ot  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  woa  crowded 
witli  an  immense  mob,  which  obstructed  the  roaii  and 
all  proceedings.  A  plan  of  action  waa  at  once  resolved 
upon.  The  shcriiT  wa*  to  proceed  to  the  point  of 
danger,  and,  aided  by  the  troops,  was  to  arrest  the 
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IcA^ing  £tr!ker4.  The  order  wua  given.  Bnd  the  Fipsl 
Crigadti,  compoKod  of  the  First  Ik'^inieTit,  Coniponi^j^  B 
jind  C  of  the  Tbird,  the  Wudliliigtoi;  Grays  nnd  Wec<:a- 
coe  I-egioiit  nuirchtid  down  i!te  track  jih  fnj  w  Twenty- 
oiglith  ftreet,  Gccoiii|>aiiied  by  Vke-President  Ciut»att^ 
Mr-  Pilcaini,  Su|)criQlcnc!cnt  of  tlie  Western  Division 
oT  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  8bcriB"  Fife  and  forty- 
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fire  deputioft,  armed  with  writu  for  the  arrctt  of  promi- 
i^ent  strikr-m. 

At  Twenty-cighth  street  the  head  of  the  column, 
cottipoeed  of  the  Weccncoe  Legion  *ii<l  the  Wawhinglon 
Gmya,  found  tbemwlvcs  confronted  by  a  tnob  about 
twt)  thousand  strong,  vrhilo  on  the  kill,  «ome  four 
hundred  feet  bigli,  that  faced  the  right  of  the  column, 
there  were  ranged  an  itmncnuc  multitude,  at  le»t  ten 
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thouMtid  ftroii;^.  On  tlio  brow  of  tho  bill  wore 
etfttioncd  tlcUiclimontd  of  ilic  Mtli  and  18tli  Pcnii- 
itylvamu  llt^^^iruL'iit^  (I'ltUbiirgli  tnjopz^)^  nml  immi'dU 
tilvly  rtlHJVo  llie  railitiaj  Uvo  piccoft  of  Hutchisons 
Pitt^burf;  Battery,  ShtTilT  Tile,  nftcr  in  vaiu  endeavor- 
ing to  ficr\'c  his  writ«»  n?ad  the  riot  oct^  At  which  the 
inoh  jeered  nnd  laughed,  whf.>n?npon  the'  shurifTiind  hi« 
deputies  n.nd  Mr.  Cai^iitt  and  Mr.  Pitcnim  retirc^d  in 
profound  disgust.  The  troopa  were  then  deployed  for 
the  purpose  of  sweeping  the  itioh  from  the  tnu^ks,  th« 
Grays  and  W<^ccacoo  Lepon  facins  tho  two  thoiisi^nd 
or  more  atrikcrs  that  occupied  tlio  tracks.  At  tho 
bflck  of  the  command  was  a  train  of  coal  cara,  behind 
vrhieh  there  wL^re  about  two  hundred  of  the  striken;. 
Tn  order  to  force  the  principal  moh  hnck  the  tfoldicrc<  of 
the  Orays  and  the  Legion  cros^^ed  tbcir  mutfketA,  their 
intt-ntio[i  Ix'ing  tu  avoid  doing  the  KtrikLTs  injury.  Tbo 
crowd  laughed  And  jeered  and  finally  attempted  to 
wrcjit  the  muskctd  from  the  soldiers,  who  then  cume  to 
a  charge  hnyonet,  aful  in  the  nieh-e  tliab  neeeN<nrily 
followed  one  of  the  Ktrikcn*  wa*  wounded  by  a  bayonet 
thrast  The  cry  arofto  from  the  mob:  "Stick  to  it; 
give  it  to  them ;  don't  Aill  baek  T'  and  the  men  behind 
the  coal  eurpi  U-gaii  diMrlmr^Ing  ptntuN  at  the  htddioni 
from  under  and  between  the  cars,  while  the  crowd  in 
front  began  heaving  rockn,  with  which  a  number  of  the 
aoHierti  were  hit,  and  Serg^^ant  IJeniard,  of  the  "Wecca* 
C5oe  Legion,  seriously  wounded.  The  firing  by  the 
troopa  then  began.  There  waa  no  order  given  for  it. 
It  began  with  the  discharge  of  a  single  musket  and  was 
immediately  followed  by  an  almost  mmulUneoua  dis- 
dt»^  from  front  and  rear,  right  and  Icit  of  tho 
brigade.     The  firing  looted  about  ten  minutcdi  men 
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coiiliiHiiiIly  (Iruppmg  in  the  fast  retreating  mob.  It 
waa  at  tliM  time  that  the  Pittsburgh  troops  threw  dovm 
their  arms  aad  fratcmiEcd  ^ith  the  strikers,  Uutctii- 
mn's  Battery  nnil  a  cnvnhy  compntiy  &loiie  excppled. 
Witliin  five  minut^i^  ftllorthc  Rring  ct»a9;u(]  tho  mob  vitis 
back  ngnin,  but  refrained  for  a  while  from  further 
a^Hultd  upon  tlic  PhiLtdclphiivne,  luid  thca-forc  tlitrc 
waft  nu  firing  upon  lh^Mll,  Thw  brigi«l«  n.-Miirini'd  on 
the  field  of  battle  until  six  o'clock,  when  ihey  wer« 
ordered  by  General  PearBon  buck  to  the  round  houeo, 
adjoining  which  i»  a  building  in  whi<^h  vttks  stationed 
the  Second  Brigade, 

It  was  this  retreat  that  was  the  icreat  Tnistaks  of  the 
occasion.  IT  the  mob  had  been  pushed  immediately 
after  they  bad  bct-n  fiivd  into,  the  riot  would  prokihl}' 
have  been  eiidLsJ  at  once  and  the  immense  denlruction 
of  property  tliat  Gftcrwardfi  happened  been  provcntcd. 

The  mob  hod  now  ewollon  to  on  enormous  size,  and 
wa»  n.*ndert*d  ftirioua  by  the  firing  of  tlie  Phtlndelphia 
troops.  By  eight  o^lock  in  the  evening  tnob«  were 
moving  about  the  dty  in  various  directions,  socking 
8tor«^  to  Hpeure  anii^  breaking  into  the  annmrien  of  the 
miHtar)*  companies,  end  preparing  tbemBelves  to  exe- 
cute lljreala  freely  exproeeed  of  moseaering  the  entire 
Philadelphia  command.  The  city  vaB  at  this  time 
virtually  in  the  handrt  of  an  utterly  irresponsible  mob, 
conipo6ed  only  in  email  part,  however,  of  railroad 
handa,  but  more  of  luborcra  and  iron  workers,  coal 
minem,  etcvedorea,  and  others  who  were  in  full  sympa- 
thy with  the  strikers.  A  large  mob  vlvited  Johnson's 
gun  factory  on  Smithficld  street,  about  seven  o'clock 
in  the  evening,  and  armed  themaclvea.  Another  slill 
larger   crowd  deraoliHta-d    Bixjwn*s   enlalJijihment    on 
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Wood  sli'tt^t,  which  tli^y  complolcly  j^ttc<],  and  tJicn 
marched  down  Fifth  avenue,  with  drums  beating  tuid 
flogs  flying;  nbout  three  thousand  in  number 

Tbo  round  bouwe  mul  iU  gidlant  defenderH  were  now 
the  objects  of  tlie  fury  of  the  riotereu  The  soldiers 
were  shut  up  in  thia  building  without  food  of  any  kind. 
By  ten  o'clock  a  mob  of  several  tl)ouAaiid  people  had 
congregated  about  tlie  round  bourse,  but  mni^ned  at  a 
respectful  diBtanee  from  it,  w  it  was  g^tncrally  bvlioved 
that  its  dcrfcndcm  were  prepnn.-d  to  upon  on  the  cro\rd 
with  artilh'rv  »tid  fi^tliiig  giin^  lu  cii^  nf  ivti  ntlAck. 
During  the  night  a  gun  helonglnp^  to  the  IIutdii^OQ 
Battery,  that  had  boen  l(^ft  on  the  kill,  woh  planted  by 
the  riotcm  wilhin  one  hundred  yarda  of  the  round 
h<tu»e  find  loadt^d  to  the  inuiEie  with  couplingH  and 
broken  rails.  A  sharp  and  effective  fire  was  opened  by 
the  troops  upon  tbe  men  in  clmrj^  of  thia  gun,  and 
they  wera  driven  off.  KepoaLed  elTbrtH  were  made  to 
discharge  the  piece,  but  each  nisu  who  ventured  near 
it  was  picked  off  by  the  Philadclphiane.  The  next 
morning  thirteen  dead  bodies,  lying  near  tlio  gun,  bore 
witness  to  the  accunu*y  of  the  Pljilnddplnu  uKirksmon. 

Wiiilo  the  troop«  were  holding  the  round  house  it 
become  necessary  for  General  Briiiton  to  open  communi- 
cation with  tlio  headK|unrtenf  of  the  State  foroes  at  the 
UniMi  depot.  Ho  wnn  recommended  to  send  on  thU 
dangoix^u-t  n)i«^ion  Sergeant  Ji*eph  G.  Wilson,  of  the 
j£i1eitM>n  Cnvniry,  one  of  the  five  men  of  that  command 
who  stixid  by  hiM  ailcifH  ^vllh  bin  I'jipfiiin.  •v^rj^-iint 
Wilson  bad  already  passed  through  an  exciting  adven- 
ture that  nighL  When  it  was  found  early  in  tlic 
evening  that  thore  would  lie  trouble  in  getting  pi-oviv 
ion»  to  the  round  house  he  wa^  dtvssed  up  by  Captaia 
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Murphy  ia  n  *uit  of  clotlicn — h  blouw.^  nml  a  pnir  of 
ov<jrAll« — found  on  one  of  the  locomotive»j  find  wiit  oat 
to  forftg* — be,  of  course,  firtit  tigivciiig  to  underukc  the 
ttok.  At  tills  time  tlwre  wem  liut  few  iJCrojiIe  around 
the  roiintl  liotisc%  n^  tlie  niub  Iiiul  not  yet  gathered  in 
that  vicinity.  They  were  patroUing  the  etreet*  hinuing 
for  giuiH.  lie  got  out  of  the  round  hou^  on  tlie  ^ide 
towaiiia  tht*  liil),  acid  Tiutkiiig  a  dt^tour  fnially  name  ont 
on  Penn  avenue,  where  he  purchased  all  the  euppUefi 
he  could  carry,  and  rcturnod.  This  woa  about  tweU'e 
o'clock,  Aimnt  midnight,  M-hen  General  Urinton  found 
the  mob  at  tht?  height  of  its  fury,  he  dctermintKl  In 
some  way  to  open  communication  with  head-quarters  at 
the  Union  depot.  The  telegraph  line  wm«  cut,  and  so 
liL-  Imd  only  rt^courne  to  tlu^  men,  and  only  a  Pitls- 
hurglMT  who  knew  the  ground  could  be  chuwn.  In 
thU  diienunahe  consulted  witli  Captain  Murphy,  of  the 
Jcfierdon  Cavalry^  who  recommended  Mr.  Wiliton  as  a 
man  who  naswLTcd  to  the  descriptioa  of  the  ecout 
needed  by  General  Brinton — "a  man  who  would  come 
back  at  all  boiards/'  Mr.  Wilson  wns  consulted  and 
expi>*;«^Lnl  n  wi)1ingne08  to  do  a  scjIdierV  duty.  He  w<-)s 
accordingly  again  array*?d  hi  the  blouse  and  overiills 
and  was  token  from  the  round  houro  through  the  car- 
penter ahop  and  into  the  lumber  yard,  r^obody  but 
the  staJT  officers  kiivw  him  or  liis  mijwion,  iind  hc-nee 
wh{?ii  he  ntlemjnc-d  to  pa*s  through  the  lumber  yard 
be  was  intercepted  by  the  ouUidc  wnlry.  Cuptain 
Murphy,  who  waa  with  him  to  show  him  tlie  way  out^ 
trit.*d  to  gt-'t  the  soldier  to  piu^  lum,  and  llie  result  was 
that  both  were  arrested  and  taken  before  General 
Brinton,  who  quietly  released  them,  but  made  no  ex- 
plajiation.     The  scout  thcu  atarlcJ  out  again.    Ilifl  aim 
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was  to  paaa  through  the  lumber  yard,  wbich  was  ca^ 
of  the  ciirjK?nt*'rfllio|>.  uiul  run  jiis*t  iilotig  LilnTiv  s(rpi*t. 
Tiiei^  was  a  lence  on  tlie  Liberty  Rtrect  sicl<^  of  this 
y&rd,  and  tho  fiance  aUo  partially  cloR^d  up  tlic  yard 
oil  the  eJLAt  f^'id^.  The  fence  on  tlie  <^n»i  aide  0lopii^>d 
just  where  tlw  car  tracku  ran.  On  tliL'  inner  tnick. 
next  to  Ui€  lumber,  ;va»  a  Imiii  of  frci^rht  cor^,  uad 
between  Uie  end  of  the  fence  and  tine  train  there  wcks  a 
Bmall  B[ULce,  throLigli  which  a  uxnUj  by  pairing  mI  lie  way  a, 
eould  edge  bia  way  out  A  man  paaemg  tbniu^h  the 
carpenter  ohnp,  and  into  the  lumber  yard^  wai^  protected 
on  one  side  by  the  cars  ami  on  the  other  by  the  lumber 
irom  the  ohservation  of  the  mob,  and  in  tliis  wny  Sei^ 
gcont  WiUon  pn^^cd  out-  Onc^c  outride  tb«  fence  be 
crawled  under  the  airrf  for  nome  didtuncc-,  and  linally 
came  out  froiti  uiidrrnt^atb  the  cai>,  and  johK*d  n  Miial! 
group  of  the  riotorif,  who  wero  uiking  nlxiut  "ronsUn' 
tlicm  rbiladelpby  fdlors/*  By  a  little  loud  Uilk  be 
won  their  confitk-ncx*  and  ertcaped  miftpicion,  and  in  a 
ii)iort  time  got  awny.  He  faa<l  no  tmuble  tlieu  in  n^anli- 
ing  the  Union  depot,  where  he  found  General  Latta, 
Secretary  Quay,  and  a  number  of  others,  none  of  whom 
he  ki»ew.  He  w-euivd  ndmiMion  to  them  by  Idling  the 
guard,  and  ^Uowin^  his  unifonn  uTii.It'rn(.'atb  hi?i  blou«e. 
His  etory  wn^  verifitni  when  he  produced  his  de^tpateb 
to  General  Lutta.  It  wan  written  on  a  piece  of  paper 
torn  n-oni  Gi-m^ml  Ih-iitlon^H  nkeinoraiiduni  honk,  anil 
scribbled  in  lend-pencih  General  Lntta  »nd  bis  R^tux^i- 
ate»t  alter  reading  the  note,  questioned  bim  further 
about  the  situation  of  affairs,  and  then  retired  tocoor 
aniL  In  a  ^hort  time  he  wn«  glvi'ii  an  anjtwor.  and 
made  his  way  back.  In  gi.iitig  buek  he  was  intvrcvpLed 
by  6v%xral  bondd  of  workmen  arouiid  tlie  card,  but  as 
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lie  alwnj's  pretended  to  be  on  the  same  errand  as  them- 
selves— plunder — ho  easily  quieted  their  feara.  He 
yttxs  compelled  to  crawl  some  distance  towards  the  end 
of  his  jonrnpy  hi  getting  back,  hut  got  through- 

He  made  two  other  trips,  going  mid  returning  in  tho 
eamo  way,  hut  on  the  lu&l  trip  barely  eftcop4.*d  detection 
eeveral  times.  As  lie  -wd^  going  out  on  his  llilrd  trip 
ht*  ciuYtunteivd  a  gang  en^H^vd   hi  firing  freight  cars. 

They  stopped  him  and  asked  him,  **  Who  the  h are 

you?"  Putting  on  a  braggadocio  fronts  be  K^plied, 
"And  rd  like  to  know  who  you  am.  I  belong  to  the 
gang."  They  then  aitked  hiin  for  hiM  partner,  "Oh" 
said  ho,  "he'«  gone  down  Peun  sta'cct  to  get  some  more 
oil  to  wet  these  cars,"  The  men  were  engaged  in  wet 
thig  the  curs  with  cH  fbLMiwelvrs,  *i0  tliey  readily  took 
the  story  ix\.  Tliey  told  hitu  if  ihnt  wiw  the  caae  they'd 
leave  him  to  wet  these  few.  and  they'd  go  on  down,  and 
80  he  C3>capcd.  A  little  furtlicr  on  be  was  again  halted 
by  »  miinh^nius  gnnL',  who  v>\'n*  uluiviny  the  ciii-H  down. 
They  didn't  b<Oiove  his  et<jry  at  fn*flt,  hut  proposed  to 
tearch  htm.  lie  hnd  the  despatch  in  his  blouse  pocket, 
And  kncTW  it  would  1x'  di^atJi  if  lie  wiut  dineoven-d.  But 
kcepinji^  cool,  he  paidj  "All  n^ht,  fellers,  You  can 
ficarch  me,  but  before  you  do  Td  like  to  have  a  chaw 
of  l^baccu.  I'm  most  starved  for  a  chaw."  Several 
of  the  n^en  felt  for  llic  nicotine,  but  bad  none.  So  he 
Eaid,  **  Well,  maybe  I've  got  a  f(^w  enimbD  in  my  jiocket; 
wait  till  1  see/'  and  with  that  he  fumbled  in  the  blouae 
pocket  until  he  hnd  ixilled  the  de^^patcli  into  a  F<|uid, 
when,  with  the  ri'mark.  "  By  golly,  that's  lucky,  I  have 
j\iH  a  bile,"  be  whipped  it  into  Iiifl  mouth.  He?  eeemcd 
to  have  some  work  to  chew  it,  and  one  of  the  men  n> 
marked,  ''That  niu^t  be  a  lijml  chuw,'^  when  he  said^ 
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""Well,  if  j'ou'd  bwn  in  llmt  pocket  as  long  ani  ex- 
posed to  the  licat,  you'll  bi?  imrd  loo/'  TJte  roii^ha 
then  commoncpcl  llio  search,  and  upon  (opening  the 
blouiw  iliscovvrod  his  uniform.  Tins  arouaod  iheir  ftu*u 
piclons  very  ^Irongly.  To  fret  out  of  this  scrajK?  the 
0cout  thrt:w  himsLlf  upon  their  mercy  by  making  ft 
**Ciinrrssioii,"  IIi.^  ivljiU'il  htiw  that  In?  had  beeji  uiiu 
of  tlie  cavniry  stntLoneil  to  keep  hack  tli^*  poopk  at 
Twcnty-oighlh  ^(rect,  niid  how  he  and  Ihc  fellows  were 
in  ^ympatliy  ^vlth  tlje  jico[]h\  niidoEily  wi^nted  aehnnco 
to  desert;  that  ihey  tlid  tlosJit  when  tht'y  heard  Ihe 
Grin^,  and  that  he  stole  tlie  clothes  from  a  locomotive. 
In  corroborntion  of  his  elory  he  said :  *'  You  »ee  Vve  no 
belt  or  firearms;  I  threw  tfieni  away  ^vhen  I  deserted." 

ThU  coDvinecd  the  roughs,  for  as  uiie  suij  ■  "  That's 
eo;  if  ho  (ladj/t  dcaerlvd  he  would  hivo  hsid  his  belL 
I  guewi  he's  all  riylit."  So  he  was  nllowed  to  paja,  aiid 
reached  the  Union  dejrol  without  further  iulerruplion. 

Tho  0ring  uf  thu  troa)is  iii  rho  round  liou«o  for  a 
tnomCDt  dismayed  the  rioters,  and  tliey  swayod  back- 
ward. They  soon  rccovcn.nl  their  conmge,  liowcver, 
and  as  ihouftjmds  were  Cockinjr  to  Hieir  a^Kistnnce,  they 
returned  to  the  attack.  Fimliug  il  impoRsihle  to  di&- 
lod^  the  military  fi'om  the  huilJiiig,  tlicy  revived  to 
bum  them  ouU  An  order  t^i  tliis  efleet  was  i-»LHiieri,  und 
itwosenrried  intoexecution  with  alacrity.  la  con^Ks 
queace  of  the  hloekade  which  hail  ojcisted  for  two  days, 
Iht?  AtdirgH  in  (ho  yanln  nf  the  miter  station  da  well  as 
those  extending  enstward  for  three  or  four  miles,  were 
crowded  with  freight  cars,  tilled  with  grain  pnxhicoand 
merchandise  of  nil  kinds,  besides  which  a  number  of 
loculed  oil,  coke,  nnd   eoal  can  were  coUected  therP  '^i 

of  the  raob«urrounded  Uie  build- 
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inj  in  which  tlie  militftry  tnd  tnkcn  refuge,  large  bodies 
proTJ't-ikil  t(j  w?t  fire  to  tlic  wil  C4ini,  uinl  iii  n  mfjmunl 
hugo  volumes  of  bliick  «Dioke  rolled  upward?,  Tolloweti 
by  lurid  flumes  rcjicblng  out  in  ev{rr>*  dlreclion,  telling 
tbiittlic  work  of  tlic  dcstructi<jn  of  proixrlv  had  Wgtui. 
The  Bight  of  Uie  Haine:^  geemeJ  to  literally  craze  the 
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riotera,  some  of  whom  rushed  wildly  about  with  flam- 
ing torches  in  their  hands,  applying  Ibem  to  the  cars 
inJiHcrimmately.  An  alnnn  of  lira  was  sounded  and 
the  d*.^p»rtiiient  promptly  responded,  but  the  riotera, 
who  had  complete  control  of  the  city^  refused  to  permit 
tbcm  iv  make  any  cfTort  to  cxtinguifili  the  Hamea.     They 
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said  tliey  were  tlctennined  to  deslroy  the  railroad  com- 
pHny*»<pr<Jj»erty,  hut  wiiiiti)  rlo  no  injury  to  th^t  h&IougiDg 
to  private  citi^enp.  They  kept  their  word,  tog,  and  when 
A  lumber  i>ile  bclortf^ing  to  a  citizen  took  fire  Uic  riotcn 
tJieiriBelvefl  turned  in  and  helped  to  extinguish  the 
flames  and  removo  the  lumljcr  to  «  wife  phia^  Tr;iiti 
after  train  was  fia^il  by  the  iiifunaicd  crowds  but  the 
cars  were  eo  far  dislunt  from  the  round  liouscs  that 
the  heat  did  nob  icrioutly  afl^et  the  mililaryf  although 
their  poflition  wiis  on(»  of  periL  Fiimlly  a  large  party 
of  etrikcrH  captured  a  car  filled  with  coke,  which  tliey 
ran  from  the  Allegheny  Valley  Itailroad  track  to  a  did* 
tiig  connecting  with  the  PeniiHvlvant^i  Rnilmad.  T1if*y 
then  procured  large  quantities  of  petroleum  oil*  and, 
pouring  it  o\'er  the  coke,  ignit^^d  the  matemls  in  a  very 
few  momenta.  The  car  waa  soon  a  maifft  of  Rre,  and  it 
woa  then  pushed  along  the  tracks  aud  forced  agninat 
tbc  round  hoii^. 

The  building  waa  iMXin  igiiiteri,  and  the  soldicra  were 
DOW  eonij3elled  to  prepare  to  fight  tSieir  way  out  through 
the  frenzied  mnss  of  humanity  clamoring  for  their  blood. 
The  building  did  not  burn  iw  rapidly  na  wo»  desired, 
and  the  mob,  bent  on  rcvcngCr  ruahed  ojt  the  road  and 
t»ent  burn  Jiig  trains  toward  thi,Mloomrd  buildlngf^  From 
midnight  until  five  o'clock  next  tnorning  the  main  efforta 
of  tlie  crowds  were  directed  U>  iiring  the  buildings  and 
rar:!,  hut  altOLit  half  nri  hour  \jiU*t  the  niob,  vriiieh  hnd 
been  beiiieging  the  military,  left,  forborne  uiioxpUimjd 
reason.  This  alTorded  the  troope,  who  were  in  actuol 
danger  of  being  roasted  ftli\'e»  an  opportunity  to  emer^ 
from  the  building,  and  ttiey  ati<'ct*ed<td  in  rt'iLcliiiig  !'i1> 
ert}'  elreet  in  a  very  few  motneubi.  Thoy  quickly 
formed  in  lino  and  marched  up  to  Thirty-third  street. 
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and  from  there  to  Ptm\  flvenue  ftnd  Bntleretrect.  Their 
olyentive  point  wftfl  the  United  States  Araena!,  on  Butler 
street,  wlien?  tlwy  expected  to  ohtairi  nIielkT.  Wliili.? 
turninK  into  Butler  stroct,  however^  the  loadon*  had  dis- 
coverod  their  retreat  and  fully  I.OOO  men,  fully  armed 
And  F>n|iplied  ^vlth  ammunition,  followed  in  piir>*uit. 
The  troops  marched  at  the  ordinary  pace,  nnd  in  good 
order,  They  were  fired  upon  from  the  street  comerp, 
alley-wuvs'*,  windows,  and  houaetoiw,  and  returned  the  fire, 
mhigonce  their  Ctilliiig  guns,  and  inflicting  heavy  loss 
upon  their  osaailflnta.  When  they  readied  tlie  arsenal 
the  commandant  refused  to  admit  them.  lie  said  he 
hiid  hut  ten  mc*n,  and  wouUl  he  pijweih-^  to  hold  the 
place  if  the  mob  should  ntlack  it.  He  coneentcd  to  take 
aire  of  the  wi>undcd,  and  they  were  accordingly  carried 
into  the  hosiwtal. 

The  main  body  of  the  troops  continued  their  march 
out  Butler  street^  a  fueilade  being  kept  up  on  them  hy 
the  ranb  aa  they  moved  forwanl.  The  shots  fired  killed 
one  of  tlie  «>1dien4.  Before  they  reached  tlie  ursenal 
and  nearly  opposite  the  cemetery  gate,  fully  a  mil© 
above  the  arsenal,  two  others  were  killed  and  kft  lying 
on  the  sidewalk.  They  continued  their  retreat  and 
crus^si-d  ovLT  tu  the  nurth  T^ide  of  thf*  AlleghLtiy  river  uu 
StmrpHhurg  bri<lge»  the  mob  following  them  m  rapidly 
aa  possible.  AHer  rcoohing  the  north  Aide  the  troops 
watten^d,  and  in  thi»  way  the  mob  was  diviihd  iiilo 
stnatl  bodies.  The  pursuit  soon  ceased.  At  Sharps- 
burg  tlio  troops  obtained  food,  after  which  iJiey  ro- 
Bumed  their  retreat,  and  after  a  march  of  aliout  twelve 
milea  reaelied  a  phiee  called  Bose's  Grove  Jihout  five 
o'clock  on  Sunday  afternoon  A  brief  h^lt  was  made 
there  to  rest  the  men,  aud  the  divifiioa  then  marched 
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about  a  mile  Airtlier,  (u  «l  liill  iK^nr  ClittvmoiU^  ^h^pe 
the  troops  bivouacked  lo  fiwnit  orclcra. 

In  the  meantime  the  city  wflis  in  n  atatc  of  atiftfc hy. 
Thau5Andfl  who  had  not  joiiivd  in  the?  pur-HuitoftlK'  re- 
treating troops  gathered  ftboiit  the  huniing  buitditige 
luid  trains^  and  atwitited  in  »tpreading  the  dames  wher- 
ever Uiey  hod  not  been  applied.

Byseveno'clockotiSiinday  morning,  July  22d,  the  fira 
had  extended  fi-om  Milivale  station  to  Twentieth  street, 
and  enveloped  hundreds  of  cans,  the  cxleneivc  machine 
chops,  two  round  ]ioum?«,  the  depots  and  oflice  of  the 
Union  TranrftT  Company^  hlack*mitli  shops,  store- 
houMTd,  and  numcroiw  other  buiidinga  making  up  the 
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-.tfTTili'^O' liCcilUiea  of  tliia  mninmoth  oorporation.  In 
'tlic'  njuiid  iiouspa  were  125  firrtlH^liuHii  loromotivra, 
which  hnd  boon  housed  in  c<insoquence  of  the  strike, 
Thcftc  were  totflllv  doBtrovcd,  but  even  the  immense 
loAft  which  was  AUf<taiiied  in  this  item  iv&5  but  a  tri^e 
in  the  aggregate  damage  done. 

The  scenes  tranfcpirinj?  on  Liberty  Btro©t,  alon^  the 
line  of  which  tbc  tracks  of  the  railroad  run,  simply 
beggar  deflcrifition.  "While  hundreds  were  engaged  in 
firing  the  cars  and  making  certain  of  the  destruction 
of  the  valuable  buildings  at  the  outer  depots  tbousanda 
of  men,  women  and  children  engaged  in  pillaging  the 
cars.  Men  anuLtl  wUh  lieavy  slodgea  would  bR-alc 
open  the  car»,  and  (hen  the  contents  would  be  tlirown 
out  and  carried  off  by  those  bent  on  profiting  by  the 
reign  of  terror,  Tl»e  fifrei't  was  nlmo^  cxjmplctvly 
blockaded  by  persons  laboring  to  carry  off  the  plunder 
they  had  gathered  togellier-  In  hundreds  of  inBtances 
wagons  were  pri'fl.sed  inio  service  to  enable  the  thieves 
to  ppt  away  with  their  goods.  Mayor  McCarthy  early 
in  the  day  endeavored  to  stop  the  pillage,  but  the 
handful  of  men  Ht  his  command  were  unable  to  oontro) 
thv* crowd,  who  were  di"M[)e rate  in  their  anxit'ty  to  wocuitj 
the  goods  before  the  pillage  was  checked,  but  the  mob 
fired  the  cnr&  and  then  proceeded  with  the  work  of  de- 
struction. It  is  impoHsible  to  form  any  idea  of  the 
amount  of  goods  atolen^  but  hundredn  of  thousands  will 
not  cover  the  lose. 

Some  of  the  srenefl,  imtwithfttanding  the  terror  which 
seemed  to  paralyze  peaceable,  orderly  citizens,  were 
ludicrous  in  the  highest  degree,  and  no  ore  «eomcd  to 
enjoy  them  with  greater  test  than  tho&e  outraged  in  the 
wholesale  plunder.     Here  a  brawny  woman  couM  be 
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»ceii  huiT>-ing  away  ^itli  pair^t  of  white  kid  slippers 
under  her  ai-min;  attotlier,  rarr^iiijj  iiii  inHLrit,  wtmUt  he 
rolling  a  barrel  of  flour  along  tho  sidowfllk,  ming  her 
CfH-t  afl  the  propelling  power;  then  a  iita;i  pushing  a 
\vbeelhamjw  loadL'il  with  white  lead;  Ui^.h  hurried 
tlirough  the  crowds  with  large^iwtl  family  Bibles  as 
their  share  of  the  plunder;  while  scores  of  lemalee 
utilized  aprona  and  drcssoa  to  carry  Houtj  cgg»,  dry 
gocrtin,  f  t€-  ni)ttdlr.%  {?\'  iinthrtdlas,  fiuiL'y  pani«ola,  )iant«, 
hiicon,  le^f  lard,  calico^  blarikol:^,  hitx'^  and  llour,  were 
Duxcd  together  in  the  unn^  of  robuett  men  or  carried  on 
h  ^u<  t  i  1  y -con  stru  ct  ed  I  lan  d^bjir ro ws  _ 

At  eh'vini  oVlock  in  the  morning  il  Ijecanw  v^])parent 
thfit  BomeLhiiig  n:iu«t  be  done  lo  check  the  tnob,  find  a 
number  of  ctiizcits  hurriedly  prepared  noticed  calling  a 
ntasft  ntet'tiii^  nrcitizt^nn  at  old  ('ity  Hall  to  tiike  mt'iu«- 
uroa  to  ]iix*venl  farther  deiitnjction  of  property.  Thti 
meotJEig  wa^  held  at  noon*  and  a  large  number  of  lead- 
ing citizens  ri-«|M:inded  to  the  call.  It  wha  decided  to 
appoint  a  ecnimittee^  consisting  of  Di^hop  Tnigg,  of  the 
Catholic  Chureh,  Jcitnes  Parko,  Jr.,  Dr.  E.  Donnelly, 
James  I.  Bennett  and  Dr.  S.  F,  Scovel,  poator  of  First 
Presbyterian  Chureh,  to  have  a  conference  with  the 
rioters,  while  another  committer  was  appointed  to  wait 
on  the  railroad  outhoriliea  to  fu^ccrtiiin  whut  course 
ihey  intendi^d  to  purwuc,  or  suggest  a  ^^ompromifle  that 
would  put  an  end  to  the  disorder  which  existed.  The 
meeting  then  ndjonniod,  to  meet  again  at  four  o  clock  IQ 
the  afternoon.  The  committee  to  wait  on  the  rioters 
failed  to  induce  them  to  refrain  fnMn  further  deKlruo- 
tion  of  property^  and  the  railroad  authoriiieii  could  not 
be  found. 

From  the  time  the  railitary  fled  up  to  three  o'clock  in 
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the  afternoon  no  cflbrt  had  b^n  mode  to  clieck  tlie  riot 
ollu»r  thiiu  Uw>  mwliiig  of  citizens  reforretl  to-  The 
mob  worked  very  f|uiclly,  nnd  it  was  u  noticeable  fact 
that  few  of  the  luilro^i^  employ^a  were  cugrtgeJ  in  the 
yrorh  of  (I<]«truction.  Here  and  thi^ru  n  man  who  faiu] 
been  discharged  might  have  been  socn  lofulinj^  n  crowd, 
but  generally  the  nngleodcn*  were  men  who  hud  never 
been  employed  on  any  nuln>ad.  Many  hati-grown 
boy8  were  forenioHL  in  t!ie  work  ofdeviLsUtloiij  and  vied 
with  the  older  ones  in  their  efTortit.  The  operAttoiiM 
were  carried  on  very  quietly,  and  iIjo  nitiltttudcof  men, 
women  and  children  who  filled  Uie  atret^bi  and  orcnpied 
poHitionA  on  the  hillside  south  of  the  railro^,  looked 
on  with  astouiehment  whilo  the  destruction  of  property 
continued. 

At  S.30  a  burning  car  was  run  down  the  gnid«  under 
the  sheds  eurroundin^  the  Union  depot.  Vp  to  this 
time  it  WG8  hoped  that  the  building  would  ci^aipCp  but 
the  mft«j«  of  pine  luuibtT  u?<'d  in  shedding  ovi-r  tracks 
wa^  i^oon  n  Kea  of  fire.  Whik*  the  fli-e  wtui  raging 
here,  the  mob  pillaged  the  fix^ight  depot  of  the  Ktta- 
burgh,  Cincinnati  &  St.  I^uis  lluilroad,  which  ie  in  eloec 
"vieinity.  Boxes  of  freight  received  for  shipment  were 
broken  and  valuable  oontenta  carried  off.  Ati^r  plun- 
dering the  depot  for  an  hour,  and  when  flour,  hams, 
and  all  kinds  of  provisions  had  been  carried  away,  the 
torch  was  applied,  and  iioon  thu  vast  depot  and  cuni- 
pany'ft  general  offices  adjoining  were  a  mafie  of  flames. 

The  Union  depot  was  a  largo,  four*tory  building, 
having  a  fmnUge  on  Liberty  street  of  abont  spvonty 
feet,  and  extemling  Utck  about  two  hundred  fe^t.  The 
lower  floor  was  u^d  iw  wailing  rooiiw,  ticket  ofticen, 
and  the  company's  offices.     The  upper  Hoor  w&a  occu- 
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toet  pmmgm  Trcin  tho  wentkor.  It  irn^  u]id<?r  Xhmi 
the  burning  car  wii3  run.  Tho  frriglit  depot  of  the 
Pitt.<4lipr{^hr  CincitiiinU  k  8t.  JiOtuA  lUilmoj]  wn:^  a  Urge 
shell,  built  fnmtini^  on  GrAiiL  ati^ei-t,  and  exU^ntling 
from  Washinglon  street  to  Seventh  nvenut*.  The  com- 
pary'ft  general  ofiicca  were  in  a  four-alory  brick  builUing 
fronting  on  Sevtiilh  avenue.  These  were  totally  den 
trayed,  lui  wag  also  the  depot  of  the  Adams  Express 
Company,  located  oil  Grant  street.  ThQ  booke  and 
valuable  papers  had  been  removed  fi-om  the  Union 
di-put  ofiiWj  03  tt^ell  aa  from  tlie  other  bialdmgd,  befoi^o 
tho  (ire  reached  them.  The  fire  department  of  the  city 
continued  on  duly  IVom  the  time  of  the  1)i%t  alarm,  but 
iriTc  not  fillcvred  to  throw  nny  water  on  or  maka  any 
effort  to  saw  the  pi-opertj'  of  tlio  railixrad  company. 
They  consequently  directed  their  cITorls  to  saving  the 
private  property  on  the  north  side  of  Liberty  street. 
In  thia  tliey  were  mainly  successful,  although  six 
dirclling8  and  a  bhAi  factory,  located  near  iho  round 
bouse,  were  de?ilix>yed  ciirly  in  the  day. 

When  the  llnum  drjutt  hnildinL'  wjm  fired,  followed 
by  the  Pan  Handle  oflice^  a  panic  tteizod  the  dtiKCnn, 
who  had  up  to  this  time  calmly  folded  their  arm^  and 
looked  on.  It  waa  feared  that  the  conflagration  ttoulJ 
Bweep  the  entire  portion  of  this  city  Huuth  of  the  Pan 
Handle  Railroad  tracks,  as  many  of  the  buildings  were 
small  frames,  ae  dry  aa  tinder.  At  this  junctarc  tho 
fire  department  of  Allegheny,  which  had  Ijeen  held  in 
readiness  in  case  of  an  outbreak  on  that  sid^  of  the 
river,  was  eummoned  to  assist  in  staying  the  progrofla 
of  the  Barnes,  The  Pan  Handle  Railroad  building  wad 
the  laNt  umj  in  the  lin«t,  utid  the  Allegheny  dit[MU'tn^ent 
wu*  placed  on  Seventh  avoaue  to  check  the  progn-iss 
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oT  the  flames  in  tlieit  direction.  When  thia  last  build- 
ing wo*  fired,  tlie  iviiole  U'rritorj  between  Seventli 
ftv^mie  Hud  Millvali^  ^tHluin^  a  dJHtnnoi.^  uP  Uiive  iiiiIlm, 
was  a  niasfl  of  dame^,  the  railway  conifiiiikys  projK'rty 
being  all  between  tbd  soutli  aide  of  Liberty  street  and 
tlie  blutr,  tlie  hill  extending  fnim  Sevi^iitfi  avi^niie  lo 
Millvale.  The  small  housea  on  the  hillside,  although 
Wdly  scorched,  were  not  deetroyed-  The  railroad 
buildmgs  defllroyed  wei^  on  foUowa :  Two  round  huuaes, 
one  machine  shop,  aL]]>eriuteiid(?ntV  office,  car  repair 
shop,  blacksmith  shop,  three  or  four  oil  houses,  Union 
Transfer  ,7pot,  and  Ihc  ofllcca  of  the  PuUnmn  Car 
Company,  „  undry  and  oiBccs,  dcspatehcrs  office, 
powder  bo'  ,  Union  Dt^pot  HuUO,  Pun  HiLndle  Buil- 
road  engine  hou^,  general  olficos  nnd  freight  depots 
and  freight  depot  of  the  Adorns  Kxpret^^  Company. 

The  freight  d<.iw>l  oC  ttie  Pilhburgh,  Cinclimail  ft 
St,  Loui«,  and  general  offices  of  the  ^ame  company,  were 
fired  at  '1.30  o'clock  this  afternoon.  Theae  ore  In  cIobc^ 
proximity  lu  the  Union  de[>ot. 

About  rive  o'cloi^k  the  fire  from  the  Union  deiK>t  com* 
Diunicated  to  the  immense  grain  elevator  at  the  corner 
of  Grant  and  Washington  streets.  This  was  btiilt  of 
hugw  tiiulx^^rs  and  covered  with  slate.  It  contained  a 
lai^  quantity  of  grain.  The  destruetion  of  these 
buildings  seemed  to  aatisfy  the  rioters,  00  they  began 
to  disperse  while  they  were  burning.  Moat  of  these 
who  dewrtol  the*  crowd  Io!idi.-d  Ihi-mKclvt's  duwn  with 
pluud^^r  and  wended  their  way  homeward. 

Throughout  the  entire  day  various  gangn  of  rioters 
were  Aearching  for  General  Pearson  atid  the  general 
officenj  of  the  Pennsylvania  Riiilrtiad,  the  latl^^r  being 
obuoxiouA  to  them  on  account  of  bringing  the  Pliilodel- 
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phia  troops  io  Pittsburghj  while  General  Peapson  ww 
believed  to  have  given  the  order  to  fire  on  the  mob. 
Uia  house  waa  atttickci],  entered,  and  gutted  b^'  lliO 
rioters.

RAILAOAD. 

The  people  of  Pittsbiirgih  wcr«  appalled  at  the  terri- 
ble w^-nw  of  Siitiinlny  iiiglit  and  Simdnj'.  Thvy  himl 
brought  their  trouble  on  thetnselvei^  in  a  Urge  meaMjrc; 
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t!i€y  liaJ  sowed  tbe  win<I  And  tliey  reaped  the  wliirl* 
wind.  When  the  outbreak  be^an,  the  «jmpatliy  of  all 
cljiflidOf  W116  extended  to  the  v^trJkcr«t  and  »0  bitter  i^'ere 
tbc  drnimcmttons  of  the  niilroad  company  tl^ai  riot 
and  bliK>dsh**d,  arwin  and  pillage  were  foreseen  by 
tho^c  who  calmly  mtneHOed  the  struggle ;  but  no  word8 
of  warning  were  heeded,  and  when  the  firt^t  ebot  was 
fiit'd  into  the  troops  by  the  mob  at  Twenty-eighth 
street  there  were  not  less  than  five  thousand  people 
'present,  men,  \vomen  and  children,  and  they  unani- 
mously treated  the  command  to  disperse  with  contempt, 
and  then,  when  the  troops  did  fire  and  ck-ur  the  track, 
the  denuncintiona  wore  loud  and  deep  on  every  Land, 
Eiot  and  bloodshed  during  the  night  were  known  to 
be  iiunntAble,  but  the  citizen.^  did  nbi^lutL-ly  nolliitig 
to  provent  it,  and  liad  tlie  mayor  miii^tl  tijc  proclnma- 
tion  calling  for  volunteera  which  he  did  the  next  dny, 
he  would  bfive  been  derided  nnd  hooted;  and  so  the 
Htortn  broki?  iit  midnight  and  rnged  in  nil  i In  deadly 
fury  for  twelve  hours.  Then  the  people  began  to  real- 
ize their  mistake  and  to  eay  to  one  another,  this  thing 
]in%  grinr  fitr  enough  and  muiit  now  he  stopjted.  The 
reader  will  (toe  the  significance  of  the  words  '*gone  far 
enough,"  While  the  property  of  the  railroad  company 
ftlone  and  that  for  which  it  was  directly  r<^sponsib!e 
wan  being  coiixnmed,  interference  wa»  not  thought  of, 
hut  when  tlie  fire  reaehed  the  limits  of  the  compony'd 
property  there  waa  an  outcry  that  it  must  be  checked. 
It  never  neeraed  to  enter  the  minds  of  the  people  that 
they>  aB  tax-payers,  wore  directly  ret^ponsible  and 
would  have  to  pay  (  v\l  the  damage  done.  The 
nmplc  fact  is  that  hod  i^.c  citixons  not  ehowu  such  on 
atnnning  disregard  of  all  law  and  order,  the  outbreak 
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wou1<1  never  bave  occurred.  The  tJe^pomlo  communist 
leailcn  and  plunderers  in  tlie  community  i*ftw  their 
opportunity  in  the  weakneaa  of  tlie  citizens,  mid  ihvy 
were  aided  by  other*  aa  dvBpcmtc  from  otJier  parU  of 
tlio  country. 

On  Sunday  Afternoon  nn  adjourned  neasion  of  the 
citizt'n^'  triiMt-nierting  virns  hM.  TIr*  mob  at  this  titncr 
had  full  po»#C89ion  of  PitUbur^h^  the  flrcit  wero  still 
burning,  and  the  work  of  pillage  wa*  going  on.  The 
uiwtiug  ftct  to  work  to  iilone  in  part  fiir  the  cily'M 
ni^l^t  to  cheek  tlie  trouble  in  ihe  first  iimlanec.  A 
vi^lanoc  commitLee  was  organizf^d  to  prerent  tho 
furtht-T  destruction  of  projKrty,  Volunteera  were  not 
hu:kiii^,  and  tlie  minilK-rs  wi-it?  ftpi*edily  anni^d.  Cili- 
zenH  began  to  enroll  thenifiolve»  in  considerable  num- 
bers for  Hcrviec  under  tlie  municipal  authorities,  and 
eiTorls  wore  made,  to  prevent  the.  ^pivad  <»f  f  lif'  inftunvn- 
tion.  The  mob,  appalled  by  its  own  work,  iiowr  bogan 
to  djf)per»e,  and  tho  taak  of  the  ^uUzens  wad  greally 
aimplilied. 

One  of  the  most  earnest  workers  hi  the  eflbrla  to  put 
a  stop  to  the  disorder  was  the  Roman  Catholic  BiHhop 
of  Pittsburgh-  He  went  among  the  riotcra,  freely  cx- 
poonng  himiwlf  to  danger,  and  ufgi'd  them  to  abandon 
their  Iawlo6»newi  and  go  home.  While  ifie  fires  wen* 
at  their  hfight.  he  spraMg  ui>on  a  looomotiv'C,  and  with 
hill  face  bhickcned  with  the  smoke  and  iK>ot  of  the  fire, 
whi!«  great  beud?*  of  sweat  di^>p|)t>d  fixiin  \i'w  fiMvht^atl^ 
he  asked]  in  God'^  name,  those  belonging  to  hut  Dock 
then  among  the  mob  to  go  to  their  homes.  Ho  wan 
fre(|iiently  interrupted  by  cries  of  "Who  commenced 
thii  riott*'  to  which  he  replied,  *^We  are  not  here  to 
iitdulgo  in  crimination  or  recrimination,  or  to  condemn 
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tills  pnrty  ftti^  upliold  tliiit  ^^K■^e  <1oiiI>11i.'M3  hnvc 
been  laulta  on  l>oUi  widea.  Cerliiinly  we  oil  deplore 
that  any  liveB  Iiave  heen  siimficeiL"

A  Voice—"  What  haa  Torn  Scolt  got  to  aay  about  it?" 

Biflhop — "  Tlie  committee  Iiaa  not  jet  conferred  vr ilh 
the  railroad  officialH,  but  intend  to  do  so  its  soon  as  we 
have  your  a^Eifitancc.  I  can  say  to  you,  on  the  authority 
of  the  citizens  whom  1  represent^  that  your  wA^n  will 
he  raised  to  tho  ohl  ptundHrd.  I  know  (hat  Ihc  ci1i7cn« 
will  do  overj'thiiig  in  thuir  power  to  ffot  you  twiok  your 
old  wages.*'  (Appluuec  and  shoule,  **Thttt  le  all  wc 
want!"     "Give  us  a  chance  to  li\T  I") 

BiHhop — "Give  ua  tweiUy-fonr  hours  to  consult  with 
the  railroad  compEUiy,  and  for  God's  uoke  stop  thvse 
fires," 

At  this  juncture  the  i^oar  of  flamea  became  almost 
dcafcnin;^,  and  tho  cries  of  the  mob  were  in  keeping 
with  tho  racing  clement.  The  crowd  stood  and  looked 
ut  the  nnrmid  gL^ntleman,  but  soon  tiring  of  thi.s  lJ»ey 
started  lieller-skeUer  to  bum  more  freight  cars  and 
renew  the  work  of  pillage  and  deetruetion. 

Alter  the  aAScmbiing  of  the  citi/ens  for  defence  no 
further  violence  waa  attempted  by  the  mob  on  Sunday. 
The  fires  buniod  down  and  smouldered  through  the 
night.  Tlie  city  was  etrongty  patrolled,  but  no  one 
Mi'pt-  Tlie  people  w<*re  terribly  excited  and  panLfutly 
approheuiivG  of  further  iroubW, 

Monday  morning  found  tho  city  full  of  anxiety  and 

gloom*     The  moet  exciting  rumors  prevailed.     All  (cit 

that  it  was  of  vital  importance  that  tiny  frvsh  outbivnk 

of  the  mob  eliould  be  met  and  put  down  ut  onco.     But 
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few  stores  woro  opened,  ftnd  littJo  buBine^ft  was  trMiB- 
acted.  The  work  of  enrolling  and  Anniiig  the  citizens 
Trenton  wtcadilj,  and  soon  a  force,  of  several  tlioti^and 
reliable  inwi  wa«  formed.  The  command  waa  con- 
ferred upon  General  Jamcfi  S.  Negley,  a  veteran  of  the 
civil  war. 

Early  in  the  morning  the  city  waa  again  thrown  into 
a  tumult  of  oxcitdment  by  a  report  that  almost  one 
thousand  miners  from  the  eoal  banks  of  the  Monon- 
gahela  river  hml  arrived,  and  weii?  Wut  on  pillage  and 
were  also  rijie  for  hluo<3.  People  floi;ked  t:^  the  mayor'n 
office  and  the  Central  elation  and  offered  their  servicGtt 
in  defence  of  the  city  againet  theao  invaders.  Upon 
arriving  at  the  Monongahda  wharf  a  large  body  of 
miners  commenced  marching  up  the  bank  from  the 
Bleamcr  "  Elisabeth."  They  woro  not  tinned,  and  walked 
quietly  along  Second  avenue  to  the  Park,  where  they 
halted.  To  rpceive  lli^m  ihvw  wt-ru  twcJ  e<iinimni4-T!i  uf 
the  19th  Regiment  and  a  equad  of  vetornna  drawn  up 
acTOfts  the  avenue,  in  peculiarly  odvimtogeoua  poeiition 
in  caao  any  trouble  octiurred. 

Tho  inhior«,  however,  wero  moderate  in  their  con- 
duct and  did  not  offer  to  make  any  aggre*i*ivc  move- 
ment. Their  leader  had  cnutioncd  hiit  men  to  keep 
sober  to-day,  and  in  a  speech  alter  the  arrival  of  Uie 
military  he  Htat^^d  that  they  had  come  down  here  under 
the  impression  that  the  workingmen  were  being  abu^d 
by  the  Phihuli-lpliia  soldiers.  Mayor  Mct'mlhy  niade 
hid  way  into  the  crowd  and  made  an  effective  speech 
to  the  mineis.  He  emd  that  he  was  satisfied  that  they 
had  come  to  PitWjurgh  under  a  wrong  imprepfion,  and 
cautioned  them  to  remain  xol>er  tonJay  and  go  peace* 
ably  to  their  homes.    They  willingly  agreed  to  do  bo- 
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Qoneral  Jamce  S,  Kegley  then  told  then  he  was  Roing 
to  t^ke  hid  men  home  and  tliat  the  miner?  ought  to  do 
tho  same.  Thi«  brought  forth  cheers  from  th*^  miners 
and  from  th<?  crowd  on  the  piivement«.  The  miner* 
then  marched  post  on  their  way  to  the  wharf*  During 
the  d&y  the  mm<^rd  went  back  to  their  homes. 

Soijn  iifler  ilia  vifiit  of  the  milkers,  the  Mayor  of 
Pittsburgh  issued  the  Ibllow^ing  proclamation : 


To  TDK  Citizens  op  Pittsburgu: 

Tho  lawlejisTiGSB  and  violence  wliich  has  boldly  defied 
all  auUujrity  UTul  all  restniinl  shuwH  that  it  cim  utily 
be  supp^^^*SL*d  through  tlic  prompt  execJtioD  of  Blcm 
measures.  1  haw  dctcnnined  tliat  peace,  order  and 
quiet  shaW  be  rcstori-d  to  tbo  cornmunily,  and  to  tliiii 
end  now  eall  upon  all  go<xl  citizi^n^  1o  eoiiie  forward  at 
once  to  the  New  City  Hull  and  unit^-  wIUi  the  police 
atul  milltsLvy  now  orgaiiiied.  I  call  uj^on  all  thoae  who 
quietly  continue  at  their  u^ual  placed  of  buF^incaa  to 
refrain  from  participating  in  exoited  aaAcniblages.  All 
women  and  children  are  commanded  to  retire  within 
tlieir  biniios  and  remain  them.  All  plaei?s  where  in- 
toxicating liqtioni  fLTi".  hM  will  tie  i  liKHcd  fi>rll]withf  ami 
remmn  eccure  and  closed  until  permiafiion  i»  gWen  to 
reopen  the  enme.  And  by  viiiue  of  the  authonty 
vested  in  me  I  hereby  d;*clare  Ihat  all  riotous  demon- 
i&lratiomi  mtiHt  and  Hlmll  bt>  put  down,  aTi<l  that  peace 
and  order  aiid  ijuict  Miall  n-ig«  ibront'liont  X\i**  city.

Alleglwny  City,  which  lie*  opposite  Pittsburgh,  wafl 
pflinfuUy  cxcJK'd  by  the  terrible  cvcnta  in  her  sii^ter 
city.  The  lines  of  llie  Pittsburgh,  Fort  Wayne  k 
Chicago  and  ClovLdund  &  Pittsburgh  Railroads,  both  of 
which  were  invohx^d  lu  the  Btrike,  parsed  through  the 
city,  tl>UH  plociug  Allegheny  City  iu  conaiimt  danger 
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or  a  viMt.  rrr>m  the  niol>.     A  kttc^r  from  tliat  pWe^  en 
tho  23d,  thus  describes  the  eituutioa  there : 

Tho  Btrikcra  still  bold  tlic  furl-  In  AUcghony  City 
to*night  the  eituatton  rtunuina  procticully  imuhaiigdu. 
All  traisB  linre  been  takoii  off  tho  tx>ad.  Coiiiu^iii-iitly 
wcfibenr  bound  pnjiseiigtTfl  will  be  obliged  to  rcnmin 
here  until  the  traublo  i^  at  an  end,  or  cUo  move  wc£t- 
^ard  by  boat  on  the  Ohio  river*  Merchants  and 
ottiera  doing  buaine^  In  the  city  and  living  doivn  tba 
ro^l  lire  seen  tonight  hi  nqu^ulb  walking  to  tbeir  liLmies, 
while  bandaomely  dreflaed  bidies  are  perched  on  all 
kinds  of  vehicle^,  wliicli  move  slowly  along  the  roads 
toward  tlie  nristocratic  suburb  of  Sewickley,  At  the 
end  of  the  bridge  on  tho  Allegheny  City  aide  are  enn* 
non  iduc^"d  in  [Kwilioa  lu  i*wi*fi»  ull  the  itpi^ruwjhca  t^ 
tbiit  city,  Tbc*  gnns  an;  hwivily  luoibd  with  grupc 
and  canister  and  a  full  force  of  soldiers  guards  tbctu  by 
day  and  by  night  They  arc  placed  there  to  prevent 
any  marauding*  party  fronn  Pittsburgh  crossing  to  that 
eitjr.  At  Allegheny  City  tlie  Btrilcers  have  full  poasea-i 
sion  of  the  property  of  the  Fort  Wayne  &  C^PE"^  Rail- 
road and  the  Cleveland  &  Pitt^htirgh  RnilpflK  and  the 
tracks  arc  cffectuatlv  blocked  with  trains  ^passenger 
and  freight  cars  which  cannot  be  moved,  as  there  are 
no  engines  with  which  to  perform  the  work.  This 
morning  the  Chicago  e^pr^'wi  gut  as  far  ai  Irwin 
avenue,  lying  tlicre  full  of  passengera  fn^m  nine  A.  u. 
imtil  nearly  one  P.  M.  No  trains  kft  till  three  r.  Jf., 
when  the  Sharp^ville  **  accommodation,"  which  had 
been  lyina  for  two  huurs  withuul  an  engine^  was  »ui>* 
plierl  and  departed.  Two  tracks  of  tlii^  ruad  fur  twenty 
miles  westward  are  filled  with  loaded  and  empty  curs. 

The  exact  number  of  the  kilted  and  wounded  in  the 
Piltsbargh  riots  is  not  known,  and  probably  never  wil 
be,  OS  many  of  the  injured  rioters  kept  their  hurts  s' 
secrctj  for  fear  of  falling  into  the  bands  of  the  law.    As 
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far  fis  ifl  knovm  the  number  waa  aa  followe ;  killed,  58 ; 
woua<lc0>  lO'J.  Of  tbe^  the  troops  Itjst  6  killed  out- 
right liiid  10  wiiiiiiili^il.  Two  of  the  woundeil  bcildit-ra 
eubseqiieiiUy  dted  of  tljeir  injuriee, 

Tlie  value  oftlic  property  destroyed  by  the  mob  was 
frtormnii^  and  ia  eBtiniut^d  at  from  &l\  to  tea  mllUoDft 
cf  dollars. 

Monday,  July  23d,  witnoBsod  the  cud  of  the  violonce 
At  KttAburgh.  The  citjiiciia  were-  imw  too  fttroiig  and 
ton  w*A\  armeil  for  the  im»b  to  lu»[>e  for  any  advantage 
over  thorn,  and  no  further  outbreak  was  attempted. 

On  Monday  a  ajx^cial  train  was  acnt  out  by -the  rail- 
road aitthorideti  for  the  rhitadelphia  troops.  They 
were  taken  on  board  and  trnn?*ported  to  Blairsville  In- 
terflcction,  on  the  PcnnBylvania  Ruibxrod,  where  they 
went  into  camp  to  await  orderB. 

Concerning  tlie  conduct  of  these  troops  at  PitUhurgh, 
Mr-  E,  Y.  Smalley,  tlie  corrc?epoadent  cf  the  New 
York  'iVibu.iWy  writes  aa  followa: 

I  was  at  first  dispoa^d.  hearing  the  clioruB  of  dcnun- 
eiation  of  the  rbiliickOpbia  trcwpw,  to  Ihiutc  tbey  W(rre 
to  blitme.  It  seemed  as  if  they  ought  not  to  have  (ircd 
on  the  mob  on  Saturday ;  nnd  on  Sunday,  when  tlic 
combat  reopened,  tbey  should  have  foujrht  their  way 
back  to  the  passenger  dc'pot  and  defendL-d  it  from  the 
incendiaries  instead  of  retreating  to  llie  country,  but 
further  information  leads  to  a  different  judgment. 
From  the  moment  of  tlicir  arrival  these  troops  were 
made  to  feel  that  they  were  in  the  midst  ol  an  in- 
lenselv  hostile  population.  Everywhere  they  were 
hoote<]  at.  They  came  as  a  nmtler  of  duty  to  protect 
ixihlic  and  private  property,  and  they  were  treated  like 
invading  vandab,  Tlic  Pitleburj^h  troopa  gave  them 
no   assistance,   but  evidently   eympatbized   with    the 
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rioters*  When  they  moved  forward  to  dispcrae  the 
mobthoy  were  firnt  fircil  upon  and  roceived  bvJitcle^  a 
vulli'y  of  wt*jni.'f4  fmrii  tli«  liliUnlo,  Tlii-y  uiily  fin.*(l  iti 
reply  by  ordere,  and,  as  nokliort^,  hml  to  obey  oniers 
without  trusting  their  wiedom.  The  fact  tliat  innocent 
pcreone,  mingling  with  tlio  mob  aa  »ipcctator^.  were 
killed  does  not  olT^et  the  ca^te,  for  £ueh  i&  Uie  result  of 
nil  cnllisions  bctwi^en  molia  Atid  ituhUera  execiititig  the 
l?Lw„  nnd  yet  on  tins  account  there  aroiite  tL  frantic  cr>' 
for  vengeance  on  thcec  men.  It  deemed  na  if  the  whole 
city  vaa  omzy  for  their  blood.  They  were  even  dfr 
nouncej  in  the  Sunday  pn|>er3,  [landt-Ting  to  the  pa^ 
*iijns  of  tbe  mob,  a»  Phihwli'lplna  njiigh**,  wlien  in  fiwl 
they  ore  nmong  the  hnt^at  citi£4;n  soldiery  in  the 
country,  and  have  repeatedly  proven  tbcir  discipline 
and  couni);<?.  Thij  riotem  closed  in  U|Kjn  them  with 
cannon  (iml  small  arnis^  intent  upon  niua^Macring  every 
man  of  them.  Not  a  hund  was  raised  in  thinr  behalf 
by  the  h)cal  'military  or  local  police.  No  wonder  tliat 
tiiey  dcbcnnincd  to  leave  the  city  to  its  fate-  I  have 
an  aooouDt  of  their  retreat  from  an  impartial  ey^ 
witnesfi,  by  which  it  ap|jear»  they  moved  out  of  tli6 
city  in  good  order,  covering  carefully  their  Catling 
guns,  marching  with  a  ftlow  stepj  and  by  command  of 
their  officers  refraining  from  firing  on  the  mob  that  was 
keeping  up  a  desultory  fuailnde  upon  them  until  they 
got  out  of  the  thickly-**ettled  dietricta,  where  thor« 
were  women  and  childivi].  Tlioii  thr?y  turned  imd 
RAve  their  pursuers  a  volley  which  put  them  to  llijjht. 
In  this  march  they  lo»t  aeveral  mea  killed. 

General  Rrinton,  the  commander  of  the  Philadelphia 
troops,  thus  epoke  of  his  men  to  the  representative  of 
the  Pittsburgh  Ihicgrajih: 

A  reporter  this  morning  called  upon  General  Brinton 
at  hiB  heod-quartent  in  the  Wei-iern  Ponngylvania 
Uospital  huilunig,  and  fi.aind  hirn  very  ufiUble  and  d\»- 
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poBod  to  talk  freoty.  The  gciierftl  vory  frankly  flap 
that  alt  who  w<?re  connected  with  the  nhfi>rtiintite  liflair 
on  SHtiiii]?iy  Llunilt'iTHl  itiore  or  Ivss^  luiJ  lie  initkt?8  no 
eflort  to  free  liimw'lf  from  bUme  at  tJie  ex]»enfle  of 
othcrfl-  He  thinks  tiie  yrcat  mietako  of  the  day  waa 
in  allowing  ths  crowd  to  clo^  in  on  the  ifoldiory  a»  he 
did,  and  tttataa  that  if  he  hnd  been  in  comtruind  this 
would  not  have  ha]>[H-ned.  Wht^n  ^oing  ruit  he  had  no 
idea  that  he  would  find  the  mob  «o  determined  and 
brave.  He  suppoiwd  th<?  crowd  could  be  overawed,  and 
had  no  idea  of  oi'denng  troops  to  fire.  He  says  he  con 
swear  that  Oenei'al  Pearson  never  gave  tlie  fatal  order, 
and  tliat  none  f if  the  ofRi^ers  did.  The  men  did  the 
firing  themaelvesj  and  if  they  had  not  they  would  have 
been  dUanncd  by  the  mob  which  wnn  presain^  in  cIobo 
upon  them.  The  general  does  not  know  whether  the 
iiherUr attempted  to  reswl  the  riot  act  or  nut,  jw  he  wus 
fleporaled  eonie  distance  from  that  official.  Fifteen  of 
his  command  were  wounded  in  the  enct»unli.T  at 
Twenty-eighth  street,  Satnrdny  ulU:rnocu,  nciirly  all 
of  tbcm  before  a  single  nhot  was  fired  by  the  Holdiers* 
The  jteiicTiil  etnteit  that  h*i  wa?*  $nrpri»ed  at  the  j;t«adi- 
nesn  mid  bnivt ry  of  the  mon  durhig  the  night  in  the 
round  houtiCt  and  soys  they  marched  out  witiiout 
leaving  a  canteen.  lie  had  never  seen  men  march 
better  to  parade  than  theeo  men  did  from  their  burning 
prison.  They  not  only  held  the  round  hou^,  but  the 
machine  shop,  carpenter  &hopj  and  all  tlie  property  at 
that  pointy  until  they  were  burned  out.  Rut  two  of 
the  eoldiera  were  wounded  while  they  were  besieged, 
and  these  men  were  injured  but  slightly  ond  were  not 
pn-vunted  fmm  doing  duty  right  along.  On  Sunday 
morning,  when  they  were  driven  from  their  hiLi-tricli* 
mcnts,  they  had  to  make  their  way  through  the  inch 
and  retreat  as  best  they  could,  without  Uic  elighte&t 
anjfftance  from  the  police;  and  the  general  eaya  that 
members  of  ih*?  force,  wearing  the  uniform  of  thv  cily, 
and  the  shield  upon  their  bi^'asUi,  hooted  and  yelled 
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ftfter  them,  and  on  Penn  street  nhot  into  their  ranks 
scvcrnl  timc^  In  this  conncctiou  the  general  gziye  that 
vhen  he  aftenmrds  brought  the  matter  to  the  notice 
of  Muy^r  MirCiirtby,  the  httU^r  saitl  that  if  he  (Brin- 
ton)  uoLild  (it::»igiiate  the  men,  he  (the  mayor)  would 
frrrcat  them,  but  volunteered  to  do  nolliing  towards 
searching  out  Iho  puiUy  parties.  The  general  adds 
that  even  then  ht*  had  to  lolegraph  his  honor  twice 
he  fore  be  wuiilJ  even  condeacetid  to  ^i\e  Inm  art 
nnswer.  The  genera]  is  evidently  not  impressed  vi*ry 
highly  cither  with  tlie  conduct  of  the  city  or  county 
officials,  nor  the  people  who  were  present  &t  Saturdays 
catastrophe.  I[e  states  that  no  fatal  shots  were  fu*ed 
lit  hib  tixups  until  tliey  biul  tnardied  nlmust  to  the 
lU^cnal  gate.  He  etopimi  there  because  liewns  nearly 
out  of  nmmtiiiition,  aiid  he  wanted  to  obtain  a  supply- 
When  he  got  there  he  addressed  Major  BufTington, 
tilling  lii[U  his  desire,  when  the  latter^  m  the  rudest 
mauner  it  was  possible  for  one  man  to  address  another, 
told  him  to  get  out^  as  he  would  not  he  allowed  to 
remain  there  a  minute*  The  general  Uicn  withdrew 
and  continut'd  bis  march  to  the  beigblr)  alx>VLi  Claro- 
mont.  During  the  inareli  he  lost  six  killed  and  twenty 
wt)uiidL>d.  lie  declares  his  iiiteiitiun  lo  lay  the  cufte 
of  Mfljor  IJutlington  before  the  Bccrctary  of  war.  The 
total  casualties  of  the  Philadelphia  taxiopa  during  Satur- 
day, aecorduig  to  General  Brinton,  were  eis  killed  and 
thirty*«even  woimded.  Wfjen  he  reached  Clareciont 
with  hiB  command,  Sujjcrintendcnt  Gnibbs  supplied 
them  with  rations  and  did  everything  he  could  to 
render  their  condition  comfortable.  In  fact,  General 
Brinton  saya  that  all  the  people  in  that  locality  were 
very  kind  and  attentive  to  the  troops.  The  general 
ftaia  that  Colonel  fluthrie  had  put  him  under  great  ob- 
ligation for  a  large  quantity  of  ehirts  and  other  ai^ticles 
for  his  men,  and  ho  demred  publicly  to  thank  him  lor 
the  same.  General  Brinton  thinks  great  injustice  has 
been  done  to  General  Pearson,  as  the  latter  did  not 
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Eivc  the  order  to  fir«,  w  is  nllcged,  and  that  whi>n  he 
left  the  round  house  at  nine  oclock  on  Saturday  even- 
ing be  said  he  vtm  fioini;  to  get  rations.  He  had  his 
uniform  on,  und  bade  him  good-ni;^ht  in  th€  area  be* 
tween  ihe  macKine  shoi>  and  the  round  liouse.  Titneral 
Brinton  ^id,  during  bis  entire  service  all  through  the 
\rar,  he  never  waa  in  a  place  where  there  \v!ls  so  much 
danger  as  in  the  round  house  during  the  reign  of  the 
mob. 

The  Btrikc  had  now  hccome  ik>  general  along  the  line 
of  the  Pennsylvania  Bnilroud  and  ita  branchca,  that  the 
coni|mny  wii^t^ly  di'cidt'd  not  to  atU'tupt  the  running  of 
iu  trains  until  tlio  civil  and  military  authoriti^rM  could 
guamntee  their  Bafcty.  On  the  Pittsburgh,  Chicago  & 
Tort  Wayne  ordern  were  given  todiflcontinue  all  tnitus, 
including  the  pfissenger  trains,  Tlie  Btrikpra  tliere* 
U|x)n  took  pos^^ioti  of  the  road  and  ran  all  the  pa^ 
ffenger  trains)  aa  nearly  on  schedule  time  as  iKM»ihle. 
The  leader  of  this  movement  Vituk  Robert  Aiiunond, 
who  had  been  a  brokeman  o[i  the  road.  For  three  daya 
he  lind  entire  charge  of  ihia  important  line,  and 
lannugcd  it,  it  must  be  confesaed^  with  ability.  Hia 
|>o]iuhirity  with  tlie  atrikera  indiit-i'd  them  to  Ap{H>int 
bim  their  fiuperintendentr  and  for  three  ifiys  he  held 
this  position.  On  Saturday  evening  he  was  an  bumble 
brakeman ;  on  Sunday  mornitig  lie  was  a  great  railroad 
manager  and  magnate,  despatching  trains,  j^Mviiig  alt 
dcKpiitolieti  from  employ^,  oHicieiIh,  stockhold<tr»«  even 
from  ManagLT  Layng  himself;  on  Tuesday  evening  he 
bod  rcffignixl  his  high  ofbctN  and  tsat  in  the  door  of  hid 
littl?  cottage,  with  bift  blooming  wife  and  child,  ft 
simple  brakeman  again,  happy  that  the  burdonsome 
i-e^ponsibility  had  been  shifted  fmm  his  mind.  During 
thi*  Ibii^  dj=iy>  when  he  heM  tl^e  olTice  not  a  Nnglc 
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miatAke  or  ftccidcnt  occurreJ,  though  cxdfceincnt  imd 
danger  «tt«ii<t(^l  cviTywIiere,  Tin?  conduct  of  tlio  mad 
wsvs  eutiroly  in  bis  haTid^,  even  to  llio  issuing  of  passes. 
Mr.  I'Ayng  him»elf  could  not  have  dcudhended  it  o^'cr 
the  road  ^'itliout  a  pii38  countersigned  hy  lUit^rt  Am* 
mond.  DiBuffection  tx-gan  its  work,  howewn  The 
older  bead^  atnoug  tho  strikers  lay  cloae  together  and 
vrhi^pered  that  "Boh"  woa  too  young,  too  inexperi- 
enced for  BO  grave  a  responflibilily.  A  conference  v^^ 
hold,  and  two  of  lhi?se  '^old  heads"  cppomtod  to 
coun&cl  and  ad\'ife  with  him  in  his  work.  The  great 
manager**  proud  spirit  could  not  brook  this  iJight,  and 
he  stepped  dciwn  and  uut  in  the  znidsi  of  Ills  oflicial 
glory- 
On  the  SOth  of  Ju\y  he  %FaB  arrcelcd  and  held  to 
anMVi^r  the  charge  of  It^ading  Uie  mob  in  tLeir  seixuro 
of  the  conipany's  property.

Tn  the  raeaiitime  Governor  Hartranfl  had  been  hur- 
rying homeward  oa  fii^t  as  it  spocial  train  coulJ  carry 
bioL  The  events  of  Saturday  and  Sanday  at  Pitta- 
burgh  and  in  other  parts  of  the  State  wore  reported  to 
him  by  t^legmph^  aiid  he  resolvf^d  todi-niand  tbeftSrsitft* 
anco  of  the  Fwleral  government.  On  Sunday  nigbt  bo 
caused  the  follo^ving  telegram  to  be  fonvnrdud  from 
Ilorrinburg  ti)  the  PreHident  of  the  United  StAUs :

At  th«  naniG  time  President  Ilayof^  ordered  General 
Hancock  to  proceed  to  Philadelphia  with  euch  troopi^ 
AA  could  \ye  fli>an?d  from  Baltimore,  ftnd  orders  were 
dei^atched  to  the  Kaatern  posts  to  reinforce  General 
Ilancock  at  Philnddpliia  with  every  avaiUble  man. 
On  the  flame  day  orders  were  Usucd  by  the  Governor 
of  F^nnsylvuti iH  [»bwing  thi*  entire  militiii  ftjrce  of  t'le 
State  under  iLTtne. 

In  the  meantime  the  etriko  spread  rapidly  along  tbc 
line  of  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  from  Pittsburgh 
eastward. 

At  eleven  o'clock  on  Saturday,  July  21st,  the  troin 
men  of  the  Pennsylvania  llaihoad  at  Altoona  stnick, 
and  taking- pi.w*eKsion  of  the  road  and  Khopsi  at  that 
point,  rcfased  to  allow  l3ie  pa*«ago  of  fix^ight  trains. 
They  were  joined  by  a  large  number  of  tramps  and 
loaft^-s  fmni  the  cily,  and  tow.'^nlrt  nightfall  iiimibered 
several  thousand  men.  No  disturbance  was  attempted 
on  Saturday.  On  Sunday,  the  22d,  the  news  bom 
Pittfiborgh  was  received  and  created  great  excitement. 
The  riok'r>f  dwlnred  that  no  more  troops  t^lLOldd  [wl^h 
Altoona  on  their  way  to  Pittaburgh ;  and  when  it  w;is 
announced,  early  on  Sunday  morning,  that  a  detach- 
nieut  of  250  men,  under  Geiiends  Ik-aver  and  Ly!e, 
wore  noaring  tbe  ctty^  the  fttrikere  prepared  to  xtop 
them. 

The  train  bearing  the  troops  entei^d  Altoona  dowly 
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and  Cftuliously,  As  it  reached  tlie  depot  the  engine 
wjw  taken  olT,  in  order  that  a  heavier  euf^ine  might  be 
connected  with  the  inun  Coc  tliL-  [jurixise  of  talking  it 
over  tlio  mountain  wet^t  of  Altoooa.  The.  uiuuntiuu 
engine  was  backed  out  of  the  round  houae.  but  08  it 
appparet],  the  iujUt?*,  w!io  liiul  surrouiult^d  the  fl^jKit  to 
the  nunibyr  of  nt  ieft*t  3,000  men,  and  ivbo  were  terri- 
bly excited,  took  i>09dCssion  of  the  engine  and  returned 
it  to  thu  round  hoiue.  General  Beaver  then  ordered 
\m  im-n  to  inaivh  clown  and  bring  the  engine  out 
again,  but  upon  reaching  the  round  houso  they  were 
surrounded  by  the  mob,  and  finally  surrendered  thoir 
annA,  Practicallyj  then,  General  Beaver  vraa  left 
without  any  coniTiiiukd,  except  thfj  men  unJer  Genera! 
Lyio  and  Colonel  SnowdcUt  about  160  nil  told,  and  all 
Philadclphiaus.  The»o  troops  remained  at  the  de[xit 
in  a  broiling  sun  Tor  an  hour  and  a  half,  and  were  then 
ered  down  i\i^  track  to  break  into  the  round  house 
in  order  to  get  tho  motive  power  to  take  tlie  train  over 
tlie  mountainH.  The  mob  liud  incn^ased  by  thin  time 
to  fully  5j000  excited  and  violent  raen.  This  round 
houBC  is  situated  on  the  bIlIc  of  a  cut,  and  between  two 
bridges  which  cross  the  road.  The  troops  pansfd  under 
the  western  brid^^e,  i']i«tward  froni  the  round  liousej  the 
billsido  on  the  right  being  dense  with  rioters,  the  houeea 
on  tlic  left  being  occupied  by  strikcra,  and  a  mob  filling 
tl«^  two  brid|^*'i*.  The  men  wen.?  lu'iricd,  wuiie  with  the 
musketii  Hurrenden.^d  by  tho  Clearfield  fnilltia.  About 
twenty  of  the  utrikcrs  were  guaiding  the  gate  of  the 
round  house,  and  when  the  troopfl  had  been  marched 
up  prepan^-d  to  foree  the  gnti*,  thi?  mob  showered  n]>i)ii 
them  every  vile  epithet,  threat,  and  insult  that  could 
be  invented^  and  gave  them  every  reason  to  apprehend 
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that  nijy  Att(?mpt  to  open  tlio  gat**  by  thorn  would  be 
tlie  ai^ml  for  iLii  JnstAntADOOU^  and  tijrriblc  n^^ulL 

The  rioters  crowded  up  jigi^hiHt  the  troops,  eiandiiig 
iJiQulder  to  Ahoiitdi*r  with  thfiiij  Khnkiiig  Uu*ir  fi»U  ni 
the  faced  of  the  men,  and  throwing  etonctt,  ftoiQC  of 
which  wounded  a  number  of  the  mombers  of  the  We> 
cocoQ  Legion.  The  riotei'S — those  who  were  armecl-^ 
»(ood  with  vindictivE*  looks,  tlieir  right  haada  toting 
upon  timr  hips  or  thruut  in  their  hrcaf^ti^,  aA  if  pro- 
pfcred  to  »hoot  at  the  filightcst  provocation.  Having 
received  informalion  ihnt  thi>  [liston-md  of  the  locomo 
tive  hod  beon  removed^  and  the  fires  drawn  from  the 
fumooo,  it  wa8  eondudcd  not  to  essay  the  cRort  of 
taking  out  nn  engine;  that  wn^  u^le^s,  and  to  incur  a 
foolis*!i  ^ncrifio*  of  life.  The  troops  wonld  have  been 
at  a  gront  dii^vantngi^,  nnd  hnd  a.  conlltct  taken  place, 
would  have  been  ecvcrely  liaudlcd,  Tliey  withdrew 
fcoiEi  Uk*  vicinity  of  the  njiiiid  liiiiiNe  when  the  eondi^ 
tion  of  thi?  locomotive  was  a^e^^rtninel. 

A  body  of  fllrikcra  then  offered  the  troops  a  special 
tmin  to  ihc  erist,  iftliey  would  proniiwo  to  leave-  Thia 
wa*  declined,  however.  Colonel  Snowden  finding,  upon 
inquiry,  that  it  wiiii  impoeeiWe  to  go  weet  on  eceouVit 
of  obftt  ruction  A  to  the  ntail  and  inability  to  Bccurc  on 
engitie,  OeU-rrnnted  oi>on  a  R^int,  by  going  east^  as  if  to 
Philadelphia,  and  upon  reaching  Ilundngdon  to  go 
south  and  endeavor  to  mnke  Pittsburgh  from  that 
dirvi^tion,  or  await  tlie  anival  of  reinforcement*. 
UlTOU  Bearing  Huntingdon,  Colonel  Snowd4?n  recL'ivod 
a  despatch  stating  that  the  rioters  had  nAs^mbled  thero 
in  force,  and  that  tlic  train  on  the  road  to  Btdfoni  had 
hvvn  overtnrnfil  and  the  road  coiiijil<'l''ly  hliiekaded. 

Colonel  Snowdirn   then  t«U"graplu?d  to  the  superin- 
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this  iE)ov(>incnt  a  secret,  even  from  tho  other  ftol^iers 
who  luL<]  detemuiied  to  go  dirwit  to  town.  Some  of 
the  rioters  booh  learned  that  iheac  troops  hml  left  the 
track.,  and  H  wa*  fiurmised  they  had  taken  tlie  Nortli- 
oni  <A'ntrul  rood,  and  wcru  going  by  th€  city  in  that 
direction^  and  endeavored  to  intercept  them;  others, 
Iicariiig  thji.t  i\n}y  wt'w  cuitiing  down  the  tnicic, 
inardied  out  to  mwt  them. 

The  oUicr  trooi>t*  took  the  track,  and  were  OApturedt 
aa  we  fltiall  see  farther  on.  In  Llie  meantime,  hovrevcr, 
Colonel  Siiowden,  with  all  liis  raan,  and  oil  thoir 
accoutromenU  and  clothing,  even  to  their  heavy  owr- 
coats,  took  the  £nglestown  road*  and  made  a  long  cir- 
cuit of  about  twelve  miles  to  PragresSj  a  village  about 
two  iniIeK  nortbefu^t  of  Ilarri^burg,  nnd  thence  in  E 
direct  lino  marched  to  the  Slate  araenal,  thus  com- 
pletcly  deceiving  the  rioters,  who  had  formed  their 
phiTij*  witli  grt'ttt  ciirv  to  cajiture  the  troops,  wboexo< 
cutcHl  their  nmvomont  without  the  loi^»  of  a  single 
article  belonging  to  Uie  conuiiaiid,  and  rciichcd  the 
arfienal  aliout  five  o'clock  on  Monday  afternoon, 

Fit>m  this  time  until  the  arrival  of  Governor  Ilort- 
ranft  and  the  State  forces,  on  their  way  to  Pittsburgh, 
the  mtuation  at  Altoona  remained  unchanged.  The 
riotem  held  possession  of  the  road.  aUowiiig  no  freight 
trains  to  pa^s,  but  making  no  eflbrt  to  mterfen}  with 
thj^  passenger  train«. 

The  etrikers  at  Ilarrijibiirg  began  operations  on  the 
moniing  of  SinidEiy,  July  23d.  About  ten  o'clock 
several  milronder^,  encouraged  by  a  largo  number  of 
persons,  went  to  the  locomoti^'Cii  of  several  freight 
Tmiris,  and  denniinh<<]  thiLt  the  engineers  ftiid  firemen 
should  leave  their  engines.     The  demand  was  readily 
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compliD^  with,  and  »a  the  rAilroad  men  ik8C€ndo<1  fram 
their  er^nce  Ihcy  were  greeted  with  loud  chocte  from 
their  fi  ieiifls. 

There  hvA  be^n  indicntionn  on  Suturdiiy  night  of  fi 
etrik^   along   the   middle   divi»ioTi^   but    the   railroad 
authoritiod   were   unwilling   to    believe    that    trouble 
would    tak<?    plnoe,     Tho    inlerferem'e   with    ix   fn-iglit 
train  and  the  hooting  nnd  intoning  out  of  ^Idiera  who 
parsed  through  for  Pittsburgh  from  Philadelphia  wore 
attributed  to  irreH'Jprmftihle  outwidi?™  hy  them^  hut  all 
their  hopos  were  dispellod  on  Sunday  moniiiij;  at  ten 
o'clock,  whi?ri,  at  the  cominmid  of  several  apparent 
strangers^  the  engineers  and  firemen  of  eereral  freight 
trains  descended  from  tlieir  locomotives  tifter  having 
housed   them.     All  tlie  fn?ight  trains  wei^e  deserted. 
The  round  houses  in  the  upper  portion  of  the  city  con- 
tained about  forty  locomotivGB,  while  over  twelve  hun» 
dred  cars  were  standing  on  the  sidings  in  the  same 
vicinity.     The  atrikc  waa  general  on  the  middle  divi- 
sion^ between  twelve  and  fil^een  hundred  being  affected 
by  it.     Of  these  four  or  five  hundred  were  employed 
in  Harriflburg,  mofct  of  th^m  in  the  PonnBylvania  round 
houws.    A  crowd  collected  at  the  Pennsylvania  depot 
early  on  Sunday  morning,  and  by  two  o'clock  in  the 
afternoon  it  b;id  swollen  to  vevenvl  thousand!!.     Many 
of  them  congregated  out  of  idle  curioeity,  hut  &  con- 
Hderablc  number  were  attract(*d  by  a  determination  to 
intrrr(.'Tt' with  the  pasange  through  the  city  of  several 
hundred  Philadelphia  soldiers  destined  for  Pittsburgh. 
It  wn^  also  believed  that  among  the  military  would  be 
revernl  oonipanien  of  negroes,  nnd  against  them  numer- 
ous dire  threats  were  ninde.     The  ammunition  for  tho 
G^^octcd  white  troope  had  been  got  in  readlnCGB  at  the 
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State  arsenal,  l>ut  it  wiw  deemed  prudent,  considering 
the  excitement  at  Altoonn  nnd  in  the  cit>',  to  ctJuntiT* 
mand  tlie  i.>nl*-r,  nod  flu?  iinimTiiiition  wfu*  R-tunM^d  to 
the  arfienal.  Had  any  of  the  military  arrived^  it  in 
highly  probiblc  they  would  have  encountered  conwder- 
ahle  diffinuUy  in  pa»?t[iig  through  the  cUy,  the  ring- 
leadi^rs  in  the  strike  having  expressed  the  determina* 
tion  to  throw  all  poseible  obstticlee  in  their  way. 

A  meeting  of  three  or  four  thousand  people,  many  of 
them  railroaders,  was  addressed  on  a  common^  a  few 
hundred  yurda  nhovo  the  depot,  by  a  man  named 
TorK^tl,  vho  juatiDcJ  the  strikers  in  ihcir  course  and 
predicted  their  triumphant  fiUcccM,  He  counselled 
Ihcm  not  to  destroy  raHK)jid  or  other  property.  He 
intiinati^fd  tb^il  if  ;ittnekcd  by  Iroop^  they  hid  a  perfect 
rights  in  self-defence,  to  strike  back,  a;?  their  brethren 
tnul  ilone  !n  ilie  nflTniy  itt  Pjll:*hurg!i.  Torln^tt  K[ioke 
from  the  top  of  a  box-car,  and  when  he  referred  to  the 
military  ho  was  loudly  cheered.  After  the  meeting 
the  <'ix)wd  surged  towaitl  thu"  d^ix^t.  About  eight 
o'clock  the  day  e\i>rvs>i  euj*l,  deluintHl  nearly  five  houn* 
by  the  car  fire  at  I^ltdburghf  arrived. 

The  crowd  gathered  about  the  train,  and  several 
peri^ns  detiichcd  the  engine  several  times^  when  the 
railroad  company  officialfi  ordered  the  engine  to  be 
taken  to  the  round  houee.  The  paaaengers  were  com- 
pelled to  lie  over  at  Harriaburg.  On  the  train  were 
iibout  a  do/t'U  Nuldiers,  who  had  grcjwn  tirtxl  of  tlie 
»cr\ico  which  iht-y  had  rendered  at  Altoona,  Svveral 
of  them  were  sick ;  and  one  of  tlicm,  named  Ballcngcr, 
a  pi'ifumen  of  PInhidelphin,  who  had  been  jtunstruck^ 
w;ts  tnkc?n  to  the  Harrisburg  hospital  for  treatiuent^ 

The  priiicipo^l  an*enal  of  liio  -State  of  Peuneylvauia, 
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oontaining  a  lar^  ^^Pl^y  ^^  ^Trka  and  ammunition  of 
all  kinds,  is  located  at  IlarnAburj^.  The  ammumtion 
fbr  Iho  trnopH  CftUo<l  into  the  eervice  by  the  Governor 
was  l>^mg  pn»pnrt»tl  tlipn?.  In  viow  of  the  ihrfjili^ning 
eonditiOH  of  nJTuirs,  it  was  deeni<;d  b^t  io  Citation  a 
guard  of  city  troO]>s  at  tiie  arsenal.  This  nnd  done  on 
SumUyi  ami  t)iv  forvo  ivn^^  incn;ii«cd  during  tlie  next

During  the  diy  ihe  Mayor  of  JIiLrrifiburg  issued  * 
j\roclamatiour  caliinj  upon  tlie  people  to  dc5i«t  iioni 
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galliprmg  in  cmwJs  on  the  streets,  and  to  remain  quiet 
until  an  aimcablo  sottlcm^nt  of  ttio  troubles  could  be 
lind;  and  requested  tlic  «aloon-kccpcrs  lo  close  their 
]u(ti904  during  the  oa^cttcmciit  The  proclmnution  was 
unhortdocJ^  nnil  when  tlie  mayor  attiMiipttn]  to  odtlrc^^ 
the  mob  Utor  in  the  day,  tit  the  dcpol,  he  was  rud^-Jy 
huBticd  ofiicle, 

nuring  Sund;iy  and  Monday  Hi**  iifit<*r8  Imd  I'vcry- 
thing  their  own  way  fit  Ilnrri^burg.  lite  [K>tioe  force 
of  tliat  city  numbered  twenty  mcn»  and  \va«  loo  small 
to  offer  the  slightest  reaifltance  to  the  mob.  No  rio- 
lenee  waa  done  by  the  strikers  to  property,  bceauw>  no 
resistance  was  offered  to  the  will  of  the  mob.  The 
railroad  ofGcinls  promptly  withdrew  their  trains  where 
opiinfiition  to  tlifir  ni:iiiing  wa»  dijiplayed  by  the  mobj 
mild  no  effort  wiis  nuule  tort^k  the  company's  property. 
The  workmen  in  aevoml  of  the  large  industrial  esUib- 
lisbmenta  in  the  city  stopped  work  and  jeined  the 
strikcrtj  who  wtTe  also  roiuforeid  largely  hy  the  rouglia 
and  disrcputnblo  cIa^scs  of  (ho  tov.'n.  During  the  night 
aji  attempt  waa  made  lo  throw  a  train  from  the  track 
aa  it  was  coming  into  Harrislmrg  by  Lliu  Reading  Unil- 
road,  with  se^oral  compnniea  of  Slate  troop*,  but  tlw 
cflbrt  fortunately  failed. 

On  the  23d  it  wa«  annoimeed  to  the  Ktrikora  (Imt  a 
detachment  of  eightfen  Phihwtelpliia  niilitiamen  (who!«o 
movcmcntit  fmm  Altoona  we  have  related),  who  had 
been  cut  off  from  Ihcir  commands,  and  were  in  a  half* 
starving  condition  on  the  western  aide  of  tlie  Roaque- 
banna.  wen-  willing  to  surrender  to  the  strikers,  if 
assured  of  food  and  protection.  About  four  o'clock  a 
crowd  of  over  one  hundred  persona  croo^^d  the  wagon 
aod  tbot-bridj^e  to  be  pn-!<L'tit  n-t  the  capitulation  of  the 
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diBguittcJ  troops.  WLen  the  militia  ohserred  the  moI> 
they  were  panic-*lrickGn.  supposinj^  that  thc?y  were  to 
be  attacked,  and  tbcy  retreated  up  the  Susquehanna 
river  US  mpldly  ns  jiossiblc.  In  nn  hour  or  two  com- 
munication wiut  c^tubltuhed  with  ttiem.  when  arrange- 
montA'vrcre  perfcetcd  for  their  eurrcnder  to  the  moh, 
irhich  occurred  soon  after.  The  mob  then  hurried  oii 
their  prisoners,  and  amid  chtvrM  marched  them  through 
the  main  Btroctof  thocity  to  a  hotel,  whore  the  captured 
miUliainen  were  fed.  The  cnptora  carried  titc  urma  of 
tSoir  prisnnrrs. 

The  troopa  had  been  straggling  about  the  countrj' 
since  Saturday,  and  npponrcd  aliuoBt  fttarvod.  They 
asserted  that  their  flvrnpathiea  were  with  the  railroad 
emplo^'^Sj  and  thnt  tlipy  were  nnxious  to  go  to  their 
homefi.  The  strikers  (iir^nrmed  ab'>ut  half  a  dozen 
other  militiamen  who  had  strayed  from  their  regiments 
or  eome  here  to  join  their  conipaniee  stationed  at  the 
State  araenal. 

The  city  authorities,  warned  by  the  fate  of  Pitta- 
buT^gh,  called  on  the  citiiena,  on  Monday,  to  arm  for 
proti'clioEi  viguluMi  tim  mob.  Alxjut  one  tluncHand  re* 
liable  men  answerod  ihft  call,  and  were  ftupplioil  with 
arms  and  organised  into  conip!inie8.  These  companies 
were  immediately  tlirown  out  on  patrol  duty.  The 
nuthoritieii  decidinl  not  to  atteTiipt  to  break  up  llit^  mob. 
The  Goremor  wa*i  haj=tening  towards  the  capilnl,  troops 
were  arriving  fmm  varioua  parta  of  the  State,  and  it 
was  decided  to  hold  everything  In  readiness  for  action* 

but  net  to  inli.rf^ny  forcibly  with  the  mob  unlewi  the 

* 

riotof^  should  offer  firc^h  violence. 

On  the  morning  of  the  23d  the  mob  tatcci  an 
entrance  into  Alttinire^H  gnu  «ton.>,  u>i  Second  sli'wjt, 
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and  Mixed  a  qunntity  of  firearms.  Mayor  I'atterson 
ftddrp-HHed  the  riolem,  and  induced  them  to  return  a 
part  of  their  plunder.  By  nightfall  the  citiaena'  force 
waa  FTtrong  enough  for  firmer  measures.  At  half-past 
eleven  at  night,  an  firmed  mob  took  poasesaion  of  the 
Weatem  Union  TeU^grnpIi  offi«»^  and  drove  out  the 
operators.  Somewhat  lat^>r  the  eherifT,  at  the  head  of 
a  body  of  armed  citizeni^,  drovo;  back  the  mol)  Irom  the 
ofTiPC,  and  restored  tlic  opcrjitor«. 

On  Ihc'  20lh,  Governor  ITartranfl  passed  through 
Harriaburg,  en  rontt:  for  Phlhidelphia,  at  which  point 
he  meant  to  e^tablie^h  hts  head-quarters  until  he  could 
Colle<*t  It  forrc  strong  unougli  tt.i  cruali  iill  opjKV^ilion  to 
the  law. 

On  Sunday,  tlie  22d.  the  train  men  nt  Columbia.  103 
mile?!  w<**t  i^t  Philiidelphiii^  Jiiid  an  importniit  pnint  on 
the  eastern  division  of  the  Ponn^ylvaniu  road,  joined 
the  Btrikc>  All  engincfi  were  housed^  and  no  freight 
trains  wv^rc  pomiitteil  tu  move  cither  way.  Diiriiig  Hie 
day  wi'veral  attf'mptit  were  made  to  get  engines  out  of 
the  round  houfie,  of  which  the  utrikom  held  powicK^ion, 
but  the  rioters  l>oar*led  the  enginefl,  ordered  the  enp- 
neers  and  firemen  olT,  and  ran  the  locomntivefl  bst^k 
into  the  house.  The  excitement  was  very  great,  and 
increnficd  daily,  the  strikcre,  oa  usual,  being  joined  by 
all  the  disreputable  and  dangcroua  characters  of  the 
place.  Oti  tli«  iinvrntjiiii  nf  Mm24Lh  \\w.  riotrrs  com- 
polled  a  force  of  track  men  to  suftpend  work,  taking 
their  picks  and  flhovcls  from  thcm»  and  marchiiig  Ihom 
into  the  town  like  pnttoner^.  They  declared  tlml  if  Ihey 
n"«re  interfered  witJi,  or  if  troop  were  sent  to  Oohim- 
bift,  they  would  fire  the  railroad  buildings  and  (i-ains. 
The    authonticfl  were    powerless    to    deal    with    the 
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troiiblCf  iLiiil  ito  effort  wtia  Titiid^  to  tli^j^ntc  llie  riot- 
era,  who  remained  in  posftc^wion  of  the  conipaiiy'B 
property  until  the  appcarAuco  of  Governor  Hartraaft, 
backed  by  a  strong  military  forcc^  induced  them  to 
cease  their  violence  tind  return  to  their  duty. 

Philadelphia,  as  haa  been  said,  is  one  of  fho  most 
important  ]>oints  on  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad.  It  id 
idso  the  second  city  of  the  T'niotij  with  re^[A"L't  to  pop- 
ulation^ and  the  chief  manufacturing  city  of  the  new 
\vorId.  Several  lines  of  railroad  ct^nlrc  there^  and| 
thou^^nda  of  workingmen  find  employment  in  ita 
various  indui^triul  t^tublii^htn&ntf^.  Like  all  hirg?  cities 
Philodelpbia  contains  a  largo  class  of  vagrants  and 
cnminaUr  -who  would  be  exceedingly  (roublc-wme  to 
manage  in  tru^c  of  a  riot  of  any  degree  of  imjKirtance. 
It  was  certain  Ihat  the  strike  on  the  Pennsylvania 
Railroad  ivould  extend  to  Philadelphia,  and  by  no 
means  floro  that  the  employe's  of  the  other  roada 
entering  the  city  would  not  follow  the  example  of  the 
Pennsylvania  men.  It  wa*  therefore  of  the  higliest 
imporlancc  that  meodurca  eliould  be  taken  at  once  to 
piweiit  the  strike  froin  nssumiiig  thi*  el]ura4:ter  of  a  riot. 

Ai  has  been  related.  Colonel  Scott,  tho  Preeident  of 
the  Pennsylvania  Railroad,  promptly  called  upon  the 
city  authonttea  for  protection  for  the  company's 
property  in  tlie  city  of  Philadelphia,  and  the  Mayor 
responded  to  this  request  by  detailing  a  force  of  150 
pohccmon,  for  duty  in  the  vicinity  of  the  depot  and 
yardfi  of  the  Pennsylvania  Company  at  West  Philadel- 
phia. The  city  military  eompanies  were  sent  to  Pitt^ 
burgh  on  Friday,  the  20th,  and  from  that  time  the  duly 
of  protei^ting  all  the  va^t  intere»tfl  at  stake  in  Pliila* 
delphia  devolved  upon  the  Mayor  and  police  force. 
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PhiUdelptiia  wod  profoundly  excited  by  tho  nowB 
ftttm  Pittsburgh  on  Sunday,  tbc  22d.  UiiUl  a  Uto 
hour  of  the  night,  the  streeU  wem  thronged  with  per- 
pons  eager  to  le&ni  tlie  news  from  the  scene  of  truuLlc, 
For  the  first  time  since  the  close  of  the  civil  war,  Ihe 
afternoon  papers  laaucd  Sunday  cdiUone,  which  were 
quickly  bought  up,  and  rpiui  with  the  most  [miiiful 
interest  It  was  uuderstoud  tliut  the  tram  men  at  the 
WcBt  Philadelphia  yarda  would  join  in  the  strike^  and 
there  waa  a  very  general  fear  on  the  part  of  the  citizena 
that  tliL'  sfrikcr»  woiilfl  b<5  Jhmwii  a*ul*?,  as  tlity  bad 
been  at  Pitlsburji^h,  by  the  niob,  luid  that  Philadelphia 
might  be  the  eccno  of  a  terrible  outbreak.  Such, 
indeed,  would  hav^  been  the  case  but  (av  tht?  mdminLbte 
condurt  of  Mayor  Stoklcy  n^ni  his  icubordinatea,  and 
the  gallantry  of  the  police  furoc. 

Upon  the  receipt  of  the  ncwa  of  the  fighting  and 

coNflagratlun  at   1*1  LtM burgh,  Mayor  Stukley,  who  bad 

cetabliHhod  iiia  liejul-f|uarter«  at  the  tVo^t  Philndd|]l]ia 

depot,  i;tsucd  the  following  proclamation  to  the  people 

of  Philadelphia:

Dirth;  and, 

WfurcoM,  It  id  of  the  higbe«t  importance  that  the 
great  name  which  Philadelphia  lioji  made  for  herself 
among  the  nations  of  the  earth  during  the  Ccnt**nnial 
year  anall  be  prcaervcd.  and  that  she  shall  be  spured 
the  horrible  scenes  enacted  in  our  aiater  citiea: 
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"Sow,  tborefore,  I,  Willinm  S.  Stokley,  in  the  n&in« 
of  tli0  Cominunweallli  of  Pi-imw^'lviitiiji,  hiuI  liy  viitiit; 
of  the  nuUiorily  vested  in  inc  by  lawj  do  npirtttl 
to  0.U  ciUzctiA,  of  every  occupation  (uid  calling,  to 
rcrider  it  unnecessary  tlmt,  in  tho  porfurnmncG  of  my 
duty*  I  should  be  cnllt?d  upon  lo  wupim'S!*  oiitbreitk  and 
■violfnoe,  wbich  T  (v^similly  will  du  if  Lbo  ocem<iuTi 
requires  it,  and  hand  over  the  oflcudt-Ta  to  condign 
puni^bmcnt. 

And  I  make  this  appeal  in  the  ftrm  belief  thai  th« 
citizens  of  Phlladelpbia  ftppreciate,  as  I  do,  the  impor- 
tance af  maintaining  peiicTTaud  gooil-w!1l  among  all 
cliiKHf^s  of  Hiciety^  ana  I  hereby  pled^  myself  to  pive  a 
patient,  heaving,  and  to  do  impartial  justice,  aa  1  bcdt 
know  hovr,  to  all  pernona  who  dedvo  it  Let  all  the 
people  resume  and  continue  their  lawful  oecupationB, 
and  avoid  a^*:?i[d>ling  and  organi:(ing  tugetber  fur  diji- 
CUftiiion  cr  otherwise  at  the  present  timel  This  ia  the 
Buredt  and  l:)e-«t  means  of  preserving  the  honor  and  fair 
nftrae  of  the  City  of  Bt'othorly  Ixjvc,

Tlie  railroad  o0icia1it  and  city  auihoritieA  brul  kept  a 
can^ful  watch  over  the  yarils^  and  were  uot  aiiq>risej 
when,  at  eix  o'clock  on  Sunday  evening,  tho  firemen 
and  brakemen  strnck  work,  which  a<:tioji  was  the  re- 
eult  of  four  secret  meetings  which  had  been  held  dtjiing 
the  day  in  the  neighborhood  of  UavBrford  road  and 
Thirty-fifth  etreet- 

The  action  of  the  men  was  tjLken  eo  quietly  tliiit  it 
wa«  not  known  to  any  pereona  ontsiilo  of  themselves 
and  th^  authonties,  and  Colonel  Scott  met  it  in  tho 
Bftme  quiet  way,  ordciing  that  no  Biore  JVeight  trains 
^bclu)d  be  flL-nt  out  until  morning.  This  ri?moved  any 
excitement  from  the  vicinity  of  the  main  depot 

The  {Kilic^  for  a  time  prevented  the  people  from 
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gath<.*nng  i»  crowds  cXorv  to  llie  (Ii.'put,  and  p«uw5ngeni 
for  tltc  curi  woi^  oblij^tnl  to  utt^l^rgo  a  casual  inspection ; 
but  in  tliia  as  in  all  other  remixct^  during  the  night  ibc 
poUcvitien  Acted  with  great  discretion,  k«c[}ing  back 
only  the  Tou^h  element  that  woh  gathering  to  f^a^kt  on 
expected  horrors. 

In  tho  meantime  a  despatch  vas  received  from 
Governor  llartrnnft  by  Uoloacl  Scott,  stating  that  he 
had  mudc-  a  rocjuiHtlion  by  telegraph  on  the  geneml 
government  for  trocpa. 

Shortly  after,  tlie  crowd  ngain  commenced  to  gather 
around  tlic  ileput,  the  iiqw4  of  the  action  of  the  ^remeu 
Olid  hrftkomen  Imving  by  thi:^  tiniG  spread  among  them. 
One  of  the  party^  a  young  man,  Micliacl  Moore,  com- 
menced making  a  fijiecch,  cl^Liining  tliat  he  was  a 
krakeinan,  but  afli-T  be  was  onvsted  be  turned  out  to 
be  a  Btone-eutt€r. 

Robert  Jamieaon,  a  boiler-maker,  and  Robert  Harris, 
whobadnooccjpation  (both  young  mpn)^  wore  also  placed 
under  arrest.  A  largo  crowd  followed  them  on  their 
way  to  tho  Twcnty-firKt  Div^trict  PoUco  Station,  at  Darby 
road  and  Thirty*«i?Lth  street,  and  an  attempt  at  rescue 
woA  nnuh*,  but  the  officer.*!  drew  tlieir  billi«:»  aiid  cuwed 
the  mob. 

The  roilroftd  authoritica  look  the  first  opjwrtunity  to 
move  an  oil  train  which  won  standing  near  the  de^ioi 
to  a  pljiee  of  Kifely^  it  bein^  feared  that  if  fire  wna  Bet 
to  It  it  would  endan^r  the  magnificent  now  depot  of 
the  company.  A  dctegation  of  tbo  etrikcrs,  who  ap- 
peared to  feci  hurt  at  the  insinuation  that  they  would 
net  in  tbo  turn's  luwle««  manner  0^4  their  brethren  in 
Pittsburgh,  culled  upon  the  railroad  olficiala,  and  took 
occodioa  to  atote  that  they  hiid  no  intention  to  open  a

warfiire  of  inci'inliiimm;  and  iw  titvy  u[i|K>iirv<I  tloUtf- 
minod  lo  rc^cisl  its  movcitn^ni,  it  wfw  (bouglit  l>est  to 
lake  thfin  iit  their  woi-d,  and  allow  the  tnun  to  remain 
for  the  [ireKont.  At  liall-piXHt  four  ocK>ck  that  inorninj^ 
it  was  vuri  out»  uiidor  a  guard  of  jiolice,  to  &  point  near 
South  street  bnd^. 

Soon  after,  a  body  of  a  hundred  tminincn  proceeded 
up  the  road  towards  Mantua  Stntionj  chcL-ring  for  •'  tiie 
Workiugnjon'ft  Union"  and  **  tlie  Molhe  Maijiiiren." 
Th(>y  hojirdcd  two  incoming  Iraina  and  notified  tho 
meD  uf  the  aituatton,  ordering  tliem  to  t^uit  work.  The 
onltr  w;is  olxijod  at  once. 

The  Richmond  oKpress  was  detained  half  an  hour 
when  leaving  the  depot  br  a  volley  of  dtones  hiding 
fired  at  it,  and  the  cars  being  uncoupled.  Stoncfl  wore 
aUo  hurled  nt  the  Cinciiiiintl  i-xpreM,  which  came  iti 
shortly  aftonvarde^  but  they  made  no  attempt  to  stop 
it.  A  young  man  !ed  the  etnkcrs,  ond  they  proceeded 
towards  the  New  York  junction,  after  wliich  thi^y 
Kcparatod,  a  large  portion  going  to  Miiiitim  village, 
back  of  tho  Zoological  Gordon,  but  they  deserted  that 
vicinity  about  midnight, 

"As  long  aa  ilu-re's  a  grocery  store  in  the  city  we'll 
not  fitflrvo,"  was  llie  cry  of  the  sti'ilcers. 

About  nine  o'cloek  the  police  made  an  advaiiee 
movement.  They  were  under  command  of  Captniu 
Curry,  assisted  by  Lieutenajit  Crout's  reservej*,  and 
con^iatedofthenien  of  tlieFir^tTThinl,  andSc\'enUtentU 
diatriots,  under  the  command  of  their  ret^pcctivo  lica- 
tenant^. 

Tiie  riotprSj  five  huiulrwl  hi  number,  w^re  driven 
ahead,  but  when  near  thu  Callowhill  street  bridge  they 
made  a  halt 
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"  We  have  no  desire  fo  have  IrouLI©  with  you/'  crKnl 
out  Captain  Curry,  in  aloud  vuieo.  [JocrsonJ  Inuglitcr 
at  this  announcement  J  *'  Clcnr  the  roadway,"  wafl  tho 
immediate  on ler  of  th(^  captain,  and  lhep(jlk:e  a<Jvaiictid 
in  a  HoHd  IxHly,  PordLig  the  nnteiit  ii{hjii  tlie  hill  on  the 
weflt  bank  of  tho  railroad.  When  they  reached  the 
top  they  hurled  stonea  and  other  mi^sllca  at  the  police. 

A  hot  aiid  desperate  conteat  tben  ensued  for  five 
iniiiutt^s-  Thi>  police  moved  in  a  solid  min-f^  and  th^-ir 
discipline  told  upon  the  rabble.  Tbc  blufTwas  gninccl. 
But  again  the  rioters  rallied,  and  tbree  pistol  shots 
were  fired.  The  police  marked  the  men  who  sLot^  and 
levelled  tlieni  with  their  clubs;  then  again  moved  with 
all  the  precision  of  regular  troops  upon  the  mob. 

Captain  Cjrry  seized  a  revolver  fiotn  the  liandn  of 
one  of  the  rioterhj  and  eetiled  him  with  n  blow  of  the 
club.  Discipline  won  the  day.  The  rioters  broke  and 
run.  followed  by  the  police  for  the  distance  of  a  aquj 
until  they  became  completely  Jeinondized. 

At  ten  o'clock  the  tracks  from  the  depot  to  Cflllow- 
bill  itroet  brid^  were  in  the  quiet  poeeeasion  of  the 
police,  who  numbered  six  hundred  men,  all  under  the 
i[nmediate  direction  of  Mayor  Stokley  and  Chief  Jonea. 
They  were  divided  as  follows: 

Lieutenant  Crouta  reserves  were  stationed  at  the 
Boulh  end  of  tlie  Callowhill  »tR*et  bridgL-.  First  di- 
vLMon,  comprising  oflicerJA  from  the  Pirwt,  Second,  Seven- 
teenth, Third,  Nineteenth,  Fifth*  and  Twenty-firat 
dietrietA,  under  the  command  of  Captain  Curry,  were 
stationed  at  the  westeni  end  of  the  Cfdlowhill  Blreet 
bridge.  Tht?  Ninctci-nth  district  officers  were  with- 
drawn from  tlii»  point  in  the  evening  and  i^atipned  at 
the  West  Philadelphia  depot  to  keep  the  crowd  back. 
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Second  division,  comprifiing  oiBcors  from  the  Fourth, 
Sixth,  Sevt^rlh,  Eighth,  Ninth,  SixliH^nth  and  Twim- 
li^tli  district,  Captain  Wood  comm;uidiiig,  vroi%  pUood 
at  the  ftoutlicm  end  of  Callowhill  Btroct  bridge^  en  tho 
rtulrorul,  wttliin  a  ahort  dialauce  of  where  tlie  rioters 
boarded  the  engines. 

Third  divisiotij  comprieing  officers  from  tho  TcnUi> 
Eleventh,  Twcllih.  Kighteenth,  Fifteentli  aud  Twciily- 
fburth  diBtrictfl  were  under  Captain  lloins*  cuminaiid, 
stationed  at  the  eastern  end  of  CaJlowhill  street  bridge, 
waiting  for  orders. 

Fourth  divifiion,  comprising  oflicers  from  the  Thi^ 
teenthf  Fourteenth,  Twenty-second  and  Twenty-third 
districts,  were  on  duty  under  Oiptain  Godbou^  at  the 
West  Philadelphia  dejxjL  One  hundred  and  filly  meUt 
under  Captain  Wood,  were  placed  at  varioud  ][>oint«, 
ready  for  any  emergency.  * 

The  forco  was  so  placed  that  they  attracted  no 
special  atU*ntion;  hut  by  means  of  eignal  lights  they 
could  be  cuncentrnt^Hl  at  any  given  ]K>i[Lt  at  any  mo- 
menta At  midnight  all  was  peace,  shortly  previous  to 
which  the  Mayor  tod  received  the  following  aaauring 
dispatch  fmitj  iUv  Federal  government  lu  refliioiiMe  to 
Governor  Hartranft'e  request :

To  the  Mayor  of  tho  City  of  PhiladcipLia : 

T roups  will  b«  ininiedintc-ly  placed  in  Philadelphia, 
undcT  command  of  General  Ilancock,  to  meet  cn^ery 
emergency,  aa  the  President  will  exert  every  constitu- 
tional power  to  reatorc  order  and  protect  property,  . 

Geokgr  W,  McCrarv,  Secrdary  of  War, 
Th«  fimmcess  aud  proinptnc^a  of  the  police  during 
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the  night  mode  the  happiest  impTOssion  upon  the  mobi 
It  bIiowi^  lliem  that  tlie  <ifli(<*r*  of  llie  law  were  fulty 
a  tnatclL  for  them,  nnd  would  not  hesitate  to  handle 
them  roughly  in  case  of  neceaftily. 

The  police  Ijeld  the  depot  and  yard  at  West  PhUa- 
delphift  during  the  night.  But  little  rest  wiw  ohtitiiied 
by  tho  men»  aa  it  waa  not  known  at  what  moiiieut 
their  services  would  be  needed,  and  all  wore  too  much 
imptTJTHcd  Mitli  the  gnivily  of  the  eituatioii  to  think  of 
Bh>epiDg.  Mayor  Stukley,  witli  a  true  apprcciiitioii  of 
the  fltiit^  of  iiOairs,  wisely  resolved  not  to  permit  the 
aseombling,  at  any  threatened  point,  of  a  crowd  which 
might  at  any  moment  be  changed  into  a  moh.  The 
police  were  therefore  ordort'd  to  break  up  all  gather- 
ingH  in  tho  neighborhood  of  the  depot.  Tho  men  wero 
armed  with  revolvers,  and  amply  furnished  with  am- 
munition, and  &  Rupply  of  breech-loading  ritloa  was 
held  in  readiness  for  uee  by  thorn  in  ca£G  ofnded. 

Colonel  Scott  aUo  established  hia  head-quarters  in 
the  depot  building,  in  oixler  to  give  his  personal  and 
immedi»t6  attention  to  Hoch  points  as  might  nxjuiro  it, 

Towardif  nine  o'clock  on  Monday  niornhig,  the  2  2d 
of  July,  the  crowd  of  idlers  around  the  depot  be^an  to 
inci'ea.se,  and  the  greatest  iiitt^rent  M'em«fd  Lo  he  inLiiii- 
fested  in  the  Mayor's  proclamation,  which  hod  been 
posted  up  on  all  the  doors  and  telegraph  poles  around. 
It  waa  rend  and  commented  upon  tiy  wicne  in  terniH  of 
condemnation,  by  others  in  praise.  In  the  crowds 
there  assembled  it  was  an  easy  matter  to  detect  the 
professioniU  idlcr^  "  waiting  for  something  to  turn  up," 
wilhng  to  do  anything,  and  almost  epcnling  for  a  figiit. 
At  Hucli  times  as  the  crowd  beeiimc  too  largii  or  too 
demontitmtive,  they  were  politely  requested  by  oa 
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officer  "  Not  to  block  up  the  pa££ap;e  way,  ploasc,"  and 
Ihere  waa  &  general  leaving  for  eomc  other  point  Oq 
the  west  side  of  the  depot,  where  the  ftrriving  trains 
coma  in,  small  crowds  oAwmkled,  looking  suspiciously 
ftt  each  po^cngcr  as  ho  camo  along.  Inquiry  among 
them  slions  that  things  up  the  rood  arc  quiet,  no 
demonstmtion  having  been  stvn. 

In  tho  privat4J  ofRm  uixiairs,  tho  ofi9C<>rs  of  th(3  com- 
pany curly  imftcmblcd^  but,  owing  to  the  cutting  of  the 
wirc«  At  PJtb^bur^h,  it  was  im[>omiMc  to  get  any  news 
from  Uio  scene  of  tht*  disturlmnce. 

Colonel  Scott  bad  reconHidcrcd  hi»  decision  of  San- 
day  night  not  to  attempt  to  send  out  any  freight  trains, 
and  oil  Monday  morning  gave  Drdem  to  the  denpatcliers 
to  make  ready.  The  crowds  at  the  Callowbtll  irtreet 
bridge  began  assembling  very  early  in  the  day,  and 
from  the  expreiisioim  rutd  t»enact»  of  the  mob  it  wiw 
plain  that  they  intended  to  prevent  the  fttartiiig  of  th« 
freight  if  :hey  dared.  By  halfpaat  nine  o'clock  there 
wer^  fully  five  thousand  people  on  the  bridge  and  the 
western  hillfi.  Under  the  bridge  were  about  fifty 
employ^,  sullen-looking  and  keeping  by  themselves* 
When  aaked  to  work  they  would  say,  "  Ycs^  we  will," 
but  tlicy  would  not  stir  from  their  scats.  Thpy  were 
troublesome  to  the  police  and  it  took  a  largo  iK|uad  to 
watch  them.  Captain  Wood  could  not  get  tbe 
despatchrm  to  put  them  to  work  quick  enoughr  bo  he 
walked  until  iW.  vh'wT  ciurw*,  Tbii  httttr  demanded  of 
the  doHpatohcr  that  he  pick  out  his  men  and  the  balance 
must  leave.  The  de»i>atcher  did  so,  and  then  the  chief 
formed  his  m^^n  in  line  and  gave  ordera  to  have  the 
traclca^hills  and  bridj^  i?loared.  The  order  was  promptly 
executed.     The  raihx>ad  men  were  ugly  and  ill-natured,

udeI  KOino  of  them,  wilii  Ihe  crowd,  sLowud  Rght.  At 
Glfi^'  Hotel,  corner  of  Thirty-first  ajid  Haverford,  tho 
mob  mode  a  atnnd  and  Bcoflbd  at  the  police,  who  had 
been  very  patient  up  to  this  time.  About  five  hundred 
men,  rearly  for  a  fight,  etooj  on  the  bank  above.  Lieu- 
tenant Curry  yrt\B  ordering  iho  bank  to  be  cleared  when 
the  crowd  became  rebellious,  attiicking  tlie  police  with 
ittoiiRH.  JiiHt  at  that  moment  a  Hijuad  of  thd  Seven- 
teenth district  police,  wlio  had  been  nearer  to  the 
Callowhill  fitrect  bridge,  camo  along  to  the  rear  of  the 
mob,  and  were  treated  to  jeers  and  a  volley  of  Btonea. 

There  seemed  to  be  a  diBposition  by  the  police  not 
to  make  any  arrests,  and  on  tho  in&tant  of  receiving 
the  word  "Draw  clubs,  charge  1"  they  gave  a  shout 
and  runheil  upon  them.  The  effect  was  mTigical  and 
at  the  mine  time  ludicrous  in  its  demoralizing  effect 
upon  tho  mob.  The  charge  was  magniticcnt.  A  tall 
fellow  in  the  mob  aasumed  a  leadership;  he  shouted, 
"You  daren't  drive  U3  off  this  bridge,"  Before  the 
worda  were  out  of  his  mooUi  he  was  struck  two  stun- 
ning blow9,  one  on  each  aide  of  the  liead.  He  fell  all 
in  a  heap,  and  the  ofhoeni  tmrnphnl  ujion  httii  st3  they 
did  upon  others  in  their  onalntight  upon  the  ^ying 
horde.  The  crowd  woa  mowed  down  like  grass  beforo 
the  Bcythe,  and  tlie  rioters  were  perfectly  dumbfounded 
at  the  eu^'  and  qULckness  with  which  200  determined 
men  had  wiped  them  out.  None  of  tliem  were  eeriously 
hurt,  but  many  of  them  went  homo  with  broken  bco^ 
and  a  lesaou  they  did  not  forget.  The  tracks  wcro 
kept  clear  during  the  ri'i^t  of  tho  day  witliout  much 
difficulty,  but  Colonel  Scott  announced  that  no  further 
attempt  to  start  freight  traina  would  be  made  for  the 
preaenU 
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Oiily  one  man  wiw  nrrust-wl  fi>r  Iteing  iin[»lioat4*(I  in 
th^  riot  and  he  was  not  a  railroad  omployij.  Iliit  name 
id  Cliiirloa  Clark^  a^d  thirty-four  yoan*,  proprii^tor  of 
an  oyaKr  Boloon  at  Itid^  avenue  and  Mount  Vernon 
.street.  It  whk  thnrgpd  agnjii^t  Clnrk  that  he  hnd  been 
acting  riotoiiJfly  along  %h^  road  anJ  iiUorferin^  ^nth  the 
movement  of  the  trnina.  Special  Officer  Bond,  of  the 
Eighth  diatrict,  wis  detailed  to  arrest  hinij  and  at  half- 
pa^t  one  o'clock  tliis  morning,  found  liim  at  his  resi- 
di^nco  and  broufiht  him  to  the  Central  station. 

The  trains  for  New  Yurk  and  other  points  k-fl  as 
UHiml.  The  hn]r-pii>t  Kevcii  tniin  fiir  Now  York  con- 
noted of  *ix  eai^,  all  of  which  were  well  filled.  At 
eight  o'clock  a  train  left  for  I^tt.'iburgh  and  intermediate 
points,  consisting;  of  Bcven  cixrSf  which  hatl  a  full  eupply 
of  pa«!Hfngon«^  ihtm*  going  on  It  ^eernin^^ly  indiJIcr^iit  In 
regard  to  threatened  dangers. 

The  police  armngementa  on  Monday  wore  the  eamo 
aA  on  tho  previous  day»  men  being  held  in  reitdineitft  to 
go  out  in  the  station  houses  in  the  vicinity  of  Thirty- 
nintli  Btre«b  and  Lancanter  nvemie-  A  large  force  of 
men  wen.-  hehl  n*ndy  tar  any  emergeney,  eupplied  with 
arms  and  ammunition.  The  Mnyor'a  arrangemenU 
were  perfected  so  that  at  leaa  than  an  hour's  notice  a 
force  of  1,SOO  armed  men,  who  could  be  completely 
relied  upon  to  do  hi^  bidding,  could  Ix^  summoned  to 
the  Weat  Philadelphia  dei^ot  or  any  other  |K>int  whero 
a  mob  might  break  loose. 

Atx>ut  eleven  o'clock  the  oil  train  which  bad  been 
moved  out  of  the  de[>ot  ynnl  to  the  vicinity  of  the 
South  ctreot  bridge,  wa*  fired  hy  the  rioters.  The 
train  conaiatcd  of  ten  coal-oil  cara,  all  filled  with  oil, 
nix  being  iiim  tank  cara  and  the  rest  wooden  box  cars 
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Willi  Uie  oil  ill  harrelH,  There  iffcro  also  a  number  of 
eon.1  cars,  the  vhole  making  about  ns  diingL'n^ujt  ft  niww 
of  oocnbuj^tibles  as  could  w^ll  b^got  t<^tl)cr.  Shortly 
before  eleven  o'clock  a  workmna  nt  Ihi^  Almshouse  saw 
six  men  jump  from  ono  of  the  cnr»  and  iriiniedifttely 
afterward  flnincs  bunt  out.  An  alarm  waa  at  once 
given,  but  tliciuccrdiarictf  escaped,  KIght  or  nine  cars 
wcR*  dcHtro>'cd  and  nine  saved.  One  of  the  tankd 
explurk'd  with  a  loud  nLune,  throwing  the  burning 
lifjuid  in  all  directions  and  badly  injuring  some  of  the 
firemen. 

The  burning  of  thin  train  caused  th^  greatest  excite- 
ment in  the  city,  as  many  feared  it  was  but  the  begin- 
ning of  the  repetition  of  tlic  terrible  scenes  of  the  pre- 
vious day  at  Pittsburgh,  On  all  aides  a  stern  determi- 
nation wiu(  exjiresaed  to  eustntn  the  authorities  in  any 
eoun;e  thoy  might  decide  upon,  and  to  make  short ivork 
of  the  rioters  if  it  came  to  blows.  Citizens  in  great 
nnmherA  nffi^i-ed  their  services  to  the  Mayor,  and  a 
similar  offl^r  was  made  by  the  Grand  Army  of  the 
Republic,  an  organization  consisting  of  1,000  tried  find 
true  veterans  of  the  civil  war,  a  force  in  all  respects 
equal  to  the  aarae  numl>er  of  regulars. 

At  one  o'clock  General  Hancock  arrived  at  the 
West  Philadelphia  depot,  bringing  two  hundred  rt:giil»r 
troops  from  Baltimore,  being  the  same  who  were 
detHtted  at  Biilliinore  from  Fortress  Monroe,  Fort 
McIIenry,  and  the  stations  in  New  York  bay.  The 
men  were  stationed  along  the  bluff,  where  the  police 
hud  made  tbdr  gallant  charge  in  the  morning.  General 
Ilancock  established  hti«  head-quarters  at  Uie  St.  George 
HoteK  Shortly  after,  the  regulars  were  reinforced  by 
lOO  United  States  mariiMw  from  Baltimore,  who  were 
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poflUd  to  command  the  Approaches  to  tlic  Collowbill 
htn-i-i  l)n4l|fH,  TLe  arrivnl  of  Uii'  n^giilniN  mid  tlio 
olTers  of  aj<?<t8tancc  to  the  Mn^or  mrule  it  c^^rtum  that 
the  city  authorities  Vp'ould  have  force  enough  to  suataiu 
them,  luid  put  an  end  to  the  djmger  of  a  fomuduble 
outbreak.  The  mob,  already  cowed  by  the  potice,  did 
not  dare  to  attAck  the  Uiiitod  Stiitea  troopft,  whom 
they  knew  would  not  hceitatc  to  put  down  uny  out- 
break pi'umptly  and  severely.  During  the  day  a  num- 
ber of  arrests  of  rioters  were  made  by  the  police. 

By  nightfall  on  the  28d,  the  danger  was  practically 
over  in  Philadelphia,  Mayor  Stoklcy  from  the  first, 
whIW  making  every  preparation  to  summon  outside 
aid  in  ca«e  of  nocceeity,  placed  his  main  dependence 
upon  the  police,  who,  to  their  honor  be  it  said,  oonati* 
tnted  a  foi-co  that  could  be  relied  upun.  On  the  night 
of  the  33d  the  force  at  his  call  was  as  foUowtt: 

Fourteen  hundred  armed  policemen. 

Four  hundred  armed  firemen. 

Eight  hundrcMl  United  States  regulars,  with  batteries. 

Bomnotit  of  the  Isl  Division,  throe  hundr^  strong. 

Two  thousand  apcdal  policemen. 

Th«  Veteran  Corp«,  atigmeuted  to  five  liiuidred  strong. 

A  rcjrimcnt  of  one  thouriand  emergency  men. 

In  addidon,  the  Mayor  wam  autlioriacd  to  raiac  his 
apeoial  police  force  to  five  tlionnand  men,  the  Tetenma 
of  the  Grand  Army  of  the  Republic  held  themselves  iq 
readineea  ft)r  a  call  upon  them;  and  at  Paoli,  twenty 
miles  up  the  Pennsylvania  road,  about  5vc  hundred 
country  militia  from  Chester  and  Montgomery  counties 
were  rendexvotivcd,  who  could  bo  sumiiKiiied  at  once, 
if  ncoesftary. 

During  tho  day  great  uneasiness  was  manifested  on 
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the  ^To^Lh  PennBj'lvania.  and  tlio  Fhiliidclphia  & 
Reading  Railroads,  but  the  men  on  those  lines  took  no 
part  in  the  strike. 

On  ttic'  24th  the  force  of  regular  troops  in  Philiidel- 
phiii  wiw  incrcfisod  by  fresh  arrivala  to  between  seven 
4Uid  eight  hundred  men. 

On  IIr-  Kuin«!  da^  Mnyor  Stokley  issued  the  following 
proclamation : 

Mayor'ji  OrncB,    ) 
PniT^rcTxniA,  Pa.,  Ju/y  24lA,  1877,  J 
To  the  Citizens  of  Piiihidclpliia: 

Oit  Sunday  last  I  isAued  to  you  my  pr-orlHmntioii  ir]" 
forming  you  llisit  tumult  and  violence  exisU-d  in  various 
portions  of  this  Commonwealth,  and  appealing  to  your 
patriotism  and  pride  to  uphold  my  hands  in  maintiuE^ 
ing  pence  mid  cgtiiet  in  this  city.  The  uohic  miuiner 
in  vrhidi  you  have  i-espmiJed  to  tijat  appcivl  is  now  n 
matter  of  comment  orer  the  entire  continent,  and  I 
eonetantly  receive  telcgrama  and  litters  to  that  effect; 
for  while  ftniLrchy  and  bloo<Jehod  have  affected  many 
of  our  Bister  cities,  Philaddphia,  the  home  of  tbe 
mpclianic,  ha«  put  lirnself  squai-ely  upon  the  piile  of 
kw  and  order,  and  lua  maintained  her  fair  fame  and 
name.  Tbc  result  i*  no  more  ihnn  I  expected.  Oura 
IB  the  great  mannfacturing  cc-ntro  of  the  republic.  Our 
people  are  engagi?d  in  industrial  purHuite,  Their  earn- 
ings are  invested  in  their  dwcdhiig  boiiHew,  If  rioters 
abould  be  permitted  to  obtain  an  boars  control  thi^ 
humblest  would  Bufibr  with  tho  wealthieet.  The  houec- 
holders  would  be  compelled  to  repair  tbe  damn;'e  from 
their  hard-earned  wages.  The  people  of  Pillfiburgh 
&re  now  brought  face  to  face  with  this  atern  reality, 
and  are  (iei^ply  regretting  tbat  they  diil  not  ntart  firmly 
and  combine  together  to  maintain  the  public  peace. 
Let  us  profit  by  their  terrible  and  sad  experience,  t 
call  upon  you  to  BUfit:ain  my  police  officers  in  their 
j>rei<ent  arduoua  and  fatiguing  dutiL-s,  and   to  mould 
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such  ft  liOftlthy  eentiment  amonji;  all  cltwsea  of  iociety 
lui  »\xM  entitle  us  to  be  called  the*  City  of  RroLherly 

I  thimk  you  for  the  orffanizations  which  hove  ten- 
dered me  their  services,  and  thus  enabled  me  U>  lately 
augment  my  force.  These  comniaiidii  I  will  retain  in 
the  public  service  for  the  prct»ent

On  the  2<th  the  railroad  officiids  resolved  to  «ond 
out  freight  tmins  firun  West  Philadelphia  to  Jersey 
City,  over  the  New  Yorkdiviaiiin  of  the  road.  Accord- 
ingly, at  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  three  freight 
trains  irere  mode  up  and  prtparationa  made  to  move 
tliem,  A  rniwd  of  filly  or  sixty  railroid  cmployfe 
gather^  about  the  engines  and  said  they  should  not 
leave  the  round  houBO,  Several  railroad  officials  at 
once  hurried  tu  the  ftpot,  and  remoriAtrated  with  tlie 
men^  aaauriiig  them  that  the  traina  would  be  wnt  out, 
and  any  resistance  on  their  port  forcibly  put  down, 
The  strikers  then  withdrew  sullenly.  The  trains  were 
despatched  from  West  Philadelphia  during  the  after- 
noon, and  reached  their  destination  in  safety,  Tbid 
movement  was  on  important  one»  and  went  for  to 
demoralize  the  striken*,  da  it  showed  them  that  thi?y 
were  uKiable  to  execute  their  threat  to  stop  the  trains. 

The  Mayor  had  requested  that  no  meetings  of  citi* 
sens  should  be  held  in  Philadelphia  to  discui»  the  aUtt^ 
of  ftfljunf.  The  communistic  character  of  the  outbreak 
wa«  so  plain  that  he  was  resolved  that  oil  meetings 
which  might  odd  to  the  danger  should  be  suppressed. 
In  ^pite  of  his  warning,  however,  a  meeting  oatt-njiibly 
of  laboring  men.  but  really  of  a  dangerous  ola^s  of  agi- 
tators, was  called  for  the  night  of  the  24tb.     Warning 
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wn9  given  that  this  mcGting  would  be  broken  up  by 
the  police,  but  in  epUe  of  thie,  it  woa  held.  The  meeU 
ing  look  place  at  Kell/s  Hall,  at  Eighth  and  ClittstifUi 
etroets.  Ill  obedk'iicQ  to  the  onlt^rs  of  the  Mayor, 
Lktitcnaiit  Schoolcj,  of  tho  Seventeenth,  difttrict,  ap- 
peared on  tlic  Bccne  with  a  force  of  policemen,  and 
C'litie  up  to  the  tvoui  of  the  hall  juat  tis  an  ngUator, 


gtanding  on  q  barrel,  eliouted :  *'  I  defy  the  Muyor  and 
hia  force,  and  if  there  ifl  a  policeman  within  the  hearing 
of  my  voice,  I  defy  him  to  interfere  with  us.^  The 
lieutenant  gave  the  woni  « forward,"  and  tho  ofRcera 
with  drawn  cluba  diapcr^od  that  crowd  in  a  twinkling. 
Then  the  crowd  gathered  at  another  pointy  iitu-ring 
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threnU,  uid  were  cliitrgcd  upon  mid  flod.  A  third 
time  they  TnoAm^d,  and  a  third  time  they  gave  wa>  to 
the  big  band  of  club»,  and  then  tltinking  diiitcretion  the 
l>etter  part,  ihey  tdunk  into  byways  or  went  home, 

Oq  the  24th  of  July,  Governor  Ilartranft,  who  hod 
been  hurrying  homeward  from  Salt  Lake  City  by  ape* 
cial  train,  reached  Pittsburgh.  Slopping  tJiere  fur  a  fnw 
hours  to  master  the  situation,  he  continued  hli  joumoy 
eastward  to  Philadelphia,  Dofore  leaving  Pittsburgh 
he  iMued  the  foUowing  proclamation  :

selves  into  armed  bodit?a  for  the  purijosc:  of  sclf-protco 
tion  and  pre9C'r\'iog  the  peace  :

mob  or  riotous  assembly,  and  thus  giving  encourage- 
ment to  violHtion  uf  the  Ikw.

Hajflvning  oiiwanl,  thu  Governor  R^ncht-d  Phihidc^lplila 
on  the  afternoon  of  the  25th.  inmiediatoly  upon  arriv- 
ing at  Philadeipliin,  Governor  Hnrtrantl  held  a  conaulti^ 
tion  with  the  ofhcialHof  the  PenoEiylviinia  Unilroiid^  the 
Mayor  and  Geateral  Hancock,  It  wa«  hiv  dvUTininiition 
to  collecf  aa  large  a  force  of  State  and  regular  troops 
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t'COiiM  ha  gfttt^n  together,  and  to  proceed  with  tbcflc 
ig  the  line  uf  the  Pennsylvania  Railroad  and  opn 
it  for  trafhc  at  once,  putting  down  by  force  any  rcBtetanoe 
that  might  be  attempted.  Orders  were  iBSUcd  by  tclo- 
graph  for  the  militia  of  tlic  SLate  to  usM^niblc;  lit  Philip 
delpbia.  Harrisburg,  Pittsburgh  and  other  poiufj^  and 
every  effort  was  made  to  enable  the  Governor  to  move 
westward  at  the  earliest  possible  momenL  On  the  2t>th 
the  Governor  issued  the  following  onk'r  to  the  troops:

Stcnni},  All  other  meuns  of  qiu'lliiig  riot  and  restor- 
ing  order  hnving  first  been  exhau^t^d,  the  oBicer  com- 
manding ttie  troops  shall  notify  the  riotera  that  they 
will  be  fired  upon  unless  they  promptly  disperse.  The 
order  to  fire  will  then  be  deliberately  given,  and  every 
soldier  will  bo  i^xueeted  to  fire  with  effect.  The  firing 
will  continue  until  the  mob  disappeara. 

Third,  Officcra  in  command  of  troops  will  report  to 
theee  head-rguartere  the  names  of  all  citizens  who  have 
attempted  or  may  attempt  to  dissuade  members  of  the 
National  Guard  from  the  difH^harge  of  their  duties. 
All  such  persons  flhouhl  lie  arrefited  if  possible.

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On  the  afternoon  of  the  2Sth,  a  euflkient  force  of 
militia  having  fti*»cmblcd  at  the  Wcet  Philodclplua 
dftpot.  Governor  Ilarlranft  set  out  for  the  We*t,  with 
the  troopa  ia  two  Bpocial  trains.  He  wa«  follow^ 
Bhortly  after  by  another  truiu  bearing  a  force  of  CTvcrftl 
hundred  reguUr  troops,  with  artillery.  At  the  eamc 
time  onlcn*  w<*rfi  »eril  to  HitniHlktirjf  to  iIi-K|iiitch  w  n.*gi- 
mflnl  of  State  militia  to  Rockville»iid  Dauphin^  above 
that  city,  to  guard  the  railroad  bridges  over  the  Sudque- 
liftnna. 

No  reM^tunce  tr>  the  passage  of  tJie  troopH  vas  made 
at  Columbia.  Tbo  Btrikera  had  gotten  into  a  quieter 
frame  of  mind  by  thia  time,  and  had  decided  to  obey 
the  Inwn,  The  trains  with  the  State  militia,  who  num- 
bcrn^^d  about  COO  men,  reached  Harri«burgoa  iheuighlof 
tlic  26th.  A  large  supply  of  ammunition  and  additional 
troop*  were  taken  on  board,  and  the  trains  movt'd  for- 
ward again.  The  GuvtmorabeuJ-cjUiirtere  were  in  a 
Pullman  car  attoehed  to  on«  of  the  trains. 

At  Altooiia  ttie  mob  was  etJU  in  poffAessJon  when  the 
troo|tt  arrived.  A  regiment  was  promptly  disembarked 
and  marched  to  the  depot  yard.  The  Atrikera  Wked 
on  with  sullen  discontent,  but  the  commanding  oiQcor 
of  the  trtx)ps  ordered  them  out  of  the  railroad  yards. 
Tlie  military  then  locik  pi>sseMaiou  of  the  romid  lioiute 
and  the  ehop»,  imd  preparationa  were  mode  to  run  tlie 
troop  traina  over  tho  mountains.  In  order  to  put  down 
any  further  outbreak.  General  Beaver  wa»  led  at  AU 
toonu  with  the  oth  ami  12th  Regiments,  about  SOOtrtrong, 
The  Btrikcrs  attempted  no  vioienccT  and  mode  no  efibrt 
to  interfere  witlj  the  arrangemcntB  of  the  military. 

From  Altootift  the  advance  was  continued  over  the 
mountains,  the  trains  starting  about  hall^pa^ttenon  tbe 
morning  of  the  2Ttli. 
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Ordf^rs  -wcro  sent  to  Blairsville  Intersection,  where 
tliG  Kirnt  Divisiun  muter  Gene  nil  PriciUiu  luul  Weti  en* 
camped  rincc  the  24  th,  to  break  cump  aud  be  in  R*ndi- 
nevt^  to  move  u]K>n  Ptttshurgh  upon  the  arrival  of  the 
Governor  and  the  trains  accjomponying  him.  Camp 
vrofl  broken  hy  the  First  Division  on  ihe  afternoon 
of  the  27th,  and  the  troops  nt  once  marched  to  the 
railroad.  At  the  depot  they  were  joined  by  the  IStli 
Regiment  nnd  other  portions  orGencnil  Hurry  White'* 
Division,  nanibcring  about  ^00  men. 

Tboro  vrns  a  long  delay  nt  the  depot,  waiting  for  tliQ 
furival  of  Governor  llurtrnnft,  irho  won  coming  up  the 
monntiiin  fnmi  AU<>onit  hUiwly  Ixrt-uuKU  thir  ulrikrr*  had 
fitolon  an  engine  nnd  nm  oflTolif^od  ofhid  train,  and  ho 
had  to  throw  out  walking  Bkirmishcr«  to  »c«  that  they 
did  not  tear  i)p  Mio  tnicks.  General  Brinton  had  con- 
cidcrablo  difficulty  in  finding  railroad  men  enough  to 
man  bin  train.  In  an  hour  or  so  a  BufKcient  Dumber 
vrer*  ncciired.  These  were  utrikers,  and  refused  to  go 
on  the  troup  trains  Htating  that  they  might  be  shot  if 
they  did.  Cnptain  Ryan,  of  the  Philodcli^ia  Slate 
Pencible^s  who  had  been  detailed  to  hunt  up  the  traia 
haudH,  sti-riily  tidd  Uu  rii  ihEti  tht<y  hHil  nochoW  in  the 
matter;  that  the  trains  mu»<t  go  to  Pittsburgh,  and  they 
muHt  man  them;  and  that  lie  had  orders  to  fihoot  uiiy 
traia  tnaii  who  refund  to  work,  and  would  obey  his 
orders  on  the  instant.  The  Ptrikera  thereupon  con- 
sented to  nm  the  trointi,  A  guard  of  about  half  a  dozen 
soldicrfl  was  phiced  with  each  engineer  to  prevent  bim 
escaping  until  the  train  should  move.  Alter  aeveral 
hounf  scouring  of  the  country  enough  unwilling  raU- 
roadcra  were  obtained  to  man  four  trains,  and  all  were 
infonne<l  tliat  their  refusal  to  take  out  the  trains  or

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Any  nttcmpt  to  escape  would  be  at  the  peril  of  Uicir 

Governor  Ildrlraiift  nrrived  tit  the  mtersection  nhout 
hftlf-paat  aix  in  the  evening,  and  his  appcamnco  woa 
the  aignal  for  nn  immenfie  cheer  from  the  eoldi^ns  all 
aloDg  th^line.  At  half-pa»t<?iglit  llu?  first  fntin  Ktarl^nl 
for  PitUburgh,  two  solJit?™  Ix'irg  pUced  in  each  cab 
and  five  on  each  lender  to  vratcb  the  engineer  and  fins 
mi'n,  (ut  wtOI  ii»  (o  pmtt^cl  tinym  from  strikers  along  the 
line.  Tht'y  \\i\t\  onU'r?4  to  rfioot  down  nny  enginwr, 
firomon,  orbrakemnn  ^vho  fiiilod  in  hia  duty. 

The  military  left  Blnirsville  in  the  following  order: 
Pinit  train,  iif  l^'t-rify*four  eare  anil  t^vo  engineft,  witii  a 
flat  car  in  front  of  lh<*  two  engine^  having  on  board  two 
|]ieccd  of  the  Key&tone  Battery  and  one  Gatling  gun. 
The  Stat«  Fencibles  were  divided  into  two  squads  of 
twetitv-four  men  each.  The  second  train  consisted  of 
eighteen  cars,  throe  cf  which  were  eli^k  cars  filled  with 
haniea  for  the  cavalry  company-  The  third  train  had 
ftixl<»en  cflj-s,  time  of  wliieh  were  filled  with  GriRin'v 
Battery,  from  Chester  county*  thirty-one  of  the  City 
Troop,  cf  Philadelphia,  and  reinforcemenla  for  the 
First  Division.  In  the  fourth  train — five  cars — woa 
General  Gallagher's  division.  In  all  there  were  fully 
S,000  men  on  the  four  trains. 

After  leaving  Bliursvillc  the  tmina  ran  very  slowly, 
as  they  feared  oWntctionH  on  the  traek.  Some  ten  or 
fifteen  Buspicious  persons  wcn>  arretted  by  Captain 
Ryan's  company,  who,  as  i«oon  as  they  saw  a  man  on 
or  near  the  track,  would  stop  tiie  train,  arn??*t  him,  and 
hold  him  unlil  General  Brinttin  ooidd  examine  him* 
Five  of  those  arretted  were  taken  off  an  engine  they 
Lad  Btolcn  and  were  going  cast  to  see  what  the  troops. 
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were  doing  and  report  to  their  coinrAdes.  Each  briJge 
woe  examined  before  the  train  croeseO,  and  as  it  ap- 
proached deep  cuts  or  curves  the  trutn  was  filackencd 
iip^  find  vcwy  often  t.ho  Slate  Fencihles  were  deployed 
up  Uie  Iniok  lUf  nkmntMherx,  Not  n  light  wa-i  to  be 
«cen  on  the  whole  train  but  thow  tLround  tho  engiiiea. 
The  trains  Iftid  at  WalU  About  two  hours  and  at  Urin- 
ton  two  licora,  9iiid  tlicn  wunton  tfi  PitUhur^h,  arriving 
there  nt  seven  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  28tb. 

No  opposition  was  onTored  by  the  etrikera  to  the  en- 
trance cf  the  troops,  Thf*y  wer«  received  cordially  by 
tlie  citizens,  and  took  quiet  poRSea^ion  of  the  railroad 
properly.  General  Drintona  bard  experience  of  the 
previous  Saturday  ni^ht  and  Sunday  by  common  con- 
sent among  the  military  entitled  him  to  a  prestige  of 
position  on  the  "  Geld  of  war/'  On  hia  arrival  with  hig 
newty*increaaed  force  of  Philadelphiana  he  marched  at 
once  down  to  Twenty-eighth  street,  through  the  gate 
and  up  the  road  into  the  West  Penn  Hospital  ^roundd, 
immediately  overlooking  the  croasing  and  burnt  round 
houflca,  where  they  pitclicd  their  tctite.  The  fir»t  thing 
the  men  dtil  nftcr  going  into  riuiip  waa  tii  flm'k  down 
the  hill  and  visit  the  scene  of  their  Saturday  night's 
experience.  They  were  full  of  narrative,  and  could 
hftve  entertained  hungry  curiofiity  Acekern  all  day  with 
accounts  of  thuir  several  t'Xpr^rienct'H  if  they  had  been 
60  minded.  There  were  about  1,100  men  now  under 
General  Urinton. 

Governor  IlartranfLs  car  waa  aloppeJ  on  a  aide  track 
at  Lawrenceville  station,  or  Thirty-third  street  There 
is  a  broad  flat  there  extending  dovru  Thirty-third  street, 
and  here  the  divisions  under  General  Dobson,  General 
Harry  Whiti.',  Gt'n*.'nil  Gidhigtier^  and  General  Goorge 
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Smith  wf^nt  into  camp.  Them  divifiion!^  compriM  the 
militiEt  of  t)ie  counties  of  Ammtrung,  fmlEana^  ButWr, 
Wwrtmorelftiid,  Chester,  Lflnca«ler,  Iteiaware,  and 
others. 

Along  Vfiih  the  Chester  county  men  wpre  the  Waah- 
ington  tnjujn*,  niouiitcil  cavalry,  numbcnng  forty-two 
men-  They  were  kfl  nt  East  Liberty,  where,  later  in 
the  day,  they  were  joined  by  General  Harry  White's 
division,  Thia  distributed  the  troop*  at  the  thrt^ 
principal  pointa,  Kast  Litwrty*  Thirty-third  street,  and 
Twenty-eighth  etrect.  The  largest  foroe  was  at  Twenty- 
eighth  street  with  the  Governor. 

The  regular  troopSj  under  Colonel  Hamilton,  followed 
the  Stale  forces  in  two  trains,  and  at  some  little  dia- 
tancc  behind  tliem.  They  numbered  about  700  men, 
splendidly  nrfne<]  and  equipped  and  plentifully  supplied 
with  ammunition.  They  met  with  no  opposition  until 
Johnstown  waa  reached.  A^  the  eec^md  train  passed 
the  depot  at  that  place  it  was  attacked  by  a  great  mob 
armed  with  stones  and  pieceit  of  metal,  whid)  were 
thrown  at  the  windows  of  the  ears  with  tolling  effoet 
Volley  after  volley  was  poured  into  the  train,  crushing 
the  wiuiki^vs  and  injuring  a  nuud^er  of  the  polillent. 
Aa  the  train  moved  on  several  different  attacks  were 
made,  the  1a«t  and  moat  ecrioua  being  after  tlie  tr^un 
had  passed  beyond  the  depot  some  diatanco.  At  this 
point  the  patience  of  the  commanding  oJTicer,  Colonel 
Hamilton,  gave  way,  and  reaching  up  he  pulled  the 
bcll-ropc  to  stop  the  train;  the  engineer  and  fireman 
wcn5  under  a  ntnmg  guanl  of  wldiers,  and  they  at  once 
reversed  the  engine.  In  nil  probability  tliiw  naved  the 
livc«  of  half  the  pcr*ons  on  board  the  train,  as  a  switch 
bad  been  miaplaced,  and  a  cor  heavily  laden  with  lire- 
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brick  placed  on  tlio  switch  for  fiut-approachiDf^  trains 
to  rim  into  and  be  thrown  over  the  embankment. 
Whc-n  the  train  struck  tlie  switch  its  epeed  hod  been 
grcjitly  slackened,  the  en^rie,  tcnd^T,  and  Rvi^  can^^* 
two  borage  and  three  passenger — left  the  track  and 


CEunc  111  conliiot  with  tht.^  car  of  hrick  with  mich  force 
that  the  railif  and  Xios  were  torn  up,  the  live  can«  piled 
up  in  a  ma5a  of  ruinis  the  boltoin  of  one  c&r  n.'«ting  on 
ihb  roof  of  luiother^  and  Uiree  were  tlirown  completely 
around  and  lay  crosswise  on  the  track,  with  the  car  of 
biick,  crushed  and  aplintervdj  topping  olL    Colonel 
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Hamilton,  of  the  Ist  United  States  Artillery,  was 
fleip'erely  injured  la  the  side,  and  several  Boldiere  were 
bftdly  bniiscd  by  the  concussion.  The  soldiers  of  the 
wrc^rked  tniin  remained  ut  the  aiding  nnlil  four  ocWk 
in  the  morning  of  the  28th,  The  nioh,  thinking  the 
rcgulur0  would  not  molest  them,  bceame  more  demon- 
strative and  \-ioleiit,  and  attacked  the  unipjured  trivin. 
CdIotk*)  HHEnilloji  qtiitttly  threw  nut  u  picket  liJie 
around  the  mob,  and  succeeded  in  arresting  about  fifty 
of  the  riotcnt,  who  were  placed  on  board  the  train* 
After  a  confliderable  delay  another  train  waa  procured, 
and  the  troops  reanm(^it  their  journey  to  Tittiiburgh, 
where  they  arrived  oo  the  morning  of  the  29th,  The 
prisoners  were  turned  over  to  the  State  authorities),  and 
the  regulars  marched  to  the  arsenal^  where  they  were 
quartered.  The  prisonere  arrested  at  Johnstown  were 
exjiiniiied  aa  to  their  complicity  in  the  attack  upon  the 
troopn,  but  swore  roundly  thut  they  hrnl  uo  Imnd  in  iL 
With  the  exception  of  fourteen  of  the  wor^t  characters, 
who  were  held  on  general  principles,  they  were  dia* 
miKM.xl  on  tnkiitg  an  natii  iiot  to  engage  in  any  further 
violence,  iind  were  eent  back  to  Johnstown. 

During  the  day  a  committee  of  six  momberd  of  the 
Trainmen's  Union  visited  Governor  Ilartranft  at  his 
tead-ciuArters  on  tlie  railroad.  They  were  kindly  re- 
ceived by  the  Governor,  and  informed  h^im  that  they 
rcprcBcntcd  what  was  popularly  known  aa  the  etrikera, 
but  disavowed  all  rceponaibility  for  the  destruction  of 
the-  railrond  pru|KTty»  mid  said  ihut  this  had  been  daitv 
by  trampft  and  rutnann,  who  hsul  taken  advantage  of  tho 
etxike  to  pillage.  Tlieir  ehairmnn  and  ppokesman  was 
a  well-^^iiiirated  nmn  by  the  name  of  McMunn,  who 
waa  recognized  by  eeveral  of  the  staff  oflicera  of  the 
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Covornor  a^  a  captain  in  the  Ninth  PcnDejlvonia  Re- 
serves  and  a  good  ftoldier  during  the  war.  He  had  been 
a  conductor  ou  a  freiglit  train,  tint  liiul  Inh^ii  dusidmrgi^L 
He  wafi  an  excellent  talker  and  briefly  but  decimvely 
told  the  Governor  that  the  committee  had  understood 
that  he  had  come  among  tlicm  with  tlw  soldieni  as  a 
i<orl  of  nrhilvr  hetwee^n  ihp  ni.ilroiul  workmt?n  and  the 
oniciaU  of  the  cuuipiiny,  and  that  he  could  treat  wtth 
them«  ir  thid  woa  so  they  had  written  propoaitiona  to 
make.  The  Governor  here  stopped  tlicnij  sEiying  that 
they  had  been  mUlurornied  ur  liiul  mi;<tiikcn  his  puF- 
poBe  in  coming  to  Pittsburgh.  Ue  was  there,  not  in 
charge  of  a  railroad,  but  fiolely  to  protect  it.  It  was 
his  biisinesA,  as  Oov^rnor,  to  #<ee  to  the  execution  of 
the  lawii  and  to  preserve  the  peace,  and  he  had  nothing 
to  eay  on  the  subject  of  the  grievancee  between  the 
4^mp1oyerA  and  the  employed^  hut  tltat  he  intended  to 
preserve  the  peace  at  all  haxards. 

Attorney-General  Lear  then  epoke  up  and  lud  down 
the  taw  to  the  committee  with  hi«  usual  sledge-hammer 
fierce.  He  told  Ihem  that  ^vcn  if  tlioy  did  not  apply 
the  torch  and  attack  th«  soldieni  tliey  were  in  a  lavffs 
meaiiure  reaponsiblc  for  iU  having  given  the  occasion 
Cjr  the  gathering  together  of  such  large  rnobs.  A*  to 
the  GJiUHe^  of  the  strike,  General  I-iear  said  that  if  the 
men  didn't  like  the  lenni*  that  were  o^red  by  the 
company  foi"  their  scrviccfl  they  had  a  right  to  retire, 
and  that  <.'nd<.'d  lh<?  niattt^r  K*twi*en  them  and  the  com* 
pany.  If  the  oompany  could  And  other  employ^  to 
do  the  worU  on  their  torma,  they  had  a  right  to  employ 
lh*>ni,  and  any  inl<-rfereiici*  by  ihrwe  who  did  not  agree 
(u  their  terota  waa  illegal  hud  pufiinhable  in  a  criuuiiid 
court.     lie   went  uu  at  jsonie  length  to  reontn   with 
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them,  laji"5  dowu  ilic  Uw  mucli  in  tli«  Aame  wny  Uiat 
a  judi;e  dot»s  to  ft  jury.  They  listened  patiently  and 
discumcd  tlic  matter  in  private  after  the  ofBcial  meet- 
ing WJLs  bmki?n  yp. 

McMutin  and  mnvral  of  the  others  wore  found  to  ho 
vei;y  n>»oluU)  mcu^  oiid  it  wua  by  no  raoand  certain  that

they  went  away  convinced  hy  iho  Attornoy-Gencral'a 
law,  McMaim  said  that  ho  took  no  part  in  the  fraeaa 
vith  the  tnxips,  hut  that  he  wa.x  pawning  hy  at  the  time 
with  a  lady,  and  that  bU^  weis  »1iot  in  tiie  fooL  One 
of  the  Blaff  of  General  Brtnton,  however,  who  was 
proecut,  recognised  the  man  as  one  of  the  nio?t  active 
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of  the  ringleaders  in  the  riot  of  thftt  day,  being  con- 
Apiruoufl  in  <^heering  them  on  and  seeming  to  be  a  maft> 
ter  spirit. 

The  Pennaylvania  Ruilrood  throughout  iU  ontiro 
length  was  novr  in  the  hands  of  the  State  forces  and  the 
regular  troops.  Governor  rinrtranft's  intontiori  wits 
now  to  CTOBA  the  riv^r  to  Alloghcny  City  and  tiiko  jk)^ 
ac«sion  of  the  Pittfthupgh^  Fort  Wayne  &  Chicago  Rail- 
HMld,  but  hi»  dcMgn  wfts  for^^italled  by  the  iincon* 
dilioTiftI  *urr*'ndor  of  the  etriken*^  who  gavo  up  tho 
|>ix>perty  of  the  company  ai;d  in  mniiy  cilsgb  r«tiirnod 
to  work.  Tbe  company  at  once  took  posftessioa  of  it« 
ynnli^,  tminFt,  nml  nhnps^  tuu\  |ire£>ar<"il  to  nwmne  oixra- 
tiom. 

On  the  morning  of  the  30th  of  July,  Vic0>Presidoat 
CaM»att,  of  the  Pennsylvania  road,  thua  summed  up 
tbo  »tato  of  aifaira  at  Pitt»Lmrgh : 

The  company  has  fully  resumed  all  its  huaineas  and 
has  tairly  gotten  down  to  regular  work.  The  men  are 
all  cotuingr  in  proinplly,  even  cf^^Iy,  and  dgning  tlie 
papers  requesting  Iht?  company  to  put  them  to  work- 
To  show  you  the  ch^uiged  condition  of  affairs,  an  hicU 
dent  which  occurred  this  tnoming  may  be  related. 
Lnst  Friday  week,  when  the  etrike  beiran  here,  a  com- 
mittee of  hve  strikers  waited  on  Mr.  Pitcairn  and  my- 
self, and  insolently  demanded  that  the  company  return 
to  the  old  wageK,  the  douhle-ht'oderft  all  lo  be  disieon* 
tinued  and  idT  tlie  t<lrlkeri4  taken  luu^k  with[itit  rjit«>s- 
tions,  conditions  M-hichj  of  course,  were  not  even 
oonmdcred  by  U8.  Now,  this  morning  two  of  this  very 
committee  *«cnt  into  ii^  and  wo  eupposed  they  had 
come  to  rrnew  their.olTers  in  a  k'««  arrogant  form,  but 
they  appeart'd  and  humbly  asked  whether  they  would 
be  p'.'rmittf.'d  to  go  to  work.  They  were  eimply  re- 
lerrtd  to  thi^  dctfpatchcr's  ofiicc  to  i-uport.    The  Foit 
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Wujnft  iTU-ii  iinTtiining  ui  riL|iully  iint]  wt^  «rr  n?ci'iving 
and  trnn^^mitting  fixight  over  that  rofhd  nt  ttiis  end. 
Tbc  IndiiuiEi  portion  of  tlio  roitd  IH  siWl  clogged,  the 
Governor  Imving  refudod  tlio  compjtny  tho  (isfl^tAncc 
of  tlie  troopji,  n-icTring  llio  iimtlor  to  ib^  civil  »uthar- 
ities,  who  are  acting  promptly  mid  with  i-ITc'ct,  but  ils 
both  endd  of  the  line  un^  ut  work  this  stoppa^'  will  be 
of  very  ehort  durution*  You  can  say  geni^rully,  there- 
foro,  thm  tL^n>  lit  ab»iohUdy  no  strike  on  finy  of  tho 
5,000  ml\v%  of  road  controlled  by  tlie  P*.»nn«ylv:inia 
Kailroiid  Company,  Tlic  tiien  have  cx.'inc  btwk  wilhont 
any  conditions;  they  aimply  have  resumed.  How  to 
deal  with  tliosc  who  have  been  prominent  in  the  strike 
will  be  considered  dnly  to-day.  No  troops  wliatever 
have  been  used  on  i\n»  trains,  and  an  imm(?nse  qnuntity 
of  freight  and  livostock  haa  been  removed.  As  to  re- 
building outworks  here  wc  begin  to-morrow  putting  up 
on  the  foundation  of  the  old  Union  depot  a  temporary 
two-story  brick  station,  wilh  all  its  necessary  rooms  for 
the  work  of  the  company  and  the  convenience  of  the 
pa»seagers-  This  will  ln^  fitii?«hed  in  thirty  days.  W« 
decided  this  moming  Ihat  the  project  of  removing  the 
Centennial  building  here  Ahoutd  be  abandoned,  oa  it 
wad  too  flimsy  to  tranH|>ort>

de^trin'4-d,  Ht:  d{>i:;i  not  Itopc  to  get  reemployment, 
but  witl  wck  cdicr  avcnui-is  of  ^ccuring  bread,  a  nc- 
ee«SLty  which  he  «ays  he  wad  unable  to  make  in  bi^ 
old  employment  ae  e\  flagman,  r&dueed  froni  a  freight- 
train  cunduclor.    Theoldeugliii'tfrst^kiiin  that  they  were 
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forced  to  join  the  strike,  and  are  only  too  glnH  to  gpt 
buck.  1  puw  lliura  iit  the  dcapatchcr'3  office  this  fthor- 
nootif  whore  they  vrert'  lo  report  according  to  Pilcnini'a 
proelnnmtion,  Tlmy  Hocked  in  there  like  tA^pnyc^rs 
lit  the  tux  uflice  on  the  In^^t  ilay  Wforp  peiiatltie-'i  lu'giil 
to  run,  each  man  to  put  his  name  down  on  a  pupcr 
hcuded  Bimply,  *^  List  of  loyal  men  now  reiidy  to  go  to 
^ork/*  iluudrcds  of  train  men  and  engineers  hnd 
bi^HE^d  during  the  day. 

The  following  scene  was  freriuently  repeated  :  Enter 
young  Tellow,  &  trnin  man,  hrakeniAn,  or  may  1>e  en* 
gincer.  He  eny^  nothing,  hut  walks  up  and  looks 
over  the  long  lint  of  immr^i  and  aeofl  mn\o  of  them 
marked  with  a  cro»«.  *'  What  doett  that  black  mark 
menu?"  hv  imkn  nervun«ly,  ''Tliui  is-  In  iiiiliaUe  that 
the  nnm  \»  an  engineer."  *'  Oh."  cornt^s  n  sigh  of  ri'lief, 
bis  eye  runs  over  the  liat  ra[)idly,  and  tiniilly  he  ^ySf 
sullenly,  "  By  God,  they  are  all  there.  Well,  put  my 
Tiamc  down,  too/'  and  half  &  dozon  u'ho  ar^  wnitinj; 
outttid(^  eidie  111  and  echo  him,  **  Put  my  name,  too."

Colonel 
Hamilton  ha*t  ahoiit  fifty  prisoners,  notera  taken  from 
JohiiHlowM,  TIjey  hjive  heen  reported  to  the  Governor, 
who  ]\!\A  tnken  pof«»eea!on  of  thcEfi  and  boa  directed  the 
attoniey-gonoral  of  the  State  to  prosecute  them  imme- 
dialoly.  The  quiet  occupation  of  Pittsburgh  imd  open-

Pennsylvania  Railrofld  and  its  branclicfl  are 
oiJOii  Tor  freiffht  aa  well  as  piwsengera  from  WiUihiiigtonj 
IialtirnoiVr  Pliiladelphia  anil  New  York,  to  poinbt  an  far 
3LH  Alu>ona  on  their  main  line,  to  Kane  on  ttie  PhilA* 
<iL'l|;h]a&  Eric  Railroad,  to  Buffalo  via  the  Kmporium 
route*  nnd  to  Elmira  and  Caiiandaigua  on  tbe  Nortbcni 
Central  Railroad.  This  territory  comprises  the  Cleiir- 
fiuld  niid  Broud  Toji  hitutniiious  cojil  rvgiuii,  niul  tht? 
anthnitite  region  tributary  to  the  Northern  Cvntriil 
road.  Tbcy  cxi)cct  to  have  their  main  line  open  to 
Pittsburgh,  and  the  Philadelphia  &  Erie  Kailrokul  to 
Erie,  to-monx>w,  and  tlicir  line^i  west  of  Pitt^bur^^h  on 
Monday.  Their  mm  wvii  rapidly  n.'Cu^Dizi[ig  the  titu* 
ation  and  the  factthat  the  intci-cnt^ of  the  company  and 
their  own  arc  identical. 

On  the  SOtb  of  July  the  close  of  the  tftrike  on  tbo 
lines  of  the  PcDnsylvania  Company  wafi  announced  ia 
the  following  despatch  from  Pittsburgh : 

£ver>'thing  m  quiot  and  the  strike  )8,  to  all  appeal^ 
auce«,  ended.  On  the  Pittsburgh  division  of  tbe  Balti- 
more &  Oliio  road  the  fi^ight^t  ea.'it  and  west  are  now 
arriving  nnd  departing  on  Rchedule  titin*,  and  nil  (lie 
freight  offices  ore  open.  All  the  paAdeai^r  traiii?<  are 
al^  arriving  and  departing  on  time.  Several  extra 
trains  for  the  eajit  have  been  placed  on  the  road,  in- 
cluding fuflt  fniil  trains  iur  the  aeeoMnnudiition  of 
lihippors.  On  the  Pennsylvania  road  ^tock  traini<  ftro 
being  mo%"ed  as  rupidlv  aa  they  can  be  tn>tt<^n  in  rwidi- 
De««j  and  the  tmins  \«']ueh  ha^e  been  difiaycd  along  thti 
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line  arc  iirrivinj;^.  Tim  CiT%t  tlirco  trains  eent  ont  on 
tliis  roml  vrvrv  iiiulrr  milUiiry  guiinJ,  but  no  trouble 
having  occurred,  Uic  tmmft  arc  now  ninning  without 
guard*,  Thi;  company  is  not  receiving  freight  for  ship- 
mcnt  yet,  but  this  is  owing  to  tluj  fact  that  tho  tracks 
over  the  burnt  Jbtrict  are  not  yet  completed,  and  will 
thus  delay  local  Avichtw  n  diiy  or  two. 

Ou  the  Pittftbiirj^h,  Fort  Wayne  &  Chlcagn  road  llift 
effort*  flm  mainly  directed  to  the  clearing  of  the  trucks' 
of  rolling  Block,  which  is  strewn  along  the  lino  of  Iho 
road  fcr  fifleen  milea  beyond  the  city,  and  having  iho 
city  freights  delivered. 

All  the  worknnen  in  the  shopa  on  thiA  road  reaum^d 
work  this  morning. 

On  both  the  I'ennaylvniiia  and  Fort  Wayne  roada 
thoofliccrs  have  informed  the  engineers  and  firenicii 
that  th<?y  can  Jiave  their  old  engines  if  they  rejwrt  for 
duty  at  once, 

Ihc  Cleveland  &  Pittsburgh  Railroad  men  have  ro 
turned  to  dnty  and  that  line  is  now  fully  open.  The 
Western  DivLsion  of  the  Pittsburgh  &  £ne  Railroad 
has  also  resumed. 

On  the  Allegheny  Valley  road  the  newwenger  trams 
are  arnving  ana  depfirting  on  time,  and  it  is  expected 
that  freights  will  \k  i*tartcd  to-day. 

The  Pan  Handle  route  is  running  traina  as  tisaal. 

The  homo  miUlary  are  stilt  under  arms,  and  the 
forci^K  under  Govoniur  HartninH,  innintain  their  [Mihi- 
tions  at  Twenty-eighth  street  The  United  States 
troops  arv^  encamped  on  the  arocnal  grounds,  and  arc 
comfortably  Hituated  in  every  rcspecL  Arrests  of 
persona  chat^nl  with  being  enj^aginl  in  the  riot  of 
Sunday  of  hut  week  uru  can^tuitly  being  made  by  the 
mayors  police. 

A  despatch  from  Columbus,  Ohio,  fays  that  tlie  Pitta- 
burgh,  Cincinnati  &  St-  Louis  Railway  ofDeiaU  an- 
nounce that  they  will  receive  freight  from  shi[)pers  to 
all  puints.

Tafi  Pennsylvania  Builroad  wna  not  the  only  euficrcr 
from  the  strike  in  Permsylvunia.  The  roadn  rxtt^nJing 
through  the  coal  regions  soon  bocame  itivolvcd  in  it. 

The  firet  outbreak  in  this  section  of  tlie  State  occurred 
on  the  night  of  the  22d  of  July,  The  militi^i  hod 
hi'gun  to  luisomble  in  obedience  to  the  ordera  of  the 
Governor,  and  some  compnnies  Imd  started  for  Harris- 
burg,  at  which  phice  they  ^ere  ordered  to  report.  To 
j)i\^vent  them  from  reaching  their  destination  a  party 
of  rioter*,  on  the  night  of  the  22d,  set  fire  to  the  Leb- 
anon Valley  Railroad  bridge  over  the  Schuylkill  at 
R(*ading*  The  bridge  was  entirely  consumed  and  the 
direct  communication  between  Keading  and  Harrisburg 
broken.  The  loss  to  the  Reading  Railroad  Company 
by  the  deatruction  of  this  bridge  waa  Sl&O^UOO. 
I  On  the  23d  there  was  great  excitement  at  Reading, 
ftnd  during  the  day  the  city  was  in  a  filato  of  riot  and 
disorder.  Tho  railroad  men  formed  but  a  part  of  the 
I7i 
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disorderly  Uirongs ;  the  grcAter  part  of  thc»c  ctoirds 
consirtt-"d  oriojifi-rs*,  iJiM'epti table  charoctcra  and  tramps* 

About  Imlf-past  four  o'clock  iti  tlir  nftrnuKiii  tho 
riotcrM  seized  a.  paaaing  loaded  coal  tmn,  put  on  tho 
brn,kc!(f  HtopjK'd  the  tmiti,  and  puahed  back  the  caboose 
and  *i.'vtfml  loaded  cars,  thus  virtually  Llockndiiig  the 
down  truck.  Ono  of  the  eight  ton  cars  vtbs  dumped  on 
the  rfuU>  A  little  later  the  down  expresa  train  came 
along  itiowly  on  the  other  tmck,  and  the  rioters  re* 
solved  to  stop  it.  They  wero  led  by  a  large  man, 
wearing  a  dark  shirt  and  dork  pants,  whose  hair  was 
cut  ao  close  as  to  present  the  appearance  of  having  lx*n 
shaved.  Fully  200  nion  would  rush  up  to  the  advano- 
ing  locomotive,  and  by  threat*  and  eigna  endeavor  to 
induce  the  engineer  to  »top  it.  The  train  moved  along 
slowly,  however,  and  rea<;hrd  iho  depot.  Lnter  still, 
an  up  freight  train  wn*  compelled  to  go  bock  and  the 
train  men  forced  to  abandon  their  poela.  The  up  ex- 
press train  soon  came  along  at  full  speed,  and  ^va^ 
driven  by  the  etigiiu-er  through  tlio  iiifuriuti^d  erowd  at 
full  speed.  Several  other  trains  woro  stopped,  anJ  tho 
rioters  declared  their  intention  not  to  allow  cither 
frvight  or  passenger  trains  to  pass  through  R-^ailuig, 
The  trackii  wi^re  torn  up  in  a  number  of  plaeea,  and 
barricadod  in  others. 

General  Manager  Woottcn,  of  the  Reading  Hailroad, 
iw  early  lut  liHlf^piLsL  niTio  o'clwk  on  Monday  morning, 
appealed  to  the  sheriff  to  coll  out  his  pofisd  to  protect 
the  railroad  and  the  company's  property.  This  the 
ahciifT  declined  to  do.  Little  or  nothing  wa^t  done  by 
the  city  authorities  to  cheek  the  diM^rder,  and  during 
the  day  the  rielera  had  their  own  way. 

About  nigbtJall  a  detachment  of  the  Itb  Begimeat 
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fropi  Alleritowti  nrrived  at  Remiing.  The  trackfi  betng 
torn  up,  the  soldiers  were  obliged  to  leave  the  cara  nnd 
march  to  the  depot  The  main  line  of  the  Philadelphia 
&  Reading  rciad  posiieM  tiin^igh  Resuling  on  Seventh 
Btn^>t.  Bftin  etrooL  i4  (Ik-  nm'ixx  highway,  running  in 
an  oppOfiito  direction  from,  nnd  crtj^^ing  ^^vcnth  tftrcet 
at  right  angles.  From  Pcnn  street  northwarJ,  for  two 
iK^tiarL-n,  two  lines  of  linck  are  laid  leading  to  Lhe  new 
depot*  Thcfto  are  laid  through  a  deep  cut  with  n  heavy 
Btoiic  wall  twenty  feet  high  on  each  eide.  From  the 
momc<nL<jf  leaving  tbecars,  the  troops  hml  Ix^n  thre&U 
encd  by  a  furious  mob.  Geneml  Reeder,  the  oflieer  in 
comniaiid,  in  view  of  the  threatening  dojronetmtiona 
of  the  mob,  decided  that  it  wotiJd  l>e  Iwtter  to  march  to 
the  di'ix>t  thronj^h  tlie  dt-up  cut,  tlie  sleep  sides  of 
Tvhich  would  afford  better  protection  to  his  flanks  than 
could  be  bud  in  the  open  street.  lie  tberefore  direeted 
hirt  marr:1i  tnwanls  the  cut^  but  the  sDldii;ra  had  Ecnnx'ty 
enteitid  it  before  they  were  greeted  wilh  a  terrible 
volley  of  atones  from  Ibe  eidea  of  tbe  cut,  where  the 
greatest  crowds  IjjlJ  i\Hseml)li-d,  The  Reading  Tim^ 
and  Dispatch^  a  day  or  two  later,  «aid : 

"An  examination  of  the  railroad  'cut'  from  "W^alnut 
Btrcet  to  near  Pcnn,  yopterday,  showed  tliat  several 
car-loads  of  bricks  and  Etone^  had  boen  thrown  into 
tlie  'cut'  frorn  the  adjoining  Hiilewalks^  commencing  at 
Uie  Wtdnnt  street  hridgi%  ni-nr  which  point  a  large 
etone  bad  been  burled  out  of  a  socond-story  window. 
The  miyorily  of  those  throwing  bricka  and  atones  were 
boy«,  and  even  Borao  women  wore  cnini^^ed  in  the  aarae 
work.  A  woman  having  an  apron  full  of  stones  wob 
obttervcd  on  the  Court  street  bridge  throwing  utonefl 
on  Lhc  military  vigoroiuly," 
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Pifltnl  nholii  w«re  aIao  fiml  at  the  troopei.  ^P^^ 
i^tuii'mg  Peirn  street  the  reptnent  was  attacked  hy 
anothm:  mob  and  loBt  patience.  One  of  the  men,  with- 
oat  orders,  discharged  his  piece,  and  immedLatel^  the 
tegitnent  fired  a  volley  into  the  mob.  By  thig  dii*- 
chnr^  teu  |>9i¥on9  were  killed  and  forty  wounded, 
Many  of  tlicsc  were  iiuiocent  byfitonders,  aa  is  geno 
ally  the  case-  The  mob  scattered  and  fled  in  terror, 
and  tlie  troopH  marched  into  the  depot,  in  which 
they  took  up  their  quarter?.  Gunrde  were  stationed 
about  the  buildings  and  citizens  wore  not  permitted  to 
enlner  it. 

The  firing  upon  the  mob  by  the  4th  Regiment 
produced  tlte  grcnte^t  excttoiticnt  in  Reading,  and  the 
death  and  injury  of  »u  hirge  a  mimWr  of  innocent  pt-r- 
90119  inteuvilii*d  tliiit  feeliiij;.  T\w  troops  werv<  sevc^ivty 
denounced  by  the  citizons,  many  of  wiiom  joined  the 
mob,  and  were  loud  in  their  threats  of  verrgeanoe, 
committing  in  tlieir  unxx'ii^^uiiin^  nngt>r  tbe  mistake 
for  which  the  people  of  Pitltburgh  paid  m  lerriWy- 
Still,  as  it  was  necesRory  to  take  prompt  measures  to 
check  the  mob,  the  city  aitthoritiei*,  who  were  joined 
by  a  dotnchment  of  armed  citi-/<n»  and  a  number  of 
the  Reading  Railroad  Coal  and  Iron  Police,  commenced 
on  the  24th  to  assert  the  Authority  of  the  law,  and  to 
put  down  the  outbK*ak.  It  wi\6t  known  that  at  the 
request  of  Governor  Uartmnfl,  General  Hancock  bad 
despatched  a  force  of  regular  troops  to  Reading,  and 
thn-t  IIr'm.'  would  arrive  nome  time  during  the  day. 
The  great  eEfort  of  the  authorities  was  therefore  to 
prewrve  order  until  the  regulars  could  roach  Reading. 

During  the  aflemoon  the  police  oflicials  were  in- 
formed where  the  strikent  bud  «tured  a  portiuu  of  their 
IS 
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Ammunition,  rind  Chief  of  Police  Cullcn,  ^itli  a  small 
d«tttil  of  cfliters,  proceeded  to  nn  unfroquented  base* 
inmit  in  a  (|aiet  jiart  of  the  city,  fimiefl  nn  rntrano.**, 
and  succeeded  in  captaring  two  large  boxea  of  old-fash- 
ioned muskctB  that  the  atrikers  bad  procured  from  the 
relics  of  an  old  military  company.  The  young  man 
who  had  infonned  the  police  of  the  wberenlioiitH  of  the 
muskets  narrowly  oecAped  doath  at  the  hands  of  an 
infuriated  mob.  The  strikeiB  admitted  that  they  bad 
plenty  of  armsp  and  the  oflicials  were  ready  to  believe 
the  boa«t. 

The  muskets  were  conveyed  to  the  Central  Police 
station  and  locked  in  a  celh  The  strikers  threatened 
io  liUiriti  thi-  City  Hall  in  oi'der  to  recover  the  nrms, 
but  this  threat  th9y  failed  to  put  into  execution.  Until 
four  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  militia  garrisoned  the 
Philadelphia  &  Reading  Railnmd  rampany'fl  (1ejH)t, 
The  entrances  and  exits,  train  galleries  and  surround- 
ings were  strictly  guarded.  Soldiers  with  muskets  and 
bayonets  stood  at  every  door,  and  no  person  was  allowed 
to  enter  the  building  unless  i>H.-4Mrd  in  by  a  company 
det^tive,  Everj'thing  was  under  the  closest  sur- 
veillance. 

It  was  derided  by  the  authorities,  in  consideration 
of  the  threats  of  tlte  mob  against  the  troops  who  had 
taken  part  in  the  firing  of  the  provioun  night,  to  Bend 
them  away  from  Reading,  as  the  best  means  of  avoid- 
ing further  trouble.  It  waa  hopd  that  their  placea 
could  be  filled  by  several  companies  of  the  16th  Reg!-* 
tnent  from  Conshohocken  and  Korristown,  which 
naohed  Beading  about  ten  o'clock  on  Tuesday  morn- 
ing. These  troops  left  th<*  earn  about  fwe  miles  below 
Beading,  and  marched  into  the  city,  taking  ap  their 
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quarters  at  the  depot,  where  they  joined  the  4th 
Bcgiment, 

ThpSL'  in?w  HjMipr»"j  h:«vinfr  In^nnl  of  tlit*  kilting  of 
the  t«n  citizens,  conferred  ivith  the  roprcscntativeB  of 
thti  strikers,  and  it  wns  not  long  before  many  of  the 
Con«lT<jhurki-ii  military  fnvly  expressed  Ihemw-lws  as 
being  rendy  ond  willing  to  throw  down  their  Arms  or 
give  thcra  to  the  riotera.  Oiie  soldier  remarked,  "Wc 
ftrc  workingmen  and  we  don't  fight  against  working- 
men.  We  wajit  bread  at  homej  but  we  don't  want  to 
rob  our  fellow-workininnen  for  it.  No,  eir;  we  came 
up  here  to  protect  property,  but  not  to  murder  the  poor 
men  of  Ifeftding-" 

Shortly  after  this  many  of  these  soldiersj  arm^n-arm 
with  tho  railroadcre,  were  going  about  the  back  stroetfl 
in  a.  jolly  atato  of  intoxication.  Aa  they  etaggcrcd 
along  they  madi>  many  threatji  of  violencej  and  the 
atizens  becamo  intensely  alarmed  at  the  eituation. 
People  comin*  in  from  the  country  reported  ccvcral  of 
llie  roJid»  liiR*d  with  soMItT*,  wilh(3Ut  thnr  giinB,  walk* 
iDg  homt',  in  the  abst-nce  of  ftuitublo  mlroud  transpor- 
tation, In  otht-T  worda,  they  were  dcftcrting.  AH 
these  things  helped  to  fan  the  flame  of  prejudice  and 
excittnu-nt  iignirwl  the  niiliLury  that  firnt  arrived  uud 
that  fii-od  into  the  crowd. 

By  hulf'pai't  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon  the  riotera 
bad  wtm  iivtr  s<»  many  of  the  Conhholiorrken  troopa, 
and  these  were  so  open  in  their  expressit^ns  ofhoslility 
to  t)je  Ith  Regiment  and  of  aympatliy  M'ith  the  mob, 
that  there  waa  danger  of  a  conflict  between  tiie  two 
divisions  of  troops  To  avert  tliifl  danger,  tlie  auUiori- 
lies  determined  to  send  both  divisions  out  of  tho  city 
at  once.     Accordingly,  at  four  oclo(^  they  vacated 
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^^^thcu-  quarters  at  the  depot,  and  nmrclicd  oat  of  Read-          H

^M       tbeywere  quartered,  and  a  batt€r>-  ofarttUer}'  occup 
^M       a  commfinding  emiBencc  on  the  southern  section 
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the  city  and  went  into  camp.  The  mob  looked  on  in 
Bll^nce,  Dot  daring  to  uttor  &  vonl  of  insult. 

Oix  till?  25t)ip  tlio  nuUiorities  fiTelicg  sfnmg  ennugK, 
d«lcrmi[iod  to  begin  the  work  of  repairing  the  railroad 
trades  and  arresting  the  leaders  of  the  riot-  The  police 
fjffiHals  wi=T<>  astir  at  earlj  dawn,  and  a  platoon  of 
thirty  men^  «ach  of  them  armed  with  a  Spencer  ride, 
ao.compamed  thorn.  This  detachment  formed  a  guard 
for  at  leaat  a  thouaand  men  who  were  early  at  vrork  in 
rppaJriiig  the  tracks  (iirn  up  by  the  mob.  This  wa» 
eucceeafuLly  accomplished,  and  by  ten  o'clock  all 
through  trains  from  tidewater  to  the  coal  fields  were 
running  without  molestation. 

Kvjforu  twelve  o'clock  in  fort  nut  ion  wa*i  Hworu  lo  b<>* 
fore  Alderman  Wcngel,  implicuting  about  uno  hundred 
and  fifty  men  as  being  concerned  in  acts  of  incendiar- 
i«m,  intiiiiichLtion  awl  riot.  Arrests  wvm  sk-iitlily 
being  made,  and  as  fast  as  Iho  officials  broiif^ht  their 
prisonOTB  in  they  were  either  taken  to  jail  at  once  or 
admitted  to  hail.  But  one  of  tlie  acciined  wa»  able  to 
furiuHh  seciinty.  It  was  generally  e^»iceded  that  M>me 
one  well  informed  as  to  the  plana  and  personalty  of  the 
rioters  had  given  the  information  upon  which  these 
arrests  were  made. 

Th«  pri^oncrH  were  pale,  nervous  and  trembling 
when  brought  lo  the  Blation.  They  wcro  arrested  in 
various  saloons  and  on  street  corners,  and  in  other 
hauutA  of  diMeputJthle  pf'ople.  They  wt*re  pliicod  in  a 
closely  covered  van  and  hurried  off  to  jail  in  default 
of  bail,  followed  by  a  large  crowd,  Thofle  arrests  were 
n^ade  very  cjiiit^tly,  fur  the  pnrpnM*  of  maintaining  peace 
and  order,  and  preventing  excitement. 

Several  npulnble  and  welltado  ciEizens  were  arrested 
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i30xt  few  dftys  on  cLcu^ft  of  being  engaged 
ill  the  riot,  sjkI  were  required  to  ipve  bail  for  their 
appearance  at  court. 

''It  IS  believed/*  eaid  a  letter  from  Reading,  written 
on  tho  2'Stb,  "  tbat  many  of  the  ringleadcts  of  tho 
strikers  wbo  operated  hero  wcro  procured  for  tbat 
spi.*cuil  {)ur|KirR^  iii;rii  iJiMtunt  puitits.  Tliti  »ma*i  pUntf 
and  ni«thodif  ar^  in  ueo  in  ronnti^'lvania  and  in  tbo 
neighboring  Stalci*.  Those  men  who  boldly  burned 
tlic  bridgCj  cars,  cftbrx>fti^K,  tore  up  the  tracks  and  drove 
the  crews  from  ibe  trains,  were  to  a  great  extent 
Btrangers  in  this  oommunity,  and  moreover,  tho6o  who 
brought  them  here  or  imported  them  to  do  fbut  work 
anywhere  are  thoroughly  and  syetematically  org&nued* 
Men  from  one  seetiou  will  visit  other  places  to  wreck 
and  ruin,  and  rice  v^mi.  Tho  MolUo  Maguiree  did 
their  bloody  deeds  in  the  same  way. 

"The  visiting  wreckers  and  rioters  are  piloted  to 
various  pointia  by  home  men  under  cover  of  the  uight, 
In  thia  section  tlib  has  been  conclu^vely  »hown.  A 
reporter  of  a  bonie  newspaper  distinctly  say«  that  on 
the  nij^tit  of  the  burDing  of  tbo  biji;  bridf^e,  tlio  carA  and 
the  destruction  of  tracks,  aa  he  wlw  puling  out  on  tho 
railroad  in  search  of  information  he  saw  three  men 
pLlIng  silbf  and  itoii  bars  on  tho  tnickii  lo  wn.>ck  an  in- 
coming passenger  train.  As  tho  reporter,  with  a  friend, 
advanced,  the  three  men  came  forward  and  aur\'cyed 
llu-m  from  1i>p  to  toi*.  Tbi-  wreckLis  wi>re  drUtniiiiR'd* 
looking*  stalwart  and  dirt-begrinied  men.  They  were 
non-residents  of  the  city  and  were  about  shoving  the 
report<!r  bark  when  a  voice  was  heard  :  '  I«ct  tiiat  man 
pass  on  !  He's  a  reporter/  This  was  said  by  a  party 
standing  in  the  shjidon's  of  a  high  bank.     It  was  bia 
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dciirc  to  koep  out  of  sight.  Ho  was  tho  pilot  for  the 
three  itrangerB,  and  waa  superintending  the  work  at 
the  ftftine  Ume.  The  reporter  panfw:d  on,  and  the  three 
wretches  coolly  rommed  the  work  of  bcuricfiding  the 
tracks.  This  la  an  illuatration  of  how  tho  pruccAs  of 
train-wrecking  is  carried  on.  The  beat-in  formed  citi- 
zt'nw  here  told  tl^e  Uf-nxid  reprt-i^iiljidve  tliu.t  the  ring- 
leader* woro  RtrangerSj  particularly  those  who  acted 
during  daylight.  Thoso  to  bo  arretted  are  the  princi- 
pala.  The  faces  that  were  seen  here  Sunday  night, 
Monday  and  yesterday  have  departed,  and  it  is  hpyoad 
question  that  thoy  Imve  gone  to  AUentown,  the  catttem 
terminua  of  the  Reading  Railroad,  Ka«tt  PcnnnylTaiiia 
hrunL-h,  nnd  ai-e  psirtitripathig  in  the  riotous  proceedinga 
at  that  point.  A  number  of  Reading  men  are  with 
them.  Of  one  hundred  warranto  i«eucd  the  majority 
are  for  parties  living  here,  Ik>fore  midnight  probably 
twenty-five  or  thirty  will  have  Iweo  arreyled.  It  will 
be  one  of  the  principal  efforts  of  tho  officiulif  to  gain 
additional  and  necessary  infonuntion  which  will  lead 
to  the  cApture  of  every  c^mspirator,  incendiary  rioter 
and  disturber  of  the  public  peace  operatuig  in  thttf 
State.  Not  oil  tho  crime  is  perpetrated  by  atrungers 
alone,  nor  have  all  the  fFtrnngers  lell  our  midst.  At 
noon  t^nlay  the  Reading  Railroad  Company  narrowly 
escaped  a  dieiutrous  ftro. 

"A  few  minutes  after  twelve  o'clock  a  number  of  the 
etnplu^f^  at  the  Reading  Forge,  it  very  large  e»tahliHh- 
ment  in  thift  cuty,  witnessed  smoko  issuing  Irom  the 
timber  of  the  platform  at  tho  southern  end  of  the 
building,  near  the  railroad.  The  men  quickly  exam- 
ined the  luc&tion  and  found  a  large  quantity  of  cotton 
waste  saturated  with  oil  burning  under  tho  timber^ 
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where  it  had  been  placed  by  some  partis  irilh  the  evi- 
rk'iit  intendon  of  deatniying  the  worka  while  the  em- 
pIo_y^^a  Wfrt?  itl  dinner.  JIaJ  the  fire  gained  the  leiiac 
headway  tho  very  extensive  work^  ivould  huvo  bi^n 
completely  destroyed,  and  o,e  it  is  locAtod  in  a  very 
Ukirkly  j«ettled  AectiCQ  the  Gre  would  have  Inmmi  terrible 
iodeed" 

For  eomc  days  Beading  was  unc-Asy  and  e?:eit6d,  &ud 
arreAtfl  continued  to  be  made  by  the  ])olioe;  but  no 
further  outbreak  occurred,  and  the  city  gradually 
■ettled  down  into  its  accustomed  quiet. 

On  tho  7th  of  August,  the  coroners  jury,  which  had 
been  aununoned  &  day  or  two  after  tho  contliGi  with  the 
uiobf  to  consider  the  ciiu^  of  thi.-  doiitli  of  the  killod  on 
that  occasion,  rendered  tlie  following  verdict,  in  which 
substantial  justice  is  done  to  the  troops: 

The  undoraignedt  memberA  of  »n  inrjnent  upon  the 
bodies  of  the  following  named  citizens:  Milton  Trace, 
JameB  J.  Fisher,  Liidwig  HoflVnan,  Jobn  H.  Weaver* 
LewiH  A.  Eisenhower,  John  A,  CaflJ^idy,  John  A.  Wun- 
der,  Daniel  Nachtriel^  Elios  Shafer  and  Howard  Cranip, 
whow<*rG  killwi  during  a  riot  ou  NLjnduyi'vennij^,  July 
23d,  1877j  in  the  city  of  Headings  after  hnving  heard  a 
large  number  ofwitnoflses  and  after  due  inquiry  and 
consideration  of  all  tho  factei  and  circumstances  attend- 
ing ihv  riotous  demonstration,  report  ^  follo\«'s: 

Fir$t.  The  »aid  [)ei>otut  came  to  their  death  by  a 
firing  of  the  miEitary  upon  the  rioters. 

J^vnd.  That  the  fioldiers  comp(^i»ing  a  portion  of 
the  4th  Reji^imcnt,  Pa,  N,  G^  numWriiif;  about  two 
hiindrctl  ini-n,  white  maruhuig  tljruugh  \]m  raiUuad 
cut  along  Seventh  street,  were  continually  availed 
with  dtODC^  and  brickbat;*  from  the  liuic  theyenttred 
the  cut  at  Walnut  street  bridge  until  tlicy  approached 
Fcnn  Mrect,  a  distance  of  two  equarx^st,  tlio  ai^«ault 
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becoming  severer  the  further  they  moved,  and  heiiic 
acoompanieil  uith  pisti^l  shots  alVr  they  hatl  it-^^hwl 
WaAhins:ton  street  brid^;  that  during  said  march 
many  of  the  floldic^re  were  badly  \?oundod  by  tho  mift- 
tiiles.  sonio  of  them  behig  knocked  down  two  or  three 
times.  Notwithstaiidnig  an  order  Cn^m  the  command* 
irig  officer  not  to  fii-e^  ft  single  shot  fi-om  one  of  the 
military  was  a  signal  for  others  to  fire^  which  soon 
became  gcncml.  It  would  be  expecting  too  much  of 
humaji  nature,  especially  on  the  part  of  untrained  sol- 
ditrs,  to  ex[K*ct  ll^em  not  to  fii-e  under  th^  fettrftil  peril 
in  i\hic-h  tliey  were  phiceJ,  and  when  once  the  firing 
cominenccdp  the  volleys  of  stone  and  pistol  ehota  con- 
tinuing, and  being  cvpociully  directed  agLun^t  thtnr 
ranker  the  inc|U<.>t)t  cannot  censure  them  for  tho  manner 
in  which  tht'y  Jicted. 

Third.  That  tli«  military  were  here  as  the  repre- 
BCntativcA  of  public  order,  under  directionfl  of  Major* 
General  Bolton,  who  waa  doubtless  acting  under  tlic 
Stato  civil  auUiority,  said  orders  having  been  duly 
communicated  to  Genera!  Reeder,  commanding  the  4tn 
Regiment,  who  was  in^itrui^t^^d  to  report  to  the  ^herilTj 
mayor  or  railroad  ofBcials.  Having  been  met  before 
reaching  Reading  by  eeveral  officers  of  the  railroad 
company,  who  informed  him  that  tlie  railroad  depot 
wa«  in  possession  of  the  niob^  he  left  the  caiv,  with 
Gomiiituii\  nt  u  short  disLtinee  iilx>ve  ihe  di^|x>t^  and 
marched  down  the  railroad  to  the  depot-  Upon  reach- 
ing the  depot  and  finding  it  in  possession  ot  the  Coal 
and  Iron  police,  but  meeting  neither  the  shcrifTnor  the 
nifij-or  (ihv  latt<?r  official  Ix-ing  out  of  the  c*ity),  he  was 
re(jiji->l*'d  by  iin  ofTiciid  of  the  rarlruad  mm|Mmy  to 
move  in  the  direction  of  I'cnn  ctrect  to  release  a  pa*- 
ficnijcr  train  then  m  the  hands  of  the  mob,  and  while 
complying  with  this  request  the  tiring  of  the  military 
t^Hjk  pliKX-.  It  thus  Appears  that  under  the  evidence^ 
so  far  a^  it  bus  Ix^'n  laid  before  the  in<|ue9t,  thtit  Gen* 
eral  Rceder»  with  hi»  command,  was  acting  within  his 
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instructionp,  nnrl  if  any  blj^me  is  to  be  Attaclied  to  Use 
action  of  the  military,  it  must  be  bome  by  tho  superior 
oflQcer  in  command. 

FuMtih,  Thai  while  tlie  deatlia  wer^  itiiiiiccliuliOy 
owing  to  the  firing  of  the  soldiers,  who  wvi-c  ttt  t}ic 
proper  place,  under  projwr  authority,  Y^bere  the  dxnoT' 
der  WAS  rftgin;?,  yet  the  rcftpoiiHibility  far  tho  t<?rriblo 
tragedy  of  Mond:iy  night  is  directly  ftttrilmlablo  lo 
thtipif?  wliLi  c<jiri]HiMed  the  htwlL':««  body  H^M-'iiiblfd  neur 
the  corner  ot  Sinvnlh  and  I'eini  ptreet^  who  were  in- 
etigutiiig  the  riotous  pi'occciiings.  While  many  were 
present  not  a«  inciting  to  riotf  but  out  of  idle  curiosity, 
lliey,  neverlhelesii*,  by  their  [jresK'nec  gnvc  aid  mnd  coii- 
fidetiec^  to  thi?  nioh  T«j>inL  whii  iiiiliati.'d  ihe  dieturbiince. 
The  Itttber  are  the  pereons  priranrily  rcspouaiblc  for  nil 
the  subsequent  trouble  and  blooduhed^  nnd.  if  detected 
and  flrr^stedy  ebould  be  held  to  the  H^vorci^t  uccount- 
ability. 

Fyfih.  Tlie  nbsetice  of  the  mayor  from  the  city  may 
be  a  sullident  exciuie  for  the  inactivity  uf  the  city  au- 
thoritiea  at  Wie  time. 

Sii^th^  While  on  tho  one  hand  tho  tefltimony  clearly 
idiows  that  Chief  of  Police  Cullen  was  faithful  in  the 
diselmr^'e  i>f  hxa  tiflieial  duty,  it  is  a  matter  of  regret  to 
t]ie  in(pk'?(L  that  the  testimony  doe«  not  equally  com- 
mend the  ehcrilV  in  tht-  diJ^harge  of  hia  duty ;  on  the 
contrary,  thuu^lt  t^^lL'^raphed  for  early  on  Monday 
morning,  23d  July,  and  having  reached  the  city  by 
Apeeial  train,  pmvided  by  the  railroad  cx^mpany,  at  five 
orlfx.:k  A-  w.,  lie  ni'vertheleaa  made  no  attempt  to  pn> 
vide  Jot  the  prCMTVfition  of  the  public  peace,  although 
earnestly  d^>pealcd  to  and  urgc^  to  organiJK?  a  posac  by 
a  nundx'r  of  citizens  during  the  day.  It  i»  well  known 
that  during  thi*  wlmli-  uf  NTiiiuhiy  the  city  wiia  iindiT 
the  powtT  and  in  the  cuutrtjl  of  tlie  mob,  whoi*e  [u-o- 
gre^i4  yfi^  hourly  gathering  strength,  and  that  LtKrefoa^ 
nt  noon  Me*»PM.  Wootten  and  Miller  offered  to  furni*h 
R  sufficient  number  of  men^  with  arms  and  ammunition,

to  constitute  a  poaac  comitatus,  nnd  euppross  tlic  riot 
if  tho  sheriff  would  frive  the  fluthorily  for  so  doinjr, 
Thia  offer  wiw  declined  hy  tlie  kWiIT,  wIio  »icniflcantly 
remarked  that  the  mob  also  had  nrirm.  All  thnt  the 
sheriff  of  Iterka  county  did  hi  this  fearful  cnicrgency> 
after  wasting  the  whol^  day  iu  \m  oUzgo  doing  nothin;^, 
was  to  iaauc  his  proclnmation,  aftt?r  five  o'clock  in  tlie 
evenhig.  callUig  upoo  cilizena  to  remain  at  home.  Iu 
coiiduAion  thereof,  or  in  accordance  with  evidence  pre- 
sented, the  inquest  believea  that  the  fherifi',  having 
ne^lccled  and  refused  to  perform  what  woa  hie  ohvioua 
duty,  is  in  a  measure  reaponsible  for  ihQ  ^vbdIa  which 
followed.  .

From  Evading  the  strike  spread  rapidly  into  the 
mining  rc^ricng  of  Pcrnisylvania,  Attompta  wore  mado 
by  the  minera  nt  i'otUvillc  and  Shamokin,  in  the 
Si^hnylkSIl  <li!4tric1>  to  bring  on  riuts  on  thi^  24ib  and 
25th,  but  wero  failures.  At  ShnitioUin  the  rioters  wore 
firod  upon  by  the  burgCBS  and  his  ijcssc  and  disptrecd, 
The  citizens  grive  an  un«wurving  H»pt»ort  to  the  authori- 
tioa,  and  the  danger  wa«  averted.  At  Maueh  Chunk 
an  effort  waA  made  to  induce  the  riremon  and  brakemcn 
on  the  Ijchi^h  &  Susquehanna  Kailroad  to  join  in  the 
Btrilce,  but  the  minority  uf  the  mCD  refused  to  leavo 
their  work. 

The  Lohigli  Valley  Kailroad  men  Joined  Iho  ^Uik^ 
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on  t!ie  25tli,  anJ  thero  wiw  «onsid^'niLlft  (•xcilemftnt  at 
Bethk^ht^in,  Tho  traius  wore  slopped  and  the  engineer? 
and  fircaiou  forced  to  abandon  tlicJr  looomotivofl.  On 
the  sftine  Any  tlie  brftkemen  and  firemen  on  the  eaatem 
d!vi.sLon  of  lids  n.^JMi,  extending  (mm  Easton  U*  Munch 
Chunk,  struck,  and  blockaded  the  road.  The  Lehigh 
Valley  men  at  Easton  joined  the  strike  during  the 
night,  and  those  at  WUkesbnrre  took  aimilar  action 
about  the  same  time.  This  pbiccd  tho  entire  line  of 
the  Lchigli  VflUey  Roiircad  in  the  hnn(]e  of  the  elrikers. 
All  freight  trains  were  estopped,  and  the  atrikent  an- 
noniioiMl  that  while  they  wonid  allow  ihe  company  to 
carry  the  mail»  over  its  line,  no  pafisenger  trains  would 
be  permitted  to  run.  The  railroad  officials  then  gave 
orders  to  stop  all  trains,  and  to  make  no  attempt  to 
carry  the  mails. 

Bethlehem  and  Wilkesbarrc  were  the  centres  of  the 
trouble.  The  principal  excitement  was  at  the  latter 
place.  On  the  night  of  the  2r)th  all  the  passenyer 
trains  were  stopped  at  Wilkeabarrej  but  on  the  morning 
of  the  26th  some  of  them  were  permitted  to  depart,  in 
order  that  the  men  employed  on  them  might  reach 
their  homc?s. 

The  fitrikere  continued  to  hold  the  rond  until  the  last 
of  July,  The  company  then  determined  to  run  their 
trains  in  spite  of  the  stnkerff,  and  an  the  Sletmiccpcdcd  in 
getting  a  train  through  from  Bethlohom  to  Maiteh Chunk. 
They  announced  to  their  cmployca  that  their  abiuidoU' 
ment  of  their  poAL»  was  virtually  a  withdrawal  from 
the  service  of  the  company,  and  that  their  places  would 
be  supplied  with  new  men.  This  was  done  in  a  great 
measure.  Application  was  made  to  the  governor  for 
ftcflistancCr  and  a  force  of  Stat^  militia  and  regulars  waa 
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ordered  to  protect  the  road.  Tbe  etribora  declared 
their  intention  to  atop  the  traina,  ond  on  the  let  of 
August,  the  day  appointed  for  the  resumption  of  traffic, 
a  large  enw-d  aBHombkd  at  the  depot  at  Wilkesbarre, 
rceolvod  that  no  traiiiB  sliould  pass  that  point. 

In  spite  of  this  dcmonntration  the  anthoritics  of  the 
road  prt'pared  to  st^nd  out  a  tniin.  TIuh  action  grr^atly 
excited  the  rioters.  At  this  juncture  Mayor  Loomis 
wtt5  obscncd  making  hia  way  through  the  crowd  to  the 
engine,  llv  vra^  alonv,  not  even  n  ]>ulicuinan  accoid- 
panyin^  him.  Hy  jxreat  effort  !ie  reached  the  engine 
and  jumped  upon  iu  fiido.  Then  ho  read  the  rujt  act 
to  the  crowd,  uttered  a  few  words  of  counee]  and  advice* 
and  leaped  dowu  among  the  men,  who  began  plying 
him  with  all  sorta  of  quet^tiona.  In  the  meantime  the 
train  backed  down  ecvcml  hundred  yorda.  The 
etrikem  auppoAed  that  it  waa  for  tlie  purpose  of  chang* 
ing  engines,  which  ia  usually  done  at  this  point. 
Another  engine  stood  all  ready  on  a  eido  track,  and  the 
etrikcra  were  imprc£«ed  with  the  l>elief  that  they  would 
have  plenty  of  time  to  ojicrate  before  the  change  was 
nwdo;  but  suddenly  the  engine  attached  to  the  train 
began  to  move  forward,  and  a^  Enpinoer  Drumhellcr 
"threw  her  wide  open/'  i*ho  l>oi;nc<.d  foi'wjird  ainl  left 
the  de[Xft  at  a  terrific  «[)eeJ.  She  ran  m>  faat  that  it 
was  impoasible  for  any  person  to  board  her  The  march 
thus  stolen  on  the  atnkera  made  them  very  angry,  and 
they  resolved  1o  make  up  for  it  beforijt  night,  and  they 
kept  their  word. 

It  was  when  the  3.45  train  from  Elmira  came  in 
that  Engineer  Drumhcller,  who  had  taken  t!*e  other 
train  out,  relumed  with  this.  The  strikers  made  up 
Uieir  minds  to  Mtop  him  at  all  haxardB,     The  train  wu 
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mnde  up  fiimilftrly  to  tho  one  which  lind  ^uccCRsfully 
passed  before.  About  fifly  i>ai<floiigor«  were  on  board. 
As  it  hailed  nt  tlie  depot  two  mcu  lcai)ed  into  the 
etighie  cub  and  ciiught  bold  of  Drumbullun  Otliem 
uncoupled  the  engine  from  the  balance  of  the  train  and 
cut  the  beli-cord.  A  United  States  detective  was 
f:rt>vrded  off  the  platfonn  by  a  car  and  aubftecjuently 
*  badly  hurt.  At  this  JMUcture  an  engineer  leaped  on 
the  engine  and  pulled  her  out.  A  doieen  men  and  boya 
juni]M!d  on  her,  and,  amid  M^iistlca  and  screeches,  she 
flew  out  of  the  town.  In  the  meiuilimQ  Drnmbellcr 
wiifi  petting  badly  punii^hed.  T!ie  crowd  ivoa  lenibly 
excited^  and  threatened  all  sorts  of  things. 

One  of  the  company's  ccmstnbk'x^  a  lame  man,  made 
his  appcumnco,  and  was  attacked,  llo  sought  refuge 
at  police  hcad-quarteni.  Several  of  the  mob  drevr 
revolvers,  but  as  no  one  was  by  to  protest  against  their 
action  a  fight  did  not  occur.  TIil>  paiss^^ngem  on  the 
train  wore  all  terribly  frightened  and  ran  off  fur  pro- 
tection. 

Immi'diately  after  the  engine  had  Ijoen  mn  off  by 
the  men  and  the  train  left  standing  on  tho  track  the 
following  order  wa*  posted  upon  the  Lehigh  Valley 
depot: 

iVo/tes^All  peaceful  and  law  Ail  menvurcA  have 
failed  to  secure  safe  transit  of  mail,  jui^ssenger,  and 
freight  trains.  Notice  i^  hereby  j^iven  that  all  trains 
an;  abandoned  indefinitely,  till  furtlier  notice,  on  tlie 
Wyoming  division.     By  oixler^

The  triumph  of  the  strikera  was  of  short  durallon. 
On  the  night  of  the  1st  it  was  known  that  the  State 
and   Federal  tixfopti  were  on    their  way   to  Scrantoa 
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find  WilkcftLarro,  Very  poon  ftftor  lliia  llic  riotcw, 
many  or  whom  were  mn^ked^  Mt  to  xvorlc  to  tear  up 
llie  trnrkft.  Ilftviiig  duiie  thirty  tliey  snpimwd  Wwy  Iiad 
eflbctually  blocked  the  way  of  the  troop§.  Plymouth, 
a  neighboring  town,  vrna  cnpturccl  by  the  ti'oopa  without 
resiatancc,  after  midnight  on  tl\c  Ist^  and  from  that 
point  a  Htrnng  force  of  troops  was  inurchKl  mpidly 


floross  the  country  to  TTilkoebarrc,  which  town  wna 
quietly  occupied  at  daybreak  on  the  2d  of  August, 
before  thy  HoUts  hml  awitkened  fnHii  their  slumbers. 
Every  mun  whom  tlie  troops  encountered  on  thoir 
march  was  arrested,  and  when  Wiikeabaire  wa«  occu- 
ptpd  c^Tty  petBon  found  in  the  street*  woa  sccun^d  and 
pluci^d   undifr  guard*      Tho  mn^i^tnit^^^tt,  citizt;u»j  and 
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gtrikops  wero  all  eocured  and  held  uatil  they  could  be 
identified.  Tliia  unexpected  movement  comjdetely  jmr- 
al^zcdthc  strikers,  who  offered  no  resistance.  About 
seventy  of  tliem  were  itrre>*tcd  unil  Iiold  by  the  troops. 
A  conffidcTublc  force  ^ym  left  ut  Wilkc»barro,  and 
under  lite  protection  of  tbe  troops  the  trncka  were 
rvpiilnnl.  Alxiiit  noon  Guvernnr  KiLrtnttifX  niul  t^vo 
tniiua  loaded  with  troops  pa^aed  through  tlie  town 
towArdif  Scran  ton* 

Tlie  strike  wtLs  now  at  nn  end  on  the  Lfhigb  Valley 
rtJftd.  The  State  auUifiritu^H  Ixing  able  to  give  proteo* 
lion  to  the  road,  the  company  be;^rin  to  run  its  troind  at 
once,  and  the  strikers  generally  sought  employment  in 
their  old' places. 

The  Buspension  of  traffic  on  the  rood  eerioufily 
ailected  the  manufacturing  industries  of  tbiB  part  of  the 
itate.  At  Bethleliem  and  other  pointer  the  lar^ge  milU 
were  compelled  to  suspend  openitions  bccnusu  of  thi-ir 
inability  to  procure  coal,  and  tlius  largo  bcdie«  of  work- 
ingmen  were  compelled  to  be  idle. 

At  EaiftoD,  on  the  IVlnwnru  river,  the  main  line  of 
the  Dtdnware,  LnckE^wnnna  &  Western  Railroad  con- 
iiect>«  with  itA  Morris  and  Ei^sox  division,  the  latter 
lying  within  the  State  of  Nt^w  Jersey.  Other  impon 
t:int  ruad«  tenninate  nt  EnAton.  Conaiderable  diaturlv 
nnce  was  occaitioned  at  Ibia  point  by  the  strike  of 
the  men  on  the  roads  above  mentionedj  and  the  Now 
Jersey  Central  Ttailmajl  1  rains  wer«  stopped,  and 
threata  made,  but  no  outbreak  wa^  attempted. 

Scranton,  the  moat  important  point  in  tho  coal 
region,  waa  profoundly  agitated  from  the  first  of  the 
tioubles.  On  the  artemoon  of  tbe  24th  the  strike  wa« 
be^n  by  the  etnploy^ia  of  the  Lackawaiina  Iron  and 
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Coal  Compftny.  As  soon  ns  tho  gong  Boun<]ed  at  nooii^ 
the  men,  to  tlio  number  of  about  1,-^00,  stopped  work 
ftTiJ  struck*  and  aU  operations  cccukcJ  in  the  rolling- 
milla^  loundnea  Riid  nie^\  workH.  The  Rlrike  wiut  first 
declared  in  the  old  rolling  mill.  At  a  given  signal,  and 
tho  men  retired  from  the  building,  leaving  the  red-hot 
bars  in  the  rolb,  nnd  the  fireA  glowing  in  the  furnAces. 
7hvy  then  proceeded  in  procession  to  the  coinpnny's 
BteeJ  work«,  where  work  wcu  immediately  suspended.

and  the  cmploy^a  joining  tlic  Btrikcrs,  the  entire  party 
mairhed  1o  the  roimdrlca  fuid  shops,  where  eimilar 
Kenes  were  enacte*!.  Th\j  invn  i*»iil  that  it  wns  jinpo»- 
Bible  for  them  to  live  on  the  wages  they  had  been 
leceivtng,  and  on  the  loth  of  the  month  their  pay 
wna  cut  down  ten  per  cent  more,  A  meeting  waa 
held  in  the  aAornoon,  and  it  was  re»oIved  to  demand  :t 
reslomtion  of  the  inft  ton  per  cent,  reduction.     On  tho 
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niglit  of  the  23df  the  meo  emplu^i^J  at  Uie  Meadow 
Brook  Mjue5,  \n  tbe  suburb  of  Scrauton,  struck  for 
higher  pay,  about  SOO  of  tbctn  tuniiDg  out. 

At  «)x  o'clock  un  the  evening  of  the  24th  the  fire- 
men  in  the  employ  of  the  Dt^Uware,   LaokawAiinu  k 
Weetera  utid  the  Uelaware  &  Hudson  Comp&nieB  struck 
work.     As  scx>n  aw  the  ))t?tl  in  the  nxtitil  Iiouite  denoU-d 
the  hour  of  ii^  the  men  conveyed  their  engines  into 
the  yard,  drevr  the  fires  from  them,  and  left  them  in 
good  order.     A  coal  trchhi  whidi  left  Scranton  at  five 
o'clixk  was   returned^  and   placed   Eide   by  side  with 
about  twenty  other  trains  ladea  with  black  diamonds 
in   the  yaitl.     The  firemen   retired   from  their  work 
peaceably,  and  in  tlie  courae  of  convei-saUons  heW  with 
8cv<;ral  of  them,  they  declared  that  tbey  would  protect 
life  and  pnj|ierty  with  their  lives  if  need  be.     Supe^ 
intcndcnt  Manville  aiis\^ered  the  men  in  the  employ 
of  the  D(*laware  &  Hudson  Company  in  the  afternoon 
to  tbe  effect  that  the  company  would  make  no  coa- 
cesisiorr  and  the  firemen  on  that  hnc  Htruck  simultan- 
eou>*ly  with  tho^e  on  the  Delnware,  LjickiLWjUinai  West- 
ern road.    The  men  took  all  the  pas^nger  trains  to 
their  dci^ttnatione^  and  a^  M>on  o»  they  arrived  at  the 
deix>t  the  fin^  wc-tt:  drawn  and  the  engines  plactid  tu 
the  yards. 

It  wa$  annoimced  by  the  railroad  officials  that  no 
freight,  coal  or  pa«»engcr  train  would  run  until  the  di& 
ficulty  waa  wi'tthil.  The  strikt'  wn»  Holely  on  the  part 
of  the  firemen,  and  the  enf^ineorA,  conductors  and 
brakcmen  were  not  concerned  in  iL  The  eflect  of  the 
strike  on  the  road  wai^  to  prevent  all  vhipmenta  of  coal, 
and  to  make  the  mines  throughout  the  Lackawanna 
valley  idle. 
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In  Ticw  of  the  excitement  prevailing  in  the  city,  the 
Mayor  of  Scranton,  on  the  24th,  issued  ttc  following 
proclattuitiou : 

To  the  CiHzens  of  Scranton  : 

In  viow  of  the  excitement  tbroupliout  the  eountry 
CKcastoned  by  the  labor  troubles  and  the  lamentable 
loss  of  life  and  property  in  our  own  und  other  Stsit^^s, 
it  becomes  the  duty  of  all  good  citis^ens  to  u#o  their 
beat  efforts  to  preserve  peace  and  uphold  the  law. 
Recognizing^  as  every  one  must,  the  unfortunate  con- 
dition of  the  buHinesB,  and  Snancial  interests  of  all 
classes  of  the  community,  and  especially  the  hardship 
and  huflering  of  the  laboring  men,  we  must  yet  unite 
in  mainLainiug  to  the  fullest  extent  the  majesty  of  the 
law  and  the  protection  of  life  and  property.  I  there- 
fore earnestly  urge  all  good  citizens,  and  especially 
t!ie  workiiigmeii  tbeiime! ves,  to  ab^itain  fn>Mi  all  ex* 
eiti?d  dif^CLidHLon  of  the  prominent  question  of  the  day. 
The  laboring  men  of  our  city  are  vitally  interested 
in  the  pi'eflervation  of  peace  and  good  order  and  the 
prevention  of  any  pofl&iblo  ilestniction  of  property,  I 
trust  the  leaiHng  Tni.*n  among  the  workingmeu  fully 
reftliR(3  that  the  inlcrtrsts  of  the  whole  city  are  their 
intL-it*els,  and  that  any  riot  or  dratiiiction  of  life  or 
property  can  work  only  injury  to  all  clai^&ed  and  to  the 
good  nura^  of  our  city.  Every  taxpayer  will  realize 
thai  luiy  destruetioTi  of  pmporty  will  have  lo  be  puid 
for  by  tho  rity.  and  ^volJhl  by  bo  much  incrtniwT  th« 
burden  of  taxation.  In  one  day  Pittsburgh  hnis  put 
upon  herself  a  load  that  her  taxpayers  will  struggle 
under  for  yenra.  In  conclusion,  I  again  oarno»tly  urge 
upon  men  of  all  chi-ssea  in  our  city  the  mceswilyof 
Bolx'r.  careful  thought  and  the  cviininal  fully  of  any 
precipitate  action.  Robert  H.  McKu:jb,  Mayor, 

The  oxcitomont  continued  to  incroaAo,  and,  on  the 
25th  thousand's   of    niiacrs    flocked    into   Scranton, 
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BwelUrij?  the  crowds  about  tlie  depot,  and  adding 
to  the  danger.  The  etrikcrH  declared  that  they  would 
allow  the  mniU  to  posa  unmolested,  liut  would  sufibr 
no  passengi^r  cam  to  go  (hrDUj^h.  Th«  excitement 
incrooi^cd  to  fover  heat  when  iho  mornini^  irail  train 
from  Binj^hnnipton,  for  Ncvr  York,  arrived  at  y,oO, 
Tliti  Ktriki^rs  weiv  ttiJi^ioiit  In  Hiid  titut  an  fxprew*  cut 
and  threo  paisonger  coochoa  were  rtttoehod,  togolh(>r 
with  the  mail  car.  Exeitinj;  dcmoritftratEona  wcro 
made  at  llie  varioun  sbitloiin  along  the  line^  and  at 
Great  Bend,  furt^'  miles  norih  of  St-ranUin,  a  crowd  of 
five  hundred  Bought  to  detach  the  poaaen^r  carSi  but 
were  deterred  by  the  engineers.  On  arriving  at  the 
suburbs  of  Scranlon,  the  train  wits  boarded  hv  a  nitm* 
ber  of  the  strikers,  who^  aa  »ooii  as  it  re:iched  within  a 
few  ynrd«  of  the  depot,  cut  off  the  pacsengcr  and  ex- 
press cars,  and  pDrmitt<:d  the  mall  to  pa^is.  At  the 
depot  an  exciu-d  caiwd  hourdtnl  llic*  trains  and  the 
pot;tma£ter  wa^  about  to  put  on  the  mtilh  when  in- 
formed by  the  rculroud  oflicials  that  the  train  would  go 
no  further  uid^'Nt  the  pfiascngcr  ears  were  allowed  lo 
run-  This  di-ciition  tiiuxed  much  indi«;na(]cu  among 
the  strikers  i^"d  several  uttered  loud  threats  of  Kri'^ing 
the  engine  and  ruiming  the  mail  to  New  York,  but 
wiser  cuunselH  pn*vailetl,  und  a  meeting  wwt  forthwith 
held  on  the  platform,  whon  it  was  resolved  to  telegraph 
to  Governor  IlartrauU  and  Po-stniosler-Ceneral  Key, 
upprising  t1ii*rii  i>C  th(f  t^iaUt  of  filT^ti^,  mid  di^chumiug 
all  rcKponfiibility  on  the  part  of  tlie  men  for  tlie  deten- 
tion of  the  mails,  which  were  earned  back  to  the  po»l- 
oifice. 

The  I'eply  was  awaited  with  anxiety,  and  the  tele- 
graph  office  and  depot  were  crowded  till  noon,  when  a

flag  waa  flung  from  a  ivindow  of  the  hea^-qiiarters  of 
ibe  fitrikere.  It  was  a  call  for  a  meeting,  und  tlicro 
Tvaa  CI  rii«h  for  tbc  hall  ftt  once.,  none  but  firemen  ntiil 
brakoincii  Ix*ing  wlniittod.  A  JL^spntcti  from  Oov«rnor 
Httrtninft  wjw  rtutl  aitiiJ  clieers,  elaliiig  U»i.t  he  had 
iDELmctcd  Suporintcndc'iit  Balelead  to  allow  the  mails 
to  rjn  through.     The  men  then  pr«paix:d  a  stalemeat 
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for  publicatiou  lu  the  local  papers,  letting  fortli  their 
grievanc?efl  and  the  cause  for  their  present  action.  They 
also  adopted  a  petition,  asking  the  aaloon^keepers  to 
close  thiMr  ptaoL*9  of  Laziness.  On  the  nanie  day  the 
brake rnc^ii  joined  the  firemen  in  the  Ntrike. 

The  excitement  was  increased  during  the  day  by  the 
action  of  the  miners^  who  represented  no  leaa  than  forty 
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tnouaand  men  in  tlie  Scmnton  district,  asking  an  in*- 
crcAse  of  twcnt^'-Bve  per  cont.  on  their  wage*.  A  com- 
inilU'vor»ix  wuiU'd  on  the  ^*nenil  coal  superintendent, 
W.  R.  Stijrrs^  and  prcfit'nted  a  eems  of  roiH)Iution8, 
petting  forth  the  fact  thiit  tlic  men  had  endured  re- 
peated redu^.LiiiiiA  uiilil  thi*ir  wages  hnd  nMchiHl  a 
starvation  ftnndnrd,  and  that  they  did  not  pFop^wc  to 
enduTG  it  any  longer.  They  farther  alatud  tliut  if  the 
tnf^n  on  the  r^lroiKl  returned  to  workp  they  would  Iiuld 
out  until  such  time  a«  itu^lr  wages  wen;  mlvunoi^nl. 
Mr.  Stcrnt  hiformod  them  that  be  would  forward  their 
petition  to  the  company,  and  would  have  an  answer  for 
them  on  Friday,  The  men  then  called  a  ma^^ineGting 
in  the  woodn,  in  the  Buburba,  for  the  aHeraoon  of 
the  liCth. 

The  Lackawanna  Iron  and  Coal  (^)mpary  a  employ^ 
and  the  men  in  the  iron  and  steel  workft,  sent  acorn* 
mittee  to  wait  o:\  the  general  superintendent,  \\\W, 
Scranton,  to-day,  and  demanded  an  increase  of  twcnty- 
Svc  per  ci'nL.  lie  mwlv  quite  a  Ii-ngthy  address  to  (he 
men,  stating  that  the  company  could  not  give  tho  ]n- 
creaw  al  proseul,  owing  to  the  depro*»ed  condition  of 
ibc  iron  induf^ti^.  The  men  held  a  ma»»-mcelLng,  at 
which  tlu-y  d4'<:1iKil  to  liirli!  out  to  the  hint.  The  work- 
men employcKl  in  the  railroad  ^liopa  demanded  an  in- 
ereaw  of  twenty  per  cenL  in  the  morning,  and  struck 
work  at  noon.  The  Mrike  thuj*  became  general-  It 
extended  lo  et'ery  branch  of  industry  in  the  valley, 
and  the  condition  of  aQhirs  wa^  very  serious.  Secret 
mt'Ctin^TS  were  held  throughout  the  city  by  the  strikers^ 
luid  the  public  were  kept  in  a  state  of  pamful  appr^ 
heni^ion. 

The  fitrikc  of  the  miners  introduced  a  new  and 
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dnng^pou3  element  into  llic  tixmUcs.  The  miners,  not 
ftulii'Iieti  witli  quitting  work,  refused  to  ailow  the  putnp^ 
oC  tin"  ijjirn'S  to  be;  wcirkcd.  The  muii  who  dLli*tii|iteil 
to  niu  ihe  iminps,  the  work  or  which  wns  necessary  to 
keep  tljc  mines  from  Uooiling,  were  driven  away  by  the 
Hlrikci>,  inul  the  eri-piR^a  were  ''shut  down/*  The 
\tator  wa«  llius  nlluwotl  to  gain  j^lc'uilily  u]>on  Uio 
mined,  flooding  them,  and  injiinng  thi'in  to  the  extent 
of  nany  thon^niid  dullnr^f.  This  wilful  dc«itruction  of 
the  ]>ru[xrty  of  tlieir  <-inj>lo>ei'!*  hy  the  minem  wm 
simply  i^iuoidah  A.  doKpaCch  from  Serantnn,  on  tlic 
2t)th  of  July,  thus  summed  up  the  atate  of  allaird; 


"Tho  entire  Lnekawanna  region  i*  idia  Week 
bcTora  last  tliin  n-j^Jon  wiil  lu-jirly  1."jO,00()  ton:*  of  coal 
to  nmrket.  L;t>t  week  it  did  not  wml  a  tithe  of  that 
qnanlity,  anJ  iKXt  wt-ek  it  will  not  eend  any>  Tlie 
minci's  of  the  DL^hiwiire  &  Hudson  Caniil  Company  quit 
work  3'e«terduy  morning,  and  tho«o  of  tlio  Pt»nn«yl- 
vania  Conl  Comjuiny  anj  in  t^nforcixl  idleiiui^H  on  nceount 
of  the  det^lruclion  of  a  hen/.l-lioiij«c  and  hnd;^*  on  ihoir 
gravity  railroad.  The  head-houac,  which  wa«  situated 
in  the  woods  cast  of  thia  city,  ww»  burned  down  at 
three  o'clock  this  mornin;^  by  a  mub  which  Burpriaod 
the  wnlohman,  and  tied  him  with  ropes  to  a  neighboring 
ii\w  Th<»y  Haturutcd  the  wtxxhwoik  of  the  headdiuune, 
and  then  »<•{  it  otf  with  a  match.  IL  nmile  a  fiirrce 
blaze,  which  wa8  plainly  visible  here,  LK^ntrucUon  of 
the  liend-houeo  cauftea  a  eonipIeLe  atoppn^e  frt>m  Hawley 
lo  Pitt^lon.  It  wa*  nut  the  work  nf  the  eompnnye 
employi'?*,  hut  of  otilsirh-  person-'^,  wlio  lixik  thiit  nuxli* 
of  ibreing  the  slriko  upun  them.  The  l'enni*ylvAnia 
Cottl  Compimy  have  recenLly  been  worhing  on  full  time 
at  ihoir  mines,  and  the  be*t  of  feeliiijj  t?xi»4t4  between 
tbeniKi^'lvvii  mid  their  workmen.  The  lutt^T  aro  indij^- 
nant  at  tJie  daKUinily  noi,  junl  the  pnji^K-cU  ;ire  tlutt 
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tho  turned  property  will  not  be  replaced  until  the  diB- 
pntv  l>etwe(*ii  laljur  and  onpitul  U  Aettlod. 

"The  walchiimn  who  was  drivi-ii  ftom  the  hurut 
head'house  etatca  that  the  place  wan  eet  on  fire  by  no 
fcwi^r  than  n  hiitidix?d  men,  who  danocd  ntxtiit  the 
blaz^  like  demons,  and  shouted  in  fietidi^h  cxultatioa 
while  the  work  uf  destruction  was  going  on.  Superin- 
tendent Smith  states  that  the  tail  will  iimki?  Ihe  cum* 
patiy  a  mines  idle  lor  an  indefinite  |)erio<J,  Tficy  wore 
working  on  full  time,  aud  shipping  :{O*O0O  louii  a  week. 
The  men  in  the  company's  employ  had  matle  no  de- 
nmnd  for  an  iiuMva^e  uf  wiiges,  and  the  huniiiig  of  the 
ht-iul-hiiiiHe  Is  llii"*  twA.  oi'  uiiritidi'^i'ft,  who  wiint^l  to  rmr^ 
them  into  a  MrikE.\  Not  a  mine  in  the  valley  is  at 
work,  and  the  moi^t  of  tliom  nvn  filling  fM  with  water. 
An  id>.-a  of  the  importaiicu  of  floudin>r  u  mine  can  be 
obtsttiied  fnjm  the  Aict  Umt  in  18GS  this  Diamond 
Colliery  wjis  idle  three  days  for  the  repair  vt  \Ui  mAchi'< 
nery,  and  it  took  eight  nionthfl,  anJ  c(»t  $30,000,  to 
pinnp  out  the  water  that  accumulated  in  (hat  time. 
The  Mayor  aitd  company's  otEcials  will  make  an  effort 
lo-raorpow  to  set  the  mine  pum;)s  to  work.  The  situa- 
tion here  ia  abwjlutely  jiainl'iil.  and  there  is  no  knowing 
what  moment  an  outhi^eak  will  occur*" 

Mayor  MrKime  was  very  active  in  his  efflirb*  to  bring 
about  an  adjuatment  of  ihe  troubles,  and  succeeded  at 
length  in  inducing  the  miners  in  the  neighlxirhood  c^ 
Scranton  to  allow  the  pumps  to  he  run  by  the  bowed, 
clerks,  and  civil  engineers  in  the  employ  of  the  coal 
companies.  Thia  concession  gave  great  oJTence  to  the 
etrikcrn  in  the  lower  partof  the county,and delegations 
were  sent  to  the  ScranUJu  miners  to  put  a  stop  to  the 
practice. 

Eflbrta  were  made  to  aettle  the  strike  on  the  Dcla- 
warej  Lackawatma  Sl  Western  Railroad,  and  wilb  ftuo 
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cew.  On  the  30th  of  July  the  men  garo  tip  tho 
i»tru;iglc,  anil  illumed  to  work  at  the  old  wage*,  Thia 
Aurrciider  was  hrought  about  hy  the  nction  of  thu 
Mayor,  who  sent  for  the  executive  comniittco,  whom 
lie  infoimed  that  travel  would  have  to  be  resumed  over 
the  rofid  the  uext  moiiiing,  even  if  the  preeetico  of  tlio 
troopH  were  necessary  to  such  a  result.  Accordingly 
the  men  called  a  meeting  at  one  o'clock,  when  a  dc- 
CJHoii  vitts  hful  iu  faA'or  of  returning  to  work  by  a  voEq 
of  S2  to  9.  The  committee  then  proceeded  to  iDform 
Superintendent  Ilalstead  of  tho  decision  arrived  at» 
the  only  tcruis  asked  being  that  no  one  taking  an 
active  part  in  the  strike  shoukl  In.-  proT4x:uted.  This 
he  cou«ented  to,  and  in  half  an  hour  later  a  piuwengor 
train  t»tiirtcd  from  this  city  for  Northumberland,  It 
was  greeted  by  crowds*  at  evt^ry  ^tation  along  the  line^ 
but  no  demon&tratioiiB  were  made.  A  despatch  was 
forwarded  to  Binghampton  to  t^lnrt  No.  4  train  from 
thtrrt  for  New  York,  and  it  pasf^ed  thrcmgh  Hcranton 
uninterrupted  at  six  uclock.  Passenger  and  fR'iglit 
traffic  wan  now  fairly  eutabhshed  nil  along  the  line,  and 
the  bubble  of  the  Delaware,  Lackawtiniia  &  AVcstem 
Itailrikiul  strike  had  bor^t. 

The  railroad  men  were  bitterly  denounced  for  Ihcir 
surrender  by  the  miners,  who  numbered  between  30,000 
iuidSO,O0Onien  in  the  Lackawanna  valley.  The  miners 
avowed  their  intention  to  continue  the  fitrike  until  their 
tcrnts  were  accepted  by  the  coal  companies.  Tliey 
became  more  and  more  turbulent  every  day,  and  it  at 
la«t  became  t^vidt^nt  to  the  Mayor  of  Scranton  that  the 
piv?ietice  of  tiTiopa  at  that  city  was  necessary.  Gover- 
nor Hartntnft  wuri  informed  of  the  state  of  aff^urs,  and 
decided  to  go  to  tlie  oAsidtance  of  Scranton  with  a  lurca 
of  State  milit!a  and  reguUm. 
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TliQ  <1opporatc  moii  it1on|;  tlio  line  of  the  Delaware, 
LockAwnnnn  &  Wcslorn  road  were  rcK)U"cd  that  tlic 
tmitifl  Bcnt  out  hy  the  compnny  t^hculd  not  pom.  A 
mob  gAtlicre<l  nt  Plymoittti,  noitr  Wilk^^barn*,  on  lli(^ 
night  of  tho  30th  of  July,  B,ud  dched  tho  train  from 
Northumberland  for  Scranton,  drove  off  the  engineer 
nnd  |mt  out  t)i4=>  firen. 

In  the  meantime  theeflbrts  to  nettle  tho  troublowith 
the  miners  about  Scronton  vero  earriod  on  Bte&dily, 
and  K>mc  pro^Rfl  vas  made.  Many  of  tlie  men  were 
wenry  of  tlw?  strike,  ^nid  weri?  tukxious  to  go  to  work,  and 
0ome  did  00  Ktcallhlly.  Thi»  greatly  angert-^d  the  ma^a 
of  the  mincn",  who  resolved  on  making  a  grand  rally 
their  decaying  influence.     They  determined  to  pre- 

nt  ewTy  one  of  their  fnllering  follows  from  working 
untd  fiomo  united  Action  eltould  bo  decided  upon. 

A  mnw-meeting  was  held  on  the  morning  of  the  Int 
of  August,  in  the  suhurbs  of  the  city.  The  crltieiU 
situation  wob  discussed  by  fervid  fipeakera.  The  policy 
of  the  railroad  and  coal  companies  was  denounced,  and 
the  action  of  the  men  who  had  ^no  hack  fo  work  in 
some  of  the  eho;)S  and  birutt  fumitce»4  censured  in 
Bcuthing  tcrme.  About  J),000  men  were  prcsonti  and 
Boveral  epeechew  were  made  in  favor  of  law  and  order 
and  were  lif^tened  to  with  profound  attention.  It  was 
evident,  however,  that  the  men  felt  bitter.  The  mul- 
titude was  stirred  to  a  terrible  excitement  by  a  fins 
bnind  letter  fmni  wjtnu  nrionymous  innlenntL-nt,  wlio 
made  th«  aK»tiilian  thai  Vf.  W.  Scranton,  general 
»n|>e]-intendent  of  the  Lackawanna  Iron  and  Coal 
Company,  ftaid  he  would  liave  the  men  work  for  thtrty- 
flvo  cents  a  day.  The  reading  of  thin  wild  and  mis* 
ohievous  mif^ive  woa  foUi^wed  by  curses  and  tbreat^ 
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and  n  Rtonn  of  pa^ftion  ^teemed  gatlicring.  The  meet- 
ing, jiAf^erbiining  that  iv]hjiier:4  wen^  prpseiit,  iluwe 
them  off  end  seized  their  notes.  The  men  tlien 
BCpnrated  in  two  Bqufids,  proceeded  to  tho  niachiao 
shops,  foundries  and  furnaces  of  the  Lnckawaiina  Iron 
tttjd  CoJil  Company,  luid  tlrove  off"  a  iiuuiWr  of  nion 
!uid  boys  who  were  at  work,  Tbey  tWti  v.xnX  to  tlie 
DcloLvrarc,  Liickuwanna  &  Western  cnr  j^hops.  The 
workirien  there  were  pnnio-ntrkkt*!!  and  fled  in  terror. 
Some  of  them  were  senously  iiyured,  ah  wa»  ulwo  a 
foreman  named  LitUe. 

Miiyor  McKune,  who  had  been  apprieed  of  the  pro* 
c^edingH,  appearing  ujion  tlie  scene,  Win  presence  was 
the  Bifznnl  for  a  general  uproar,  the  crowd  hooting  gu 
ho  passed-  During  the  negotiations  which  hod  recently 
been  going  on  for  a  settlement  of  tiie  trouble,  tho  more 
turbulent  of  the  strikers  became  unfriendly  to  the 
Mayor,  The  words  which  he  now  addrensed  to  the 
multitude  in  favor  of  law  and  order  were  waatcd,  lie 
wai«  driven  from  tho  ground,  and  hn]>|K.'iiing  to  ntLs^t 
the  Kuv.  Futher  Dunn,  of  St.  Vinceat'x  Cath^nil,  took 
him  by  the  urm,  Tlio  pricfit  seeing  a  man  closely  pu^ 
5ucd  by  the  mob  appealed  to  tlicm  to  defifit>  and  called 
upon  Llioi4L>  in  front  to  kiti-p  that  portion  of  the  crowd 
at  bay.  Father  Dunn  begged  them  to  be  peaceable,  as 
became  good  citizens.  They  repHed  that  they  would; 
thiit  th^'y  wen'  only  trying  to  obtain  thi*ir  ^;^llls,  ami 
that  it  WAS  their  intention  to  obtain  them  peaceably. 
Soon  the  appealing  word»  of  the  prieet  were  drownetl 
in  the  cries  of  the  mob.  In  the  ruah  which  followed 
Mr.  Lilly,  A  lnmb*^r  lw>86(  in  the  employ  of  tlie  Dela- 
ware, Lackawanna  &  ^yet4tern  shop?,  was  beaten.  The 
Mayor  endeavored  by  all  the  means  in  his  power  to 
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fdiitiKJrto  tlio  muUiUide-  They  iFore  detorminod  to 
vent  their  anger  u])on  him,  iind  in  a  few  minutes  after 
he  was  dealt  a  Tnurdenma  blow  on  the  head.  The  first 
blow  was  fallowe'd  by  another  mure  eovere,  mid  ftj>pur* 
cnlly  dealt  with  a  heavy  club.     The  Mayor  elaggt^rcd

and  fell,  and  with  him  Father  Dunn,  whose  arm  he 
(till  held.  The  oxeitementwas  inten^fC.  Blood  flowed 
freely  from  the  Mayor's  moutli,  and  eriea:  "  The  Mayor 
i»  killed,*  went  up  un  ftll  icicles.  It  was  IV>an^d  that  he 
would  be  clubbed  to  death,  but  ho  «ucjceeded  hi  e-icnp* 
ing  to  Hunt"*  «Iotc>  on  the  corner  of  Lackawanna 
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iivtnint%  wlii^re  lie  took  tx*ni[K)nirj  n.'rugo.  A  portion 
of  Ihe  cpt>wd  lifted  Fntlier  Dunn  from  whoro  ht»  fell 
nnJ  curriod  liim  bodily  ffom  the  ecciic,  leaving  lum  on 
Lftckawnniin  aveime,  Aitliougli  bndl^  shocked  he 
eHcaped  unhurt. 

In  vie\r  of  tho  dangor  xo  tto  city,  the  mayor  hiwl, 
some  time  previou.s  to  Ihitf,  organized  a  posse  of  ciliccrs 
who  w^vfi  nnned  with  i-e^ieating  nllt-s.  The  commund 
of  this  body  had  been  conferred  upon  Colonel  W-  W, 
Scranton.  Upon  learning  tho  extent  of  the  outbreak, 
Colonel  Scranton  now  ordered  the  alarm  belU  to  he 
rung  to  summon  thir  ponw,  nml  about  tho  wuua  time  r^ 
ceived  an  order  from  tho  mayor  to  eomo  to  liis  assist- 
ance. The  members  of  the  posse  promptly  fissemblcd, 
about  fifty  strong,  and  marched  to  the  socno  of  danger 
und^-r  the  commune!  of  Oulonel  Scranton.  On  reach- 
ing the  intersection  of  Washington  nnd  Lackawanna 
avenues,  they  encountered  tho  mob,  unci  at  the  fiamo 
time  anw  the  nuiyor  bh'i^'ding  at  Mie  streot  conuT  as 
they  croettted  WaHhinj^ton  avenue.  Just  ait  the  poseo 
wod  approaching  him  for  instructions,  some  of  the  more 
LlioughtleHa  of  the  crowd  commenced  throwing  Hticka 
and  atones  at  the  armed  men,  A  pistol  shotwad  heai'd 
just  then,  and  T.  W.  Bortree,  who  was  in  the  rear  of 
the  mayor's  posae,  was  shot  in  the  knee,  and  immcdi- 
at^^Iy  the  company  faced  about  and  Gred.  A  number 
of  shots  were  heard.  The  posse  fired  irregularly  ;  some 
aimed  over  the  crowd,  and  others  fired  with  fatal  effect, 
killing  four  men  and  wounding  others.  As  soon  as  the 
fint  volley  was  fired  tho  crowd  scattered  in  all  tHreo- 
tiona  and  took  refuge  in  every  avuilablo  place,  leaving 
four  of  lhi*ir  number  dead  and  dying  on  the  street* 
INvo  other  volleys  were  firt-d,  and  by  thin  time  the  niub 
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Lad  been  utterly  cllflperftcd.  Tlio  glwi^tly  picture  piv- 
aentcd  upon  the  atrcet  oa  tlt^y  left,  was  liorriblc.  On  the 
comer  near  KuutV  hUju^  Vxy  a  innu  ^vUii  t1i<*  top  t.)f]m 
head  torn  off  and  his  blood  and  broiiie  scattered  ui>on  ' 
iho  BiJewftlk.  Three  otliers  in  the  ntrect  were  strug- 
gling in  the  death  Rgnuy.  The  soituds  or  tlic  firing 
hud  8carcely  ceased  when  Pather  Dunn  returned  to 
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carry  comfcrt  t/>  the  dying,  lie  found  tvo  already 
Aem\.  OiH-  iium,  who  lUfide  nii  i-ITort  to  nm  in  iit  thi.- 
Ride  door  of  Monies  &  Pirghcs'  bukcry,  wa*  thot  upon 
the  dteps.  The  bullet  intored  hia  K*rt  bix*Mt  und  hi^ 
arm  won  n\m  limlly  ii^tmtK  At  (in<t  it  nas  thouj:ht 
he  would  survive,  but  he  bled  to  daath.  It  is  sii|>|xii;ed 
that  no  fi^wer  than  twenty  per&ona  were  injured. 
tl 
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The  mob  ncnttored  tii\d  fled  af^cr  the  Urin^,  and 
Ui«  stroetrt  wore  won  clcftr.  The  prompt  action  of  the 
mft^'or'e  po^se  in  liring  upon  the  rioters  brought  timttorg 
toacrisLt.  It  was  plain  to  the  autlionties  that  ihey 
muet  now  maintain  quiet  by  forct*  until  nkl  could  bo 
received,  or  that  the  city  must  bo  given  up  to  the  mob. 
The  Btreete  were  nccordingiy  patrolled  by  anncd  citi- 
xi?ns,  and  an  itrgt^iit  appval  wjw  forwarded  tu  Gnvemnr 
Hftrtronfl  at  Pittsburgh  for  aid. 

As  ftoon  M  the  ncwft  from  Scranton  wna  received, 
<i(nTnnjr  HartrAnfV  di^lachL'il  2^000  men  of  thft  force 
iifi^mbled  at  Pittsburgh  and  promptly  embarked  tb«tn 
on  the  card.  At  the  eamo  time  orders  were  ^ent  to 
Geneml  Briutoiir  who  had  reached  Ilarrisburg  with 
the  lat  Divisionj  en  route  for  Philadelphia,  to  prot?*?ed 
at  onc«  with  hia  command  to  Scranton,  Central 
Brinton  promptly  obeyed  the  order,  and  proceeded  by 
way  of  Sunbury  and  Plymouth.  He  had  a  force  of 
1,800  men  with  him.  He  waa  followed  by  the  Gov- 
ernor with  2jt*00  men  from  Piit*burgh,  and  at  ll*e  wimo 
lime  a  force  of  260  regulars  was  despatched  from 
Pliiladelphia  to  Join  tiw  Governor  at  Scranton. 

Gdneral  Brinton  hastened  forward  with  alt  »peed  aud 
reached  Avondalc^  about  nine  miles  below  Wilkeabarrc, 
nbout  nine  o'clock  on  the  niglit  of  the  IaI  of  An^ti8t. 
IJere  the  train  was  halted  and  two  conipanies  of  regii- 
lare  deployed  as  skirmishers  with  orders  to  march  in 
fiTjnt  of  the  train  and  arrest  every  person  found  out  oF 
doore.  The  neighlmrhood  of  Avondale  is  a  bad  one, 
And  a  terrible  organiaition.  known  as  "T4?rry'a  gang,'* 
baa  its  headH^uarters  there.  The  train  moved  along 
Tcry  filowly,  guards  being  on  every  platforni.  Many 
captures  wt*nf   niad^-,  and  im  k^i   us  priAton«r»   wenj 
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taki-tL  tbt-y  wenj  brought  to  the  train  anil  plrti'fnl  in  a 
car  eet  apart  ppecially  for  tho  puri>ose«  In  tluft  waj' 
Ihcy  poflecd  ot^ward  to  Pl^nnouth,  which  in  about  three 
miles  from  Avonclale. 

When  they  i^nch^  Plymouth  tho  boraugli  was  nt 

.^ •    . 
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on«  flurrounded  and  all  the  «trecle  patrolled.  Every 
person  found  abroad  wad  arrested  and  taken  on  the 
train.  Some  aeventy  persons  were  thus  arrested. 
Among  tlieBe  were  a  lev  of  the  best  eitizcns  of  tho 
town,  who  were  at  once  released  when  it  wan  known 
wIk>  tliey  were.     One  or  two  men  att^'iiipLed  to  encape 
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(rom  the  soldicra,  and  were  at  onco  fired  upon^  one 
fugitive  receiving  a  very  serious  wound  iu  tlie  hccl- 
Tliv  troops  remained  about  an  hour  in  PlyniouUi,  wlivu 
tlicy  again  passed  onward  to  Kingston,  SkirmifdiOr^ 
were  deployed  as  befoi-e  and  Beveral  prisoners  captured. 
Shortly  after  the  train  left  Tlyinfjuth  a.  mob  tons  up 
BOVOTuI  rails  from  the  track,  and  nl  points  nt'ar  Avon- 
dale  the  road  waa  blockaded  with  bu^  Btonee.  On 
th<?  journey  fram  Kitignti^n  to  Scninton,  a  dinttuice  of 
fiftca-n  Tnil(>?«,  two  oWlructiona  were  luet— one  near 
Wyoming,  and  the  otiicr  at  Taylorville,  near  Serontou- 
In  each  case  rails  had  been  removixi, 

AIioLit  one  o'clork  Govtmor  llartranft  and  MaST  ar- 
rived nt  Kingston  with  more  troops  ftnd  suppliv's.  The 
Governor,  with  hid  aides^  occupied  a  special  car. 
Colonel  Stanley  W<>odwanl,or  the  Covernor'fl  staff,  of 
Wilkesbarre,  met  the  executive  at  the  depot,  where  n 
long  conference  wae  hcSd.  SubeequPiitly  the  Governor 
departed  for  Scrantoti,  accompanied  by  a  large  body  of 
troopg.  The  Governor's  train  Iiad  lj**eu  delated  by  the 
obstructions.  One  train,  loaded  with  troops,  momtly 
composed  of  the  Gth  Regiment,  was  left  at  Kingston, 
and  waa  soon  joined  by  another.  A  large  force  was  left 
«t  Plymouth,  and  troops  wure  also  «-*iit  to  Wilkr^bamr, 
which  wofl  Hucceei^fully  occupied,  na  has  been  rclaled- 

With  the  rest  of  his  force  the  Governor  hastened  on 
to  Scrantoii,  Great  care  was  exercised  in  watching  far 
the  places  where  the  track  had  boen  torn  up.  When 
theBc  place»  were  reached,  the  rioters  who  had  been 
captured  were  forced  to  replace  tlic  rails,  and  the  train 
pcifwed  on.  The  vicinity  of  the  dept»t  at  Scranlon  waa 
reached  belbre  daylight  on  the  morning  of  August  2d. 
The  troops  did  not  arrive  a  momeat  too  aoon.     There 
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had  bocn  ftTigilanco  committee  on  duty  guarding  a  long 
freight  train,  lying  on  a  Bide  track  near  tho  depot 
Threat-t  had  boeii  mode  that  certain  cars  would  be 
opened  and  their  contenU,  cunHieting  of  pruvisianfl,  ns 
moved.  These  threata  wen*  just  about  boing  carried 
into  execution  when  the  troops  arrived.  Men  wire  pour- 
ing in  by  the  himdred«  from  the  neighboring  mining 
di»!trict»y  and  rrowda  were  mpIJIy  gatlieriiig  near  the 
depot.  The  citizen  poliee  were  growing  quite  nervoue, 
althougli  tlicy  were  dotcrminod.  When  the  troops  ar- 
rived, however,  with  two  Gatling  guns  on  a  platform 
car  in  iVont  of  the  engine,  glittering  in  the  moonlight, 
and  hundreds  of  buyoaeta  eticking  out  of  the  ear 
windows,  the  effect  waa  miraculous  llicre  was  an  in- 
stant stampede  nmdc  for  the  fields  and  mauntains^  and 
in  five  minuteti  Jiut  a  man  wiu  to  bu  eeen  about  the 
depot. 

The  troops  were  warmly  received  by  tlie  cItivenH  of 
Scranton,  and  went  into  camp  in  yarioos  parta  of  tbe 
d^'  and  in  the  euburbe.  Under  tho  protection  of  the 
ini!itarj%  travel  was  resumed  upon  the  Delaware,  Lack- 
HwiLiina  &  Western  RiLilnHuI.  Thi>  niot>  was  fairly 
overawed,  but  hal£euppTe-«»iod  threats  and  curses 
directed  at  the  troops  were  freely  indulged  in.  A 
faieeting  of  citi»en8  was^K-ld  which  adopted  rCAolutions 
indorsing  the  firing  upon  the  mob  by  tlie  mayor's 
pease,  and  pledging  a  firm  support  to  tho  mayor  in  bia 
efibrta  in  behalf  of  law  and  order. 

A  letter  fiom  Scraulon  to  the  Philadelphia  T^ntm^ 
written  August  3d,  tbud  deecribea  the  state  of  affaira; 

The  sullen  deteriiti nation  of  tbe  strikers  in  tbupn.^*- 
eut  fttrug)^e  \a  shown  uioat  forcibly  by  the  fact  Uiut 
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deapite  the  powerful  protection  now  here  for  those  wbo 
desire  to  pursue  tU^ir  peaceful  avwrtllons,  none  of  the 
miiieni  have  returned  to  work,  aiid  the  mine  pumpa  are 
fltill  worked  hy  the  huswes  and  clerks  in  the  employ  of 
the  compivnieft.  The  feeling  kuidled  by  the  flo^h  of 
"WednQflday'a  firing  ia  elill  intenae  ujid  bitter,  and  from 
what  1  can  ascertain  from  inquiry  amonf?  the  working 
classes  to-day,  has  served  to  cement  the  atrikera  in  a 
stranger  bond  of  union  than  heretofoie.  The  tlireat 
tliat  grass  ykiW  grow  m  the  mines  and  water  flow  from 
the  nioutha  of  the  BhafU  before  work  id  rodumed  nt  the 
reduced  rate  of  wages  is  freely  indulged  in,  and  the 
heart  would  bo  callous  indeed  that  could  not  in  a  raeas* 
ure  ^yutpAlhize  with  ttie^e  mtrn  fi*r  AiK?uCL-able  maistanci* 
after  vifiititig  their  homes  and  hearitig  the  fiiurie.'t  of  the 
8ufferit:ga  vvliich  ihcy  and  Uicir  lilllc  oiioa  endure  evtm 
when  they  are  at  what  ia  called  work.  My  eyes  fdl 
wllh  tean^  as  I  write  when  I  reeall  the  wretcheilnc^sg 
which  fhi'uunlered  mo  on  every  hsuid  UMiay  in  a 
toiiiers'  Betllcment  which  1  vi>itcd  weet  of  tbia  city, 
MoBl  of  the  men  know  mc,  but  they  seemed  inclined  to 
ehnnk  away  on  Bteing  my  approjich,  ashamed  to  meet 
me  and  iht^ir  wreicbedncss  iit  the  same  time.  Years 
ago  they  were,  comparatively  speaking,  well  off,  tut 
noWt  between  the  iMwr  houne  and  the  mine,  the  former 
id  far  preferable  lor  them.  There  ia  no  drunkenness 
among  theae  people,  simply  because  they  have  no  money 
with  which  to  drown  iheir  grief.  They  have  no  money 
U)  saliflfy  the  pangs  of  hunger,  and  ptHjpIe  wonder  why 
they  ai-e  aulten  and  discontented.  They  will  be  peac^ 
able  while  the  soldiers  are  here,  but  when  they  go  away 
they  will  have  many  a  giievance  to  redress  from  their 
atan(]{K>int.  The  military  have  made  many  friends  here 
and  are  frateniizhiu;  with  the  citizenB,  of  whose  kind 
treatment  they  mjeak  iu  llie  LigheAt  terms. 


On   the  8d  of  Augusta  cummitU^*  of  six  men  fhjtu 
the  working  miners  had  an  interview  with  Governor 
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Ilartrfttirt     Tlio    corrof^pontUnit  of  the    PhiladclpliU 
Tifli€£  thus  deacribed  the  ecoiie : 

Whilo   tho  eoldier-witiiceflca  wore   standing  on    llie 

flat  form  J  six  comniitteemetij  rough  in  appearance*  bat 
laviitg  generally  intcHij^ent  countenances,  appruat^lied

conimiLlee  of  workinymen,  desii^e  an  interview."  Thi* 
wajiaignedbyaix  names.  They  were  a^Imittedatonce, 
the  Governor  rising  and  .nhakingeach  man  by  thehiind 
and  inviting  them  to  Ixj  aeated.  They  wen*  imprv^t^d 
by  the  eotemnity  of  the  preeenee,  and  the  chairmfui  was 
l>acknarJ,bijtoiteuf  the  ennjiii!tlL^*giive  hiiti  Lfjitnige  by 
^viiig,  *'Thi»  ift  the  climrnian  of  our  commiUee." 
"Covemor,"  ha  began,  *' we've  been  informed  thai  there 
WM  to  be  an  interview  between  you  and  the  opem- 
ton^of  the  raihuatJi^and  thunnnes."  *^  I  have  not  heard 
of  itj"  MUtl  i\w  Guvenior.  '"We  wtftv  infcnned  fio,  and 
we  wanted  tci  meet  them  frtce-lcvfnee  with  yon.  We 
hope  we  don't  diaploara  you."  The  last  wntcnce  waa 
Bcud  awkwardly,  but  tho  iace-to-faco  part  was  that  of  a 
man  who  knew  he  had  righte.

Tlie  Govvniur  bure  dosi.'d  tlie  interview  bv, saving 
that  tlic  que?4tioii  of  wagert  and  work  wha  to  be  anan^t^d 
between  those  inlore^ted  as  private  parUe^,  and  "  I  could 
bnve  nothing  to  do  with  it  unless  you  both  agreed  to 
ivf^T  it  to  ine,  and  vvL-n  Llien  I  doubt  whetbcr  I  could 
be  inikdc  arbitrator,  a.s  I  rrptvwnt  Ibc  Stale,  and  nierely 
come  here  to  execute;  the  laws.  Wc  regret  tbatvrtY 
bail  to  come,  and  I  waited  until  the  la^t  moment  befb^ 
we  eame,"  -Secretary  Quay  hero  aj^kcd  the  quoation; 
*'  You  have  bad  no  iimposiiioii  fnjni  (be  railroad  ppopla 
to  meet  tUemj  have  yon,  Guvernor?"  (o  which  a  nega* 
tive  reply  was  given*  Then  the  men,  saying  they 
hoi^d  they  h&dn't  di£i>leasi:d.  him,  Bhook  hands  eacu 
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of  thf>m  iivitli  tliG  GovGrnoFt  aiiil  soon  miKcd  ^vitli  tho 
crowd  of  idle  workmen  nud  curious  pei>pl«  wlio  con* 
sUiiI.ly  Piin'oimil  tlift  licadHrjiiarti^'i^  far.  Tliift  com- 
mittee had  been  appointed  by  a  meeting  of  at  le^uit 
five  thousand  minoi-a  niul  otlicr  workmen  tli&C  as^ein- 
bl^d  ia  the  Woods  at  one  o'clock  to^^'. 

'ScranCon  continued  to  be  troubled  with  the  excite- 
ment arieing  from  the  miners'  rioL  In  £pite  of  the 
powerful  protection  aflbi-ded  by  the  troops,  the  work- 
men nlurifcd  to  l)i(.Mr  tliillc-s  izi  the  vaiioim  inditAtnal 
ustnblUlimF^nLt  »Iuwly,  Ix-iiig  r<-T)di*ix*il  afniid  to  go  to 
work  by  the  tbrcata  of  tin;  niiner»  wlio  still  remained 
idle.  A  letter  from  Scrantou,  written  August  7tli.

work  simultanco(t»ly  whenever  ihi3  tim«  for  ir«uuiptio<i 
haji  come, 

A  mammoth  store  was  opened  here  to-day  by  the 
Mincra  Executive  Committer  to  rchove  tho  immediate 
necessities  of  iheir  number  who  are  in  clislreni-,  and  it 
W4ia  Bj>eediiy  filled  with  provi^iions.  Biibinesa  men 
placed  a  diuen  teams  at  their  disposal,  free  of  charge, 
for  the  purpose  of  receiving  and  uietribnting  surpliea, 
and  the  scene  about  tho  store  was  Animated  in  tho 
extreme.  Farmers  in  the  surrounding  country  have 
made  them  doimtions  of  potato  jmtehes,  and  many  of 
fh<!  iiiim^j-H  have  pone  off,  in  gan;p*  to  do  work  in  the 
country  and  receive  pay  in  provisions. 
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To-morrow's  meeting  10  awaited  with  much  iotcr- 
CftL  Tlic  Seventh  Division,  Stjilc  niililitt,  expected  to 
be  ord'ired  liome  todfty,  hut  owiiiK  to  ih^  critical  con- 
ditiou  of  itnuii-s  will  ronmin  utiotLivr  wo(;k.  Govcmur 
Harti-aiitl  hj\n  telegrjiphed  th»t  he  will  hu  here  to- 
morrow. Tbc  3d  Inliinlry.  Unit<:d  btules  regular^ 
ivmain  on  the  care  ni-riit  and  dny,  ready  to  move  at  u 
moKaeats  noUcts  in  any  direction.     A  double  guuixl 
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was  i>Uc^  on  dnty  at  ftl!  parts  of  tho  city  lo-nliihtj 
owing  to  inTonriHliun  rt'crivuJ  of  ititj-ndt^d  <I(.'|.iR'(huionK. 
Meetm{*ii  aro  hi^ld  in  the  neighboring  woods  at  nighty 
and  tockct-sifrnals  continue  to  be  acnt  np  at  miJni*bt 
from  every  hill.  Thronta  that  vcn-zi^ancc  will  reap  a 
red  re\'engo  when  tho  militaiy  Ii^ave  aro  frxM'Iy  in- 
duli^ed  in. 

During  a  review  of  the  Seventh  Diviiioii  to-day  by 
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General  Huiddcoper  and  dtaff,  tbe  streets  irere  thronged, 
atid  ft  great  aenftation  wrw  crentol  by  tho  mother  of  one 
of  llie  men  3!iot  la«t  WeJuestlay  appearing  on  th^ 
ncenCf  clapping  her  hand^,  and  in  vehement  grief  ex^ 
claiming,  *^ Oh  God!  isn't  thin  a  Wark  wight  for  my 
poor  heart/'  The  inteiiflity  of  feeling  titill  prevolent 
givc8  rieo  to  much  bitter  diacuHHion,  and  how  or  where 
the  trouble  will  end  ii  etill  a  great  mystery* 


In  Xhv!  meantime  a  cunning  rffurt  hiid  been  made  by 
tli«  frieiidj*  of  the  riotent  who  wi.*rc  killed  in  the  c<jiiQict 
of  the  Jet,  to  be  revenged  u|)on  the  members  of  the 
mnyora  poeae*  The  m;litary  force  vras  too  strong  to 
permit  an  open  attack  ujion  Uie^e  gentlemen,  and  it 
was  attempted  to  acc(jmplisli  the  cowardly  end  under 
the  formM  of  law.  A  con>&er*5  jury  wa>«  MuumoticJ, 
and  aa  inqutiut  waa  held  on  the  bodies  of  tlic  men  who 
were  killed.  On  the  8th  of  August,  the  jpiy  returned 
A  verdict  of  wilful  murder  ogainet  tho  merobera  of  the 
pO0»e>  The  jury  wna  composed  of  B^-mpathizcra  with 
the  mobf  and  the  inquest  vnix  conducU'd  in  »uch  a 
mnnm^r  a«  to  cvnder  nuch  a  verdict  inevitable.  Aiders 
man  Mahon,  who  had  been  acUng  ci«  coroner,  at  onoc 
iMued  bis  warrants  for  tlie  arrest  of  tlie  members  of 
th«  posse,  and  placed  iheni  in  the  hantlH  of  constaLile»^ 
-with  orders  to  executo  them.  Shortly  after  eight 
o*clock  that  night  the  con^tablea  arrested  T.  F.  Hunt 
and  G.  P.  Chittenden,  at  the  house  of  the  former,  and 
pn'p^iird  to  take  them  hefon*  Ahlermim  M;ihon,  whose 
office  wag  in  the  Sixth  ward,  the  moi^t  lawlc»8  part  of 
Scrauton.  lb  wai4  very  certain  that  once  in  the  midst 
of  the  friends  of  the  dead  riotcnt,  who  were  nurnuiuus 
in  this  section  of  the  city,  the  prisoner*  would  be  mur- 
dered.   General  K^dekuper,  couimaudifig  tiio  aulitary 
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force  in  Scranton,  waa  at  onci?  notifiL'd  of  llio  iirreftt 
and  of  the  danger  which  threiilGned  th©  prisoner*. 
'He  immediately  dcapatclicd  &  detachment  ijf  troops, 
who  took  tlic  pri^mieni  fruni  tli«.-  conatuhk*)!  aiid  con- 
veyed them  to  tb«  niilitJiry  hoail-qiiarterj«,  AU  the 
incinbcru  of  the  pu«E^  wore  thou  takeu  iu  charge  by 
GcDcral  lluid^ltopt^r,  who  protected  them  through  the 
uiglit.  The  next  day  lie  handled  tlinti  over  to  the 
mayor  and  sheriff.  They  were  then  taken  to  Wilkes* 
barrc  on  a  fi]>ecial  train.  Arriving  there  tliey  Appeared 
befcire  Ihe  judgos  of  tlie  county  roiirt  and  gave  hail  to 
answer  to  the  charges  against  them.  A  letter  from 
Scranton  thus  refei's  to  the  arrest: 

"IwonlJ  not  givp  (Wie  cent"  said  a  lemling  dtlzen 
of  Scranton,  and  the  remark  was  repeated  by  many 
others,  '*  for  the  life  of  any  one  of  our  numl>er  wlio  is 
unfortunate  enouj^h  to  be  eapturod  and  taken  to  the 
Sxth  ward.  That  ward  is  composed  of  men  who 
would  gladly  tear  any  one  of  uh  to  p'u-ceK  were  AVt-  tin- 
fortmiate  enough  to  tall  into  their  fiatuls.  They  and 
their  alderman  show  their  good  intentions  towartJa  ua 
by  holding  a  wham  inqnefit  without  ariy  authority  of 
law,  and  bnnging  in  a  verdict  of  wilfid  murder  a^dnst 
all  of  lift.  They  hold  thiiLwi?  iin*  guilty  of  luiirdur,  and 
with  their  aldernianir  jury's  viTiIict  U>  ]mck  (liem^  tht^y 
would  hold  ft  court  of  Judge  Lynch  and  hang  the  uil- 
fortunntc  one  of  ua  who  got  into  their  clutches  witliout 
an  hour's  delay,  alwayit  providing  that  they  didn't  first 
li*ar  luTn  In  pi<-i;i<!4  whrn  the  roit'**!:!!!!!.-  hruti<r]]t  him 
into  their  limits  and  helore  he  reached  the  aldcrmanic 
office" 

"^V«  for  taking  u«  to  "Wilkesbarre  in  wagons,"  said 
another  eiti/A-nj  **  lhnt  is.  if  anything,  worse  than  going 
to  the  Sixth  wanl.  The  naid  \viu\h  through  thinly 
jxipulated  acctiuusj  where  a  few  men  could  pounce  upon 
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iht  wagons  and  bear  awny  the  pri^ncrp,  and  the  wltolo 
nelghborbood  h  Gllml  wuli  Molly  Miiguirt'e.  IXpund 
upon  it  lliai  tlit^y  wanted  our  Hvextj  mid  tbnt  tbv  form 
of  irtw  they  w€nt  through  wi(h  wfts  but  a  cover  to  get 
U0  into  the  power  of  the  mob/' 

Mr,  Hunt,  who  was  arrested,  waa  never  a  member 
of  thy  pcnw^f  nor  bad  aii^'ht  tu  do  with  it;  yet,  on  the 
k-stirnotiy  of  Home  per^^ii  who  doubtlei^s  hud  enitiUy 
towards  Kim^  be  was  included  with  the  poflsc  aud  a 
verdict  of  guilty  of  municr  was  laid  upon  him.  What 
wonder  tb^ju  that  no  little  fear  exielcd  that  other  un- 
oCTending  citizens  might  be  aUo  arretted  and  hurried 
off  to  an  abnost  certain  deitth.  At  niidniuht  the  mili- 
tia took  charge  of  the  principal  bimlnesa  streets  of  the 
city,  and  not  a  Boul  was  Jo  be  seen  but  the  guard.  The 
Wyoming  House  was  ^arded  within  and  without  by 
the  militia,  and,  as  your  correspondent  dropped  off  to 
sleep  at  an  early  hour  tbis  mornings  it  wii.'^  to  the 
muftic  of  a  fipntry  a  footAle[uH  iii  the  piiftftngt--i,  while  in 
the  yard  withojt  and  on  the  atrcct  ux)nla  tbo  boya  in 
blue  ptitrollcd  their  bents. 

The  improMttion  prevails  that  the  alderman  and  Wb 
C0liift;ib1eii  will  Again  attempt  the  tirrest  of  th^  members 
of  the  couimiltcf?.  claiming  thsit  the  warrFintR  nHij<t  Ix* 
ecrved  and  the  prisonera  tunied  over  to  the  county  au- 
thorities by  tho  condtabktf  and  alderman.  Tht'}-  will 
Dot  attempt  to  make  any  eueh  arn^ts  o}>enIy ;  but  tho 
fear  is  exprcJSHed  tliut  they  nuty  pick  ufT  the  citizeQil 
Mngly  when  they  leaat  expect  it^  in  which  caw?  there 
would  be  little  or  no  chanco  of  rescue.  The  members 
of  the  oommitleo  will  resist  any  euch  arreat,  and  are 
not  men  to  be  trilled  with,  the  oxpremon  beinjf  general 
that  thev  would  rather  their  dead  bodiea  were  taken 
before  the  alderman  than  to  be  conveyed  into  the 
precincta  of  what  may  be  juetly  termed  *'the  bloody 
Sixth  ward/ 


The  disdTection  in  the  coal  regions  couUDued  to  in* 
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CTCoflO,  and  Assumed  its  most  formidable  proportiona 
aft«r  tbe  railroad  troubkB  had  been  satisfactorily  ad> 
justed.  Bj*  the  middle  uf  August  n^arlj  all  Ihe  mines 
in  the  Lebigh,  Scbuylkill^  Lackawanna,  and  otlier 
mining  districta  were  idle,  and  more  than  sixty  thou- 
sand men  were  out  of  work.  The  miners  presented  a 
gon^ml  gricvHncp,  declaring  tlmt  tlieir  Wiige^  were  too 
low  to  enable  tbem  to  live,  and  demanded  an  increase 
of  from  ten  to  twenty  per  cent.  Though  there  were 
many  isolated  acts  of  violence  committed  in  the  cool 
regiuus,  there  was  oo  general  outbreak.

Dunkirk  for  Homcllsvillo  by  a  epcciul  train,  flmvcd- 
at  Snlamauca*  iiU  engine  wns  cut  loose  from  the  trma 
and  put  into  Mk*  en-jine-lionw,  imd  the  striken*  infoniK'd 
him  that  no  engine  or  train  would  bo  pennitted  to  pa^; 
Salamanca.      At  Andover  station,  on   the  Wofltera; 
divifdon,  one  of  the  striking  firemen   took  engine  No, 
22,  and  went  out  on  the  road  without  otxler*  or  pt»r- 
mission  from  the  company,  and  on  the  time  of  trains, 
iutending,  he  fiaid,  to  go  to  IlomclIsviUe. 

Up  to  four  o'(!lock   ill  the  aftt^nioon  of  the  20th  th? 
stnkers  bad  giveu  the  company  do  renaona  for  their 
strike.    At  that  hour  tlieir  committee  handed  Super* 
hitendcnt  Wright  a  dot:nm<^nt  conhiijiing  the  followinyj 
demands,  on  behalf  of  tUe  fliT'men,  briikemciiT  switch*] 
men  and  trackmen:  That  rll  of  the  men  discharged*] 
for  taking  part  in  any  meeting  or  going  aa  a  committal] 
to  New  York  nhall  be  reinstated.     The  brakemen 
receive  $2  a  day,  the  switchmen  $2,  the  head  switch- 
man 82.25,  truckmen  in  yard  $1.50,  truckmen  on  flec- 
tions $L40,  and  pny  no  rentaiii  on  company's  grounds 
eixcopt  ii»  by  agroitment.     The  firemen  to  have  Haine 
pay,  or  nite»  of  pay,  as  they  received  prior  to  July  Ist, 
1S77,  and  monthly  passes  lo  be  continued  as  before, 
nml  pa3«j*rs  to  hv  ittsu^j-d  to  hrakemen  and  switi^hmen. 
These  d<.'ninud)^  were  at  once  communicated  to  Beceiver 
Jewctt.  at  New  York, 
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hy  their  action  in  BCizing  the  Eric  Rtulmad  and 
stopping  ibi  buainess  by  toixtt  the  etrikcrs  not  only 
vioUted  the  hiws  of  thv  Stiih^  of  New  York,  but  were 
guilty  of  rcsitftSnco  to  Ihc  orders  of  the  Supreme  Court 
of  the  StatCj  the  Eric  Kail  road  at  thiB  time  being 
managed  by  a  n.*ci.'ivcr  upjiuiiited  by  the  ooiirl. 

The  ofTlcialfi  of  the  Erie  Kailroad  promptly  made 
nrningomciit^  to  have  Clirough  pastiengors  and  bafr]i:age 
trftrisjx»rted  hy  iW^  Nt-w  York  Central  Railroad^  and  at 
tlie  «aiue  tiino  reported  the  M-t/ure  of  their  road  to  the 
Governor  of  New  York,  and  oflkod  the  proteotion  of  the 
iitatc.  Governor  KoUnson  thereupon  i^ued  the  &l> 
lowing  procbLaiatiou  :

all  p^rsonfi  en^^ip.^  in  Kueh  uiilawTuI  act^  to  dcdi^t 
tlK'n^r^jm;  and  1  call  upon  nil  giKxl  citizens  and  ui>on 
all  tho  uuthoritius,  civil  and  milititry,  to  aid  in  fin|>- 
preying  the  some  and  in  prcvL-ntlni;  breaches  of  the 
peace.

Ordere  wore  tlpppatclicd  from  Albany  to  the  23(1  (of 
Brcok1)'ii)  and  the  74tb  (of  ISiifTiilo)  Ki'gimenlA  of  the 
Nnlitiiial  Cuaiii  of  the  Slule  (if  NVw  York  to  proceed 
et  onee  to  Homellsvilte  to  sustain  the  authoritios. 
Later  on  the  54  th  Regiment,  from  Rochester*  waa 
ordered  to  the  *ame  plnce. 

The  coiiipaiii4?»  of  tiie  54 tb  were  the  first  to  reach 
Horncllisville,  Tliey  arrLvtd  at  tbnt  plaoj  on  the  even- 
ing of  the  21att  itbout  four  or  fi\x?  hundred  strong.  Tho 
cmwil  of  rnilmrvl  men  Mn'mtiiiilin^  th<!  irniiiM  u[)nu 
their  nrrivtil  immediately  bc-gun  >;!mkii»g  hanc]»  u'ith 
aec|uaintance&  and  gave  the  poldiera  a  wnrm  woleome, 
carrying  paiU  of  water  alon^;  the  train.  ]ty  nine 
oVkx^k  tlic*  company'^  groniuls  surrounding  the  dejkot 
ftnd  railroad  nhops  were  in  full  pos^stiion  of  the  mtlU 
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taiy  aulhorltiea  uiuier  CDiiimanil  of  Miijor-Gi_*ni-i"al 
BcD^  Drinker.  The  two  pieces  of  tirtillQry  wore  put 
hi  podition  at  tlio  rear  of  the  company's  shops,  rmj 
guarda  wore  Atntioned  arouiul  tho  ni^n-tliern  hnlf  of  tlii> 
v^rd^  on  which  thp  filujps  nnJ  dcj^it  are  locatt^I.  Aa 
tho  ccmpruiy  did  not  attempt  to  start  out  a  train,  there 
wiu  no  di^ruon5tration  moido  by  ttic  men  engaged  in  the 
ntrike,  aiid  good  ord*T  and  qniet  prt'vaiU*d  throughout 
the  tuwn.  The  committee  repa'iM.*nling  (he  men  at  the 
beginning  of  the  strike  eerved  a  notice  on  oil  tbc  liqtior 
dealers  torbidding  themtofiell  iMjuor  to  railroad  men. 
The  President  of  the  village  aW  ihsm^d  a  prDolaiiiAtlon 
to  the  same  effect.  This,  togetlier  with  the  fjict  that  a 
large  number  of  railroad  men  signed  the  Murpljy  tern* 
perance  pledge  laat  ^pring^  is  believed  to  account  for 
the  ijuiet  existing  uniler  such  exciting  circnutstJUieeD. 
No  marked  demoni^trtitiun  was  made  hy  the  men  until 
twenty  tuinutcs  post  nine  od  the  morning  of  the  22d. 

The  Etrikefs  had  infarmvd  the  milroiul  ofiicials  that 
they  would  not  interfea*  with  the  mailH,  but  that  no 
pofisonger  or  freight  trains  should  pas*  over  the  road. 
On  the  morning  of  the  22ii^  the  rutli-oad  ofliciale,  nearly 
all  of  whom  hiul  giitheivil  at  IlonielUvillej  dot^nniited 
to  att<TJiipt  to  run  a  pH^^enger  train  westward  iVom 
IlomelUville.  An  engine  with  a  postal  car  fittm^hed 
wa«  coupled  to  two  passenger  coaches.  The  latter 
w«T«  occupied  by  J.  S.  Hi^sir  Superintendent  of  the 
"Wettem  Jivieion,  a  »qiiad  of  soldiers  and  two  or  three 
pawacngers.  S.>ldier^  were  stationed  on  tlie  platform  of 
each  car,  two  were  also  jxinted  in  the  cnginevra  caU 
The  train  then  started  from  the  yard  guardi-d  for  »oine 
diatancc  by  eoldier-  '•"tiont^d  on  both  side:*  of  the  track, 
At  C»M*  sti-eet  c  hort  distance  beyond,  a  man 
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nttcmpled  to  board  one  of  the  cRre^  but  he  wa«  driven 
back  by  tbe  wldiera,  who  used  the  bjtt-end  of  their 
piooe».  From  tliU  pu«t,  for  n  dintaiice  of  about  filly 
rodfff  to  West  etn;et  crossing,  llie  track  wmcovoixkI  witii 
wa  aoftp.  The  driving  vrliccis  began  to  slip,  and  xU^ 
engineer  threw  Band  on  the  iuvck,  but  this  vrod  iasuffi- 
cient  to  giv(!  &  ht^adwny  of  over  five  miles  im  hour.

Wht-n  the  train  rt-achetl  We?*t  Mrei't  crow-ing,  al^iuut  two 
hundred  of  ihe  men  were  nsitemblcd.  Hero  milroad 
torpedoes  were  tlirown  under  the  driving  whoela  of  the 
engine^  but  still  the  train  moved  on.  Men  prcmH  to 
be  reaching  Hie  ground  from  all  qunrters  and  hy  huii* 
dr^ds  ran  alongside  the  train.  Suddenly  it  (xirtcd 
between  ttic  bnggago  car  and  passenger  coa<7h,  and  aa 
the  men  saw  the  victory  was  theirs^  with  a  ahoui  "' 
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took  posftewion  of  the  two  ccachea  od  they  came  to  a 
t^tiuiilMill  unci  reridertrcl  the  brakes  u»elefl=t.  Tlif  wil- 
diers  and  passengt-rs  were  ordered  out  of  the  cars  and 
obeyed,  while  the  nion»  with  cheers,  shoved  the  care 
back  into  the  yard,  and  tho  poldiere  marched  back  to 
the  depot.  The  engine  and  postal  car  went  on  toward 
Diuku^k.  t 

Half  an  hour  Inter  the  company  started  out  train 
No,  7  on  tlie  Buffalo  dlvlBtun,  also  guarded  by  soldier*. 
Ad  thv  engine  nn<I  tciid<.T  swiU'licd  ofT  on  iba  BulTalo 
track,  tlio  engine  was  boarded  by  the  men.  Some 
pushed  the  8oldiera  guns  aeidc  and  climbed  up  to  the 
tender;  others  jumped  on  tlm  jiihit  and  went  ov^.t  th<? 
top  of  the  engine  to  the  cab,  when  they  ordered  Uie 
fireman,  who  wa3  an  extra  man,  to  get  off.  After  a 
aliort  parley  he  was  taken  from  the  engine  and  the 
engineer  ran  the  train  back  into  the  yard,  the  men 
cheering  ad  before.  The  crowd  of  seven  or  eight  hun* 
dred  men  anddeniy  melted  away,  and  during  tlie  re- 
mainder of  the?  diiy  there  was  no  disturbance,  as  tlie 
railroad  company  maiJo  no  further  efibrta  to  run  their 
trains. 

The  filrikcra  were  very  determined,  and  were  pre- 
pared for  ft  despenik-^  n.»i*isfrmeL'  to  the  civil  and  mili- 
tary forces.  They  had  a  camp  in  tho  woods  near 
Honicllsville,  and  were  well  supplied  with  ^mall  arms 
and  ammunition,  besides  having  two  pieces  of  mnnnn. 
They  were  well  organized,  and  their  movements  were 
directed  by  a  man  named  Bernard  J.  Donahue.  After 
the  arrest  of  this  man  and  -his  confinement  in  Lndlow 
street  jail,  in  New  York  city,  aftw  the  cIo«e  of  the 
Btrike,  a  reporter  of  the  Now  York  Tribune  visited  him, 
and  wrote  aa  follows  respecling  him ; 
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lie  seemed  to  bo  indiETorent  to  hia  poeition  Iwforo  the 
courU,  exc(^pt  tliut  hv  waa  ^^videiilly  pleased  with  the 
notoriety  whifih  it  has  brought  him.  No  cnflual  ol> 
8cr%xr  ivould  eclcct  him  as  tlio  head  of  a  railroad  etrikc^ 
everything  about  him  bclokcninp  a  follower  ratljcr 
than  a  leader.  This  Tiew  vaa  aapported  by  the 
dti»iity  warden  of  Ludlovr  street  jail,  who  stated  that 
when  Diinaluie  was  bmught  in,  he  thought  Deteo 
tive  Brown  wns  the  striker,  becAu^e  Brown  was  over 
six  feet  in  height,  and  rather  feraciouft-looking,  and  ho 
could  scarcely  realize  that  a  amstll  fellow  like  Donahue 
could  create  so  much  disturbance  to  n  great  railway 
onqK>ration.  Dniiahue  it*  a  timn  aWut  five  feet  se vim 
inches  in  height,  with  saitdy  inou:<tache  and  hair<  IU$ 
eyes  are  thiirp,  ic?*thft8,  and  clearly  obecrvant.  Ho  is 
A  fluent  talker,  and  lias  received  a  fair  common  (school 
education.  Hia  right  Imnd  is  cripnled,  and  his  left  log 
is  iiliorter  tliaii  Ihe  right,  which  gives  him  r%  very  pep* 
eeptible  limp.  Thr:H>  imperfections^  Donaliue  sUitca, 
are  the  result  of  nearly  twenty-five  years  service  on 
the  Erie  road  as  a  brakeman.  ]lis  lefc  was  fractured 
in  an  accident  on  the  Susquehanna  division,  and  l^s 
hand  was  crushed  in  a  ''smash-up"  on  tine  Northern 
Central  division,  near  Canandaicua  Inst  winter ;  inflam- 
matory rheumatism  set  in,  and  I'urthcr  crippled  him. 
He  was  placed  on  the  extra^brnkeman  list,  and  mana;;^ 
to  perform  service  enough  each  month  to  pay  his  board, 

(\mcenilng  tlie  strike  Donahue  said  to  the  reimrter 
that  on  Thursday,  July  lUlh^  while  in  llornellaville, 
where  he  lived,  he  received  sGveral  letters  from  brake- 
men  and  firemen  employed  on  the  Ksstem  divieionB  of 
the  Erie  road,  complaining  that  the  committee-raen 
wlio  hitd  pr^Hi*nted  grievanises  to  Reeeiver  Jewelt  had 
been  discharged,  and  giving  notice  that  they  desired 
the  matter  to  be  taken  un  and  ncted  upon  by  the  general 
body  at  HornellsviilG.  lie  complied  with  their  request* 
and  in  the  evening  a  meeting  of  the  Brotherhoods  of 
FirenuMi,  Euf-'iiieei-H,  ami  nrakemeii  was  held,  and  it 
was  decided  to  make  a  ionnal  demand  for  tlie  restora* 
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tlfiin  of  the  committeemen,  and  in  cam  of  a  rrfii#al  on 
the  part  of  the  company,  all  employes  were  to  quit 
work.  "I  wad  eelectuu  as  chmrmaDOf  the  coinniilte«of 
general  arnmsenients,  without  any  KultcitTition  on  my 
part/*  ndded  Donahue,  '' aiiil  no  one  was  mora  S-ur* 
prised  at  it  than  I  waa.  I  accepted  the  trusty  deter* 
mined  to  perform  my  full  duty  by  the  boys,  and  I 
don't  think  any  of  them  will  charp?c  me  with  deserting 
them.  The  matter  was  well  matured,  and  all  otir 
planrt  were  laid  for  a  strike  that  would  leave  the  road 
without  any  help.  The  engineers  indorsed  our  action, 
and  pledged  themsclros  to  join  us  at4  soon  as  it  wna 
definitely  known  that  the  company  refused  to  I'oinstato 
the  committeemen.  At  the  supreme  moment  ihcy 
filled  us.  and  while  many  of  them  fitoud  ready  la  leave 
their  engines,  the  ninjority  broke  through  the  resolm 
tion,  and  remained  loyal  to  the  road,  though  in  full 
fiymtialhy  ^vith  us.' 

A\  hen  inquiry  was  mndo  fts  to  payment  for  his 
services  sis  leader,  Dfjnaliuo  rpspondeJ :  "  It  wm  agreed 
that  I  was  to  receive  full  pay  as  a  brnkemnn.  or  $2  a 
day  and  all  necessary  cxpcnaca.  It  wna  further  midcrw 
stood  tliat  all  matters  pertaining  to  a  settlement  of  tliQ 
trouhles  were  to  be  left  entirely  in  my  hand*,  tho  boyn 
ai?re4.'ing  to  abide  by  any  agreement  within  th(?  bouuda 
of  reason  and  justice  that  I  should  make, 

*'The  conductors  were  not  invited  to  join   in  th6 
fltrike  "  Donahue  said,  **  because  they  were  mere  non- 
entities, ofl  anyboJv  could  fill  the  position,  and  conduct* 
ors  could    he   made    by   a    mere   scratch    oj'  the    pen. 
Practical   'railroaders,     like    liremen,   brakemon    and 
cngineent  had  to  he  educated  to  tlie  work,  and  it  was 
dan;;erou3   to  tho   pro|>erty  of  a  road  to  put  *gre«il 
bands'  in  such  responsible  positions."     As  to  the  niini* 
l>er  of  employes  pledgt'd    lo   [mrticipate  in  the  striko, 
Donahue  stated  over  112,000  rvns  tJte  nuinU'r  that  wa»| 
relied  npon  on  the  Krie.    At  UomelUville  alone  hi 
Bald  there  were  2,o00  men  ready  for  nelion  when  tho' 
necessity  demanded.     *'  Only  a  lew  of  llicm  wero  o^ 
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men  in  the  city"  ho  added,  "tlic  great  bulk  being 
Witt«Tx?il  About  tliewoodM  itiid  on  tho  inoutitmnsi,  wb«ro 
tbcy  8ub«i«1p<l  on  hucIl  food  i^^  could  In.*  xi'tuiir^d  in  town 
And  conveyed  to  them.  Thi»  eon^ijrtr*<l  of  crackers^ 
cakea,  pjcv'^nd  occoaionally  a  little  tnvi\i.  They  could 
have  been  rallied  at  ehorl  notice,  and  wouUl  hnvo  nindo 
a  rather  formidfibk*  army  when  gathered  in  one  mm*. 
The  boys  were  well  fixed  its  fur  ii«  »ma)1  nrnw  »tv  con* 
ccmcd,  and  could  have  made  a  creditable  defence/' 

The  first  detachment  of  the  2Sd  regiment,  nearly 
400  fitrong,  reached  IlornelUvillc  on  the  SSd.  This 
brought  the  militfiry  forcu  nt  thut  ploc^  to  a  strength 
of  nbont  1,300  men.  The  rioters  numbered  about 
2,000  men, 

About  noon  on  the  2Sd,  a  committeo  of  i^triken^ 
waited  on  the  railway  ofllciaU  to  state  llieir  p-ievunees. 
The  chairman  of  the  coramiltcc  made  a  general  state- 
ment of  the  cau^e^i  ^iiich  forced  the  men  to  Htrike,  and 
aaid  they  had  reeeived  nuIei-H  not  to  commit  dt^preda- 
tion.  They  proposed  to  atop  the  trains,  but  not  to  do 
TiolencOp 

Ilo  then  submitted  the  following,  as  the  temui  n'hich 
be  thought  the  men  M'ould  accept  and  go  to  work, 
Tlie  iivogen  demanded  are  just  about  the  fiamo  as  the 
company  now  pay  under  llio  ttn  per  Cent,  reduction. 
The  bnikeuien  lire  willing  to  go  to  wurk  at  the  ten  per 
cent.  riMluction,  provided  the  train  men  are  paid  for 

y  overtime  that  they  mny  make  in  being  ordered  out 
and  being  abandoned;  alt<o  any  overtime  which  they 
may  make  while  being  delnyvd  U|ioii  lh(*  road^  to  be 
paid  for  ut  the  same  rate  per  day ;  overrate  per  day  to 
be$].$0.  Tho  trackmen  in  Che  Hornellsville  yard  to 
rec<?ive  Jl.oO  per  day,  and  be  paid  for  overtime  at  the 
Muue  ratv;  the  tnu:k[uen  onBectionn  outvideof  the  yanl  to 
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receive  $1.40  per  dtiy,  nnil  to  piiy  no  rentnU  for  iheir 
houfiee^  cxcopt  tis  they  may  agrca  with  the  company. 
The  fiwitchmcn  to  accept  the  ten  per  cent,  reduction* 
on  consideration  that  ten  houni  sliall  cuiiatttute  rv^Ay's 
work,  and  all  overtime  to  be  paid  Tor  at  thy  fium(?  rtiin 
per  hour — 81.80  and  S2.05  per  day.  The  firemen  to 
ucoept  the  ten  per  cent,  reduction  on  conriidenvtion  tliat 
their  sevc^ral  pjvy  shiil!  be  ^IM,  9! .02,  ^.03  nnd  $214, 
and  that  all  firemen  shall  be  promoted  according  to 
age.     Coal  passers  to  be  paid  the  same  as  before. 

Superintendent  Dowen  said  he  was  glad  to  sec  them 
make  an  effort  for  peac^,  but  assured  them  that  the 
receiver  would  not  go  to  work  upon  otiier  temis  than 
he  had  announced;  that  the  company  could  not  accede 
to  th(f  dcmmidg  presented.  The  coTiimiUcH!  then  axked 
if  the  cuunnittwnien^  who  liad  Ixt'n  discharged,  wnuld 
be  restored  to  their  former  places  if  the  men  went  to 
work-  Assistant  Receiver  Sherman  replied  that  they 
would  not.  The  coninuttee  then  n^tired^  htingesuirUnl 
through  the  lines. 

Later  in  the  day  the  following  notice  was  received 
and  published : 

General  Order- 

The  receiver  fully  appreciateH  the  fidelity  of  hia 
ofhcera,  agentj^t  and  men  who  have  remained  true  to 
their  duty  in  the  present  emergency,  and  such  fidelity 
wilt  not  fail  to  be  properly  rc^cognized,  No  compromise 
will  be  made  with,  and  no  coneei^ion  will  be  niftde  to, 
those  mii^uided  men  who  are»  h^ve  been,  or  may  be 
folac  to  their  tnmt,  and  violates  of  the  law.  And  nil 
perBons  are  warned  that  no  one  has  the  right  to  repre- 
sent  or   vpeak   for   the   receiver,   except   his  regular 
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nfiicera*  Anv  otlit^r  ]»or«ion  iirod^tiding  tj>  <!■>  j>n  U  an 
impostor.  Ihcrcoriver  in  itidiicod  to  believe  thut  the 
lar^  mnjority  of  ihe  emj^Ioyft*  now  ncgkcting  tlicir 
duly  ai'e  acting  under  the  cooreloti  and  terror  of  la^vk-^ 
and  dc!fl{]erate  im=*ii,  moKt  of  ^liom  iiro  ^trangon,  luid 
liJive  never  been  in  lii**  wrvicc.

From  Horncllavjllc  ibc  distiirbAncc  spread  rapidly 
along  the  linr  of  (he  Erie  Rnilwrtj\  Port  Jems,  Com- 
ing, Piiinlt'd  Post,  Btifl'iilut  Hnd  olhor  points*  wt'ro 
ofTectod^  and  the  Eric  braUemcn  ond  firemen  at  all 
tbe»o  placcif  joined  the  atrikc  and  «toi>i>ed  the  runniDg 
ofiltG  truinA, 

At  Buffalo  the  Btnkers  were  exeeodingly  violent. 
Early  in  the  afternoon  of  the  23d,  au  assault  wha  mode 
by  netirly  two  tbouwind  noten*  oil  iib[>iit  tuo  hundivd 
soldiers  V'lio  vrere  guarding  tbe  Luki)  Sliore  round 
hou3e.  The  military  were  obliged  to  leave  the  build- 
ing, whicli  vras  now  batricndi-d  by  the  mob,  who  hod 
placed  cars  in  position  oh  defence  against  an  tiUack, 
Colonel  Flaclu  of  the  Cfitli  Kogimcnt,  with  about  thirty 
men  and  three  ofiicer?,  proceeded  to  tbe  round  bouwr  to 
n*Luke  it  from  tin*  mob.  They  wgt^  met  wilb  yell?*  uf 
derision  from  the  crowd,  and,  undor  n  eliower  of  etoiiee, 
were  obliged  to  retreat  at  tbe  double-<^uick,  and  force 
their  way  through  Ibc  yelling  crowd  at  the  point  of  the 
bayonet,  eome  of  th«  Kuldii'rx  IxNng  badly  cut  on  the 
hands  with  knives,  and  alw>  clubbed.  Four  of  ibe 
eoblii]*rfl  lunt  their  nnusket*.  which,  however,  were  afier* 
wan!  re<*i*V('r<?d,  Colonel  Finch  was  badly  rlobhed, 
twice  knockcKl  down,  foreed  across  tbe  canal,  and 
obliged  to  take  refuge  in  the  Lake  Shore  paint  ebop. 
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The  Eric  strikers  did  not  confine  their  Uwtcssnesn 
to  their  ovrn  road,  but  invaded  the  nlmp^  oJ"  the  Lake 
Shore  nud  New  York  Central  ronda,  and  forced  the  men 
to  atop  work,  and  prcvenU'd  the  mwenjects  of  all 
freight  and  atock  truins  In  tho  Jcpot  yrLrd.  The  Lake 
Shore  men  joined  in  the  strike,  as  we  sliall  see,  hut 
the  men  of  iho  New  York  Ci-ntnil  road  «Jiawed  no 
di^poeition  to  do  so. 

A  meeting  of  citizens  waa  summoned  by  the  timid 
Mayor  of  Biiflnh),  hut  it  vn\»  slimiy  ntk^ndcd^  niid  was 
captured  by  the  i*trik<Tj<,  wht>n}U|Kin  it  wiw  tuyounied 
by  the  Mayor, 

In  the  tncnntime  the  Bccond  detachment  of  the  23d 
TEn-gliiieiit  left  Bnntlvlyn  on  the  afCt-viiiioii  of  llii*  2ild  of 
July,  and  reached  Elmira  shortly  after  seven  o'clock 
on  tho  morning  of  the  24th,  under  the  command  of 
Major  Alfred  C,  Dnrnes.  At  thia  point  Major  Bante-i 
was  warned  that  the  strikers  nlong  the  roud  would 
endeavor  to  stop  iho  progrt^sa  of  tfae  train,  and  accord- 
ingly stationed  guarda  on  the  engine  and  tender*  and 
on  the  platformn  of  the  cars.  The**c  men  were  ordered 
not  to  fire  without  cau^e,  but  to  sec  thai  tho  train  waa 
not  interfered  with. 

The  train  iefl  KImira  at  9  o'clock,  and  reached 
Coming  at  10.22  a.  u.  Several  riulern  attempted  to 
board  tho  train,  but  were  quickly  forced  off  by  the 
guEinb.  AI>oat  one  hundred  of  them  gathered  around 
the  train,  gesticulating  and  hootiag,  but  ninking  no 
Ibrttier  demonstration  of  violence.  As  the  train  mowd 
past  the  depot,  the  rioters  ru^lied  ahead,  and  turned 
the  switch.  The  engine  was  moving  so  slowly,  how- 
ever, that  the  train  was  nt  once  ptopjied-  Th«  mob 
&Ovr  hastened  up  the  track  and  blockaded  It  by  over- 
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turniiij;  o  biigf^iige  csxt  upcm  it  Sororal  locomotivoA 
Tvcrc  ilW  injured.  The  fireman  of  tlio  troop  trnin  now 
deserted  his  ongioc  and  joined  the  mob.  The  track 
wfts  lorn  ii[>  for  u  *liort  dwl:uH*«  hy  tlie  riotei 
ai>d  the  ndvnnec  of  the  troop  train  wa8  eflcotuair 
stopped.  Ac  scvctaI  point:*  higher  up  tLe  road  the 
track  waft  torn  iip;  and  ctifn  Avere  overturned.  A  can^i 
struction  party  was  at  once  organized,  and,  under  thi 
protection  of  the  troopa,  the  track  w*aa  lekid  and  thd 
overturned  cars  righted. 

The  tmin  maved  on  slowlv,  at  the  rate  of  about  one. 
mile  per  honr,  in  order  to  protect  tho  working;  partiosr/ 
and   rcuchod   Painted   Pofft  alxmt  fuur  o'clock  in  the 
ftfh>rno()Ti.     The  ntriker«  ^^ero  ut  UiJA  time  alxtiii  two 
iniW  ahead  of  the  irtuiij  ami  were  damaging  tlie  road 
as   fiLst   0-4  wud  possible.     Kvery  effort  wa«  made   to 
repair  the  track  and  enable  the  troops  to  come  up  witi 
the  riot^r^.     So  sncce^ful  were  tliene  olTi;rtA,  that  ai 
half-paat  four  the  troops  nere  within  half  a  mile  of  the 
rioters.    A  strong  dvtachmcJit  was  immediately  throwa 
out,  which,  moving  rapidly  ahead  of  the  train,  sooi 
came  up  with  the  riotens  as  they  were  engaged  in  tei 
ing  up  the  rails.   At  the  eight  of  the  troops  the  atrikera^ 
tied  to  the  woods.     The  damage  to  the  track  waa  a1 
once   repaired,  and   ttie   train    p:issed  cm   to   AdduvjUj 
which   wa*  i-eacbfd  at  five  o'clock  P.  M.     From  thtsl 
place  no  farther  trouble  was  experienced  until  u  poiiil 
half  a  mile  bolow   rioniellfiville   waa  reached.     Ilcrtt! 
the  engine,  tender  and  baggage  car  were  thit)wn  froi 
the  track  by  a  loo^ned  nul.     The  tne:]  of  tho  23d{ 
left  the  cars  about  seven  o'clock  r.  M.,  and  marcln 
to  the  depots  where  tliey  johu-il   the   ih-nl  detachment' 
of  their  command. 
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rncoiiwjqucnceof  Uie  prepuce  of  wo  »lro!^  amilil 
force  lit  Hornellsvillc,  Uicro  waa  no  ;3i.^turbance  at  Umt 
place  on  the  ^4tli.  Donaliuo,  tie  leader  of  tlie  Atrikcrs^ 
WAfi  arfv^ti?<)  tiEul  luflJ  by  (tie  civil  nutbaritie;^  No 
eftbrt  was  rruuJo  lo  rcccue  hiin. 

All  tliroiif^h  tlw  iiJth  there  wiw  greo-t  excitement  at 
BulTilii,  l>ijt  lliec-e  waw  no  ouLbi-eak.  Aboiit  000  militia 
and  two  batteries  of  artillery,  beddes  300  policemen, 
wcro  held  in  readiness  to  move  upon  the  mob  at  any 
raomcnL 

On  the  iiiglit  cif  the  24t1i  ait  att^^mpt  wan  made  lo 
firo  tho  bridge  of  tht>  Erie  Railroad  over  iho  Novomnk 
river,  at  Port  Jer\i«.  Prectmtionary  mcoMurcH  wore 
taken  Ity  the  company  nl  the  cominencertieiil  of  tlie 
ciittttirbanc^,  an  iiicrc'iuci'd  tiuinlx*r  oT  wtitehmeii  bfjing* 
stationed  at  thlt*  brid^.  Thiu  fiwt  undoubtedly  tuvcd 
it  from  destruction,  aa  the  next  morning  a  five  gallon 
can  of  k<'nw(.?tie  oil  wivs  diweovt-rcd  uinUr  iht.^  bridge, 
placed  in  ftucb  a  position  tliat  its  igniU^^a  would  hrivo 
carried  the  Iliime&  lo  the  wood-work  of  the  brid^jc. 

It  is  Huppo^ed  that  the  nici-iLiliaries  became  alarmed 
before  tlie  completion  of  their  arrangements,  and  think- 
inp  that  they  were  discovered,  fled,  leaving  the  oil 
behind  them.  The  guards  at  that  point  wcro  increased 
to  prevf?nt  fiirtbtr  trouble. 

A  letter  from  Port  Jervis,  on  the  2oth,  said : 


A  spirit  of  malicioudnega  haa  developed  itself  that 
vrm  not  niantfojsted  at  the  outbreaking  of  the  tmubles. 
IlMila  iiFL*  turn  up.  Eind  ohfltructiona  of  overyconrnvahle 
kind  placed  on  the  track.  Alt^ng  Uje  Utrhiw^r^  divi- 
Bion  several  attempts  to  wreck  traiiia  have  been  made, 
but  additional  watchmen  arc  employed,  and  thus  far 
no  damage  has  been  done.     An  extra  engine  is  de* 
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spnfclicf!  ahead  of  truiua  to  see  if  the  track  is  all  right, 
and  Wif'.y  rim  at-  ft  less  rate  of  K|>ped  than  iiftiiaK  Oil 
the  engiiif^A  of  the  traina  pa.H»iiig  through  the  turbuti>nt 
Bection  of  thn  country*  8haTj>-ahooteTS  arc  placnl,  and 
they  are  roidv  for  any  emergency.  At  all  stations  a 
fiiroe  (if  ftheriff'H  tlt-puties  are  on  linnd  on  the  arrival  of 
trains,  ready  to  oheik  any  HuIotm  moveitient. 

A  hundred  5remen  on  the  Kasltrn  and  Delaware 
divteiona  aro  ready  and  nn\toiifi  for  n  HtriUc;  on  equal, 
or  perhaps  a  larger  numb<?r  are  op^)Ofled  to  one ;  more 
than  thief,  they  rtfuso  to  give  it  tlit*  U'lixt  enconmge- 
ment,  asserting  tliat,  reganilcfwof  theac^icIlO^thcB^)lh- 
e^lJ00^^,o^  any  olhcT  class  ofemiiloyi-'.^.tlicy  will  continue 
to  attend  to  ihoir  duty.  Of  Ihusclx'loiiging  to  thcorJor 
a  majority  arc  nntlouhtedly  in  favor  of  a  strike.  Th^ 
nrt>lhi'rlnK"l  mt-etJ*  nlghdy,  nntl  lljoiijrli  the  m^n  aiv 
\iU'ih^ii}  to  i*ecrecy,  and  rvt  rv  iKJ^nhhi-ffoit  is  HiHdc  to 
prevent  the  milway  officials  irom  obtaining  accurate  re- 
ports of  their  doing?*^  lht*y  lire  unuhle  to  rolrain  member* 
of  the  organization  from  disclosing  the  reeulis  of  theirde- 
lihf'rations,  Th^  last  few  meetings  have  been  dis- 
orderly in  the  extremt?,  violent  1angU3^  Ix-ing  nw'd, 
and  recriminations  and  charges  of  unfaitlifulneM*  to  thfr 
ordorbeinj?  of  common  occurrence-  Ri^preaenlalivesfrom 
abroad  have  made  inflammatory  flpeeelies,  urging  the- 
Broihcrhood  to  action;  but  the  more  prndent  ones  we- 
the  lolly  of  eitnking  niilenH  therein  unity  among  the- 
men. 

It  tfl  noticeable  that  the  **pirit  and  di«!i|>line  which 
hftp  cliarncterized  former  strikes  at  ilornolUville  and 
elttewltvre  on  the  Erie  rond  ii>i  wanting  in  thix  one. 
Even  with  the  nHhir1i(»n  ofwiigi-M  ns^  miide  July  l»l  th*^ 
employ^  on  this  rom!  are  bL*ttrr  paid  than  on  anvothtT 
line.  Puldic  sentiment  does  not  ifuslain  them  in  thii« 
Ktrike,  which  is  without  a  shadow  of  excuse.  The  men 
Iinvo  K'i'n  drawn  into  it  Ijy  a  sympathetic  feeling  for 
tho  sitrikern  eWwbrrt%  and  not  Iw'cau'fe  of  any  n'al 
gneviinces  of  tlieir  own  which  net^d  bo  atoned  for.  Il 
IS 
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is  therefore  juflg^d  that  the  difliciilticp  on  the  Erie  flrc 
not  deep  rooted,  and  at  the  proapectaora  auspeneion  of 
the  strikes  elsewhere,  or  a  victory  over  the  etrikera  at 
IlamelliSTille,  tbe  disallUoiion  on  the  line  will  woqd  pu1>

The  offiT  of  a  ivwitn]  wiut  H'rfjiin  l/i  now  Jiiw 
Qord  in  tlie  riuiks  of  the  rioters,  and  convert  some  of 
them  into  informc-re. 

The  correspondent  of  the  Xew  York  Bentidf  writing 
from  Cnnttng,  on  the  25Ul  of  July^  8a!d  of  the  state 
of  affairs  at  that  time : 


Since  the  elnUersi  nclnpted  Iho  Fabian  policy  which 
has  chnracterizcd  thoir  actions  this  week  the  coj^Sdenoe 
of  thoir  opjjoiu^nU  has  ririen  coiiMderablvj  and  it    iv 
confidently  asw'rlv(!  hy  a  good  many  j>eople  that  if  the 
company  undertakes  to  run  trains  through,  it  can  be 
done  without  oppo?«ition.

owing  to  the  fact  that  it  earned  Barney  Donahue,  the 
lejuicr  of  the  Ilomcllsville  striker^  who  haa  been  sum- 
moned to  appear  boforo  Judge  Donahue,  in  Supreme 
Court  Chambers,  on  Friday.     To  this  man,  more  than 
(my  other,  is  due  the  completeness  and  eflbctiveness  of 
the  etrika      He  orgaiii/xrd  it,  not  only  at  IlomelUvillc, 
but  throughout  the  wcfltcm  division  of  the  Erie  RaiU 
rofid.     Ho  inana**ed  it  in  hia  o\m  way,  oatabliahin;  his 
hcnd-^uarters  with  all  the    confidence  of  a  military 
chieftain  taking  command  of  hid  forces,     HIa  orders 
were  the  law  of  the  AtrikerA,  aikd  poAsihly  Die  eauAe  of 
the  atrike.     He  showed  himself  as  much  a  favorite 
among  the  trackmen,  braketnen  and  firemen  on  the 
road,  as  was  Jack  Kehoc,  the  king  of  the  Molliea, 
amofig  th(^  niini.T0  of  tLo  anthraciti.^  rfgion.     And  ai 
KehcM*  wjw  not  a  miner,  po  Doiialiue,  pn>pt^rly  Kpeaking, 
waa  not  a  railroader.     Sometimea  hescr\'cd  M  a  brake* 
maOf  but  then  it  was  only  os  a  fiubstitutc ;  and  once  he 
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Icopt  a  f^aloon.  Hi!i  rmI  btinincKs  wnv  Ihat  of  tliv 
"  tiincrt"  or  '* buyer  of  lime/'  and  he  made  large  profits 
out  of  the  people  whose  champion  he  now  i«,  by  od- 
vancitifc  tlicni  monoy  at  a  high  uitorcret — fui  much  tM 
(ifU>iii)  p«r  ccMit.  some  s^y — in  auticipntion  of  the  pny- 
masier  Wbvn  the  strike  which  inii>endod  hccnuso  of 
tJjc  i-cdactioa  of  wa^es  at  the  beginning  of  the  present 
month  was  ordca*d,  IXinahua  wai  made  chiurman  of  the 
committee  having  tho  matter  in  char|»e.  In  this  way 
h«  naturally 'Iwcami;  thw  leadt'r  when  the  Htrike  nctn- 
all  V  caine  j  and  mori-  than  tluH,  it  may  be  Hiid  that  the 
ati-ike  IV oa  of  his  ovrn  Cfcation. 

So  far  03  I  have  ficcn  very  Utile  hfia  been  said  of  the 
origin  of  the  etrike  on  the  Erie,  It  will  be  remem- 
bered that  the  July  reduction  was  oo^uieseed  in  by  the 
tmtif  the  only  (Condition  being  that  all  iierHOim  who 
had  taken  part  in  fomenting  a  strike  aliotihi  be  retained 
by  tlie  company.  This  woa  agreed  to,  but  it  voa  not 
long  until  two  members  of  the  committee  which  had 
f^no  to  New  York  in  regunl  to  tho  iniitEor  wt^ru  di^ 
chargi'd.  It  wa*  liclivveil  oIIkt  dljtmissuU  would  fol- 
low. In  the  excilcment  nnd  cxn^pomtion  of  the 
momi^nt  it  wflncasy  to  precipitate  a.  fitrlko  where  none 
had  been  intended.  At  »uch  a  time  the  influence  of  a 
manlike  DoTitihue  wa^  much  to  be  dreaded,  and  tho 
Bequel  fihowod  wliat  givut  eonHeqnonctrs  may  Mpring 
tram  a  fiin*;lc  act  of  ii^UAtice  and  bud  faith  when  a 
resolute  nan  dclerminca  to  employ  it  for  his  own  pur- 
(KMea.  When  tho  stiiko  bofjon  at  Ilornellsvillo,  few 
even  of  the  firemen  and  brakemen  knew  it  was  im- 
(wnding.  Donahue  informed  eoine  of  them  within  the 
vei'y  honr  when  it  took  place.  Only  a  handful  of  men, 
compared  with  these  who  atruck,  were  actually  in  the 
secret;  but  this  litLle  hand  wi\a  compoj^d  of  daring  and 
reckless  fellows,  who  were  (letemiineJ  to  have  their 
own  way  for  onee.  Fix>m  tlw?  very  Ix^^-inning  tltey 
cai-ned  everything  before  them,  a>id  even  the  military 
has  been  [}owcrlc8fl  against  them.     No  trains  were  ol- 
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lowed  to  go  west  of  norneUfivillc^  and  but  fi-w  paaaed 
botwoen  IIoTntTUvv!lI<*  and  this  placo.  Niitjrntly 
enough  it  was  thought  dftflmblo  lo  ttni-st  llw  ring- 
leader IQ  such  a  struggle,  and  jiccordingly  Barney  Don- 
ahue was  placed  uadcr  arrcfit.  This  waa  conflidorcd 
no  great  mierortuno  ty  tlie  ttriketfij  or  even  by  Doiift- 
huo  himself,  as  there  were  legal  questions  upon  vp-IiicIi 
the  Brotherhoods  desired  the  rtiliiig  of  the  court«^  niid 
tliis  was  considered  a  favorable  opportunity.  Donahue 
accordingly  took  the  matter  quietly,  and  ivhen  boil  was

When  1 
found  that  be  wa*  renlly  going:,  I  determined  to  drive 
down  tlie  road  in  the  wake  of  the  train  to  wo  what 
progresa  they  niatlo.  It  wa*  hours  after  the  train  l(jl\ 
Horni'lliHvilk*  lluit  T  followetl^  but  when  I  reuehed 
Conisteo,  only  five  milec  away,  I  found  I  woa  not  very 
far  bchiDd.  A  coal  ear  bad  been  thrown  acrod3  the 
track  at  tlint  placL^  which  hjul  eaui^ed  delay,  and  it 
BeeincHl  likely  tlnit  thei'e  wem  other  similar  obatniclions 
all  along  the  road^  oa  it  was  tlien  about  noon  and  the 
train  bad  not  yet  reached  Camemn,  wliUh  is  imW 
eighteen  niilcd  from  liornellaville.  If  the  obiitrLictiona 
continued  I  wa^oerCain  I  could  overttike  the  train  long 
before  it  reached  Coming,  and  bo  I  went  forwnrd  on 
my  painful  journey,  (im'stiftning  all  ihe  wayfarers  [ 
chanced  to  meet-  All  of  Uiem  h^id  sw*n  tlic  train. 
One  rei>orted  it  aj*  moving  very  eiowly  in  the  directionof 
Cameron-  Another  miJ  when  be  saw  it  it  was  at  a 
htand&till  at  the  bndf^j  above  that  village.  Another 
had  ht?en  il  fxuiiig  forwanl  below  lluj  bridge,  but  very 
rAtiticuFily*  I  went  on,  and  wbmi  I  reached  CaTneron 
I  learned  by  tekj^raph  tiiat  it  hud  jnat  entered  Coniin^- 
I  had  been  assured  on  very  gotxl  authority  that  tbia 
particular  train  would  not  be  fteriou«ly  molested.     It 
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vtw  tlicn  n  qiw^iriion  vrlih  mc  ii'iictbcr  I  «1iout(l  return 
to  lIonielUvHlo  or  go  furvr^ud  in  j^enrch  of  the  tttrilc«n 
vrlio  were  hUi-a-AsfiJ  in  imi^intjiig  the  train  y4^«t«^nliiy. 
Nothing  of  iii\y  tnomejit  was  talking  place  iit^Lfinl  m<^. 
atid  &o  I  concluded  to  m  forward.  Oti  1  wcTit,  poAt 
Addifion  and  almost  to  tttc  village  of  Paiutod  Po«t  bo- 
fore  I  saw  ajjvllunif  or  niiybody  wLIcli  would  rewui\l 
one  for  so  much  l^vdiuiifi  jiuiriieviikg. 


Tnr  toLCiRR  novfi  iiiudih»  good-avk  to  tukiii  vwKJtriiUAnT*. 

As  I  drove  up  to  a  rontUide  inm  called  Erwin'ti.  1 
dee<^wd  a  proiip  of  inon,  ei^rht  or  ton  in  luimber. sitting 
in  front  <if  ihtit  tavorn.  Tliej-  were  suiokir^.  and  nil 
of  tliem  Afrerned  in  great  good  htinior.  I  ha/1  ntnick  ii 
bovianz.'U  The«e  w^re  the  mem  who  had  adcmpted  In 
Beif/Q  the  train  at  thin  |>1iice  yontcrday.  nud  who  had 
turned  the Bwitch,  disabled  the  switch  en^^Ino.obcftrueted 
the  track  and  removed  tlie  rail  from  th«  brid;^.  Thev 
told  me,  witl)  fr&aknc«ji  and  apparent  truth,  that,  all 
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told,  there  were  only  fifteen  of  them,  and  thcv  nione 
hft4  done  all  tbo  miacliief  of  the  da\>  impodinic  tho 
trainft  for  miles,  mitil  tliey  were  cotujK'llLHl  to  detttst 
from  «xliaiJAtion> 

"  What  are  you  doing  here  ?  "  1  oflkcd.  "  Only  re«^ 
iiig."  Olio  of  them  answcrod, 

*^But  you  mustn't  give  us  away  when  you  reaoh 
Corning/  **  Certainly  not/'  1  replied ;  "  but  are  yoo 
1IEIW  gotng  fn  stop  thin  work  in  which  you  have  been 

60  »UCC^8ftflll?" 

'*  Not  a  bit  of  it,"  they  cried  In  chorus.  "  Not  until 
the  company  gives  in  to  a  compromise  to  which  we 
cau  starve." 

"Where  are  yon  going  next,  then?"  I  asked,  not 
■cting  an  answer,  but  getting  it  so  fully  and  unaf^ 

itodly  thrtt  I  know  thon^  cou!d  l>e  tio  doubt  about  it. 
*' We  are  going  ba^^k  to  llornelUville,"  said  one  of 
them,  *' to  see  the  ci:imDiitti.*e  and  begin  over  again. 
Wt!  a^^ised  an  engine  there  and  c^Jiie  down  to  Corning 
to  do  some  of  the  work.  When  wu  get  back  to  Cumcron 
it  ift  likely  we  shall  got  another  engine  for  the  r^-^sl  of 
the  jonnn^y.  We  lienr  thnt  the  rond  west  U  n  wreck. 
We  will  ni:ike  this  piirt  of  it  a  wreck  alsw  if  tho  c-oui- 
jHiiiy  doestrt  yiehi." 

When  I  told  tliem  Barney  Donahue  was  on  tho  train 
whidi  bad  judt  gtinc  dosvn  ib^'V  cxpreaacd  no  surprise 
and  made  no  comrn4.'nu,  but  teemed  anxious  to  leani 
about  the  inU?n^'Ht  which  Inid  been  «bown  nt  Ilornells- 
ville  in  tile  CHpture  of  the  enpne,  »i]d  for  whom  arrvst 
warninta  liad  been  iasucd.  The  youthfulnewi  of  (he 
men  itruck  me  even  more  than  their  reckless  frank- 
ne*!Ti.  but  nA  to  their  Identity  there  coidd  be  no  doLibt, 
for  I  hud  M(.^-n  ouv  or  two  of  them  when  the  rush  wa>i 
made  for  the  engine  ycelcrday,  and  I  had  other  n-u.^on!S 
for  knowing  them. 

A»  I  drovij  away  one  of  them  cried  out  after  me, 
"  Doift  give  UK  uwny  »t  Corning^  uund,  and  we  will 
make  things  livi-ly  up  thiH  way." 
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Feeling  tliemaetvca  Atrot)g  enough  to  enforce  the  iawr 
tlie  civil  fLuthuritit'^  at  IltjnicIUviUe  now  dt^Urruiiiiei^  to 
Q[ii'n  ^L'  Krt«  KiiilroTuI  ta  tniflifT^  mid  to  fUTe^t  the 
more  prominent  of  tlio  rlotL'rs,  It  wiu  dccldotJ  to  en- 
force llic  law,  even  sLoiild  a  conflict  with  the  riotcns 
be*  ri<vipw*aryi  and  tin*  !ifith  of  July  wiw  fixed  n^  tin- 
day  on  which  the  eilort  wna  to  be  made.  la  ttx;  muuji- 
time  several  prominent  gentlemen  of  the  [»lxico  exerted 
tbcuiaelveS  to  bring  n bout  a  settlement  and  avert  the 
nc^t*s*i!ty  ofijKiii}^  force.  Foremost  in  Uit'i^e  efliirtri  wa« 
Miles  Ilawley,  £bq.,  coubbqI  fur  the  employes  of  the 
railroad. 

Warrants  were  i^&ued  by  Jmlgea  Donahue^  of  New 
York;  and  Riiiui^ay,  ijf  Biithp,  for  the  arn^Jit  of  over  oQO 
hutidrud  of  the  riotcn*,  and  the  2ud  Ite^imcnt  was  as- 
signed  the  duly  of  Rupporting  the  civU  ofTiccrs  ui 
making  thrni.'  urn'*l:«i.  Oirli-rs  wen.-  jsstied  for  the  rL'gi- 
meiit  to  Ije  remiy  to  move  lit  feix  o'clock  a.  m.  on  thi* 
2Cth.  The  Galling  giiUi^  wore  prL'|>nrt>J  for  iinmodiato 
UAO,  and  tlie  regiment  fully  counted  u|>un  a  elmty  con- 
flict with  the  mob. 

The  railroad  officials  had  a  number  of  detectives 
among  the  riotert*,  and  every  inovcineut  of  the  dtrikera 
waH  known,  aA  well  an  thtt  location  of  llieir  varioua 
camps.  Few  of  the  rioters  were  seen  in  IlornclUville^ 
or  in  the  immetliatc  vicinity  of  tlieir  c<impfi,  but  at  a 
given  signal  tiaey  could  have  assembled  at  leii*it  900 
men.  On  a  hilUide  ovorlooking  the  military  and  rail- 
roftd  head^juarters  their  outiioete  could  be  distinctly 
ficen  by  day»  and  at  night  scores  of  moving  hvnterua 
gave  evidence  of  tlieir  vigilance  and  iu.<Uvity,  Tti  dif- 
ferent portions  of  the  woode^  and  not  K-moto  froin  tlio 
line  of  the  road>  tLcy  had  over  half  a  doxeu  cami>a, 
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wliioli  had   beo.n  pruv  ml  uncoil  by  |]1ujiil»ring  lite  fit-iglib 
cars  in  tbi?  d«pot  yard  at  the  beginning  oftlio  «triki\ 

The  Btnkora*  campa  would  have  b«cn  KurrounJL't] 
early  on  the  mcmtng  of  the  2(ith,  but  during  the  night 
of  the  2f>tli  a  &(^lt]enient  wtiA  ^fleeted  between  iho  rail* 
ruad  ofiicinls  and  the  rioterH. 

On  the  nit^ht  of  the  2-Sth  a  committee  of  strikera 
hod  A  consuUntion  with  Siiperintendent  Bowen,  of  the 
Krie  Rftilruiid,  The  tnicknu-n  cumphiincd  of  an  extra 
tbroo  percent,  dcinond^td  by  the  boi^MOi^  of  the  gangs, 
making  their  loUil  reduction  thirteen  per  cent^  whito 
till  otb<-r  eniplcni^s  were  cuIU^d  ujinn  to  iiubmit  lo  a 
reduction  of  only  ten  per  cent  Mr.  Bowen  inforuied 
the  men  that  he  had  not  b<*ard  of  this  before,  and 
assured  them  that  it  ahould  not  occur  ogajn,  and  gave 
a  further  ajwnnince  that  all  such  imimiper  and  un- 
nutboriaed  oesessmentd  should  be  refunded  by  thoK^ 
who  had  collected  and  appropriated  tbcri,  Thisgati 
satinfaetion  to  IbiH  cln>a  of  atriker^,  And  ihev  dedarei 
that  had  they  known  that  this  wa«  not  ordered  by  the 
managers  of  the  road,  they  would  not  have  quit  work. 
None  of  tlie  men  claimed  a.  restoration  of  wages  to  the 
tt-rms  in  furc"  prior  U>  July  lut,  Imviuiho  ibey  sjud  lh:it 
tbey  bnid  dijfcu««ed  that  inatu-r  fully  at  tbe  time,  and 
hod  olmoAt  nnunimouMy  oeceded  to  it,  knowing  that 
their  wages  were  more  lilx^ral  than  thi-iAC  of  any  other 
railroad  men  of  their  griwle  in  the  country.  The  next 
point  eubmilled  woa  immunity  from  arroat  and  pro^ecu- 
tion,  or  discharge  from  the  ron4  on  account  of  the 
strike.  Mr.  Bowen  »tati?d  that  he  waa  willing  to 
accede  to  this  as  far  o^  thoao  were  eoncenied  who  bad 
uncoupled  cars  and  removed  holla,  or  where  tracks 
were  ol^tiuctcd  on  the  UutTalo  &  Dunkirk  Divisional, 
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but  those  who  had  perilled  life  by  obfltrucimg  pn^wa* 
gi'T  trAiiiii  were  raiminaK  aiid  def*i?rved  the  sevt-rvst 
punifibment  known  to  the  law.  The  commitceo 
yielded  this  pomtj  and  only  demanded  immunity  for 
alt  other  strikers. 

The  in<wt  JiflcuU  pnrt  in  fheeonlrovorsy  come  next, 
fi  dt^tnuid  that  the  discharged  mcuibvrd  qF  the  Commit- 
tee oil  Gricvimcca  be  rcioatated.  Mr.  Toylor,  Divjaion 
SiiiwTiri Undent,  >va.^  culled  in^  imJ  wUli'd  that  thcst) 
men  iwkt'd  leave  of  abwence  to  visit  New  York  utmI  biy 
ibeip  griovancea  before  Receiver  Jewelt,  and  lie  n.'ftifted, 
supposing  it  M'lxs  a  private  matter,  and  not  the  regular 
acUon  of  the  Brotherhood.  They  then  told  him  they 
would  go  artyhuw,  und  wero  infcjnneJ  by  Llm  that  they 
would  do  so  tit  their  peril,  und  he  discharged  them. 
Thia  wfW5  nceej*wwy  in  order  to  maintain  discipline; 
and  ^hile  he  wils  fn^e  to  Tklmit  llitit  they  were  good 
vaihoad  men  mid  efHeient  in  their  pofaitions,  ruthor 
than  be  forced  to  reiiitvtute  thorn  by  the  clrikerST  lie 
would  reMgn  hiH  [iif^ition.  If,  however,  Lc  added,  ihcy 
would  leav%  the  mattt^r  in  htit  huiuU,  whil«  he  would 
not  promise  to  employ  them,  he  would  say  that  he 
would  deal  fairly  and  justly  in  the  pi-emi^a.  Tho 
committee  ^ei^  not  j^atit^fied  with  IIiIm  view  of  the 
matter,  and  claimed  that  theve  men  bod  a  direct 
pn>tui»o  from  Receiver  Jewett  that  they  fihould  not  be 
dlneUarged  for  calling  upon  him  and  piv,Heiiling  their 
grievaucL'*,  Mr.  Taylor  rew[x>nJed  that  ihey  were  dis- 
charged for  deserting  their  [)OEte,  and  he  claimed  that 
hifl  potfitipn  waa  corr<.ct,  imd  he  would  not  consent  to 
be  driven  from  it,  The  jioint  wjtn  finally  eoTii[>ix>ni[F(rd 
by  the  eitixeiis  of  IluniellbvJile  agnvin^  to  riiipjx^rt  tlm 
conimittee   until   employment   could   be  eecurvd,  and 
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Mr.  Bowi'h  giving  a  pledge  that  hereafter  comDittteoi; 
»hould  bo  permitted  to  present  grievonoefl,  when  ap* 
IMiuitcd  by  the  Brotherhood^  and  not  be  discharged 
foriL 

The  next  demand  of  the  strikers  ivtw  for  the  release 
of  Donahue,  their  lender  in  the  strike,  Mr.  MocFar^ 
lanJ,  counsel  of  the  road,  vraa  consulted  on  this  niAtter, 
Mill  ]w  mIv]Ki*d  tlmt  no  proiniite  should  be  ^ven,  inos- 
much  t»  IX>nrilLuo  wim  in  the  Iinnds  of  the  courts,  and 
tiny  pledge  t^uch  as  was  demanded,  Avould  be  compound- 
ing a  friotiy.  It  wiw  finally  agn.'i.d  thnt  the  proseaw 
tioii  of  Donjihuo  iihould  not  bo  pujuhed  by  Iho  nulrood 
company.  The  demand  for  cniploy<;*'  pa(«cs  when  the 
men  were  travelling  on  trains  other  timn  their  own 
^*tut  m-ceded  to  without  diseuHxIfin  ;  and  on  ttiis^  baniit  a 
aettlement  was  made.  Some  of  the  more  hot-headed 
strikers  were  not  contented  with  the  ecttlemcnt,  and 
piu^ied  a  rf«ohit!oii  instructing  the  coniiiiitttH}  not  to 
Ibrnmh  the  full  agreement  to  the  press,  *'  as,"  one  of 
them  Baid,  *^  we  have  not  made  a  succesaiul  strike,  but 
bave  uncondilioually  surrendered." 

At  six  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  2Cth,  the 
guards  were  withdrawn  from  the  railroad  yards,  and 
over  seven  hundn^d  stnkerfl  relunu^  to  ^-ork.  The 
people  of  IIoniidl»vil1e  were  aroui^ed  fix>in  their  shmi* 
hers  by  the  whistling  of  twenty  locomotives,  the  inccs* 
sant  movement  of  carA,  and  repairs  of  the  track*  and 
thi?n?  w!w  gTv»t  n-joiclng  everywh^-'re.  An  examina- 
tion of  the  freight  cars  by  the  railroad  ofTieials  showed 
that  meet  of  tlicm  had  been  broken  open  and  plundered 
of  everylliing  in  the  chaps  of  food,  StJi)erinlemient 
Bowen  estimated  that  the  1o^$i  to  the  Erie  Kailiriad  by 
the  fltrikei  tliiwjgli  the  delay  of  pftsaenger  and  freight 
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tmiis,  sii])port  of  lh<?  boW1i.t«j  bruaka-gi?,  wreck*,  nuA 
ftrticlofl  Ktulen,  woulil  exeo^d  $2,000,000- 

Thi'  Slate  authontiej»  in  tlic  mean  time  lind  ct&ttoncd 
cLetju^hin<-ntt  of  troops  at  the  proininent  jKiintx  on  tlio 
Erie  Rnilroad  lo  protect  it,  but  ttic  *iottli^m«iit  of  Ihe 
Ktrikc  al  Ht>ruollflviUe  being  generally  accepted  by  the 
men  on  tlic  rood,  there  -was  no  coUisiou  between  any 
of  lbe>H?  Ixxlirs  f)f  troo|)?<  and  the  strikers.  Tly  the  27thy 
tlio  busineM^  of  XliQ  road  wil»  roeumed.  A  feeble  cflbrt 
was  mailc  at  BufTalo,  on  tlic  2Clhj  by  a  few  disoontcnted 
Rtriker^;  to  fltop  the  Klmira  mail  train,  but  iyoa  promptly 
checked  by  the  police. 

The  Xew  York  Tribttnes  ccrreapondent,  writing  from 
IlomcUsvillc  on  the  2tith,  modo  Ihc  foUowiug  corn- 
ntvnb«an  the  strike: 

Now  that  tlie  Btrike  on  the  Erie  Knilway  i»  ended, 
a  few  obaer\-alions  may  not  be  out  of  phico.  The  strike 
coiUd  easily  have  been  checked  when  it  waB  begun^  bad 
the  company  started  ri^'Iit.  The  firemen,  who  formed 
the  largest  portion  of  the  Btriker?,  had  no  real  ground 
for  retiring  from  their  posts.  Tliey  claim  that  long 
years  of  eerrice  on  the  road  did  not  guarantee  promo- 
tion, and  that  frequently  new  men  would  be  miide 
engineers,  their  appointment  being  brought  about  by 
fiivoritiBm  at  hea/Wpiarters ;  and  yet  in  the  settlement 
not  a  word  waa  said  regarding  thin  grievance.  The 
brakemen  mako  a  similar  eomplnint,  and  allege  no 
other  reason  for  their  dinafTeetion,  The  conductors  and 
engineera  did  not  Mrike  in  a  body ;  but  tbnt  ihvy  wen- 
in  full  sympathy  with  their  co-laborera  who  quit  work 
waft  made  uppiirent.  Pa^aee  were  issuL*d  «t  military 
head-<)inirfer8  with  groat  freedom,  particularly  to  what 
were  tenned  '*  loyal"  emnloy^s.  Tlie*e  granted  a  «m«U 
army  of  enndtjctors,  engineers  and  lintkenten  Mife  [lai^- 
BikgQ  through  the  lines  at  any  time^  and  it  woi  a  noto- 
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riood  fact  that  the  engineers  were  particularly  friendly 
with  the  strikers,  and  they  asscKialed  freely  with  them 
when  in  the  city.  Ileaa-rjuaiter  inlelligence,  whli^h 
wa5  frequently  kept  from  the  prora  correapondentfl,  to 
prevent  diwiosure,  woji  known  amon^  the  strikers,  and, 
in  fact,  more  trustworthy  information  of  the  niovomenlfl 
of  the  soldiers  could  be  gathered  from  Donahue  and  the 
oUier  leaden*  of  the  mob,  than  fwnu  di^[nu\nn'.iii  clerkii 
or  the  nulroad  official.  It  became  apparent  to  the 
latter  early  in  the  campaign  that  the  camp  waa  full  of 
Bpica,  hut  precisely  who  they  were  woa  never  fully 
uc^^rtainei). 

At  first  it  wJifl  delermined  U*  vxchfilf  thi'  ntiti*r* 
from  telegraph  f^ilitles,  and  their  mesadgos  wMV  filed 
away.  Answers  failing  to  coine,  a  committee  waited 
on  the  military  nuthoritiefi,  and  infitnni^ii  them  that 
unle!<ti  their  despatehe*  were  prumptly  forwarded  iind 
answers  rcturnea,  the  wirea  would  be?  cut,  and  all  Iclo- 
graphic  cotninunicntion  be  rut  off,  and  the  striken*  thua 
forced  0  oonccsaion  to  their  demands.  From  the  very 
fii<at,  there  waa  altogether  too  yieldin;^  a  disposition 
manifeflU<d  by  the  railroad  ofEcialSj  and  committees  of 
Ftriker«  could  secure  a  conference  at  any  time.  The 
64th  Ite^ment,  it  wan  oj>enIy  chared,  waa  in  full 
sympathy  with  the  mob,  and  one  of  the  23d  pickets 
informed  me  that  he  saw  the  riotere  approach  ard  hold 
convernation  with  the  night  patrol,  and  in  one  instance, 
at  three  o'eloi:k  in  the  moniiiig,  a  nergi*ant  received 
whiflkey  and  cigars  from  them  and  dividen  Ihem  among 
his  guard.  Alter  this  di?icovcry  tlic  *2'ii  woe  placed  in 
charge  of  the  rickets  and  all  further  communication 
was  cut  off.  The  citi^^nsi  Rupported  the  mob,  and  only 
when  the  Mton^H  ntn  nnt  of  proviMOnw.  niii!  all  aveune?* 
for  fre«h  AU|)plieH  were  cut  olf,  did  the  city  otRciald 
wake  up  to  the  emergency,  and  put  forth  exertiona  to 
secure  a  i^ttlement  of  the  diSicuUy.  At  no  time  vtub 
a  piXKhimfttiiftn  iiisued  by  the  uti?r<ident  of  the  villugt*, 
and  the  {x>lice  force  waa  not  nicreaHed.     The  sheriff 
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ivroTG  in  ft  large  possQ  of  spectAla,  mostly  fixnn  di«Ltnt 
towiiic,  l«it  tliej  eomplntiied  lljut  tht'Ir  (•Hirioricy  wn« 
impairctd  by  the  flpies  givirL;^  iiiformntion  to  tho  »tnkcra 
of  their  every  movement  Barrooiiifi  M'cixj  oi)cn  fmm 
7  A.  H.  until  1  Ah  u.,  but  druriketiness  \va4  A)tno!«t  cd- 
tin*ly  iiiikiiowu,  and  to  thj8  Hiet  aloite  j»  dxic  tlte  nvoid- 
aiirt?  ofoiHMi  rupture. 

IIluI  tlitJ  militAry  been  ordered  early  in  the  ciunpAign 
to  break  up  the  camp!]  of  tbc  etriUers  nnd  tnni^h  tbcm 
under  jumrJ  to  hcad-qunrtcrs,  tbo  strike  could  have 
bccu  (>iidL*d  JQ  twenty-futir  hours,  nnd  n  milHon  q{  dol- 
lars could  htiVG  been  ^aved.  On  tlii?  Dunkirk  division, 
the  Blrikcra  made  exlciiwivc  armngx^mcnU  to  pi-ev^nt 
the  passage  of  tmina,  Tlic  grade  at  this  poiut  ifl  so 
steep  tliJit  only  fifteen  fr^i^ht  car*  can  bo  earriod  on 
one  tniiii.  At  the  Bumtnit  the  etnk;.'rfl  had  placed  a 
long  oil  tniin,  and  jpive  notice  Unit  npon  iht.^  atU'iiipt 
to  send  a  passenger  or  freight  train  over  this  division 
they  would  fire  the  oil  and  start  the  ti*ain.  The  result 
would  have  been  the  dealruction  of  every  car  in  the 
yard^,  as  well  oa  tlie  town  itself,  as  by  the  time  it 
reached  IloraellpiviUe  the  M>eed  of  the  tram  would  have 
been  at  lea^t  seventy  miles  an  hcur.  To  avoid  a 
calamity  of  Uiie  character,  the  company  sent  out  a  train 
o(  wreckers  and  tore  up  two  miles  of  track  and  tics, 
which  the  strikers  rej^anled  a.^  a  nn^,  and  the  remainder 
uftho  roiul  on  this  divLsion  wil*  utnttoK'^*<lr*d,  Kutindy 
loo  much  leniency  was  «<hown  to  the  mob,  and  the 
monoeers  of  the  road  manifested  entirely  too  strong  a 
disposition  to  ho  inlerviow^^^d  by  and  grant  eone^^^ssions 
to  the  litrikers.  Uard  blows  and  no  inl«.*rviL^wj^  would 
have  put  a  speedy  end  to  the  strike  at  this  pointy  and 
the  moral  effect  would  have  been  far  Uiom  valuable  to 
other  roads  similarly  situated.  As  a  linal  result  of  the 
etrikCf  but  little  concesaion  wn«  made  by  the  rond^  but 
it  was  considered  enough  to  permit  tfa^  strikei-s  to 
resume  work.  Many  of  the  most  deuionstnitive  aiv 
for  from  sati^tlcd  with  the  rcauU,  and  they  oj>enly  boaat 
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[atrBhouM  nnv  of  tho  ctrikora  be  dlschnrgcd,  or  the 
mojiagore  prov^i  faitlik^Ms  to  their  wriUcti  jjlod^s,  a 
itlrlk«  of  fur  liirgL-r  nrojiortiom*  will  be  Wguii ;  but  the 
gcmrral  opinion  is  that  this  is  Init  an  idle  bonflt.  The 
truckmen  were  more  fortunate  in  st-^urin^^  full  tcrma 
thnn  any  otlicr  cl^isa  of  malcontentfl.  They  arc  now 
guaratitc^eil  full  pt^»!?t*ssion  of  tlioir  »ihanti<*s,  free  of  rent, 
hy  rtini["ly  iwiknonludging  the  tilk'  of  tlic  rujid  to  the 
real  estate,  and  a«  tbcy  erected  the  buildings,  they  can 
remove  them  whenever  discharged.  This,  and  three 
per  cent,  reduction  in  salnrv,  was  nil  they  demanded, 
unci  both  points  w(>re  conceded.  As  a  whole,  the  strike, 
OS  fur  AS  results  nre  eonceitied,  niay  be  considered  a 
di:>ublfi  victory,  both  sides  making  concessions. 

One  of  the  most  ludicrous  features  of  the  strike  at 
this  point  was  the  action  of  the  wailer-eirla  at  the 
depot  luncb^rooms,  who,  out.  of  sympathy  for  their 
riotoua  lovers  and  husbands,  refused  to  wait  upon 
"murderous  soldiers;"  and  as  ihcy  marched  out  of 
camp  in  a  body,  with  their  bundles  of  clothing  under 
their  anna,  amid  the  laughter  of  the  troops  and  the 
cheers  of  the  mob,  they  were  llie  horoiuei*  of  the  hour. 

Donahue,  the  leader  of  the  strike,  was  taken  to  New 
York  and  confined  in  Ludlovr  street  jail.  On  the  30lh 
of  July  ho  wa-i  brought  tefnre  Judge  Donahue,  of  the 
Supreme  Court  of  New  York*  He  was  charged  with 
oontompt  of  court  in  interfering  with  the  bufiinese  of  a 
railroad  in  the  hands  of  a  receiver  appointed  by  the 
court.  Ue  was  defended  by  ex-Judge  Curtis  and  Gen- 
eral Roger  A.  Pryor,  two  of  the  most  eminent  members 
of  the  Xew  York  bar.  On  ilio  ITth  of  August,  Judge 
Donahue  n^ndcrcd  his  decision,  tho  prisoner  having 
been  confined  tn  jiiil  in  tlie  meunliuie.  The  judge  said 
the  acta  charged  against  the  prisoner  were  not  denied, 
and  it  wafl  not  an  excuse  to  allege  that  the  priaoner 
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mw  not  aware  tlint  flie  rnilmtul  wnn  in  fhi-  LaiuIh  or  an 
offtoor  of  the  courL  A  similar  plea  mi^lit  be  iiiftiU-  in 
a  pQiiy  laret^ny  caee — thnt  the  thief  did  not  kt\ow  that 
the  property  belonged  to  the  perBon  mentioned  m  the 
iiidietiTient  Aft^r  pointing  out  ttn*  gravity  of  llie 
offence,  tlio  court  said  it  should  bo  borne  in  mind  that 
the  priaoQer'a  ollences  were  such  as  he  might  bo  indicted 
for  by  the  roiirbi  of  the  county  in  which  they  were 
committed.  lie  therefore  directed  that  the  prisoner 
should  bo  held  in  conRncmcnt  for  a  period  of  thirty 
daya  from  the  time  of  his  arrest  Thia  time  CNpircd  on 
the  22d  of  August,  and  lie  was  relo&ited. 

A  number  of  the  prominent  atrikors  wore  arrested 
upon  cbnrgcH  broii^lit  nguinst  tlicm  by  the  mJlrood 
officials^  and  lielJ  fi>r  trial. 

It  was  generally  Kitppo^^d  that  the  Imporlnnt  litko 
of  tlic  New  York  Central  &  Hudson  River  Railroad, 
one  of  the  four  great  trunk  route:^  between  the  Ea^t 
Hiid  W<.'>lj  wculd  Wcome  involved  in  the  strike.     Strong 
efforts  were   mad^?,  chiefly  by  per^ns  not  connected 
with  the  road*  to  induce  the  men  to  strike,  but  thc!« 
met  with  litdft  Myiupdthy.      On  ttie  fivening  of  tlie  2Sd 
of  July  A  larp^e  meeting  of  workingmen  of  the  New  York 
Central  k  Hudson  River  Railrood,  including  track  men, 
switch  tendera,  br:ikemen,  firemen,  and  engineers,  wa^ 
held    at    tfie  CajjitDl    Piirk.      Matthew  J.    Tieman,    u 
machiuist  employed  tn  the  West  Albany  ehopH,  pre- 
sided, and  Jt>hn  Porter  was  aecrelary.     A  very  full 
dtscuflftjon  of  the  various  sidea  of  the  r^nestions  involved 
w;l4  indutg^  in,  when  finally  a  resolution  wiu  adopted, 
a!;istng  Mr-  Vfinderbilt  to  advance  the  wages  of  all  tliC 
workmen  along  the  lino  of  the  railroad  twcnty-fivu  porj 
centi     In  ca^  uf  Wm  nrfuMal  of  t!u.H  tU<mand,  llm  meet^J 
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ins  resolved  to  rcajwcmble  in  Uic  fHirk  on  the  mornii^ 
of  iUc  24lh,  and  ij^au-^umttt  u  Htnkr,  ii(\vr  which  they 
would  pnjcoed  lu  Wewt  Albany  and  invito  thv  men  em- 
ployed  there  to  unilo  ia  the  strike. 

The  principal  fthops  of  the  New  York  Central  Kail- 
Toni  are  lociiied  nt  Wt'st  Albany.     They  ore  exU?iieive,

oqnlupcd  with  improved  maohinery  and  every  timeaeary 
appliance,  and  give  employment  to  a  force  of  1,500 
men.  The  employ&i  of  the  rend  were,  m  a  rule,  satu- 
ficd  with  their  WAges,  rightly  attributing  their  reduced 
figure  to  tho  ^rinc^nry  of  the  time^. 

Govcmor  Bobina)n  waa  in  the  weslero  part  of  the 
State  irhcQ  the  strikCt  which,  aa  we  have  seen,  Grht 
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affccloJ  (ho  Erio  Railroad,  beRtin.  Ho  at  o«oe  wtiimed 
to  Albany,  and  reached  that  city  on  the  28d  of  July- 
Aa  the  troublea  seemed  to  be  growing  marc  formidable 
and  were  breaking  out  in  many  parts  of  Ui«  State^  lie 
jagoed  orders  calling  out  the  whole  force  of  tiie  Xfttional 
Guard  of  Nevr  York.  In  convcrsolioii  with  a  gctiUi>-^ 
man  on  his  return  to  Albany,  he  mud :

The  Atnke  purports  to  ije  one  of  the  rnilrond  om* 
ploy&^  but  lliat  in  my  opinion  in  a  vvry  smal]  eh'ment 
m  itv  I  have  travelled  from  Elinira  Lcrc  to-day  and 
ftflw  tdoomployt^on  both  tiicErio  rond  and  the  Allmny 
&  SuAquohanpa,  and  all  were  saiisfietl  with  their  p«y 
and  iio^LitioiL  They  t^ny  the  disltjrbo.iie('a  are  Klirtro 
up  and  kept  going  by  disorderly  outside  mtm,  who 
mukc  uac  of  them  to  destroy  property  with  a  view  to 
bringing  on  a  condition  of  lawlessjiesa  and  plunder* 
not  ruflcctiag  that  after  they  have  plundered  their  <jm- 
ployerH  the  next  thing  will  be  for  them  to  plunder 
each  other,  having  overthrown  the  law  that  piot<*ot« 
them  all.  It  wa^  also  suggcetcd  to  mo  by  theae  same 
men  tliat  a  good  many  pcrflons  out  of  employment 
wished  to  place  the  railroad  men  in  misconduct  and 
get  their  plaees. 

They  knew  that  I  was  Governor  while  talking.  It 
ta  really  difRcalt  to  dii^cover  what  the  Erie  strike  is 
for.  Very  little  !»  said  in  regard  towages.  Even  afUr 
the  roeent  reduction  of  ten  per  cent,  the  wages  aro 
higher  than  ihow  of  any  ordinary  laborer  or  any  rnil- 
rond  labor  of  the  same  class.  On  llie  Delawani  & 
Uudran  (Albojiy  divi^^ion)  I  talked  with  a  cunditctor 
and  n  very  intelligent  engineer,  and  they  w\id  there 
wftH  nodifTerence  l)etween  ihcni  and  their  cinployerfi. 
Before  (heir  wages  had  been  rtnlueed  the  necessity  for 
it  waa  explained,  and  they  niw  it  and  agreed  to  it. 

Tile  ixilicy  of  the  tilTieiTs  of  the  New  Yoik  Ct*ntru] 
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Railroajl  concertilng  the  strike  wns  tiiun  stated  hy  Mr. 
Willi&m  IL  Vanclerbilt,  the  President  of  that  r^,  to 
the  Eemld's  Saratoga  correspondent: 

Your  representntive  called  on  William  TI.  VanderWIt, 
Hi  the  United  Stat^fl  hotel,  at  four  o'clock  to-day,  and 
in  reaponoe  to  an  inquiry  aa  to  the  mtuation  and  the 
poftflibility  of  the  €m[doyt53  of  the  New  York  Central 
road  taking  part  in  the  strike,  stated  hia  views  very 
clfiirly.  In  i\»jrard  lo  the  r*ake  *SIiore  Tx>nd,  he  naid 
that  the  dertimui^  m;idc  for  a  restoration  of  tlit  former 
ratctt  of  wo^'tf  vvonld  not  be  entcrt^iined  for  a  moment* 
Tbe  ovrner^  of  the  roud  could  not  consent  to  let  the 
employij*  inatiftge  it.  '•There  is  a  great  princii^le  in- 
volved in  tliia  njaltor/'  haid  Mr_  Vand^rhiU,  "'and  we 
Cftnnot  aiTord  to  yield,  and  Uie  country  cannot  ailord  to 
Lave  ua  yield." 

EEror/TEU—ITow  do  you  account  for  the  itriko  occui^ 
ring  on  the  Lake  Shore  road? 

Mr.  VANutRUJLT — The  men  are  diiferent  on  that  road, 
and  Ai-e  nut  *io  Ihumujjhly  ideulifirtl  with  uh  as  the  men 
on  the  Central.  There  are  intelligent,  seneibtc  men 
among  them,  but  they  arc  not  cqunl  ae  a  cla«8  to  the 
employes  of  the  Central  road, 

KHiMiUTKK — Have  you  any  reason  to  expect  that  the 
sliike  will  extend  to  the  Central? 

Mr.  Vakdekrilt — None  at  all.  The  rioters  at  IJuf* 
falo  are  not  milroaJ  men,  and  our  men  ehould  not  be 
held  reaponsibie  for  the  acts  of  the  lUievcfl  oiid  cul- 
tliniutii  in  tijat  city.  I  put  grvut  t^unfidencc  in  uur 
luvii.  Th(*iv  \!t  a  iK'rffHTt  nndt'i-atJinJiitg  hetwivii  ibv 
heads  of  departinenttf  and  (he  employ^,  and  they 
appi\'ciate,  I  thirk«  ih>  thoroughly  the  identity  of  io- 
tcrevt  between  themselves  and  u#  that  I  aumut  for  a 
moment  belic^ve  that  tliey  uiU  have  any  part  In  this 
buMiiesK.  I  am  pruiul  of  the  men  of  tlje  Ci*ntral  mud, 
and  my  great  trudt  in  Iheni  i^  founflvd  on  their  int^'11i> 
g^^nt  approciatiou  of  the  butsincE^fi  eituatiou  at  thv 
prexent  time. 
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If  they  ehall  stand  firm  in  ibe  prenont  crieis  it  will 
be  a  triiimpli  v(  pjcnl  »iyi\si?  over  bUiiil  fury  niiJ  fimnti- 
cism»  Our  basincsa  reUticiiiA  willi  nil  our  men  on  Uio 
Ctntrnl  nrc  shaped,  fts  thoy  fully  understand,  by  the 
cmcrgencica  of  iho  bueincss  Fttimtion.  Tlicir  hope, 
like  ours,  is  for  botlcr  tiui(.'9.  Wo  Imvo  simply  done 
whut  we  have  btt-n  obliged  to  do,  iind  lliey  c<jinpn.*bend 
this  thoixiughly. 

Rti'oitTKR — In  cftftc  of  trotible,  wlmt  than? 

Mr.  Vakdebhilt — We  eball  run  trains  just  fia  long  w 
the  public  autlioritiea  aObrd  us  protection  Irom  de^ro- 
doett.  The  railroad  in  m\  in^tilittifhii  for  the  accomoio 
dulion  <»f  the  pulilic,  and,  afl  tuvh,  is  etitillrd  to  public 
protection.  When  we  can  no  Inn^r  run  our  trajna  W6 
Bhall  cloae  our  ^hopft,  but  wej^Lall  control  our  roads  bo 
lonp  as  we  run  them. 

No  dfiiiaiu)  ninJe  in  a  junr*ture  Itkc  llic  prc^ntr  or 
&C€oni|i3ini<Hl  by  a  di.HjiIay  of  foruo  or  inLimidcttioii,  will 
receive  nny  ccinyiihnition  at  our  hiiitdj;.  And  so  far  mm- 
the  Conlml  i^  conconicd  wo  do  not  expect  any  trouUe^' 
The  per>^oii»  I  nutieo  Mho  are  doing  much  of  the  nii^ 
chii'f  nre  nut  railnjnd  mm  lit  nil,  aiitl  I  t'xpt't't  that  our 
Ci'ntral  cniployi'-s  would  drfenil  the  pM>iM  rty  of  tho 
railroad  ruther  tlinn  take  sides  ivitli  the  rioters,  Tbcy 
are  tncn  geuemlly  wlio  arc  proud  of  their  road,  and 
wlio«o  hi^titiet  would  leiid  them  to  (ight  for  it  ratlier 
thikzi  Ilga^l^t  it. 

The  conversation  with  Mr.  Vandnrbilt^  which  waa 
very  brief,  impressiJ  your  eorrct^pondctit  with  the  con- 
viction that  Mr.  Vunderbilt,  while  tleptorin^  the 
troubhw  lliat  have  tliu8  fnr  occurrL^d,  n>inuins  firm  in 
the  belii'f  lliiit  liiu  own  road,  the  Central^  will  not  be 
driven  into  the  crazy  <:mcute. 

The  demand  iiuthorized  by  the  Albany  meeting  was 
made  uiwn  the  Prc»idciit  of  the  New  York  Central 
Rnilrutul,  and  wa*  TT'fuM*«l,  Aerordingly^  on  the  niom- 
hig  of  the  24th|  the  »trike  was  begun  at  Albany.     Tb«. 
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men  gathered  in  crowd«  nt  West  Albfiny,  find  stopped 
all  froi^IU  iraina-  Tlitx)Ugh  the  day  no  outbreak  was 
attempted.  The  fltrikera  jircaent^jd  a  picturesque  t\^ 
pearauce,  »:attc!red  along  the  rniiB  on  either  «de  of  llie 
track,  the  women  and  children  carrying  their  omi 
mcoli  and  all  sitting  down  and  enjoying  it,  while  others 
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were  racing  with  hand-cara  and  fiinging  songa.  The 
railrond  iiit-n  wazit^'d  to  k^p  at  work,  but  tlie  outside 
crowd  prevented  them  from  doing  bo. 

Early  \n  the  day  the  followini*  despatch  wm  received 
from  William  H.  Vniiderbilt  relutivo  to  the  twcnty- 
Ave  per  cent,  demund  made  by  Uie  mvetiug  of  th« 
previ(>us  night  i 
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Saratooa.  N.  Y.,  JtJj/  2Vh,  1877. 
To  the  Committee  of  Ernijloyid  of  tlio  New  York  Ceo* 
trul  &  IluJifion  River  UnilixJiid  Company,  Albany ; 

Tlio  public  int4^ro»ld  should  not  aolfor  from  nny  dif- 
fcr<MicH'«  between  the  rond  nnd  iu  employ^^s.  Keep  at 
uork  until  tlie  excitement  h  over  itiifl  a  fair  conri^rence 
eiui  be  httd.  Wiluam  IL  Vandehbjlt. 

The  conimitlce,  on  receiptor  tbis  telcgrAtn,  hud  it 
n-ad  to  the  crowd,  and  boot^  and  ji-eis  were  emitted  in 
r^ply  to  it,  EpilbotH  of  tlm  worst  cbaraoter  were  ap- 
plied  to  Mr.  VHiiderbilt,  and  a  general  cry  w^iit  up  to 
*'*eiid  him  to  the  lower  regions,  and  let  the  rest  of  us 
go  on  to  the  sho]>A  ajid  stop  work/'  "Thata  a  nine 
jrieoe  of  clap*ti"ap,"  said  ont-  broad-sboulJiTed,  blue- 
eliirtcd  feUow.  "  The  public  intcrcsta,  tbo  common  good* 
Thafa  a  pretty  hocua.  It's  Vondcrbilt'a  good  and' 
Vauderbilt'a  iDterest.  ITe'tf  got  an  inbmtance  of 
$80,000,000,  and  thinks  hGapoor" 

The  rioters  now  hastened  to  the  ahops  of  the  rail-^ 
road  company  and  cGmpclkul  th^  m^n  employi'd  thero 
to  flop  work.  Their  dL-mamU  w<.'n?  complied  with. 
Some  of  tbc  workmen  went  home;  others  joined  the 
notcrs>  The  coatih  shop^  which  was  closed  againat 
them,  waj*  Rircibly  ojient^d  by  rulliiig  a  car-truck  agaiuat 
the  door.  There  was  no  reF^ietanec  to  the  demands  of  J 
tlie  fttrikern,  and  consequently  no  eerJous  trouble  and 
no  vf.ry  givut  cxeiU'inipiit.  Tlirough  the  gi'eat  yards 
they  went,  calling  on  tho  switchmen  along  the  trackOf 
the  Uiickmcn  and  the  lumber  hands,  to  join  (hem; 
and  finally  they  came  to  a  lung  freight  trsiu  and  un* 
coupled  the  can*  from  the  *'ngint\  Thi*y  eom|)*^lWd  ihe 
brakcmen  to  join  them,  and  several  dtriktr:^,  boanUng 
the  locoinutive,  compelled  the  eiigiuecr  to  take  it 
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the  round  houne.  Several  other  engined  were  al$o  sent 
under  cover.  The  cngiueera  declined  to  leave  their 
engines,  but  acceded  to  tlie  wishea  of  the  strikers  in 
numing  to  the  round  houtie*     The  quarter  cf  twelve 
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mixed  train,  pa^^enger  and  freight,  but  no  mail^  wits 
the  fii"vt  train  toarru-e  bound  we?»t.  Tliin  tlie^ i*lwp[>ed, 
uncoupled  the  passenger  cjira  and  ordered  the  fifteen 
fr&ightcarato  be  iiwitchedover  ujjou  tlie  freight  trw^ 
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Thcro  was  iwme  inclination  to  etop  the  passenger 
travel,  but  till}  majority  hold  that  it  ehouU  not  be  im- 
pedcJf  and  tbc  two  passenger  cara  were  aUc»wed  to 
procowL 

At  four  oVlock  a  incoting  was  held  ia  tlio  park. 
Incendiary  ppcocbca  wore  made  by  a  few,  while 
otbcra  counselled  moderAtion.  It  waa  finally  agreed 
to  pniicei]  to  IIji^  fn-i^lit  di-ptit  of  tbti  fViitnit 
Eailroat],  on  Wat^r  atroot,  and  take  )>oftAei(<<ion  of  iL 
When  Ihe  mob  reached  lijc  depot  the  men  at  work 
UuTO  v^f.n*'.  told  lo  desist^  aud  tbe  niKJorily  coiiiptiecl 
with  the  dcmjind.  The  few  who  resisted  W€re  taken 
by  the  shoulders  and  put  out  hi  the  BtreeU  The  mob 
tben  proceeded  to  the  round  house  and  elevator,  and 
forced  tho  men  to  desist  frum  work.  At  tlie  latter 
pldcc  gniia  wod  being  tnLn^fern^d  from  tb^  cars  to 
boatfl;  but  this  work  was  not  allowed  to  prxicccd. 
From  tb«  elevator  tho  rioters  ewarmed  across  the  okl 
railroad  bridge  spanninf;  the  Uudson  at  the  foot  of 
Sumter  Blivct,  and  tlimnged  into  Grecnbash.  This 
bridge  is  used  exclusively  for  freight  trainif.  An  at* 
tt'mpt  wiis  niadv  to  ti^ar  up  tliu  truck  on  \\iv  Gtx^nbtufh 
Bide,  but  was  prevented  by  the  etxiler  heads  of  tlio 
mob.  Tlic  traukj  were  finally  spiked  to  prevent  the 
poAisage  of  fn*igbt  tmiim. 

Tbe  siltnition  was  si>  grave  tlmt  the  Governor  ordered 
the  9th  Regiment  from  New  York  to  Albany.  This 
command^  C12  strong,  left  New  York  on  aepccial  train 
at  a  f]uarti-r  1u  fivi*  on  the  afternnon  of  the  24(h.  At 
Poughkeepsie,  Colonel  Hitebeock,  commanduig  th« 
regiment,  received  the  following  despatch :

A  few  minules  after  the  train  crossed  the  drawbridge 
it  arrived  at  Albany,  and  was  met  by  General  Carr  and 
Rifie  Inspector  Hardin^^  and  by  several  hundred  pco* 
pk', M'ho  wi'lcotned  it  quite htnirtily.  TIr'  imn  alighlA^i] 
and  marchod  into  the  IXOavati  ITou^e  to  suftper. 

EflbrLa  were  made  during  the  24th  to  brirg  on  ft 
fitrike  at  Synicu>c  and  Hocliester,  hut  the  prompt 
action  of  tlte  police  (jreventt?;!  the  atrikera  from  gaining 
any  advantage,  and  enabled  the  railrocid  authorities  to 
run  the  trains.  Troopa  were  collected  at  those  points, 
and  preparatmnft  made  to  put  down  with  force  tny 
inlerfert'nce  wUh  tlie  running  of  the  trainH, 

At  Albany  1roo[]«  woro  collected  from  New  York 
and  Troy,  Feeling  thnl  thifl  force  wm  strong  enough, 
the  govvrnor  onlrn.Ml  G^.'nend  Oirr,  curninanJing  llio 
military  force,  to  take  pos&eBEion  of  the  property  of  the 
Kow  York  Central  Boad  and  give  protection  to  the 
tnen  who  desii'ed  to  work.  He  was  cliircted  to  arrejit 
nil  persons  who  sought  to  interfere  with  the  workmen 
or  to  domn^'  tbc  company'^  property^  and  to  put  down 
any  outbreak  promptly. 

Eiirly  on  the  morning  of  tlio  24th  the  Oth  Heginu^nt 
formed  oppoi^ito  tlie  Dclavan  Mouho,  and,  nccoinponied 
by  General  Carr  and  fltafff  proceeded  by  special  trnin 
to  WeHt  Alhsuiy,  U  was  fi-ari^d  fitjin  (Im  tt^iTi|x-r  of  tin- 
operatives  on  tbe  previouii  night  that  an  attempt  would 
be  mado  to  prevent  the  despatch  of  freight  and  other 
buane^s  at  this  point  It  waii  well  known  tJiat  the 
men  who  cnwseJ  the  river  at  East  Albany  to  prevent 
the  pasgogo  of  the  9th  Regiment  on  Tue^ay  evening, 
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were  only  too  ready  to  eicI  in  concert  with  any  maU 
contcrtft  in  this  vicinity,  and,  moreover,  a  masa- meeting 
of  strikers  bad  Adjourned  to  meet  hero  at  nino  o'clock 
A,  H.  Wcirt  Albany  vetui  consid(>rcd  a  vantage  ground, 
and  hertj  it  was  expect*.')!  th(>  mo»t  hostile  di'Tnon«tra- 
tions  would  bo  made ;  therefore,  the  concentration  of 
tnxjps  at  this  point  vrt^n  decided  to  bo  of  vital  impor- 
tance*. General  C»rr  and  Colonel  Hilelicock  Iwwl  A 
council  of  war  during  tho  night  and  decided  to  occupy 
and  bold  West  Albany  depot.  Accordingly  the  0th 
Regiment,  ai\er  sleeping  on  the  wti  Aide  of  pine  planka 
in  Martin  B  Hall,  spoon  fashion,  turned  out  nnrefreshed 
at  daybreak  and  formed  on  Broadway.  The  men  hod 
a  good  breakfast,  marched  to  the  depot  and  embarked. 
The  regiment,  with  Genend  Carr  and  staff,  arrived  at 
Wert  Albany  before  seven  o'clock.  The  train  wa« 
stopped  and  the  men  alighted,  and  by  column  it  woj 
Cffuntermarched  along  to  tho  bridge  and  crossed  to  the 
depot,  half  a  mile  diwUmt.  IV-ncutk  tin.'  bridr^-  thu  flih 
Regiment  rested.  General  Carr  made  his  head-quarters 
at  tlio  railway  station. 

Evt'rythiiig  was  <{niet;  only  a  fi'w  [MXipI**^  mantly 
railroad  employes,  wore  alwut,  and  these,  reassured  by 
the  presence  of  Uic  9th  Regiment,  went  to  work  cheer- 
fully. Cara  were  got  into  position  and  coupledr  and  the 
whole  aspect  of  buuineHs  reaimted.  Colonel  Hitchccx^k 
ecnt  Companies  F  and  A  to  the  Eiouthern  end  of  the 
track,  and  skirmishera  were  tlirown  cut  caet,  west,  and 
north.  Company  U,  Cnptain  Auld,  took  charge  of  (he 
upper  shops  and  switches. 

Tho  10th  Regiment,  of  Albany,  400  men,  arrived 
Boon  after,  commanded  by  Colonel  AmasaJ.  Parker,  Jr. 

The  fimt  train  moved  west  at  a  quarter  to  twelve

ftpi>eawti,  ns  did  also  crowds  of  sulky  people.  Tln>«.% 
however,  did  not  inlerfere  with  transit,  and  durinfr  the 
day  tminR  went  ea»t  and  weat  without  let  or  hindrnncc. 

Early  in  the  aftenioon  the  pickelx  wnilh  carno  in^ 
reporting  riotous  demon»tnition8  in  that  dir\r<:tioii. 
Instantly  the  9th  Regiment  was  in  Unc,  moTing  dovrn 
tlM>  track.  General  Carr  and  Colonel  Uitchoock  were 
in  ftdvance,  and  Cart's  son  was  the  eeiitry  on  the  left 
front,  where  some  excited  men  were  aasembleA  A 
slight  movement  of  somo  of  these  fellows  led  young 
Carr  to  think  tlial  lii»  father's  lift;  wna  inenikced. 
"Stop,"  sftid  he  to  the  men;  'Hhe  flr«t  man  that  at- 
tempt to  hurt  him "  pointing  to  his  father,  "I  will 
slioot  on  the  siKvt."  lie  hrought  hi#  piece  (o  hta  hip  aa 
he  spoke,  and  the  m^.u  quickly  got  out  of  tlie  way. 
Meanwhile  the  9th  and  lOth  regiments  cleared  the 
bridge  and  the  roadways  without  any  difhcnUy. 

The  prompt  ar^Lion  of  Llu^  State  atilhoritii.'S  brought 
the  strike  to  an  end  at  Albany.  The  railroad  men,  aa 
has  been  stated,  bad  taken  very  little  intereet  in  it,  and 
at  onee  returned  lo  work  when  aseured  of  protection 
against  outside  interference. 

On  the  26th  of  July  the  first  arrest  under  the  neir 
law  which  Governor  Robinson  published  m  his  proo- 
lamation  of  the  25th,  was  made  at  Troy.  The  person 
arn>sted  was  John  Van  Hoesen,  to  whose  incendiary 
speeches  the  strike  at  Albany  was  mainly  due.  He 
was  tracked  by  a  delactive,  and  captured  at  two  o*ctack 
en  the  morning  of  the  26th  in  a  saloon  at  Troy.  Later 
in  the  day  ho  bad  a  bearing  before  a  magLatrate»  and 
was  held  to  await  the  action  of  the  grand  jury.  lie 
was  very  much  suqirised  to  find  that  his  conduct  hi 
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rendered  him  liobk  to  an  imprisonment  of  (on  years* 
the  cbiiT^  being  tbiit  he  hful  interfcfod  vritli  the  run* 
iiing  of  Iraiiirt, 

There  waa  a  remnrknble  inertin  Airon^  tbe  strikers 
aU  through  the  3Gth.  no  ^roup«  being  visible  anywhero 
and  but  little  inlereat  being  mAnifeated  in  ftnjr  respect 
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in  the  strike  until  four  o'clock,  when  another  and  the 
liurt  meeting  WHS  held  in  front  of  the  cnpitoland  almost 
under  tho  witiduvTTf  of  both  the  governor  and  the 
a4jutan^gDno^a].  The  speeches  were  unexpectedly 
moderate,  and  a  resolution  waa  passed  appealing  to  the 
Citiwus  generally  to  join  in  &  petition  recjumting  Mr. 
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VfindvrbiU  to  rvfttore  tlic  ten  [ler  cetit  reduction  to 
thoae  affected  by  it  Tljia  wftfl  received  very  kindly, 
and  oven  tboRO  who  bad  bitborto  been  most  savaf*Q  in 
dcnQncmtion  of  monopolies  acqiiicKtcd  nlmoat  givcdily 
in  it.  Some  of  the  proininent  men  of  th1^  city  a^rv^^ 
to  take  the  jietition  in  hand  tind  circuliLt«  it,  mul  Mnyor 
Bunks  <innoancL^  to  the  men  thnt  be  wouhl  i>er^naUy 
appeal  to  Mr.  Vandcrbtit  to  Actrede  to  itn  In  the  mean- 
Irme  it  \va8  ngiveJ  that  thi>m  nlnnild  !)e  nd  Purlheif 
interruption  to  work^  and  the  workmen  might  resume 
At  any  moment  if  Mr.  Yivnderbilt  ebould  aec  fit  to  open 
the  shops.  He  decided  to  keep  tbem  closed  until  the 
danger  of  n  renewnl  of  the  ritrike  had  entirely  piiKsei} 
by.  Considerable  trouble  wns  appreliended  by  tho 
mayor  at  the  meeting,  nnd  as  a  precaution  he  plACCd  a 
hundred  itpecinl  policemen,  inchiding  eomc  of  the  iolid 
capitalisU,  in  tba  City  Uall^  ready  to  swoop  down  upon 
the  crowd  at  the  first  Appearance  of  disorder. 

This  was  the  end  of  the  strike  at  Albany.  At  other 
polntfl  along  the  road  it  nhowed  ^loine  lingering  signs  of 
vitality,  but  the  men  at  distnnt  p<nnis  were  generally 
difipoeed  to  aecjuie^e  in  the  action  cf  their  commdes  at 
Albany,  Syracuse  and  Ror^hester  were  the  principal 
cenlR'jt  of  di«turbnnc(j  between  Albjtny  and  Buffalo. 
The  »tate  of  affiiiM  at  tho^  places  on  the  26tb  is  do- 
flcribcd  in  the  foUowiug  letters : 


SriucTmc,  Jf^fy  2GtA,  1877. 
Quiet  has  been  effectually  restored  here»  and  ever^'' 
thing  seems  toindiente  tlmt  the  strike  in  this  J^etion  has 
coine  U>  an  eml.  The  mi*n  who  stopjH'd  trains  at 
Dewittand  fora'd  firemen  and  brakernen  to  join  thcni 
have  resumed  their  old  relations  with  the  company,  and 
are  striving  to  make  amends  for  the  mischief  tliey  havD 
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doDc.  People  arc  relieved  of  their  ao^cty,  and  feci 
that  no  Irojble  U  to  be  apprehended  from  tho  train 
men.  The  traiiiM  aiv  riiiiiiiiig  regularly,  and  Ihe  freight 
cant^  wbicb  had  accumulated  at  Dewitt,  have  b^n 
taken  away.  This  atfite  of  things  haa  been  brought 
about  in  part  by  the  judicious  action  of  the  workmen 
themselves,  who  held  a  meeting?,  cooUy  discussed  their 
position,  aod  determined  to  resume  work;  but  it  is  also 
due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  pnidejiee  ajid  foresight 
of  General  D.  P.  Woods,  of  tlie  Sixth  Uiviaion,  and  hifl 
staff,  combined  with  the  opportune  appearance  of  the 
felh  Regiment  from  New  \ork.  The  expectation  of  a 
general  rising  had  a  demoralizing  effect  on  all  classes 
of  iaborerSf  and  tlie  piti^iiLlou  was  n^a:le  «tilt  nii>re  crili* 
cal  by  the  inefliciency  of  the  local  military  organi^a^ 
tions.  In  thid  etrait,  wliile  the  citizcnn  were  in  doubt 
and  in  momentary  fear  of  a  riotouw  outbreak^  General 
Wooii  attd  his  f^hit'f  of  staff,  General  Richardson,  deter- 
mined on  sUijiping  at  llir*  city  itiis  8lh  Nl-w  Yurk  R*-'gi- 
mcnt,  which  woa  pL^portcd  on  itA  way  to  Buffalo.  They 
held  their  own  counsel,  however,  and  not  a  soul  in 
SvnicurtO  wa«  awarf^  of  what  bad  been  done  tilt  the 
New  York  irtxips  were  safely  quartered  in  the  city  and 
in  charge  of  the  armory.  Whatever  miHchief  might 
havT  bct^n  meditated  was  prevented  by  this  movement, 
and  pcoplo  who  had  riotous  intentions  so  long  a5  the 
city  was  loosely  guarded,  shrunk  from  putting  them  in 
priLCtice  in  the  fact*  of  an  eOectivtj  military  force.  It 
must  be  said,  loo,  that  the  recepti<m  of  the  New  Yorkers 
waa  very  creditable  to  the  citizens  of  Syracuse,  From 
the  time  of  their  appearance  they  were  viewed  with 
friendliness,  and  wliere  they  looked  for  hisses  they  re- 
ceived cheers.  For  ita  part  the  regiment  has  behaved 
admirably,  and  hits  created  an  exceedingly  fuvoriible 
impreasioii  in  the  minds  of  the  people,  ltd  di.-«ci[)line 
ehows  to  better  advantage  by  contract  with  the  care- 
leBsness  of  the  local  ^oldiury,  and  its  strict  enforcement 
of  military  rules  cn^ated  a  ^ettse  of  security  and  won 
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the  confidence  of  the  citizens.  This  aAemooD^  in  to- 
s[tc\nse  to  the  wiflhes  of  «ime  of  the  Te^SdentfL  of  U)0 
place^  Colonel  ^ott  marched  the  regiment  to  a  ^UAre 
where  a  dreas  pamdo  was  held,  and  where  General 
Wood  reviewed  it.  The  New  Yorkers  were  in  cood 
condition  and  seemetl  hrigljt  and  cheerful.  Before  a 
very  hirge  galhmng  they  went  through  a  numhcr  of 
ev»lutioti*i  which  aeeuied  to  delight  the  orlookers,  am 
whk'h  eevoral  times  evoked  from  them  shouts  of  a[ 
phiti^e.  The  regiment  then  formed  in  line  andj  preceded 
by  Geiifrul  >Vnnd"8  sIjiIT,  paraded  through  the  cily,i 
Ewrywhnc  tlu-y  ^itlnuti-i)  attonLion  and  won  th^ 
favoi'jiblc  eommi^nil  of  the  people:.

On  the  Central  road  the  chango  is  aatoaitehing.  Tha 
strike  )iero  is  not  avowedly,  but  yet  it  ta  prncTtcally, 
over.  Trains  m^  runniui^  wiih  a  good  deal  of  regularity, 
and  evil  the  tj\?iglit  isniovm^,  IIdw  imitl<'r?t  Kf^jld^ 
even  the  ofllcers  of  the  company  seem  at  a  los»  to  ex-i 
pliiin.  They  are  not  confident,  but  hopeful,  and  say 
that  there  hits  not  been  what  may  be  culled  a  strike  on 
t1i4^  roml;  and  yt^t  it  is  not  certiin  that  the  d:i[igi-r  is 
)ji*t.  Wfien  I  nrnv<*d  lure  this  evening  I  cnlh-d  ou 
dr.  Burrows,  the  »upcrinttndcnt  of  the  division,  «tid 
10  asaur^  nio  that  everything  looked  bright  for  tbo 
titur^.  "Wq  had  a  train  through  from  Chicugo  to- 
day," ho  said,  *'and  the  Si.  Louis  express  for  thv  E:ist 
will  be  in  iit  midnr^ht,  bein;^  nn  hour  hiti?  cwirj^  to  the 
quantity  olbn^gigc  she  has  had  to  handle."  1  lookod 
out  of  the  window  and  saw  a  long  train  of  fniight  cars 
moving  westward.  "  There,"  he  rotmirked.  pointing  to 
the  IriLin,  ^^la  the  best  (evidence  I  cnn  olTer  tiiut  the 
stiikc  i:^  uver,  and  thnt  ih  about  all  I  know  nbutit  it." 
AVc  cannot  IcII  what  a  day  mny  hrirj?  forth,  but  to-day 
cverj'thing  ia  nil  rijrhtp  It  msiy  bo  that  to-morrow  the 
great  strike  will  bu  a  matter  of  history. 
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A  correspondent  of  iLe  HeraJd,  writing  from  Saratoga 
on  the  2Cth,  eald:

At 
an  iiitcrvie\^  with  liim  thjj^  nic^niing,  ho  expruKwd  cod- 
tinurd  Inist  in  ihi.T  iiitrlligi^rU  lutiun  of  hifi  men,  and 
hclievtHl  that  tht'y  wotild  »*  access  fully  n.'«ist  the  nnid 
and  tVHjli.-«h  constraint  put  ujmi  them  by  oiildidc  parties, 
^vliosc  Jlit^^;  and  purgjc^cn  wcro  not  only  Jniii^icni  to  t}io 
iwelfare  of  the  Central  and  ita  employee,  but  to  tho 
eonintoTi  gtx^nl  of  the  whole  public.  In  reply  to  in- 
ijuirien,  he  *Mid  that  he  had  Hiine  thirty  thoitnaiid 
men  altogethu'r  on  the  varioua  roods  under  his  charge 
— tho  Uudflon,  Central,  Lakes  Shore,  Jlarlcm,  and  Dun* 
kirk  &  Allegheny,  and  he  iioufiht  to  gtiai'd  their  in- 
terestd.  That  whs  enough,  he  ihoughtj  to  occupy  one 
maiiV  attention.  In  reply  to  an  interrogation  n^  tii  hLn 
correepondenco  and  relatione  with  otiier  proniuient 
railroLui  men,  ho  replied  that  he  thougbl  they  would 
come  out  all  right  eventually,  but  did  not  gi^'C  your 
corresjwndeiit  to  undorstruid  tliat  thei'o  Wiis  t\v\y  ennc<*rt 
lif  adioii  HitLiirig  the  lailioad  niaiui^'i'm.  lie  itid  ^jR*ak 
very  highly  ol  the  course  taken  by  (.iovcnior  Hobin^ni 
^Rpecially  prAiMin^  tho  la^t  proclamation,  which  he 
thought  would  have  an  excellent  eflect.  Tho  a(?tion 
taken  by  the  Statt>  anthorilieA  to  sustain  the  hiw.^  cotild 
not  be  too  highly  commended.     The  tffwl  of  ihe  jxjliry 

i>ursncd  on  the  Central  and  by  the  Stfttc  would  ih»;jht- 
eM)  cotUributo  to  th^  ret^toration  of  quiet  eUewhcrc. 
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'*Tom  Scott  is  all  rigUt,"  be  said,  '^TIici'c  is  bat 
one  question  now  at  iseuc,  and  tbat  iaivbetlLcr  the  liiiwa 
of  the  land  shall  be  raaintitiued  and  enforced,  or  mo'j- 
rulti  pn<vHi)-  The  iteci^HAitiea  of  nil  the  roarln  nrc  the 
Mme»  KO  Hir  a«t  tina  i»»Lje  ia  concerned,  and  while  some 
of  my  Ri«n  nuiy  hare  succumbed  to  evil  intluencGs,  I 
am  proujor  than  ever  of  my  men  us  a  body;  proud 
Xhwi  lhe\r  f^/mi  t^e  forjjs  has  not  been  broken;  pruud 
of  their  nrninL-Ns  uiie]  iittrve,  their  iiitelli<reuce  and  ^od 
j^enne,  Ev'eryUiing  i»  staked  on  the  mamtenance  of  I^w 
and  order.  Wo  are  all  alike.  It  is  jnat  the  *iatnc  if  a 
man  loseti  all  he  \ms  got,  whatever  he  may  be  worth, 
and  my  men  know  that  the  welfare  and  Kuce^iM  of  ilieir 
n)ju!  In  tlirir  reliitiv<*  »iicec»w,  its  loss  their  iL-lilive  !n!*s> 
The  same  principle  should  apply  to  all  road^.  If  1 
lose  everything  at  etako.  I  am  tts  bndly  off  as  the  cm* 
ploy*i  who  loRD  all.     NtntliCT  of  iis  can  be  worse  off." 

In  r^ply  to  inquiries  as  to  the  course  of  othc^r  rail- 
roads, or  his  views  in  regard  lo  them,  Mr.  Vaiiderbilt 
said  he  had  nothing  to  eonnnunirate.  lie  thought  that 
common  Hen»e  should  control  nil  parties  concernefh  and 
that  the  return  of  better  tirneB  waa  the  only  euiv  for 
the  eomplaintfl  which  all  men  are  making,  Aa  in  pre* 
vious  tntt^rviews,  Mr.  Vmiderbilt  constantly  n^enrreil  lo 
his  own  men  and  iii-4  own  r<ia.il>.  Me  riitcrnlH  with 
etnphattis  his  ft-ehiig  of  prid^  and  confidence  in  bi:t 
employ^»<,  nnd  while  he  seemed  to  avoid  Baying  any- 
thing thfkt  could  bo  regarded  as  a  concesi^ion  to  the 
spirit  ol  vuMt^nce,  hi»  tone  and  temjier  were  kindly  and 
yet  firm.  It  wiis  a  ptdtlic  TantttT,  and  jet  he  Hiid  it 
waA>  as  rcgnrdL*d  himself  and  his  men,  a  family  matter, 
which  they  could  and  would  settle  and  arrange  among 
themselves  if  they  were  protected  by  the  govemment 
in  Uu'ir  cuinmun  rights.  Just  now  it  \va&  to  be  deter- 
mined whethi?r  w«  bad  a  guvernmeiit  ade<|uate  to  pro* 
tect  it»  citizens  and  their  property.  Jlis  men  would  do 
their  duty  OS  citixoiij^  an*f  employed  if  they  were  pn> 
tected  from  the  incjb  iullueaeo  that  istrove  to  drive  them 
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from  tlicir  posL^.  His  men  Imd  not  .''truckj  nnd  to-day, 
ho  finid,  "wc  Imvc  rosumed  Ihe  niniiing  of  frcightii. 
whilg  th<p  rin^^-leaJcrs  in  Iho  (rouMo  nro  boinpf  brought 
to  JLiMticc  hy  lliv  uuUiontk's/'  J!r.  Vnii'lrrbill  setMiu-tl 
to  iTgarJ  tht*  cnsirt  ftjt  pft,-?!.,  and  ultriliuU'il  tlu:*  r\*!*uit 
largely  1o  the  prompt  mcusuix-a  taken  by  the  authonties 
to  prevent  violence 

At  the  close  of  tljc  strike  Mr.  VandtTbilt  isnuvA  tlio 
following  order  to  bis  men :

1  llsiuk  1  mujusUR^dr 
under  the  cireuin?tJincc.%  in  making'  M>rno  marked  rccog^ 
nitioR  of  your  loyalty  and  faithlulnesM,  and  liavo  lliin 
d;iy  directed  that  tbe  sum  of  $100,000  be  fippAY)priat4^d 
for  the  piir|XJBe,  tn  be  dSvidinl  lahdily,  m;o(iniing  to 
their  [xiMtion  on  tbe  pay-roll,  amon^  nil  the  employes, 
oxcopt  executive  and  departmental  officers  and  iUm 
clerical  Ibi'ce  not  directly  engaged  in  operating  the 
I'oad.

An  elTort  wiw  mnde  Ly  the  Hirilti'rH  on  tlie  Kri<«  Riiil- 
rond  to  bring  on  a  strike  on  the  Lake  Shoro  Hailroodi 
ivhicb  extendi  from  BuITilIo  to  Toledo,  and  forms  a 
part  of  the  Kevr  York  Centnir^  line  to  Chica^.  The 
diHtiirbaiioo  bc^an  at  BuA'iilo,  whore  tho  Lalce  Shore 
}n*yi\  Btruck  oei  tho  22d,  and  prevented  the  parage  of 
insight  trains.  At  iirie,  I'cnnFtylvania^  and  other 
puint«  along  the  ruati,  tlie  train  men  joined  the  8lrik«, 
and  8toppcd  the  train«i^  but  no  furthor  violence  woa 
attempted*  No  trains  were  allowed  to  run  on  the  hnc 
bi'lween  Biiflulu  niid  Erlr.  M r.  Vunderbil t  Imvi ng 
determined  not  to  undertake  to  run  any  trains  until 
the  etrikcra  cca«ed  their  interference  with  the  road. 
The  Atlantic  exprew  from  Chi(5ngo  reached  Krie  at 
•lev^n  oVIock  on  the  morning  of  th^  24tli  of  July,  It 
eonfiBtcd  of  four  fcist  mail  ccu^  with  heavy  maiK  two 
baggage  carw,  find  four  well'filled  pafiscngcr  can.  In 
accordance  with  orders  from  President  Vtuulorbllt  the 
train  wu  run  upon  a  aide  track  and  declared  abandoned. 
The  puHcngerg  wore  much  incensed,  and  tried  to  urge 
tlie  strikers  to  run  Die  train  tltrough  to  Buffalo.     The 
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strikers  partially  consented,  fired  up  ivn  engino  and 
attachf'd  iL  to  tlie  imin,  WlUiaiii  P.  TajW,  tlie 
Superintendent  of  tbe  BuRalo  division,  telegraphed  to 
ShorifT  Stuei'swickcd  to  prcvont  the  strikcra  from  tak* 
ing  out  tlie  train. 

TliL>  strikcfni  thei^eupon  nent  ttic  following  telegram 
to  tho  President  of  the  United  States :

The  I-Hke  Shore  Omipany  lias  i^efused  \o  let  United 
Stfttes  niAils  g<>  east  of  hei-c.  Wt  would  be  plea?*cd  if 
you  would  in  some  way  direct  ihem  l/j  pixxjeed  wh\x 
the  TQ&ils  nnd  also  po.s^engei's. 

Signed  by  a  coiiLuitttee  of  firemen  and  bnikt'incn, 

A  meeting  of  the  t^trikers  vras  held  at  the  depot  at 
tlii^ee  o'clock  in  th<f  iini-riKtoti.  Thi?  mayor*  {shiTilTp  and 
%  posse  of  police  were  oji  hand  to  prenorvo  order.  Tb« 
mayor  advised  ihc  men  to  let  the  tnun  cdunc  and  not 
to  interfere  with  the  company's  ortlei-s.  The  chief  of 
the  fitrikenft  aliio  mlvUed  the  saints  eoitrso.  The  engino 
was  then  taken  off,  run  itito  Iho  round  hou^,  mid  tho 
train  was  left  on  the  aiding.  It  contained  about  one 
bundled  througli  pnRs:*tigt*i'H  fur  New  York,  and  ihe 
cars  for  the  time  were  converted  into  a  hotel.  About 
balf'pa&t  six  o'cl*)ck  the  Cliicajro  and  St,  Louis  expi^ess 
caxne  in  from  ('liirago,  ami,  like  ilfl  pi^decewor,  waa 
run  ui>on  a  side  track  and  »lmnduned.  The  trains  were 
held  nt  Erie  until  ttie  morning  of  tho  26th,  when,  it 
being  certain  that  the  alrikc  waa  nt  an  cnc)^  they  were 
ordcivd  to  pniceed  to  Biiifalo.  From  thin  liuie  the 
trains  were  run  n-gnlnrly  over  the  Jjiko  Shore  road. 

It  woji  believed  that  the  Mrike  would  cerUiiuly  03C* 
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lend  to  New  York  city.  That  city  w  the  eafttcm 
terminus  of  the  New  York  Central  &  Ilmlson  River 
RailTOTid^  aiid  ttwre  the  compnny  have  vast  interests  tit 
fitnke  and  givo  omploymont  to  several  thousand  men. 
The  city  of  New  •ifork  is  peculiarly  circumstanced.  It 
containa  a  large  cla^s  of  profVssioit&l  criminals,  and  a 
larp:er  multitude  of  idle  and  reckless  mcu.  In  addition 
to  these,  there  arc  many  men  of  forci^  birth,  who, 
whik^  parsiiing  p;onie  ni4.-ans  of  support,  nrc  thoroughly 
imbu<Kl  with  cammnnUtic  ideas,  and  are  ready  at  nny 
time  to  make  N^'or  upon  the  existing  etnte  of  Kwicly. 
These  classes  mnkc  up  a  fomiiduhic  section  of  the  popu* 
lutton  of  New  York, 

It  wofi  feared  that  should  the  strike  extend  to  New 
York,  these  classed  would  moke  it  n  pretext  for  riot 
and  violence.  New  York  being  the  wealthiest  city  of 
the  Union,  and  ore  of  the  great  financial  centres  of  the 
world,  always  offei-s  inducements  to  a  mob  of  desperate 
characters  to  engage  in  au  outbreak  in  the  hope  of 
plunder.  The  hard  times  from  wl]i<:h  the  whole  coun- 
try was  euflVrin^  had  pree^d  very  heavily  upon  the 
workingmen  of  New  York.  Many  wcixr  out  of  work, 
and  all  were  more  or  less  discontented.  In  case  of  an 
outbreak  it  was  certain  that  thv  riotei'v  ^votild  be 
largely  rcinforct'd  from  this  clasa. 

On  the  24th  of  July  the  New  York  iSmW  gave  the 
following  account  of  tlie  vcittinirnt  prevailing  among 
the  people  of  the  city: 

The  war  times  only  can  nfTcrd  a  parallel  in  point  of 
deep  popular  emotion  and  excitement  to  the  feeling 
that  prevailed  in  this  city  yesterday  over  the  startling 
news  from  Ptttfibur^h.

Uiinkinir,  *'Wlior0  will  it  end?'  In  ttw  crowds  that 
gjulicri'd  around  the  WUetiri  boards  in  frant  of  the 
VATious  nowfljKiper  ofBcett  there  wo*  evldi?u€e  of  the 
strong  public  feeling  prcvniling.  To  wjme  it  Inokri)  n!^ 
if  tho  Bpcctrc  of  CoitiniunUm  v^as  titalkirTg  over  the 
land,  and  though  men  aflected  unconeem  there  wax  a 
deep-^utvd  aiui  sensitive  dread  ihnt  ri^Oit  herein  the 
tniditt  (if  iiH  It  vv;iM  |MJ?i.HihIe  smvli  Hci'iK'n  iin  unhappy 
I'ilt^burgh  witne>«ed  might  be  realized. 

it  ii  needless  ta  wtv  timt  the  one  ovepmoatcring  fiil^ 
ject  of  ttiOLijjit  and  cotiversation  vhm  tlio  Btriko. 
whilo  cunfim.'!!  to  (he  Biillinuiix-  &,  Oliio  and  the  Pt-rin- 
i^ylviiiiia  d-ntral  rujid:*  tt,  niiglit  not  oPi*r  snch  n  ^fjarc 
of  inl<n^tt  and  concern  to  Now  VorkerR,  but  when  it 
extended  itatlf  and  struck  the  two  gi^nt  artmcs — Erie 
and  New  York  Central — hv  which  ihe  metTo^xjlia  holds 
h^r  chief  communication  with  the  "Went,  then  indeed  it 
nruu^d  alann^  No  cIhm  whh  unaffected  by  the  pre- 
vailing  appivhenHion,  find  it  was  freely  speculated  on 
whether  within  this  very  week  the  terrible  epidemic 
which  hafl  p!ayed  eucli  end  havoc  in  Pitt*burgh  miaht 
nut  run  dovm  these  conductor»,  tlie  Erie  and  Central 
luadM,  avid  plunge  right  in  among  ub.

it  hapi)ened  thnt  n  friend  of  the  Btrikere  had  a  pn^a,^ 
At-itniiM  with  a  citizen  orcoTifMrrvative  iniilinctii,  to  whom 
the  violation  of  law  nnd  order  10  the  one  nnpardouable 
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ein.  Not  ono  of  tlie  seven  tlioiisfind  liquor  storoe  and 
beei^salocjiis  in  H^w  York  cit/  but  must  have  hud 
eitli«r  tnt^ntion  or  disc^UHHion  of  fiie  strike  within  Its 
wnlU  during  the  hours  of  yeaterdny,  Thci*  wji«  much 
riemft;^^ry,  and  men  wiio  in  their  hearts  don't  caro 
lor  the  woiking  chases  were  very  profuse  in  tlieir  8yn> 
pathiL-fl  fur  the  Mtriken*  so  long  as  Ihey  |»eiveived  it  was

ken  of  pivarut  oWrvution.  Oilii&eiis  of  h*i*iuv  and  of 
hir^  bnnk  ]u:count«  relieved  their  anxieties  hy  calling 
on  Inspector  Walling  at  Police  Hcad-quartcra  and  n> 
oi^'iving  a^^Au i'ui)ce4  that  there  wn»  nothing  to  occJi^ion 
alarm  as  far  aa  thi«  city  is  concerned,  and  that'Mho 
fuR'st  |K>Iice  foiTC  in  the  world "  wii»  never  in  finer 
cunditicjn  than  it  ia  to-dny.

SiinJny  wnii  rather  an  anxious  day  for  the  f^toek 
operators,  nion^  eM[)eeiaIly  ftjr  those  carrying  railrtiatl 
ffCCuritieii»  and  the  moniin*  boats  and  trains  brought  t* 
the  city  many  who  did  not  quite  like  having  their 
holiday  in  the  country  disturbed.  On  Stimlay  evening 
the  telegrajih  oJTiee*i  at  Ixmg  Branehj  Saratoga,  New- 
port, ftud  othiT  flummer  n^Morts  W(?i'e  crowd^*<l  vriOi 
anxioUA  npecubitors,  and  the  exciting  reports  of  the 
doings  of  the  rioters  hrou^'ht  them  all  to  the  city  as 
soon  as  possible.  The  miirkot  oponeJ  very  weak,  and 
for  a  few  moments  there  a[Tpeared  to  be  no  buyers,  but 
pi\'»fntly  coiifiihncc  vvw  n-nlon^d,  ami  a  slight  rally 
took  phice.  Thert;  wa»  an  average  fall  of  about  two 
per  cent,  in  Lake  Shore,  Si.  Paul  preferred,  New  York 
Central,  Duluwaro  and  Lnckawanna.  Norlliwe>=t  pre- 
ferred and  Ikluwnre  nnd  lliidscui  ut  the  oj:M?ning;  but 
they  ralliLHl  before  lon^,  nnd  kept  netivo  during  the^ 
day,  cloaini;  at  about  the  opening  figures  in  mo*t  in- 
stances. Everybody  n PI jean.-d  anxious  far  news  during 
the  day,ard  a  number  of  diff^jrent  rumors  were  Doating 
around.  They  ;ven?  mostly  all  of  a  bear  natui-e,  rather 
calculated  to  depress  stocks:  but  in  the  fae^  of  llti>ni 
all  the  market  kept  pretty  steady.  In  (act,  the  excite- 
ment rather  simmered  down,  and  thoae  that  9old  during 
the  flurry  of  tlie  morning  be^an  to  renurchruw  their 
Fctocks,  as  they  did  not  coitsider  the  position  oa  bad  us 
it  bad  hceu  repivffcnted.

Firstly,  Uic  railroads  bav« 
n  perfi^ct  rlglit  (o  [my  tlunr  i^-Tiipltiy^'j*  whatever  titty 
mny  think  pmpor;  iw^roinlly,  tlir*  f'mploy^-s  have  a  pei^ 
feet  riffht  to  fiviUi^  work  if  they  do  not  think  they  arc 
being  pnid  i^nffwicntl^*  for  Ihnr  lalxir;  and,  thirdly, 
when  they  ^^**o^t  to  violtnice  tli^y  become  rioter^  And

The  (^ty  and  State  milhoritiea  were  fiilly  nlivo  to  tha 
conscqu<;nccs  of  an  outbroAk  in  New  York>  And 
rentjived  thiit  no  disttirbani'4*  nliimid  occur,  TIii*  Fiift 
Divi«ion  of  the  National  Gunrd  h  made  up  wlirely  of 
regiincntii  from  New  York  city-  It  vaa  ordered  under' 
Arms  on  the  23d,  and  about  the  &jtine  time  ordora  were 
sent  to  Genend  Dakin,  commanding  the  Second  Divh 
ston  at  Brooklyn^  to  hold  hU  entiro  command  in 
ncss.  The  ttocot^aary  cnib  wore  issued,  ond  the  mcii] 
began  to  awtiirntblc  at  thtir  armoriea  in  Kcw  York  am 
Brtxjklyn,  The  Dth  and  Sth  Regiments  were  onlei 
fi'om  New  Tork  to  other  parts  of  the  Stale,  and  tho 
23d  waa  Bcnt  from  Brooklyn  to  IlornellaviUct  on  the 
Kric  lijiilroftd,  hi  addition  to  the  military^  tho  splen- 
did |xil!ce  fcrce  of  New  York  waj4  held  in  ivailiness. 
And  tlie  aiit1iontio4  fell  confident  of  their  ability  to  put 
down  any  outbreak  that  might  occur.  They  were 
much  enooura^i^d  by  tlm  aiicce.HH  cf  the  Phtbidelplua 
t>olice  in  keeping  tho  mob  in  Hnbjecticn^  and  meant 
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iliat  the  metroiNilw  of  tlie  Union  flhould  not  bo  dia- 
gncod  hy  anything  like  mob  vicJt^nce. 

On  tbe  night  of  the  23d,  towiink  ten  o'clodc,  a  mob

of  about  two  bundr^  and  fifty  men  and  boys  gathered 
in  front  of  the  armory  of  the  7lh  Keginwnt,  At  Tomp* 
kins  Market*     They  corumeoc^  io  jeer  and  idiout  At 
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members  cf  the  regiment,  and  a  sergeant  in  untform, 
attempting  to  paaa  through  tlic  crowd,  yroA  raiber 
roughly  hiuidled.  Hu  wtrviitrd  lo  th«  lMirnick«  And 
procured  a  suit  of  citizens  clotho».  At  the  time  he  was 
attockcd  he  vtas  going  for  powder  to  load  the  guns  that 
had  been  pliiced  in  position  in  the  armory  during  tJie 
day.  Captain  McCaUogh^  of  the  Seventeenth  precinct^ 
with  a  platoon  of  men,  eucoeeded  in  dleperaing  tbo 
mobi  There  were  no  arreata  mode.  Some  timo  later 
the  moh  gathered,  ahout  fifty  stnnig,  at  tJie  corner  of 
Third  street  and  Bowery,  It  was  thought  that  they 
intended  to  break  into  the  Dry  Dock  Sa\'ingft  Bonk. 
On  the  approach  of  the  police  they  were  again  dis- 
persed withoat  any  gn?at  troublQ.  By  midnight  cwry^ 
thing  wofi  quictp 

The  leaders  of  tlie  communhttic  societies  of  Mow 
York,  which  associations  are  mode  up  almost  entirely 
of  foreigners  who  have  in  many  cosee  been  members 
of  similar  organizationa  in  Kurope,  regarded  the  excit- 
ing period  afl  a  fitting  lime  to  teat  the  strength  of  the 
popular  sympathy  with  them.  They  determined  to 
hold  a  public  meeting,  ostensibly  for  the  purpoec  of  cs- 
pressing  sympathy  with  the  workingmen  engaged  in 
the  hlrikt-H^  hut  rtMlIy  to  test  tlieir  etrenglh  in  N»w 
York,  and  see  if  tliey  could  command  sufTicicnt  out«ido 
aid  to  enable  them  to  bring  on  an  outbreak.  The  pcr« 
mission  of  the  authorities  l>eing  neres^ary  to  enable 
them  to  hold  sut'h  a  meeting,  tliey  applied  to  the 
Police  Commission  for  leave  to  hold  their  meeting  in 
Tompkins  Square.  Their  request  was  promptly  granted^ 
•ad  a  call  wiu»  irf^ucd  lor  &  ma»«-me4.-ting  of  the  Tnules 
Unions  at  Tomjikins  Square  on  the  night  of  Wednesday^ 
2oth  of  July,  to  express  sympathy  with  the  men  en- 
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gBged  in  the  strikes  in  other  parUi  of  ilie  country*  The 
iTixQ  c1mract»>r  of  tho  proposed  mecling  was  well  under* 
stood  throughout  the  Union,  and  considerable  suqirise 
won  manifrntcd  at  the  counw  of  tho  New  York  utttlmrt- 
tios  in  allowing  the  meeting  to  be  h(?ld.  The  Police 
Com mtsfti oners  wore  convinced,  however,  that  to  pre- 
vent the  meeting  would  he  to  increase  w  hatcver  excite- 
]iit.'nL  and  diHcontirnt  might  e^ist  nmoDg  lh<;  Itdjoring 
chLsses,  and  thiit  the  be&t  way  to  deprive  tlie  Commun- 
ists of  their  influence  was  to  permit  them  lo  hold  their 
nruwting  and  fihow  their  defiigns.  They  Ml  confid(*nt 
that  the  great  mass  of  the  workingmen  of  New  York 
were  not  in  sympathy  with  any  communietic  schemes, 
and  that  they  would  be  alienated  from  them  to  a  still 
greater  extent  by  their  public  prochnnal ion.  Thev, 
therefore,  decide  to  allow  the  meeting  at  Tompkins 
Square.  At  the  same  time  it  wg9  revived  to  have  a 
strong,  well-armed  force  of  police  at  band  to  put  down 
any  attempt  at  an  ontbrv-uk^  and  to  be  reiidy  to  support 
such  action  with  the  entire  police  force  and  the  mill- 
tar^'.  The  commisKionera  felt  fully  confident  of  their 
ability  to  di^nl  with  tlie  mob,  and  nieiint  to  nhnw  tbem 
that  the  city  authorities  wer<^  not  afraid  of  them. 

The  meeting  wns  held  at  the  np[K>inted  time,  and 
wttA  watched  with  the  keenest  anxiety  by  the  whole 
country.  All  felt  that  it  would  decide  whether  we 
were  to  have  a  j^enerol  communistic  revolt,  with  Ob 
accompaniments  of  bloodshed,  pillage,  and  arson,  or 
whether  the  authoritiefl  were  strong  enough  to  enforoe 
the  laws.  If  the  mob  got  tlie  upper  hand  in  New 
York,  it  was  generally  naid,  tho  terrible  rcvultA  would 
spread  to  the  whole  country;  if  the  autlioritica  could 
prevent  an  ouL!jreuk|  th«*  inHurrectiou  would  n.'ceive  ittf 
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deatli  blow*  The  raei^itg  fomiofl  much  nn  iinportant 
part  of  t)kc  groat  oulbroakf  thnt  wo  giv<r  hero  ^ntircr  the 
New  York  JIcrxUd'&  iLOOOUQt  of  it :

All  kn^^w  that  yeat^nlay  vould  have  bad  no  grCAt 
interest  in  it  except  for  the  request  of  tbo  rciHlesa  and 
seini-oommunitftic  clusses  to  iTuprovt;  tho  ijccii^Ion  and 
hold  a  public  meeting  in  the  di/uf^sL  qunrlirr  uf  New 
York.  Our  i'ark  &nd  IVlicc  Commifudoncrs  quietlj* 
acceded  to  this  demand.  The  relative  importaucc 
Xew  York  to  the  reat  of  the  Union  could  bav«  roccr 
DO  better  t^s^tiiiionial  tlian  the  t^>k>graphic  dc'^patcbM 
vhicb  flashed  into  New  York  frum  cvvry  point  of  the 
compasst  aayingt  in  efltct,  "If  New  York  givta  way 
"Heforc  the  mob.  when  M'ill  tbi*  tbing  end  V  '*  We  &i 
all  looking  to  Wednesday  night  in  Now  York  to  know' 
whether  thid  Etnkc  is  a  Kpn^modic  afliur  or  a  r»,'beUion 
from  undcnicclh."  '*  Tbi;  iiniiKUse  population  uf  New 
York  ia  looked  to  by  all  the  disorderly  clemcnta  for  & 
final  outbreak.

fjacb  were  the  deajiatchep  received  by  mercbanta 
and  other  business  and  profeasional  people  in  New 
York  on  Tuesday  night,  and  they  altcflt  the  power  of 
such  a  city  a^  oum  for  good  or  evil  upon  tlie  whole 
country.  SmnlU^r  cities  trembled  in  apprehension  of 
our  vaat  population  rising  up  agaimit  law  aud  property  ^ 
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but  in  thkA  city,  tm  tu  gt^iieral  rule,  tlic  h«acls  of  men 
trere  kvel-  Nobody  left  town.  Allhoiigti  the  trains 
were  pmbarratsed  on  nil  sides  of  N*>w  York,  tlio  ge:iori<s 
Parisian  life  of  this  city  was  iLlu&trated]  aa  every  day 
in  the  week,  of  children  out  of  doore  nttd  earUi  and 
omnibuaea  ruitniii^  to  :uid  fro.  Nol>oily  had  the  white 
lipe  which  Byron  dt  i^trihrd  m  in  Bruei^U  on  the  night 
before  Waterloo,  The  Ijoautiful- Wednesday  morning 
bnike  tpon  a  bay  aa  lively  with  ebipping^  as  full  of 
ferr^lxirUM  and  us  t^irenm'\ti^  witli  national  fla^H  as  at 
any  time  in  unr  hi»U»ry.  Some  thousands  of  daily  viai- 
tors  to  New  York,  who  canie  in  late  at  the  ferries, 
bantered  each  other  when  llicy  landed  nnd  iwcended  to 
Broadway.  Tluy  h>oked  about  them  and  ft«*l,  **Thero 
is  no  l*Hjk  of  ricit  heiv,"  But  others,  uioj*  timid, 
rt-sponded,  "The  morning  are  never  riotous.  W^ 
mnnt  wait  until  night  to  Itnd  our  destiny  out," 

Even  in  Wall  *lreet,  that  seat  of  gamblers,  lofty  or 
low,  the  g^.'nend  inquiry  wns,  "What will  hnppi-u  at 
Tcitnpkitis  «[(niru  hwii^h L ?"  Men  aiiswen.'U  iLitf 
qnestion  according  to  tficlr  temperament^  and  it  waa 
noticeable  that  the  ordinary  busincaa  American  did  not 
bother  himself  about  prevention,  trustinj?  to  luck  that 
every  offence  ugainst  the  law  would  rednjs*  ilwelf. 
Yet  the  stock  market  trembled  underneath.  Bluff  in 
the  game  in  that  quarter  of  the  town,  and  he  would  bo 
A  cheap  man  who  alTectcd  to  shrink  before  Ihc  po^si- 
bilities  of  a  oommunii^tic  nia«s-meeting. 

In  the  centml  upfxT  quurtc^r  of  the  town,  where 
great  orders  ar«  filled  lor  intL-ricrr  and  Western  houw^a, 
the  men^hants  merely  smiled  and  snid :  '*  This  is  tho 
laat  day  of  tbo  suspense.

The  rough  and  foreign 
claiou's^  thirty  years  ugo,  took  up  theSr  ivMikfiKut  in  tliih 
Dcutriil  part  of  the  city,  between  th«  bn^inr^^*  and  tlie 
American  rcf^itkmt  portion,  and  Uicse  chissea  «Io|K.d  off 
to  the  two  rivure — particularly  ibe  Ea;?t  river — which 
b<?caiiio  the  great  tt^nenient  boiiae  cjuarterof  New  Yoik, 
filled  with  nil  kinds  uf  foreij^'ntT!*,  ewperiiillv  wilh  Ot*r* 
mana^  French,  and  other  ContinertaL  nntionalitics. 
From  First  etrt.'Ct  to  TweiitiotU  i^troet :»  the  iicutrul  or 
foreipn  qnnrlcr  of  New  York — a  place  for  theatres, 
saluomft,  iiondertcript  l>ijurduig-houJ4e*,  cuf^-M,  ilc,  Th« 
city  bulges  hcrv,  un  i1il>^  (*aHt  idde,  und  crpat^d  a  bugv 
elbpae  towards  the  East  river  or  WiUiamsbnr;;  «dc. 
In  the  midat  of  this  quarter  m  a  naked  sfiuarc  mimod, 
after  a  former  Governor  of  Nuvr  York  and  Vic<>Preri- 
dent  of  the  Unit<>d  Siatea,  Toninkin^  square.  This  vb 
the  bre^thiitg  spot  or  lungs  of  tho  German,  the  for^ 
eigner,  the  tenement  house^  the  workingnien^  the 
communietic  quarter  of  New  York  city.  Tompkina 
square  in  itself  fiug^ests  in  a  eh;*ht  degree  the  naked 
Champa  de  Mara  of  Paris,  although  very  8mall  com- 
pared to  \i^  French  antilyw,  Like  the  Champs  de 
Mftrs,  it  in  sandy,  bare,  pebbled,  and  hot,  and  seeuiA  to 
have  been  swept  of  ali  trees  and  ornnmenta  for  parade 
purposes,  or  pot^ibly  for  holding  a  mob  in  oheck. 
About  four  years  ago  a  ivorkingroan'a  meeting  wiii 
called  in  Tompkins  s^^uare,  and  (lier,  to  ihe  dAtoitiifh- 
ment  of  New  loik,  it  waft  seen  that  among  ti^  wero 
real  socialistic  elements  suoh  as  had  attempted  to  tcto- 
lulionito  Louia  Philippe's  government  at  various  times 
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and  hfld  thrown  Pans  info  such  (HinHtomfttioR  that 
despotiam  wtu*  alivAy*  woloomo  to  bu«ineitfl  people  tli«re. 
At  tlu?  time  of  Lh««  nfon-Kiiid  not  llii^  i^d  fljLg— 'Lbat 
p^mbol  for  iniidcl  inoendinri^ni  to  AmericAti!^— was 
actually  luiwd  on  this  common.  Tlic  niixn  wlio  cat- 
riod  it  viu  badly  clubbed,  and  m'A«,  therefore,  modo 
quite  a  martyr  ol'  by  Ida  ndbi.'i\*iiti!i.  lie  jirovud  to  Iw 
an  expatiiuU'd  Kumiw'Jin  (.■Drniminint,  wIki  krpl  il  ttfiiall 
liLger  beer  «aloon  about  a  quarter  of  a  mile  from  Tom^ 
kins  H^uare,     Ilif«  name  wujf  Ju^tua  W.  Schwab. 

At  that  timt>  Schwab  bcH^iimc  uu  objLK^t  uf  sympathy 
on  account  of  the  complete  huniLliatlun  of  the  rioU^nf ; 
some  amntjeijT  fanatics  of  Knglish  ihk)  Scot^^li  0 1^  ninde 
such  a  feature  of  Schwab's  wounds  in  the  \»fss  tbdt 
Schwab  mounted  to  be  a  national  marlyr.  The  attiick 
of  the  police  on  Schwab  and  hi«  rtNl  llag  and  on  the 
Jlrat  appearance  of  communism  in  a  city  of  the  WcsU-ra 
world  wiu*  w}  c-ITieiejit  ttiiit  New  York  h:ul  almost  for- 
gotten until  yesterday  the  existence  of  any  socialism  la 
her  midst.  But,  incteorii^aily,  jui^t  after  the  develop- 
ment of  tho  groat  raih*oad  strike,  Schwab  appeared  il 
the  prints  and  at  police  liead-quurters  a.^  an  appellant' 
for  a  great  meeting  of  Hympaiby  in  Tompkins  Rquare 
for  the  mt-n  wlm  liad  jnrit  burnt-d  up  $1,11(10, 000  wortli 
of  property  in  Pittsburgh,  and  \nvi  stopped  all  the 
trand;x)rtation  of  the  Unit^^d  Stutvt. 

Yi>*l^Trday  tbe  /frwW  writer  went  to  SchwaVa  res- 
taiirttitf  u  little-  narrow  d<^ri  in  tlie  basement  of  a  five- 
»lory  brick  block  on  First  stn-cU  Tbe  sign  of  "  Justuw 
W.  Schwab,  lager  beer,"  appi^ared  over  the  basemc-nt, 
Nubody  womini  to  bo  active  in  tlie  neigliborbood  cxot^pt 
8oino  cartor*  who  were  filling  and  emptying  tJicir 
wagntiK  on  itie  oppwitv  i^iik*  of  the  street.  Pacing 
around  certain  empty  beer  biirrels  in  the  ai'ea  of  ihii 
btiscrncnti  we  ontert'd  the  sidoon,  which  waa  only  aUmI 
mfrht  foct  widt?  and  pcu-hapH  thirty  feet  deep,  and  Kavr' 
nothing  to  indicaU*  a  r^-volutiou  except  a  yellow-haired 
Oermau    wonnin    iti'lliug    tbe    U?er.

Many 
Aini-rieaiiH  visited  Schwaij'*  in-wtfturant  yi*s*t<*idny,  and 
tliry  all  caini.^  ?twny  with  the  Kaint^  mliinat^^^^lhat  the 
proprietor  woa  &  fraud,  who  hardly  knew  how  to  di&* 
piim  himeelf. 

It  was  to  police  head-quarters  yeeterday  afternoon 
thiU  Mr  Schwab  transferred  himself  Cmm  this  tittle 
laj^T  I>eer  den  wherv  lie  had  left,  the  ycdbw-bnJred 
woman  aforesaid  to  measure  out  the  beer  and  tu.kc  the 
lialT^limed.  Anybody  can  go  to  police  head-quarters 
who  has  any  pofsible  errand  relating  to  public  admints- 
tnitioti.  The  neglected  wife  goes  tbt-Te  to  have  her 
truant  hiifiband  1mnt(*d  up.  Tlie  genteel  (IninkHrd 
dropM  in  there  to  recover  one  of  hie  diamond  pin^  Ibat 
ho  may  have  given  away  in  tbrp?tfulne»s  tbe  pn'viuus 
uifrbt.     The  prvacher  ppet  there  who  ha4  had  diUicutty 
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with  hifl  congroj^ation  and  is  ahut  out  from  liis  pulpit. 
The  congregation  goes  there  ftlso  to  a^k  wliCtiKT  lljoy 
cannot  jufltly  brtiiiah  their  pn?Ar.her.  All  latmiLn  nitturo 
which  ifl  out  at  the  brain  or  the  rump  wvk-H  poUco 
heod-fiuort^ra  to  pojr  out  iU  grievanoe*  to  luur  wry 
worldly  men  who  constitute  the  comnuMiion<  The«« 
coDiriilssiouers  have  all  ftllei  certuiu  piukioiix  in  i>o]itic>% 
the  milltarj',  or  Uje  pa!>l!c  eerviw.'.

Hid  k-oding  tiviliAn 
ONfiociatc  is  a  retired  dry  goodft  merchant,  ^ith  nmUurftl 
nffluily  for  poHlii^  and  public  afTairK,  Clinton  WhiKder, 
The  two  other  coTnTniAsionrrs  wi-n-  in  thv  war,  and 
know  all  about  dimger.  Wiicn  Mr.  Schwab  approached 
thia  uinrhlo  building  on  that  little  ^trcM^t  in  the  exact 
CODtre  of  tbo  cityj  and  passed  the  unifonned  policemen, 
grim  us  cumniou  Holdi*?re  of  the  regular  army,  and

P(UAing  through  reAonnnt  marble  baltft,  with  ceilinga 
nni.1  Hn\m  hImj  |ierfert]y  whili^  nnd  mtliil,  and  the  tlt^ir 
below  him,  next  to  the  door,  ali^ady  cut  ofl'  from  exit 
if  the  commi!**ioner9  were  w  minded,  Schwab  aaw  four 
quiet,  nonchalant,  k*^n-lookh»g  men,  already  aware  of 
himself  and  his  errand.  They  had  nothing  to  nay  in 
particular.  Tin.'  husincHH  nr>ijHMTh  wtin  ihiriwu  (in  Atr, 
Bchwiib.  In  fiuch  conijHiny  the  hero  of  the  Auburhs 
loses  his  identity,  and  begins  to  riiinon  that  intellect 
and  cx[3C-ricnuc  have  their  weight  iu  the  common  afTaira 
of  nii-n. 

Mr.  Schwab  made  known  his  ttiiHinexn,  aa  will  be 
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more  tborouglily  detailed  in  another  part  of  this  re- 
port.

Liigm«n,  »  Schwnh  calli^  ihem,  ci>iild  mnke  their  owa 
plntrorm,  nnd  \m  unreBlrtcLed  in  iheir  reninrlcs. 

Sclivrub  did  not  know  that  Ihe  rory  night  hclbrc  5 
poli^x:  spy  w»E4  in  hi»  6aloon»  listening  tu  all  the  Con* 
vonatioa  tlmt  happened  thcrOf  whero  it  was  openly 
propost'd  not  only  to  bum  *ipecific  psirt«  of  iho  cily  of 
New  Yurk,  Init  Uk*  i-ntiir-  citj'.  Si-hwah  did  not  know 
tliat  the  police  fully  understood  tliat,  in  open  though 
heated  convcrantion,  he  himself  had  indorsed  the  evil 
proceeding  of  tPic  PUtsbur|;^h  mob.  He  regarded  htin- 
^If  in  the  facoof  the  police  cominieG]on{>r:9  a«  tho  repre- 
*»entative  of  a  great  polilicul  body  wjine  day  in  the 
fnture  to  arise  in  Anu'rican  KM-.icty  and  hail  8(Hnvab  aa 
ito  apof^tle.  The  iK>lke  cornniinftiotiers  looked  upon 
him  OS  a  wicked  man  ejected  from  another  society  into 
ount,  nnd  to  be  watched  in  all  hia  goings  and  coming8 ; 
yet  tliey  lisl^nttl  to  him  with  [xrlect  cimipofturej  and 
tlieir  xileni^a  difltrcased  Schwab  ninre  than  if  an  argil* 
ment  hod  been  held. 

Tbift  man's  bueincds  waa  the  sale  of  beer  by  a  woman 
over  a  petty  counter  to  unknown  and  diity  poopio,  nnd 
while,  nieitntime,  «ub«i>iting  on  the  pi-ocoedn  of  the 
txjvprnge,  he  wmt  to  and  fn>,  agn?at  mnn  in  an  inno- 
cent Tvgion.  Some  future  time  wc  nuiy  take  up  tho 
picture  of  Schwab  before  the  police  commiMioneis  nnd 
do  him  justice-  The  present  ik  no  time  to  indicate  the 
wcinl  impudence  vtA  well  as  the  political  impotence  of 
wjch  ft  character,  freehly  arrived  in  the  western  world. 
He  has  been  in  tlie  country  eiglit  or  ten  yean*.  Moat 
of  the  men  who  Btruek  on  Ameriran  rnHixMids  have 
spent  their  Uvea  among  us,  and  enjoy  to  a  great  degi'CQ 
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tho  eympathy  of  men  and  womon.  The  police  com- 
misfiioiit^ra  toKl  Schwalj,  wittiotit  nny  L^mpliEieit^  that 
they  ftetit  police  to  nil  gatherings  on  cither  the  ea»t  or 
\rcst  sido  of  New  York  city^  aiia  never  mndc  nn  excep- 
tion, and  they  diJ  not  appoar  to  think  thnt  tiio  Tomp- 
kins square  meetin;;?  ^^  of  any  great  importanco  in 
azty  VfAy,  Tho  told  conduct  of  the  commits jonc?ni 
reprfflcnted  the  f;c*neral  edWt  of  civilimtion  upon  the 
barbarian,  and  the  athletic  and  ga^eou^  wiLd^cjxd 
Teuton  finally  contented  himself  by  asking  the  police, 
in  its  diplomatic  capacity,  if  they  would  not  send  a 
very  discreet  man  to  Tompkins  square  in  charge  of  the 
]x>lice. 

"  Yc4,*^  snid  tlic  head  of  the  coniTnission,  dryly,  '^all 
our  men  are  very  discreet,  Mr-  Schwab — and  very 
cool/" 

Schwab  mid  tliat  he  hud  made  antple  Arran^ments 
to  preserve  onltr  iind  p<*ace,  iind  tiial  a  hundi^ed  men 
of  his  own  taction  Lad  been  detailed  to  act  ascoti^rv^ 
tors  of  the  peace  at  the  meeting,  and  that  there  need 
bo  no  k*:ir  of  any  riut, 

(it'imul  SiiiiilL  n.'?ipon<!ed  that  their  men  were  not 
legal  oflicorv:^  and  ct)uld  not  be  rpcogiiia^ed  n»  such,  and 
that  n  pohcc  force  would  certainly  be  on  hand, 

Schwab  then  deriiped  to  know  how  near  the  polioe 
would  be,  to  which  tho  ^neraL  replied,  '^  Ad  near  as 
cireumstanceB  may  require." 

BchwaL  tLeii  It-It,  evidently  in  a  dincontenteJ  fratne 
of  mind. 

Ten  stage*  of  the  Twcnty^tliird  street  and  Broadway 
line  were  stationed  in  fi-oiitof  ikiIjcc  head-^uarters  to 
cjiixy  reinforeementM  to  the  mooting  in  coso  of  any 
riotoud  outbreak. 

When  Scliwftb  retired,  the  police  cninmisaroners  put 
their  headfl  together  in  tlie  fiHl  light  of  Llieir  reapomii- 
hility  to  the  public  and  the  nation,  their  politicnt 
diflei'ences  entirely  forfzotten,  althout^h  they  belong  to 
opporite  political  parties.     It  was  the  opinion  of  throe 
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of  Ihcm  that  Schwab'a  mien  intimntccl  a  confllcl ;  thAt 
lie  catnc  there  to  lutk  that  the  police  l)0  withdra^vn  in 
otAqt  1o  TTiak^  th«  ar;;iimcnt,  in  cnm  of  a  riot,  thfit  it 
only  happviK*d  bec»u«tj  th«  polior  wcn.^  prL-sciit.  One 
of  the  police  conimiiMoncrn,  howevt^r,  reasoning  from 
different  prcmisca^  argued  that  there  would  be  rto  fight 
nt  alh  They  had  never  ypaixd  any  effort,  however,  to 
pet  their  forces  into  the  U-st  condition,  and  to  enjoy  it } 
and  the  excellence  of  a  police  couitnii^ion  QVer  a  pat^ 
ti*i:»n  political  force  was  never  better  dem ot is t rated. 
Dcaccniliog  into  the  yard  of  this  elation,  where  a  squad 
of  men  wero  drillit^  with  clubs^  there  sceined  to  be  the 
all'pervading  paasion  of  the  police  lo  mo(?t  the  rioters, 
if  it  were  necessary,  and  close  the  question  at  once  as 
tn  who  rule  New  York.  The  police  force  knpw  per- 
fectly well  that  the  people  of  the  United  States  had 
them  in  %'iow  on  Uiat  Wednesday  afternoon.  They 
also  knew  that  it  is  the  province  of  ricters  in  every 
country  to  meet  the  police,  as  the  vir^ible  reprebenla^ 
lives  of  ftitthonty,  uiUi  hale. 

The  police  coniminsioncr?  granted  the  «>ciali:^t«  the 
right  to  hold  a  tnceling  on  the  ecore  revealed  by  one  of 
tliein  lo  the  IFfnM  man. 

"  Hrui  we  n^fnw^d  to  let  ihom  meet  twother  llicy 
would  hnvi?  >aid  the  police  nm  seared.  We  let  them 
meet  because  we  are  not  scared.  We  make  do  concc^- 
Eicn  to  socinli^rn.  except  the  right  to  make  it>^*lf  absurd. 
And  we  were  never  »o  ready — wo  never  will  ha  again 
— to  light  rioters  as  now.  If  the  Dead  Kabbit^  vruut 
to  try  iU  now  is  their  lime  find  our«-" 

The  rougti  claiwcs  of  New  York  fdt  toward  the  afbi^r- 
noon  that  they  could  not  cope  with  the  police  and 
militia  preparations.  On  the  east  eide  of  town  hnd 
been  two  gn_'at  exijcriences — tin?  draft  and  lb e  social- 
istic riots;  on  thL<!  west  sidv  the  Ormigif  riots*  The 
police  force  of  New  York  is  one  of  the  most  formidable 
in  the  world.  Yer4eiday  it  was  fonnidably  armed  with 
long  locust  clubft  und  with  n^olven»  and  6xed  ammuni- 
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tion.  It  1^'aft  abctlod  by  tlio  telojrrtiph  wiro.  Thp 
square  where  the  meeting  was  to  be  h^ld  wns  connected 
wirh  nil  the  nrmomH  lhix>ugh  the  meditini  of  two 
m;i;;ljljoring  police  stfttionfl  by  wire.  So  was  every 
Imli'i  in  the  city  connected  with  police  hond-quartera. 
"  We  fear  iiothiug  but  the  torch/'  svtUi  a  leading  police 
authority. 

Last  night  was  hot,  but  there  waa  little  ^ind;  the 
torch  it,sclf  wBs  neutrnlisied.  The  militia,  equnlly  with 
the  police,  were  refi<ly  for  the  fray.  Throughout  tlie 
day  the  presence  of  men  in  unifonn,  riding  on  the 
street  curs  or  fearlessly  pi^nnnhuhiting  the  infected 
qunrter,  givve  the  rioteraj  if  itiich  tln-n*  were,  a  wnse  of 
vaj^t  and  vpontaneoLis  public  preparation. 

Nor  wfl«  this  lost  on  the  working  clarocs  when  tlif^f 
enter^  Tompkins  square  and  i^aw  cvon  the  ^lotie  gal 
po^U  placjirded  with  advise*  from  their  Mtow»,  ftiiyiiigLJ 
"1)d  not  arifu«e  the  Tlgi.'r!"  meaning  th«  law-ii  arid 
their  penalty-  llundrcdi^  silently  read  thes^  uLiaeJoti- 
ary  placarda  and  began  to  think. 

Tnrou^houl  the  German  rjujirter  wGre  many  sensiUle 
raen  and  women  acting  as  counHellorB  ia  the  men  and 
youths.     These  had  their  inflnenoe. 

"Sir,"  aaid  a  Philadelphia  man  to  one  of  the  leading 

Klice  officera,  '*yoar  New  York  |>opiihit]on»  that  I 
ve  heard  called  the  worst,  is  the  beat  id  America. 
They  have  an  intelligence  that  ]>i  leo  easily  commiuii- 
cftble." 

Aa  night  approarhed  the  region  near  Tompkins 
aquarc  looked  att  if  n  fair  wa>i  coming  olT,  rather  than 
a  riot.  Ilrilliant  lighlji  adorned  the  utility  etorvs  and 
markets,  and  fruits  and  vegotabVa  altiacted  the  chil- 
dren ami  women.  It  1<H>ki-d  ntt  if  Kpit'nrus  hiid  taken 
out  a  charter  toappeui^nnd  lantatiLe  starvation.  That 
great  iv^ion  of  t^'uemcnt^,  where  every  houac  rose  to 
five  atones,  and  every  utory  wm  a  domefttic  picture — 
nay,  every  window  waa  nover  more  Ixrauliful  and  ven«iw 
lite  than  laat  night.     Beer  Unwed  like  a  river;  tobiu.:co 
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-praa  blown  from  tho  lipo  of  burghers  nnd  tramps.  lie 
who  beggi?(l  n.'ccivc(.i  nil  li<?  wuiilird;  Ir*  wlia  giivrj  wan 
DO  novelty.  Little  cliildrcn  ran  up  and  down  tbose 
dangerous  Btrccta,  Young  mothers  fcucklcd  their  babce 
on  the  "Commune'*  i5tC"[)!i  which  led  up  to  the  tene- 
ment hou^M,  Young  lovors  t^dkc^d  ciircWt&Iy  in  the 
face  of  the  possililily  of  batik*.  Sln-et  CJini  nin  np  and 
down,  niuEtrathig  the  beaulica  of  uninterrupted  traD»- 
porlation  in  the  presence  of  a  GommuitiEy  of  toe  strikers* 
eynipathizere.  No  part  of  New  York  is  more  beautiful 
by  night  thaui  the  quarter  of  the  poor  When  Broad- 
way is  dark  as  Cg>pt  and  given  up  to  Cyprianii  aaid 
strangers,  tlie  avenut^fl  near  the  Eaat  river  are  full  of 
light  on  flummer  nights,  and  the  ffamina  toe  the  moik> 
k€ya  wlio  keep  the  fhow  lively. 

About  dusk  the  lights  began  to  gleam  and  glimmer 
in  tlie  <}iiudmn^1e  of  tall  brlek  teneii]i?ntfi  nunt>aiiding 
the  BquAre.  The  windows  were  all  up  and  gaping  aa 
for  breath.  Out  from  them  hung  women  and  childi^u, 
and  in  but  few  intitancca  men,  viewing  with  eager  in- 
terest the  gathering  of  the  crowds  below.  The  enthu- 
siasm, as  a  general  thing,  was  very  slight,  but  now  and 
then,  in  gulUiml  Gcrnian  acceriU  or  the  nmre  mellitiu* 
OU8  tones  of ''Old  Ireland/  came  expreaaiona  laudatory 
of  the  workingmens  occat^ion.  From  none  of  the 
hou&ca  were  any  bunnerfl  exblbiLed,  and  the  topa  of  tho 
adjacent  buildings,  which^  it  was  thought,  would  be 
thixiiigt^d  with  people,  presented  no  tigiis  of  life  whuU 
ever.  But  the  flidew^lks  were  everywhere  crowdetl 
with  infantile  treaMires,  adote^ent  youth  of  both  acxca 
and  mature  and  indtHerent  people  of  all  agea  aud 
nationalities.  It  wait  generallv  I'emarkod  tliat  a  more 
|)eac«^AhIe  aAseznbhige  ofjmsjpU*  hiul  lu-vrroonie  togi-jlien 

The  hurrying  huudred-igitliered  in  theniLkcd,r<^ndy 
square  before  dark.  A  lew  eooieUes  marched  in  with 
red  ribbonit  at  thfir  butlonlioleit,  but  the  trade  hrjcielieit 
generally  kept  away.  So  did  the  trampNand  bummer*. 
A  genial  public  opinion,  the  outcrop  of  our  out^rduor 
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hearty  eociely,  protcclcd  Xovr  Tork  from  all  forms  of 
(kfld  rabbitisrn.  Tlie  working  ^K-uple  were  {larlicuW 
about  their  company- 

(hi  the  gatca  and  bars  at  Tompkins  nquopc^  ne\*cr 
dcJocod  nor  torn  ofT^  was  thin  word  of  warning : 

DONT    UNCHAIN    THE    TIGER  I 

GOURADES — Stand  still  wtioro  you  are,  and  think 
before  you  go  fiirtht^r  in  tliu  trouMvs  iimntid  um.  An 
hour's  work  may  cost  mLllionB  of  mouuy  and  himdreil;« 
of  lives!  All  the  Uvc»  lost  will  not  be  on  one  »idc 
only,  and  the  money  will  come  back  on  the  people  to 
be  paid  for  out  of  the  ttixos  on  um  nil.  Powder  bums 
more  than  one  humi  wht'U  it  U  UM.'d.  IXin't  burn  yuur 
own  hands  with  it  1 

These  strikes  are  doing  great  damage  to  busincwt, 
nnd  will  coet  a  ;;reiit  deul  ol"  money.  Neither  capitn! 
nor  labor  can  aflord  to  stand  such  heavy  lo^^es,  and  it 
IB  better  to  work  on,  knowing  tluit  a  peaceable  and 
honorable  ootn-ne  will  g^iiii  In  the  end,  than  by  doing 
wrong  to  gvt  an  advantage  which  cannot  laflt. 

Keep  on  the  side  of  law»  and  keep  the  law  on  your 
side!  If  we  want  to  right  our  wrong«  we  must  keep 
in  the  path  of  rij^ht 

There  Is  a  gniat  deni  of  Inlk  nbotit  cnpilJil  being  thy 
enemy  of  hihor.

Tiie  capitalist  and  the  laborer 
are  partners  hi  hu^inesa,  and  it  rx^quirtrs  good  faith  on 
both  sides  to  make  btijshie»s  proHuible.

Beware  of  men  who  talk  violence,  riots  and  blood- 
shed !  They  are  your  worst  encmic*.  All  the  ex-* 
penses,  and  lo^iioSf  and  damages  will  be  paid  by  the 
city  or  State,  ftn<I  only  add  ho  much  the  moi^  to  your 
taxes.  Every  workingrnrm  who  talks  about  riotd  is 
preparing  to  lay  more  taxes  on  his  own  shoulders.  The 
thues  are  h/inl  now.  WiU  yon  make  them  hiixltr? 
The  best  way  i*  to  go  to  work,  keep  the  wheeb  moving 
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in  fill  br&nchos  of  lju«inO'^,  and  a^'Oid  everything  that 
mfLkci;  lui  unfriendly  fixliiig  with  thotce  who  hiivc  aU 
the  riskif  of  tho  buHUiOJ«B,  both  for  themi«o1vei«  nnd  you.

Wlicn  tho  tumbler  lights  wcro  etnrtcd  on  tJac  fltand 
where  the  speaker*  of  E:j;;HtiIi  wore  ©xpecttHl,  tho 
crowd  surged  forward  in  a  hiiy  way  toward  tlio  aUind, 
aiiJ  ihey  Beem-pd  to  lie  n  protty  decent  crowd,  with 
notiiin^  about  them  of  n  sansumary  cliaractcr.  Mr. 
John  Swititon,  the  moat  cducat^  ana  high-toned  mem* 
ber  of  tho  International  or  Communifitio  Society,  had 
been  decided  uj>oii  as  chairmnn  of  the  meetings  and 
d'riaiiily  hvt  wim  «^nUUed  to  that  dii^tinction  fitim  tho 
very  fact  of  pcusesj^ing  more  brains  and  intelligence 
than  the  whole  of  tlie  Workingmen'rt  Union  put 
togothor;  but  a  certain  Mr.  Conroy  thoJgUt  otherwiiw* 
and  htf  uuurpod  the  M;ut  of  Mr.  Swinton,  and  prjcouded 
to  d«^1iver  himst'lf  of  an  h»rungui^  which  wa^f  not  alone 
uncalled  for  but  woa  cminL'ntly  discourtcoujt.  If  Con» 
roy  were  drunk  there  would  bo  some  cue  to  the  cxtnu 
oidinary  exhibition  ho  made  of  himself,  but  the  tow* 
headed  Iriehmun  would  persist  in  talking  to  tho 
muUitude  before  him,  and  he  Utked  in  a  manner  to 
make  even  that  multitude  aick  of  him.

Mr.  John  Swinton  then  oame  forward  and  eaid  that 
gnsin^  over  such  a  sea  of  honoKt  and  intelli^nt  facet 
gave  iiim  tLSHnninc^e  that  he  wiw  addrefwing  no  mob.

Sir: — We,  the  workinpmen  of  the  city  of  New  York^ 
in  mait»-meeLing  lUMenibled,  acting  froni  a  sense  of  duty^ 
and  pmnipted  by  true  feelingfl  of  humanity  and  &  sin- 
cere desirc  for  peace  and  harmony  in  aocioty,  do  ear- 
nestly and  respectfully  call  your  attentaon  to  the  sertouB 
condition  of  affairs  now  existing,  and  which  have 
existed  for  some  time  past  between  the  operattveii  and 
the  officials  of  the  minmg  and  railroad  corporations  in 
several  States  of  the  Union.  The  crimson  tide  of  the 
life-blood  of  citiicens,  soldiem,  and  hardy  workmen  have 
already  mingled  in  sanguinary  strife.  The  heavens 
have  l>eeit  lit  up  with  tlje  lurid  glare ufincendiai-y  fjres 
iltat  have  reduced  to  aitheA  millions  of  property.  M^ 
bave  fallen  beneath  Jcadly  blown  dealt  by  unseen  and 
unknown  handtt,  until  it  i^eenu  a8  if  evil  days  bad  fallen 
upon  us  (u  a  nation.

your  part  tlic  immedinte  cnlling  of  on  cxtm  arwiion  of 
Congreflrt,  These  terrible  occurrcncca  and  disturbances 
between  tlio  employers  and  employes  of  mining  and 
nulruiid  compunie^  that  hnvt*  sLrtrtled  and  Bhocked  the 
community  of  late  involve,  ah  you  well  know,  wbnt  i« 
termed  ihc  relations  between  Ubor  and  capital,  Mnny 
arc  of  tho  opinion  that  any  interferenoe  or  action  on 
th(j  part  of  the  j^overnment  to  adjust  tbeee  relations  are 
contrary  and  ininiicHl  to  the  gpniua  and  spirit  of  modem 
civilization  and  republican  inAtitutiona;  that  the  funo 
tion  of  the  government  is  simply  to  prevent  any  violent 
colliflions  in  eocicly  rcanltin^  from  the  antagoniatioro- 
lationa  of  these  two  elements  performing  such  important 
functions  in  the  affairs  of  human  society,  and  that 
tbrt>ughout  the  bi^itory  of  the  world  «>  far  have  been 
eternally  at  swords  |7oint9  with  each  other. 

Those  who  take  thin  view  of  the  matter  seem  to 
overlook  the  great  fact  that  legislation  haa  always 
dtalt  with  at  least  one  of  these  factors — namely,  ca(M- 
tal;  «iid  ban  almost  entirely  ignnred  th«  othtr— 
namelyi  labor;  which  is,  in  our  opinion,  the  primal 
caufte  of  the  present  difficulties.  Had  iegidalioa 
afforded  the  same  opportunities  and  guaranteed  the 
same  rigbtA  and  privileges  to  labor  that  it  has  to  ciipi- 
tal  thefte  evil  days  would  not  have  befallen  u«.  When 
railroad  kin^A  i'^an  build  palaces  to  Hvc  in,  co^ttnfr  mii< 
lions,  and  others  die  bequeathing  hundreds  of  milhons 
to  their  children,  and  boasl  while  living  that  they 
never  troubled  themselves  aboiit  tho  election  of  repn** 
eentativeii,  but  bought  them  up  afler  they  were  elected, 
and  used  them  as  a  meana  to  enrich  thcniArlves  at  tho 
expense  of  their  employ69  and  the  general  public,  it 
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SPcms  About  time  to  o^naider  whether  or  not  legislation 
cnnnot  coiiTer  Hoxne  justicd  and  right)  upon  latx>r  aa 
well  as  privileges  to  capital. 

We  haVQ  alwajn  conpklen^d  thnt  Ijtw  nhoiild  be  tlie 
s^nraiym  of  justice.  Has  not  Uon.^resft  tho  power 
inider  the  eanetituUon  to  grovcrn  and  control.  Tor  the 
benefit  of  the  wholo  people?,  the  hif^bwnyB  nnd  ivater- 
countea  of  the  nation  &nd  rp^ihUe  its  intL>niLt1  coEnioerce 
and  trade  f  h  there  any  consULutionid  lav  that  prcv 
liil«(8  the  Slate  or  general  government  from  controlling 
or  supervising  tho  mineral  iraouirea  of  the  nation? 
Should  not,  also,  the  telegraph  svBtem  be  connected 
with  our  |>ostal  department?  and  last,  but  not  least,  a 
l^tvernmentAl  muiieUry  K^stem  efitablinhpd  that  vrotild 
supersede  the  prcmrnt  individual  corporate  bonking 
tnetitutioni)  that  are  nothing  more  nor  leas  than  para- 
sites on  the  body  politic.  All  of  the»o  chartorxKl  in«tu 
tulinn*  I'xist  by  «  system  of  dividends  or  profits  that 
prf>ci*''ii  directly  from  tho  laboring  clnwrs.  In  tlicir 
cftbrta  to  make  those  dividends  the  blood  and  marrow 
ore  extracted  from  labor,  until  flnally,  maddencj  and 
desperate  by  the  exacting  tyranny  of  capital,  rendered 
Ignorant  and  brutish  by  poverty,  it  resorts  to  brute 
force  ttnd  vloleiice  to  redress  its  wrongs.  It  cannot  lie 
expected  that  men  acting  under  the  impetua  of  slan■l^ 
tion  should  act  wisely  or  well,  or  adhere  to  moral  prin- 
ciple. The  very  individimls  who  ar^  most  loud  in 
their  denunciution  of  the  acts  of  the  strikers,  placed  in 
their  situation,  might  do,  [wssibly,  if  they  had  the 
courage,  far  worse. 

We,  aa  a  class,  view  with  alarm  tho  growth  and 
power  of  these  gigantic  corporations.  Wielding  thou> 
sands  of  millions  of  dollars  cnpiial  as  a  power  they  are 
fast  demoralixin^  and  corrupting  the  executive,  jtidir.isl 
and  legislative  branches  of  the  governments  of  both 
State  and  nation;  and  the  rights  of  labor  and  the 
liberties  of  the  common  people,  if  we  continite  on  in 
this  oonrse,  will  soon  be  swept  away  (and  here  let  us 
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Btnte  that  W.  M.  Kvarts,  a  member  of  ynur  CaWnot, 
htiit  rocommended  as  a  measure  of  political  reform  ia 
t)iii4  Sini*^  llie  n-^triclion  of  AiilVrnge  on  the  bmsui  of  a 
monej'i^cl  qtialili*'atioii,  theivliv  ofii^ring  a  direct  insult 
to  every  workingman  iu  ihia  Sute) ;  and  when  the/ 
ai*o  gone  Uie  revolution  commeiiGeB  and  tlie  emancipH' 
lion  uf  the  white  waives  aUv^^  of  tlie  North  will  ciwt 
tiia  Ri-piihlic  nuire  IjUhhI  anil  Ifvai^Ltn.?  thnn  ever  lh« 
enmnctpjttion  of  tJie  black  chattel  slaves  uf  the  South 
did.  and  God  knows  tliat  coBt  enough. 

Wc  look  to  you,  Mr,  Preeideat,  to  be  viplant  in 
r^«i>oct  of  our  iTilert^HiJi  and  welfare,  tor  llie  pn«i>entjr 
ami  periK'ttiity  wf  this  nation  res(«  upon  the  [>nnciple 
of  justice  to  Inbor.  Class  legislation  is  the  ruin  and 
cvenlual  downfall  of  any  nation.  Hoping  you  will 
reply  to  US  through  the  columns  of  the  public  press,

E15S  cover  millions  of  fertile  Acm^  whJk*  hoiiselegs, 
melpBs,  anxious  Ubon?rs  loiterr  in  tho  market  W^g^ng 
for  the  privilege  to  toiL  The  dovtiopment  of  Labor- 
saving  machinery  marvellously  incrcjk>K.-fl  the  power  to 
produce  wealth,  which  should  lighten  Ihe  burden  of 
the  workmen  and  advance  the  prosperity  of  society; 
whereas  it  jh  i^werved  from  a  tnie  and  Iiealthy  course 
and  enters  into  harmful  competition  with  thocso  whose 
living  depends  upon  a  demand  for  their  labor.  Though 
the  earth  teems  with  annual  harve^  and  the  bands  of 
labor  produce  an  abuiidanee  of  uverj'  convenience  and 
luxury  of  life,  yet,  tinder  the  baneful  infliieitce  of  a 
defective  system  of  government^  which  faila  to  protect 
its  citizens  in  the  enjoj-mcnt  of  their  ef^iial  and  natural 
right  to  the  soil,  nnd  under  an  iDhma'-'tilii^h  s^'stem  of 
cuinnicrcie  and  indimtry,  which  regards  Isnd^  as  well  as 
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ptvdiirt--?.  %»  An  article  or  traffio  wid  monopoly,  society 
UdiviJijd  into  landlord*  nnd  tonantd,  capitalists  nnd 
UlvoTvm,  rich  nnil  [)c»<ir,  imd  nnulitions  of  anxiety  juhI 
ftntttgfmi!»m  are  engi^ndcrcd  which  poiiton  every  sphere 
of  Bociul  life.

pcTOUB  condition  of  aiTtiirs  by  a  mcro  chanj:;*)of  ofTicoi^ 
the  exposure  of  fraud  or  the  denunciation  of  crime, 
while  the  prespnt  system  rem^iina  uncbflng<?d^  is  to 
expect  rerflulta  contrary  to  tho  nature  of  things,  for  tho 
opportunities  open  to  our  public  officers  to  acqitiro 
wealth  by  an  abuse  of  the  power  reposed  in  them  and 
the  fabulous  fortunes  ofVen  realized  through  legaltE^ 
methodfl  of  fraud  prove  too  great  a  t4?mpLation  fiir  frail 
human  natum  to  resint.  Therefore,  when  a  reform  has 
to  be  undertaken  (lobe  eucceAftful)  itmudtbe  itup|>ortecl 
by  the  whole  people  that  feel  oppressed ;  and  as  they 
are  larj^ely  in  the  majority,  they  have  tl^e  power  to 
speedily  and  peacefully  change  the  form  of  government 
under  which  we  live>  The  necesftily  of  a  thorough 
change  ic  manifest,  and  numerous  are  the  plans  pro* 
p09cd  and  the  cDbrtii  made  to  mitigate  tho  evila  com- 
plained of;  but  mitif^tion  i)i  not  enotif^h.  Wo  believe 
the  time  baa  pti^sed  for  fni*jni<.*nULry  propopsitiouA  of 
reform  to  awaken  any  conAiderable  degree  of  entho* 
siasm  in  the  people  or  lo  be  of  any  pcrmnnent  value  to 
eocietvif  accomplished.  Though  the  oflbris  to  extend 
the  n^ht  of  suQrage^  the  formation  of  trnde  societies, 
protectiva  iinton»,  strikes  for  more  equitable*  temis  of 
time  and  wiip**.  etc,  an*  praiseworthy  ninnifeAtations 
of  tJie  right  rtpitit,  and  have  been  and  stiU  are  valuable 
aa  a  mean*  of  education  ;  yet  to  arrest  tho  further 
growth  of  fraud  and  remove  the  ^aut  eviU  there  is 
need  of  a  more  comprehensive  scheme  than  any  bitli* 
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^rto  propottdt  OW  UiiLt  biliuU  eDDsenc  llie  bent  inti'rvsts 
of  every  useful  class  and  callings  and  unite  tiioir  scat- 
tered forces  in  one  coneolidatcd  arm^vof  pro^rc^a.  To

Wc  live  under  povcmmcnta  that  may  be  peacefully 
BO  amojided  by  politicul  fu'tion  jls  to  K^eiirv  lh«^  aover- 
rignty  of  the  people,  and  the  Euburdiiuition  of  their 
lef^ftUtive  and  executive  officer*,  making  them  just  in 
principle,  mec  in  policy,  and  Iioncdt  in  adnuiii^tration. 
But  ine  present  con»titutioii»  exclude  u  majority  of 
cithens  from  a  voice  ut  the  pol^  mid  set  a^ide  the 
cardinal  principle  of  popular  sovereignty  by  clothing 
the  legiitlalors  uitli  authority  to  ennct  law8^  gnuil 
privile^s,  and  appropriate  public  property  vitJjout 
submitting  their  acta  to  the  people  for  ratification 
(technically  the  referendum),  rurther,  acting  under 
their  authority,  the  oflicerat  to  whom  tlieir  adnunistriu

Therefore 
the  govrrnment^  ftr«  unjust  in  priiieiph-,  imwiico,  pnr- 
ttalond  opprciwivc  in  IcgislationpAnd  coniple^f,  extrava- 
gant, and  subject  to  fraud  in  cxi^ution. 

Th«ri*fon.%  we  pre^tt^iit  the  following  propositions  of 
reform  for  the  contfidenition  of  the  people  of  this  coun- 
try. Ix'Iieving  them  to  be  true,  nnil  their  adoption 
accessary  for  our  pTo»|K-rily  as  a  nation :

To  sweep  away  the  prei*ciit  multitudinous 
and  vexatiouii  laws,  and  to  intrudoo)  a  nioi^  ifimplo 
code^  more  easy  to  uiid<^r*trtiid  mid  olwwrv^;  al*o  to 
pruii-ct  K)ti<"ly  jig]tiiL*«t  uf*ur|jnlion  nnd  piTulation  by 
public  ofllcialR^  and  help  to  educjit^  ibc-  people  in 
political  science,  the  gt^vcmmcitt  should  be  democratic. 
Though  legit«latiun  iiuiy  be  done  by  n'preticntativcfl, 
tbo  peopltt  should  roHorvo  the  »ov«roif^  ri^ht  to  ratify 
or  reject  tho  sicfs  of  their  public  w.'rvwnttf.  luid  to  protect 
the  perAonal  rights  of  the  individLinl  ngainnt  any  undue 
legislation  in  respect  to  fnxdom  of  apccch,  religious 
belief,  habits  of  dresn  and  diet,  and  ihc  like. 

&'TmtK  So  long  iia  the  existence  of  an  array  or

He  hitdgood  authority  for  saying  that  they  hod 
nothing  to  do  with  the  burning  and  pillnf^  whieh  hap-

He  was  very  bitter  in  his  attack  on  btid  members  of 
the  clergy,  bloated  aniitoerats  and  bhiatetl  boudholder^, 
the  Stuais  Ztifutiff  and  olher  New  York  papera.  He 
advised  workin^men  only  to  read  workirigmen's  tiew^ 
papers.  If  we  d<.]X'nd  on  capitalista  to  help  ua  aa  oup 
leaden  they  will  drive  m  to  deaperation.  From  them 
■He  must  expect  no  kindness  or  houorahle  tn-atmeni. 
Tjet  us  rather  put  our  truAt  in  co-operation.  KodiJi**rn 
is  hated  by  the  clergy*  l>ut  it  is  our  only  ^Ivation  ;  for] 
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it  mi^nft  «^maiii^ipaLton  aniJ  deiivemucc  from  (he  capi- 
t^liatjt'  thraldom.  Thcfipeaker  then  indulged  in  a  long 
invective  ft^nt^t  Sama4^1  J.  Tildcn,  wbicU  was  loudly 
cheered.  Railroads  and  telegraph  linefi^  be  tnaintain^d, 
ftliould  be  the  property  of  the  naLlon,  Why  is  it  that  a 
country  which  can  Aup|x>rt  400,01)0,000  of  people  can 
not  now  aupport  40,000,000?  Our  government  flhall 
be  a  republio,  bat  not  :i  rotten  one.  It  wanta  remodel- 
ling. And  tbe  corrupt  officials  muitt  be  driven  fromoiUce. 

Sin  Savi'ry,  of  Ni-wurk,  ttwn  nbiist-d  Tum  Seiitt  hm 
a  rft«cal,  and  «aid  VandrrbiU  wa4  the  ^aiiie  lie  i^atd^ 
"  We  fouglit  for  the  republic  when  in  danger,  and  vre 
wilt  not  now  ho  Jrivcn  out  of  it  by  the  tyntniiical  oapi- 
tAlut«.  hah'jt  will  not  become  free  by  com]>hun(!- ;  let 
n«,  Uivrwforv,  organtw  a  party  vt  our  uwn-  Wc  can 
ac-complijih  it  wry  booh,  [^ct  us  mnkc  onr  voire  heftrd 
all  over  the  land  a-i  social  dcmocnitfi.  CapitalinUdn^^s 
their  mistrceged  in  silka  and  gatins,  and  our  wives  wear 
cotton  gownd." 

At  tW  stage  of  the  proceedinga  Justice  Schwab  saiid : 

"  I  see  a  dL&turbauce  is  threatened  by  a  certain  claAH 
of  people  here.  Let  ua  vacate  the  fttaiid^  and  let  there 
be  no  breach  of  the  peace.  There  is  no  time  to  read 
tho  reaolutiona." 

The  fttand  was  then  vacated  in  a  few  inatontA. 

Fairly  computed,  them  wen^  pttituibly  lew  thait  (en 
thousand  penwna  on  tlie  groiuid.  Nearest  tlie  stands 
wen)  the  internationalists  and  society  men;  next  to 
them  a  row  three  or  four  deep  of  mere  listeners;  and 
on  Uie  rim  an  ever-moving  eongrc^j^linn  of  iiiUrs,  who 
only  !VTrved  the  pur[H)f«?  of  di^luditig  om*  in(o  tiiu  lielicf 
that  it  was  a  great  throng.  The  crowd  was  generally 
tamo  Ud  appnn.mtly  aimle»»t<  It  lacked  enthusiasm. 
Th#  tpwker»  theiiUK:-lvci»  seomod  to  feet  tho  want  of 
sympathy  that  is  ordinarily  expreMi^^Hl  in  hearty  cbeen^ 
and  wi^re  content  with  tho  mild  hurralis  of  tlte  few 
malcontents  who  surrounded  the  platforms.  The  rail- 
way men  did  t»t  put  in  an  appearance,  or  if  ik),  in  such 
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small  numbers  that  their  prcf^eneo  wiut  not  nataUc, 
nrhile  of  societies  the  representation  wa3  small  and 
vrithout  oi^anizHtion.  In  fact,  judging  from  tlie  com* 
nient«of  the  more  intelligent,  the  occasion  wasre^^arded 
a?  one  which  had  hccn  civatcd  for  the  benefit  of  a  fetf 
demagogues  and  ward  politicians,  rather  than  for  the 
illustration  of  any  bmad  principle. 

From  the  hoginuin^  to  l!ie  enJ  of  tlie  meeting  there 
irae  not  the  Blightee^t  exhibition  of  a  dangerous  purpose 
on  the  part  of  the  gathering,  and  incendiary  remarks, 
whetlier  in  English  or  German,  fell  upon  the  ear  ftlill- 
boFD,  Tlie  orutors  apparently  Iiuil  lust  heart.  Tlio 
«ta rid*!  were  thronged  wilh  noisy  hoys »  and  tlterc  wiw 
an  utter  want  of  the  vim  m\d  ennp  that  characterizes 
an  ordinary  political  meeting.  Ferhap-t  all  this  reeulfc 
was  du«  to  iho  fact  known  to  every  jXTKon  on  the 
ground,  th:it  while  not  a  policeman  showeil  hlaf  nnilonn 
in  (he  crowd,  or  invited  the  slightest  antagonism,  five 
hundred  sturdy  men,  armed  to  the  t^cth,  were  witbin 
eai-shot,  ready  to  sweep  down  on  the  instant  at  any 
point  where  a  disturbance  might  occur,  and  nearly  a 
thousand  more  were  in  reserve,  waiting  with  ready 
lianda  to  preserve  peace  and  maintain  the  fair  name 
of  the  metropolis.  Certain  it  is,  that  the  flocalle^l 
**  dangerous  clasa"  of  New  York,  if  they  were  present, 
never  in  their  history  witneaaed  such  a  maatcrly  prepa* 
ration  to  punish,  and,  if  necessary,  crush  them,  as  was 
shoAvii  last  n!<^hL  The  ai:tiuii  of  the  pollcv-  fiirt^'  wftji 
fiimply  superb.  The  men  seemed  to  rise  out  of  the 
ground,  and  when  the  meeting  dissolved,  and  the  four 
calcium  burners  that  had  tKJon  used  to  light  the  inpiaro 
wen?  extinguished,  the  Ions  blue  line  that  reached 
acrOHN  the  s(|LiJin*,  and  nteadtly  prei^M^d  U^furo  it  thoM> 
who  loit<;redt  told  the  fitory  in  five  minutes  that  com- 
muni^Hin  in  New  York  wnd  a  fiasco  and  a  fraud.  The 
utinoHt  good  nature  prevailed,  the  f^jdewalkfl  of  ihc 
square  rnng  with  the  crie«  of  huckster?,  women  and 
chilJrtfn  lined  the  Btej«  of  the  adjaceut  houses,  or  inn»- 
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iwcd  tKcir  wny  nmong  the  multitude,  and 
nwet  ■generally  wore  anything  but  the  cxprcwion  of 
exciteiiicntor  anxioty  whioh  might  bo  expectod  to  at- 
tiich  to  ilitjf  McruMion.  Of  (ho  vight  or  tea  thouaand 
tJiun  asnembludr  probitMy  nut  itiorv  ibiLU  thn?e  thousand 
were  nctircl/  identified  witli  the  tradcB  unionB  and 
in t<rr nation ftl  Kocitticis  and  many  of  the  former  openly 
expr&fiscd  ihcir  condL^imiation  of  tbe  attempt  of  a  iew 
ravn  io  cTvv^tv  further  trouhk-  utid  distn^tm  at  this  time. 
The  bulk  of  the  crowd  was  composed  of  people  who 
curioualy  dci^rcd  to  sec  what  was  going  on,  and  took 
good  care  to  W  BufficientJy  near  the  higaways  to  make 
an  early  exit  in  case  of  a  demonstration  by  police  or 
military.  The  beer-sellera  of  the  neighborhood  were 
evidently  the  only  part  of  the  eommiinity  benefited 
by  thie  **greot"  meeting,  while  the  surgeons  at  the 
several  etations,  who  doubtle»B  expected  an  abundance 
of  work,  quietly  folded  away  their  probes  and  sticking- 
piaiiter,  aud  lay  down  to  pleasant  dreanis. 

Tin?  greally  vaunti-d  nieoliiig  proVed  the  practical 
superiority  of  New  York  city'a  condition  over  that  of 
any  American  community.  If  partly  unemployed,  our 
population  has  versatile,  good  and  variour*  resources 
pusses^d  by  no  other  dense  society.  The  wavu  and 
lh(_'  *ihore^  Ccivs  mid  Neptune,  give  New  Yorkcre  sus- 
tenance and  pleasure  even  in  the  worst  timefl.  Oar 
people  have  had  sonic  txiwricnc^.^  and  have  learned 
more  than  any  clher  urban  population.  They  are  not 
over-stimiitatcd  by  bounty  mnntifuctures,  but,  being  a 
comTiiereial  and  mx^ial  class,  take  life  a«  it  cjuh'Sv  avoid 
theorisia  and  demn^o^ues,  dodge  the  police  and  military, 
and  leave  Tompkina  square  to  those  who  appreciate  its 
eccentric  noBtrums.  Poor  p^>aple  yesterday  vindicated 
New  York,  resuscitated  it,  and  slopjK'd  the  strike. 

The  communist  meeting  having  proved  eo  inglorious 
a  failure,  people  breathed  freer.  The  danger  was  over 
in  Now  York,  and  the  country  had  nothing  to  drend 
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from  ita  chief  city.  From  this  time,  though  the  troc^ 
vere  held  oa  duty  for  several  days  longer,  no  trouble 
occurred.  The  city  gradually  settled  down  into  ita 
accustomed  quiet,  and  on  the  27th  of  July  the  First 
Divieion  vos  relieved  from  duty  hy  the  Governor,  with 
thanks  for  the  soldierly  bearing  and  conduct  of  its 
members.

The  New  York  Division  of  the  IVnnsylvatiia  Rail- 
road, the  Central  Railrond  gf  New  JenM.*^',  th<;  Erio 
Kailniftd,  the  Lehigh  Valley  Railroad,  and  the  Moms 
and  KsMtx  Division  of  the  Delaware,  Lnckauronr^a  & 
Western  Railroad,  teiTninate  at  Jersey  City  arfd 
llobokent  op)>osito  Kew  York.  Ad  the  strike  biid 
nfiecti'd  all  the»>  roada  to  &  greater  or  less  dc^e,  it 
wait  feared  tliat  it  would  hreak  out  iil  Jer^y  City. 
That  place  contains  a  large  population  of  railroad  men, 
and  a  much  lai^r  niimhcr  of  persons  in  the  lowest 
walks  of  life  who  ar^  always  ripe  for  an  outbreak. 
Lying  just  acrosw  the  river  from  Nvw  York,  a  mob  in 
Jersey  City  could  bo  rapidly  Tcinforocd  by  the  danger- 
ous clement  of  the  metropolis.  The  authorities  were 
re^olveil  Uj  In?  rvaily  fur  ihe  ilaiigtT  if  it  idiotihl  cunie, 
and  to  meet  it  promptly  and  firmly, 

The  Btriko  on  the  western  lines  and  the  outbreak  lu 
Pittsburgh  produced  great  uneamnesH  and  cxciti-ment 
on  the  New  Jei«ey  roadn,  and  the  governor  was  ir>- 
formed  1^  many  of  the  railroad  ofllciaU  that  it  might 
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be  ncccwiarj*  for  them  to  ai*k  the  protoclion  of  the  State 
liir  llw'ir  jinn»M'ly-  Tlie  officers  uf  the  P^nnfivlvanm 
roftd  were  eapocially  iippreheiisive,  as  the  trouWo  od 
their  mail]  line  bad  bocu  so  grcat<  Trouble  (ix>Tn  om- 
p)oyfis  wcj  not  dreaded  ito  much  as  from  the  farbulent 
populacp.  An  influx  of  lulTiJiiis  fniiii  NVw  York  wae 
ftured^  mid  tlio  ch:irtiutor  of  such  maforcomentfl  to  the 
mob  justified  the  gravcHt  iipprchciieions. 

During  the  nfght  of  Sunday,  the  22d,  and  the  «mAll 
lioitrs  of  Mondny  niuriiin^,  Oovoniur  Iledlc  wbb  in 
receipt  of  despatches  from  various  ]>oint»  along  the 
company's  line,  ludicating  appnm^iiing  trouble  at  Tron* 
ton  or  Newark,  TIjeso  were  afterwards  learned  to  be 
premature,  but  they  induced  the  governor  to  iMue 
orders  to  the  various  military  eonimnnds  of  the  Statti 
to  assemble  at  their  armories  ready  for  cervice, 

By  dflyli^lit  the  4lh  ReginionL^  Colonel  SU-ele  cuin- 
manding,  had  gathered^  fully  equipped,  at  thL*ir  armory 
adjuining  the  City  Ilall,  Newark  avenue,  Jeraej' City, 
und  in  hiilU  close  by.  The  illi,  800  men,  Colonel 
Angel]  commuudinir,  was  ub  Tn^itou;  the  9lh,  330 
men.  Colonel  Jlart.  tLt  IlohoUen.  The  li*t  and  oth  of 
Newark,  bW  men,  nnder  Culonda  Allen  and  Jfcrnard, 
Twre  ftt  Newark.  Forly  rtiundh  i*f  amniunitioQ  were 
jtu[)]ined  to  each  man.  General  Mott,  in  charge  of  the 
brigade,  had  his  head-quurtcra  at  Trenton,  ajid  wat?  in 
coiiMant  communiaifion  with  Jersey  City.  When 
morning  had  fully  come,  it  was  felt  that  althoui^h  the 
militia  had  po^&ibly  been  called  out  rntlier  hastily,  yet 
it  was  not  to  bt?  regretted.  Jersey  City'ft  clement  of 
**niughs"  fleeined  (o  hnvc  incre^iw^d  during  the  m^hU 
The^e  men,  who  had  eonic  from  unknown  quarters, 
lounged  near  saloons  and  talked  constantly  about  tho 
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strike.     No  threat  "viad  madc^  but  citizens  generally 
grew  unetisy  ns  tin?  Jay  (ulv^n«?cl. 

The  Gret  ehaJow  of  actual  trouble  waa  at  nine 
o'clock,  when  one  of  the  employes  called  upon  Super- 
intendent BnrkiT^  ojkI  said  Iiu  was  authorixod  1o  iiifornt 
Jjim  tluit  the  fiix'iiwii  Mould  ntrike  about  noon,  Mn 
Barkirr  expressed  a  wiiih  that  a  committee  of  the  men 
should  vrdit  upon  Iiinit  and  a  committee  of  mx  did  fio, 
lie  argued  witb  tbem  that  enougb  liad  alrttady  oeciirred 
to  ieeltle  whatever  <]ueetionH  had  enuaod  the  stril^e,  aud 
that  any  further  action  of  employua  woa  not  needed  in 
that  direction.  If  they  left  their  engines,  the  inob  iti 
New  York  and  Jerst-y  Ciiy  would  avail  thenist.*lv*»«  of 
the  opportunity  to  enact  here  tho  terrible  ticcnca  of 
PitUburgh  unci  BtiKimore ;  for  all  of  which  they  would 
be  primnrily  re^pon-Hible.  Ht^  talk  hiu]  grt^jit  influcuci}. 
The  men  resolved  not  to  Kirjkc,  but  to  ooutinuc  work 
unleaa  aBeailcd  by  the  populace,  A  meeting  that  hud 
l)een  called  for  eleven  o'clock  yvtt%  not  lii.'ld,nnJ  Mr> 
Barker,  congmtu luting  h[inAeiru[>oii  having  such  i^tisti- 
ble  men,  felt  ai»ured  that  if  he  could  prevent  any 
demonstration  from  ont^ideraf  he  had  attained  hia  end. 
Tiiward  mxiri  and  luti^r  tli**  arrival  of  regular  tniops 
on  their  way  to  FhlLadelphia  became  known.  A  baU 
tery  of  light  artillery  with  four  Held-pieced  arrived  from 
Fort  Hamilton  and  pa&&ed  down  tho  freight-yard  to  be 
loaded  upon  the  flata.  This  display  made  the  loungers 
on  the  corners  and  in  the  vicinity  of  the  yards  imagine 
that  precautionary  measures  on  a  gigontio  flcale  were 
lakiiig  plfice>  Tlj^y  bi>gun  to  feol  their  unimportance 
and  i^row  xaoTn  ^xcit^Hl.  There  wen;  perlmps  700  or 
£00  of  the^e  unpleasant  persons  at  different  railway 
doraings  aud  at  open  places.    The  Itquor,  that  the

times  arc  never  bard  enough  to  prevent  them  from 
obtaimngf  begnn  to  tokc  effect,  and  they  cursed  the 
truo|>»  right  bravely.  And  then  they  n-ltix?d  lii  tliB 
Boloons  for  reinforcements.  It  hud  been  the  intention 
of  the  Cliief  of  Police  to  close  the  nun-sbopa,  btit  the 
order  did  not  appear  to  be  put  inio  effeoL  About  four 
P.  Ji.  everybody  was  very  nenoue,  not  exc<?pl.ing  tlie 
Authorities  &t  potiee  head-quartere.  There  they  fell  to 
work  drafting  a  proclamation.  While  that  literary 
buaiaeftd  was  in  progmss^  the  light  artillery  was  made 
rendy  to  start.  They  occupied  four  fiaU  ivith  their 
guns,  five  cuttlcH^ars  with  the  neceBsary  number  of 
horses^  and  two  or  three  pn^senger  coaches  vilh  tlxe 
men.  To  the»e  cnitt  wi-in  wldi-J  another  eoa^di;  and  n 
baggn^  car  contained  forty-seven  of  the  regular  troops 
that  had  arrived  between  one  and  two  ffx)m  New  Jjcak" 
dottj  Connecticut.  These  were  under  the  command  of 
General  Brena&n,  They  landed  at  the  Adatn*  Kxpre^s 
dock,  which  ia  retired  and  not  wittua  the  ken  of  per- 
sona in  the  freight-yard. 

The  engine  No.  723  that  was  to  take  tlie  traia  stood 
in  the  yard,  and  some  rough  men  gathered  around 
tiire&tcning  to  shoot  the  engineer  and  conductors  if 
they  moved  the  tiain  of  troops.  These  olliciaU  natu- 
rally were  frightened,  and  wlien  it  became  generally 
known  that  thrt-ata  had  bccm  made,  all  sort*  of  fears 
were  expressed,  A  posse  of  seventy-five  poHcc  weit> 
immediately  plac<?d  from  lb*?  wi-alioii  to  Railroiu]  aviriiue, 
and  they  pushed  from  the  tracks  a  crowd,  posubly  of 
1,600  men  and  boys.  The  men  who  had  threatened 
the  engineer  disapptared.  The  tritin  of  tiroopft  was 
finally  L-eiuIy,  aud  Mr.  Barker  i^aid  it  »huuld  go.  Tbo 
engineer  still  hesitated.     No  other  engineer  would  con* 
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sent  to  tnke  tiis  pliice.  The  otiiorw  said  Uiey  were  not 
called  upon  to  do  any  tdWa  work  except  their  own. 
At  length  the  engineer  conoetited  to  t^nke  chnrj^  of  his 
engine  if  Mr  Barker  would  aocompaDy  him.  The 
superintendent  did  not  hesitate  a  moment. 

The  Millatonc  ^vay  poaaenger  train  yrtks  aiao  just 
ready  Id  Btorl,  Two  trackn  were  cleai-ed,  and  with 
ihU  passenger  train  between  it  and  tlie  mobj  the  niiU- 
tary  train  toft  iho  etation.  The  en^noer  was  in  hia 
plaeCf  pupporled  by  Mr.  Barker.  The  two  trains 
moved  Blowly  down  the  tmck,  nidt*  by  »ide^  foMter  nijd 
faster.  Finally,  wbilo  every  one  wai  expecting 
trouble,  the  military  train  shot  quickly  ahead,  and 
tJie  danger  wa«  over.  Tlir  excitement  immediately 
b^an  to  flulwide.  Mr.  Barkf-r  romaln^^d  in  the  engine 
until  the  engineer  no  longer  felt  timorous  about  being 
alone. 

Then  the  ftuj>erin leaden t  camf!  back  lo  Iim  po»l  oiid 
arranged  for  the  fbrther  tranvportation  of  troopB.  At 
tux  o'clock  twenty-seven  sailora  from  the  United  States 
ateamer  Colorado,  in  chai^  of  Lieutenant  Emmerich^ 
enjbarked  fur  llio  Navy  Yard  at  PlulaOf-lpliia.  Tliey 
started  on  an  hour  and  a  halfx  notice.  Their  departure 
excited  no  demonstration.  More  troops  arrived  at 
lialf'paat  nix  from  Newport.  They  comprised  ten 
ofHceni  and  147  men  of  Btttteries  K,  B,  E,  and  F. 
Colonel  R.  F,  Frank  was  in  eommund.  They  filled  four 
Goaebe^t,  and  started  at  h&if'pa^t  eight  with  a  protection 
train  on  tlit^r  t-xpttM-d  nidi*,  Thiif  Iniiii  lu.vrimipiinied 
them  only  a  abort  distance.  At  nine  o'clock  Uiree 
batterieii  from  Boston,  numbering  about  a»  many  men 
aA  the  Newport  dctncbmenl,  arrived  and  departed  witli- 
OUt  the  leajtt  dl:!cUtrbaiice.

At  etx  o'clock  in  tho  oi^emoon  Govomor  Bodle 
iit&ued  the  following  proclamaLioQ :

III  the  prcBCiit  state  of  the  public  mmd  I  worn 
citizenB  to  keep  at  their  homes  and  places  of  biuiness,' 
avoiding  all  gatherings  in  tlie  street^  go  as  to  givo  no 
encouragenieut  by  tlieiv  presence  to  evil-diapoacd  pci^ 
aotiEu  Cet  everj-  good  citiTcn  now,  by  word,  act  and 
6Ctitimcnt^  aid  the  Aulhoritie»  in  ^ciirin^  perfect  peace, 
ShorilT^  and  oHicers  of  cities  nre  particularly  requoitteti 
to  exert  all  tlteir  |iowerr4  in  ft  caltn,  jtidieious,  bul 
enurliml  way  lu  pi'otei:t  Itle  and  propi-i'ty  fmiii  all  law- 
lessness, and  thereby  8rive  the  couuties  and  cities  from 
any  liability  under  the  etatute  for  deatruction  of  prop- 
erty by  inohe-  The  wbole  p(»wer  of  the  State  wi!l  bo 
n^*d  for  the  ntaliitenanceof  (hi;  liivvs,  I  caution  every 
persMjn  difi(joRed  to  disturb  i\w  peace  to  desist  at  oiic^ 
and  thereby  prevent  any  neceeaily  for  the  use  of  the 
State  force.

Mc^anwbilo  all  schedule  trains  had  started  on  timo* 
with  many  through  passengers.  The  incoming  trains 
were  soinewliat  Inte^  having  tx-en  detained  at  Phjladel- 
phla.  All  evening  triiiiis  were  shifXed  and  KhniiU-d  m 
the  company's  yard^  tiie  police  keeping  up  their  lino 
from  ttie  station  to  Kailroad  avenue.  About  nine 
o'clock  Bome  freight  cars  and  way  pnsnf^ger  trHins 
wore  stoned  while  passing  through  the  heavy  cut,  two 
miles  from  the  station,  A  squad  of  ]K>lice  went  out  to 
the  gap,  and  remained  on  guard  until  relieved  by 
milittu.     Dclachmetits  of  State  troops  were   brougUl 
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Prom  Tmnton  i]uring  the  afternoon,  and  pmted  at  the 
bridge  over  the  Raritan,  at  Ne^  Bruuawick,  and  the 
bridge  over  the  Ilackeneack*  between  Newark  and 
Jcrnev  City,  Tbc»c  importunt  bridges  were  strongly 
giinrdi^d  throughout  the  i>?riod  of  the  clistiirijitnce, 
I>uriiig  the  nijrhl  tht?  wliops  of  the  Pennsylvania  Rail- 
road in  the  Hftcken^ack  mcndowa  wero  guarded  by 
fifLy  men.  The  next  day  this  guard  waa  relieved  by 
the  5lh  VetJ.*mu  Rt^giment  of  N*?wark, 

At  Newark,  New  Urunnwick  and  Trenton  tiitro  wts 
considerable  excitement,  but  no  effort  was  made  to 
bring  on  ik  strike.  The  pujisc nger  tmins  wrre  run  rttt 
usual,  and  the  IVeight  trains,  which  were  dificontinucd 
in  €onM:i|i]cnce  of  the  troublt^B  at  Philadelphia  and 
other  poiuta  on  the  main  line  of  the  road^  were  resumed 
as  eoon  aa  the  route  beyond  Philadf^Ipbia  was  clear. 
By  the  night  of  the  24ih,  the  danger  on  the  Pennaj-U 
vania  road  wns  over;  there  had  been  no  strike  of  the 
cm  ploy  i?s^  and  the  mob  bad  found  the  civil  and  military 
forces  eo  strong  that  they  wi»fc-Iy  dccidt^d  not  to  attempt 
an  outbreak. 

On  the  evening  of  the  20th,  the  Grcmen  and  brake- 
men  of  tht*  Mfjrris  &  RwK^K  divi*[iHi  of  thr*  Di^liuvrire, 
}.Aekawanna  &  Western  Railroad  joined  the  strike, 
which,  09  we  ha\*o  related  cl3owhcre»  had  already 
begun  on  the  main  line  of  this  rood  in  Pennaylvanio, 
The  men  were  <iuiet  and  orderly,  and  attempted  no 
violence.  There  was  not  much  life  in  the  strike,  and 
on  the  2Tth  the  men  at  tho  eastern  end  of  the  line 
agreed  to  rcBUme  work  at  their  former  wogea,  trusting 
to  tbe  company  to  increaae  their  pay  ns  the  timea  im- 
proved. Thifi  offer  was  accepted,  and  the  »trike  came 
to  on  end.     The  Iroinnica  of  thid  road  at  I'hilUpebiirgi 
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oppoflito  Easton,  PcnnsylvaniB,  did  not  unite  in  thia 
BGUlcmcnt  until  eomc  day  a  later. 

The  nuxt  nitul  to  join  in  th«  strike  was  llie  New 
Jersey  Central.  The  trainmen  on  t)ti«  rood  struck  oa 
the  26th,  and  Btopped  the  running  of  the  freight  tnuii^. 
The  principal  durtiirbance  was  at  PhilUp^hurg,  oppcwito 
Eastan.  The  New  Jer&^y  Central  men  there  united 
with  the  employed  of  the  Morris  k  Kaaex  road,  aod 
with  them  put  a  atop  to  the  buaincss  of  both  roads. 

Oil  both  roads  the  fctrikcni  refused  to  allow  the  run- 
ning of  paasenger  trninsp  Thi^y  i^tati^d  that  the  maila 
might  be  canied  over  the  lines  in  the  poetol  cars^  but 
no  other  cara  should  be  nzn.  The  authoritiofl  of  both 
roads  thereupoa  refused  to  send  out  uoy  trains  until 
their  roads  were  freed  from  the  interfereuoc  of  tho 
rioters. 

Tliough  the  strikers  refrained  fmm  any  further  vio- 
lence than  the  etopping  of  the  trains,  and  announced 
their  intention  of  protecting  the  property  of  their  roods, 
it  was  uncerlfim  how  long  this  state  of  afiairs  would 
continue,  and  wag  of  the  higlie^t  importance  that  the 
railroad  blockade  ahould  be  ended  at  iho  earUeet 
practicable  moment.  Accordingly  a  strong  force  of 
troops,  under  Brigadier-General  8cwell^  was  aent  to 
Fhillipsburg.  This  force  consist^  of  tlio  Ist^  6th,  6tb, 
and  7th  New  Jersey  Kcgimontfl  and  tho  Hobokcn 
Battery.  The  troops  reached  Plnllipsburg  on  the  2Bih 
of  July,  and  at  once  took  possession  of  tlie  railrtiwl 
property  there.  A  feeble  eflfort  was  made  to  prevent 
the  railroad  officials  from  resuming  the  running  of  the 
trains,  hut  was  promptly  put  down  by  a  small  detach- 
ment Irom  the  1st  Eegimeut,  The  presence  of  the 
troops^  and  the  determined  attUude  of  the  autboritioe 
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convinced  the  strikers  that  their  efibrts  at  resistance  to 
the  laws  would  be  in  vain.  On  the  night  of  the  28th 
the  Morris  &  Essex  men  ceased  their  interference  with 
their  road,  and  early  the  next  week  returned  to  work. 
The  strikers  on  the  eafitem  end  of  the  New  Jersey 
Central  Railroad  returned  to  duty  about  the  28th  of 
July,  They  had  little  sympathy  with  the  outbreak  at 
Fhillipsburg.  Being  thus  isolated,  and  overawed  by 
the  military,  the  strikers  at  Phillipfiburg  returned  to 
duty  about  the  Ist  of  August  The  troops  were  kept 
on  duty  for  some  days  longer  as  a  matter  of  precaution, 
but  BO  further  trouble  waA  experienced  in  New  Jersey.

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Tin*  ftlrik<>r?i  wem  f[iii**t  and  ortWly  at-  fir**,  thft  only 
vioknce  being  the  throwing  of  a  nian  from  a  carael- 
back  onj^iie  for  attempting  to  sUrt  the  &ree.  The 
ehcriif  of  Licking  county  rvpAircd  to  thi;  depot,  ftnd, 
ftfter  reading  ihft  Riot  Act^  ordi^n?*!  the  ^^^ik^■^.i  Uy  dis- 
perse. They  refiiat^d  to  comply  with  Lift  diMiiand^  and 
lie  roportod  the  dioturbance  to  ttic  Governor  of  Ohio, 
&nd  asked  for  a  military  force  to  enable  him  to  prenen^e 
order.  Governor  Young  dii>-Lrtt-tl  a  regiment  in  impair 
to  Newark  to  assist  the  sherifff  and  issued  a  proclam^ 
Uon  commanding  the  etrikem  to  de^iet  from  perwnal 
intimidation  and  interference  with  property.  The  tmops 
reaelied  Newark  Jurlng  the  night  of  the  Slst^  and  by 
the  next  morning  were  on  duty  at  the  railway  depot 
and  yards.  The  militia  §oon  made  it  c\"ident  that  they 
WL-rc  in  nympathy  with  the  mtlroad  i^trikvr^,  »o  that  it 
vii«  by  no  means  certain  that  thoy  could  b«  depended 
upon  in  wise  of  emergency. 

The  men  on  Uio  Pan  Handle  road  now  joined  in  Ifae 
strike^  that  road  having  Ix'oome  involved  at  Pittsburgh 
and  at  iU  western  end ;  ami  during  the  22d  a  Inrgo 
Dumberof  them  reached  Newark  from  Dennison.  The 
mineral  froju  llie  coal  and  iron  i-eg ions  near  Ni'W ark 
were  in  active  sympathy  with  the  gtrikers,  and  assured 
them  of  aAsiGtance  whenever  called  apon.  For  the 
time  the  strikers  attempted  no  violence  at  Newark, 
but  contented  theiujwlvca  with  blockudiug  the  rail- 
roads. 

A  committee  was  sent  by  the  Newark  atrikers  to

firemen  on  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  and  Pan  Hnndle  roads 

were  Iield  on  the  night  of  the  22d  at  Columbus,  and 
n 
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Tesolutions  were  adopted  demanding  a  restoration  of 
tlie  old  rates  of  puy.  TIh-  j-trikon*  nt  onw?  Ivfl  tliPir 
work  to  await  the  answer*  of  thi^ir  rej^pective  cotnpnnieo, 
TUeir  demamie  were  n^fuaed,  and  on  the  nomiug  cCj 
the  23d  a  meeting  wfi9  held  at  the  Union  deiHjL  for 
the  purpose  of  enforcing  the  iitrike.  A  large  gang  of 
men  gathered  abont  the  depot  and  yards  early  in  the 
day»  bat  it  woa  observed  that  but  few  railrond  men 
were  nmong  the  crowd.  The  iiifthi  body  waa  made  up 
of  idleric,  curiosity  fiet^'kem,  and  a  «et  of  roiuglis  and 
non-railroader0,  who  doomed  to  have  eutldonly  come  to 
the  front* 

From  the  depot  the  mob  hastened  into  the  city,  re- 
Ktlved  to  force  the  employes  in  tlie  private  establish- 
ments of  Columbus  to  quit  work.  The  rioters  numbered 
betwf.'t!!!  two  hundred  and  three  hundred  men.  The 
first  place  viaited  was  a  roLling-mill  on  the  banks  of 
the  Olenlangy.  The  employ^a  were  ordered  to  ceofiQ 
work.  As  there  was  a  general  diepositton  among  tho 
mill  men  to  join  the  slrikers^  they  easily  obtained  a 
promise  t]mt  the  mill  would  shut  down  as  soon  as  tlio 
heat  on  hand  was  fiiuAhed*  which  was  done.  The  mob 
thi^ii  went  to  the  Smith  Pipe  Works,  farther  north,  ami 
commanded  an  immediate  suspension.  Some  were  in 
favor  even  of  letting  tho  metal  in  heatingout  of  the 
cupola.  There  was  a  charge  of  five  tons  nearly  ready 
to  pour  out,  aiid  h^ul  the  threat  been  carried  out,  the 
hot  metal  would  have  fired  the  building  and  destroyed 
the  fine  property.  Mr.  Poland,  the  superintendent^ 
sensibly  told  the  mob  he  would  shut  down  as  aoOflt  as 
the  heat  wax  off.     The  crowd  then  left 

Thi»  men  at  tho  Woehoc  Fire  Clay  Works  were  noxl 
visiU^d,  and  quit  work  at  once.     The  rabble  took  pu^ 
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session  of  the  plftcCf  put  the  fires  out,  and  tfiok  other 
untawrul  liberti«?<  with  tli<^  pr^mi^^d. 

PitU>n>  Pot  Works,  Adiun«'  Planing  Mill,  the 
Franklin  Machine  Compctntt  Peter  Dasboe'a  toidOTy 
and  the  Fuller  Huggy  Work*,  were  then  HuocL^wively 
Tiaited  and  oompclWd  U)  whut  down.  Tho  mob  mUl  to 
Mr,  Forcfttonc,  of  the  Columbus  Buggy  Company^ 
^*Shut  tip  or  bum  up.'*  The  same  expression  was 
used  at  the  Franklin  Maclime  Company's  place,  wliero 
they  wafo  asked  why  they  wanted  the  company  to 
doBe  their  shops.  The  leaders  replied*  ■*  Wc  arc  going 
to  have  a  meeting  at  Goodale  Park,  and  want  you  to 
cumo  and  hear  wliitt  vrt»  hav9  to  say."  The  Fuller 
eoDipiuiy  TCc<-ivod  ihc  iiame  threats  OIili^n*a  saw  mill 
and  Uayden's  rolling  ttiiU  wc-tx)  Aub«equcntly  compcUod 
to  «hut  down.  It  ia  scarcely  T>e<x*jwary  bo  «ay  tli^t 
when  the  manufacturers  who  have  large  property  at 
stake  art  told  under  such  circumfltanoes,  they  ponerally 
shut  up.  The  number  of  men  in  the  gang  incrvsaed 
rapidly  till  it  reached  over  a  thousand. 

At  noon  the  men  who  had  quit  work  marched  to  the 
Fnion  depot  in  a  body,  and  ate  dinner  from  their  pail& 

After  dinner  the  mob  closed  the  s[MC!b  mills,  and 
before  night  every  establishment  containing  an  enginOj 
on  the  we£t  side  of  the  river,  had  been  closed  up, 
Arnold  laler,  a  local  reporter,  was  with  the  crowd. 
Some  time  before  n^aohing  Haydun's  rolling  mill,  some 
of  them  took  exceptions  to  the  preHcuce  of  reporters, 
and  Ifller  was  told  several  times  he  would  be  killed  if 
he  gave  any  nnme-s.  Im<ide  of  the  mill  he  wax  Aeixed 
again  and  thn-alened  with  bodily  harm,  Ac<{uaint* 
ojices  interpoeed^  and  Isler  was  released. 

John  C^n,  formerly  a  convict  in  the  penitentiaryi 
was  one  of  the  priocipal  leaders  of  the  mob. 
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The  oSiciqU  of  most  of  the  rofida  voluntftrilj  closed 
Ibe  railway  shops  for  the  time,  thus  depriving  the  mob 
of  the  opportunity  of  contpullmg  them  to  close.  The 
through  lines  declined  to'  roceivo  fteight,  and  freight! 
hou3ca  were  generally  closed  up.  Brakemen  and 
ftwilchm^n  declared  that  thi?y  had  nothing  to  do  witli 
the  raids  on  the  private  establish  merits,  and  did  not 
approve  them;  but  few  railroad  men  ^cre  soon  in  the 
mob. 

Th^  M»yor  of  Columbus,  on  the  aftpmoan  of  tJi© 
23d,  issued  a  proclamation  calling  on  the  rioters  to  dia* 
perse  and  ceaee  their  interference  with  private  property. 

Several  hundred  epecial  policemen  were  sworn  in. 
The  railroad  authorities  decided  to  mnku  no  tfflbrtv  to 
run  their  trains  until  the  Btrike  had  been  put  down  by 
the  civil  authorities,  and  thus  to  give  no  provocation 
to  the  moh. 

The  promptness  with  which  the  eitistene  mrolled 
themselves  in  the  sjwcial  police  force,  and  the  dtU-nni- 
nAtion  exhibited  by  the  SUte  and  cit>-  authorities  to 
put  down  inob  violence  at  any  coat^  greatly  demoral- 
ized  tlie  rioters.  On  the  morning  of  the  24th  nearly 
all  the  manufacturing  cBtablishmcnts  that  were  forcibly 
closed  on  the  previous  day  were  reopened^  the  opeiu* 
lives  returning  to  work  on  being  assured  of  protL^etion, 
Columbus  waa  excited^  but  quiet  throughout  the  day. 

On  the  25th  Governor  Young  iasucd  the  following 
proclamation :

Owing  to  troub1<^»  existing  between  railroad  compo* 
nics  aiiu  thi*ir  employ^  great  excitement  es^iats  throng- 
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out  the  State.  Of  this  unfbrtunati^  stat*^  of  niliiim  Inw- 
lesfl  and  dbreputablc  pcrAona  ajic  taking  advantage  and 
endangering  hfc  and  property.  The  civil  nuthohticfi. 
State,  county  &nd  municipal  rut  well  lut  military,  must 
and  will  everywhere  exert  llii-Jr  power  u>  enforce  law 
in  every  respect.  The  good  name  of  our  people  de* 
mandfi  that  this  shall  Ik?  done,  nnd  in  no  other  way  can 
the  order  which  is  absolutely  necessary  to  public  and 
private  safety  be  maintained  to  avert  all  danger,  and  in 
order  to  suecesArully  meet  all  renislnnce  to  the  thorough 
execution  of  law  1  hereby  call  on  law-abuHng  men  of 
all  our  citieH,  townn  and  vill^ge:^  to  tender  their  aervicea 
to  their  respective  civil  nuthoritie?,  and,  undtT  their 
direction  and  control,  orgnnixe  tlicmselvca  into  a  volun- 
teer police  force  sufficiently  strong  to  overawe  the  law- 
lejui  elemenU.  T  eunfidenily  expect  ull  good  men  will 
respond  xiromptly  and  chet:rfidly  to  thin  call.

Every  effort  was  mndo  to  place  the  military  force  of 
the  Stutc  in  a  condition  for  HcrvicCr  and  the  determina- 
tion of  the  pi^j^ile  of  Columbus  to  allow  no  more  mob 
violence  woh  too  plain  to  be  nii«taken  by  the  rioters 
No  further  disturbance  occurred,  atid  for  eomc  days 
matter  remained  unchangtxl.  The  failure  of  the  atrikea 
at  other  jKiinbt  iIiHlifarli^iit'd  Lhi-  Mtrikerw,  nnd  Miey  made 
no  resistance  to  tlie  running  of  the  trains  on  their  roadd. 
By  the  2d  of  August  both  the  Ualtimoro  &  Ohio  and 
Pan  Handle  ro^ds  had  resumed  their  freight  trafSc 
Whi.*n  it  was  certain  that  th^  sirike  waM  dead,  the 
troop«  were  withdrawn  from  Newark,  and  iiiQ  Columbus 
companies  were  dismiascd- 

Olhrr  jinrta  of  Ihc  State  were  affected  by  the  out- 
briMtk.  Z:uu*«vjlle,  on  the  line  of  the  Bollimoi'e  & 
Ohio  Railroad,  was  one  of  the  first  to  l>e  plunged  into 
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the  excitement  The  tmiit  hands  took  part  in  the 
utrikc  about  the  timo  it  woa  begun  &t  Newark ;  and  on 
the  moming  of  the  23d  a  mob  of  nbout  two  thousand 
men  ajw^mbled  tn  front  of  a  new  Lot«l  in  prootflt  of 
erection,  and  ordered  the  men  at  ivork  on  the  building 
to  Ktop.  Thedcmnnd  waa  at  once  complied  with»  and 
the  mob  then  visited  in  euccession  the  vjtnoiis  Tiiimtifiic* 
turing  establishments  of  the  town,  and  eompelted  the 
workmen  to  abandon  their  podts,  thua  Ibrcing  o^-er  fifty 
estiiblishmenlfl  into  idleDess.  The  rioters  alao  corn* 
pelled  tlie  stn?et  ritilway  company  to  diftcontinue  the 
running  of  their  car».  No  grcatei  violence  wa« 
attempted,  but  the  proceedings  of  the  riotera  tfaor^ 
oitgbly  aliirriu^  the  citi/enft,  and  ii  vif^ilanoe  ctimmittoOr 
composed  of  about  one  thousand  of  the  most  reliable 
citizcnB  of  ZancaviUe,  ^oa  or^niscd  andanned.  They 
vieie  phu-ed  on  duty  on  tlie  af^f^niooa  of  the  33d,  and 
at  onoe  began  the  arrest  of  such  rioters  as  could 
secured.  Under  their  protection  the  street  carj»  rcsumt 
their  trips  about  three  o'clock  in  the  afternoon,  and  the 
mob  shmk  away.  From  this  tima  Zancsville  was 
quiet  Tbe  strike  on  the  railroad  vrm  adJList<?d  in  the 
general  settlement  between  the  Baltimore  &Ohio  Com- 
pivny  and  itscmployf^s,  and  the  mob  did  not  venturo 
again  to  mim  tta  head. 

Cleveland,  on  Lake  Erie,  U  an  important  railroad 
points  The  Lake  Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  I>ivi- 
Aion  of  the  New  York  Central  Railroad  pa>iseA  lln-oijgh 
it.  This  poad,  vts  we  have  seen,  engaged  in  the  Btrik* 
at  an  early  period,  the  troublcf^  along  its  line  beginning 
at  RuflaK  The  strike  quickly  spread  to  Cleveland. 
On  tlie  inomirgoflhe  23d  of  July  the  men  intbo  Ijftke 
Shore  &  Michigan  Southern  shops^  to  the  number  of 
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250  or  300,  quit  vorlc,  )icld  &  meeting^  &iid  nddrcaecd  Q, 
communication  to  Superintendent  Paiiacp  embodying 
til*:  following  diimiLiids : 

first — An  increnae  of  twenty  per  cent*  on  Tragcs 
n»ceLved  sinco  July  IbI,  and  tliat  «ucti  lulv&ncc  date  from 
July  I#t. 

Srrnutl — Thttt  jiMunLiin.'n  lx_'  given  hy  Hie  compHny 
that  no  empIoji5  sball  suffer  on  account  of  bia  participiv- 
tion  in  tbc  etnke, 

A  comnuttee  waited  on  Mr.  Paino  with  the  demand, 
and  were  informed  tliat  be  could  give  do  answer  until 
tbc  matter  was  laid  before  X'residetit  Vanderbilt^  and 
tltitt  lit;  would  tbrward  it  iiiimedmlely,  Beforu  Waving, 
th<t  committee  amun^d  liim  no  property  elioiild  be 
dentroyed^  but  that  tJie  men  were  determined  tbat  no 
wi>rk  sbould  be  done  in  Lli<!  xliops  until  thiv  demand 
wa^  aeceded  to.  Tbe*ie  men  had  been  reeeiving  from 
nineteen  to  twenty-one  ccnt^  per  hour,  oceording  to 
akiil,  and  were  nmningon  ten  boura  time. 

The  next  move  wa^by  the  liamU  in  the  freight  depot 
of  the  Lake  Shore  road  to  the  number  of  225.  Their 
demand  was  that  tlie  company  should  pay  them  tl^SO 
per  day  for  ten  hours  work  and  $2  for  the  same  amount 
of  work  on  Sunday :  tbat  they  be  paid  in  proportion 
for  overwork ;  that  they  be  paid  for  timo  k»t  by  the 
Btrikc,  and  that  th^ry  ruccive  tbcir  pay  by  the  16th  of 
each  month.  Thi'se  proixwitions  won^  hInu  furwanled 
to  New  York  by  the  frupenntendent. 

During  the  afternoon  a  meeting  was  held  by  the  ahop 
and  fnrigbt  men  for  the  piirpciae  of  concerting  action 
ttmong  lUvm?M>lvea  and  with  the  tniiii  men  already  out 
at  Collinwood.     A  committee  of  tun  was  selected  to 
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confer  witii  the  brakcmon  and  firemen  and  with  others 
wUo  might  be  oa  a  strike-  The  meeting  iraa  orderly 
thmu^hout,  and  when  »  pollUcjil  apeakcr  of  greenback 
and  labor  reform  tendencies  waa  noticed  in  the  room^ 
the  president  aroeo  and  said  that  they  wnnlcd  nothing 
from  the  politicians,  us  the  men  were  perfectly  able  to 
atk*nd  to  Ha-ir  own  business, 

CoUinwood,  a  ehort  distance  from  Cleveland,  ww 
the  point  where  tlie  Lake  Shore  trains  were  hdd.  All 
was  <]uiet  thi.'re  on  the  23<].  only  an  occaj^ionnl  yiony 
engine  being  allowed  to  move  along  tlw  truck-  The 
fttrikers  preserved  order  and  obliged  others  to  do  »o. 
They  compelled  all  the  Aaloona  to  cloee,  and  permitted 
noiiL*  of  their  iiivu  to  iiiilutiie  in  liquor.  The  hide 
tracks  were  crowded  with  freight  cars  and  the  round 
house  was  full  of  engines.  A  large  nainbor  of  stock 
cars  had  Iw^en  inil«!Kl<-il,  the  slieep  helng  driven  into 
the  country.  The  hogs  were  haided  to  the  yards  near 
by,  where  a  hundred  died  from  lack  of  water.  Cattle 
were  driven  on  to  Paincsvillc,  where  the  company  could 
cans  for  tlir?ni. 

The  men  in  the  mnohine  shops,  vrith  the  train  men 
of  the  Cleveland,  ColutnbuA,  Cincinnati  &  Indiunapolid 
Riiilroad,  went  out  on  strike  on  the  25dt  as  they  were- 
refused  the  increa-Heof  twenty  j^er  cent,   which  they 
inded  on  Saturday, 

^t  noon  the  shop  men  held  a  meeting  at  their  shops 
to  receive  any  communication  from  the  company  in 
resjK>iiH<*  to  their  demand  and  the  estsiblishment  of  tt 
i-egubr  pay-day.  None  coming  they  decided  to  tttrikc^ 
and  when  leaving  were  met  by  Pi-ewdent  J.  II.  IV^ver- 
eux,  w}»i  addressed  tlipni-  He  expressed  regret  at 
having  been  so  long  delayed  at  his  office,  and  then  ex- 
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ptuQcd  that^  AB  prcitiilctit  of  the  company,  he  owed  & 
ntiiiiial  oUligntiuii  to  »!^U>ckLu1(K*r8  am)  fm[tl()^^A,  and 
tlint  cnibnTT&«»ment  must  nGce^HArily  arijic  in  acljuflting 
niallera  99  as  to  fulfil  hia  dutica  to  both.  Ho  blamed  the 
dilBcultjon  too  inucli  cultmg  of  mt€«,  and  eaid  that 
no  one  had  done  more  toward  a  puolin^  of  rates  tlian 
he.  A  consultation  was  then  hctd  at  wbtch  a  cum- 
promiso  yvas  made,  the  men  receiving  tin  advance  of 
ten  per  cent*  en  and  after  August  Ist^  and  working  ten 
boura  instead  of  eight  hours;  they,  on  their  part^ 
agreed  to  go  back  to  work  the  next  morning.  The 
advance  woh  to  be  general,  benefiting  trmn  men  nlao. 

An  eOorl  was  made  by  the-  Lake  Slian>  men  to  in- 
duce the  cmplcy6)  of  tho  Atlantic  &  Groat  Wefllcrn 
road  to  join  in  the  etriko,  but  the  latter  bad  thi>  indo- 
pitndi-ncc  to  rL^fuAe,  etaling  that  thoir  relations  with 
their  company  ncro  eatisfoctory. 

On  the  21th  the  General  Superintendent  of  t]ie  Lake 
Shore  Railroad  dent  the  following  to  the  Division 
Superintendent: 

The  President  desires  tlie  employt-i  of  ibis  company 
to  remain  on  or  to  return  to  duty  in  all  ciuw»  where 
tliere  is  anytliiufr  to  be  done,  and  thiit  all  trains  neces* 
wiry  to  the  public  convenii-noe  be  kept  nJiining.  Am 
ftocm  iw  the  excit^-ment  ifl  albiyeJ,  confeit^ncefl  will  be 
invited  with  tlie  eirtploy6»  re=<pccting  the  ratee  cf  wa^s. 
Make  ]>ublic  thin  despatch.

Ever\'thing  presenta  the  appearance  of  a  Sunday  in

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viheTG  the  I^ake  Shore  Tound  ho\isc  aR<l  f^liop*  aro 
loaiU'il,  Tlirre  are  no  crowils,  in>  tlin'flt^^ — ><iniply-(ln? 
in<-Mi  nittiiig  ivrounJ  in  small  gTX)i>p0T  Arrn^t-d  in  Uicir 
holiduy  attire,  Uilkiii[<  over  the  eituatiou.  The  men 
havu  heon  onxioufi  of  late  to  have  the  remaining  coUle 
car¥  unloaili^,  hut  the  yard-muster  of  th*?  Erie  iUvi«ioii 
hv^  Hei'iiied  to  he  very  slow  in  doing  tin:*.  Tiipy  mxy 
that  it  lA  cruel  to  let  the  nnimalA  enFTer.  Ahout  Sve 
'hundred  and  fifty  cuttle  iimvc  alirady  been  driven  to 
PaineHvillc,  and  olhere  M'lll  probably  follow.  A  very 
large  number  of  the  aniinuU  haw  died.  One  car  con* 
taining  1.50O  fuwiH  givL-it  forlh  an  almost  mtolerable 
Rlench.  The  dead  hogs  are  being  carted  away  to  the 
Boap  I'actoriea,  and  many  of  them  buried  to  avoid  the 
plague  that  must  soon  follow  tf  the  dead  animal  matter 
10  Jiot  removed.  Great  trouble  arWt}  from  invnlTieient 
means  of  watering  the  cattle,  liiid  seoreh  of  tlieEa  are 
constantly  dying  of  tbirat.  There  ia,  of  counte,  much 
feeling  against  soitie  of  the  officials  of  the  road,  the  men 
saying  that  if  the  oflinera  had  In-aii^  lliem  properly 
Uiey  would  not  havo  complained  of  the  reduction. 

At  the  lii>t  meeluigr  held  at  U-n  A,  a.,  the  pnjKpects 
of  their  projjositioiis  heiiig  acctrdvd  to  were  fully  di^ 
cuMcd.  The  Kum  of  what  was  e\pre£9scd  wad  that 
President  Vanderbilt  cannot  cxereii*e  hid  power  here 
OM  he  could  in  a  monarchy,  Thix  in  a  republic,  and 
thi»  |)oor  miiu  ahall  have  hiti  riglitn  nntl  hin  fninilymiiH 
be  Bupix>rted.  Furthermore,  there  will  be  no  trouble 
at  Collmwoody  no  fights  or  arvon  if  the  militia  ia  kept 
back;  but  the  moment  the  militia  if<  used  in  the  sup- 
port of  monopoly  theiL  the  tnbon-r  will  no  longer  k«rep 
quiet.  There  ix  much  feeling  amon^  the  men  over  the 
quL■^tion  of  passes.  One  man  said:  "Suppose  I  am 
ordered  to  run  my  train  down  to  CIcTclond;  I  get  for 
this  sixteen  eent^^  but  I  muHt  return  here  to  roport  to 
my  mijuTior,  and  fur  that  I  niu»it  p(ty  my  Are  of 
twenty-five  cents,"  He  felt  that  tlii*  waa  an  unbeftt^ 
able  outrage.     Another  gnive  complaint  lies  in  the  fiu:t 
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Uiat  Iho  imDn  are  only  paid  whilp  in  ncliml  wrvico. 
Fur  iiiKtjiiiOf*,  if  a  man  ruuH  froiu  CJolliiiwood  to  Toledo, 
>^liich  would  Uko  a  little  more  than  a  day,  he  would 
be  paid  for  that;  but  ho  is  liable  to  lie  oiv  thcro  for 
three  dayj*  without  pay,  although  require  to  bo  rvftdy 
to  iT'jJort  for  dutv  ai  tiny  nioinent.  In  this  way  tho 
Fiiiull  jiiiy  <*jinit^d  15  entirely  abMirbed. 

Matters  continued  in  this  KtAtc  until  tho  huit  of  July, 
when  tins  »lril«*»  on  the  other  rviaJs  h&ving  been 
scttU'd^  ftnd  it  having  U^onie  pluiii  to  the  mi?n  that 
they  could  not  carry  iheir  point,  they  oeawd  their  iu- 
ierlerenc^  with  the  movements  of  Iho  road,  and  ejgni- 
rii*«l  to  i\va  general  BU[>erin1etident  their  willin^eaa  to 
ix'tum  to  work  at  the  reduced  waJ^<^s.  The  superin- 
tendent agreed  to  correct  etomo  local  abuse»  in  regard 
to  extra  pay  and  the  gnmliiig  of  piiH:^^^  and  rciK^ated 
to  the  I^ko  Shore  men  the  promise  of  Mr,  Vandcrbilt 
to  incren^  wages  when  the  businusd  of  the  rotul  should 
justify  .such  A  ftl<^p.  By  the  3d  of  August,  buninces 
WAJ«  entirely  resumed  by  the  Laku  Shore  foeuI. 

Toledo  wftff  aUo  affected  by  the  (Strike  on  tho  Lake 
Shore  &  Michigan  Southeni  ixiad.  On  tlie  2oth  of 
July  an  effort  was  made  iiy  a  diwjrdi'rly  ninb  to  bring 
on  a  riot.  A  private  letter  from  Toledo,  pubtitihed  in 
the  New  York  Tribaucy  thus  describea  the  affair: 

Wedneaday  moniing  a  parly  of  dock-walhip«r<i  aa 
they  art>  tilled  here— I<mfeni,  biiRimen,  and  akiihiwnga 
— ^'alhered  with  the  oir-r»counnj.ii  of  the  city  into  a 
mob,  in  the  Fif^h  ward,  with  a  low  hotel  kept  by 
Baumbttck,  aji  their  head-quarters.  The  mayor  wont 
ii[)  there  and  >|>ike  to  them,  eTK-oum^iiig  them,  tellin;^ 
tht^ni  that  they  hjul  a  right  to  diMiiand  hrmd^  nod  thnt 
they  were  entitled  to  have  wagea  lor  their  work,  and 
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full  work  at  ^ood  wiigea.  Ila  cUimet  that  li«  meant 
fiomeihing  dilfcrent  Irom  vhut  lie  said;  but  aa  the 
result  of  lis  epecches  they  wont  around  iho  city  stop, 
ping  workmen  M'herovcr  they  foLind  them  at  work^ 
tlu^'ateriing  to  burn  out  the  c?»tiihlij^hmonts  if  they  did 
not  shutdown.  The  CTiptftiii  of  police  waiitiH)  to  di* 
perec  tbetn,  but  tlie  mayor  refu&ed  to  allow  tJiem  to  be 
interfered  mth,  as  he  cUime  now  not  knowing  liow  bod 
their  behavior  was.  They  wont  down  Water  gtreet, 
threAteniiig:  everybody  in  their  course^  nnd  ospt-clally 
pouring  out  tlireate  against  the  Bonrd  of  Troile,  who 
they  seemed  to  think  were  the  cause  of  the  present 
price  of  flour.  The  citizens  were  alarmed,  and  went  to 
reafK>ii  with  the  mayor  about  Iii«  course,  and  to  urg9 
htm  to  take  action^  but  without  success.  In  the  aftor^ 
noonj  however,  he  called  a  meeting  of  the  cilixens,  to 
bo  held  that  evening  at  Market  Space — a  very  un6t 
place — and  said  ho  could  reason  with  the  mob  and 
entirely  control  them.  The  meeting  waa  held  and 
largely  attended  by  good  citizewB,  The  rabble  were 
there  in  foi-ce  alwo.  The  inayor  and  the  epeakeni  were 
utterly  unable  to  contml  tlic  mob,  and  the  meeting 
finally  broke  up  in  disorder.  The  b[ui  clement  organ- 
ised themselves^  and  elarti^d  to  gut  the  Board  of  Trado 
building.  Their  leadei-s,  however,  seeing  the  citizena 
out  111  iuree,  quailed,  and  tlie  mob  was  diHpei^wd  before 
it  reached  the  Board  of  Trade  buildings  so  that  notb» 
ing  was  done  by  them  except  to  rcBolve  to  meet  there 
on  the  following  morning  at  eight  o'clock  to  begin  the 
work  oC  demolilion. 

The  eiti'/ens  meanwhile,  under  the  call  of  BherilT 
Moore,  ai<^mbled  at  the  Boody  House  and  were  orgao- 
ized  inio  companies,  M^jor  Swijiarl,  Captain  I>nvling, 
Captain  While,  and  E,  O.  Brown  respectively  comniand- 
ing  companies,  Anmng  tho^e  wlio  enlisted  were  the 
very  be*t  of  our  cilixenii,  Uith  old  and  young-  The 
meeting  adjourned  for  the  night  with  the  underutanding 
that  they  were  to  meet  at  the  court-house  on  the  fo^ 
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SnMg  nomiiig  at  ^iglit  oVIoclc.  It  was  »ccrt^ed 
ftaitlicrc  TTCTc  a  Urge  nnml)C!r  of  amw  in  tim  city, 
conccEtlcd,  whioh  had  belonged  lo  the  i^'cnion^  having 
boon  brouffLt  here  some  »ix  yenrs  ngo,  Slimff  Moorw 
organiMd  ft  portion  of  the  meeting  into  a  patrol  for  that 
ni^htf  and  the  city  was  palrolk-d  thoroughly.  Along 
alx>ut  midnij^ht  a  liody  nf  Jho  nnlrol  vft^rv  tivkt^n  cilT  to 
a  point  near  Monroe  strL^ct^  ana  led  into  the  bnck  yard 
of  a  Bmall  house  where,  in  ft  little  building,  they  found 
a  quantity  of  ormH  bo^ccd  up — brccch-louding  Spring- 
field niiukotaf.  They  took  the  arntii  and  a  large  supply 
of  cartridges  to  the  court-housf*  and  put  a  guard  over 
them.  In  the  morning,  Thursday^  about  five  hundred 
men  oedcmblcd  in  the  court-houso  yard.  Anna  and 
cartridges  were  immediately  distributed  and  the  com- 
ptnies  formed.  Drilling  was  at  once  begun,  guards 
thmwn  out  anmnd  the  phice,  and  the  men,  after  Ijeing 
organiied  and  drilled,  were  kept  in  the  Ahade  of  the 
courl-hou.*e  tree.^  the  day  bein^  intensely  hot,  ready  to 
answer  any  call  which  miglit  bo  made  upon  them  fur 
fla«iBtanoe. 

By  tiua  time  tfa^  mn^'or  seemed  to  become  i^mL^'Iiat 
aroused^  and,  at  the  earncj't  R^cjiicut  of  the  I*(jlicL'  Com- 
miaaionera  and  by  their  authority,  had  »wora  in  four 
hundred  extra  patrolmen*  These  mcrwuroft  seem  lo 
have  overawed  the  mob,  as  they  inadv  almost  no  dem- 
onBtraticn  after  this.  The  poliee,  nieiiiiwhile,  had 
be^'ii  buny  arn-Hting  the  ringleaders,  diapln^-ing  great 
counigc  and  odroiLneAa  in  the  operation^  The  mob| 
Icnming  that  w)me  of  their  leaders  were  iiicarccnilod, 
proceeded  to  the  station  house*  threatening  to  Bsick  tlie 
■ame  and  liberftlo  the  offenders.  Two  of  them  went 
up  to  Captain  Purdy  {Chii*f  of  Police),  who  was  at  the 
front  door,  and  demanded  the  release  of  the  leaders 
who  had  been  arrcirtcd.  The  captain  asked  them  who 
they  represented.  They  said  ihey  represented  ih© 
strikers  and  tUi«  mob,  itnd  ihiit  they  werv  going  to  have 
their  leaders.     He  again  ii>ke(l  them  if  they  demanded 
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rclciu«e  of  llie  men  who  hni  boen  arrceted.  They 
•ild  they  did.  lie  immedmU'ly  Boid:  ''You  are  the 
Toea  I  waiiL  then/'  colhtred  ttiem  both,  and  turning 
qnirkly,  rushed  them  ri^bt  backward  into  the  atatioa 
houdc,  whort'  liis  men  were,  and  nltbough  ihcy  did  not 
pnjeurc  the  release  of  their  leaders,  they  80on  had  the 
pleiuure  uf  being  in  cell^  aJJMcent  to  tli^-m. 

BaJ!tiiR'ni«  itll  uv«*r  lln?  cUy  wa^i  ;Lliiiii?<t  4-atin-1y  i4U»- 
pendcd.  During  the  uight  we  were  on  gu^ml^  a  re- 
volvcr  comp&ny  woa  formed,  nnd  tifaout  fifty  of  tho 
campony,  inounUtd  on  horeeback,  patrolled  tho  city 
thoroughly,  goii^g  aitjuTid  to  nil  the  ouUkirtu  to  prevent 
the  Rinnation  of  a  mob  out^id^  ihv  CTty.  The  ttpecial 
polieemen  and  regular  police  forco  putrolled  aU  the 
maide  ptirU  of  the  eity,  *o  tliat  order  wm  most  thor* 
oughly  prett^n-ed.  During  the  day  it  seemed  through- 
out the  town  nlmo^t  like  Sunday,  everything  woa  bo 
quiet.  The  Mayor,  at  the  ur^Tit  solicitation  of  the 
citizens,  finally  consented  to  tha  order  of  anvj<t  of  all 
pervone  found  on  tho  ntreets  after  ton  o'clock.  Ou« 
party  of  fipeoials  dietinguiehed  Ihemscive*  greatly  by 
capturuig  a  telegraph  operator  who  wua  on  his  way 
home  ufier  work,  lie  miiitook  th<*m  for  the  mob,  and 
mitdt?  n  ro.pid  retreat,  but  they  ovrrtfjok  hirii  and  ea[> 
tured  hiin,  much  to  the  amu^meut  of  the  others. 
Bufftncsft  haa  today  begun  aa  usuoL  the  cszcitcmcat  all 
having  Bub«ided, 

There  wa«  coufliderahle  excitement  also  at  Cincinnati. 
On  the  2Sd  of  July  the  trainmen  on  the  (Miio  k  Mitww* 
Bippi  Railroad  joined  in  the  strike,  and  prevented  the 
passage  of  trains.  The  employ^  of  the  Cinciunattt 
Hamilton  &  Dnyton  Ratlruiut  having  been  informed 
that  their  wages  would  be  reduced  ton  per  oenL  on  the 
23d|  protested  ogaindt  the  proposed  reduction,  and  an- 
nonncedtlieir  intention  toitlrikr;  if  it  shouldbeeoforeed. 
The  authorities  of  this  road  thereupon  reconsidered 
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keir  de^aion*  and  the  vagea  Kmnincd  undiangcd. 
This  detenu  ill  at  I  on  waa  announced  to  the  men  ou  tiic 
night  of  the  22J,  and  cousequeiitlj  iht^y  took  nu  part 
in  tho  Btriko. 

CLncinnatL  wa^  greatly  aroused.  Masd-meetings  were 
held  iQ  Uio  market  phtces  on  the  afU^noon  of  the  22dt 
and  wero  generally  attended  by  nion  who  had  no  in- 
terest in  the  railroads  entering  Cincinnati  They  were 
addremed  hy  sjieakera  of  t!iG  eommnnidt  stamp,  and  the 
excitement  wafi  fanned  to  a  high  pilch,  Cincinnati 
cont^uns  a  large  population  of  idle  and  \nciou8  persons^ 
vrho  are  always  ready  to  join  in  an  outbreak-  A  large 
part  of  the  jiiilitia  force  of  the  city  bud  been  iMjni  to 
Newark  to  hold  tJic  rioters  thcro  in  cU<*ck,  and  the 
preservation  of  order  depended  mainly  upon  the  poUco 
and  tlic  h<_-tter  chvM  of  citizens. 

The  morning  of  tho  23d  of  July  found  Cincinnati  in 
a  fcvemh  and  dangerous  fitate*  The  rioters,  who 
compnMd  the  wor?it  elements  of  the  place,  had  taken 
courage  from  the  fnet  that  Uuy  had  not  l>tH.<n  uiterfi-red 
with,  and  had  itiereawd  «o  rapidly  tliat  they  now  com* 
prised  a  lat^  and  fonnidable  force.  By  the  atlemoon 
tliey  hjitl  Im**^!!!!!!*  thn^-th telling,  and  hmi  coniph^teiy 
wrested  the  strike  from  the  hands  of  the  railroad  men, 
Early  in  the  aflemooa  a  crowd  of  perhaps  fifteen  bun* 
dred,  composed  mostly  of  bo^^  from  thirteen  to  twenty- 
one  yeim*  of  age,  and  baeki'd  up  by  sullen,  \'icioa** 
looking  men,  with  their  hnnj^  behind  their  bocks,  sur- 
roui]ded  tho  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton  depot.  Aa 
the  hnlf'pftfrt  two  train  vrinA  about  to  leave,  a  boy  of  not 
morv  ttion  eighteeTi  sprang  u[>on  the  engine,  wbicli  hiul 
not  yet  been  coupled  to  the  train,  acid  pulled  the  throt* 
tie.    The  engineer,  who  wad  near  by,  jumped  on  the 
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engine  in  time  to  save  it  from  destruction^  The  croml 
then  demanded  tliat  he  should  come  down,  but  he  nUtad 
hy  ilia  ]K)st  until  an  order  omie  from  President  Shoe* 
maker  to  run  the  engine  into  the  round  house  and 
ndcn  all  trains  lor  the  day.  The  mob,  headed  by- 
two  or  tliree  villftDoiis-lookiiig  incn^  tlifn  started  for 
the  machine  and  repair  shops  of  the  company  to  ibroo 
tlie  employ^  to  quit  work*  At  the  mil  shop  they  were 
met  by  an  officer  of  the  ro^d,  who  oske*!  them  if  they 
were  railroad  man  or  ftlnkera.  They  aus-wcn-d,  '*  No," 
but  they  wanted  those  shops  closed  up.  The  workmen 
at  lost  yielded^  agaiTist  their  will,  and  left  the  shop. 
Tho  crowd  then  went  thmngh  ihi?  yard,  taking  i^jich 
shop  in  Buccession,  and  compelling  the  men  to  quit 
work.  This  was  the  nature  of  the  strike  on  the  Urn 
cinnati^  Hamilton  &,  Dayton  road.  The  company'a 
employes  declared  that  if  they  had  been  permitted 
they  would  themselves  have  driven  bock  the  mob  and 
flt&rted  the  trains. 

A  It^tter  from  Cincinnati  said: 


Loud  condemnation  is  heard  on  all  hands  of  the  id- 
activity  of  the  polici?,  wliu  Itavr^^,  fhi  far,  xUuxl  liy  and 
watched  the  progress  of  tlie  rioters  without  lilting  m 
hand.  The  entire  militia  force  of  Ujc  city  is  two  hun- 
dred miles  ftwity,  and  it  is  beginning  lo  be  felt  ihnt  tho 
only  protectioti  of  life  and  property  is  to  be  found  ia 
vtgilanc<^'  committees  nnJ  inJividiml  eOorLs  hy  oitizeiia. 
The  dtmiand  for  muekcts  and  revolvers  has  been  so 
grent  as  to  completely  exhaust  the  stock  of  the  ^a 
etorea,  It  is  noticed  that  theao  annsaro  bought  by  tho 
respectable  part  of  the  community.  Bankers  nre  t^gin- 
ning  to  ft?ar  raidn  u[>an  their  vaults,  and  anxit^rty  w  felt 
by  the  officials  of  the  United  States  snl>treasury,  where 
eevei'al  miUiona  in  curccuoy  arc  locked  up  in  old  jkiIca. 
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Thh*ftt«  liAve  l>wn  mnAe.  hy  lite  cr»mminiiK|M  Uml  ttn-^' 
will  burn  the  grcftt  manufacturing  cstubltfiliment^  of 
Mitchell  &  Renimclflberg,  Crane,  Brt-ed  &  Co,,  and 
othon*,  and  no  one  wojid  be  flurpriiieJ  if  they  wv*r« 
carrkd  into  execution.  There  ai-e  men  in  tliia  citv 
who  w«re  engaged  in  tlie  pillage  and  union  at  Pitl-s- 
burgh^  and  they  do  not  hesitate  to  fav  tliut  they  cnme 
here  on  the  »amc  mie^ion.  This  afternoon  Mayor 
Mooro  made  an  imbocilo  ^eeh  to  the  tliiov^  and  rap- 
»CBllion»  iii  the  Cincinnati,  Hamilton  &  Dayton  dirpot, 
entreating  tht-m  not  to  burn  and  dff*tnjy.  "What 
good  would  it  do  jou/'  he  fu<ked,  "to  net  fire  to  btiild- 
lugflT'"  "It  wtnitJ  «how  that  wc  are  men,"  anawcrctl 
a  voic«  in  the  crowd- 

The  fwrlyewning  tmina  on  the  Indianapolifi,  Cin* 
Cinnatj  &  Tiafayetle  road  wore  plrip|j<:'d  hv  uiicouplnig 
cars  as  fast  or  the  engineers  attemptid  to  pull  them 
out.  Thoueandi^  of  men  doin.?  busine^a  in  the  city  and 
living  in  the  dietant  suburbs  have  no  meanfi  of  getting 
home  to  their  FamilieH  to-night.  If  iho  present  condi- 
tion nf  aiTaint  n^ntinueA,  the  old  t<tagi-*eon<<h  will  W 
bronght  into  reriiiimtion  for  tran,4[>orting  mails  and  pa^ 
flenger?.  IJuftineflfi  is  almo!*t  entirely  BuBpended,  it 
being  impostuble  to  move  goods  in  any  direction. 

At  niglitfall  on  the  23d  Cincinnati  waa  almoat  at 
the  mercy  of  the  mob.  During  the  night  a  party  of 
thieves  and  tramps,  having  no  connection  «nth  the 
railroad  atrikc.  st-t  (im  to  the  brid|^  of  the  Ohio  & 
MmiMt^ipi  Railroiid  ovi^r  Mill  Cn>ek.  The  nUvm  wuk 
quickly  ^ven,  and  the  fire  was  put  out.  The  riolora 
who  had  been  engaged  in  the  eil'ort  to  bum  the  bridge 
then  withdrew  to  a  [>oint  on  th^  river  f^ufTicti^ntly  re- 
mote to  aecure  them  fmm  the  interference  of  the  police, 
and  pnf!«ed  the  night  there.  At  early  dawn  on  the 
24th  they  aeiied  nil  the  milk  and  market  wogoun 
coming  into  the  city  by  that  roiulj  and  gutted  tbecL 
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The  dnngcr  vhich  threatened  Cincinnati  on  tlw 
Tiiftrning  nf  llie  24(Ii  was  viTy  grt-at.,  nnd  nron.i»»(I  llie 
Huthorities  to  the  neceBsily  of  tnking  more  vi^ruuA 
action  than  they  had  yet  thought  necessary.  The 
officers  of  the  various  ratlroa^lH  niiming  from  Cincinnati, 
with  the  exception  of  the  Ohio  &  Mi^i»si{ipi  road, 
which  was  etilt  engaged  in  the  etrike,  determined  to 
run  tbcir  trains  in  spite  of  the  mob,  and  accordingty 
armed  their  employes  with  re%'olverB  and  coupling  pins. 
A  number  of  ihese  armed  employes  were  placed  on 
each  train,  and  whenever  a  gang  of  roughs  undertook 
to  interfere  with  the  running  of  the  traina,  thpy  were 
Tiif't  hy  the  dt'k'niiin*^!  t'lnploy^^^  who  informed  them 
ihat  they  conld  nut  nuccceil  iu  ihcir  ohjocla  without 
fighting.  The  riotcra  did  not  choose  to  fight,  and  the 
tniina  were  unmoleKled.  Tho  men  of  th«»  Ohio  Sl  Mib^ 
ifii^ippi  road  refused  to  join  the  rioters  in  plundering, 
and  hy  this  refusal  greatly  di«hcartoned  tljc  mob,  A 
meeting  of  the  police  commiwtoncrw  was  held  in  the 
morning,  and  a  call  was  infule  ujKjn  th»  citizens  to 
volunteer  ru  i^pecial  poHcc^nion.  Largo  numbers  of 
citizena  responded  to  the  call*  and  on  every  side  a  etcni 
det(?rminatiori  w;uh  iniuiifi'rttod  tit  nuikt*  whort  work  of 
lhi>  mob  should  the  necessity  for  a  e-jnfiict  ariite.  Th« 
rioters  vpcrc  overawed  by  tliia  detcrmiimtion  on  thft 
]>art  of  the  citizens,  and  gradually  slunk  away,  11/ 
the  night  of  the  24th  the  danger  in  Cincinnati  waa 
practically  over.  The  city  continued  in  a  feverish  stole 
ibr  several  daya  longer,  but  no  further  trouble  was  ex- 
jierienced,  A  number  of  arrests  of  rialers  were  made 
by  the  police,  and  tlit-  mob  \vti4  nhown  that  iho  iftemcst 
measures  would  be  utscd  against  It,  The  excitement 
gradually  sub^ided^  and  Cincinnati  rclapp-^ed  into  ite  t^d, 
fcloady  ways.

The  strike  on  th«  Kttsburgh,  Fort  Vftiynck  Chicago 
rojulj  wliidi,  lut  we  luiv^f  n(H*r,  bf?g«n  Ht  Alk'gheny 
City,  Pcnnsjlvatiift,  rapidly  extended  wortwftrd.  At 
eight  o'clock,  on  the  niglit  of  the  21»t  of  July^  the 
trainmen  of  lluft  company  At  Kort  Wnync  joined  the 
strike.  The  freight  train,  which  should  have  left  Port 
Wayne  for  Chiengo  at  eight  o'clock,  wad  made  up,  but 
the  brakeinen  and  firemen  refused  to  go  on  duly.  The 
engineer  and  conductor  dei^Iined  to  take  the  train  out 
ii-ithout  any  crow,  uid  tJie  officials  wcro  unahlc  toob- 
tnin  Bubalitutcs  for  the  etrikcm.  Every  employ^  of  the 
company  i>en-m[>trtr!ly  n-fii?<ed  to  take  thfiir  ]>lftci^H. 
In  a  very  short  time  a  crowd  of  several  hundv^  men 
had  gnthcrod  at  tlic  railway  station  and  proceeded  at 
once  to  Fpike  the  switches.  Squads  were  detailed  to 
guard  the  main  and  aide  tracks  exlentling  through  the 
cUy»  to  prevent  the  pamago  of  tminB,     Now*  of  the 
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fitrike  spread  riipitlly,  und  1*0011  th<>  crowd  swelled  to 
several  tliouBand^  The  ^mplo^^^  of  the  Waboah  and 
other  rnilivays  appeared  in  force,  and  encooragod  the 
strikers  to  peraisl,  ofTenng  to  n'ndi.^r  any  owiistaiice 
required.  The  excitement  was  quickly  fit  ferer  boat, 
and  tlic  officials  announced  to  the  etrikcrs  their  deter- 
mination to  run  trains  out  at  all  hazards,  and  the  men 
declared  that  no  train  ahould  be  moved  from  the  city 
by  any  power  Ices  formidable  than  tho  United  Stated 
troopa,  until  the  order  making  the  ten  per  cent,  reduc- 
tion in  wages  wne  rc^cindid.  Some  of  tho  genera) 
officers  of  tbc  road  attemptod  to  turn  tbo  switches,  but 
were  driven  away  vrithout  accomplishing  anything. 
They  got  on  an  engine  and  m»de  repeated  cftbH«  to 
take  the  train  out  of  the  yards,  but  were  forced  to 
deetst*  One  engine  wiper,  who  volunteered  to  serve  oa 
firemaDp  was  taken  off  the  engine  by  the  strikers  and 
subjected  to  rough  usage.  Master  mccbanie,  BujH'nn- 
tendents  and  masters  of  trnnsporiatiOQ  were  abo  com- 
pelled to  diemount  from  the  locomoti%T.  The  police 
mode  several  ineffectual  efiorts  U>  j^catter  the  mob,  and 
at  two  ockx:k,  on  the  morning  of  the  22d,  Mayor  ZoU 
linger  road  a  proclamation  ordering  the  crowd  to  dl** 
perse  and  refrain  from  disorderly  conduct  and  obBtruo 
tion  of  traffie.  lie  was  hissed  down-  The  pnx:laraation 
was  printed  and  circulated  among  tho  strikers^  who 
paid  no  attention  to  it. 

A  letter  from  Fort  WA>'nc,  on  the  22d,  saya: 

Passenger  trains  are  moving  ns  usual.  Striken  di«- 
abled  freight  trains  by  pulling  out  all  the  ooupling-pins 
and  carrying  thorn  off.  The  railroad  yanl  ia  now 
crowded  with  fn^i^it  care,  many  of  them  loaded  with 
periflhabk  freight,  fridt>  butter^  eggs,  etc.     The  com* 
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panj  will  tn"  to-morpow  to  break  the  strike;  but  the 
meu  are  defiunt,  and  &  not  ih  imDiiiient.  A  freight 
[train  was  abandoned  eight  miles  'vvcai  of  the  city  this 
afternoon.  The  od^ho  camo  to  the  city  alone,  mid  the 
fireman  dismounted  acd  joined  the  fitrikera.  The 
excilCTnent  is  very  great.  Rumors  Hre  ciiri'eiit  tliat 
tlje  strike  will  take  place  on  tlie  \Val;aj*h  Riiilwfty  li> 
inorix>w,  abo  that  trackmen  and  switchmen  along  the 
entire  line  of  the  Pilieburg;h,  Fort  Waj-ne  &  Chicago 
Toad  will  8top  work.  The  railway  olKciala  and  publio 
authorities  piviiuunce  the  preBt^nt  Hilmititm  exceed- 
ingly |>recariou8,  and  a.lL  admit  tliat  the  Atnkera  have 
the  iipp^r  hand;  they  are  fortified  to  a  fturpri.-'ing 
extant  hy  popular  sympathy.  Govemop  WilUfttiift  has 
been  called  upou  for  a  military  force^  but  boa  not  yet 
Tepliod. 

The  strikers  have  jnst  received  a  telegram  from  the 
Central  Committee  al  Allegheny,  etating  that  milway 
olTiGiala  have  mode  overtures  for  adjusttncnt,  and  havo 
agreed  not  to  attempt  Xo  inov^r  freight  trains  for  tho 
pn'Hent.  The  committee,  therefore,  recommend  the 
strikers  t^  ah?(1ain  from  all  depredations  pending  the 

SropoBed  aettlcmcnL  The  strikers,  upon  receipt  of  this 
espatch,  called  a  eecrot  meeting  and  notiBed  Superin- 
tendent Gorham  that  they  would  remain  quiot  so  long 
as  he  makes  no  attempt  to  move  fi'eight  trains.  Tho 
strikers  are  fitill  in  sesHian.  It  is  therefore  believed 
that  there  will  be  no  tn>ublc  to-night 


On  the  morning  of  the  23d  of  July  the  u*pect  of 
affairs  at  Fort  Wayne  waa  very  threatening*  About 
eight  oVIiick  a  large  force  of  etriktrs  visited  the  exten- 
sive sbop3  of  Pittuburgli,  Furl  Wnyrie  &  Chiragu  Rail- 
way, whore  1,000  men  are  employed,  and  insisted  that 
they  nhonld  be  cloecd  up.  The  men  soid  they  would 
not  atop  work  ntilil  Ui^y  received  orders  from  the  offi- 
cials, but  tliey  were  threrth^^nml  with   lorcu  and  »ui> 
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eumljod.  The  aliopn  wore  nt  once  cloftod  up,  aiid  the 
fii:«8  put  out.  Committcoa  tlicn  vreiU  coat  aiid  \^'OdK  on 
band  cars^  and  induced  the  aectiou  and  trockmca  for  a 
coHBidt^rable  tlietunce  to  stop  work.  These  men  came 
to  the  city  In  Ihi^  aflfjrnoon,  aitd  add<5d  a  very  ugly 
clement  to  tlio  crowd  nlrcady  ooscmhlcd.  A  rumor 
prevailed  tii&t  all  the  milroad  shops  and  mnnufoctoncs 
ill  tlie  city  would  lie  f.^oin|R01ed  lo  shut  down,  but  they 
ran  all  dny  03  U£ual  without  interference. 

In  the  allcnioon  the  atrikcre  held  a  Urge  meeting 
and  niailtr  exorhitanl  demands  of  the  niiln>a{]  olliciabt, 
stating  that  tbey  would  not  resume  work  until  the 
force  wa«  replaced  as  it  existed  prior  to  June  Ut,  both 
as  to  number  and  rate  of  wages,  and  ineisting  upon  the 
abandon  men  t  of  all  clahu^irLcatioria  in  tlie  rank  juul  pfiy 
of  enginoer£.  They  al^o  adopted  an  adJrei^  to  tli9 
stiikcra,  which  was  printed  and  circulated,  and  had  a 
good  effect. 

The  address  is  as  follows : 


Strikers — News  from  Pittsburgh  and  other  railroad 
pointd  ol  terrible  eacrificoa  of  hfc  and  property  is  some- 
thing tliat  should  be  justly  considered  tv  you  all  Th« 
latest  despatches  show  that  a  very  rtiniill  perctnitage  of 
atrikers  are  taking  an  iu:tive  part  in  the  ^-reat  and  ter- 
rible destruction  of  the  company  a  property,  but  that  it 
is  mo8tly  done  by  outaidora,  who,  hy  such  actfi,  believe 
thetaeelvca  prftctioally  expressin^cf  the  wtshe»  of  th^ 
striker*,  Tour  friends  and  ci>laborer»  heix?by  desiR*  lo 
(>xpreB8  the  earrie^t  hojH?,  and  will  give  their  asAiatflnce, 
that  you  will,  should  any  euch  thing  oo^ur  here,  en- 
deavor, by  every  means  in  your  power,  to  protect  the 
property  of  the  company  in  this  city.  You  are  per- 
fectly able  to  bring  about  a  ct-mipruoiiM*  without  vt^ 
lence,  or  imfTer  otbcra  to  destroy  thu  property  of  the 
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ipmy.  To  Jt'itruy  projuTty  will  positively  not 
ledy  Llie  mtiller,  hiiL^  oii  tLe  oimtiury^  riiuse  t%  9*!ow 
TcstoratioQ  of  better  times.  Do  your  work  jufiUy, 
hononiMy,  qoklly  and  thoiiiijlitfuny,  nnd  allow  no  dit>- 
iiiivn.M4led  pvfi'Moiifl  to  meddiG  wiili  tJio  i»ro[>erty  you 
helped  to  cretLtu,  luid  witicb  eljind  ax  evcrlnfttJug  inoiiu- 
Jtiviitfi  to  yolirhklll,  |"rrsi*v<^r;iiice  anJ  eoi^rgy.     Do  as 

iou  woulil  bo  done  by,  and  do  tiot  act  in  too  great 
iidtc.  If  the  company  hiief  t>ccn  unjujft  in  it^  dcrnandd 
upon  you,  soltlo  it  as  |>oacoably  aj*  you  can  without 
allowing  the  doHtruction  ofrailroiid  iTiKlittition^,  tiint — 
(o  a  very  grvat  cxlrnt— ron^titutc  tliu  iuturc  pn>sp«.-> 
ityi  lifo,  cojnfort  uud  pridi>  of  our  city, 

Tho  City  Council  inc*t  in  spocial  scsaion  during  tho 
afternoon,  and  issued  a  call  totbc  etrikcrs  to  disperse. 
All  extra  poIic<?  force  of  200  men  w:is  oitlertMl  to  be 
Eworn  in  at  once,  wLkb  wm  done,  and  the  Mayor  waa 
directed  to  cloee  all  tbo  drinking  ealoonfl  of  the  city. 
The  strikers  remnuied  firm,  Thoy  took  poaseft^ion  of 
the  depot?^,  yurds  and  Hhopu  of  the  company,  and  pre- 
vcntod  tbo  puH«ago  of  &U  freight  trains.  At  tho  same 
time  Ihcy  made  arrangcnicnli*  to  guard  llic  company** 
profierLy  fnjin  injury  or  dc-^tnirliim. 

On  the  moniiiig  of  tho  21th  the  trtriko  extended  to 
tlio  iudostrial  e»tabli'thmentd  of  Fort  Wayne,  The 
employes  of  Oldfl  &  Co.,  numbering  nearly  400,  htopi»aI 
work,  and  coinj>ellrd  the  fthops  to  hhut  d*>wii.  They 
held  a  meeting  in  the  afternoon,  demanded  an  inerenfio 
of  ten  per  cent,  in  their  i?agc^,  and  declared  tlieir  inten- 
tion not  to  allow  the  ebopii  to  resume  work  until  tlieir 
demaind  wilx  compiled  with. 

Up  to  lliiA  timo  tbo  Pilt**l>urgh,  Fort  "WajTie  &  Chi- 
cago liailroad  was  the  only  road  entering  Fort  Wayne 
which  wiiA  afTt-'cteil  by  the  xtrikv.     On  ibo  24  th,  bow- 
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evor,  tho  train  men  on  the  Wabaah  and  tho  Grand 
U^pids  &  luJiuna  Un,ilroad«  t3i?mamipd  an  increase  of 
t^n  per  ci?nt.  m  tlu'ir  wnge^^  luid  iKjUrit^d  Ihi*  ofGcerH  of 
UiL-ir  re3[)eci]vo  road«  tLut  tlioy  wuulj  bUikc  If  their 
dcinnnds  wore  not  cumplicd  with. 

During  the  niglit  of  llie  ^4Ui,  Port  Wiivne  wu 
guarded  by  large  bodies  of  Brmed  men,  who  were  kept 
on  duly  to  proloct  the  railway  shops,  railing  etcM:k  and 
privAle  mAiHjfiiclork'^,  The  strikera  funiitilied  gaanla 
wherevtT  ili?sii>?dj  and  reiiduri'd  all  (he  proleclJon  to 
property  which  was  nocesgary.  At  a  kte  hour  two 
gnngs^  of  drunken  trampft,  numbering  from  fifty  to  a 
hinidiY^d  eai^h,  gnlhered  at  the  atock  yunh  and  mllway 
bridge  scroBB  tht.'  St,  Mary's  river  and  made  vicioua 
dcmonetrations  and  ugly  threats.  Tho  elrikers,  upon 
being  apprised  of  this,  acnt  equnds  of  men  on  band 
cars  to  disperse  the*  mch,  which  Lht-y  did  most  (•^^^'<;tl^- 
fllly,  driving  all  of  tho  trumps  some  di^touco  Ixyond 
the  city  limits.  The  nica  were  kept  going  on  tlic  baikd 
cars  all  night  tu  prevent  the  gathering  of  any  more  such 
fls^inblAgoH,  Durinjf  tho  evening  a  large  racib  of  aeo- 
tfon  and  track  men  from  the  Weatem  divitiion  of  tho 
roadt  many  of  them  mider  tho  iuUuenceof  li^^uor,  seixcd 
a  number  of  hand  cars  and  entered  Columbia  City, 
where  the  Plttflburgh  &  Fort  Wayne  Company  is 
building  a  now  depot,  and  compelled  tho  men  employed 
therein  to  stop  work.  Thcao  hands  drank  frcciy  aitd 
noon  U'CJinie  wry  ri(j(ou8.  They  started  for  this  cilyou 
hand  car«,  making  threats  of  %io1encG  and  incendiarittm, 

A  force  of  strikers,  Iciirning  of  the  threatened  inviv* 
Bion,  took  an  engine  and  coru:h  and  went  out  and  met 
the  mob.  The  striker^i  were  well  armed,  and  they 
comjielled  the  drunken  cabbie  to  turn  back  and  abandon 
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their  intended  invaaioa  of  Fort  Wu^iie*  The  Atrikon 
in  thiR  aA  in  other  iiibhiticea  woi-e  uiLifonnly  on  the 
ciUe  of  j^ood  onier,  aiid  saved  the  city  from  ftenous  dan- 
gftr0  which  menaced  it.  Passenger  tnuns  wre  etill 
rmming  on  tlie  Titlaburgh,  Fort  Wajiie  &  Cliieago 
Rjiilway  ami  were  not  molei^led. 

Oil  ihc  nij;ht  of  the  24lh  tie  fitiikerd  notified  all  of 
their  number  who  desired  to  conie  from  CreAiline  to 
Fcrt  Wayne  to  get  on  the  pa»senger  tmirisi,  muJ  if  the 
eonductora  insisted  upon  collecting  fare  thoy  were 
instructed  to  take  poftecK&ion  of  the  train  oiid  run  it  to 
enit  tliemselves.  Their  fai'e  waa  reruitted,  however,  by 
the  conductontj  and  all  difficulty  was  tbua  avoided. 

As  baa  been  stated  cisowhcre,  the  officers  of  the 
Pittjsburgh,  Kort  AVnyno  &  Chicago  Railroad  made  no 
attempt  to  mov-o  tin?  trains  of  their  roiul.  They  ap> 
pealed  to  the  Governors  of  the  States  through  which 
their  lino  ran  Ibr  protection,  and  ordered  the  di^con* 
tinunnc^  of  all  trnuis.  The  fitrikers  th^reitjiou  took 
|Kwse«»ion  of  (lie  road,  and  tlio^  at  Alk^gheny  City  and 
Fort  Wa^vno,  Acting  in  concert,  ran  the  pa^itcngLT  trains 
with  considcrabk-  regularity- 

On  the  night  uf  ihu  2-jth  a  socrct  mceling  of  Hie 
fitnkora  woti  hutd  at  Fort  Wayne,  wliieh,  among  other 
things,  determined  to  take  formal  po»»e!^:«Lon  of  the 
ma^l,  nnd  run  it  to  miit  thetnnetveit.  The  strikers 
selected  threo  of  their  own  number  to  fill  the  positions 
held  by  Superintendent  Corhom,  Mooter  Mechanic 
JJooQ  and  Madter  of  Tranaportation  Clark.  These 
oHicinU  >iix)n  learnt-d  that  It  wits  iiw  intention  of  tlie 
9triki*rri  to  take  posseseion  of  their  oUBceH  and  control 
the  telegraph  win.^,  and  dctcniiincd  to  hold  thirir  oflicCB 
against  any  attempt  to  ou3t  them.    They  ubtdncd  from 
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the  city  authoriliea  a  Hrong  giinrd  of  polioe  for  their 
yffnu-H,  nin!  iniulij  llit-irjji-ejijiralioiifl  fur  rebiwtmice.  The 
Btnkerri,  upon  hearing  of  these  preparationa,  wuiely  de* 
cided  rot  to  attempt  the  fleizure  of  tko  offices,  which 
would  bring  them  in  couflict  with  the  civil  authoritica^ 
They  hzid  pnurtical  paK5L'«?<ion  of  tliu  rood,  azid  the 
fioi^uro  of  the  uflicuA  moutioiicd  would  hav«  given  theoi 
no  rcrol  iidvootoge. 

Un  the  morning  of  tlie  2CiIi  ft  committrc  of  the  Pitts- 
burgh &  Furt  Wiiyne  strikers  left  for  Piltsburgh  to 
confer  with  the  nuIroEul  ofliccrit,  haviiig  received  aii 
invit<xtion  to  do  bo.  They  vrcre  joiticd  at  Crebtline, 
Allione^  lind  oth^r  r^ULluEio  hy  conututleeH  from  thoHe 
points  bound  on  a  similar  errand. 

Ou  the  enmo  da^'  a  coniniittce  of  twenty-two  traia 
incti  of  the  M^nha^^h  Kuilroad,  which  had  been  dent  ti> 
Toledo  to  confer  with  tlie  offioern  of  that  road,  returned 
to  Fort  Wayne.  A  meeting  of  the  Wabash  employ^ 
was  at  once  called,  and  the  committee  stated  the  resulta 
oT  their  conference.  They  reported  a  very  sali^fiictory 
interview  with  Mr,  Hopkins,  the  Pr^eident  of  the  road^ 
who  hud  ngreed  to  redress  their  real  grievances  and  to 
advance  their  pny  whenever  the  busine^  of  the  com* 
pany  would  udinlt.  The  nifMHing  woa  wry  Klomiy, 
one  element  desiring  to  go  to  extremes.  Bettor  counsel 
finally  prevailed,  and  at  noon  the  meeting  adjourn 
having  decided  to  abandon  the  i^trike  if  the  employi 
at  other  portiunit  of  Ute  line  would  do  the  Bume.  A 
committee  was  appointed  to  go  to  Lafiiyette  :tnd  Logima* 
|>0Tt  to  urge  the  cej^tuitJon  of  the  strike,  but  this  wn^  not 
necCMary,  aa  the  men  at  Iboiw  phiees  teh^raphed  that 
they  had  decnded  to  remime  work  ast  m>oii  as  the  com* 
pony  desired  them  to  do  so.     Manager  Ucpkiiui  was 
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ncconliiigly  hotifieiiitr  tlii?«  iIi^Lennination,  and  rcpUedt 
oon^atulating  Uie  men  and  stating  that  ttie  freight 
trains  would  begiu  moving  as  eooa  as  those  on  tho  coli* 
necting  linea  di<l  m. 

The  eollajMte  uf  tin*  8tnki>  on  the  Wabanh  Railroail 
caused  a  per(K*ptibIc  di^couro^mcnt  of  ll*e  Pittsburgh 
&  Fort  Wayne  fltrikeru,  and  tliiy  >vero  from  this  timo 
HOniewbal  leiM  d^-ljant  than  Ix^fot'e^  thouglj  the^  df^clared 
themsf^lves  confident  of  bringing  the  company  to  tliiiir 
tenne,  Tbo  eentimcnt  of  the  people,  who  were  put  to 
gre^ii  inconvenience  by  the  embargo  on  freight  trailio 
unci  Lmvf-1,  wfi:<L  turning  t-tj^wlily  agaiiiiit  the  atrikcrv. 
On  the  night  of  the  26th  the  citizena  of  Fort  Wayne 
bcid  a  nK-eting,  and  pledged  their  support  to  tb« 
ftuthorilitii  in  ihmr  eflorts  lo  pwt  down  thu  strike  and 
ptaee  tlie  railroad  company  in  i>u±ifleaBloii  of  Ih^^r  proj)- 
erty. 

The  committee  appointed  by  the  Fort  Wayne  ttrikere 
proct*ded  io  Pittsburgh,  and  had  an  interview  with  tlic 
offieiaU  of  the  road.  The  rMuIt  wa*  a  pofiwial  by  the 
company  to  grant  the  dcnwmda  of  the  strittera,  awl  a 
resolve  on  tJie  jiart  of  Ihu  jrtrikerB  to  continue  their 
movement. 

On  the  Afternoon  of  the  20th  an  effort  wa«  miwie  by 
the  officers  of  tbe  road  loBtartatrain from  Fort  Wa^iw. 
An  engine  was  run  from  tho  round  hou*c  into  the  yard, 
but  the  strikcrft  gtithcixrd  en  ma»w>,  and  took  theen?ine 
back,  having  for£M:d  the  engineer  aiid  firemen  from  ibt-ir 
posU.  The  city  iMttlioriticj*  mw  demanded  that  the 
Htrikera  should  cease  tlieir  intcrfcreooe  with  the  raiW 
road,  but  met  with  a  stubborn  refusal,  N«it  bein^ 
Blrong  enough  to  cnfiwne  the  law,  acall  wo*  nadtapoa 
the  Governs  of  Indiana  for  troopo. 
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Aa  hfta  been  related,  the  Btrike  on  the  Fort  Wnync 
roar]  at  Allegheny  City,  Pennsylvanift,  cndi-sl  upon  the 
arrival  cf  G«veru{jr  IlttrtraTift  at  PitUhiir^h  willi  U^opv, 
Sc4>iDg  thai  they  werd  powerless  to  reiii8t  tbc  fc 
brought  by  the  Govomor.  the  Allegheny  Mrikers  gur- 
rctiil(>refl  to  tlie  Ci«u|iiiny  and  censed  their  i:it*^Tfprenffe 
with  the  railroad.  Thia  fiurreuder  greatly  disheartened 
the  etrikers  at  Furl  Wayne  and  at  other  pointe  on  the 
road,  TowanJa  the  Wt  of  July  many  of  the  men 
bogan  to  wilbdniw  from  tin*  hlrike,  which  they  now 
eaiv  WHS  ho|)el^^,  and  the^o  deRertions  etUl  further  dtft- 
beartened  their  comrades- 

Oh  th«  2d  of  August  Shei  iff  Mun^n  notified  the 
men  that  troops  were  on  tboir  way  to  Fort  Wttynts, 
and  that  thi)  blockade  of  tlie  railroad  would  be  raised 
the  next  day  n^gardle&s  of  €o]isc<)uunces.  He  advLfled 
them  not  to  provoke  a  conflict  in  whicli  thi*ir  d(.T<.>at 
wa8  ccTlain-  A  meeting  of  the  *triker»  wa*  then  held, 
and  the  men  decided  tliat  tliey  would  return  to  work, 
provided  tliat  Superintendent  Gorham  would  promi«« 
ihat  no  man  eihould  be  removed  fur  taking  ]>art  in  the 
Btrike,  and  that  he  would  use  \m  personal  influent!e 
with  the  Board  of  Director*  to  have  all  the  grievances 
of  the  strikers  rtidrcBsed.  Mn  Gorham  readily  gave 
the^c  pledgtis^  and  the  men  thereupon  abamloued  the 
strike  and  reported  for  duty.  From  tbia  time  there 
was  no  further  trouble  on  tht*  Fort  Wayne  rood. 

Other  poinU  of  Tndirutn  w4-rt-  ^dw)  iiiueli  excit(*t]  by 
the  strike.  The  Ohio  &  MiT^^iai^ippi  Rculrond  runs 
ocroM  the  «outbem  part  of  Indiana.  Tbe  eitrikc  ex- 
tended rapidly  along  this  rood  from  Cincinnati  towards 
St.  liouir*.  On  the  22d  of  July  freib'bt  tiaina  were 
stopped  at  Viueennes  on  thia  road,  but  pasBenger  Iraine 
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w«ire  ntyt  int^^^red  with.  No  ^lolonco  was  rcforUd  to 
by  the  men  oq  this  linc^  nnd  niter  holding  out  for 
^veral  AnyB,  the  Atrik<:rs,  dUhcartvocd  bv  the  nitlure 
of  the  movement  in  othiiT  purtst  of  ihe  oountiy^  surren- 
dered to  tho  company,  and  returned  to  duty. 

On  the  23d  the  tram  men  and  shop  men  of  the  Van- 
dulia  Rtulrond  struck  at  Trrn^*  Hnutc  uiid  other  jiohita 
along  the  roaJ.  Tlio  maehine-sho[>8  at  Tc-rre  Itnute, 
employing  about  ^is  huiidrod  men,  ivero  closed,  Tbo 
fltrikera  were  <njRt  and  ordtrrly^  and  parsed  n'Mihitioiis 
declaring  that  ihcy  would  ubtiUun  fit)m  drinking  in- 
toxicatiug  hi^uord  during  the  tttriko. 

One  of  tlic  principal  centres  of  excitement  w&s 
Indiarmjx)li»,  the  capital  of  the  State.  The  strike 
began  there  on  the  22d,  oitd  embraced  all  the  line« 
entering  the  city-  The  freight  trains  were  stopped, 
Olid  OTi  Mjnie  of  tlie  roads  only  the  mail  >uid  cxjii^^^ 
CRTS  were  allowed  to  be  taken  over  tlic  line,  Tlie 
Indianapolis  and  St.  I^uis  men  stopped  work  on  the 
20,  and  ooRipelled  all  freight  traina  along  the  entire 
routf  fo  lie  over. 

On  the  24th  of  July  the  Mayor  of  Indianapolis  issued 
the  following  proclamatiou : 


Indunapous,  July  24ift,  187T.

their  late  employer**,  Beiaing  and  controlling  their 
property,  intirmdating  their  managers^  prohibiting  by 
violence  their  attempta  to  conduct  their  businoas,  ana, 
driving  awav  pajwengera  and  fi-eight  offered  for  tranj 
porlation.  The  peace  of  tlie  community  ia  neriousljr 
disturbed.  By  thewe  lawlean  acl«  every  claw  of  society 
is  made  to  euflen  The  comfort  and  happiEiet*  of  many 
families  not  partiea  to  the  grievances  are  sacrinced,  A 
controversy  which  tn-'longs  to  our  courts  or  to  tlie  prov- 
ince of  jK'ftceful  arbitration  or  negotiation  w  made  the 
e.xcu^  lor  an  obstruction  of  trade  and  travel  over  the 
chartered  highways  withm  our  State;  the  commerce 
of  the  entire  country  is  interfered  with,  and  the  reputa- 
tion of  our  eommnnity  threatened  with  dishonor  among 
our  neighbors  Thia  disregard  of  law  and  the  righta 
and  privileges  of  our  citi^E^na  and  of  tliose  of  sifter 
Stales  cannot  be  tolerated.  The  machinery  prorid< 
by  law  for  the  adjustment  of  private  prievancee  irn 
he  u^vd  as  t)R<  only  rv^sort  against  debtors,  individual 
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or  onrpnraie.  TIi*  i*ri>:!Pfi!i  at  tlie  c^urU  w  [Wnu'd  mfli- 
cieiit  for  the  enforcemenl  oC  civil  jvmediesr  m  ivell  w 
tho  penalttes  of  the  criuimalixxlG,  aod  mustbo  executed 
equally  in  each  caflc. 

To  the  Olid  that  the  existing  comljinaUon  bo  dift- 
snlved  and  d<'ftlm>'ed  in  it^  lawlews  form  1  invoku  tho 
aid  of  ftil  lAW-iihiding  cttii[:en9  of  our  t^tiil^,  I  nsk  that 
they  denounce  ond  condemn  this  iiifruction  of  public 
order  and  endeavor  to  dt£«aade  theac  offt-ndors  n^uin^t 
111*.'  |>efie^  and  digiutj/-  of  our  Stutij  fruin  furtlier  uct»  wf 
Ittwlessiiees.

THE  0I3T0RT  OF  THE  GREAT  WOTS, 


The  Indiaiin  Contm!,  Larayetle  k  Illinois,  am 
Bloomington  &  Weftteni  Railroads  Tfcrc  being  opcmtcd 
at  the  time  of  the  strike  by  receivers  appointed  b/  tbc 
United  Statea  Circuit  CourL  Judge  Gretiham  onlcrt^d 
the  United  States  Marshall  to  protect  these  roads 
against  the  interference  of  the  etrikotB^  and  it  waa  on* 
Donnceil  that  the  furce  of  United  Statin  trtxip«  qimr- 
tered  in  IndianBpoIifl  would  be  used,  If  necessary^  to 
enforce  the  orders  of  the  court. 

The  necesflity  f«r  employing  force  never  aroae,  how- 
ever. Tlie  fsihtrc  of  the  strikes  in  other  pai'U  of  the 
country,  and  the  manifest  determination  of  the  citiaeiw 
to  uphold  the  authorities  in  their  repressive  measures, 
difthefirtened  the  striken^,  Throtighout  the  whole 
roov(?ment  Uie  sinkers  refrained  from  violence,  and  bo 
avoided  a  conflict  with  the  civil  aathoriticB.  After 
holding  out  for  a  few  days  they  began  to  show  signs  of 
weakness,  and  gradually  surrendered  to  their  respective 
companies.  By  the  1st  of  August,  the  trouble  waa 
o\^r,  and  Indiana  wn^  at  peace  again.  The  roads  had 
resurnod  their  buMuci^^,  and  no  furlher  int<^ruptiou 
with  tlieia  was  experienced.

The 
city  ccintaiiiB  a  Inrge  aiid  well-organ  he  J  yariy  of  fiorint- 
iatfi  or  commumsts,  who  on  floveral  occaaiona  biwl  muni- 
fedcd  an  unruly  disporition  nn  J  n  determination  to  bring 
on  a  riot  M'hcncvcr  a  favorable  opportunity  stiould 
occur.  For  Boinc  week*  previous  to  llie  railroad  strike 
thew  men  had  been  preparing  for  a  pubtio  meeting, 
afHer  which  tbey  int^^iided  to  march  in  prooeflKou  lo 
ihe  City  null  and  demand  of  tb^  Common  Council  the 
colleclion  of  ths  back  taxes  due  the  city,  and  the  enw 
ployment  of  all  the  unoccupied  laborers  by  the  muni- 
cipal authorities.  The  certainty  of  the  railroad  strike 
TPa^'hing  Chiejigo  gnro  tho  cumiiiiuiiaU  great  L^iicouragf- 
mcnt.     Meetings  were  ht^ld  in  viu-ioud  parts  of  the  city. 
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on  the  22<]  of  July,  and  wpto  roused  to  fever  heat  by 
tho  ncwft  of  the  terrible  outbreak  nl  Pittsburgh,  The 
communists  seemed  to  eccnt,  in  the  general  uneosinoaa 
which  pix^vmled,  their  op[)ortiinity  for  plunging  the 
heaiitlfiil  hake  City  into  unitrchy  ftnd  ruin.

It  was  hop^l  by  the  c<»mmuniitt  leftdem  that  tht>w^ 
documents  would  bring  them  large  reinforoementa  from 
the  genuine  working  cla^ses^ 

Thruiighnut  the  22d  of  July  great  uneaninr-HS  and 
anxiety  prevailed  among  the  citizens  of  Chicago,  AU 
were  apprebeneivo  of  the  effect  of  the  cxcitomcnt  upon 
the  poorer  claatiea  of  the  city,  many  of  whom  were 
Bympathizers  with  the  communiAta.  Mayor  Heath 
remarked  to  the  correspondent  of  the  New  York  Herald 
that  he  did  not  fear  the  Irish  or  GcrmanB,  but  the  large 
cla>^  of  half-savagie  Bohemians  who  inhabit  the  lumber 
district  of  the  city,  along  the  south  branch  of  the  river. 
Thcac  men  work  for  fifty  cents  a  day,  arc  thoroughly 
imbued  with  communistic  ideas,  and  are  ripe  for  any- 
thing. 

MoetingR  were  held  during  tlie  day  by  Michigan 
Soatbcnif  Bock  Island,  Chicago  &  Northweftem,  and 
Milwiuikw  &  St,  Paul  Rjiilnwul  inen,  but  their  i)nwin.'d- 
ing8  were  kept  wcreL  **  No  one  knows  what  took 
plucc^''  says  a  letter  from  Chiot^,  '*but  from  cxprea- 
aions  gteai>e<l  among  the  men  to^ay,  it  seemft  that  they 
paftsoed  resolutions  of  sympathy  for  their  striking  br**th- 
ren  EobU  One  tbioj^  has  boon  apparent  all  day.  Where 
the  men  were  silent  yesterday,  they  freely  discuss  the 
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practicftbility  of  a  strike  to-dny-  The  men  M17  tliftt 
the  roads  must  ncccdc  to  the  dt^mands  of  Mii;  vrorkmen. 
Rntln^nd  iiifn  ofjin  cI>l»>i.m  are  exceedingly  uneasy,  and 
although  they  will  say  little,  they  are  evidently  deeply 
flbaorbed  in  contemplating  the  progrosa  of  the  rovolu- 
tioTi^ry  movement  weAtwanl.  Along  the  trocka  of  the 
severul  lines  converging  in  thin  city  lUtlo  knot«  of  (iro- 
menr  enj^meerB,  hrakemen  and  tracknicn  mny  bo  seen 
engaged  in  earnest  convereiilloiu  but  when  approaelied 
by  reiKirttrra,  ilwy  mfttiifefit  a  strong  dimncUnation  to 
converge  on  thi3  viiljject  witli  outMiJers,  and  answer  all 
qucetioiia  with  ominous  lookfi  or  a  dubiouR  slmke  of  the 
heaiL  Orders  have  been  given  thia  afternoon  to  eiis- 
pend  nil  fivij-ht  Lraitis  on  t!ie  P!ttMbiii-|^h,  Fort  Wayne 
jc  Chicngo  road,  and  the  managers  will  not  attempt  to 
run  any  &eightd  out  of  Cbioa^  until  tho  exdtomcnt 
mihfliflefl."         , 

The  excitement  oontinued  during  the  23d.  The 
etreeta  were  thronged  with  people  hurrying  from  point 
to  point  in  search  of  new^  and  spreading  the  moot 
alarming  rumors.  The  railroad  men  appeared  to  be  tho 
mo«t  quiet  chi««,  Tho  citt2i*na  hitd  little  fear  of  them^ 
their  dread,  a^on  the  previoua  day,  being  excited  by 
the  communiatd. 

The  city  authoritieii,  in  the  meantime,  were  fjuietly 
but  rapidly  preparing  to  deal  with  the  mob.  It  was 
decided,  if  a  conflict  did  come,  to  put  down  the  out* 
break  at  once  and  with  vigor,  ^diaketa  were  aent  to 
th«  various  statiun-iiouseH  for  tlw  use  of  the  policej  and 
three  piecca  of  cannon  were  placed  in  charge  of  an 
artillery  company  organised  for  the  purpose.  The 
militia  regiments*  of  the  city  werv  ordered  under  arms 
by  the  Governor,  and  were  directed  to  aaaist  the  muni- 
cipal authoritiea  whenever  called  upon.

On  the  night  of  the  2341,  a  mruis-mt^tmg  of  tiie 
"Onuiil  Army  vf  SlJirvatioiv"  «w  iKry  niyM  them* 
Bclves,  was  held  in  Market  street  Ten  tliou^ond  per^ 
eonft  were  present.  At  eight  o'clock  the  crowd  began 
to  gather,  and  a  little  later  the  tovchliglit  prooeKBionfl 
from  the  various  divisions  of  the  city  arrived,  amid  th« 
deafening  cheers  of  the  crowd.  Stands  were  at  once 
improvised  and  spcfikora  supplied  in  quick  eucccsaion. 
Six  men  addresML-d  th©  crowd  at  once  in  English  and 
Genrnin,  and  in  the  ino^t  inflammatory  language.  Tho 
epcakern  openly  uppt^aled  to  the  multitude  to  vise  and 
follow  the  example  of  their  brethren  in  the  East.  Said 
onu  of  the  Dirn  : 

'*We«  Uboring  men,  havo  common  cause  with  tho 
railroftd  fltrikera  at  Pittfiburgfa,  and  we  must  rifle  up  in 
our  mi^lil',  and  fight  for  our  rights.  Better  a  thousand 
of  us  bo  »hotdowu  ia  tho^reet«  than  tefa  thousand  die 
of  sUrvation." 

Tlao  niufting  broke  up  at  half^piwt  clf^&n,  after  re- 
solving to  raei*t  at  the  KUtiie  place  the  next  morning  at 
totL  o'clock*  to  «igii  the  plaifonn  of  tJie  Laboreru'  League. 
They  lell  without  diHorder^  carrying  their  bonneni 
bearing  eiieh  inncriptions  an  "We  Want  Work,  Not 
Charity;"  '*  Life  by  Work,  or  Death  by  Fight" 

It  was  evident,  on  the  night  of  the  2>3d,  Ihfit  the 
disBatisfuction  of  the  railroad  men  waA  approacliing  a 
crisis.  On  tho  morning  of  the  24th  of  July,  it  cul- 
minated in  a  general  open  strike  of  the  rallro^  hands. 
Early  in  the  morning  the  employ^  of  the  Michigan 
Central  Railroad  wnt  a  committee  to  the  officers  of  that 
road  and  demanded  the  restoration  of  tJieir  former 
wages.  The  general  suporintomivnt  rcfuBod  to  accede 
to  their  demand,  and  the  committee  withdrew.     The 
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emp!oy&  of  the  road  ot  once  stopped  work  and  joined 
the  strike.  Tlifr  company  made  no  eQbrt  to  send  out 
any  trains  (hirittg  tht-  ihty,  iomI  eoujie<juent1j'  there  vtoM 
no  diAlurbatictf. 

At  nine  o'clock  the  freight  men  on  the  Illinois  Ceiv 
Iral  who  work  in  fiixt]  nmimd  the  j  imis  quu^lly  fltopj>ed 
work.  They  v-'ere  tlie  ewitchiiieu  and  helpers  who 
make  up  the  trains,  numbering  about  twentj-fivei  tho 
laborera  who  handle  freight  in  the  freight  houses,  nam- 
beriiig  about  one  hundi-ed,  mid  the  men  who  pick, 
assort  and  store  the  freight  in  the  cars,  numburing 
about  forty.  They  were  incited  to  Btrikc  by  %  delo* 
gation  from  the  Michigtin  Crntnd,  and  by  the  general 
feeling  of  diEsaliafncliun  nl  the  jvihii^lton  of  puy  winch 
pervaded  every  class  of  railroad  emploj'^fl-  The  strike 
woe  orderly,  and  the  men  exhibited  no  ill  diepoaition, 
sBve  tu  exceptional  caseii. 

The  first  action  tak^n  by  the  freight  men  waa  the 
informal  appointment,  by  general  consent,  of  a  delega- 
tion of  four  fmm  t!]e  swilclimen  and  tram-makers  to 
call  upon  Jo«epIi  Tucker,  numter  of  tmiiF^porUltion,  and 
ascertain  whether  the  wof^vs  could  not  be  restored. 
They  found  Mr,  Tucker  in  hia  dfljuc.  He;  received 
them  pleodontly^  and  talked  to  tliem  iairly  and  Aquarely. 
The  men  acted  reasonably  and  like  nten,  Itedides 
these,  there  was  present  Mr.  Thomas  Tusiin,  tho  local 
freight  agent.  The  men  oaid  that  they  repiv^nted 
only  the  switchmen.  On  July  lut  a  spnal  redurtion, 
not  extending  to  other  employ&,  had  been  made  in 
their  pay,  and  they  frjlt  that  injustice  hod  been  done 
in  making  them  specially  subject  to  a  decrease  in 
»aUry.  They  had  l>n»n  called  upoa  to  join  In  th« 
general  strike,  and  they  now  wanted  to  knov  whether. 
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J  00,  a  restoration  might  not  be  promited. 
If  not,  tliey  would  have  no  reawrin  to  give  the  other 
BtrikerH  for  not  Joining  them,  and  so  would  he  forced 
into  tho  revolt.  Tho  delegation  claimed  that  theao 
rtductionfl  had  been  mode  only  on  the  men  they  repre- 
sented, And  thifl  they  considered  unfair.  Mr.  Tucker 
expliiincd  thiit  it  was  n  mti^taken  idea  that  unequal 
reduction  hod  been  made  by  skipping  certain  dcpart- 
nientA,  ItT^ring  thum  undiHturhed.  Of  caunse,  if  the 
inoii  wished  to  *triko  he  eould  not  prevent  it,  imd, 
tliough  he  (li^'plored  8uch  action  and  hoped  they  would 
try  to  prevent  it,  and  preserve  tho  harmony  which  had 
always  existed,  yi^t,  if  iUviy  did  wtop  work,  he  would 
shut  up  the  freight  houses  at  once.  The  comtnittee 
kfb  di^satt^erfied,  however,  and  went  out  and  rejxirted  to 
the  men,  who  Rturted  immediately  to  go  to  tlie  Miclii* 
gan  Southern  yards  to  consult  with  the  men  there. 
Tlio  result  was  tho  visit  of  ajiother  delegation  to  the 
official^  which  wiiid  more  un^iatidfaeUiry  than  the  firi^t. 

The  crowd,  eompofted  of  some  500  Michigan  Central 
and  Illinois  Central  men,  then  started  in  procession 
to  visit  the  otlier  yards  and  enforce  a  etrike.  They 
proreeded  first  to  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio,  where  the 
ntei)  fell  in  n?udily  and  wiihuut  much  per^uasioiL  The 
crowd  of  howling  men  and  boys  then  marched  to  tho 
Bock  Iflland  yard,  between  Fift^x^nth  and  Sixteenth 
streets.  wh(*n;  they  took  the  men  ofT  their  i>ngines  uud 
told  them  they  must  quit  The  mob  frhut  the  water 
off  tho  tunku,  and  when  everything  wa^  fixed  to  suit 
them  tlicy  started  for  tho  Chicago,  Rurltngton  & 
Quincy.  Jlere  the  men  did  not  offer  the  moeJt  (eehle 
resistance,  but  left  their  engines  aud  switches  at  tho 
word  cf  coiamand  from  the  tnob.    The  agent  of  the 
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Rock  Island  freight  liotise  *Tnit  Ih*  floors  nt  i\%e\r 
approacl),  but  was  soon  oompelliMl  lo  Ojicn  ihom  ngoun. 
The  crowd  visilod  the  Chicago  &  Alton  freight  depots 
but  were  met  by  the  men  of  tliat  roftd  who  liftd  quit 
the  company,  having  stopiipt!  the  trafliCj  both  pavaeu- 
ger  and  ireight  The  crowd  scattered  then  into  small 
partica,  one  of  -which  (numbering  about  five  hundred) 
marched  north  to  Van  Burcn,  across  the  bridge  to  Mar* 
ket  KtR'ct,  stopping  at  Iho  »loiicyntxl  uf  J.  F>,  Bush, 
where  ihcrc^  were  ftlwut  thirty-five  men  nt  work.  They 
tried  to  pereuodc  the  men  to  join  them,  but  they  refuftedf 
Miying  that  they  were  siitiKrit'tl^  iUnt  Nfr  Kiiiih  vtss 
paying  them  all  he  could  ftlTnrd — ^  ]>er  day.  Sotnit^ 
loud  talk  wa8  indulged  in,  but  tbo  stone  men  wero^^ 
firm ;  »o  the  crowd  let\,  dwmdliii';  away  as  they  fltra^^ 
gled  alonff. 

About  nine  o'clock  this  mommg  a  party  of  boys  and 
men  marched  along  Twcnty-**C€oiid  ftreet,  thTX>ugU  the 
luinU-r  yardtt  and  the  vic^iniiy  of  the  pl;uiing  milht. 
Tbey  eanied  a  banner  inscribed,  "Justice  and  Lil^ 
erty — Grand  Maes-Moeting  This  Evening."  They 
vent  to  the  gash,  door  and  blind  factory  of  Palmer, 
Fulk'T&Co,,  nnd  ask^-d  to  be  irHowc-d  to  go  throixgh 
tlie  shop  and  talk  with  the  workmen.  This  reqooel 
was  refused,  whereupon  some  threats  were  mndo  by 
diWVrent  nieml^ers  of  tlie  strikhig  party.  Finally  lh« 
proprietors  told  them  they  wuuld  stop  work  atonce  and 
let  them  talk  with  their  M-orkmen  outside.  At  half-past 
nine  work  was  stopped.  The  Chicngo  Planing  Mill 
Company  nlso  stopped  work-  Dufuiir  Rrotliera  &  Rowe*9 
planing  miilcloecHl  »t  noon.  The  Union  Planing  Mill 
Company,  Goss,  PliillipP  &  Co.,  and  G,  W,  Pinckney  & 
Co.  were  not  visited  by  the  strikers,  though  they  paased 
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along  the  street  by  them.  A  portion  of  t!ic  crowd  tlmt 
giLthereJ  fir^t  At  the  BWitch  yarilfl  marctic-d  wc^tonSix* 
teenth  Ktrci^t  to  Blim  T^Iniid  nv<-nm^,  up  tln^  1utU*r  to 
IluUtcod,  nnd  thou  marched  hack  and  tbrth  in  that 
vicinity  for  haun*,  demanding  the  men  ehouid  quit  work, 

Tlicei;  men  and  U^yswere  not  the  agyrievi^d  raiU'oad 
men ;  they  were  mere  roughs,  loafers  and  d^-iul  k-ttta. 
They  made  their  first  oueet  upon  WiUoa'a  psckmg 
houac  at  that  pcunt.  The  lubarcra  inside  did  not  want 
lo  jilopj  tlif?y  were  getting  on  an  average  8160  iv  d;iy, 
hut  Mr.  Wilson,  swing  that  Ihe  mob  were  detennined 
to  have  their  own  way  or  eauHodcatniction  of  property, 
told  the  men  to  stop.  When  tli^^y  a»Aembled  on  the 
outsidti  of  the  hunm*  ht-  niiidt^  them  a  ftj>ee4^li,  df^cUnng 
that  he  would  nover  ask  a  man  to  work  for  le^s  tliaa 
$1.50,  The  men  elicerod  him  heartily,  and  taid  that 
Ihey  would  fiee  that  no  harm  wa5  dime  him;  that  they 
would  come  baek  as  .won  as  they  could. 

Prom  Wilaon'fi  the  crowd  went  north  on  the  ciuaL 
fllopping  every  kind  of  work- 

Amoiig  the  hiiger  works  which  the  mob  stopped 
wen^  the  Ex(!<jI»ior  Iron  Worl»,  National  Doiler  Works, 
Grcencbaum'tt  Iron  and  Nail  Work«,  C.  G.  Dixon's 
Wood  Moulding  Company,  and  the  Chicago  Die  oad 
Machine  Works.  There  were  some  giui  stores  near 
Crane  Brothers',  into  which  some  of  the  roughs  entered, 
but  weiH}  disappointed  on  Jiuding  that  the  means  of 
killing  had  been  removed. 

Theai  outmgf^s  of  the;  mob  warnE?d  the  authorities  to 
bo  on  the  alert,  and  every  effort  was  nmdo  to  prcporo 
for  iwy  emergency.  The  Ki"st  and  Second  Volunteer 
Regimeuta  and  the  Elbwortli  ZonavL'*  were  hidd  in 
reodinewi  at  their  annorles;  the  Grand  Army  of  tho 
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Republic  prepared  to  turn  out  with  full  ntnkii  vrh^D- 
(.■V4T  CJillf-d  ii|ritn  ;  atkI  il  Ijii'^t-  niiiiilx-i'  uf  r^piHrial  piiliofv 
mon  wore  ffwoni  in  aiid  anned.  The  M&jor  liuucd  the 
foLloving  proclnmation : 

To  th«  Citiicnfl  of  Chicago: 

TI'^CTTrw,  The  milrwid  troubles  and  [Strikes  whicli 
ha\*e  takeu  plact*  in  ecvornl  of  the  lar^re  cities  in  the 
country  hiive.  m  most  cnsea,  been  attended  with  in* 
cendiiirinn  and  plunder;  mid,  \\herea^  seme  uf  the 
emptoyca  of  a  few  of  the  railroads  in  thia  cit^'  liave 
etmck  for  an  advance  of  wageB*  and  have  been  joined 
by  the  operatives  in  eomeof  our  factorioe^  and,  whereas, 
it  ia  feared  that  the  hnd  and  vicious  element  in  this 
community  will  neire  thia  ait  a  favoraljle  opportunity  to 
destroy  property  and  commit  plunder;  therefore, 

I,  by  tbc  authority  vested  in  mc  oa  Mayor  of  the 
city  of  Chicof^,  call  on  all  good  citizens  to  aid  in  en- 
forcing the  laws  and  oi-diuaiiceA,  and  iu  suppresHing 
not  iind  (Hlier  dixonlrrl  v  cutidiirt,  1\t  thizt  end  I 
request  that  the  cilizcna  orgmizc  p»troL«  in  their 
re;«|K*ctivc  neighborhoods,  and  keep  their  women  and 
children  oflTtho  public  bij^hwuye. 

Proud  of  the  do*<Tvrd  R'putntion  of  nil  cla»se4  of  our 
people  ns  luw-uhiding  citi/rns^  1  truwt  and  Wlievc  no 
act  will  be  Huflcred  or  pemutted  by  any  of  them  now 
which  wmild  difignxco  ua  in  our  own  cstimalion  and 
thai  of  the  country  at  lar^\  The  workinpnen  must  ro- 
tn^jinber  that  all  induHtrie*  aro  ttufH-nng  from  financial 
depR-'M^icn  (bnnighout  the  eoiiiitry,  ami  that  nrt»  uf 
violence,  in^^te^  of  tending  to  rectify  their  wronga^ 
will  tend  to  deprive  them  of  all  Hy:npathy-  The  city 
goxTrnmcnt  hiu  mad<»  amplo  preparation  to  prot>^ct  tho 
livew  nnd  pni|KTly  of  nil  eilrxi.'Tii*,  and  any  luwIeNv  act^ 
will  be  promptly  detected  and  puni^lietl.

TUtH  waft  followed  by  a  M'cond,  eloMiii^  tlie  lifjuor 
aaloona  of  the  city.     It  was  aa  follows :

In  the  name  of  the  City  of  Chicago — A  Prcx^lamation  : 

TFiWfTiA,  The  public  mind  if<  unduly  exdted  owing 
to  minora  of  filrikea,  and  tlie  tnci  that  flome  excited 
and  bad  men  nre  congregating  and  endeavoring  to  pro- 
mote confiigiori  and  disorder^  trnd  deixning  it  for  the 
b^t  j]iterei(ti»  of  our  citi^n^  of  alt  dnases  that  no  eauae 
l»e  given  or  [)ennltted  to  iiiflnence  paflaiima  or  [ir^ju- 
dices ;  tlicrefore,  by  virtue  of  the  power  and  authority 
vested  in  nic  aa  Mayor  of  tl;e  city  of  Chicn^,  I  hereby 
order  Uiat  all  mloons  in  the  city  be  closed,  ftnd  that 
DO  liquor  bo  Kold  by  any  liconted  saloiin  keeper  or 
others  fmin  and  nfter  six  oVloclc  P,  M.  of  tbi«  date  until 
further  notice,  under  penalty  of  the  law  and  torfeiture 
of  license. 

All  patrolmen  and  policemen  are  hereby  in«trttcted 
to  see  that  this  oi"dtT  ia  promptly  and  vigomiwly  en- 
forced. M.  IIeath,  Mftyor. 

On  the  Bamo  day,  Governor  Cullora,  of  Illinois.  iKsned 
a  proclamation,  in  which,  after  reciting  that  troubles 
were  occurnng  in  certain  StateSj  be  called  upon  tho 
pcoplo  to  aid  in  inxLintainiiig  tho  2>e£ico;  enjoined  vi^- 
laucu  upoa  mivyorti,  f^henlT^  and  others  in  authority  in 
suppressing  Tiolcncc,  twd  declared  all  tbeac  quceUona 
muflt  be  regulated  by  ballots  instead  of  mobe. 

The  merclmnh*  of  tbe  city  h1m>  arnit^d  tlieir  employAi 
and  made  preparations  to  defend  their  eatablUbmentfi 
against  tho  mob.  *^The  airiko,'*  Baid  a  Chica^  letter, 
written  on  the  25th,  '"haa  brought  busineas  at  the 
banks  to  a  complete  standstill.  The  express  comiMiniea 
are  unabb  to  receive  currency  for  shipment,  henc^  the 
city  banks  ore  unable  to  respond  to  the  CAlla  of  country 
institutions  for  fniids.  The  inipnsstbility  of  obtaining 
currency  from  N^'w  York  \*  aW  inconvenient,  and 
placed  ^me  of  tlic  baaka  who  had  previoufily  tele- 
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j^rAptM^d  thera  lor  furida  to  bo  fcnvftrdod  by  oxprci^s  in 
Ati  awkwnrd  position.  E^cchango  id  virtually  unsalable 
Trota  the  fact  that  it  is  deemed  useless  to  remit  IJftat 
with  th«  ex|wct»tbn  that  it  will  go  through.  To  us* 
the  c!:pre8sion  of  a  prominent  banker,  they  aro  ^com* 
pletoly  tiod  up,  being  ahort  at  both  ends  and  in  the 
mirhlle/ 

**  To-day  tho  police  and  the  mobs  have  met  face  lo  Cice 
about  a  dozen  times.  On  Twcnty-«eoond  strcot,  which 
penetrnte-H  tlie  lumber  dwlrjcts,  two  skirmishes  occurred- 
Tlie  police  were  ftUacked  with  fttones^  clubs  and  miHalles 
of  all  kinds,  but  they  did  not  loee  thoir  temper  nor 
their  patience,  and  bloodshed  was  avoided.  Thoy  have 
be«n  pm\'oked  to  the  very  verge  of  madnesn  rteveral 
tim<?8  durinf^  the  day;  nmny  of  them  have  Ix'cn  hurt 
severely  with  elube  and  «<oace,  but  tliey  have  obeyed 
orders  and  bcha^'cd  admirably. 

''Then?  were  an  inmiy  u«  tw«nty  dilTeirnt  moba 
parading  the  city  at  all  hours  from  wvcn  o'clock  this 
moriung  up  to  the  present  writing.  These  mobs  vi^tcd 
the  factories,  wagon  shopa^  Toundries  stone  ^-ards  and 
lumber  yards  on  their  line  of  march,  and  prevailed, 
either  by  ar^ment  or  threata,  upon  the  tncn  to  strike 
work  and  help  to  swell  their  crowd/' 

At  noon  on  the  25thj  the  as^x^ct  of  afTaira  Bcemed  bo 
threatening^  and  the  size  of  the  commumat  mob  ap- 
peurcd  to  be  increasing  ao  rapidly,  that  the  Mayor 
issued  a  proclamation  asking  all  good  citizens  to  orgon- 
iju;  theinm.*lv4<i<  into  safuly  guards  in  tiicir  n-spective 
ward^s  called  upon  all  to  respect  the  laws,  and  asked 
aid  And  encouragement  for  the  military  companies  then 
under  tiniiH, 

This  was  followed  soon  aTter  by  an  address  signed  by 
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the  Mayor  and  a  number  of  llic  K'nillrigf  meix^hanta, 
bankers  and  journalLsU  of  t\ie  city,  calliu^  for  a  f^rsjid 
maas-moeting  at  the  Tabernacle  at  half-jjaiLt  three  r.  K. 
At  thie  mectiDg  there  were  fully  atxty  tlioaAAnd  busi- 
ness men  present,  and  a  resolution  was  adopted  approv- 
ing iht?  course  of  the  authorities,  and  standing  by  thciA 
in  thoir  efibrte  to  preserve  the  pc4M;e.  A  epecial  mcet> 
ing  of  the  City  Council  wru*  iilso  held,  and  a  reaolution 
wiw  adapled  giving  the  Mayor  |dvn*ry  powpra>  The 
merchants  held  meotinga  in  diflV'reut  pixrto  of  the  city 
at  night,  for  the  purpose  of  el1<;rcting  an  organiiation. 

Tli«  strength  of  the  mob  waa  variously  eKLiin:tt4.*il  at 
from  2S,000  to  40,000  men.  During  the  night  they 
cautted  serious  trouble.  A  mob  gathen^d  at  the  Chicago^ 
Burlington  &  Quincy  round  house,  on  Sixteenth  Atn-et, 
soon  ader  dark^  and  began  to  put  out  the  fire  in  llie 
engines.  For  near  an  hour  they  stoned  the  building 
and  crowtlcd  around  the  yards,  when  all  at  once  a 
s<]^tiad  of  police  that  had  been  Bummoned  rushed  up  and 
were  met  by  a  volk-y  of  stones.  Tht^  officers  Jrew  their 
revolvers  and  fired  on  the  mob,  which  rctrealud  at  tho 
first  fire.  Three  men  fell ;  one  was  carried  awny  by 
the  mob.  It  is  Biud  thiit  sixteen  were  wounded  by  the 
firing,  which  lasted  for  ten  minuteH. 

The  officers  at  length  exhauated  their  cartridgcfl  iind 
cliargetl  upon  the  crowd  with  their  clubs,  when  lliey  re- 
treated up  Halstcad  street.  Soon  after  the  scjuad  re- 
tired the  TtLbblo  returned  and  stopped  the  Btreet  cars  on 
the  IlalAtead  street  viaduct,  stoning  the  inmates  until 
they  alighted.  One  car  vox  torn  to  piecos,  and  the 
others  taken  to  the  stable  a. 

The  rioters  next  broke  into  a  gitn  ehop  at  No.  1&2 
South  IFaUtead  etreetr  completely  gutted  it,  taking  away 
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broecVloadlng  shot  gims,  one  humlrefl  and  fifty  re- 
Tolvers,  and  several  kegs  of  powder.  Thu'y  tlieii  jmssr^d 
ulT^outb  towunl  Bridgeport^  and  gave  no  further  UuuMe 
during  the  day. 

During  tbc  idUrnoonf  a  strong  force  of  regular  tn>opfl 
ArrivtMl  at  Olucagij  Trom  Iho  fur  West.  The  pi-ospect 
wa»  no  threatening  that  it  was  d4><>nied  beat  to  hold  them 
At  Chicago-  On  the  26th,  an  additional  force  arrived, 
making  twelve  conipaiiie^^  of  rcgubira  in  all.  They 
wi're  coninianded  by  Culoiwl  John  H.  King,  of  the  9th 
Infantry,  and  were  quartennl  at  the  Exhibition  build- 
ing. All  were  veteran  Indian  fighters,  and  men  who 
C4inld  be  relied  upon  in  aity  emergency.  Thinr  spirit 
ivfli^  happily  shown  in  the  following  conversation 
between  one  of  the  men  of  the  0th  Infantry  and  a 
rioter: 

''One  of  the  0th  Infantry,  a  tall  Virgininnf  wa^ 
Bpoken  to,  as  he  was  oR  duty,  and  the  committee  of 
riolera  aent  to  w>und  the  regulars  began  by  wishing  to 
know  if  be  waan*t  a  workingman  at  home. 

"'To  be  sure  I  am/  said  be;  Tve  bod  to  work 
mighty  hard  for  what  Tvc  goL' 

" '  A  good  many  of  the  other  boya  arc  workingmen 
too,  I  vuppoM'  V 

*''Ye8;  I  don't  believe  there's  a  real  capUalitt  in  my 
whole  company;  all  of  us  hnd  to  work  before  wc  en- 
liatcHl,  and  fiod  kiit)WH  wo  have  worked  Kiufre/ 

'**Wcll,  then,  1  don't  think  you  would  fight  mighty 
bard  to  kill  a  fellow-workman  who  vae  trying  to  get 
bis  rights  t  you  would  moat  likely  Gre  a  little  too  high, 
chT' 

**  *  I  never  heard  of  any  such  thing  as  that/  said  the 
soldier,  *  and  I  don't  believe  it's  in  any  book  of  tactics. 
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SBiit  rd  jeet  113  leavtt  fts  not  tell  joii  what  we  will  do 
wilh  miy  one  who  tnes  to  kc<op  a  man  from  working 
here,  or  who  don't  do  as  we  tell  him  plumb— gut 
0ti«i^ht;  vre'll  mighty  likely  put  one  of  thpM>  hvm 
(pulling  a  cartridgD-shvll  frr^m  his  bf^'lt)  right  through 
his  liver  And  things,  Fin>  high!  Why,  dumn  your 
mn\»,  there  ain't  any  Buch  commnnd,  nnd  there  woQ*t 
b«  till  UitB  ruw'j*  ov^-r,'" 

On  the  morning  of  the  2Cth,  the  Governor  of  lUinois 
lade  A  formal  demand  upon  the  President  of  tlie 
United  States  for  troopH,  And  nnlem  were  immediately 
sent  to  General  Sheriilaii'it  heiul-(]uarters  at  Chicago^ 
directing  him  to  plaee  the  troops  in  thcit  city  under  the 
orders  of  the  Stn,te  authorities.  Colonel  Drum,  General 
Sheridaa*fl  adJutanUgeneral,  at  once  aent  the  following 
despatch  to  the  Governor:

The  Governor  replied  as  ibilowa :

Tou  will  pka^  report  to  the  Xfnyor  of  Clticogo^  Oad 
act  in  cuncu<rt  wUh  him  in  putting  down  th«>  mobs  and 
rio^s  and  in  ket?pmg  the  peiwv  and  protecting  ihe 
property  of  the  people.

Chicago  was  profoundly  excttetj  on  the  morning  of 
the  26th  of  July,  and  it  was  generally  felt  that  the  day 
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voiUd  not  piwa  without  a  Aerioua  conSict  iviUi  the  mob. 
Tilt-  riiitei's  r;a11(-(]  thenifielvps  warkingineik,  hut  tht-y 
were  generallj'  loafers  niiJ  btiiiuuers  who  ne\'«r  did  an 
honest  day'a  work.  Tho  leaders  were  communidtd. 
But  few  honest  workmen  were  found  in  the  crowd,  &nd 
the  railroAd  incrn  coiiM  ncarcfly  \>*j  st*<?n  in  it. 

About  nino  o'clock  in  tho  ttiorniiig  a  mooting  of  self- 
Btylcd  workmen,  mainly  mode  up  of  rougha  and  loafopa, 
was  convcnci.1  mb  Tiirmi'  Hall,  in  W«t  Twelfth  ntn-ft, 
within  a  block  and  a  lialf  of  the  [M>lice  I'tulion,  No- 
body Kccmed  to  know  whnt  Avas  going  on,  but  it  was 
understood  that  certain  cari>entcr^  and  cabinet  makers, 
n>i»rfw?nt!nj,  or  claiming  to  represent,  their  repp<>ctive 
trades,  wore  gathered  there  for  conference.  The  mob 
began  to  gather,  and  surged  up  and  down  on  the  side- 
walk and  in  the  street,  a  howling,  yelping  mob  of  irre- 
RponMble  idiota.  They  talked  of  whut  they  were  going 
to  do,  and  how  they  had  fzotten  things  all  their  own 
way,  every  language  except  Chinese  being  used.  Tho 
communistic  ctrmvnt  was  hirgeiy  fL-prewrnlcd,  many  of 
tlic  lowext  class  of  Polea  and  KuliL»mians  being  on  hand. 

About  ten  o'clock  a  body  of  twenty-five  policemen 
appeared  on  the  scene.  As  they  nearcd  the  surging 
cixjwd^  the  hooting  and  howling  became  terrific,  and  tho 
mob  began  to  pelt  ttio  ofllcers  with  bricks,  stones,  and 
other  missiles.  The  police  stood  tho  attack  quietly  for 
a  few  minutes;  but  thi»  encouraging  the  mob  to  greater 
violence,  a  cliargi.^  wilh  onli^ivd^  aiul  iha  lurn  ttinit-d 
Upon  their  as^ailanta,  hitting  right  and  left  with  their 
club^  and  hittiug  to  hurt. 

Outride  the  poliro  station  wa.i  another  detat^hment 
of  ofilcera,  numbering  about  a  score,  who  apeedily  came 
to  the  asstiftanco  of  their  comrades.  There  was  if  very 
u 
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lively  figlit  for  a  feur  miniiteftj  but  ^ncipline  and  orgAii* 
k&tion  proved  too  much  for  the  rioters,  wlio  were  noosi 
put  to  rout.  The  poHco,  hnviaj^  dispoecJ  of  Ibo  out- 
eiders,  forced  tliclr  \%~tiy  into  tlic  halL  In  the  ei^cond 
story  tliry  found  n  patiii>:<trickori  mob  of  i>erhap»  one 
huiulrxn)  ami  Hfty,  who,  in  their  fninticcflurtH  loe^itpe, 
ran  hithcrdud  thilljcr  like  mliiin  apit,  Manyjumped 
from  the  windows,  and  ao  gained  the  street,  bat  some 
Rt^i/i^il  dinint  nni]  olJu^r  pif?i?<*H  of  ruriiiUire,  with  which 
they  atti'inptod  to  defend  themselves.  A  pood  many 
were  hurt  during  these  opemtiona,  but  none  fatally, 
and  onlyone  of  the  special  police  received  any  damage. 
He  wsiM  led  bnek  to  the  iihLtion,  wIji-i-o  it  wiw  found 
that,  anido  from  a  cut  on  the  IiencI,  of  no  great  depth, 
he  ^vus  all  right,  aiid  he  remained  on  fltation  duty  dur- 
ing the  day.  The  crowd  spread  itwelf  over  the  neigh* 
horhood,  many  of  the  rioters  having  received  a  le-sson 
which  will  lead  them  to  reepect  the  ^xjlice  a  trifle  more 
in  the  future. 

Wliilo  the  noting  about  Turner  tlnll  was  in  progpeas, 
a  crowd  of  buyit  and  roughs  gntherL^d  about  the  Kalstead 
street  viaduct.  The  street  car*  were  etopped,  and  for 
some  time  it  nppeared  a^  if  the  roughs  were  to  have 
everything  their  own  way.  A  dt^nchinent  of  Ivp-enty- 
fivc  policemen  fient  to  difipento  thom  wa*  received  with 
stonea  and  rcvolvere.  The  police  returned  the  (ire 
with  good  efre<:t,  knocking  over  several  of  the  rioters 
with  their  bullets.  But  ttie  crowd,  being  constantly 
swelled  by  reinforeemenlfi,  maintained  their  ground. 
Stones  were  throu-n  at  the  pohce  from  the  roofs  of 
tioufles  and  from  alleywayn.  IlEiving  i*xhnupted  their 
ammunition^  the  oflicer«  at  leugih  retired,  the  mob 
following,  booting,  yelling  and  throwing  etonos.     On 
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nvH-'ttiig  witli  n  <1etiiclLmeiit  sent  to  reinforce  Hn^m,  tlie 
police  turned,  and  made  a  vigorous  cimrge  on  the 
rioli>r9,  Olid  noattei-ed  them  in  all  directions. 

ThiA  defeat  by  no  means  di«liGOJl^acd  the  moh,  and 
they  gHthprc?d  agiiin  nt  the  H;d»tcjul  street  viaduct. 
By  eleven  o'clock  they  mnubon-d  fidly  tvn  Uimisaiid 
men  and  boys.  The  undecided  peacefuhic^  of  the 
horde  had  vatiishcd  i  their  numbers  eecined  to  inapii'C 
tlieui  with  the  valor  of  savages;  itnd  it  woa  evident 
thot  they  were  bent  on  violence,  and  would  heaitnte  at 
nothing.  The  iiopth  approach  to  the  lialatood  street 
viftdiict,  and  the  structtin*  it-nelf,  were  black  with  the 
ma^  of  rioters.  The  aspect  of  affaira  waa  so  threaten* 
ing  that  a  elrong  body  of  police  waa  ecnt  lo  the  viaduct 
with  orders  to  disperso  the  mob.  The  moment  the 
riotem  beheld  the  approach  of  (ho  polieo,  who  mEirched 
from  the  Harrison  street  station,  they  broke  iudificrimi- 
nately  and  Bed  to  the  other  »idc  of  the  viaduct,  bowling 
like  fiendsn  The  police  broke  into  a  run,  and  pjmued 
th4:m,  firing  a»  thc^y  ran.  A  counter  charge  wa^  made 
by  the  rioterd  in  an  attempt  to  paas  i\kG  police  on  tlie 
viaduct,  in  order  that  there  might  l>e  a  force  of  de^ 
pt'ra<hie»  on  each  «ide  *if  tln>  l)eleaguenid  peate  di'fi'ndi^i**. 
The  Bcheme  wiw  promptly  and  creditably  frustrated  by 
a  free  uac  of  the  baton  and  a  display  of  pistols, 
fTom  which  blank  cartridges  were  fired.  The  mob 
then  pitched  it^lf  headlong  down  the  deacent  a:!ross 
Sixteenth  street,  where  a  bolt  wa»  made.  A  large 
body  turned  west  on  Sxtccntb  atreet,  and  a  similar 
crowd  went  cast,  in  the  direction  of  the  ChieagOr  Bur^ 
lington  &  Quincy  freight  boaaeH.  There  was  a  brief 
moment  of  inactivity,  during  which  ibo  police  formed 
in  line  and  prepared  for  &  charge 
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Th)3<  wfui  Uie  Signal  for  n  rfiower  of  stonea,  pistol 
fthotn  ivnd  other  mtHeiloR.  For  a  little  time  the  wildO0( 
diaonlor  prevailed,  tind  it  wajf  evident  that  the  police 
wem  just  a  little  alarmed,  as  well  i\xe.y  niiglit  hnvc 
been,  at  the  overwhelming  force  arrayed  against  tbcm. 
For  holf  an  hour  the  diBcImi^o  of  weapons  was  kept 
up  at  short  intcrval.%  in  reply  to  ?itonca  that  were 
Vnng  continually  prllrd  dnwii  fn.im  idl  i»iiVs.  With 
every  moment  of  deUy,  during  which  the  noterd  waro 
unhnrmcdt  the  heltef  grew  in  their  nuiidd  that  the 
police  were  not  firing  hulletrt^  ami  thi'y  began  unrging 
near  a  central  focun.  Several  tiinos  diJ  ^  few  of  the 
more  during  attoinpt  to  break  in  upon  tho  police,  aDd 
each  time  they  M-ere  flucceaBfully  repnli^od. 

The  {Kjliee  had  iinyr  but  a  Few  rounds  of  ammunition 
left,  and  it  wait  evident  they  eould  not  stand  tJieir 
ground  much  lon^-er  unless  rcintbrcementa  came.  See- 
ing that  the  riotet-a  wem  again  closing  in  on  hiw  men,  na 
if  they  knew  they  eould  not  fire  many  more  times.  Ser- 
geant Butler  gave  orders  to  his  men  to  fire  off  rnpidly 
ail  the  charges  they  had  left,  and  at  the  same  lime  to 
withdraw  acnwH  the  viaduct  t^wardu  the  station.  Tho 
order  was  obeyed,  and  the  police  having?  exhausted  their 
ammunition,  formed  in  line,  and  started  back  across  the 
viaducts  The  tremendous  crowd  of  randdened  rottgha 
at  once  started  in  hot  pursuit,  throwing  volley  after 
ToUey  of  etonee,  which  fortunately  failed  to  do  wy 
damage.  The  police  attempted  to  guard  their  rotreat 
nt  firnt,  but  soon  found  it  al>si.dutely  iTn[K.iWM!bIe,  and 
they  turned  and  fled.  The  ehaiie  for  life  and  death  waa 
one  of  the  wildest  excitement.  The  vai^t  throng  hung 
cloM^ly  upon  the  heela  of  the  {lolicf^,  and  did  not  ce*ae' 
to  pursue  U11  the  latter  arrived  at  FiAeenth  stt«eL    The 
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poBjUon  of  the  police  was  now  critical  in  the  extreme, 
Tho  rioten  v«ro  prc^iEiinj;  ihcm  hiini,  and  unleK0  aj^^ist^ 
ancc  fihould  conic  it  was  pimu  tlicy  would  never  ixrocli  the 
»tat[on.  Al  thin  inomoiit,  however^  n  chfH-r  whji  h^'nixl, 
uiid  a  body  of  vclfrim  cavalry,  umler  Colonel  Agraiiio«t«p 
dndied  into  :lie  street  mid  rode  rai«dly  at  ilie  riouire, 
This  force  wa*  followed  by  aeveral  large  wagoii»,  fur- 
iiiKlK-d  by  Fit-lil  &  Ijoiti^r  atnl  J.  V.  Parwi^ll  &  Co., 
bearing  r^iiirorcementii  of  police.  Tlieee  came  up  on  a 
nin»  and  the  men  dit^motuited  and  joined  their  comrades, 
who  had  made  m)  gitllaiit  a  stand  against  the  mob. 

When  the*  rioti-TS  saw  the  cavalry  und  reinforcement b 
of  police,  they  tumudto  retreat.  Then  bo^n  thomotft 
dcatructivc  iM^^tic  of  the  morning.  As  tliey  tan  the 
police  brgjin  firing.  One  of  the  mob  waa  «hot  tliroiigh 
tlie  brain  nui  titf^tantly  ki1U-d ;  another  wa«  killei)  by  a 
projectile  hurled  by  one  of  bin  own  party.  The  police 
U9cd  tlioic  cluba  eflecttvely^  eparing  no  one  One  fellow 
wtu  hit  »  ti'Uiiig  blow,  that  crutihed  in  the  ba<?k  uf  hist 
»ku1h  Wben  he  fell  be  wad  borne  away  by  hia  com- 
rAdea,  The  police  made  no  attempt  to  croes  the  viap 
duct  a  aecond  time,  but  stopped  a  little  northward. 
Tlie  Cftvulry  pnidied  on  owr  tho  bridge  and  ilrovi'  back 
the  rioteffl.  I>unn^  the  remainder  of  ttie  day  the 
cavalry  were  kept  on  duty  in  tlie  vicinity  of  HiUtftead 
stroGt,  hrvaking  up  crowds  wherever  tliey  would  aJh^ct, 
and  capturing  riou-rit,  over  one  hundred  of  whom  were 
BCut  to  tho  btation  liouitcs. 

About  eleven  o'clock  orders  were  received  by  the 
Second  Illinoia  Regiment  to  proceed  at  onee  lo  the  scene 
of  dii«turbanee.  The  men  were  uistantly  gotten  under 
arme,  and  tlie  regiment  eet  out  on  the  double  quick  for 
Ilahttead  atreet^  accompaoied  by  two  pieces  of  artillery. 
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Tlio  mob,  tboiigh  cowt'd  by  the  firm  treatmoint  it  had 
received,  va«  not  yet  conquered,  and  rumors  vrero  con- 
ntantly  nnmiag  lato  the  city  nuLliorilii.'.-*  rif  fn?jtli    otit- 
breaks  m  the  eouthweslern  qimrlerof  tlie  city.     About 
half-pahit  twelve  o'clock  the  Mayor  called  upon  Colonel 
King,  oommanding  the  United  States  troope,  for  aid, 
und  two  companies  of  regulars  were  at  once  ordered 
out.     Am  the  veteniu  Indian  fighlers,  all  bronzed  and 
ragged,  filed  out  of  hdul-qunrtcrsiuid  marched  down  La 
Salle  ftlreel  towiird  Twelfth  Btn?el,  a  cIiwt  vriMit   up 
from  tbe  nsjfcmbk'd  crowd  that  fairly  i^hook  the  build- 
ing.    Their   soldierly  appcanvncc^  thc>ir  total  lack  of 
e^ccitement,  the  clockdike  K^gulnrity  of  tbtiir  step  and 
the  di* tormina t! on  depicted  iui  llic  c'{iiiiiti<nrinct*H  t>f  th^y 
commandtng  officers,  aad,  more  than  all,  the  appoarruico 
of  those  ounce-bore  Siwnccr  rillos  that  ehoot  sixtceQ 
times  without  loading,  indii^ated  that  should  thej  be 
called  into  action,  they  would  make  »hort  work  of  tbe 
mob.     They  proceeded  to  Twelfth  Btreet,  but  no  resist- 
ance Wfl»  offered  to  them  by  the  riotcra,  who   slunk 
away  sulknly  bt^fort-  thcuu 

During  thedayndditionnl  companiesof  regular  troops 
arrived.  The  regulars  were  poatcd  at  Yarioua  points 
in  tbc  city  which  were  believed  to  be  in  danger  The 
S*.'Cond  Illinois  Begimout  wiw  kept  on  iluly  ut  Uie  Ilal- 
8teud  alreet  viaduct,  ami  Iho  Firist  Regiment  wa»  uto 
tioncd  close  by,  Partiosof  cavalry  and  i)olico  patrolled 
tbe  city  during  the  day,  making  niiuiy  arrvHb<.  The 
rioters  did  not  dare  to  gather  in  force  again,  but  xniall 
crowds  constantly  ofi^mbled  on  the  streets  08  fafit  oa 
broken  up,  and  while  no  cflbrt  woa  made  to  oppose  the 
troops  with  force,  the  rit>tera  vented  their  rage  by  cnra* 
ing  tbom  roundly.    Sovoml  minor  encountor»  took  place 
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between  Ihe  police  and  the  mob  during  the  &nomooDp 
but  nil  gf^neml  outbreak  wa«  at Un^ plod.  The  rioljem 
were  Btill  noisy  aad  loud  in  their  threats,  but  they 
were  too  thoroughly  cowed  by  tlio  dGtermincd  attitude 
of  the  military  mid  police  to  attempt  &  rcDOWoI  of  their 
C'flurts  of  the  iDomhig- 

The  number  of  persona  killed  and  wounded  durin;; 
the  condictd  of  the  day  wad  aa  foilows:  killed  eleven, 
all  rloten;  mortally  woundi*d  thrvc,  till  rioters;  wound^rd 
eight  polioenieri  unj  thirty-five  ru>ler».  It  ifl  believed 
that  this  lUt  docs  not  reproseut  the  true  amount  of  the 
cottuolties.  The  riotera  curried  off  thdr  dead  and 
woiinilt^il,  and  it  is  pmbable  that  tliD  exact  number  will 
never  be  known.  Thu  litit  does  not  include  tlie  inju- 
ries received  by  the  riotora  from  the  cluba  of  the  police. 

The  night  of  the  2fllh  pasi^cd  away  without  further 
dUturbance,  the  city  being  held  by  the  regulars,  the 
volvinteeiB  and  the  police-  The  riolon*  were  feverish 
and  restless,  but  av'oided  a  conflict  TL<*y  had  lo^t  their 
courage,  otid  were  afraid  to  inv*i't  the  force  opjHMed  to 
them. 

On  the  morning  of  tbo  27th  a  crowd  was  reported  to 
be  gathering  at  the  oorncr  of  Archer  arcnue  niid  South 
UaUlt^jul  fttreelj  in  the  quarter  known  aa  *^  BridgeporL" 
Three  cavalry  companies  aiid  two  cumpanies  of  the 
Second  Regimeat  were  orJcred  to  tlie  ei>ot-  The  Board 
of  Trade  cavalry  and  Colonel  Agrumonte^A  vi;tcrana, 
some  three  huniln*i]  etrong,  n*paireil  to  the  hci'iil^  sup- 
ported by  the  infantry,  Tho  mob  wa«  dixpereod  with- 
out difliculty.  The  Halstead  street  viaduct,  the  ccene 
of  the  di?itnrbance  uf  the  [>rf*vioufl  diiy,  \rtvi  held  by  the 
Second  Kegnuent,  The  cavalry  patrulU^d  tho  western 
part  of  tho  city  throughout  the  day.    The  mob  was 
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Riillen  and  cmss,  but  it  wm«  beaten,  aiid  Llie  danger  was 
at  an  end,  Tlie  police  and  tiie  ca\*alry  bad  onJers  not 
to  ftlbw  people  to  gatlicr  in  crowda  in  tbc  fltrccta,  and 
thU  order  was  rigidly  ciiforcedp  Tbc  Mayor  iMucd  tbc 
following  procbLTUJiUoti : 

Tbo  eify  autboritk^e  baving  diep«m>d  ull  InwlesAiicsfl 
in  lljo  cily,  and  l;iw  tind  urdv.'r  Wmg  rt.'ston.'d,  I  now 
urge  find  request  alt  busineaa  men  and  emplcycni  gei*- 
crally  to  rceumc  work,  and  give  as  mucli  cmij!oynn.^ijt 
to  tboir  M-orkmcn  ns  fOfr^s\h\c.  1  cciiAidiT  tlni^  tlic  first 
duty  of  our  buKinostt  community.  I  »m  now  imipljr 
able  to  protect  tlicm  and  tht'ir  workman.  I*t  I'very 
one  resume  operations,  and  report  any  intcrfi.-rcncc  at 
police  bead-quarters.  Citis»?n3  orgBniaatvona  must  con- 
tinue in  foive,  and  on  no  account  relax  tlanr  vi^iknoet 
BB  tbe  eaui^e  of  trouble  is  not  local  and  not  yet  n-inovod. 
All  Bucb  organizations  ftliould  fi^nn  (bcniFclveft  into  [letv 
manent  bodies^  continue  on  duty  and  report  regularly 
aa  heretofore. 

A  number  of  arresla  of  notcrs  wew  made  during  the 
day,  among  tlieni  Mike  Clynch,  cue  of  ibc  mo^t  de»< 
perate  and  resolute  luadem  of  tbc  mol).  * 

On  tbe«veniu^of  tbe27tb  tbo  Fir«t  and  Second  Begi* 
mcnts  were  relieved  from  duly  at  Halstead  atrcet  and 
i\b  vidnity,  and  xrcre  inartbt*d  to  more  pleaatant  ipiarters. 

From  this  time  the  exfUemeiit  in  Chicaigo  grathially 
subsided^  Tbe  communist  leaders  aud  their  dijfiperate 
followers  eaw  that  tbcy  were  no  match  for  tbc  force  at 
tbe  command  of  tbe  autborities,  and  were  terrified  by 
tbe  wbclessile  arrests  of  tbcir  coinradcw.  Thi-y  )<lunk 
out  of  6i;;btf  and  in  ii  day  or  two  CIucafK^  was  enjoying 
its  normal  repose*    Tbc  railroad  men,  diabcartcued  by 
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thofiulurc  of  the  fitrikes  on  cthor  parts  of  their  roads, 
eurreiidercd  to  Iheir  reai}ecUvo  companioB,  and  returned 
to  duly  (vt  tJie  old  wages. 

Oilier  jmrU  of  nUnoifl  ahared  in  llie  general  excite- 
ment, but  no  serious  conflict  occurred,  nor  was  any 
great  damage  done  outside  of  Chicago.  At  Peoria  a 
mob  fieizf^d  MVcral  of  tlic  railroads  entering  the  city^ 
and  attempted  to  stop  t1ie  running  of  thu  truing.  The 
local  authoritiod  took  prompt  moa^uro^to  put  down  tbo 
outbreak^  and  the  volunteer  companies  of  tho  town 
wore  orderi?J  oni  1o  a.'saisL  the  j)olico.  On  iha  2rilh  of 
July  the  police  made  a  gallant  clinr^  on  the  mobj  mvj 
arrcstod  thrcoof  the  principal  lir^idcra.  The  priiftoncn 
were  taken  to  Uie  jail,  and  tlie  niob  fulluvred  with  the 
intention  of  rescuing  them.  The  n]ilit:try  at  once  re- 
paired to  the  jfill,  and  forced  back  the  mob  at  the  point 
of  the  bayonet.  The  mob»  deprived  of  itaiea^lers,  was 
powei'leHfl,  and  though  threata  were  fri^ely  indulged  in, 
no  further  violence  was  attempted.  On  the  morning 
of  the  2Tth  the  trains  wcreetitrtcd  on  the  various  roadu 
under  the  protection  of  the  troops.

Governor  of  Illinois, 
acting  iiud^r  iiuJ  by  the  autltority  gf  tli»  liiwn  uf  thU 
Stato,  do  commnnd  aII  »uc1i  rloloLis  nod  disonli'riy  per- 
tiuTiJ^  to  delist  and  return  to  their  homes,  nnd  do  cati 
ii]x)ji  all  ShuriOb,  Muyora  and  othirr  ulliccrd  charged 
wiUi  thti  «xucutioii  of  thu  la\v»  to  break  ut)  till  cunsptnu 
CIP»  a^^uist  the  rights  uf  ]>r()|icrty  mid  ai  peTHoriit,  aud 
to  thia  end  tocmploycvcryluwfiif  means  in  thrir  power, 
and  do  enjoin  upon  all  good  citi7:cna  to  Q^^iet  in  brin^ 
in^  about  the  restoration  of  ord^r,  tho  re«umptioQ  of 
business^  tlio  moving  of  ImiiiH,  and  the  revival  of  inanu- 
fuetures,  I  further  give  notice  that  the  entire  military 
force  ai  my  diapoflal  ad  Commander-in-Chief  of  the 
militia  will  be  employed  for  the  support  of  tho  civil 
authorities  in  this  endeavor,  and  that  orders  ^vill  l>c 
given  to  the  troops  to  u<ie  whatever  amount  of  fbroo 
may  be  nece*Aiiry  to  comjiel  o1>edience  lo  the  laws.

Louift  direct  comicction  with  the  StnU^»  lying  east  of 
tbo  girat  river.  The  eastern  end  of  the  bridge  \a  at 
BttHl  SL  TiontH.  iti  llio  State  of  lUiiHiis-  Ilt're  tiK'fihoiw 
and  round  liouites  of  tlie  various  railnjada  u^ing  the 
bridge  arc  located.  East  St.  Ix»uia  la  thus  a  very  im* 
portnnt  railromi  jKiiiit,  and  being  ao  cla^ly  connected 
with  tu  greatJ^r  neighbor  over  th*j  rivur,  the  Htrikes  on 
the  two  eidee  of  the  river  w«ro  really  one  movement, 
and  nuiat  be  treated  oa  such. 

Oil  tbe  22d  of  July,  Bigns  orcaccitemont  and  disaneo- 
tion  began  to  isbow  thcuiHi-lvt^A  at  East  St  Louis.  A 
secret  meeting  of  the  railroad  men  vro^  held  iu  the 
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aflenioon,  at  wliich  it  was  roiwlvcd  to  mak<t  n  formal 
dcma^nd  upon  tbc  various  lines  ccotnng  at  St.  Louts 
for  ail  increase  of  wage*,  and  to  innugumte  a  gi-ucral 
stnkCf  slic»uM  tho  ^L^numd  Ixr  rL^fuseJ. 

After  the  adjournmout  of  llio  Kocrct  m(>ctingf  an  ouU 
door  meeting  wii^  org^inia^cd,  in  wbicli  about  two  liun- 
dteil  inemljera  of  tliL'  Frencli,  Oprmntif  Riilu-iriini)  »tid 
Eiiglieli  Elections  of  the  workiiigmon's  party  of  tbo 
Unit<jd  Statta  from  St.  Louit^,  participated.  Their 
coming  miis  greeted  witli  cheers  and  much  enilni.*«[a.-«u]. 
Several  qH^eciies  were  made  by  tlie  leaders  of  this  sec- 
tion,  in  which  they  ofTcrcd  eympathy  for  tho  etrikcra, 
and  pledged  themselves  to  ataud  by  them  in  their 
struggle.  It  waa  stated  fiTini  the  atand  that  there 
would  he  another  meeting  at  iiight,  coinpoctud  »trict]y 
of  railroad  inen»  at  which  a  dt-'clanttion  of  thoir  purpose, 
and  what  action  they  projwsed  to  take,  would  be  made. 
Tbtf  eecLion  of  the  workingmt'i^H  party  alwve  n.*frrrvd 
to  held  ft  moetin^  at  Turner's  Hull  in  the  aAonioon, 
and  after  Beveral  speeches  on  tbc  hibor  quc:>tioii  in 
general^  and  th<;  pn^wrnt  situation  in  piirti€uhn\  Ihcy 
unaniraouKly  adopted  the  following  reKolutioi;»: 

TF7«Jnvw,  The  workingmen  of  the  dilTorent  railroads 
in  tliiH  country  are  rii^jng  nt  imiuMn  todemiuid  their  Just 
riglitx;  auft, 

WhcretMs^  The  United  Statoa  government  fans  allied 
itself  on  the  ^idc  of  capital  and  against  labor;  ther& 
for«, 

JirMjrtil,  That  we,  the  workingmen'a  party  of  the 
United  !Stutc£,  heartily  n^niguthiiu?  with  the  employ^ 
of  all  the  railroads  in  the  country  who  are  attempting 
to  Secure  juEt  and  equitable  reward  for  their  labor. 

Jtetohrft,  Tliat  we  will  stand  by  them  in  this  most 
rightMJu^  struggle  of  labor  against  robbery  and  oppre^ 
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Bion,  througli  good  and  i^vil  report,  to  the  end  of  thi) 

Tiie  demand  agreed  upon  by  the  meeting  of  nulroad 
nieit  y^&A  inmle  upon  tin*  vciHoiiK  coiiipunicM  on  tlti^  nlglit 
of  tho  22d,  but  was  rofiiaGd,  At  midnight  a  general 
Btrike  vaa  bc^un  on  all  the  roada  at  Knsi  8t.  Louta, 
On  the  morning  of  the  2Ild  it  wa«  aiiununc^d  hy  the 
strikot^  that  pnss^nger  and  mail  cars  might  be  rnn  on 
tho  eastern  roads,  but  that  no  freight  trains  would  bo 
permitted  to  paas.  The  men  were  fjuiet  And  orderly^ 
but  determined.  The  companies  generally  accepted 
the  Httuation,  and  made  no  effort  to  run  their  freight 
trriins.  The  men  of  the  Toledo  &  WaboBh  rond  had 
not  had  their  wages  reduced,  and  declared  that^  though 
they  had  no  f^rit'vance  against  their  company,  thoy 
struck  out  of  fullowflUip  for  tho  employ^  of  tlie  other 
roads. 

An  L^flbrt  wtM  made  during  tho  morning  to  uttart « 
IVci^ht  train  on  tho  Ciitcn^  &  Alton  road,  but  the 
strikers  stopped  it  and  took  it  bock  into  the  yard. 

Everything  waa  very  quiet  at  the  Union  depot,  and 
in  the  yards  of  the  Union  Railway  k  Transit  Company 
at  St.  Louid  during  the  morning.  One  elock  train  was 
allowed  to  croea  the  bridge,  but  none  were  permitted  to 
pass  after  twelve  o'clock. 

The  employ^  of  the  Transit  Company,  who  do  duty 
in  iiiflt  St  Louis,  fifteen  in  number,  Btnick  with  the 
firemen  and  brakemen  of  the  railroad.  The  cmploy<?B 
of  the  company  oi  the  St*  I^uih  mde  of  the  riwr,  wb'iJMT 
dnties  are  performed  nt  and  in  tlie  vicinity  of  the  Union 
depot  in  moving  trains  in  the  yardn,  through  the  tun*- 
net,  and  nc.nwi  llm  bridge,  did  not  formally  strike,  but 
they  were  idle  for  the  rcnson  that  there  was  nothing 
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for  them  to  doj  aa  die  Htrikeni  across  (he  river  wou]d 
not  permit  iho  freight  trains  to  prw*. 

The  Transit  Company  rcaciadcd  their  order  for  a 
rodtiction  of  the  l^'n  per  cont,  on  wftges,  and  notiJled 
tla-ir  eriiito_v6i  to  llnit  ofToct,  hut  the  latter  took  no 
notice  of  it  During  nil,  the  trains  on  the  Mtft^ouri^ 
i'ociKc  &  bt.  Louj»p  Kansas  City  &  Northern  rvtuis 
went  out  and  cmiu^-  in  as  unital,  ihert;  being  no  ntnke 
on  thoae  roads  yet,  nor  had  the  employ<^'»  niauifc^ti^d 
any  dippoeitioa  to  take  action  in  tho  matter.  Tlio  St. 
Louifl,  Iron  Mountmn  &  SoLithcm  BQilroad  does  not 
cxvnni'ct  with  tlie  Union  di'^Mit,  but  UtiA  ibi  (ivrn  di<{Kii 
in  the  Boulhern  part  of  the'city.  Everything  was  quiet 
on  that  rood,  and  busuicas  waa  progretsdlng  in  tlio  regu- 
lar way. 

The  strikers  in  East  St.  Louia  gave  a  wpecial  i>ermit 
to  the  National  Stockyard  people  to  use  their  own 
locomolivt-d  to  haul  ieed  to  tlie  ynrJ^  lor  the  Btock 
tlierd,  Tbi^y  aLio  penjiitted  the  Union  Railway  & 
Transit  Company  to  eolect  ten  men  to  switch  pasAengor 
tmin»  comhig  to  the  Belay  depot  at  East  St*  Louis,  and 
dcatincd  for  the  city. 

On  tlie  morning  of  the  24th,  the  East  St.  Louta 
etrikerfl,  encouraf^^d  by  having  been  unmolested  by  the 
civil  authorities,  changed  their  plan  of  operations,  and 
n'fuML'd  to  allow  the  running  of  ptiswiigcr  traiuf^.  U[)oa 
the  arrival  of  the  eastern  bound  tmin  on  tlio  Vandalia 
roac]  at  the  Belay  house  at  Eaet  St,  Louifi,  an  effort  waa 
made  to  impede  il^  progrcsd.  Af^r  the  short  halt 
there,  which  in  ciii<toittary  with  nil  trains,  ami  wli4:n 
the  train  wait  just  getting  in  motion,  a  striker  drew  the 
coupling  pin  behind  the  mail  car  and  called  to  the  con- 
ductorj  "Goon  with  your  United  Stales  mail;  we've 
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got  notljlng  A^iiiftt  Uie  govrrrnmmit."  Thi*  net  and 
decUrnlion  wob  greeted  with  loud  ^boulti  by  tlie  five 
Luiidrcd  fltrikorfi.  Conductor  MoMahon  stepped  outoa 
the  platform  of  a  car  and  appealed  to  the  mob  to  repltice 
tlic  ctiiiplLiig  pia  and  porTjiit  liim  lo  pmceed.  lie  Hiiid, 
''I  Imvo  ono  bundn^l  and  twenty-five  p&Bsengcrs  on

bottrd,  ind  tJiey  have  paid  their  pMaage  to  c^ftem 
poinU  on  tlii^  failJi  of  your  pmmiae  that  yoti  would  not 
interfere  with  paasen^T  travel.  You  are  in  honor 
bound  to  la  them  pase/'  [Criea  of  ''  That'a  sa"  «*  Let 
them  go,**  etc-]  "  Us  a  mean,  ooutcmptible  Irich/*  raid 
the  plucky  eonductor.  *'nnd  if  you  pvmst  in  it,  it 
proves  that  you  are  not  honorable  men."    The  appeal  of 
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i\ut  conductor  created  a  diflsension  in  the  ninka  of  tho 
strikers,  mftiiy  of  tliom  cuntcnding  that  tlic  train  ehoiild 
be  allowed  to  pii»j,  and  others  di^clnnng  it  shoiitd  ncic. 
Ni-nrlj  an  InMir  wju  K|K*itt  iii  wrunglhig  amun^  tbo  men^ 
and  finally  the  <;omfiiitlee  in  charge  decidc-d  to  let  the 
train  go,  and  it  is  uiineccefiary  to  Bay  it  w<;ut  very 
rapidly. 

In  tha  moantimc  thore  wasi  great  excitoment  among 
the  pa&^ii^r3  inaide,  and  two  or  thn^o  of  the  ladic*34 
fainted,  ono  of  them,  ait  invahd,  being  still  unoonacious 
when  Uie  train  took  it*  departure. 

When  *tlio  mail  traui  on  the  Cairo  narrow  gauf^  road 
arrived  at  the  Relay  house  the  passenger  car  vroa  dc- 
[cd  A-om  the  mail  conchy  and  the  conductor  pro- 
k*d  witlkoiit  litH  paj^AL-ngi^m.  In  the  metintimo  tbo 
leaders  telegraphed  oeroes  the  river  to  their  reprci»ent«r- 
tivea  in  the  city  not  to  allow  any  more  passenger  trainA 
to  pull  oLit  from  the  Union  depot 

At  clovGn  o'clock,  twenly-fiv©  etrikors,  under  the 
leadership  of  Frank  Becker,  an  old  engineer  on  the 
Ohio  ^  MiKMiAsippi  rDod,  hoarded  an  engine  nnd  (pnder|J 
steamed  through  the  tunnel,  and  ihushinl  into  the  Uoioa' 
depot.  This  was  the  finst  ftppeiirance  of  U;o  strikers  in 
the  limits  of  St.  Louis  pro[xrp  anJ  their  arrival  created 
ft  grt^at  ^nsntion  in  that  hitherto  (jtiiet  neighlx>rhood. 
They  quickly  alighted  from  the  engine  that  had  l>onic 
them  over,  and,  with  a  ehout,  pxiceedcd  acro«4  the 
dejtot  tdieds,  where  they  aeised  two  engiuett  Unhinging 
to  the  Missouri  Pacific  road,  and,  mounting  the  engines, 
Btearoed  rapidly  up  the  track  a  mile  and  a  half  to  ttio 
macUne  shops  of  thnt  company. 

Tlie  workmen  in  the  cniijloy  of  the  Iktis^ouri  Paciiio 
Railroad  at  the  machine  t^hops,  numbering  two  bun- 
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dred  and  fifty,  bad  been  advised  by  the  stnkors  that 
they  would  be  vieited  during  the  day,  and  when  tho 
fitrikcrs  arrivcdj  they  received  thcra  cordially,  tbough 
th(-y  (xintiiiuotl  iht^v  work  ;  nnd  in  nnMvor  to  the  qiie»* 
tioii  whether  ihey  wore  willing  to  strikCj  rcpIU?d  that 
the  Pooifio  Company  Imd  portinlly  acceded  to  their 
deTuand,  and  they  thought  Uicy  ought  to  oontinuo  at 
work.  "  Riityou  mnt<L  holp  tin  out/*  n^iili^l  ttnf  Inuli-r 
of  tlie  strikers,  *^  and  in  order  to  do  this  you  must  quit 
work."  A  long  conference  between  the  I'trikerdand 
workmen  ensued,  ^id,  nt  the  end  of  half  an  houfj  the 
formerj  despairing  of  succesa  in  inducing  the  latter  to 
fitrike,  withdrew.  A  number  of  policemen  stationed  at 
the  miLcbine  ahopa  attempted  to  prevent  the  entrfutce 
of  tlie  Htrikcra  into  the  i^hopn,  hut  their  cfTorU  were 
ihiitkss. 

From  here  the  Btrikct?  returned  to  the  Union  de[x»t, 
and  at  two  o'clock,  when  tlie  Delleville  paaaenger  ac- 
commodation train  on  thi^  Cairo  road  wns  a1x>ut  to  «[nrt 
out,  Becker,  the  leading  etnker,  stepped  uboard  tho 
engine  and  whimpered  to  tlie  en^neer,  who,  with  the 
finMnmi,  imin«*diat«dy  l«fl  their  jioutH,  and  thf»  Ktrikera 
announced  thcit  the  train  would  not  be  permitted  to 
leave  the  depot.  OfRcera  of  the  road  expostulated,  but 
fur  over  two  houra  the  0trikera  were  firm  in  tJieir  ro* 
flisaL  to  grant  the  request.  At  the  end  of  that  time 
tho  train  was  allowed  to  ffo,  A  lar^  force  of  police 
were  on  hand,'but  did  not  undertake;  to  interfere  with 
the  iitrikers.  Three  or  four  thousand  people,  composed 
of  discontiMited  and  unemployed  laboring  men,  gatlHTvd 
under  tho  depot  fibed^,  and  much  incendiary  talk  waa 
indulged  in. 

A  chief  cau«e  of  the  exdteJ  comment  among  tlieni 
» 
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VM  the  anticipated  cvrrivnl  fmm  the  Wect  of  ftix  oorn- 
pnnieA  of  colored  infftntry.    Fmiik  Becker,  under  whose 
•inlrm  tin*  Blrikers  wen?   acfjiig^  bei;niiie  wniftiil>'rM}*1y       ii 
JntoxicnU-tl  by  froquent  visits  to  the  naloon  under  thof 
depot,  ami  mode  a  number  of  violent  Imran^ea,  iii  one 
of  which  he  wiid  :  "  If  the  country  doeftn't  tliink  tliiU 
we   strikers  inenn    bup^ineff^^,  let    them   wait    BJid    see. 
We  intend  to  show  the  cnpilatiat  that  poor  people  vrill 
h&Te  brend.  even  if  they  hnvo  to  fight  for  it     If  th& 
public  undtrrsUxjd  the  w*ctv(»  of  our  order,  they  would 
know  how  powerful  we  are.     They  talk  uf  bringing 
nigger  troops  to  quell  us.     By  God]  let  them  come, 
imd  wlien   they  do,  yo\x  efrikcns  get  out   your  little  ^| 
kiiivt-M  and   ymir   [lUtnl-i  fiiul   tthuot  htll  out  of  Uivin,  ^^ 
Kill  a  few,  and  the  balance  will  run  like  iiheep."  When 
theae   sentimonta  were   uttered,  Hevcrat   of  like   more 
(liflnreei  (Ltrikem  gathered  amuDil  Bicker  and  jM-rKiiiu]ifd 
him  to  quit  talking,  and  he  finally  yielded,  Jmbiiding 
into  comparfttivo  quieL 

As  a  result  cf  thc^e  rioLous  dt^monntrationrt  the  poliGo 
deared  the  HaloonH  in  the  neigh Ixir hood ,  and  ordored 
them  to  bo  kept  closed.  About  four  o'clock  another 
engine,  wilh  three  flat  cara  loaded  with  4W  fttrikem 
fVoui  the  eastern  sliore^  arrived  at  the  de^tot,  and  were 
received  with  loud  cheer*  by  the  crowd.  The  strikers 
disembarked,  fotrncd  in  line,  and,  with  the  miistc  of  a 
fife  and  drum,  marched  in  the  direction  of  tho  Pacific 
miuditiie  ahap.  At  every  AlT«-et  nrnHniiig  Uii.?  proci.'TWton 
was  joined  by  numbers  of  sympathren),  and  by  the 
tirae  the  ehopa  were  reached  there  were  2,000  men  in 
march. 

Arrived  at  the  shopSr  they  fotmd  tliat  the  shopmen 
being   advised  of  the   approach  of  the   strikctv^ 
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Already  quit  vork^  and  were  on  the  pUtGmn  ready  to 
meet  the  Btrikers.  A  ivpwsentative  machinist  i-eceived 
tho  vUitora  and  ]na(l«  a  i?pot»ch  to  tliemj  eaying  the 
shopmen  liad  concluded  not  U>  etrikcr  but  to  quit  ivork 
in  defcrcncH?  to  IIm  dvmamU  of  tltc  xtnkrn.  T\wy  had 
no  c»u»o  of  eumpluint  ii^in^t  tljvir  employe-re,  but 
would  not  return  to  work  until  ihc  strikers  Imd  ^curcd 
a  rudrcM  of  their  wrongs. 

From  tlii^  plaotj  ihu  fitriki^rs  maichiid  to  the  Xortb 
Missouri  Riulroad  track  on  tho  Icvec,  where  they  took 
possGHeian  of  an  engine  ond  tcii  flat  cari<,  and  hoarding 
ihi'in  prtxuH-tlitil  iv  llu^  nniiid  hou«e  uf  tliut  ci^ripsiny  in 
the  northern  pnrt  of  the  cily,  where  they  were  met  by 
the  enii)loy*-fl  of  the  company.  A  eonfercnco  waa  held, 
and  JM  a  result  the  employ^  agreed  tlmt  no  more 
freight  trains  sbould  be  allowed  to  go  out  on  the  road 
from  St.  Ix>uiii.  The  etrikera  returned  to  the  Union 
depot  at  flix  o'clock. 

The  long-expected  train,  having  aboard  Oenera] 
Davia  and  bix  companiefl  of  infantry,  steamed  into  ihe 
depot)  and  the  blue  coatfl  wore  received  with  wild  and 
prolonged  clieem  by  tlie  thoiiennds  present.  The  tnun 
hiul  no  M>nri<*r  <Ti>nke  Ui  a  hult^  befon^  anned  Ht-ntinels 
iiwued  from  the  coaches  and  began  to  walk  up  and 
down  the  railway  platform.  The  soldiera  numbered 
350  men,  and  the  crowd  woa  gratified  to  find  that  they 
were  white  inst(*ail  of  coloreil,  tliu  impreaguon  having 
gained  that  they  were  colored  troope. 

In  reply  to  a  question  addrc^Md  to  him.  General 
Davis  said:  **1  have  been  ordeitfd  here  with  general 
in 0t ructions  it}  pn>t*»ct  the  property  of  the  United 
States,  and  shall  participate  in  no  movement  looking 
to  anytlung  else  witboub  1  have  specific  orders  Irom 
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army  hoad-quarterft."  After  remaining  nt  the  Union 
depot  about  orq  hour  the  tnwpK  were  formed  in  line 
and  ni.ircheil  to  the  arsennl  barracka,  five  tniles  below 
iho  present  contro  of  trouble.  BcBidcD  Li*  mufikotiy, 
Davift  bad  two  Gatlin-^  gun«  with  him, 

Tlje  arrival  of  troupw  bad  no  pcrceptiblo  effect  in 
cooliug  tbo  ardor  of  the  strikers,  tlie  leaders  dccl&ring 
that  they  would  dvoid  coIUe^iou  with  the  troops,  but 
were  det^rmint'd  to  catt/  their  point  ftt  every  ri*k- 
By  nightfall  nearly  all  the  strikei-H  hsul  dt?s4?rte<l  tho 
eastern  side  of  tho  river,  and  were  congregated  at  tho 
Union  depot,  where  they  pa^aed  tho  night.  During 
the  day  there  was  great  popular  excitement  througlt<jut 
the  city,  and  the  strike  was  the  absorbing  tlieme  of 
conversation.  A  Borious  feeling  of  apprchcnwon  was 
abroad  among  the  people,  and  a  general  belief  prevailed 
that  (he  crisis  was  bound  to  result  in  bluod  and  do- 
vaatadon. 

The  city  authorities  had  been  very  poseivc  since  the 
beginning  of  the  striker  ani]  their  attitude  excited  much 
indignant  comment  at  the  time.  It  wait  liased  U|>on 
the  fact  that  there  were  not  1,000  stand  of  arniA  m 
St.  Louia  at  the  disposal  of  the  authorities,  and  it  vtua 
deemed  best  not  to  undertake  to  interfere  with  tlm 
mob  until  it  could  be  done  in  an  elTective  manner.  In 
the  meantime  every  exertion  wa«  made  by  the  munici- 
pal authorities,  in  concert  with  a  number  of  prominent 
citizens,  to  obtuin  anni4  luid  ammunition  fur  a  forcv  of 
fire  tliousand  men. 

On  the  night  of  tho  24th  the  Internationalist,  or 
Communist  1cadt.*ni,  who  have  a  large  fallowing  in  iSt. 
Louis,  held  meetings  in  Heveral  part4  of  the  city,  which 
were  attended  by  monstor  audiences.    The  meet  inoeo- 
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diary  Bpcechen  were  made  and  threats  ot  burning  the 
building  of  tho  newspapers,  which  bad  criticised  them 
only,  were  induJ^d  in,  Procceaioas  of  excited  men 
marched  through  the  iiLn?ciB  yfllmg  and  milking  uthcr 
noisy  demonst rations.  A  htrffi  proportion  of  tlio  city 
police  force  had  been  withdrawn  from  the  regular 
beats  and  held  iti  reiulinevs  at  lite  points  uf  danger. 

Tla?  jtioriTiiig  of  the  2Stli  fonnd  th«  *:ity  greatly 
excited.  Aboat  nine  o'clock  a  crowd  of  1,500  men 
flMcmbled  in  Lucaa'  market  place  around  a  stand 
erected  by  the  workingmen's  party,  while  two  or  three 
thousand  spectators  gathered  in  the  vicinity.  The 
crowd  wa«  mode  up  mostly  of  wire-workers  who  have 
etruck,  and  etrikers  from  other  manufacturing  esUb* 
liflhnteitts-  At  ten  oVIock  tliey  formed  in  column  and 
majx^hed  past  the  City  Ilall  to  Turner  Hall,  where  the 
executive  committee  of  tho  workingmen'a  party  waa  in 
session.  Half  an  hour  later  a  body  of  500,  made  up 
chiefly  of  nejrrtxrs,  wii:*  sent  to  the  levee  and  marched 
its  eiiliro  Ictigth  for  the  purpoao  of  inducing  tho 
roudtahoutti  to  join  tliem.  The  strikers  Raid  they  were 
to  receive  explicit  orders  from  hour  to  boiir^  and  ex- 
pected to  stop  all  manufacturing  establidhmenta  before 
night. 

A  committee  of  the  men  of  the  Laclede  (ias  Works 
waited  on  the  oHlcers  of  tlie  company  at  ten  o'clock, 
and  asked  that  tho  reduction  of  twenty-five  cents  a 
day,  made  on  the  lat  of  J  uly,  be  ivelorcd.  The  request 
was  immediately  granted,  and  the  men  returned  to 
work.  The  I>acledo  Work*  supply  all  the  city  north 
of  \Va«hington  avenue  with  ^«s. 

The  cooi>er»  hM  a  mnMHneeting  during  themoming 
ou  Chdunbem  Htn^t  and  Bnmdway,  and  rei^ved  the 
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rcportd  of  the  committees  appoSnU^d  on  iho  previous 
night  to  wait  on  tlic  boMses.  Iha  letter  acccjcd  to  the 
cl^mjindfif  ftiiil  n-Mtortf]  tins  piicv  for  liiiiifl^iniulo  barrels 
iVom  nine  cents  to  twelve  cents.  There  vsa  a  bitch 
about  nkachino-Rimle  baireln.  The  coinnuttee  reported 
tljat  the  U.»w»es  Wi^n*  onl/ vrilhng  to  give  eight  CL'iitfl. 
The  meeting  insisted  on  nine  eents,  tuid  the  coniniittM 
w&^  inAtractcd  to  make  another  visit  to  the  ebops  and 
report  tit  four  o'clock. 

A  crowd  of  2,^00  [leopls  guttiered  at  the  Union  d^^pot, 
but  nothing  of  intportnnt^  occurred  there.  The  only 
pftpscng«r  train  which  pa^^d  eaat  over  the  bridge 
during  the  iiioniitig  waa  the  Toledo,  Waboah  k  We:*li*m, 
the  strikers  making  an  exceptioa  in  iavor  of  that  road 
because  of  its  position  toward  the  employes  in  the  pQ«t, 
On  the  other  roads  only  the  postal  cars  were  allowed 
to  leave.  The  Chicago  ii  Alton  people  refused  to  bo 
dictated  to,  and  at  the  rej;uLar  hour  sent  out  their 
postal  car  and  baggage  car  and  one  pa^^enger  coach. 
The  tnun  reached  East  St.  Lotitfs  but  the  strikers 
refusod  to  allow  any  hut  thi^  engine  and  postal  car  to 
proceed.  This  diflcriminnlion  was  dtxlincd.  and  the 
whole  iniin  was  backed  over  to  the  di^put  on  the  city 
side. 

The  Missouri  Pacific  maebinc  t^hops  and  freight 
depots  and  yards  were  closed,  and  uotie  of  the  Tt¥ca 
were  at  work.  They  told  the  offiocrs  of  the  road  tliai 
they  were  satisiied  to  work,  but  thut  it  would  only 
precipitato  an  attack  and  general  trouble  with  the 
strikcDf.  The  position  of  tho  men  vrtia  approved  by 
the  company,  and  the  5ho[>H  and  dr[>uts  closed  by 
mutual  tKineienL  The  oompiuiy  w^nt  out  three  or  four 
freight  trains  between  one  and  five  oeloek  ia  the 
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morning,  but  divided  not  to  start  any  more  for  the 
present* 

A  delegation  of  fltrikera  from  the  city  \iftited  Uliel* 
tenliam,  four  miles  west  of  tlie  cily,  during  tlie  u><ini- 
Ing,  And  ordered  the  m^n  out  of  the  sniQlling  and  fire 
cliiy  work*.  They  offend  tlw^ir  employers  to  continue 
at  work  if  proti-ctcd,  and  n  request  waa  sent  to  |folii!o 
ht^ful^jitfirtt^ni  for  «  tli-uil  of  [Mjlice,  hut  it  was  n?fu»i.'iJ. 
The  police  foTco  wiu  on  duty  at  station  housoa,  und  the 
dty  WA4  nhnost  entirely  unpatrollcd.  The  force  yrfix 
kept  in  n^SL'tve,  to  be  iia*?d  only  when  the  fc(tiker» 
should  resort  to  violence  or  a  mob  xhould  bo  form^. 

Another  ur^nt  request  for  a  detail  wa«  received 
from  othcei's  of  the  Union  Street  Railway,  on  imjxninnt 
line,  which  runs  from  Fmirlh  and  I-oeuKt  Ktrei*(?i  to  the 
Fair  Grounds.  The  employes  notified  the  company 
that  unle^d  the  recent  cwt  of  ten  per  cenL  wns  restored, 
they  woiihl  fttrike  at  twelve  o'clock  and  iitop  lli«  eara. 
Fears  were  entertained  fop  the  safety  of  property. 
The  police  were  instructed  to  be  in  readiness  to  march 
to  the  Btablea  upon  the  commission  of  any  overt  act, 
bnt  not  before.  A  large  liudy  of  men  and  boyH  em- 
ployed hi  the  beef-canning  Morka  p^rnded  the  fttixtcla 
in  the  morning,  bearing  a  batiner  with  llic  iitr^ts-iption: 
''Beef  eaiihcn.  Solid  atrike.  Fair  dealing  is  our 
motto/' 

I>uring  the  day  the  Mayor  of  St.  Louih  published  a 
proclanmlion  warning  all  persons  against  the  oomnaid- 
aion  of  acts  of  violence,  and  ordering  the  strikers  to 
desist  from  interference  with  railroad  property.  He 
&1bo  announced  that  a  Committee  of  Safety  had  been 
formed  under  the  direction  of  General  A-  J.  Smitb, 
Judge  Thouiu0  T.  Gautt,  General  John  S.  Uunuadukvi 
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and  others*  A  ^'Cilizone  Or^nization  for  tho  pTOteo- 
tioa  of  Property"  was  orgaiiiied,  uiidcr  the  comnmitd 
of  General  A,  J.  Smith,  wlio  i»BUibIi«ki.-d  \i\s  Ii^eoA' 
quartoiH  ot  the  Four  Courtis  Mooting^  were  held  by 
citizens  in  VArious  part^  of  titc  cJty,  aiid  companies 
wi're  ionncd  and  offictnrd.  T1r'«^  at  on<*  rcjwiUrd  for 
duty  to  General  Smith,  and  by  nigbtfiin  the  orgauisi^ 
tion  numbcrod  1,600  armed  men»  A  com)>any  of  fif^ 
men  was  or^miized  ibr  gun-bciat  service,  and  placed  on 
the  c'Uy  hjir1>or  rtLoamer,  wUh  orders  to  patrol  the  river. 
The  work  of  organization  wad  carried  on  rapidly,  and 
by  noon  the  next  day  10,000  citiscns  bad  enrolled 
theui*ielves. 

At  ten  o'clock  on  the  morning  of  the  2Cth  a  prooes- 
«ion  of  2,000  men,  consisting  partly  of  workingmon  who 
hod  joined  the  strikers,  but  mostly  of  louEc^rs  luid  idlers^ 
ni  arch  I'd  frotn  Lucas  Mnrkot  (o  thu  iiianunu^:liirin^  dii^ 
trict  north  of  Waslunj^n  avonius.  Thi^y  firKt  vi^itod 
Belcher's  sugar  rcfincrj'.  where  400  employ^  were 
fora^  to  quit  work  on  the  day  Ixrfons,  and  findhig  the 
doors  clo«<-d,  broke  them  op4.^n,  runlii-d  in,  extiiigiibihcd 
tlie  fires  in  the  fumiLCcs  and  dt^pbiccd  the  macbincry, 
oo  the  emplovL-:)  could  not  return  to  work,  as  they 
had  annguneed  Llu^ir  intetitinn  of  doing.  Muny  of  tbo 
workingmen  protested  ogniiiftt  injuring  or  destroying 
property  ani)  abandoned  the  proeeaaion ;  but  the  mob 
continued  it*  march,  viMting  about  forty  diffe n^iit  facto- 
ries  find  flour  and  planing  mills,  eompetlmg  the  em- 
ployes, aggregating  nearly  ono  thousand,  to  quit  their 
work  and  close  the  doors,  although  the  Gmptoy4S«  in 
many  cuvc«  earnestly  protested  tigoinst  bciJig  interfered 
witb. 

On  Biddle  direct  tliey  vUitcd  a  vacant  building  tli4t 
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had  fonncrly  been  u£ed  as  a  cbair  £u:toiy*  The  rtotors, 
not  kiiovring  the  building  was  diaoacd,  broke  open  ihc 
lUtont  and  runhed  in.  A  vqUAd  of  police  appeared  on 
the  flcene  and  commanded  the  mob  to  )cav«,  wliicb  tbey 
did,  and  in  a  few  miaut^M  after  tboy  lod  tLo  building 
^vail  diflcovcrcd  to  be  on  fire.  An  alarm  was  sounded 
and  the  fire  engines  vame  out,  but  the  fire  had  pro- 
groeeed  too  lar  to  bo  checked,  and  tho  building,  together 
with  a  large  quantity  of  lumber  in  an  adjoining  yord^ 
waA  duj^tfxtyc^.  The  moh,  who  had  undoubU-Jly  fijv 
{died  tbo  torch,  at  onco  dj^pcncd  when  thv  alaum  was 
given. 

Several  large  pUning  mills  were  among  the  efltah- 
l]»hmcnlj«  cIwK*d  hy  iliv  mub.  Ny  r'.'(*[K.*ct(jf  pi-r»un«  wa* 
shuwn^  women  and  girU  being  lreat«diii  the  uamc  man- 
ner OS  the  men,  AU  were  forced  to  «top  work  whether 
lh*'y  W4?re  willing  ur  not,  Tlw*  4ijM*nLtiDn8  of  th«  mob 
wero  gonemlly  uniform.  The  followinj^  ineidonl,  tnken 
from  the  St.  JMt\\n  GlcU  Democrat,  >vill  illufttrute  the 
UK-thod  of  the  rioters ; 

"The  mob  then  moved  forward  a^nin.  The  negroes 
and  white  roij«t4ibout«  had  k-fl  their  {ilnoe  at  the  rear 
of  (he  t^RJwd  and  wi.-rt'  cumpitnions*  in  thw  viu\.  Many 
of  thrm  had  tnken  in  Ixer  rvnd  liquor  on  the  line  of 
march,  and  were  growing  noisier  thaii  c\"cr. 

*VTo  the  Ilcmp  "Works/ was  llie  command  p:ifieed 
through  tbo  mob.  Tiiey  tamed  oflTat  Stoddard  avenue. 
They  wem  making  for  the  bagging  manufactory  of  Ed- 
ward S.  Douglnafl,  When  they  got  near  the  building 
the  brosa  band  played  '  Le  Maracillaise.'  The  mob 
began  to  run.  Adosen  rushed  up  to  the  front  door. 
It  waa  locked.  A  hundred  men  ran  acroRfi  a  lot  through 
the  yard  of  a  nrivat^-  rt'sidorue.  and  reaLhtnl  ih^*  north 
ndc  of  the  building.     The  windows  on  the  ground  floor 
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wore  opened  nntl  they  climbed  thmugli.  Anotlicrcrowd 
broke  (lawn  tlM}  g&t04  aud  ran  into  tbo  mlli^y  way  at 
t)i«  noulli  of  Uld  biiilding,  ami  clinilnH.]   iiit4J   Llie  wlu- 

doW0. 

"On  this  Soortbc  looms  operated  by  the  prb  were 
ta  opimition.  When  tho  mob  broke  in  thtfy  left  iboir 
po«tt;  ■bnf.'kini^  nud  fri|zhte[R'd,  And  shrank  behind  thd 
iuoiuif.  Mum  thiui  2f>U  iJK-n  wi^n;  in  th»  ruoni.  They 
vrcre  all  howling  like  madmen.  The  fijromaa  camo 
forward. 

"  *  Shut  down/  yelkd  the  mob. 

'* '  She  ifl  Bbut  do^tn/  replied  be.  But  the  men  dtd 
not  seem  to  hear,  and  k^pt  howliHg.  Some  of  them 
threw  the  MU,  The  girls  were  in  a  terrible  atale  of 
fisar.     Some  of  them  fainted. 

" '  Get  out  of  here,  every one  of  you#"  bowled  a 

man  who  aspired  to  lead  the  mob.  Thoee  of  them  not 
deprived  by  their  fear  of  all  motion  fled  from  tlie  buihU 
in  J,  climbing  out  of  the  windows  ajid  ftwarming  ont  the 
doors. 

'*  The  ncgrocfi  were  eonqucrors  here.  One  of  them 
d  out,  '  Let's  break  the  loom«,'  A  dozi^n  voioed 
-^^d,  *Nu!not  Nodamago!'  'Clean  out  the  upper 
rfory.'  commaiuUHl  ^orMe  untv 

*'  Fifty  men  nin  up  the  »tcp».  Hero  the  scene  on 
the  lower  floor  wn*  duplicoted,  the  cmploj'itf  being 
mostly  women  and  chiUiren.  The  women  Fhmkixl 
luid  thw  children  cried-  The  few  iiinl^r  employrn  vriyro 
pQWerlcM  before  tliut  crowd,  who  wanted  hut  k  word  to 
proceed  to  deed;!  of  violence  and  destruction  The 
entire  building  woa  gone  through,  aiid  the  employee* 
actually  driven  into  the  etreetft." 

A  mob  of  negroes  proceeded  to  the  levee,  and  (breed 
thv  officonf  of  all  the  steamboat  eompaniea  and  ind^ 
pendent  «teumer9  represented  there  to  Bipi  pledges  to 
in^n:aac  the  wngei)  of  all  clasvcA  of  steamboAt  and  levee 
laborei's.    Their  demands  were  of  the  most  extortionate 
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diameter,  tlie  increase  insiHtacl  upon  ranging  from  pixtjr 
to  one  bundled  per  cenL  Tliey  w«ro  y^ry  peremptory, 
and  would  not  allow  a  boot  to  leave  the  wharf  utiUl 
their  demand*  were  complied  with> 

The  riolon*  wtTO  very  hiitolerit  arid  di>fiKnt  Uirougb- 
out  the  Aayy  and  announced  Xhw  intention  to  cloM 
every  WDrki<1iop  and  place  of  manufacture  in  SL  Louis* 
As  waa  to  Iritve  ln.t-n  i-xpet^t-tnl,  the  negroes  were  Uy  far 
thG  most  turbulent  and  unmanageable  ot  the  rioters 
But  little  busincea  was  trau^ACted  in  the  ctty.  Many 
cf  the  stores  were  closed,  and  the  wor4s  of  arming  and 
drilling  tlie  citizt'Ds'  force  at  the  Four  Courts  witM  cor^ 
nod  on  rapidly.  The  Bheriff  also  or;?ani2ed  and  armed 
a  posse  of  2,000  men.  Govenior  Pliclps  arrived  in  tJic 
city  dnrmg  the  morning  and  gave  Im  aid  to  tlie  work 
of  suppressing  the  diaoider. 

The  arming  and  drilling  of  the  citizens  wns  carried 
on  actively  all  morning  at  the  Potir  Courta  building. 
No  outward  demonstration  was  made  up  to  noon  save 
that  hcovy  f^uards  were  on  patrol  duty  in  front  of  the 
building.  Two  large  brass  Acld-pieccs  loaded  with 
hhrapnel,  and  with  homeK  attached  and  rea*ly  tx>  move 
at  a  momc^rt'i  notieo^  were  kept  in  waiting  in  the  yaixl 
of  tbQ  jail  in  eliar^  of  a  company  of  Bixly  men. 

AI>out  Iialf-paAt  ten  o'ch>ek  a  large  crowd  marching 
In  pn>cexHion  arrived  in  fnjnt  of  the  Four  Courbi  build- 
ing. Tbe  rioters  broke  ranks  at  once,  and  surging  up 
to  the  pavement  preswd  bard  upon  tlie  guards^  who 
were  doing  duty  on  the  Bide-watk.  Thft  gimnlM  wi-re 
immediak-ly  rvinforcwl  by  details  from  within,  and  the 
conipanieK  were  formed  to  resist  an  attack.  A  detach- 
ment of  police,  headed  by  Captain  Lee,  left  the  building 
on  a  run,  charged  the  rioten,  drove  them  back  a  idiort 
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distance^  and  arrested  two  of  their  leaders.  A  fcir' 
fitonofl  wf^re  thrown,  bat  the  mob  made  no  elTort  at 
resistance.  As  the  police  vrithdrcw,  the  mob  prcsdcd 
up  clove  to  the  Bidt^walkfl  agiiin,  and  Jeered  fuid  taunted 
the  military  A>rce  in  tlio  mmi  insulting  manner,  daring 
them  to  firo  and  commence  a  fight.  The  police  pix-wted 
the  crowd  back  again,  and  it  withdrew  for  a  equ^re 
without  resistance.  A  number  of  xioi^y  and  unmlj 
men  were  arteeted  by  the  police  and  confined  in  tho 
jail.  Ko  further  disturbance  occurred  during  the  day. 
It  was  understood  by  the  rioters,  as  wei!  as  by  the  citi- 
rt!ns,  that  Gvnoml  Davis,  commanding  the  United 
States  troops  at  St,  Louist  which  now  oonaiated  of  600 
men  and  a  batter^'  of  Catling  guns,  had  orders  from 
Washington  to  answer  a  call  for  help  from  the  Mayor 
of  St.  r/)iiis  or  the  Govenior  of  Mij«ouri,  and  this 
rumor  had  a  very  quieting  effect  upon  the  riobors. 

In  the  altemooQ  the  Goremor  of  Missouri  issued  a 
proclamation  calling  upon  tho  riotera  to  cease  th^  dis- 
orderly eoiDduct  and  interference  with  private  property 
and  U>  djBperee, 

Ity  the  morning  of  the  27l)i  the  city  authoritiea  felt 
theruwlves  strong  enough  to  put  down  tlie  mob,  and 
determined  to  cheek  the  diBturbanoc.  The  riotere,  up 
to  thi^  period^  had  been  encouraged  by  ttie  failure  of 
tlie  police  to  stop  their  lawlessness,  and  many  of  them 
were  convinced  that  neither  the  Mayor,  the  police,  nor 
the  citizens'  Ibrcc  would  dare  provoke  a  contlict  with 
them.     They  were  now  to  learn  their  error. 

At  an  early  hour  on  the  27tb  the  mob  began  to 
gather  at  Schuler'a  Hatl,  on  Fifth  and  Biddle  atrcet«> 
and  by  two  i/cUx'k  upwards  of  iwo  thousand  men  were 
OODgregated  in  the  immediate  vicinity,  waiting  to  obey 
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It  orders  of  their  m>-ca1Icc1  executive  commiltee.  the 
budy  BpectalJy  delegntcd  to  direct  tbe  morf-m^ntsof  the 
CTxmd.  T\i&  laitt  pixH'liuimtion  of  tho  Mft-yor  nnd  that 
of  the  State  government  comitiftiiding  them  lo  disperse 
and  return  to  their  homcFi  or  else  take  the  coriMqiienoCd, 
was  freely  circulated  amont-  them»  hut  a  g«»nrrni  npiril 
of  defiance  prevailed,  and  bold  threats  of  arin«d  K'«iit- 
anee  vrere  made  on  all  banda,  In&ide  the  halt  the 
executive  committee  were  in  ftemioti  vrith  tku^  doon^ 
and  tliere,  too,  ttie  s^itlmefit  evpn*te*ed  won  that  any 
attempt  on  the  part  of  police  or  militia  to  drive  them 
away  should  bo  lesietcd  to  the  la^t*  Verbal  orders 
ivere  circulated  among  the  mob  to  at^nd  finn  and  that 
an  armed  force  would  notdarc  to  molest  them. 

Tiiia  meeting  being  reported  to  the  Mayor,  it  was 
iC0olvod  by  the  city  authorities  to  break  it  up  and 
arrest  the  leaden*.  For  thia  purpose  fifty  mounted 
police,  twenty-five  armed  with  muskets,  and  about  the 
aame  number  with  the  u^uol  club  and  pistol,  were 
ordt'red  to  proceed  to  th<^  hall  and  make  the  amwtv. 
That  there  KtHPuld  be  no  failure,  five  hundred  of  thu 
Oti^enft'  Guard  and  two  coinpaniea  of  the  National 
Guard,  with  one  piece  cf  artillery,  were  ordered  to 
aciMtnpaiiy  and  support  the  police  should  the  crowd 
ofler  any  retistance,  or  attempt  to  teacoe  the  prlaonen. 
This  force  left  Four  Courta  at  2>S0  r.  u-,  under  the 
command  of  General  John  D.  Steve iimn.  Mayor 
OverstoU  also  &cn>mp4inieil  the  expedition. 

About  three  o'clock  the  ao<^a)l«3d  Executive  Com- 
mittee were  inlbcmed  of  the  approach  of  the  pcJice  and 
th^  mHitar^,  Upon  n^oeipt  of  this  news  the  boiuttfiil 
committee  became  panio-*lricken,  and  one  by  one 
slipped  away.    They  left  the  ball  by  a  back  window^ 
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and  c^nped  ovtr  the  roof  of  &n  adjoining  buttdin^. 
leaving  Uieir  deluded  followers  to  bear  the  attack. 
The  crowd  in  front  of  tb«  building  retiuiLniMl  jn  tlie 
street. 

About  three  o*clock  the  milttarr  force,  hc&dcd  bjr 
the  mounted  polW,  apjieared  coming  iiji  Fifth  street. 
The  column  Imltc^d  within  a  nquuro  of  the  crowd,  and 
diow  up  in  line  ncroM  the  street,  ready  for  a  charge, 
while  the  piece  of  ftrtiUrry  wn«  prepftred  for  lurtiou. 
Thtt  militnry  sdvunci-'d  no  further,  hut  tbo  onlcr  wafl 
given  to  the  police  to  chaT^  the  crowd  and  scieo  the 
halL  About  one-half  of  the  police  swept  down  on  the 
muh  lit  ft  grtllop,  scattering  tho  riot'^n*  right  and  lefl^ 
driving  fully  three  thousand  men  beforcs  them.  Thoy 
dTCw  their  pistols  and  charged  oci  the  crowds  riding 
their  honHA  nlung  the  eidvwjdk^  u»ing  their  revolvcra 
M  cluba  \rhUe  the  least  hesitancy  to  move  on  oecurrod. 
In  five  minutes  the  etroit  woa  cleared,  and  not  a  rioter 
was  to  be  K^en  in  the  vLcinity  of  Ucbulerfl  ll&ll  aavo 
the««e  in  custody. 

In  the  mcinntimo  the  othcrr  part  of  the  police  forc>e, 
headed  by  Captain  I^ce,  had  advanced  to  the  foot  of  the 
HtHiVH  leading  to  the  hall  above.  Captain  Lee  aM^mlt/d 
first  alone,  and  a  moment  after  the  whole  ^und  went 
up,  and  two  minntes  later  they  brought  down  about 
acvcnty  men  whom  they  found  in  the  hall,  and  p1ac«h] 
th*Mn  Iwtwwn  lines  of  iKilice^  arm(-d  with  munkct^^  aiid 
the  whole  tiling  was  over.  Everyone  in  the  upper 
part  of  tho  building  waj4  ari^»tod.  One  man  attempted 
refiintftnce,  but  a  blow  over  the  head  from  a  club  mxi> 
dued  him  quickly. 

Having  secured  their  prisonera,  the  police  and  mili- 
tary marched  bock  to  the  Four  Courts,  and  were  greeted 
along  the  Toutc  with  cheers  from  the  citizens. 
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Atter  fhe  departure  of  i)u&  jiolire,  %  few  of  Ihi^  mob 
returned  and  indulged  in  bitUr  donuTLoiittioii^  of  ttieir 
teadere  for  desertiog  them,  but  it  wati  evident  that  llic 
bockboRQ  of  the  riotouj!  OAdcmblago  wblb  completely 
broken,  and  that  they  would  not  likely  have  such 
another  larp^  palhering. 

Another  victory  woa  won  by  the  authorities  earlier 
in  the  day.  When  the  27lh  opened,  the  Union  depot 
woe  hel<]  by  n  force  of  strikers*  The  civil  authoritivH 
resolved  to  put  an  end  to  ibis  ttatc  of  afTnirx,  titid  at 
eleven  o'clock  a  bnttuliou  of  four  hundred  men,  under 
Cnptiiin  Sihui  IV»nt,  vain  di-»ipJL(olied  fmiti  Uie  Pmir 
Courts  to  the  Union  depot,  with  order?  to  take  poM«c»- 
Rion  of  and  oceux>y  tliat  building  and  drive  out  the 
ntrikent.  The  arrival  uf  the  military  wafl  a  Mir|>rir*e  to 
the  Htrikerff,  who  held  the  de(x>t  in  large  fi>rce.  AI)Out 
half-poflt  eleven  the  battalion  marched  in  with  loaded 
ridea  and  fixed  bayoneta.  Without  the  \m»  of  a  ino^ 
inent  tlje  order  was  given  to  clear  the  building  and 
yards,  and  the  troopH  executed  it  with  a  vnWj  driving 
out  the  atrikerfl  with  the  bayonet.  The  movements  of 
the  troops  were  greeted  with  cheeni  and  yelU»  The 
depot  and  yarda  bc'ing  socnred,  the  authonlhw  .in- 
nounced  that  no  inorv  interfcrenco  with  tmtiiA  would 
be  permitted  in  St*  Louis.  Encouraged  by  the  promtse 
of  prolection,  aomi^  uf  tite  roiuln  on  the  went  mde  of  tbe 
Mi!;8]>i?(]p|>i  reiiumod  their  fi^oight  traffic  on  the  27th, 
and  the  rest  prepared  to  do  so  in  the  next  day  or  two. 
The  city  authorities  alao  announa^d  their  reailinei^d  to 
furni^th  nnm*d  ginirda  for  Kueli  sliopH  and  manufacturing 
e«tab1ishmentA  ai*  dtnin^  to  resume  worlc 

Three  meetings  were  called  by  the  Executive  Com* 
mittee  of  the  workingmeits  party,  in  variouH  parta  of 
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the  €itv«  on  tbc  niglit  of  the  27th,  but  two  of  fhcra  were 
total  failures,  the  spoiikers  not  appearing,  o^nd  the  email 
c-niivil^  which  gnthttit'tl  at  tli^  ti|i|Kiiitti*[)  [ihici-M  i«(Xjii 
diBpemng.  The  third  meeting  brought  together  quite 
&  large  crowd,  but  bcforo  tlio  meeting  opened  the  cnnrd 
waa  dispersed  by  n  force  of  five  hundred  polic^nen, 

Tiie  mob  wjw  now  ihorougldy  cow^^tl,  jutd  the  danger 
waa  over.  The  28th  of  July  passed  away  quietly  in 
St,  Louis,  there  being  no  dtaturboncc  of  any  kind.  A 
number  of  the  leadt^rs  of  the  ftutbn*nk  wen?  arrested 
ftod  imprisoned;  Lbeir  foUowera  miulc  do  atu*mpt  to 
Ttftcue  tht^m,  having  no  deeiro  to  meet  the  iive  UtouAood 
armed  citisens,  the  regulam,  and  the  jwlice,  who  now 
AtouJ  ready  ia  cruah  any  uprising.  On  the  28th,  tirnrly 
all  the  roads  on  the  St.  LouU  side  of  the  MieeL^ippi 
reeiimed  their  freight  buaitieisa.  Sunday,  the  !^9tb, 
passed  nway  tranquilly,  and  by  M4.:inday  ih^  diing^ 
was  at  an  end  in  St.  Loul^,  and  the  business  of  the  city 
hod  resuaied  lis  accuaLomed  course. 

Tlie  e^vpnbion  of  the  atrikera  from  lite  Union  dopot 
on  the  27th  confmed  the  strike  to  Kast  St.  Loui».  Tbo 
dtrikora  congregated  there  in  considerable  Ibree,  and, 
being  very  bitter  over  thoir  defeat  in  the  city,  declared 
that  Ihey  would  maintain  the  blockade  on  the  Illiiioia 
shore  with  even  greater  vigor.  They  were  nut  to  sue* 
ceed,  however  The  Ohio  &  Misaissippi,  and  the  Si. 
Tjoui-h  &  Kouthenstem  Railroads  were  being  operated  by 
receivera  nppoicted  by  the  United  Statea  court  The 
court  ordered  the  United  Slates  Mai^hnl  to  prevent  the 
strikers  from  interfering  witli  these  roads*  The  strikers 
n.*«iKt<*i.1,  and  the  Man^hal,  being  unable  to  execute  the 
ordera  of  the  court,  a»ked  for  troo{>«  to  a^iBl  htm.  Hia 
appeal  waa  granted,  and  ovders  were  sent  from  Woah- 
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iDgton  to  General  Dfivis  to  ftUtton  &  foreo  of  regulars 
at  East  SL  Loaia  to  enable  the  Marahal  to  protect  the 
property  in  his  charge.  This  waa  donft,  anrl  while 
Gonr^ml  Davis  Lad  no  ordLTfl  to  prevent  the  etnkera 
from  interfering  with  the  other  roadrf  at  Eust  St.  Lotun, 
he  intimfttcil  tbAt^  tx  riotous  proceedings  would  endan- 
girr  thv  projwrty  h«  wrw  ordi_Ti'd  to  protect,  lio  would 
put  down  any  violence  at  once.  The  proeciice  of  tko 
regiilon^  greatly  encouraged  the  olficiala  of  the  other 
roads,  and  correspomlingly  demoralised  the  hlrikcrfl. 
The  danger  in  Chicago  being  over^  Govertu>r  CuUom 
hoAtoned  to  Ka»t  St.  Louts  with  acveit  companies  of 
llIinQis  State  troops.  He  inlbnned  the  strikers  that 
the'  blockade  of  the  rnilroiulit  miiNt  he  raided  at  onee^ 
and  that  he  waa  prepared  to  employ  a  still  stronger 
force  if  neccsBary.  The  etrikcrB  yielded  sullenly.  Tho 
presence  of  thft  reg[ilar»  and  the  Stat*  trocjpii,  and  the 
oert4iinty  of  eojiperalion  between  the  forces  of  lUinoia 
and  Mii«ouri  in  case  of  need,  convinced  them  thnt  it 
waa  not  in  their  power  to  carry  out  their  unlawful 
programme.  The  stnke  hnd  fa.llcd  in  all  parts  of  the 
country,  and  they  must  share  its  fate.  They  Bubmltted, 
and  gradually  returned  to  duty.  By  the  1st  of  August 
Kn^t  SL  Louis  yroA  quictj  and  all  the  roads  were  in  un- 
interrupted operatioa.

The  city  of  San  Franciico  contEiin*  fi  largo  ChinooQ 
popalation.  Between  thoAc  aiid  cerlnin  portiotii  of  the 
vhite  iMliabit^uiU  there  Juw  alwaj-:*  lnvn  ii  littler enmitjr. 
The  wor king  cltutAesar^eKpecinUy  IkmLiIc  to  the  Chinese, 
as  they  regard  them  n^  rivals  in  tfaa  labor  market ;  but 
the  bitterest  enemica  of  the  Mongoliana  are  the  '^  lIooJ- 
lama,"  cr  the  idle  loafera,  street  Icimgenv  And  '<  bum* 
mere,"  of  the  city.  Many  riola  have  oocurred  betwoon 
tlio  Chinese  and  their  <?iiemica  in  Sail  Franciaco,  and 
not  long  ainee  it  waa  seriously  [iropoM:d  by  the  whitca 
to  organize  n  dt-lilxTati.'  inovv^intrnl  for  the  purfxieo  of 
compt^IUni;^  the  Chinese  to  leave  thaentire  State  of  Cali- 
fomift.  It  M'fti*  iveH  imdonttooci  in  San  Franci.'?co  that 
this  feeling  of  Imtred  to  the  Cltiniwc  unly  hickcd  a 
favorable?  op[]iirUnuty  to  break  out  into  open  hofi<ti1tt3% 

The  news  of  tlie  labor  troubles  in  the  Kaeitem  aud 
Western  States  was  received  with  profound  interest  in 
San  Frauciflco,  especially  by  tho  working  clanT**^.  On 
the  evening  of  the  23d  a  workmen's  meeting  waa  bold, 
and  was  attended  by  about  10.000  persona.  The  meet- 
ing broke  up  at  ten  o'clock  without  makmg  any  violent 
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demonRtratioTin  u  a  body-  Shortlj  bcfbrc  «4ioiimm 
a  portion  of  the  crowd  wn-ckt.'ri  n  CliiTiene  wiuhIi^-Ihh 
in  the  ]ieig1ilx>rhood.  The  Tnojority  of  the  throng  <) 
pcracd  towards  their  hornet;  but  wvemi  hundred 
llic  men  biuided  togeth'-r  mifl  proceeded  to  the  oo 
of  Geary  and  Lcawuvrurlh  atreet>4,  which  was  occupied 
by  a  two«tory  framG  building  contmnmj;  a  Chinese 
laundry  and  fruit  etore  on  the  ground  Boor  &nd  fbnns 
the  reftidence  of  the  family  above.  The  crowd  attacked 
the  placer  broke  tho  Ktrt^L't-lnmptf,  ftnd  by  smiuhing  a 
koroecne  tamp  inside  ect  tho  building  on  fire.  A  white 
vonian  waa  naved  alive  with  difficulty  from  aji  upper 
Btory.  The  mob  impeded  the  firemen  ;uid  cut  IIk*  ho9p, 
and  the  building  vrna  destroyed.  Tho  mob  Uien  starts 
down  Geary  atrcct  to  Dupont  ctrcct,  vrith  the  evident 
intention  of  raiding  the  Chinest'ijuart^T-  On  their  w 
th$y  attac^kod  and  clofiod  up  a  number  of  ChineKo  was 
houMTS.  By  the  time  they  reached  Dupont  street  th 
were  600  or  600  fltrong.  Here  tliey  were  met  by 
force  of  police,  who  fonn^d  in  line  across  the  street. 
Tho  rioten»  attempted  to  break  tlirough  the  HnCr  but 
the  police  stood  firm,  and  were  promptly  reinforced 
fnnri  Iho  City  HalL  By  a  tree  use  of  cluba  they 
back  the  crowd. 

The  police  held  Dupont  Btrcet  at  tho  corner  of 
street  all  night  against  the  main  body  of  the  mobt  while 
strong  B(juftda  were  jMJsted  at  the   intersection  of  M- 
atr^et  crossing  Dupont,  the  main  object  being  to  keep 
the  mob  out  of  "China  Town."    The  rioters  evidently 
lacked  leaflirm^  and  their  movement  were  withnut  co 
eert.     They  made  little  show  of  re«ivting  the   jjoU 
other  than  crowding  upon  them,  yelling  and  dcridin 
them.    The  general  impression  among  the  auUioriLt« 
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waa  tbut  by  vi^tant  and  determhieJ  aclion  on  the  pari 
of  the  police,  tho  crowd  could  be  held  in  check  duriag 
the  night,  though  their  cries  of  *^  China  Town/  at  one 
X.  U-r  were  ominous  The  miljiifi  were  ordered  under 
»rni«,  but  remaiiR^d  ut  their  armories  all  night.,  not  huv- 
tiig  bccTi  called  U]K>n  for  tKjrvico.  Ttio  firm  frunt  pre- 
^nted  by  the  authorities  iinally  had  itd  eOcct,  and  the 
mob  filially  dinikenied,  aad  the  j>i>tic&  rt*iiiahio(l  iniudvra 
of  the  situation. 

All  the  fitreetd  Icadmg  to  the  Chinese  quarter  were 
strongly  guarded  during  the  ntght  and  the  next  dny, 
and  no  one  waa  allowed  to  pasa  along  Dapont  street 
Durinif  the  contest  several  etonee  were  thrown  at  the 
police,  hitting  one  or  two  of  the  force,  but  doing  no 
ii\jury  in  coriAtrqurnu.*.  Wliilo  tli«  dieturljanr^  was  in 
progre3i»  in  tim  south  end  of  Dupout  stri-i^t,  atioLhcr 
mob,  numbering  !>00  or  C00»  gathered  at  the  northern 
extremity  of  that  tliorougLfarc,  wrecked  a  few  ChinCBC 
hi>LJM'j(,  »itd  al.U'iii|)leL)  lu  |N'nftnil<;  into  i\u'  fjiitnene 
quarter.  They  were  finally  forced  back  by  the  police 
and  dieporacd. 

Dating  tbes«  att^mpla  to  aMWul  Iheir  f|i]arfj^r4  tli6 
Chiucjie  manifested  much  alartn^  and  early  in  the  ex'en- 
ing  every  door  and  fthuttcr  wad  closed  fut  and  not  a 
Chinaman  w;ifl  to  be  B>een  on  the  «trectiL 

The  violence  of  the  mob  thomuglily  3TX)uik.'d  the  city 
authorities  to  the  danger.  The  police  were  kept  ou 
duty  through  the  2lth,  and  held  the  riot«rs  down. 
About  nine  o'clock,  on  the  night,  of  the  S4th,  a  crowd 
of  hoodlums  collected,  and  wrecked  a  Cliincse  houno  on 
National  street,  near  1-^fth.  They  then  gatherrd  on 
Finb  street,  near  the  IJnitr^d  ^UiU-*  Mint,  A  few 
oflGcem  were  sent  to  disperse  them,  but  were  unable  to 
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9f^t  uijthing.     Rcmforcemont9  wcro  ^nt   out,   and 
after  a  severe  clubbing  the  mub  broke.    Sotne  two  or 
itiree  huEidivd  o(  them  mihMttjut^iill^  .stni-ti^d  up  Mijc^io 
Btrect,  nnd  from  Eighth  to  Twelfth  ntre^la  clearod  o 
every  Chmcac  house  on  the  street,  the  oi^oupanUi  abao- 
doning  them  to  secure  per9onal  safet}\     Arriving  at 


Twelfth  street,  they  wet©  joioed  by  n  cruwd,  who  hnd 
been  depreciating  on  Bninnon  eireet,  and  the  combinod 
force  moved  to  the  comer  of  Twelfth  and  Folsom 
strrots,  where  they  tore  down  and  sot  fire  to  a  ChiiH-se 
match  factory  and  lutindry.  Here  tliey  were  ogaia 
attacked  and  roughly  udcd  by  the  police,  and  quiet 
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was  reslorcd.  The  luob  dlsperwd  and  upparently 
sought  their  homes.  About  fifteen  minutes  nfler  eleven 
oclock  T*  Jl.,  a  ChiucM  wafih-liDUAe  iii  tlie  extreme 
aortlivretrtcrn  portion  of  ttie  city  was  fired  and  burned 
down,  but  the  ]x>lico,  on  tlivir  arrival,  found  no  traoo 
of  a  crowd  or  further  didturbanoc. 

It  wiut  climrly  a'viili*nt  tlint  Ihu  police  force  of  tliir 
city  vrould  not  tie  Rtrotig  enough  to  control  th«  mob  in 
CM&e  of  a  general  attack  upon  the  Chinese,  and  it  wim 
reAolved  to  caII  upon  the  citizens  for  aid.  A  Citizenn* 
Executive  Committee  was  organized,  under  the  prefii- 
dency  of  W.  T.  Coleman,  an^  tlus  body  called  upon 
the  people  generally  to  volunteer  for  the  defence  of  the 
city  against  tho  moh,  promising  amw  to  all  who  would 
join  tboirorf^mixation.  The  cull  was  largc-ly  i\-3<pondod 
U>t  and  during  the  25th  a  force  of  3,000  determined 
citizens  vtns  organized.  They  were  generally  armed 
with  trlul^  unci  piJituIJS  hut  pn']mnitHin?«  were  maile  to 
issue  mu«keti>  to  them  in  ca^  of  tieceanity. 

A  meeting  of  the  vigilantes,  aa  the  force  was  termed, 
and  of  nil  citiTons  wishing  to  aid  in  enforcing  ordefr 
waa  called  to  assemble  at  ApricuUural  Ilall  on  the 
ni^ht  of  the  '23th.  It  met  at  the  appointed  time,  and 
was  called  to  order  by  W.  T.  Coleman,  the  President 
of  the  Executive  Committee,  about  eight  oVIuck.  At 
this  moment  news  was  received  of  a  large  fin?  at  the 
docks  of  the  Pacific  Mail  Stcamiihip  Company.  It  woa 
soon  ascertained  that  the  Ere  was  in  a  Inr^  lumber 
yard  near  the  dock.  One  bundled  of  thr  coniniitti'O 
armed  with  clubs  were  at  once  deapatched  to  the  Hcene, 
followed  soon  after  bv  a  hundrwl  more.  The  rtmiainder 
of  the  committee  were  then  told  olT  in  CJiinpanir-ft  by 
wardfi,  and  with  the  exception  of  about  two  hundred 
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proccc<Iad   to  tbv  City  IIii]l  io  avrmit  orders  from  tk* 
Chief  of  Police,    i^xiy  wcro  dcspntchod  to  Sixth  and 
llowftrd  streele,  to  dUpeise  the  crowd  collected  there 
smualinig  Chincae  boLifien.     Th^^  fire  d^pnrtment    woa 
promptly  on  hand  at  tLt?  Tacific  Mail  ducks,  iind,  under 
the  protection  of  tbo  police  and  the  vigilo&tee,  set  to 
irork  to  extinguUh  tlio  flames.     A  rioter  was  caught 
ill  the  act  of  cutting  the  hose,  and  rtaa  Mbot  down. 
The  viE;UaBt4?B  closed   the   Btreetfi  leading  to  the   firo» 
and  mode  every  cffurt  to  pnitcct  the  firemen  in  tJicir 
work*     Thi-r  «iglit  of  Iho   tluines  n^nJeml   the   riot«t« 
furious,  ftiid  they  exerted  tlieinMrlTos  to  >pr«ftd  the  fire. 
They  prcssod   heavily  upon  the  police  find  Tigilantci> 
and  tbe  riot  iiicj^^cd  in  dimenMoua  every  tnoAieot- 

The  wimrvea  and  lumber  and  cool  yonlat  in  which 
the  fire  was  r&^ng  were  surrounded  on  the  land  tide 
by  a  fence  ninning  near  the  bottom  of  a  ^icep  hill 
Vjidin^  up  to  SL  MaryN  IlohpIUl.  On  ihi;  liifi  of  tluji 
bill  a  crowd  had  assembled.  While  a  portion  of  them 
attempted  to  set  fire  to  the  fence,  tbe  police  and  citi- 
zens attempted  to  drive  tbcm  off,  and  were  met  by  A 
shower  of  stoiiei^  from  the  hilh  The  hill  was  ihmn 
etormod  in  the  face  of  a  hot  fusdlrido  of  &tone««  nnd  the 
mob  began  firing  pi»to!«.  The  force  anewcrcd  with  % 
volley,  an  J,  getting  to  cloax;  qunrters,  used  their  clttbt 
■with  t^^'llin^  eflVcL  ' 

lu  llm  chiirgo  Herman  Gudewil^  the  note-toller  in 
the  liondon  and  San  Franciwo  DjLnk,  fell  fatally 
woiiniK-il.  Another  eitizen  was  shut  dead,  and  a  great 
niLiny  were  woiindLil^  more  or  lo^  seriously,  by  sxont 
and  pltftol  fthottf.  It  is  impo»ible  to  state  tbe  loes 
the  riotcrn.  Se\i'rnl  vren;  n^jKirUil  kilW  Hiid  wuiindcd, 
but  nothing  is  definiuOy  knoxvn.   At  lt>aiEt  one  huudrod 
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flhoU  ivcre  fired  into  the  mob.  This  ctnrgc  broke  tb« 
cuunigt^  uf  the  mohj  many  of  whom  wrr»?  cnpliirrs),  and 
ft  long  chain  Wing  stretched  ncro^ii  in  front  oC  the 
nuU  dockf  they  were  muioclcd  to  it  for  fiofe-kceiHng. 
The  mob  at  no  time  Qbloined  aoccm  to  the  mail  dock, 
whi^  wa^  closed,  strongly  guarded,  and  ineveral  caiiiiOQ 
planted  commanding  tho  ontronce.  In  the  meantimCr 
the  fire  had  bumcd  immense  quantities  of  lumber^ 
motitly  heluugiM-^  to  Sitii[iflUEi  Brotbere,  McDonald, 
Mills  &  Co,,  and  Starhuck  &  Goldstein;  also  the  wood 
yards  of  O'ConnclI  and  Uiggin^ond  CoIlinStand  a  great 
deal  of  flitmiar  property  owned  by  varloua  parties. 

Thu  *hip«  at  tljo  wharvei  wurw  hurriwlly  towed  to 
places  of  safety.  Tho  firemen,  after  tho  first  outbreak, 
were  well  protected  and  worked  with  but  uliglit  hir*- 
dmncc.  Afkcr  ttie  police  and  citiei^ii  hiid  di«p<^nied 
the  mob,  a  ponton  of  tho  latteri  including  aomo  who 
had  boi^n  miding  on  Howard  and  Folsom  etrccts, 
<;athcrL'd  in  the  vicinity  of  the  Grand  and  I'alace 
hotolR,  oil  Market  street.  Some  of  them  penetrated 
into  Kearny  street.  Here  they  were  met  by  a  force 
of  citizena  and  driven  back  to  Market  street,  while 
another  delachment  of  cilJ/.ens  and  police  mai'ched 
along  Montgomery  street,  and  taking  the  crowd  b^ 
twcen  them  punished  them  eeveroly  and  ecattcrcd 
tbcm<  During  the  remainder  of  the  night  the  not«ra 
roamed  in  HinnU  gangM  (.)Vi*r  titnt  [irirtion  of  the  city 
lying  fioutb  of  Market  fltreet,  closely  watched  by  the 
police  and  citiTsens. 

During  the  night  a  nurnl>cr  of  CliinejM?  bi>uw»  were 
attacked,  and  a  houiie  near  the  curm^rof  Folsom  and 
Eighteenth  streets  was  aet  on  fire.  Tbo  alarm  was 
sounded,  and  the  engines  and  a  force  of  vigtiaatea 
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repaired  to  tlie  sjiot.  It  wiw  nimorcd  Uint  ft  diinaman 
had  been  burned  to  death  in  tho  building.  A  niaa 
vroti  arrested  by  the  vigilantes  on  the  eu^picjon  of  being 
the  incL-ndiar)'.  A  buttle  of  bcimae  wui  found  upon 
him,  and  he  wiui  Nent  to  prison. 

During  the  2f>th  the  enrolling  of  citixcnfl  went  on 
&Gti%'ely»  and  rtevcral  compuiiicx  of  veterans  of  the  civil 
W«r  were  organi7^*ih  A  niitnlx-r  of  am^stM  cf  rioters 
were  made,  nnd  several  nttemptg  lo  collect  crowda  on 
the  etreetd  checked  by  the  police  and  vigilnnte».  The 
city  yftks  tliorotighly  patmllt'd,  artd  it  iva^  mnt]v  ovtilont 
to  the  rioters  that  any  further  outbreak  would  bo 
promptly  and  forcibly  crushed,  A  letter  from  San 
FrancL0co,  on  the  Stitli,  naya: 

The  vicinity  of  the  City  Ilall  early  in  the  evening 
presented  an  aspect  calciiUted  to  ci*nvin<re  iUr.  dan^r- 
oua  claA^'0  that  ».ny  outbreak  would  be  attended  with 
eonsequeneefi  disastrous  to  th^m^clves.  All  the  court 
rooms  in  the  building,  the  ont>:T  police  olTice,  the  police 
yortl,  and  the  court  of  the  biiildtng  were  erowd<.'d  with 
well-armed  and  dclrnniTu-d  men,  n.'pn.*!*('nling  every 
cla«0  of  society.  Merchant  street,  bctwecMi  Montgoraeiy 
and  Kearny,  wa6  lined  on  one  nde  with  large  express 
wngonx  ready  to  trani*port  reinforcements  rapidly  in 
miy  din'ctiotJ,  The  oiIkt  »ii3e  of  Mt>rehnnt  Btrt^et,  and 
on  Kcjiniy  street^  in  front  of  tlii?  City  Hall,  was  61led 
with  the  rinka  of  the  Committee  of  Safety,  and  lar^ 
bodies  of  the  Bume  forco  were  marching  and  drilling  in 
the  immediate  \4cinity.  In  addition  niimeroufi  com- 
pani(.'H  uf  fi(\y  had  been  despatched  to  ever}'  quarter  in 
town,  and  in  some  locnlitics,  where  dangeriva-H  mure 
particularly  apprehended,  their  numbers  were  increased. 

The  riot  was  cnisheil,  and  the  dimger  over;  and 
though  the  di^onlerly  element  made  loud  threats  of 
vengeance,  no  further  dj^turbaucc  was  attetopted. 
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The  San  Francinco  riots,  it  will  thus  be  seen^  were 
iQ  no  way  connected  with  the  railroad  riots  east  of  the 
Rocky  Mountains.  They  were  a  brutal  and  unpro- 
voked outbreak  of  the  worst  elements  (^  the  city,  and 
were  caused  by  nothing  but  a  love  of  violence  and 
disorder  on  the  part  of  those  who  engaged  in  them. 
As  they  occurred  simultaneously  i^th  the  railroad 
troubles  in  the  Eaet,  they  are  g^ierally  classed  with 
them;  and  for  this  reason  have  been  related  here.

Tbb  int«n-ctttion  of  the  militnry  power  of  the  Foil- 
vuii  gov&rnniciit  !ii  heltalf  of  Uie  eiidiLagereil  nulroiul 
property  of  the  coantry  wad  a  pho^o  of  the  great 
outbreak  which  waa  certainly  not  contemplated  by 
the  Mrikera  in  oomraencing  their  movement  When 
the  Governor  of  West  Virginia  called  upon  the  Prew* 
dent  for  a^iatance,  there  was  a  feeling  of  general  bui> 
prise  throughout  the  country ;  and  when  it  was  teamed 
that  ihe  farce  sent  in  answer  to  his  call  niimhered  but 
a  few  hundred  men,  it  was  feared  by  many  that  it  wan 
not  in  the  power  of  the  general  govomment  to  deal 
with  such  a  mox'cment  na  vigorou«ly  as  it  demanded, 
inaemuch  as  the  army  wiu4  loo  nmall  and  wai*  ncultvix-d 
over  so  wide  an  extent  of  country.  In  ad<.Iition  to  thiA^ 
the  oac  of  the  Fed(?ral  army  in  thcaifairs  of  tiie  States 
under  tho  pn*viiJtiH  ailminiEitrnLion  Iiail  m  Khul^k<^il  tho 
be£t  »>entiinent  of  the  country  t}iat  many  pcnong  feared 
the  employment  of  tbc  army  in  the  ptvacut  inBtanoc 
would  lead  to  resulta  equally  deplorable. 

Tho  ouarMs  of  President  Hayes  and  liU  advigcn 
proved  iu  the  main  entirely  Batiafiictor^'  to  the  country. 
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and  demonatrated  thftt  the  consdtational  use  of  tbe 
army  10  in  no  way  dangerous  to  the  inijcpcndence  or 
reserved  rights  of  any  of  the  States;  and  the  firmni 
and  11101] c*ntt ion  vrliicli  iiiHrkiHl  tlie  action  of  i}iv  gur- 
ernment  called  forth  praiae  from  all  partiet.  Tbo  task 
before  the  Prej^idcntwaaa  very  delicate  one;  he  waa  to 
fulfil  hU  conatitutional  duty  of  prot«N;tiiig  the  StulciH 
agauiEt  interual  disorders  which  tbey  could  not  suj^ 
proBs,  and  be  was  at  the  same  time  to  treat  tbe  difCurth 
ancc  AS  a  matter  itlrictly  wilbia  the  jurisdiction  of  the 
Stat^,  or  in  other  words  he  was  not  to  take  the  enlbro^ 
ment  of  the  laws  out  of  tho  bands  of  the  State  autbori* 
lies,  but  W1US  merely  to  fu^tain  them  in  their  eflTort^  to 
suppress  the  diftordi-r ;  aad  to  do  tbis  he  must  p\c%cc  tbe 
FodemI  troops  under  Uie  oideraof  tha  Governor  of  tb< 
State  into  which  they  were  wnt,  and  must  bUU  nstain 
the  general  direction  of  tliem.  In  other  wordr«,  tbe 
Puderail  truops  were  to  he  ho  mitny  poli^^fina^n  luiitit-d  to 
the  States  to  enable  them  to  execute  tbcir  laws.  Hap^ 
pily  for  the 
imbued  with  tb; 
liis  course  was  in  accordance  with  it. 

Upon  tho  receipt  of  the  call  of  the  Governor  of  Weat 
Virginia  for  troops,  a  force  waa  ecutto  that  State,  undei 
the  oommanJ  of  Gencnil  French^  aa  has  been  related. 
Somewhnt  later,  General   French,  who   n.'gardvd   the 
general  government  as  having  for  tho  time  taken  po^ 
session  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Railroad,  if  not  of  th« 
Stat^sof  West  Virginia  and  Maryland,  und  lield  that, 
as  an  officer  of  the  army,  he  eoul^  receive  orders  froi 
tbe  War  Department  alone,  became  involved  in  a  quai^' 
rel  with  the  officers  of  the  Baltimore  &  Ohio  Raitroad. 
lie  asked  to  be  relieved,  and  hi«  request  was  granted  and 


enable  them  to  execute  their  laws.  Hap^  , 
whole  country,  the  Freeident  was  fuUy^^ 
this  view  of  hi*  duty  in  the  matter,  and" 
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he  waa  euececdcd  by  General  Getty-  Both  tlic  Presi- 
dent and  Gencml  Hancock,  wlia  were  in  full  eym- 
palhy  FUt  to  (lie  [lolicj  of  lliw  govrniiiioiil,  took  enrw  to 
make  it  plain  that  tho  Federal  forces  wnt  in  anmvcT  to 
the  calls  for  help,  were  subject  to^  and  not  superior  to 
tlie  ortlore  of  tli4t  Sliit^^A  itit/i  whiL'li  they  wi>re  miiU 
Weat  Virginia  hnving  no  militia  of  her  ovnx  was  coin- 
pelicd  to  dcp<;nd  entirely  upon  the  Federal  force,  and 
the  State  ftuthoritie3  lefl  to  General  Gett/  the  control 
of  th«  inovementa  of  htfl  tnen>  wiaelj  truftUng  in  bis 
oxperiene©  and  patriolism  to  conduct  iho  campai^ 
with  a  view  to  promoting  the  beet  intcresta  of  the 
State. 

Maryland  wnj  ilto  next  Slate  lo  nppiv  for  aid,  and 
received  it  promptly.  The  ofiiciaU  of  X\m  Stale  irero 
fortunate  in  having  General  Hancock — the  model  sol- 
dier of  the  reptibliC'^in  imminllate  ctimmnnd  at  Balti* 
iDor0.  General  Ilancock,  as  we  have  eaid,  wn«  in  full 
e^-mpathy  wilh  the  Preaident's  policy,  and,  apart  from 
the  eficoiirai^ment  given  by  hia  presence,  did  no  more 
than  adviae  the  Governor  of  Marylsind,  Tet  he  directed 
the  Action  of  the  State  throi]f;h  the  great  influence  he 
juRtly  cxcrciwd  over  the  State  authoriiiea. 

The  tliirrl  State  to  a^k  and  receivi^  asatfltance  was 
PenoHylvanin,  and  here  the  »anie  policy  was  pursued. 
General  Hancock  repaired  to  Philadelphia  and  Gov- 
ernor Hartninft  gladly  availed  himself  of  thu  experience 
and  ailvici?  of  his  old  eoitiinHiid«>r  At  the  »nni«  lime 
the  troopA  were  used  under  the  orders  of  the  Governor. 

When  the  call  of  Governor  Cullom^  of  Illinois,  fi>r 
aid  waa  received,  the  matter  waa  considered  at  a  H[>ecial 
■«fuiton  of  tho  cabinet  It  vra«  decided  that  the  condi- 
tion of  affain  iu  that  State  waa  not  iuch  aa  would 
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justify  the  Preu<3ent  in  iaroing  3uch  a  proclamation  u 
hnil  \ye^n  adilrPAsed  to  the  not^rs  in  tlie  oilier  Statist, 
At  the  Bflme  time  orders  were  sent  lo  Geueral  StiL-n- 
dntifi  hoad-quartcrs  at  CliJcof^  dirocting  him  toinstroct 
tbc  officers  conuu&ntlitig  the  troops  in  that  citjr  to 
rmpoml  ut  onci?  1o  atiy  call  «f  the  Stjtte  or  city  authori- 
tles,  and  to  act  in  obedience  to  thetr  orders ;  aiid  tho 
Governor  of  lUinoia  ^van  prompUy  adi^ised  of  tliciC 
orders. 

Later  still,  when  violence  wa»  (hrvaleiwd  !n  St.  Tjoiiict, 
General  D&vis  was  inEtracted  to  bold  hi«  men  in  readi^ 
ness  to  aid  the  authoriticii  of  the  city  if  colled  upon  by 
them.  At  Eaat  St.  Louie  the  Federal  troopa  ivcro  uiied 
in  the  legitimntu  ta«k  of  n^Mttling  Ute  UntU-d  Statei 
Marshal  to  overcome  tbc  opposition  to  the  orders  of  tlie 
Federal  courts*  j 

Thus,  in  every  instftnce,  the  policy  and  condaet  of  ■ 
tho  government  conformod  to  the  principles  of  tbo  Coo- 
KtitutioQ.     Tho  Statc«  were  enabled  to  execute   their 
lawJi,  and  wen^  never  ovendiadowed  within  their  own 
limits  by  the  Federal  power. 

The  presence  of  the  United  States  tfO(^  had  crety- 
where  the  liappicst  effect  Though  the  detftchmeutfl 
■ent  to  tJio  vurionn  p<>int*  of  daTigtr  were  wnwll,  they 
were  overj-whcre  po*4])ected,  and  feannl  by  the  rioters. 
Their  discipline  and  vteadinosa  mride  it  certain  that  they 
would  oU^y  urdem  litemlly  and  promptly^  ajid  the 
diaractcr  and  oxpcricnco  of  the  officers  were  a  guar- 
antee that  while  they  would  deal  with  the  disturbonco 
witli  forbearance  and  nioderatiori,  they  would  alM)  put  I 
down  PQsifttanco  to  tlk^ni  promplly  aiwj  with  vi^r  if 
called  upon  to  act.  Wherever  the  rcgulam  appeared, 
the  rioters  slunk  away ;  not  a  hand  waa  raised  against 
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tliPm ;  and  ihclr  service  wsb  confined  entirely  to  guard 
doty. 

The  force  nt  the  disposal  of  the  govcmment  was,  as 
hiiJf  been  vniiif  smM,  and  was  scattered  over  tbe  whole 
country.  It  became  necea*i»ry  lo  coTic«utrate  w  strong 
&  force  BB  paiaibte  la  th«  Stated  of  We»t  Vir^nin,  Mary- 
land and  Pennsylvania,  and  at  Hit  corlicet  moment 
Fur  tlii^  purjiOHe  detiu^hmenU  w<-ru  hrouj^Iit  from  tbe 
Atlantic  coast  ports,  and  the  troopfl  that  had  bc«n  sta- 
tioned in  the  Southern  States  by  President  Grant  for 
political  purpofies  were  moved  northward  to  the  sci^ne 
of  danger.  The  policy  of  the  government  wa«  u>  aet 
with  caution^  hut  aim  with  vijfor  and  proinptni^4& 
This  line  of  conduct  was  strictly  adhered  to.  The 
trooptt  bphnvcd  with  admlnihle  firnineHs,  paying  no 
attention  to  the  jeere  and  Inttults  of  the  riotera,  and 
avoiding  in  every  way  giving  provocation  to  the  mob. 

In  order  to  onuwcr  tlie  call^  of  West  V^irginia  and 
Mfiryland,  Wiixliiiigtuii  City  wim  for  a  time  stripped  of 
troopa,  and  the  govemnient  property  tJiete  left  defcnce- 
lees.  The  plnoos  of  the  regular  garmon  were  fiuppUcd 
with  men  dmwn  from  other  quartera  of  the  coniitry. 

During  the  whole  of  the  dlstitrbance^  the  Signal  Coi^piA 
of  the  army  rendered  important  eervioe,  in  forwarding 
to  tlie  war  department  news  of  the  events  at  their 
respective  post^.  Tlic  duspstcbes  of  the  signal  offioers 
were  regularly  laid  Ix-fore  the  cabinet,  and  were  always 
found  free  from  exaggeration  and  thoroughly  reliable. 
The  government  camo  to  depend  upon  them  a»  itA 
mo»t  nceurule  source  of  informntion. 

The  government  woj*  eerioualy  eral>arraescd  in  ita 
operations  by  the  ftnkca.  The  following  letter  from 
the  WoMhingloti  c*n-R'.Hporident  of  tlie  Nmo  York  Tri- 
bune will  ahow  the  extent  of  thi«  trouble: 
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Tho  Iftborcra'  war  ogninst  Uie  railroads  10  alrciidy 
bftving  a  very  disaittrous  effect  in  the  obatriiotion   of 
pijl>1ir    litiriiiit-HM.      Tlie    Adama  Expiv^^   0>iti[ijuiy     in- 
formed  th«  officers  of  the  Treajvuiy  Department  yesler^ 
day  thnt  it  would  decline  to  Uke  any  more  nioncj- 
packajrt^s  for  traiiftportation  tti  New  York  or  el^cwhcro, 
and  gimilLir  notices  have  probably  boon  given  in  rogard 
to  business   this   way.     Had    this  ndtici.^   luit  b^^'n  r^ 
ceivtd,  the  Treasury  Department  would  have  suspended 
the  abipments  of  money,  because  the  Secretary  &nd  the 
Treasurer  were  unwilling  to  assuuio  the  utteiidnnt  riBk^ 
especially  us  a  nice  legal  point  might  bo  raided,  in  caae 
uf  loMj  iv<  lo  where  llie  Rwponnibitity  for  it  would  resL 
Under  ordinary  ctrcumfltancc-^  the  express  company  in- 
Hurea  the  safety  of  the  money  it  traasport8;butif  it  should 
bo  loi^t  or  destroyed  through  the  o|jcrations  of  a  mob, 
esp(?ciaUy  in  SlaU^a  which  have  aek<:d  the  aid  of  tlia^ 
general  government,  the  express  company  might  holqH 
that  the  fault  wa.^  that  of  thfi  gnvemment,  that  the  r^ 
^onsibiltty  for  the  loea  did  not  re^t  with  it  or  ita  agenta. 
The  average  amount  of  money  received  here  daily  for 
the  Redemption  Bureau  and  for  the  Treasury  pro;>er  is 
abnut  $1,000,000.     Tht^  auiuunt  shipped  eacli  day  h 
about  8750,000.     Of  this  Auin  about  SSOO,(IOO  is 
ceived  daily  by  the   Rederapiion   Bureau,  and  about 
$500,000  ifl  fiont  away  by  it.     Only  four  paeka^^;^ 
money  were  received  at  tbe  Treasury  to^iay,  one  for 
tli<?  Kedfinption   Bureau   and    thi-ee  for  the  TresMUiy 
proper.     Ail  of  i\\^.m  came  fmm  the  South.     No  mo&ey

The  Redemption  Bureau  had  for  fiome  Um«  been' 
running  behind*hand  a  little  with  its  work,  owing  to 
leaves  of  absence  granted  to  eoine  of  IL*  enipUiyi^s, 
and  sickness  of  others.  Two  fn-  three  days  will  be  re- 
quired to  assort,  count  and  prepare  Jbr  reaemptioo  the 
money  now  on  hand.  After  that,  if  the  Uocktulc  oon- 
tinucv,  thi»  Bureau  will  bt'  obliged  to  jiu»puiid  upeift* 
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tione.  It  ifl  not  believed  at  the  Treasury  Department 
til !it  such  [I  Buspeiiiion  would  r^Hult  m  any  accumul^ 
tioii  of  iialional  liriitk  curi'ency,  either  in  the.  Treasury 
Department  or  iti  tiie  baakfl.  The  Intt^r,  iii>U;aJ  of 
fbrwurdiug  the  note^  of  other  banks  for  retlcmplion,  or 
piling  tbom  up  in  thi^r  %'aults  to  await  thu  n^eumptiOB 
of  traffic,  would  simply  pay  tb<.»Tn  out  opain,  and  tbo 
un1y  t^fiVct  would  be?  a  t^^mjjorury  Buspetisioti  of  the 
opcmliunfl  of  the  Redemption  Bureau.

Ths  only  route  by  which  the  through  mail  from  tlio 
East  to  the  West  can  now  be  despatched  with  certainty 
of  itii  reaching  il*  destination,  is  by  way  of  Canada, 
Supcrintemlcnt  Vail  tele^aphed  this  al^emoon  to  the 
Fostmat^ter-Gcncrat  that  all  trains  had  been  stopped  at

order  that   the   Can^tdiun    government   might   be   in-i' 
ibrmcd.     The  attention  of  the  Cunudian  guvcrinnont 
had  already  been  eulled  to  the  blockade  of  tJie  mails 
on  thnjngh  lines  East  and  Wejst»  and  In  re>ip<jnKe   to   a 
deflpat^h  sent  by  order  of  the  I'ofltmafiter-Gencral,  W, 
H.  GrifTms,   ssj^istant   rostmaatcr-Gcneral  of  Canadti^S 
telegraphed  this  afternoon  from  Ottawa,  Ontario,  as  fol- 
lows; "  I  have  requested  tlie  Great  Western  Railway 
to  take  [^linri^'  of  the  mails  you  sent  and  give  thent 
conveyance/'     The  blockade  at  Indianapolis  is  as  com- 
plete ae  at  Pittsburgh  and  BuR'alo.    William  Holioway^ 
Postmaster  at  Itidianapolifl,  tele^^raphs  to  os^ii^tant  Post* 
mastei<!eueral  Turner  this  afternoon  as  followa : 

*'  The  strikers  allow  the  mail   to  go  only  on  initns 
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there  are  route  n^ntp,  Thej  took  the  mail  for 
iviUo  and  the  South  off  from  the  tour  A.  u.  train 
to-dny^  because  there  was  no  route  agent  on  it,  Hun* 
dreilfl  of  passengers  have  been  8to[i|>etl  here,  and  are 
not  allowed  to  proceed.  I  wilt  have  all  traiEifi  watclied 
hereafter,  and  will  have  allidavitd  made,  and  the  par- 
ties who  take  nmllH  off  from  trains  arreet'^  by  the 
United  Stulea  Mat^^hjil." 

The  following  despatch  from  S,  Jay  French,  Mail 
Sapennt4>ndetitr  dulvd  at  Cinchmati  tbU  aftenioon,  also 
r^ers  to  the  blockade  at  Indiaoiapolia : 

"  The  strikers  \iavQ  pos&eesion  of  the  Uuion  IX?pot, 
IndiananoliF^  and  will  not  allow  pfLs»enger  tnunti  to 
leave.  They  have  allowed  a  mail  car  to  go  out  on 
each  road,  and  eay  tljcy  will  let  postal  cara  run 
regularly*  The  Chicago  &  Cincinnati  niglit  lino  and 
the  Ohio  &  Mississippi  run  only  an  engine  and  poaial 
cor.  The  Pau  Handle  trains  an^  running  regularly, 
and  but  for  the  tninnft-r  at  PiltHliurgli  through  tx>initio 
tion  ior  mails  for  the  Southwest  could^  I  think,  be  miide 
via  Pitl^but^h,  if  the  PonnAylvania  road  ib  running 
trains.  No  trains  are  moving  over  the  Cleveland  & 
Pittsburgh  roftd  Uwhiy/' 

The  mails*  have  al»o  been  interfered  vith  at  SL  Ixiuijt, 
as  the  foll"win]^  dc«j>f\tch  ftijrned  by  George  \\\  Parker. 
Grm.-nil  MniniijiT  oflln- St,  T-ijiiiit,  Alton  jc  Tt^rn- Hntjt« 
Kailroadf  luid  dat^nl  at  SL  Louia  tliii»  aftenioon,  showfi : 

"A  lawlejtA  Iwxly  of  men  now  holding  iwav  at  Eaat 
Si.  I^ni**^  IlL^  forcibly  i4top[>ed  the  running  of  our  reg- 
ular Irnin  carrying  the  niaila  this  uKirning.  The  cinl 
authorities  arc  powerless  to  rt^ndor  adequate  afie]Btano«>, 
and  to  save  bloodshed  and  the  wholesale  d^-^strucEion  of 
property  the  roadfl  have  thun  iar  yielded  to  threats  mnd 
intimiiUtion  only/' 

As  we  have  seen,  the  Btrikers  on  several  occiutons 
undertook  to  run  the  mail  traiuH  over  tb«;ir  ruads^  while 
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tbcy  refueed  to  nllow  (he  pofisago  of  freight  or  pi 
gcr  tniini«.  Tlic  rnanagrnt  of  some  of  the  railroAdft 
exprfWH."J  to  tliP  Post  Oflloi'  IV']mrtTin»n t  lln'ir  fi'«r  that 
such  a  courtK)  vrould  boootne  general  on  the  rouls  In- 
volved in  the  Ktrike,  and  naktd  ttiat  ordera  be  Uiued 
from  tijedepurlmeiit  to  all  cK^rkfl  and  other  pont  oflice 
afficials,  not  to  recognize  the  vtrikers,  and  directing  th«iiL 
not  to  proceed  on  trains  which  were  not  in  the  oontrol 
of  the  oSicera  or  agents  of  ttic  roads.  It  wofi  eugget^t^d 
that  ordere  be  issued  to  deposit  the  maiU  nt  tlie  nearest 
post  office  to  the  point  where  the  trains  pisaed  out  of 
the  contixjl  of  the  riulroad  companies.  Tho  reply  of  the 
Postmoater-Gcneml  was  th^t  when  aiich  a  case  Anna* 
and  wa«  hfoiight  to  tlie  ntletition  of  i\w  di-purtmentf  A 
decision  upon  it  would  be  promptly  made ;  but  that  ttie 
Postmiuttcr-Gencral  could  not  make  ft  deci»OQ  oa^| 
hypotbetiriil  cnxe.  At  the  Haintj  tituir,  it  wuaf  ibe  incu^ 
nation  of  the  dL'partment  in  advance  not  to  hAvo  luiy 
dealings  with  othcra  tban'thc  m^uiagcrs  of  the  railroads 
Uiem»elv«j9.  All  the  depnrtme-nt  contracts  ore  made 
with  the  railroud  companion,  and  stipulate  that  the 
m^ltf  »h&ll  be  carried  on  the  rc<;ular  pastacngcr  trains. 
If  pa89engera  arc  not  dc^pntchcd,  tho  govcnunent  haj4 
no  right  to  ctnim  thnt  tl^w  itiailj*  whnll  Iw  cnrri*.**!  other- 
wise. In  addition  to  thla  the  depurtment  wns  not  vrilU  ; 
i^E  to  ^ive  tho  strikers  any  official  cncounLgoment,  a« 
might  be  done  if  Apet^nl  tnitrtH  wilh  pfvitul  cnm  aud 
without  passenger  coaches  attached,  wera  roa  with  ltd 
approval,  and  by  the  courtesy  of  the  mob. 
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— lie  thiiiWt  ibe  Ociwnl  Giivtrumcut  iboutd  Laid  U^n  ISwtr  lo  I'rutert 
BaJlitwl  Pri>p«itf— Yi«w«  vC  •  Suik«r— Bow  bv  ftvpotm  tv  JtuuKLj  ikm

The  NorfJt  Anieriant  Retrletn  for  Si^plwraU'r  to  Octo- 
ber, 1S77,  contained  two  articles  relating  to  tho  strike, 
which  arc  of  so  much  int^rcet  to  those  intcrt^tod  Iq  the 
c^tiCBtion  tliut  we  give  the  «ubi«tnnce  of  them  horc.  The 
first  U  n-om  the  pen  of  Colonel  Thoma«  A.  Scott>  the 
President  of  the  Pennsylvatna  lUitroad.  ColoDcl  Scott, 
aflcr  reciting  the  hlatory  of  the  trouble^  axid  stating 
the  iicie-iHittea  of  the  ruiliuaJ  compaiiiea,  inake-i  the 
following  deductions ; 

"  This  insurrection,  which  extended  through  fourteen 
States,  and  in  many  cases  suoccsflfully  defied  Iho  local 
authoritieit,  pn*«rnts  n  state  of  fiLct«  nlino?et  as  mtious  fus 
that  which  [>revailed  at  tho  outbreak  of  the  civil  wat. 
Unless  our  own  ex^rieiico  is  to  diflcr  entirely  from 
other  countries — and  it  is  not  ea.H/  to  iw?e  why  it 
should,  with  the  iiLcrea^ing  papulation  vt  our  lai^ 
cities  and  business  centres,  and  the  inevitable  astfcm' 
blage  at  such  points  of  the  vicious  and  evil-diftposed^ 
the  late  troubles  inny  bo  but  a  prelude  to  other  mani- 
festations of  mob  vioh'no^,  with  this  added  peril,  that 
now,  for  tlie  first  time  ia  American  bintory,  has  an 
orgnnized  mob  leanicd  its  power  to  terrorize  the  law- 
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aU^ng  citizeriH  of  great  commuiiiUes.  ^itti  our  recent 
experience  I>erorc  ua,  it  is  believed  that  no  tliouglitful 
mau  call  &rgue  in  lavor  of  iklny  bj  Uie  proper  authori* 
ties  in  dealing  with  lawIeHH  and  riotous  aaffemblages. 
Delay  siiDply  leads  to  destruction  of  propert)%  and  may 
lead  in  the  end  lo  the  destruction  of  lita  The  force 
u^ed  to  n^preHfl  i^urh  mtneuiljlageii  hIiouM  be  aa  prompt 
in  its  manifestation  na  tbe  evil  witli  wbicb  it  de^bk 
The  interesta  concerned  are  too  grave  to  admit  of  delay. 
The  raiding  of  the  block  flag  and  the  sioppagc  of  all 
VC'Si^elri  oil  Llie  givnt  laki's  niiJ  on  th<.>  Minaissippt  and 
Ohio  riverB  would  not  produce  on^  titbe  of  the  damage 
to  the  whole  country  that  hib  rcBulUd  from  tbe  rocen 
Btopprtge  of  the  great  trunk  lines.  Tli«  burning  of  th« 
ve«seU  and  llitir  <;argoi.'rt  wi  th<*»0  waU'n*  would  raiste  it 
Btorm  of  wrath  which  no  mob  would  dare  to  face,  and 
would  be  vlaited  by  the  United  States  government, 
uniVr  o\iwting  laws,  wilb  i^OMt  exuinplnr^y  ptntislitiK-nU 
Sut  what  didtiDclion  CAU  be  efitabllehed  between  kucIi 
ft  crime  and  the  hideoua  destruction  at  Pittebiirgh  of 
over  one  thousand  ei^ht  hundred  cars  tadcn  with  tlia 
produeta  of  tbe  varioua  Slates,  tog(?tbi.T  wiHi  the 
engines  ready  to  move  them  to  their  destinatiun,  and 
tlie  station  building  and  machine  chops  that  were  al>- 
Botutely  eNHential  to  tlu'Ir  proper  care  alid  niovemcnt^^l 
and  which,  with  other  like  doing*,  resulted  in  the  nlof^  i' 
page  of  all  commerce  and  businesa  relaiiona  between 
the  States  not  only  on  one  highway^  but  on  many  im- 
porUint  liiirw,  thruugh  the  coiic:?rU?d  action  of  tbp  mul> 
and  its  leader*?  In  tbe  city  of  PiltHburgh  much 
human  life  and  many  private  dwellings  and  other 
pn>perty  were  eacnfiwd  aa  the  n^sult  of  mob  violence ; 
indeedj  it  is  almost  a  marxel  that  a  large  jiurtiou  uf 
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that  city  waa  not  dcatroycd  by  fire.  Only  tho  prevail- 
ing direciioii  of  the  wind  Averted  greater  and  more 
general  disaster. 

*^  Tho  authority  of  tho  United  Sttitcs,  now  potent  to 
protect  commerce  moving  upon  the  waters,  should  he 
csjuiilly  potent  w)K^n  thu  mnn<*  comrm^rcc  is  frX^Kised  to 
greater  peril  upon  land.  This  brings  119,  then,  to  the 
practical  question :  In  what  «hnpo  can  this  proleetion 
be  put  00  as  to  be  extended  mo«t  efficJf^ntly  and  with 
tlie  leuAt  d^Uy?  The  present  n^gulatlona  all  favor, 
unintentionally,  tho  rioters  and  the  mob.  In  tho  first 
place  Uie  Mayor  of  a  city  must  exhaust  h\»  power,  the 
Sheriff  «f  the  nmnty  must  essay  hU  ulrcngth ;  then, 
while  preciouB  time  is  expending — for  a  moh  comtantly 
attracts  dangerous  elements  and  grows  with  impunity 
and  sucoess — tho  Gm^ernor  of  tho  State  must  be  called 
upon  by  the  Sheriff  of  a  county.  If  the  State  happens 
to  have  an  effective  military  organization,  winch  at  tho 
present  time  is  the  coae  in  pcrhnpa  not  more  than  five 
out  of  the  thirty-seven  States  of  the  Cnion,  tbe  Gover- 
nor can  call  out  tho  military  forces  and  suppress  the 
rioU  If  the  State  ha^  no  such  organiztition,  or  if  tho 
military  Ibrces  of  tho  State  prove  inadL-qusvtc  to  the 
i^iiK*rg<?ncy,  tha  Governor  in  pantlyzetl^  luid  itnitct  call 
upon  the  Cnitod  States  for  aasiittanco.  If  the  authori- 
ties of  any  State  should,  for  ajiy  cause,  fait  or  refuse  to 
caU  upon  the  United  States  giivemmentj  what  pcAsible 
remedy  or  protection  is  left  to  life  and  property  within 
the  limits  of  that  commonwealth  T 

"It  can  readily  be  seen  what  frightful  pos^Wlitic^  of 
miBchief  are  afforded  by  tho  DL-ccssarily  long  interval 
which  mu»t  elapse  in  the  present  state  of  oor  laws 
before  the  Federal  authoritj-  can  intcrrcuc  in  cases 
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iiiiere  itn  intervention  ib  most  tnipcrativc.  In  &ct> 
our  recent  experience  Iias  shown,  tiie  only  ttmuIa  which 
could  procure  prompt  protection  und  immuntty  from 
interference  were  tlkoiw  vrLo^  mieforlimoa  liod  mode 
tlicm  Lankrupt,  &nd  p1iK:cd  tlii-m  in  the  direct  custody 
of  receiver*  iLppoiiit4.>d  Ly  the  Uniled  Stntes  Coitrii. 
To  the  aid  of  titoao  rooda  tho  United  States  Mar«h&l 
could  call  United  Klatea  troops,  aiid  no  rioter  dared  to 
re«ir<L  the  power  represented  hy  the  mnall  btit  mlmir^ 
bly  disciplined  detachments  quartered  near  the  iccenoa 
of  the  recent  troublos.  It  will  hardly  be  contended 
that  the  railway  companiCA  munt  become  bankrupt  in 
order  to  make  w^^eure'  tbe  uninterrupted  movement  of 
traffic  over  their  linei^  or  to  entitle  th«m  to  the  efficieut 
protection  of  the  United  St^tca  goremniont  '^  ^| 
bondholdcT  ur  other  creditor  ia  entitled  to  the  protee^ 
tion  of  the  Federal  court*  to  prevent  the  threatened 
impairment  of  the  value  q(  a  property  through  legal 
proceedings,  he  oert&inly  ehonld  not  be  left  without 
remedy  against  Itiwles*  violence  which  has  actually 
destroyed  the  ffecurity  for  hi«  investment,  and  has*  afi 
at  l'itt»burgh»  converted  milUona  of  dollars  into  scrap* 
iron  mid  atAt&n,  Thtt  Ihwm  which  giw  the  FiMleral 
courts  tlie  nummary  proceM  of  injunction  to  restrain  00 
comparatively  trlQing  a  wrong  as  an  infringement  of  ^H 
put^'nt-rigtit,  cerUunly  mnAt  have  been  inti^mJed  d^ 
ought  to  give  the  TJnited  States  authority  to  prevent  a 
vrrong'doiiig,  which  not  only  dG6tro>'8  a  particular  road» 
but  also  paralyzen  the  entire  commerce  of  Uie  country 
and  wastes  the  national  weallh.  It  in  demouHtmblo 
that  during  the  recent  diaturbancea  the  govenimcni, 
of  the  United  States  was  itself  a  direct  loacr,  ai 
through  the  government  the  tax*payera  of  the  win 
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cwSmry  to  a  verr  Inrge  amount,  by  tlic  diminution  of 
the  national  revenued,  arising  frorn  tbe  interniptioD  of 
btiHneAS  and  tlie  interrereitc^  wiitt  many  of  tlii<  np-nw 
tbns  on  which  the  internal  taxes  of  the  country  are 
lcvi1^d,  nfi  well  as  by  the  diminution  of  the  customs 
rcvciiucfl^  Afl  all  the  itnportj  during  this  period,  instead 
of  bting  forwarded  to  their  destinnlioDS^  were  neces- 
flarily  placed  in  Btow,  of  coureo  withont  payment  of 
any  duty  to  tho  govojnmcnt  for  the  time  being.  Sup< 
poKe  that  thiei  «tntu  of  ihingH  had  oonUniii.-d  Ibr  «ixty 
diiyx,  would  jiut  iIk*  UiiiU'<l  Stat^^  govcnmunit  have 
been  deprived  of  ncurly  all  the  reveuuce  on  which  it 
relied  to  m<'et  ita  current  obligations? 

'' Ci'rtiiiiily  it  caiiiiut  lmv«  U-rn  con k-m plat i-d  In  ll»e 
formation  of  our  government  that  the  United  States 
authorities  should  Bubmit  to  ftee  the  transportation  of 
the  nmilit,  coverlijg  the  enonnatm  ftniiiicial  luid  huniiK'W' 
transactions  of  the  whole  country,  and  tho  movement 
of  supplies  required  for  ita  own  various  departmental 
made  dependent  upon  the  gra4»  and  favor  of  rioters, 
whoRe  miAcofiduct  in  almost  any  otiier  Ibrm  would 
have  secured  their  immediate  arrest  and  condign  pun- 
ishment. During  the  recent  riota  the  movement  of 
United  States  tmops  was  impeded  at  several  poinfK^ 
and  largo  quantities  of  ammunition  and  other  Federal 
rtores  on  their  way  to  tho  Pacifio  cofl*t  wera  forcibly 
detained  fijr  da^-a  The  operations  of  the  national 
government  in  some  parta  of  the  country'  were  as  com- 
pletely blocked  as  in  tho  cariy  daye  of  the  civil  war 
There  certainly  ehould  be  a  protection  against  such 
dangers,  and  a  remedy  for  such  wrongs.  If  the  gov. 
emment  of  the  United  States  is  to  exercise  its  power 
of  protection  or  of  romcdyi  it  perhaps  can  do  so  only 
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tlirottgli  nn  ailoqtint^  CTEliihUion  of  th«  mililAry  force 
that  may  be  given  it  forfiu^^h  purposes  by  Congress. 
The  importftnt  question  10  to  asocrUiin  in  wljnt  way 
the  |^)veniment  can  no  exhibit  ita  military  force  aj  to 
nof^ure  the  utmoiit  posnible  efficiency  in  the  enfbrreifK>iit 
of  law  and  order,  without  jnrring  or  disturbing  the 
goncral  framework  of  cur  in;ilituUona  and  our  lawB, 
It  ftecraa  to  be  mdi»pcDsnblcj  in  the  light  of  re*ient 
cvcntii,  that  whatever  force  is  to  be  used  by  the  ^x-cm- 
mont  in  such  emergencies  shonld  bo  80  diatrtbLtted  mid 
controlled  thnt  it  may  be  concentrated  upon  any  point 
or  points  that  may  be  threatened  within  a  few  hours 
of  any  outbreak.     Several  oompanioa  of  regular  troops 
that  were  quartered  at  Ualtimon},  Philadelphia,  l'itt<s- 
burgh,    Beading,    Scranton,   lAuim^ine,   Chicago,    and 
other  places,  during  tlio  recent  riots,  had  to  be  trana- 
ported  for  Buch  distanced  that,  if  they  hod  been  com- 
pelled to  march  instead  of  moving  by  rail,  they  woiil  J 
have  be(^n  |>owerleMf  to  avt^rt  mtMehieC     lb  was  only 
by  tho  fear  or  favor  of  the  rioters  that  the  United 
States  were  able  to  coiiCi^ntrale  their  forces  where  they 
did.      in  HOme  cases  formjil    ranohitions  wi^re  [wumr^l   by 
the  strikers  that  no  troops  should  ba  allowed  to  paas 
over  Uio  lincfl.     In  Jersey  City  a  mob  endeavored  to 
pn-vettt  the  departure  of  a  Uniied  States  battery  and 
Uie  troopn  ronnect^'J  tlierewilh.     On  the  Erie  Railway, 
between  C(  luielt  and  Uomellsvilld,  a  few  lawleM  men, 
by  tearing  up  tracks, destroying  bridges,  and  tampering 
with  awitrhes,  were  able  seriously  to  retard  tho  uiili* 
tary  forces  of  the  State,  which  were  there  under  tbo 
orders  of  the  Governor  to  re-establiah  law  and  order. 
What  is  needed,  therefore^  would  clesrty  seem  to   be 
that  proper  fijrces  should  be  so  disponed  at  prominent 
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points — ^largc  cilicfl  nnd  otiicr  great  bu»ine#s  centres, 
in  manj  of  wliEcJi  lite  govcmIn(^nt  has  orscnaU,  cu^tooi 
IioiiJ<4.*s,  miiiU,  Tinvy  J»nl^  rtn<l  oUwr  pnjpvrly  of  lU 
ovm  to  protect — that  thoirmovcmGntacoa  be  combined 
rapidly  and  they  be  directed  against  pointa  of  diuigcr, 
80  aa  to  be  able  to  act  efTectively  and  with  deciaion 
before  violence  can  become  triurnphtutt 

**  With  the  experii'nco  of  other  countnes  to  warn 
fmd  guide  od,  and  especially  with  the  experience  of 
England,  when?  the  nghU  of  the  pooplu  hfive  for  ages 
been  n^uanled  an<l  a«f;crted  ns  jealously  aa  they  alvraya 
have  been  and  thoutd  be  among  ourselves,  wo  cbolt 
have  only  ounwlvea  to  blame  if»  through  apathy,  dciniu 
gogism  or  we»kni>«»,  vm  leave  uuD(o1voti  unpn*pared  to 
meet  on  ]»»ue  nhielt,  from  nil  the  evidences  of  iho 
Umcfly  15  only  too  likely  again  to  be  forced  upon  oa, 
With  llie  njipruath  of  winlcr,  mu\  llie  Iiiw  uf  out^luor 
employment  which  Rovero  weather,  even  in  tb«  most 
prosperous  timca,  cntoiK  the  country  muII  have  to  de«l 
not  only  with  the  detierving  among  the  unemployed, 
who  can  be  reached  and  Ij<»lppd  through  local  or^niiuw 
tions,  but  with  vast  numbcfrii  of  idle,  dangerous  and,  in 
many  coccs,  desperate  men.  who  have  been  allowed 
unfortunately  to  catch  aglimpw-of  thrir  po<i<iible  power 
for  mischief.  StK'h  men,  unk*«s  confrontiKl  by  a 
thorough  oi^nizatton  in  the  cities,  States  and  otlior 
communities,  backed  by  the  power  of  Uie  Federal 
govi.-riiinent  and  an  unmlHtakabU  public  opinion,  will 
need  but  little  urging  to  renew  the  noenoa  which  hav« 
already  brought  euch  disgrace  upon  tlio  Americaa 
name.

The  ahle  lairyem  of  the  Senate  nnil  HouME 
will  [lerhapH  fVame  a  law  which  will  ^vi>  to  the  owncn 
of  every  highway  carrying  intor-Slato  commcit*, 
whvthvr  by  lard  or  water,  In  which  citizcna  of  ditTvr- 
ent  Slates  are  interestvd^  or  carrying  the  United  Statei 
maiUorothcr  government  property,  tlie  right  to  &I^k6tl 
by  petition  properly  vcnfied  before  the  tribunala  oftlbC 
FiiittHi  Slatt'S,  in  onl^^r  to  ffhow  thai  tlie  movement  of 
Buch  traflic  hiui  bi-en  interfered  with  by  unlawful  eom- 
bination^  by  threats  or  by  violence,  and  which,  upoa 
Burh  showing,  will  give  theiic  tribunal*  the  right,  when 
necessary,  to  call  ui>on  tlw  ITnll^^d  Slnl'y*,  in  the  form 
cow  authoriied  by  law,  to  enforce  their  proocm  by 
arresting  the  rioten  and  the  Auppreesion  of  all  auch 
unlawful  e'>M]hifmliimii. 

**  Tlic  magnitude  of  the  evil  to  be  met  and  dealt  with 
can  hardly  bo  overstated.  The  remedy  to  be  provided 
ahould  be  equally  prompt  and  cffixtive.  It  tnuat  be 
dl!<ru33£^d  and  adopted  in  the  interest  of  the  wlnile 
country,  and  not  of  any  particular  cla»a;  for  tlie  in* 
teresta  of  all  claases  of  our  citiEcns  are  the  Bame  in  the 
m^otenance  of  domestic  peace  and  civil  order.  But  to 
no  one  cla«s  in  the  roimuunity  in  an  absolute  ouumnoo 
of  peace  so  important  aa  to  tlie  men  who  have  no  capi- 
tal but  their  labor.  When  tho  accumulations  of  labor 
are  put  in  j>eril  by  lawlessneaa,  capita!  may  always  pn^ 
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labor  iU  value  ntui  \m\tT^  it  it«  rcwftnl  Aruircliy  not 
only  deprives  itic  lubunng  man  of  bia  present  eubaUu 
cnci%  but  putA  ill  j<^opunIy  Jill  li]«  boprs  of  im2>rovctnent 
for  bijj  own  future  and  the  future  uf  bU  fiimily, 

"  My  own  railway  experience^  extendi  ng  over  a  period 
or  thirty  yeard,  lead^  me  to  believe  ibat  tlic  managers 
of  American  railwaya  In  general  ntny  fi-arli*?Mly  iip[R>al 
to  tbeir  poat  relations  with  the  faithful  tunong  their 
employ&  to  prove  that  they  at  IcoAt  have  alwa;,'*  en- 
deavored to  treat  the  intereAtA  of  ^^mployi-rft  aiul  enw 
ployed  as  identical,  and  have  never  fftiled  to  take  into 
prompt  and  n^peotful  conAideration  every  grievance 
which  has  been  fairly  and  properly  presented  to  them. 
I  ftin  wure  thnt  it  biis  been  the  purpoae  of  the  company 
with  which  I  am  connecti»d»  to  at  all  times  pviy  its 
employes  the  best  compensation  that  the  buflineiui  of 
the  country  would  warrant;  and  I  have  no  doubt  tliat 
thi«  will  be  ihu  policy  of  the  company  tbv  all  future 
Lin>e,  as  it  is  founded  on  sound  business  principles  no 
less  than  upon  the  instincts  of  humanity  " 

Tlie  wajml  nrticle  rrfom^d  to  is  entitled  "Fair 
Wages,"  and  i*  signed  "  A  Striker,"  and  contendtf  that 
the  rights  and  value  of  labor,  which  were  acknowledged 
here  forty  year«  ago  bpcauiw  Ihe  country  wanted  linnds, 
DOW  turns  the  laboring  men's  eamiugs  agiiiiutt  tln.-m^ 
and  the  country's  proflperity  bcoomes  their  disa'iler. 
The  writer  ooncludea  as  Ibliows; 

''Let  me  put  this  matter  in  a  plain  way,  ax  wo 
understand  it,  and  use  round  numbers,  instead  of  fra^ 
tjons,  as  wc  have  to  deal  with  hundreds  of  tnillions, 
dividing  the  subject  into  sc^^ttonif.

Lnhor  is  admitU^  into  this  cnUtqniiw  a^  a  pr^ 
fcn?ntial  crodilor,  lo  bo  pnid  out  of  the  grots  oamingi 
before  the  most  prcfcrrwl  mortgagee  or  bondholder 
recelvpfl  n  dollar  For,  iw  capit-iU  ooidd  not  bniM  the 
Toa^le  nor  equip  them  without  labor^  to  the  cntorprise, 
when  complete^  cnnnot  be  nm  without  labor.  CapitAl* 
thercforr^  tFike»  a  biKk  se»l  when  it  comefi  to  (ho  push, 
and  acknov^l(*dgi*ft  iioton!y  Umt  UtM^rhtis  the  largest  in- 
torcflt  in  the  eoncem,  but  takcB  the  firat  Irutt^  I  tnkc  the 
nLilroiul  afl  a  sample  out  of  all  entcrpriaen,  and  if  we 
could  get  at  ligiin>H,  tlx^n^  im  Tioilotibt  it  in  a  f;«ir  fvample 
of  tho  crowd.  If,  then,  labor  is  the  more  important 
and  essential  factor  in  tho  result,  when  it  comce  to  the 
question  which  of  the  two  ahail  fiuHer  in  moments  of 
genera!  difitres^i — the  cfipitalbt  in  hia  pocket  or  the 
laborc^r  in  his  belly — we  think  the  ansT^'er  has  been 
already  ectlled  by  the  rights  afiaumed  by  one  and 
ftcknowliKlged  by  the  other. 

*^JS&fytnd.  It  is  manifestly  nnjust  that  the  working- 
man  ehould  bo  aubjectcd  to  under  wagea  in  bad  timc0| 
if  he  hoA  not  the  equivalent  of  over  wages  in  good 
t]ine».  If  railroad  compami.'V  in  eoncert  with  tbe  labors 
ing  claB§  had  eetahlij^hod  a  tariff  of  labor,  and  paid  n 
bonus  on  wagi^d  at  every  dii^lribution  of  divldcodn,  thai 
hontiA  Wing  in  pn)iif>rtMn  to  the  pmfiti  nf  the  road,  ao 
that  each  nmn  becomes  a  shareholder  in  his  very  amaU 
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way^  Uken  lie  wouM  have  Hubmitbed  to  bear  faw  fibare 
of  difttroMwhon  nil  wi.>r«  called  on  to  sbure  trouble,  but 
to  fibarc  it  equally  and  &Uko. 

'TAtrtt  When  folkj  aaj  tliat  Ubor  and  capital  must 
find,  by  the  laws  of  demand  and  supply^  ibeir  iinturiLl 
relatione  to  eneh  other  m  all  commercuil  enterpriacB, 
rind  neither  ouc  hod  any  rights  it  can  enibrce  on  the 
other,  they  take  for  granted  that  the  labor  'market'  \b 
like  tlie  produce  market — liable  to  natural  ductoadona. 
If  tliiit  wer\}  «>,  we  ehould  not  complain.  But  it  is  not> 
The  labor  market  has  got  to  be  like  the  fitock  imd  «harc 
market— a  (vw  lnrg<?  aipitali^U  ctmtml  it  luiil  nuike 
what  prices  they  pleaw,  Thb  sort  of  game  may  min 
tho  gamblers  ta  stocka,  and  injure  tho^e  who  inveet>  but 
the  trouble  ia  confined  moetly  to  thoae  who  deserve  to 
loAC,  or  thooe  who  can  aSiird  it.  But  not  00  when  the 
fiamd  practice  operates  in  the  labor  market  The 
capitalist  must  not  gamble  with  the  bread  of  the  work* 
ingriuui,  or  if  he  doeA,  let  him  regard  where  that 
ifpocuklioa  led  France  one  hundred  >-ear*  ago,  when 
the  financiers  made  a  corner  in  flour,  and  tbo  people 
broke  the  ring  with  the  axe  of  the  giullotine. 

^'FouriK  Wlu-n  tho  railway  eimiimniptt  obtained 
privileges  and  rigbtji  over  private  property,  and  Ix^came, 
by  foffoo  of  law,  the  great  laDdownere  of  the  State^ 
holding  ila  muvaMQ  property  aa  well^  and  cuntrolliDg 
every  avenue  and  department  of  buHinew,  public  and 
private^  they  became  powerful  monopoliee.  The  Slate 
endowed  them  with  powers  to  frame  laws  of  their  own, 
and  deprived  citiiens  of  their  property,  meajw,  facilitiea 
of  traaxport,  to  %'eEt  it  all  in  these  oorporations.  Thua 
endowed,  tbcy  cannot  pretend  they  arc  no  more  than 
ordinary  commercial  cotcrpiiacs.     They  art:  rcspouoibla 
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to  the  State  for  the  rceult  of  tbcir  operations  if  tficj 
dUlurb  fatally  the  order  of  our  ooncernji.  The^'  are 
not  1  rule  pel  iJenU  Th^  SljiL^  Itiut  rbimiK  ujKin  tb^m  U 
hii»  not  on  private  concerns.  They  may  not  ftooept 
ImbiliUes  and  then  decline  responsibility.  It  behoove* 
the  StJit«  to  decide  what  the  people  are  entitb'fl  tu  to 
return  for  all  they  have  conceded  to  these  compimits, 
and  to  onfbrco  such  claims. 

**Fift/i,  The  English  Parliament  legiMnted  on  tbo 
question  of  the  number  of  hours  a  v-orkiugman  wliould 
labor.  It  limite  them  to  so  many^  It  li:gielates  lor  hk 
health  and  supply  of  light  aud  Tvatcr.  In  all  these 
mattans  the  capitalist  has  an  intercflt.  (Ho  dot>tt  ni 
much  for  his  boriK-,)  Hut  when  it  comeN  tu  the  que»< 
tion  of  a  pmpcr  amount  of  footl  andclotbing,  of  warmth 
and  fthclltfr,  the  government  declines  to  interfere.  II 
leavi'S  the  quf.-stlon  of  fuir  wagi^  to  be  adJiLsted  Ix*tweeD 
einployor  and  employed/* 

Commenting  upon  the«c  articles^  The  PhUadetjAiet 
Tanes  pertin*?ntly  mid : 

"The  chief  importance  of  tbeiw  two  articles  lie*  in 
the  fact  that  they  are  written  by  men  ^'ho  represent 
what  are  supposed  to  bo  Oie  two  moi«t  opposite  views 
of  tlie  labor  question.  One  is  tlte  leading  railroad  tnim 
of  the  country,  the  head  of  tlic  great  cor|K>mtion  which 
bad  to  etand  the  brunt  of  the  recent  outbrc-alc  of  vich 
lence.  The  other,  though  unknown  to  fame,  i^  evidently 
a  fair  represenlHtivt^  of  tbo  n^nilcjw,  dlwonli.'nti'd  i^pirit 
that  aetuuted  that  outbreak,  and  though  he  cautiously 
deprecates  a  rcaort  to  violence  he  leaves  no  doubt  oa; 
to  where  his  Hympalhieji  were.  And  yet  neither  of 
these  rupreventtttive  men  realty  d!iicu»?*es  the  questions 
involved   with  any  thoroughness.     Mr.  Scott,  indeed^ 
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makcii  nn  pretence  of  doing  so.  He  merely  prewnts,  at 
tliH  t^iliUir'ft  n?<jiient,  iiiim€  ijractioa!  tliDii^OifA  nug^Mtei! 
by  hiB  owD  obaervation  and  experience  during  the  recent 
troubles,  and  these  very  naturally  rekto  lo  the  preB- 
ervailon  of  order  and  the  prevention  of  riotous  out- 
breaks, rather  than  to  tlie  catiws  or  remedies  of  any 
existing  troublM,  The  'strilecr,'  on  the  oilier  liand, 
has  nothing  lo  eay  or  lo  suggest,  except  tliat  men  arc 
entitled  to  '  fair  wagoVi^nii  itiat  if  the capitJili?it  attempt 
tu  'guinbto  with  the  brondof  the  worklnginuii,*  he  muMt 
*  regard  where  tliat  fipoculation  led  France  one  hundred 
years  aga'  Unfottunatcly  the  capitalist,  as  the  railroad 
man  for  oxnni[)Ii%  hiiK  hail  loo  much  r<f!uon  lat«<1y  to 
'  regard '  lhi«  piece  of  history,  which  ho  has  waen  repeat- 
ing itAolf  under  his  own  eyes,  and  it  is  a  little  di^ni^ 
pohiting  to  find  that  our  n^pa*H^^ntalive  striker  hns  no 
very  doflnito  ftU|r^^tions  to  offcr  as  to  how  '  fair  wa;^s ' 
are  to  he  secured  at  a  time  when  capital  U  making  no 
profit  at  all 

*'Mr  Scott's  reflect  I  on  31  upon  the  recent  Ktrikes  are 
such  as  would  be  natural  to  any  man  who  hud  been 
compelled  to  sit  etill  and  see  the  property  under  his 
charge  destroyed  in  the  absence  of  any  aJeijuate  jKiwer 
lo  protect  it;  who  had  witmiwt?d  iIjo  failure  of  the 
local  and  even  of  the  Sttite  outliorities,  and  the  fatal 
delays  of  a  system  that  wa.i  never  deaipicH]  for  such  an 
eUK'rgeney^  ami  whn  (c4t  1hi>  inU^n?Mt.-«  intniHteti  to  hitn 
secure  only  when  tlie  strong  ami  of  the  Federal  gov- 
ernment was  at  last  Mrelehod  out  to  protect  them. 
Naturally  and  jusliliably,  Mr.  Scott  would  slnnglhcn 
tlione  di'feneej  of  law  and  order  which  hU  own  e)Cp<*ri* 
ence  has  found  moat  trustworthy.  lie  would  rely  upon 
the  Federal  power  to  protect  the  commerce  between  the 
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SUteH,  nn<l  wouM  provido  for  Uio  pnjmpt  and  Bpeedy 
exercise  of  thiA  power  in  every  great  emergency.  We 
doubt  if  the  country  will  follow  him  in  this^  or  be  will* 
iitg  to  relieve  the  loeal  fnitljoritiefl  tiom  the  re^fponsi- 
bility  for  thi^  protection  of  property  and  the  pre»orvaii«Mi 
of  order  within  their  juriediotion.  ^M 

''There  is  one  thing,  however,  in  Mr  Scott*8   pHper 
which  all  clns^a  will  readily  recogniie,  and  that  i«  tii« 
entiro  copfidejtce  which  he  diHpU^'«  in  the  honor  and 
intelligence  of  Amoricnn  workio^ea  and  hia  practical 
belief  in  the  community  of  iiitci^st  between  employer* 
and  employed.     A  r^iilrood  pn^mdt^nt  tvpreventa  both 
the  owners  ftnd  the  opcratorfl  of  the  rood,  and  it  coo^ 
cems  the  one  cloiu  quite  aa  much  as  the  other  that  th^| 
biisineKs  of  the  rood  jdiaU  be  Aiifi-ly  carried  on.     It  la 
probable   that   he   would  not  even   dissent   from    tho 
*  atrikerV  propoaitiou^  that  when  it  comes  to  a  question 
of  which  ahull  siiflVr  in  moint-nts  of  gt^ncrul  disln*-8»i  the 
demands  of  labor  come  firat,  since  this  ha9  been  practi^| 
cally  acknowlcdi-od  by  everybody,  and  countlcM  capi- 
talists have  done  without  their  earnings  within  tlie  lost 
year  that  laborers  mi^jlit  have  hread.     So,  loo,  with  the 
only  practical  suggestion  which  the  Xorth  Amerieun's 
striker  ha«  to  makc^  that  workiDgmcn*  if  they  are  to  be 
subject  to  under  wa^s  in  bod  times,  should  have   ibe 
equivalent  of  over  wa^8  in  good  times,  since  that  is 
also  generally  acknowledged  and  in  a  limiled  senj>e  has 
been  generally  acted  on.     If  any  (tystcin  of  dividing  m 
projiortiiin  of  the  profits  among  einp1oy^-H  would  niMrure 
eontontinent   and  universal   bappine^,  there  J!4   little 
doubt  that  employers  would  gbdly  adopt  it  and  would 
And  it  profitable;  only  such  a  pyatem  ia  much  n 
easily  suggest^  than  fully  eUdxirutvd  and  carried  i 
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effect  The  firat  thing  that  we  need  is  to  learn  to  dis- 
cuss these  subjects  temperately  and  in  a  spirit  of  mutual 
trust,  and  it  is  a  good  sign  that  the  most  conservative 
and  eminently  respectable  periodical  in  the  country  has 
undertaken  to  direct  the  discussion  into  a  profitable 
channel.  It  may  be  only  an  accident  that  the  repre> 
eentative  employer  approaches  the  subject  in  a  more 
catholic  spirit  than  the  representative  striker,  but  it 
shows  at  least  that  the  leading  men  of  the  country  are 
willing  to  meet  the  issues  of  the  day  and  anxious  to 
solve  them  for  the  good  of  all  alike/'

population  h  entirely  composed  of  niinera  And  Inborors 
and  thoM  whoee  buaiwsa  ia  cither  directly  or  indirectly 
ocmn<H!ted  with  the  minm.  While  the  ndniixtum  of 
tho  foreign  element  penrades  every  part  of  tho  rofrfon,  in 
large  citicd  and  towns  nativo  bom  citizcnsof  the  United 
States  hold  control,  but  at  the  colliery  towns  the  power 
of  the  foreigcer  i>  nlwoluti),  Tn  thewe  hi«t  dill  furiiior 
dimions  arc  mndo,  kmho  being  ntmoBtt  oxcluKively  com- 
posed of  Irishmen,  mth  natives  of  Queens  and  other 
counLi«M%  In-lnnilf  lar^ty  in  the  majority.  In  bucIi 
towns  not  only  haro  the  manners,  customi  and  modes 
of  tboaght  of  the  Irish  people  been  trannplanted,  but 
ev^n  Ulo  lot^l  jirejudtces  incident  to  certain  localities 
in  thai  IfeaiUiHil  but  in  many  renpecl^  unfortunate 
land.  Coming  here  frOBh  from  the  contest  with  the 
landlord  and  land  agent  in  Ireland,  with  no  surround- 
ing influences  lo  teacJi  them  their  error,  they  trnnafera 
prejudice  which  boa  grown  with  their  growth  and 
strengthened  with  tlieir  Btrength  to  the  coal  opemtor 
and  the  bom,  from  w)iom  they  derive  tlieir  subsifltenc^ 
and  under  whoee  dipeelion  they  work.  Taught  fVom 
infancy  to  believe  that  as  ngainRl  them  cnpitat  is  never 
uaed  except  as  an  instrument  of  oppression^  under  the 
influence,  sometimes,  of  real  ^Tongs,  but  more  fro* 
quently  under  a  mistaken  belief  of  on  encroachment 
upon  their  rights,  a  spiritof  rc-si^tnncci^  aroused,  which 
wicked  and  designing  wretclkea  havo  so  used  and  con- 
trolled as  lo  render  Uie  undetected  commission  of  horrid 
crimes  not  only  easy,  but,  to  a  certain  extent,  sym- 
pathized with.  That  the  above  is  no  justificaljon  for 
such  a  state  of  aflftirs is  true;  nevertheless,  itexplains, 
or  tends  to  explain,  the  {)OHAiljt1ity  of  its  (existence  " 
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Such  is  the  r^on  thathatiboconionotorioufl  througk 
out  the  Union  n«  tlie  country'  of  t)t«  MoIUo    Magu 
and  the  scene  of  their  terrible  crimes.

The  onlcr  of  ihc  "  MolUe  Mngtiims  is  of  foir- 
l»rtli,  unJ  was  imiKjrtetl  into  tliU  country  from  Irvl 
It  vftm  organized  there  by  the  Iriiih  pojiaantry  bm  ft 
meoiiaofoppojiing  a  combined  redi^lAnce  to  the  exoctiottf 
of  the  laudlordK.  Bn^iglit  to  ihU  country  by  tlie 
emigrants  who  found  work  in  the  eoal  regiona  of  Peott- 
sylvania^  it  became  an  organnation  which  sought  to 
control  the  relations  of  the  miners  towards  tlieir  enK 
ployi'rs  and  to  compel  the  IsUlt  to  Muhmit  to  ftny 
demand  the  former  might  impose  npon  them. 

The  "Ancient  Order  of  Ilibcniiand"  i»  a  lorge  and 
powerful  Irij^h  «ociety  extending  throiigliout  the  United 
States.  ItsohjecU  are  profestiedly  bene\'okDL  It  is  rog- 
ularly  incorpomted  unticr  the  laws  of  the  various  StAics 
in  which  it  exists.  Out^tide  of  the  coal  regionsof  Pcnn* 
Hylvunin,  Ihsre  is  no  positive  proof  tl>atlh«  society  lAat 
fdl  criminal  in  its  character.  The  worst  chs^  tlikt  btm 
been  brought  against  it  is  that  it  iinpported  and  con- 
tiniii^l  iu  n^l''\tions  wiUi  the  MoUie  Magii:reA  after  their 
expoftnre,  and  raised  a  large  sum  by  assessmenU  upon 
its  members  thronghout  the  Union  to  defray  the  ex- 
penseft  of  the  defence  of  the  Mollies  charged  with  crim« 
in  the  ooal  rrglann.  The  order  is  secret,  and  widds  an 
immense  influence  over  its  members*  Its  members  are 
Roman  Catholics,  notwithstanding  the  fact  that  it  has 
been  ^utminaftm  condemned  by  the  Holy  See,  and  i« 
under  the  ban  of  the  church. 

The  MoUio  Maguires  were  all  membets  of  the  An* 
cient  Order  of  ilibemians.  In  the  coal  fields  of  Penn- 
iiylvaoia,  they   controlled  the   order,   aiul  gave  tli4>ir 
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name  to  it  IToiice  vo  eliall  Bpe&k  of  the  order  simply 
as  the  Mollie  Maguir^a.  The  pHndpftl  woric  of  the 
ordt-^r  in  Ireland  wiu  the  nhixtting  of  the  iigenta  of  the 
Irish  landlords.  It  U  said  to  have  n?ceived  ita  name 
from  a  ferociotZB  IrUhwomnn  who  particularlv  distin- 
guished herself  in  this  work.  The  Molliea  appeared  in 
Pennsylvania  as  early  aa  the  year  1854^  when  it  be- 
came evident  to  the  authoriliealliat  a  criminal  orpaniEa- 
tion  existed  in  tiic  counties  of  Schuylkill  and  Carbon. 
Tlje  memtx»r»  of  thi«  ofganirotion  were  )»oiJiil.irly  termed 
'^  BiJck"hot*."  They  guve  connidi'mhle  tmuhle  to  the 
nuthorilicflf  but  were  not  conNdcrcd  especially  dangerous 
during  the  next  Gve  or  eix  years. 

The  i^rv:%i  dt-niaiid  fiir  cihlI  wliteh  ihe  stimutus  of  (lie 
Civil  War  produced,  and  which  aet  in  about  the  year 
1862,  drew  an  immense  population  to  the  Pennsylvania 
coal  fieldfl,  and  as  a  very  large  projvortion  of  ibe  new* 
ccMnert  were  Irishmen^  Ihe  strength  and  power  of  the 
MolUe  Maguirea  increased  with  the  growth  of  thepopo- 
latton.  The  existenco  of  the  order  waa  known,  but,  as 
]t«  members,  when  c^uefltioned,  stoutly  denied  tlieir  con- 
nection with  it  nnd  preserved  the  mo«t  ripd  Mrcrecy 
respecting  its  transactions,  nothing  was  known  with 
certainty  by  the  authorities. 

In  t)je  irummer  of  1S02  the  fintt  draft  (or  the  pur* 
poae  of  filling  up  the  ranks  of  the  United  States  army 
waa  ordered.  Active  preparations  were  made  by  Die 
Mollies  in  Schuylkill  and  Cartion  counties  to  prevent 
the  enrolment*  In  both  countiea  the  enrolment  was 
effected,  however.  This  led  to  numerous  threats  on 
the  part  of  the  Mollies,  and  in  Carbon  county  to  much 
vioienoe.  Men  connected  with  the  draft,  or  reprewent- 
ing  the  capitalists  operating  tlic  mines  were  avsaultedj 
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beaten  and  mtirdcrrrd,  and  boOKs  were  burned  hy  na- 
knowa  piirtloft,  Tho  authoriti^  seemed  powerless  W 
detect  or  puniah  the  porpclralora  of  ihese  outrages,  aiiJ 
tlift  comity  vrns  filimgr^  inlo  a  state  of  terror-  N> 
uce»  w'ercj  nerved  tii«>ii  kmiUug  cojil  ojwr&tora  to  suspend 
operations  until  nfter  tbe  dincontinuance  of  tlie  drmA, 
and  boMCS  nnd  miners  were  warned  that  if  they  went 
to  workj  tliey  would  do  so  at  the  peril  of  their  lives. 
Upon  one  occaaion  in  the  Bummerof  lSt^5(,  n  Inrge  body 
ofnrmcd  Mollioe  entered  the  town  of  Mauch  Chunky 
overawed  the  dtieens,  seized  the  jail,  and  rclcaaed  a 
tiimiber  of  tlie  prisoners. 

On  Iho  14lh  of  July,  1862,  F,  TV.  S.  Langdon,  the 
breaker  bow  at  one  of  the  neighboring  coal  mincSt  was 
found   in  n  dyin^  condition  near  Audenreid,    having 
been  attacked  and   mortally  injured  by  il  gan^  of  the 
Molliee.     On  the  5th  of  Xwemher,  1803,  Geoi^  K. 
Smith,  a  wirveyor  and  mining  engineer,  was  murdered 
in  his  own  house  nnd  in  the  presence  of  bis  faniity,  hy 
a  band  of  Mollies,  with  blackened  faces,  who  rushed  into 
the  house  and  shot  him  down.     Ho  was  suspected  of 
furnishing  the  information  by  which  the  United  StAteft 
cfllcials  hod  been  able  to  make  the  ennjln»ent  in  hia 
dietriet.     A  number  of  other  murders  wero  comnutt4M] 
in  Schuylkill  and  Carbon  counties  in  the  j-cars  18G2, 
18S?],  1SC4   and  1805.     The  munk-rs  were  gencmlly 
committed  with  delibemtion,  snd  by  unknown  |>er»ona  ; 
the  victims  were  generally  men  deservedly  prominent 
in  their  communitie7!i,  many  of  tliem   being  connected 
wiihihe  mines  in  the  higher  positions. 

On  the  lOth  of  Januar>%  1$67,  Henry  H.  Ihtnnc  was 
murdered  on  a  public  road  within  two  miles  of  Pottf«- 
Tille*     He  was  the  aiiporintcndent  of  the  New  York  &' 
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Scliuvlkill  Coal  CompRtiy's  collji'rk*n,  niitl  hml  lK*ci>in« 
obnoxious  to  tlic  Mo1lio«.  Mr  Dunne  lx.'ii]g  a  wiim 
much  bcIoTod  in  PotUvillc^hie  munlcrcAttaed  an  inWu«c 
txcilemcnl  j  detectivea  were  enipluyed  hy  the  coiii[mtij- 
in  vrlioae  Bervloe  he  died,  and  every  effort  waa  nttide  to 
truce  tho  murderers;  but  all  in  vam.  Nothing  could 
break  tlirough  tlie  imi>c]iclTtihIe  fiecrec^  in  vrhicti  the 
Mu11ieAtinvi4(ijied  ibi-ir  iiuMlmxla. 

On  the  15th  of  March,  18G7,  William  11.  Littlehale* 
vf&a  waylaid  and  shot  on  the  public  road  near  Glcn  Car* 
l)on,  in  Kehuj'lkill  amnl^.  lie  was  but  thii-ty-one  jears 
old,  and  was  a  man  uf  unusual  promise  and  popularity, 
lie  wastbo  Buperiot^ndentof  llie  Glen  Carbon  coUierj', 
lie  vaa  murdered  on  a  public  road,  in  the  brood  hght 
ordiiy,  and  within  KjK'aking  diatiuice  of  n  hLfgL-  number 
of  perdue,  noiic  of  whom,  huw«vcr,  pmfciuK'd  to  tiave 
been  aware  of  the  terrible  dtx-d.  The  boldness  of  the 
act,  and  the  caM^  with  which  the  murderers  cQoctcd 
their  eneaiie,  startled  the  people  uf  Schuylkill  county. 
Public  meetings  were  held,  and  large  rewardfl  urer^ 
ollered  for  the  discover}*  and  arrest  ofihe  n^wiaAina;  but 
nothing  'was  accompiifrhed.  The  Mollies  had  made 
sure  of  their  victim,  and  were  in  no  danger  of  di^ 
oovcry* 

Aaa  general  rule,  the  MollicA  killed  their  victima 
from  molivt^  of  revenge,  and  rarely  in  tJie  attempt  to 
commit  a  robbery.  In  the  spring  of  1807,  and  at  timea 
an  ISOS,  a  pcriew  of  murders  for  tho  purpose  of  robbery 
occurred  in  Schuylkill  coiuily.  It  ia  believed  tha^  in 
1S68,  Pmt  Hcvter,  a  body-master  of  tho  Mollies^  in 
Northuml>erIand  county,  wna  tlie  loading  apiriL  On 
tlie  17th  of  October,  1SC8,  Alexander  Roe,  a  reigdout 
of  Mount  Caniielj  wa»  n^^bed   and  murdt"n.^d  by  the 
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MoUiea  On  the  ev^ningof  the  2d  of  December,  ISTl, 
Morgan  Potrell,  abo^  oS  the  Lehigh  Coal  &  Navigalioa 
Company,  woa  murdered  at  Sutnmit  UiU^  in  Carboo 
county.  He  had  ju^  com^  out  of  a  stdrv,  and  wna  oa 
hiB  way  to  the  office  of  th«  company*  Xear  tho  eton 
he  encoontered  a  crowd  of  men  standing  on  ibc  sidfi 
walk.  One  of  them  stepped  fnrward  and  Gr<^l  at  hna 
with  a  revolver,  iuQjctmg  a  wouod  fmm  which  h«  died. 
Although  the  murder  occurred  early  in  tho  evenin* 
and  wa^  witnC3<«<rd  l>y  a  targe  Dumber  of  persons^  the 
afaMuwin  and  \n»  cunr4<dL*ratcs  rendily  Eucccvdi^'d  in  c*cap- 
ing  to  th«  woods. 

Crime  now  fteemod  lumpant  in  tho  coal  m^^mu.  On 
the  SOth  of  March,  18G7,  the  Miner/  Jfmmal  pu!i- 
lUhed  a  liflt  of  titty  nmrdera  cominluej  in  SchnylkiU 
county,  between  January  1st,  IS63,  and  March  SOth, 
IS67.  Of  thceo,  twenty-eeven,  or  more  tbiui  one-hal^ 
were  committed  by  unknown  pcrwmat  and  may  be 
Kafely  wi  duwQ  to  the  Nfullie  Maguirw,  Tho  chief 
attoQghotd  of  this  order,  however*  was  Carboa  countT, 
wh(?rc  they  had  matterB  very  much  their  own  wa^. 

During  all  ihts  while  mmo  of  th<-  Mullii.^  lia<l  been 
convicted  of  the  crimeff  they  liad  committed,  Arreota 
of  ffiupcctcd  parUce  liad  been  made,  nnd  thc-y  had 
been  hroitg^ii  to  trial  in  aome  ittatnnrei^;  but  llie  Stat« 
had  b«*n  urmble  to  convict  them.  The  frk'nda  of  the 
prisoners  were  always  on  hand,  ready  to  swear  to  any- 
thing necessary  to  eccnre  tlieir  acquittal*  Whoiu-vvr 
a  member  of  the  otdor  waa  tried  £)r  an  ndenre^  a  oon* 
Tenient  aliln  was  w>t  up  and  sustained  by  as  many  wi^ 
nefL^'fl  as  were  thought  neocssary.  An  aciuittal  wna 
thuB  readily  «ccured«  and  tbe  law  waa  reT>ih>ntl  potreiw 
1e«s  to  punish  the  guilty  partie*.     I^rge  rewartla  wcro 
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offered  by  the  dvU  Mitborities  *nd  the  ooal*nui]iiig 
oompunies,  and  strenuoiis  eObrtJi  vrore  mad«  to  bring 
tlio  tDunlcT^ra  to  jufttice,  but  up  to  tbo  timo  of  tko 
murder  of  Morgan  Powell,  in  ISVl^  no  Mollis  bad 
rvKT  bi,'vn  cofi\'ictt-<l  of  murder  in  tbti  Hrvt  d^-gnit.  So 
strong  bftd  tht  Motli^fl  become,  G««{K>ciAlly  Jii  Schuyl- 
kill and  Cftrbon  coimti«ts  tbnt  tboy  did  not  believe  the 
nulhoritiefl  could  i>uiii£<b  them,  aiid  regarded  ihaxx^ 
t^\y*^  va  at  liberty  lo  ciirry  out  tbcir  plans  oa  tbey 

liked. 

As  has  boiMi  said,  the  auiliorities  of  the  counties 
embraced  in  th*^  eoal  rt<}^EUT]s  wen*  couvinoed  tbiit  tl^ 
reign  of  lawlessness  in  their  nkidst  was  due  to  a  pow- 
erful seerct  organization  of  Irishmen,  and  t}>cy  bod 
Icarnol  that  it  was  known  as  the  Mollie  Moguires,  but 
beyond  tbis  they  could  diitcover  nothing.  Deta>ctiT«a 
had  btfen  BSi  to  work  to  ferret  out  thu  tn^'stonous  ordor, 
but  bod  been  boOled  and  fijrccd  to  give  up  their  elforts 
in  despair  Thu  Mollies,  srcure  in  Uic  m^ntery  with 
which  they  en»hn>uJvd  thimiHelves,  cotitiuucd  their 
horrid  work,  and  lau^lKsl  at  the  aulboritics.  Meao- 
wbile  the  respectable  inhabltAnt^  of  the  ocol  regions 
lived  in  a  state  of  constant  lerror  No  man  could  tell 
when  his  life  might  be  taken  or  hia  property  destroyed 
by  the  terrible  order,  which  struck  its  blows  in  the 
dark  and  without  sMigning  any  reason  for  them.  So 
strong  had  ibo  Mollies  become,  that  they  oven  ven- 
tured to  uko  posscasion  of  the  ^"Cry  machinery  of  tl»e 
law  by  cawfing  themselves  to  be  tU^clcd  to  public 
oflfcGrs  in  tlie  counties  of  Schuylkill  and  Carbon, 
IlAviug  gained  posscssioti  of  the  olBccs  they  pro- 
ceeded to  manipuUte  tlic  publie  funds  in  tbe  interesta 
of  their  orgimnatioD.     They  became  a  potent  influence 
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jQ  State  politiot,  and  Jolin  Kehoe,  county  «]«.>li*gAto  fee 
tlio  Schujrlkill  bmnch  of  the  Ancaent  Oi^er  of  HiIkt 
nianft,  openlj  boosted  of  bis  ability  to  extend  tbe 
influence  of  tbe  society  into  nntiona)  potitic8.  MoUie* 
were  repeatedly  elw:ted  as  county  commissioners  and 
eehool  direotora<  Id  ooe  instance  a  member  of  tks 
society  was  sent  to  the  legislature,  and  one  of  tlwtr 
members.  Jolm  J,  Slaltery,  rnn  for  an  anociate  justio^ 
ship,  but  was  fortunately  beatt^n  at  tbe  polls. 

So  powerful  did  tbe  Mollies  becociK  in  the  owl 
regionF,  and  ho  genervl  was  the  firelin){  of  temnr  sod 
insecurity  which  they  siDused,  thai  IIk'  prosperity  of 
that  section  began  to  be  i»crioi>ly  aflectc4.  It  woi 
seen  that  tbe  immense  interests  centred  there  iren*  at 
the  mercy  of  a  mob  of  Inwleam  rufHans,  and  that  if 
tliese  men  were  permitted  lo  extoiid  their  power,  capi* 
tfti  and  respectable  industry  of  all  kinds  wottlci  be 
driven  from  the  cord-fieldK,  It  was  tlierefore  resolved 
by  oorlftin'  parties  deeply  interwted  in  the  woUaru  of 
the  coat  counties  that  the  Mollic  Maguirea  should  be 
expoacd  and  brought  to  justice.

Gowcn,  the  President  of  the  Fhiiodclphu  &  Kcoding 
Railnmd  and  Coal  and  Iron  Conii«uij.  The  com^mny 
over  which  be  presides  has  vant  interests  at  stake  in 
the  cool  fields.  It  is  the  owner  of  about  125,000 
Acres  of  the  most  valuable  mincnd  landa  in  tbo 
coiintrj',  in  which  is  embraced  the  largest  body  of 
anthracite  coal  in  the  world.  Its  mines  are  among  tbe 
most  important  in  tlie  State,  rmd  ita  railroad  property 
TeprcHCnta  many  miltioiis  of  dollars  All  of  tlie^c 
int<*r>'HU  wen;  pWed  ivi  Ihi*  iru-rcy  of  Uie  Mollie 
Maguires  by  the  fmljre  of  the  law  to  break  up  that 
orj^ni^alion*  Mr.  Cowen  was  convinced  that  in  order 
to  render  the  inveatmenta  of  his  company  aafe  and 
profitable,  as  well  as  to  secure  the  general  welfare  of 
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Uio  community  in  which  this  property  was  li 

oi-gAiiitcd  crime  muai  l>e  exterminated ;   oo  in   ulber 

vron]i«,  timt  ihi^  Multii^  Kfitguireji  must  be  broken  up  u 

an    order,   and    puniohed   hs   individuald*       lie    fuUf 

apprccintod  the  difficuUioa  of  tfao  attotnpta  to  ponetrftte 

thv  inj'Aleneaof  the  order,  and  to  secure  evidence  to 

convict  its  memberv.     Having  p;uHscd  a  coojiiderahk 

part  of  his  life  in  the  conl  r^gioni  m  an  operator  in 

coal,  and  as  one  of  the  leading  lawyer*  of  Uic  State,  he 

w»B  familiar  with    tho    lang   senrs   of  critnca    which 

were  b&Hevcd  to  have  buen  conirntUed  by  Uio  MolUei, 

and  with  the  many  and  fniitleas  efibrta  ihat  bad  beeo 

made  to  bring  them  to  justice.     He  bad  »een  all  tbc 

onliriury  nieaiiH  of  eiifun^ing  the  law  fail  utterly,  and 

Vncw  that  to  be  sucoesaful  Bome  unusual  and  4U  yH 

untried  cour»c  mudt  be  pursued*     lie  resolved,   how^ 

evvTj  thnt  the  effort  »i)iouId  Ik*  ni^<^  and  in  the  (all  of 

1S73  entered  upon  the  execution  of  the   plan    upoa 

which  he  liad  detennined. 

Mr.  Gowen  rcaolved  to  secure  the  aid  of  the  Pinker 
ton  Detective  Agency,  whose  experienced  opemtivoi 
be  hoped  would  be  able  to  accomplUb  ttie  end  in  view. 
He  consulted  Benjamin  Franklin,  tbc  superintendent 
of  tlie  Philadelphia  office,  and  laid  his  schetnc  before 
him,  Mr.  Franklin  reported  the  matter  to  hia  unpen- 
ora,  and  Allan  Pinkerlon,  the  chief  of  the  agency, 
repaired  to  Plnludclphia,  and  hod  an  interview  wjtb 
Mr.  Guwun,  at  the  offifre  of  the  latter,  u  October,  1873. 
AHer  stating  to  Mr  Pinkerton  all  that  was  known 
concerning  the  Mollies,  their  secrecy,  their  crimee,  and 
the  impunity  wiUi  which  they  had  oontrivod  to  deiy 
JusticCr  ^-  Oowen  continued,  "Wliat  we  wint,  and 
cver^'body  wanta^  is  to  get  within  this  apparently 
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impenetrftblc  ring;  tuna  to  the  light  Uie  hidden  side  of 
this  dark  atid  cruel  body^  to  probe  to  ttM  eorc  thu 
fostering  eore  upon  the  body  politic,  wLicb  is  rapidly 
gnawing  into  the  vitals  ttiid  e&pping  tlie  liie  of  the 
community.  Cnmf  must  be  punished  in  the  inoun- 
tains  of  Fenntylvaaia,  aa  it  is  m  the  agricultural 
coanUcs,  and  in  all  vcll-n^tatcd  countries  We 
want  to  work  our  minea  in  pcacc^  to  run  our  paa<M^)- 
ger  and  freight  trains  without  fwir  of  th^  sudden  locw 
of  life  and  property  throuj^h  the  malicious  act«  of  the 
MolUo  Moguiren ;  wc  want  people  to  sleep,  unthrvat- 
vnvdf  UTimoWU-d  in  lht*tr  liwin,  utidinlitrlrtHl  by  lioarid 
dreams  of  midnight  prowlers  and  cowardly  usQ^fiint; 
we  want  the  laboring  men,  of  whatever  creeJs  or 
nationalities,  pn>tected  in  their  right  to  work  to  e<cure 
iuateoance  for  their  wives  and  little  ones  uuawt<d  by 
outside  influence.  We  want  the  miner  to  go  forth  cheers 
fully  to  the  slope,  or  tlie  shaft,  for  labor  in  tlie  breast 
or  in  the  gangway,  wherever  it  nuiy  seem  to  him  for 
tiiQ  beat,  void  of  the  fear  in  his  heart  when  be  parts 
from  his  wife  at  the  cottage  gate  in  tlie  moniing,  that 
it  may  he  their  lajd  farewell  on  eartli,  and  hy  evening 
his  bullet-riddled  corpse  may  be  taken  back  to  hia 
borne,  the  only  evidence  tJiat  he  has  encountered  the 
murderer — the  agent  of  thoae  who  would  compel  him 
^  to  refuse  all  employment  uuti^ns  the  regulations  of  the 
I  order  were  coinptivd  with.  The  State  cannot  attain 
thcec  tilings;  stie  hofl  repeatedly  tried,  and  tried  in 
i-idn.  Vou  can  do  it  I  have  itcen  you  tested  on  other 
^  occflftionn  and  in  other  matters,  and  know  your  ability 
H  to  conduct  tlie  businestf.  Wo  are  witling  to  supply 
H  everything  within  our  power  to  make  your  taak  a 
H    success." 
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Mr.  P'mkerton  agreed  to  undertake  the  cose,  and 
furnbli  the  proper  man  for  tiie  work*  It  woa  &tipulal 
tliat  Mr  Gowen  should  tak^  no  one  into  bid  conGdence^ 
but  that  the  matter  uliuiild  bu  known  only  to  InmselC 
Allan  Pinkerton,  Benjamin  Fmnklin,  and  llio  detective 
employed.  The  detective  was  to  moke  bis  reports 
diri'ctly  to  Mr  FrankHn  at  PliibuWphiaj  wtift  -wwjW 
a>minunlcat(j  tbom  through  Mr,  Pinkertoa  to  Mr 
Gowcn,  or  directly,  in  cose  of  ncoeiBBity.  Mr.  Gowcn, 
on  hia  part,  was  to  be  prepared  to  render  the  detecti\'« 
any  support  be  ntigbt  require,  and  in  the  mi^antime 
was  to  cause  it  to  be  given  out  that  the  Bonding  Kotl- 
Tood  Company  bod  definitely  abandcmcd  the  idea  of 
sending  a  detective  to  look  after  the  MoUie  Maguires. 

Piiik<.'rtoii  returned  to  Cbic^igu^  juid  in  a  A'W  da\"fl 
eeloclcd  hie  man.     Hid  choice  reflect*  the  higbe^tt  credit 
on  bis  dogacity  and  liid  knowledge  of  men.     Tbc  man 
cbiWL>n  wa*i  James  MrPnrlan,  a  iiativw  of  the  county  of 
Armagh^  Province  of  UUter,  Ireland.     Ho  was  bom  in 
l&M,  and  woe  consequently  about  tweoty-nino  yeara 
old  irvlien  h&  undertook  hh  dangi-roua  miMion,     "Of 
medium  height^"  says  Pinkerton,  describing  him^  **  b 
£lim  but  wiry  figure,  well  knit  togctlter;  &  clear  hazel 
eye;  hair  of  an  auburn  color,  and  bordering  upon  the 
litjle  denominated  oa  'aandy;'  a  forehf^ad  biyh,   full, 
and  well  rounded  forward,  fiorid  comple^on,  regular 
fcatnrcfif  with  beard  and  moustache  a  little  darker  than 
bift  bttir,  tbcrc  wn*  no  niiatakiiig  McParlaii's  place  uf 
nativity,  even  bad  not  \u»  ^iligbt  nod-lit  betrayed  his 
Celtic  ori^n.     He  wa«,  in  fact,  a  fine  specimen  of  the 
better  cla«»  of  eniigrantd  to  this  country.    He  wm 
pa.<4Anbly  educnte<l,  IieuI  Urlicld  and  bru&faed  agunH  the 
people  of  a  coiiFtidembli;  portion  of  tbu  now  world  dur- 
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reputation  ibrliinwffty,  a  peculiar  Xsici  and  shrewdn^iAS, 
skill  and  penwverance  in  performing  \m  numcTOus  and 
diilicuUdiitiefl,  and  worked  himself  into  the  poAttion  of 
a  firm  favorite  wilh  th<we  of  my  emplovt^s  intlnialety 
aasDciatcd  with  him."  Mr,  Pinkerton  stated  to  McPai^ 
lao  the  n&t4)rc  of  tho  work  to  bo  done,  and  the  deteo 
Uve  at  onco  conwmtcd  to  undertake  the  dangeroim  task, 
lie  was  furnishod  with  proper  instructions,  and  wna 
ordered  to  report  to  Mr  Fmnkiin  at  the  Philadelphia 
ofEcc.  Informing  his  fricndi)  that  ho  was  to  be  sent  to 
Edglimd  on  a  confidential  miMKion  hy  this  ngcncj',  he  at 
once  left  ChtccLgO]  and  in  due  time  reported  at  the 
Philadelphia  oflico.  There  lie  was  given  his  final  in- 
etructioivs  atal  wan  rurnt»hi*d  with  a  Att^f^  wtiich  »o 
tlioroughty  diBgniaed  him  that  hia  bent  friends  would 
not  have  known  him.  Ho  warn  ordered  to  report  daily 
by  mail  to  the  Philmlelphia  office,  and  arrangements 
were  jierfi^cted  by  uhlt^h  lie  i^uiild  n-c<*ive  fitntU  and 
oommutiicate  with  the  agency  by  telegraph  in  case  of 
necessity.  Droppmg  his  own  surname,  he  took  the 
name  of  Jnn^es  McKenna,  and  a.^umed  the  chara<^ter 
<if  a  mtn^r  from  Colora/lo,  who  hud  come  East,  and  was 
looking  for  work  in  the  coal  rcfiiona.  On  the  27th  of 
October,  1873,  he  left  Philadelphia,  and  proceeded  by 
the  Iteading  Kailroarl  to  Port  Clinton,  a  amall  tovrn 
situated  on  the  line  dividing  Berks  and  Schuylkill 
oountie*. 

The  task  before  McKcnna— for  by  this  name  we 
Khali  call  hiiu  in  relating  hU  ndventur«'ft^w&4one  de* 
manding  the  greatest  courage  its  well  a«  the  gn^atost 
ingenuity  and  fertility  of  resource.  He  was  ordered  to 
enter  the  haunts  of  thv  Mollte  Mj^ireM,  mingle  ojikong

Uiem^  Join  tlieir  Order,  become  poaaositeil  of  tbeir  Mcreti^ 
collect  «vidc^mM  whlcb  woukJ  «eeuf«  tbo  nrresL  and  coo- 
viclion  of  Uic  perpetrators  of  pu^t  murJcra,  and  gitt 
such  wnmirigB  us  would  enckbl*;  tlie  Autlioiities  lo  pre- 
vent tliL-  ooituuiKsioii  lit  new  cninvY.  In  ahort^  be  wu 
to  undermine  the  foundaUcns  of  the  MoUic  Ifagnire 
structure  ao  auoccaftfullyr  >^t  ^  secretly,  tlmt  it  woald 
be  nn  eiu*y  matter  ior  tlie  AutliorilR'A  Ut  tin^jik  up  the 
ordt^r  nnd  puitiah  ita  niemb^n  giiiltv  of  crime  Hf 
would  bas*e  to  enoounter  the  kecneat  auapicaon,  and 
would  be  in  tnonientary  danger  of  bia  Ufo  until  be 
should  succeed  in  whining  tbe  confidence  of  the  despei^ 
ate  men  emong  whom  he  ^^»  to  l&bor.  The  alightcit 
mdiacrctioiif  the  merest  accident*  might  betray  bia  true 
clmractf^rf  and  call  down  upon  bim  the  vengeance  of 
the  MoUlefl^  from  whom  he  knew  be  cotihl  expect  no 
ntcrcy  in  coh;  of  dtsoovery.  He  had  two  potnta  in  hia 
favor.  Uc  was  an  Iriabman  and  a  Komaa  Catbolk^ 
bulb  indispimwihle  recinmilj-H  for  juliniaBinii  to  thi?  order, 
and  he  bud  no  doubt  of  beinFr  able  to  enter  it  «boutd  he 
succeed  b  miming  tbeconGdcuceof  asufiicicnt  number 
of  lis  nii^mben.  Once  admitted  to  it,  be  trusted  to  bia 
own  good  sense  to  carry  out  his  ends,  oud  to  keep  Lim 
from  harm. 

McKeuna  found  Port  Clinton  of  little  intereat,  tbo 
PeiinHyUsjiia  Dutch  being  the  controIHng  etcmeiiL 
He  viflittKl  Auburn,  Pincgrove,  and  Schtiylktil  llavcn 
in  Auoccssioii,  pretending  to  look  for  work.  At  Schuyl- 
kill Haven,  which  is  situated  at  the  junclioo  of  the 
Mine  IlJIl  branch  vrtUi  the  main  line  of  tlie  Rejuling 
road,  and  also  at  the  bead  of  the  Schuylkill  Canal,  and 
is  a  ooal-chipping  point  of  coufidcrable  tmportanoe,  he 
spent  some  days  in  mingling  with  the  men  at  the  coal 
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wlinim  nn'J  xha  railroad  ynrJv,  and  trom  tfacm  ncquired 
mucli  xthloablc  iuformftUon.  He  next  proceeded  to 
Trcmont,  wliere  he  HMmuncd  a  msek.  While  there  be 
noticed  ku  article  in  the  Boston  Pilof,  denupcialory  of 
tlie  MoUie  Maguire?.  This  gave  him  an  opportunity 
of  introducing  tltc  But^cot,  and,  collmg  the  attention  of 
several  persons  to  the  article,  lie  pretended  to  bcUcvc 
that  the  society  had  no  ival  existeneo.  lie  w«w  in- 
formed that  ho  VTM  mistaken,  that  the  wxiicty  was  a 
terrible  icality,  and  that  Malionoy  City  waa  full  of  its 
tnetnbtTA.  Tremont  being  in  the  coal  region,  McKenna 
there  formed  the  acqcauitance  of  a  number  of  minen, 
and,  pretending  to  be  in  oeorch  of  work,  nsited  in  aao- 
cciwion  t^ewtown,  Swatara,  Middle  Creek,  Hauechg 
Creekf  and  Donntdftori,  at  each  place  making  nev 
ac<]aaiiitanee8  and  pcking  up  valuable  inlbmiatioo 
about  the  Mollies.  He  next  visited  the  western  pari 
of  Fchnylkiil  county,  and  fli>eiil  four  dayw  in  Tower 
City  and  the  neighboricg  coal  minew,  Pumutug  his 
inquiriee  cautiously,  ho  learned  that  Mftltanoy  valley» 
north  of  the  Broad  Mountain,  irui  the  rtroDghold  of 
the  Mollie  Mnguire«,  iind  that  (h*^  tmlor  wiw  1h>i1i 
numerous  and  powerful  there.  He  \*iitited  ether  parta 
of  tlic  coal  region,  antl  then  went  to  PUiladelpIiia  to 
consult  Supenntendent  Franklin.  He  had  accont- 
pliabed  the  ftratpartofhis  mission,  liivl  made  certain  the 
existence  of  the  Mollie  Maguire«,  and  had  located  them. 
He  bad  also  become  satisfied  that  if  every  member  of 
the  Atkcient  Order  of  nibernianA  was  not  a  Mollie 
Haguire^  every  Mollie  Maguire  was  a  member  of  the 
Hibernian  order. 

McKenna  epcnt  two  weeks  in  Philadelphia^  and  late 
in  December,  l&7-%  returned  tu  the  coal  rt^gions.     He 
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WAS  ordered  to  oetAbliEh  tuB  ho&d-quArtcrs  at  PottOTtlk 
lor  the  presectf  and  did  «cv  obtaining  board  at  llie 
hoLUW  or  Mrs.  O'l^ngaiLj  iti  u  low  quuler  uf  the  town. 
IVom  the  time  of  his  c-ntnince  into  the  coal  rogions  m 
October,  McEcQim  had  n^unicd  the  character  of  ft 
TeckleAs,  devil-may-care  fellow,  ready  ikt  any  moment 
tcft  a  dance,  a  songr  or  a  fight,  and  the  itnprc98ioa  had 
gotten  out  that  vhile  ho  was  a  thorou^ly  good  fcUov 
at  heart,  lie  waa  too  much  ^vcn  to  drink  for  hi^  own 
gocxi,  anJ  was  a  deH[>enLta  and  dangerous  man  vrh^o 
roused.  lie  had  litemlly  sung,  danoed,  fought,  and 
drunk  himself  into  popularity  with  ibc  rough  men 
among  whom  be  mingled,  lie  retained  this  choract^^ 
upon  bis  sL-itlemcni  at  PotUvilIf^  ^M 

Soon  after  amving  in  Pottaville,  McKonna  formed 
the  acquaintance  and  won  the  friendship  of  Put  Dor- 
mer^ A  MiiUie  Maguire,  one  of  the  commisaionera  uf  the 
county,  aiid  tlio  keeper  of  a  low  drinking  saloon  and 
*'  Mollic"  resort,  oalled  the  Sheridan  Ilouac.  Ho  quite 
won  IXjnner'a  lieart  by  thrashing  a  bully  one  night  in 
hi»  vaUion,  and  quietly  improvc?d  the  opportuiiily  thua 
held  out  to  him.  On  one  oeeasion,  when  Dormer  and 
binueir  were  alone  in  the  saloon,  ho  raised  his  glaai, 
and  looking  the  saloon  keepf-r  quietly  in  the  foce^  re- 
peated the  words  of  a  Ei^iUcunt  toauit,  wbicli  he  had 
frequently  heard  in  the  ploee,  and  which  ho  felt  auTQ 
was  a  MulUe  password.  Dormer  was  astonisbcd,  and 
asked :  "  What  I  are  yoa  one  of  them  things  ? " 
McKonna  intimated  that  ho  wa«,  and  Dormer,  without 
more  questioning,  ncccptcd  the  detective  as  a  brother 
Mollie,  and  took  him  into  his  confidence,  McKenna 
told  bim  be  bad  bt^longed  to  the  Ancient  Order  of 
Hibernians  in  Bufl^o^  where  ho  owned  some  bouses. 
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but  tJiat,  owing  to  IiU  hAvrng  killwl  a  nuin  tliore.  ho 
had  been  obliged  to  leave  in  a  hurry,  and  was  afraid  to 
commumcate  with  bia  society  for  fear  of  being  dimrov- 
crcd.  He  i*ftid  tint  be  wtut  un».bU%  for  the  same  r<?;ifion, 
to  Collect  bt«  rcnU,  nnd  that  though  h«  had  a  eiuri  of 
money  with  birn,  he  must  be  on  the  lookout  for  work. 
At  the  »8i>ie  tiuio  h&  denireil  to  keep  up  hia  ni:iiuiec:tion 
with  the  organ JxatioQ.  Dormer  told  bim  that  Michael, 
or  "  Muif"  Lawler,  the  body^master  of  the  Shenandoah 
division,  was  a  pcrsonnl  friend  of  bis,  and  that  be  would 
give  McKenna  a  letter  of  recorameiidation  to  Lnwler, 
who  %vould  a^Mfit  birn  to  get  work  at  Shenamloah. 
Some  time  after  thi«  Dormer  introduced  McKenna  to 
:hf»l  Oooney^  Dd  a  member  of  the  order,  Cooney 
inii|d>CioLi^  and  demanded  such  proufn  of  McKenim'i 
ia«all)4Tllllp>  that  tlio  Utter  escaped  dctoOion  only  by 
fi^igaing  intoxication. 

A  few  wivk^  nfUrr  this,  Lawler,  the  body-iniutvr  of 
tbo  Shcnandjnh  divixion^  camo  to  rottsville.  and 
McKcnna  wa4  introduced  to  bim  by  Dormer  at  the 
Sheridmi  IIouf>e>  Dormer  warmly  recommended 
McKenna  to  the  body-master,  who  waa  also  pleased 
with  bim.  At  the  euime  time  Dormer  privately  inti- 
mated that  McKenna  was  a  fugitive  from  jueticc,  a 
circumstance  which  gave  bim  an  additional  hold  upon 
Lawyer's  regent  It  was  arranged  that  McKenna 
should  go  to  Slicnandoah,  and  that  Lawler  would  help 
him  to  ebtjun  work. 

McKenna  had  made  up  bia  minil  that  Sheniunlciiab 
was  the  best  place  for  him,  and  liad  m  reported  to 
Superintendent  Fninklin.  He  remained  some  time 
longrr  at  PotUvil^  and  during  thLs  period  \-iMted 
jveveral  of  the  neighboring  mining  tgwmt,  and  extended 
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h»  «u*r|imintAiiiy>  and  mcreaiied  kiflBtonorinfcirmAltnn. 
H«  wftii  ovoTjwliere  roganled  as  A  protniDent  Mollw 
Maguirei  vlio  hod  f^oud  rcafions  of  hifl  own  for  keeping 
quiet,  and  tho  rumor  tliat  he  wiu  a  fugiti\%  from  juifUc«, 
fidic'il  to  Ihu  bful  iviiutatiQiL  he  hod  managed  to  ocquirt^ 
made  bim  mnny  friviulii. 

On  tho  iOtb  of  February,  1874,  McKctma  went  to 
Shcnnndoahf  Aviitch  pbice  be  mnde  bis  bome  from  this 
time  "iilil  iho  clow  of  hi»  caretT  illth4^coal  n?j;ion»> 
Shc-uandoAh  u  a  town  of  about  nine  thousand  iiibubi- 
tftntA,  It  Uc9  a  few  miles  north  of  Maliaiwy  City,  and 
to  the  coat  of  AsldanJ.  It  U  a  mining  ceiitr«  of  gn'^t 
importance,  and  us  a  mntt^r  of  covtrse  the  tniiiing 
ekmont  predommatGa  in  the  population.  It  vras  at  tho 
limo  of  McKenna'a  arnvrd  a  itrongboU  of  Alollie 
Mnguireiinii*  Thcra  tho  orgnniirttioti  wcu  openly  de> 
fiant,  and  carried  lU  Tnca»;urofl  ii-ith  a  hifrb  band, 
McKcnnA  fouod  work  at  a  colliery  near  SEionnndoafa, 
and  remained  thcro  about  tffo  wccka^  when  he  threw 
up  hij4  job  upon  Homo  trilling  prtt(-xtf  and  Kought  other 
«mpIoyin43nt>  wliicb  ho  did  not  bold  long,  however. 

McKcmia  w«a  warmly  rccci^'ed  by*' Muff"  La-wlcr, 
whoiiitriMhKrid  \ttit\  to  a  imcitlrt^rofllie  leading  MtdliL**. 

^A  vory  short  intorcouno  with  bis  new  Ofisociatea 
convinced  him  that  not  only  were  tho  rights  of  person 
andof  pro^ierty,  ^nd  tbt.'f  laws  of  the  land,  re^dLrded  with 
contc^nipt  by  the  '  Mollie'  organization,  but  that  be 
-nhu  bad  coiDmitt4?d  the  gtvatest  number  and  doadlicat 
of  crimes,  and  bad  at  tho  same  time  evaded  tho  law^ 
wiLfl  lutfked  upon  with  adtninition  ami  n?Kpircf.  lie 
also  Mion  diM'overvd  (bat  tho  nun  who  supporU>d  him* 
m\(  or  his  family  by  a  course  of  bonost  induitry  wbb 
held  in  far  tcA  cutccm  thtui  the  man  who  bad  acquired 
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money  by  ftaucl  or  trick.  The  great  corporationa,  tbo 
laudowaem,  and  the  ooal  operat^irs  were  viewed  aa 
enemi^  and  oppressors,  who  liad  no  ri'^hts,  and  against 
M'hom  any  odvatita^,  bowovcr  unMr,  miglit  bo  taken. 
The  poeitioru  of  towiubip  auditor,  atiper\-ifor  of  rood^, 
trvaKurvr,  vcbuol  dirt-clor  tind  tax  coUcctor  vrL>re  eagerly 
aouj;)it  for,  mid  when  obtnuicd,  Um  duticfl  wcro  ruliiiin- 
i{<t^rcd  WLtb  a  cnininal  diwrcganl  of  iho  rigbU  of  the 
public  Fraudulent,  altered,  and  forged  ordem  \rere 
Wflued  ftdtb  perf4.-ei  boldneasj  and  coiruption  in  tbe 
mana{??iiu>nt  of  public  tniet  prevailed  to  an  extent  that 
i¥ou!d  bavo  excited  the  admiration  of  the  boldest  operator 
in  tbc  TwMsd  ring  in  ita  palmiest  days.  It  is  noexa^'gera- 
tton  to  vay  tbat  the  fraudj^  in  many  townships  in  the  coal 
region  wore  far  greater,  in  proportion  to  tlw  amount 
involved,  Ihon  any  charged  xa  Neir  York  or  I'tulik* 
delphia»  jobs.  Many  of  tbo  *MoUio'  leaders  nerd 
tavern  and  saloon  kecpera,  and  their  houaca  head- 
quarters for  the  turbulent  and  dlsconteuted,  where 
weru  devised  schimieshv  which  tlw  diiTt^rEEit  coal  opera- 
tions  could  bo  run  in  tbo  interest  of  tlie  or^nization 
by  moans  of  8upc*rintcndcnta  and  bo^jfcs  of  their  9clcc- 
tion  and  by  tiiem  forced  into  position." 

Finding  that  any  n-gubir  employincnt  would  inter* 
fere  with  hta  operations,  McKenna  itoppcd  work  about 
ihe  middle  of  Marcli,  1671,  Ho  accounted  tor  his 
nhilily  to  ^t  along  without  work  by  lutytng  ihiit  Ite 
wa^  in  rcoeipt  of  a  penieion  from  the  United  States 
government  for  •erviooii  in  the  TMkv>' during  tbc  war, 
and  to  his  moHtconfidt^ntiHl  frientbi,  trawler  and  others, 
be  intinmted  that  be  made  a  support  by  di^poMUg  of 
counterfeit  money.  Both  stories  were  boUevod.  Ho 
boldly  aaeertcd  that  he  waa  a  member  of  the  "order/* 
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ani^  repented  to  Lnvrlcr,  uritiicmbellishmotits,  the  storjr 
he  biwl  luW  Doniirr  about  liU  munlvring  ft  rniui  ju 
BulTalo.  Uq  told  him  timtit would  not  be  »ute  Tor  him 
to  wrhf!  to  hin  l)cdy-maflt«r  nt  Buffalo  for  hts  card,  u 
that  might  lead  to  hiA  detection  and  ari'Oftt,  and  B;v*d 
that  »A  he  did  not  wish  to  E^ver  his  cofinection  with 
the  order,  he  hod  better  be  initiated  over  again.  Lav- 
Icr  Agreed  with  bun,  and  said  bo  would  propose  tba 
matter  nt  tlic  next  meeting  of  the  locicty. 

TliiM  meeting  vra»  held  nt  Lawler  j»  bouvu  on  the  14lb 
of  April,  1ST4,  It  took  plaoo  at  ntglit,  and  in  the  best 
bed-chamber  of  the  hou»e.  The  initiation  is  t]iita 
described  by  Albui  PinkcHim:  '*A  large  lamp  burned 
brigbtly  on  tbe  bureau^  before  tlic  oval  mirror,  at  one 
extremity  of  tlie  room,  between  the  two  heavily  dipped 
winihjwfi,  and  anotlier,  giving  a  le0«.T  light,  n79t47(l  upon 
ft  Rtand,  or  table,  at  the  opposite  end  of  the  apartment 
Behind  tho  small  table  Mike  Lawler,  the  body-master 
of  the  division,  &tood^  holding  in  hid  band  a  slip  of 
paper,  which  at  tbe  moment  he  was  intently  and  eai^ 
nt^Htly  studying.  Theothermen  were  ranged,  sULndin^ 
erect  wiili  arms  folded,  amund  the  room,  leaving  m 
clear  ^pot  of  carpet  in  the  centre  of  the  floor,  RiLch 
Mullio  devoutly  miLfle  tho  mgn  of  the  eruft«  ah  Mona- 
ghan  and  McKenna  entered.  Tho  latter  wa^  instructed 
to  fiirnilarly  bloAS  himeclf,  and  promptly  obeyed,  lie 
vnA  thi^n  takt^n  tii  tiir  middW  of  tbe  nvim,  iind^  stIU 
standing  by  ]m  8ide^  Monaghaii  proelalmed  all  in 
readinesa  to  proceed.

Monaghan;  and  McKenna  knelt  upon  the  carpet,

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ler,  drew  nearer  the  initiate,  leaving  room  fbr  th« 
body^ma^ter,  mIio  came  aUo,  stilt  holding  t)ie  tnyatc- 
nou5  paper  in  hiJ!  hand. 

"'  1  will  now  proceed/  ffciid  tho  pn?siding  oAicQr,  in  a 
poinixms  and  aiTwt«<l  tune  of  voice,  '  to  cxplnin  to  ^'ou 
the  objects  of  the  Ancient  Ordt^r  of  Ilibcrniana:  *^'Wc 
wte  joined  togettier  to  promote  Jriend^hip^  unity  and 
true  Chriatijui  nharlty  among  uiir  tfii^i:ilH'ni,  \ty  raising 
money  for  ilie  maintenance  of  the  aged,  Kick,  blind, 
and  iiifirnh  Tho  motto  of  tho  order  ia,  FriendAhipr 
Unily^  und  true  Chmtian  Charity;  unity,  in  uniting 
for  rnuttiAl  Mippurl  in  m'kiK-n  and  distress ;  friendiihip, 
in  oKebtting  «ftch  other  to  the  l>ef^t  of  our  ability;  true 
Chri«lL&n  charity  bydoin^  to  each  other  and  all  the 
vrorh)  us  we  Muuld  uiJih  tliry  phculd  do  nnio  ns.*  It 
is  the  de»ire  to  promote  rnc»(i?cliip  umong  the  Irish 
Catholio),  nod  oflpecially  to  tiss'i^^i  one  another  in  all 
trials  You  arc  expected  to  keep  all  matters  occurring 
within  tlie  division  roont  o  KiEsrrct  in  your  own  h<*nrt 
Konc  of  the  woritingit  of  tlie  »ociL*ty  arv  to  be  recalled 
to  thofte  not  known  to  be  member^.' 

''Here  there  wax  a  ^liort  pmiMf,  nnd  the  initiate  wast 
asked  if  he  lulvcribed  to  all  the^o  tilings,  to  wliicb  he 
made  audible  anawer  in  the  nfiirmatix'C* 

^*  I  will  tlten  proceed  to  adminieler  the  solemn  and 
binding  obligation  witli  which  all  pre«L>nt  have  nlroady 
pled^d  themaclvca.  Xou  will  rcpc?ot  thcec  words 
afler  me ; ' 

"MuK^-nna  still  upon  his  kneea,  and  guarded  by 
Monaghan,  repeated  the  oath  or  oblrgation>  os  l^wler 
read  it  from  the  paper,  txa  near  as  may  be,  as  follows:

All  thi^  1  dOj 
solemnly  nwear!*  ^M 

"Then   MeKenna  was  told   to   cross  himself  onc^ 
more,  the  surrounding  brothers  doing  the  same,  a&d 
the  test-paper,  n^  it  woa  eollcd,  \rafl  handed  to  liiin  by 
LiiwIlx,  and,  sl!ll  in  a  knei'Iing  pu»lnrv,  lie  rovereotljr 
kiwkod  iff  nnd  \vm  prompted  by  Monaghiui  to  rise, 

**  T\m  eoncludcd  the  brief  initiatory  ceremony. 
Aflerwnrd,  the  new-ma^Ie  member  vralked  to  the  trea*- 
urei^H  table,  which  wiui  the  bureau,  and  tliore  paid 
three  dollars,  the  sum  aeeeft8cd  as  the  initiatory  fee, 

**  lie  should  have  aubacquently  sij^ncd  his  name  in  a 
book  eontaining  the  const  it  uliun  of  the  body,  but  this 
was  omittod,  as  wore  many  other  things  which  in 
regular  lodges  of  the  order  of  Ancient  nibemiimn  an 
alwiiys  inair^ti'd  upon.  All  pnrACMit  now  came  furwanl 
and  warmly  Miuok  itands  with  McKrtinn,  welcomiiig 
bim  as  brother. 

"The  next  thing  was  the  instruction  of  the  new 
member  in  the  pa.'*ftwonli*  and  wgiis — or  se(.'.n?t  work — 
commonly  culled  '  the  goods'  v(  tlie  society,  hy  Lawkr. 
QS  follows: 

'''The  sign  of  recognition,  which  is  changed  evrir 
three  months,  for  the  pir'vcnt  is  made  by  putting  tiM 
tip  of  the  little  finger  of  the  right  hand  to  the  outer 
romer  of  the  right  eye,  thus:'  and  the  lK>dy-inaAt«^r 
made  the  sign,  wlneh  McKmna  wa.**  n=t]uoxtcd  to 
imitate.     He  did  so,  nnd  the  officer  resumed: 
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The  aiwwvr  io  this  is,  to  catch  the  right  iapel  of 
the  v««t,  or  cent  with  tho  little  fioger  &nd  lliutnh  of 
thi^  right  haud,  h\  i\m  iimniicr;'  and  Lawler  per 
formed  tlie  atiawcring  ftignal,  wLidi  the  novitiate  imi- 
tated an  well  as  he  could.

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in  trf-Ating  his  ontnrAdefl^     Wh^n^  at  about  mliltil 
McKennft   and    McvVnJrew   I«fl   for    tlielr    respeci 
homce,  Lawler  was  on  liU  way  to  bc<t  moru  decjdedljr 
mellow  than  be  had  been  mxn  bidcc  tho  dctoctJTe'i    ,, 
Arrival  hi  the  placa  ^H 

McKoitnii  Imd  successfully  carried  one  of  his  maui 
points,  aad  was  no%v  a  full-pledged  Mollic  Mag:uirc, 
lie  followed  up  the  iidvonUg<e  he  bad  gained,  and  hj 
wXenn^yiug  liiii  cbaract^r  of  a  drunken,  awnggeriiig 
bully,  and  by  boafiting  of  bis  dovotioti  to  the  order  and 
the  great  *<.-rvicefl  he  had  rendered  it,  ho  succeeded  mmd 
afl^r  thia  in  Hrrnring  bia  election  to  tbo  offico  of  aocnv 
tary  of  bis  divifiion,  wbicb  entitled  blm  lu  a  seat  in  ibd 
oonnty  eonvcntiona.  IIo  went  all  over  Schuylkill, 
Northumberland,  and  Carbon  couiitiee>  bragging  and 
boAnLing,  'Hbe  bi^i.*nL  MuUie  in  ihe  lot,'*  and  itnprea^ 
ing  bia  aaaociatea  with  hi«  devotion  to  the  couac  It 
f^ould  be  added  hero  tbnt  during  all  this  timo  be 
never  urged  any  man  to  become  a  member  of  the 
order,  and  never  by  word  or  di^ed  suggested  or  g^y^ 
oountenanco  to  crime. 

McKenna  found  that  the  «ocicty  into  which  he  had 
been  iniliiLt^Kl  wan  incuqwnilctl  by  ihn  T^g!?dtiture  of 
Penn>>ylvania  under  the  name  of  tbe  Ancient  Ordor  of 
Hiberiiiana,  but  that  in  the  coal  regions  it  vraa  gene- 
rally called  by  the  members  themaelves  the  MolUe 
MaguireB.  He  found  that  its  eonstitution  and  by*Iawa 
embodied  the  pnivnt  Bentimenta  of  momUty  and 
brotherly  love,  and  enjoined  upon  (he  members  tho 
most  Christian-tike  treatment  of  pemaiifl  outnicle  of  the 
oi^nizolion.  These  principles  were  in  Blriking  ooo- 
traet  with  the  character  of  the  members  of  the  order, 
and  were  uaed  merely  as  a  cloak  to  coTCt  ita  real 
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worUiBf!*.  no  fou&d  tlio  order  in  Uie  eoftl  roglonx  a 
crirnioal  orgnnisation,  banded  together  for  tbo  purpose 
of  committing  crime  and  ewftping  punUbment 

The  AiM^ient  Order  of  IlibermanA  exiAtH  in  Grtat 
Britjun  and  IrcUind,  as  n'ell  aa  in  tbo  United  Stato&  I 
It  is  controlled  in  tbis  country  and  abroad  by  a  Diroc- 
tor^j  known  an  Ihc  ■'  Board  of  Krin,"  sclcictcd  from 
members  id  Kugland,  Ireland,  nnd  Soutland.  TlK*se 
regulate  and  give  out  the  rignA  and  poflBwoidfl  of  tbe 
order,  which  arc  chan^  every  tbrcc  month«, 

ThL'  he*id-<|uarlcrH  of  Ihi^  oritur  m  tbo  United  Stntea 
arc  at  New  York.  The  natbnal  offioem  arc  elected  by 
the  State  clljcer»,  and  conAijRt  of  the  NaUonnl  IX-legate, 
Nntiiinal  Secretary,  National  Treasurer,  and  Frenident 
of  the  TloftTti  of  the  City  and  County  of  New  York, 
Koch  Stole  Um  its  on-n  oCficeis.  The  head-quarters  of 
the  order  in  Petniflylvania  are  ab  Pittsburgh.  The 
oflWnt  ronMtitt  of  a  State  Delegate^  State  Treasurer, 
and  Stale  Secretary-  Tbey  are  elected  by  the  county 
ofiioerB,  who  consist  of  a  County  Delegate.  County 
Treasurer,  and  County  Secretary.  The  county  officers 
are  elected  by  county  oonventiunti,  which  an;  miul<j  up 
of  the  o/Boers  of  the  various  divi^iof^N.  Tbo  divuioa 
ofBcerv  arc  the  Divbion  Master  or  Body-Moater,  Seer^ 
tnjy  and  Treasumr,  and  are  elected  by  the  members 
of  tlieir  rcspoctU'C  divisions.

Tli<^  lxKly*inA«t<T  of  tlic  divl«iun  calM 
upuii  eitli<^>r  dinrctly  nj>]X>itiU  tlie  meti^  or  tliey  am 
Bclectud  by  lot  A  mcmlH^r  refiieitig  to  obey  tbo  order* 
of  Lis  Lody-tniutter  ou  ^tticli  mi  occaaioti  is  expelled 
fiTiiti  tlie  oi'diir.  Tlie  iiu^n,  liavtitg  been  i«(>l«H;t4.flf  lu^^ 
dc^imtched  to  the  bead<«|uarter8  of  tbe  division  necdii^^ 
them,  and  are  placed  upon  tUo  tntok  of  their  %'ictJinfl 
JI0  horni  aa  ixiMible,  Tbey  are  required  cilhi*r  t^.)  kill 
or  brutally  beat  ibe  persons  iK>i[iteEl  out  to  theiUf  or  to 
bum  ceruiu  houses  or  111111111;;  utruciuroe.

And  i:;  ncttifited  by  no  j>erNoii«I 
ill  will  lo  him.  He  dimply  obeys  tbo  orders  of  bts 
sceioty,  niid  miirdcnt  or  burns  in  cM  Uood,  tmd  with 
a  d<;iil:nM'ation  that  is  appalljug*  Murder  i^  tlie  moat 
common  form  of  pnnUhmeiit  witb  tho  Mollies  '^Desd 
men  tell  no  tales/'  is  the  prmciplc  of  tbe  order  It  b 
enough  for  a  man  to  incrur  tbe  di^bke  of  on  influential 
member  of  the  order  to  forfeit  hirt  life.  The  murder  11 
gvnendly  committed  tn  sonie  lonely  ploee,  and  with  all 
tho  af^^avated  features  of  ossn^ination*  Though  Ibe 
conduct  of  the  murderers  i»  in  tbe  bigbeat  degrv^e 
cowitrdly^  they  uro  n-ganled  aa  bemeii  by  tlie  Mullie«f 
and  large  rewards  have  been  paid  by  tho  isoclety  for 
tl^e  killing  of  pnrticulnrly  obnoxious  iiidividuola 
Should  a  member  commit  a  murder  or  a  rolibrry  on 
hiH  individual  account,  the  uct  is  indonoc^l  by  the 
society,  and  ita  whole  influeiioo  is  ttM?d  to  screen  and 
protect  the  criminat.     When  a  member  is  arrcdtetl 
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a  crime,  the  others  are  BflseBsed  in  a  certain  eum  for 
the  purpoBG  of  raiBing  money  to  employ  counsel  to 
defend  him.  The  next  step  ia  to  find  vitnesseB  enough 
to  estabhsh  an  "alibi>"  Peijury  in  such  a  cauae  being 
counted  a  virtue  by  the  Mollies,  the  witnesBea  are 
always  forthcoming.  Evidence  of  auy  kind  that  is 
wanted,  con  be  promptly  furnished  by  the  order. 

Such  is  the  order  of  the  Mollie  Maguires,  and  such 
are  its  leading  features.  Though  its  members  claim  to 
be  Roman  Catholics^  the  order  has  been  anathematized 
by  the  Boman  Catholic  Church.  The  church,  how* 
ever,  has  so  far  failed  to  influence*  its  members.  The 
order  flourishes  in  spite  of  the  clergy^  and  while  pro- 
fessing the  utmost  devotion  to  the  church,  encourages 
crime  and  wickedness.

Beixg  nov  a  MolIIe  Magiiire  in  good  «tnnding, 
McKcnna  directed  bia  cRbrUt  to  becoming  posACf^ae^i  of 
a  Uiomugh  knoivlt^dge  of  the  order,  iU  FamificaticM)* 
and  workiujr*,  und  in  llie  discovery  of  tlie  per|wtraton» 
of  Urn  n^unkrs  of  past  years,  and  the  collection  of  evi- 
dence o^tuDftt  them.  By  moans  of  hie  daily  reports  by 
mail  to  Siij^ennteiident  Franklin,  he  was  aIao  enabled 
to  give  warning  of  intended  crimofft  and  in  ifoine  cojsea 
to  prevent  their  cotnmi^ion*  He  quickly  acquired  the 
confidence  of  the  MoUic^r  oJid  wod  regarded  by  tiieni 
aa  one  of  the  mont  devoted  as  well  aa  one  of  tlie  moat 
reckleaa  and  dcaperate  membem  of  the  order.

Tn  Doocmber,  1$T4,  the  minors  began  what  U  known 
08  **  the  long  etrikc/'  ivbich  continued  until  June,  IST&, 
The  fltrike  was  lU-nd vised;  the  whole  country  was 
BuflVring  from  dvpiT«viun,  and  tlie  cikJ  interests  bad 
been  among  tlto  firet  to  feol  tbo  offectfioftbe  disastrous 
panic  *rf  1873,  The  minora  were  uuable  to  carry  their 
point,  and  in  Jtini?,  1875,  wero  fi>n?i?d  to  resuine  work 
on  tho  tormjs  olTereJ  by  tbo  coal  conipanic>3.  During 
the  continuance  of  tlic  atriko  there  was  much  suffering 
among  the  miners^  and  lar^  numbers  would  bavo  re- 
turned to  work  but  for  their  foar  of  tho  Mollio  Mafruires, 
who  threatened  (til  persoaB  returning  to  work  during 
the  strike  with  death.  During  thin  period  there  waa 
idemble  vjoleiit^,  Tlic  n;ports  of  McKenna  during 
t]it»  time  wens  of  the  grwitest  valuo,  and  bear  witness 
to  hia  unfailing  industry  and  skill  in  accumulating 
evidence  against  the  criminnln,  aj4  well  fw  to  h\n  eon- 
itaiit  efforts  to  prm^cnt  crime.  It  waa  found  necessary, 
in  order  to  accomplish  thin  latter  purposte,  to  give  him 
a  more  direct  mean:!i  of  coinmiitiicntion  with  Uio  authori- 
ties than  UiroLigh  the  PhilLvIi*lj>liia  ofTrce.  Vox  tbia 
purpose  R*  J.  Linden,  the  (u«ei3tant  nupcrinlendent  of 
Pitikerton  s  Chicago  ofiice^  wnd  eent  to  tShenandoak,  and 
wa*<  appointed  by  Mr,  Gowen  a  coptatTi  in  the  Pliiln- 
delpbia  and  Reading  Coal  and  Iron  Police.  McKenna 
bod  regular  and  fre<iaent  meetings  with  Captain  londen, 
and  in  cas^ee  of  emergency  warned  him  of  the  danger 
to  threatened  persona,  who  were  cjuietly  cautioned  with* 
out  knowing  from  whom  the  warning  came,  Tbo 
meetings  between  McKenm^  and  Linden  were  attended 
with  the  constant  risk  of  discovery,  and  were  a  souroe 
of  danger  to  both. 

The  failure  of  the  long  fitrike  and  the  return  of  tbo 
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n»ni  t^j  work  prroatly  inccnnK)  the  Molli^^.  On  tba  H 
of  Juncftmoligntliorcd  near ShvniuKloJiii and  attcmpud 
to  stop  York  at  tlic  Wc^t  Sticnondonh  colliery,  Tim 
vraA  prevented  by  the  firm  Altitude  of  Captain  I^tndoi 
aiid  twcnty-fi\%  of  his  men,  who  wero  armed  wiik 
Wincheatcr  rifles.  The  mob  then  marched  to  Mahonoj 
City,  drove  offtiie  PherifTof  Schuylkill  r-ounly  and  htn 
poBqe,  took  poBaeasIun  of  tlic  town,  tlirew  open  tlio  jnil, 
and  relcDfed  the  prieonera^  At  the  colt  of  the  Shcrifl^ 
tlic  Governor  of  the  State  «mii  a  regiment  of  mililU  U> 
M»h»noy  City  nnd  ShennndiKih,  nnd  under  the  [injtefr 
tion  of  tho  troops  the  men  resumed  their  work.  The 
Mollies  ivere.  afraid  to  attempt  open  rcftUtoncer  bat 
remained  snllen  and  dif^c^ntenled,  Matlcra  continued 
ill  tikis  cSangerouB  coiicliUon  for  fioine  monthfi. 

Another  cireumstance  now  oeeurred  to  increftM  thfl   ,„ 
trouble.    On  the  night  of  the  Slat  of  October,  187^ 
Georpe  Major,  the  OliiefBurgesH  of  Mahanoy  Citv,  h*^^ 
been  Hliot  during  a  disturbance  at  a  fire.     A  youDj^  man 
named  Dougherty  hod  been  arrefitcd  and  tried  for  tlie 
murder,  but  was  acquitted  in  thciipriDgof  IS76.      No^ 
withstanding  hie  ucquittal,  iniiny  [M-nsonJi  V.dieve<l  him 
guilty  of  the  murder  (of  which,  however,  hewo^  really 
innoeent),  and  on  aercral  occasions  when  Dou^^herty 
ventured  out  in  the  evening  he  wiia  fin^dat  hy  unknown 
partiefl,  and  narrowly  escaped  wi(h  hiJt  life, 

Dougherty  wo*  a  MolUc,  and  complained  to  John 
Kchoe,  the  counly  delegate,  of  tLe  cfforta  mado  to  kill 
him.  Keho«  at  fintt  prvjiow^l  to  aj<HenibIe  the  wbob 
Moll ie  organ! ziti on  and  openly  attack  Mahanoy  City; 
but  IX>ugherty  opposed  this,  and  said  that  if  William 
M.  Thomas,  and  William  and  Jesse  Miyor,  brotlient  of 
thu   murden.'d   nian^  vivnt   kilk-d,  Le  wuulJ   be   oafb. 
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Keliofl  aoeonlingty  numrDoned  «  coiivenlion  or  the 
officers  of  the  oi^er,  whit?h  met  at  Michael  Clnrka 
hotel  in  Mahanoy  City  on  the  Ist  of  Juno.  McKenna 
iroa  present  aa  Secretary'  of  his  division.  The  meeting 
was  ajicned  wUh  prater,  and  tho  rvsult  waji  the*  ileler- 
miniition  that  William  M.  Thomnjs  and  tho  Mnjora 
ehouM  be  munlcrud — Thomns  to  be  the  fmi  victim, 
Arrangeraent^i  were  mndc  for  the  ficlectioa  of  the  BSit^^ 
iung.  AlVr  Kome  chnngi^^,  ThuiniLs  HtiHry^  John  Gib* 
bond,  Michnel  [>>yle,  And  John  MoiTi>s  yoitng  men 
vrhcec  ftgea  Tarit'd  from  nineteen  to  twenty-three, 
agreed  to  undertake  the  '"job,"  They  Iiad  no  giudge 
'^wnst  any  of  the  doomed  men,  bat  were  merely 
IBfllftUfl  to  acquire  disttnction  in  the  order.  After 
sercnl  ineffectual  attempt^  they  fired  four  ^hota  at 
ThoiniiA,  all  of  which  struck  bSm,  lie  iell,  and  the 
Mollies,  suppoaing  htm  deiid,  fled.  Thomas'  woands 
ircre  not  fatui,  and  he  eubscqucntly  i«ovcn:d.  The 
mnrdcTVrs  hn*tent-d  to  f>henandofth,  where  Ibry  met 
Mc^Kemm,  ami  told  hirii  of  wlitit  (hey  hiul  done.  Tho 
ufaolo  matter  bad  been  known  to  McKenna  from  tlie 
finit,  and  be  had  oauited  Tbomna  to  be  warned  of  his 
danger,  but  waa  unaLle  to  prevent  the  attack  upon 
him.  He  had  aetjuiivd,  however,  damning  evidence 
against  the  osfiOAsind. 

The  meeting  which  ordered  tlie  aMasajnation  of 
Tliomiui  alfio  appointipd  tho  men  for  the  murder  of  the 
Mnjorit;  but  McKomia  miinA;;ed  to  have  them  warned, 
and  tho  Molliefl  were  not  oUc  to  hana  them,  Yellow 
Jock  Donahue  and  Jjii^k  Kclioe  made  strenuous  efforts 
to  have  thvve  men  killed,  but  Ihey  kept  out  of  the  way 
of  dimger. 

A  new  matter  now  engaged  McKenna'9  attention. 
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PolioeniAii  Benjamin  F.  Yoftt,  of  Tonuiqua,  Imd  dm«ra 
upon  liimvelfthe  angeroT  Jam^  Kerrigan,  body-miuier 
of  the  Tamft^ua  division  of  the  MoUios.  Xcrrigati  wu 
a  worthless,  disiiipat^^d  feltow^  and  hod  for  hia  Ikjoii 
ccHiipamicm  a  man  equally  bad^  naiii^d  Thomas  Dufl)'. 
The^e  men  bad  frvquciitly  fuHun  into  the  hatKb  of 
To»t>  and  he  had  been  compelled  to  handle  them  verj 
roughly  before  Ihoy  would  submit.  This  arouAed  in 
Dully  a  r»'[*ling  of  bittiT  liat.n^i!  lio^aitlA  Y*wt,  and  be 
propo«otl  to  Kcmgan,  M-bo»o  feelings  towards  tbo  polios 
man  were  not  a  whit  better,  to  have  Yost  killed.  K«^ 
rignn  wuN  thi.>  iioiiiinnl  iNHly-nuiAler,  but  tbc^  riinl  b^ad 
of  tba  MolIioM  lit  Tamnqua  wda  James  Cnrroll^  wbo 
kept  the  **tniion  House"  in  that  ploco.  The  matter 
w;i5  laid  beK)ro  Cairollf  who,  though  be  had  no  unkind 
feeling  for  Yoflt,  entered  heart  and  fioni  into  tiie  jilao. 
This  was  in  June,  IS73,  Yoet's  murder  being  deter 
mined  iipofi^  Application  was  made  to  James  lioiirity, 
body-maAt^r  of  the  Coaldalo  division,  to  farninb  tho 
men.  The  Conldale  divi^'ion  veoM  really  under  tbo 
le&doi^lnp  of  Alc!candor  Ciunplxll,  a  ]i<'|uor  dealer  at 
Storm  Hill.  TlicCoaldale  mid  8tonn  Hill  Motliea  had 
nln^jLily  ilc?ti^rmiiied  uiNin  the  murder  of  John  P,  Jotie% 
a  boAH  in  tho  employ  of  the  Lehigh  and  Wilkcsbnrre 
Coal  Company,  and  tho  Buccossor  of  tbo  unfbrtuiiatfi 
Morgan  PoivelK  JoneA  had  ix^fuBcd  work  to  two  of  the 
Mollipa,  hence  bis  death  had  been  resolved  upon. 
Wht>n  Roarity  mentioned  to  Campbell  th»3  coll  for  men 
from  tho  Tamaqua  division  to  kill  Yost,  Campbell 
agreed  that  it  should  he  granted,  on  condition  tliat  lli« 
Tamaqua  division  would  promise  to  fumiBh  men  to 
kill  John  P.  Jones,  The  tirrangemont  was  <^ffeoted, 
Yo&t  was  to  be  killed  fint     Uugb  McCicebaa  and 
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Boylo  were  j^Ioctod  to  do  tho  fatal  deed,  iind 
yv^Tfa  to  be  at  Tamaqua  at  a  certmn  time.  The  upot 
for  the  ftsdfuwiniition  waa  carefully  selected,  aiiJ  DufTy 
aiiil  KcrrigiLt]  w<^Tis  tu  lead  tlio  men  to  itj  uiid  pilot 
Ihom  out  of  tho  town  after  the  murder. 

Oil  the  night  of  ibc  6th  of  Jiilj%  1875,  tho  murdcn?rs 
were  on  liniid,  nnd  wi-n?  \vt\  \o  the  fntnJ  *]x)t,  which 
was  immediately  in  front  of  Yost »  nN^iidenco.  For  over 
an  hour  they  lay  io  wait  for  the  i>oliccman.  At  lost 
Yost  appeared  jiccomi>Aiiied  liy  Baniey  McCarnm.  iin» 
other  policeman.  The  two  went  into  Yost's  houKr  to 
^'t  Homc^thiiig  to  e&tv  At  Icn^tli  they  came  out,  and 
Yo5t  proceeded  to  cxtingui&b  the  street  lormp,  as  woa 
liifl  cuatom,  McCurron  waiting  for  hira  a  little  way  off. 
At  YoHt  mount<^'d  tho  ludJcr  ho  hod  placed  againnt  the 
lamp  post,  Boyle  and  McGcchaa  stepped  forward  aud 
fired  at  him.  Boyle  misfted  hia  mark,  hut  McOeehan\s 
[pallet  inflicted  a  mortal  wound  ia  the  right  side.  Yoat 
itaggercd  towanU  bis  houHe,  and  fcli  into  tho  arms  of 
his  irife,  who  hod  witnc^^acd  the  shooting  Irom  the 
window,  and  had  rushed  uut  to  him.  lie  died  during 
the  nightv  Tho  murdorem,  guided  by  Kerrigan,  fled. 
McCnrron  pursued  them,  firing  two  shots  nt  them,  but 
without efluct.  Hiey  succeedcii  incflcapingnDd  rcaclK'd 
their  hoanes  in  safety. 

The  murder  of  Benjamin  Yost  cnated  tho  ^reatcft  ex- 
citenicntin  Tamiu^un,  tiy  mnny  persona  Kerrigiui  and 
Duffy,  whose  enmity  to  ihe  de^ul  man  was  well  kimwn. 
won)  suspected  of  the  cnme.  SevemI  citizens  delcrmioe^ 
to  probe  the  affair  to  the  bottom,  and  the  Pinkertott 
Agpncy  wrui  employed  to  tnve«tignt«  IL  Mr  Fmnklin, 
tite  Philadelphia  superintendent,  aeeepted  the  toskf  but 
did  aot  disclose  hia  plans.    He  directed  McKcnna  to 
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examine  into  the  dfatr,  end  sccordtn^ly  on  tlie 
of  Jul  V  the  detective  Appeared  in  Tamn^unf  in  his 
ftcter  of  a  MoUie  Maguire.  lie  made  the  mcqualiii 
of  Camjll,  CiitD)>lM:ll,  Korriffan  and  otliirrn,  and  loamrj 
the  leading  facU  of  the  miirdor,  IIo  a1i9o  foand  thil 
the  Mollies,  to  reward  McGceban  for  Iiia  crime,  bad 
remilwd  L>  <'  ncti  him  up  *'  i»  IjitiviiieRH  in  li  ]i«|uor  sAloan. 
Skilfully  and  eautioualyhe  drew  from  Carroll,  Kcrrif^oa 
and  Campbell  all  that  they  knew  of  the  murder  uf  Tu^i, 
aiid  pretended  that  his  admiration  for  the  crime  vw 
unfunded,  tie  was  loud  in  hifl  pmises  of  McGotdMn, 
whom  he  pronouneed  a  hero.  IIo  mlM>  learned  of  tlx 
arran^mentfl  for  killing  John  P.  Joaec,  and,  Uirough 
Captain  Litidon,  causiiHi  him  to  Ix.*  wamod  of  lii»  dnngor 
For  flonic  time  ftfl«r  tln»,  Mr.  Jones  waa  constantly  is 
tlio  company  and  under  the  protectbn  of  tlio  lle«ding 
coiil  and  iron  ]>ol[ce.  At  the  opening  of  McG«e1iiinV 
»AV>c>n,  whioh  McKcimiL  uttcu^lrj,  Mi:Gv«>ban  vcn.* 
openly  prnUed  by  the  MoUtcfl  present  for  hia  killing 
of  Yo&t,  and  acktiowlcd^rcd  the  crime.  McKodim 
adroitly  dn^w  fmni  hlin  a  full  ronfeaaion  of  hifi  act,  nnJ 
the  next  d^y  with  equal  skill  induced  Roarity  to  oonltifitf 
lits  share  in  the  tranBaction. 

On  the  14th  of  Auguj^t  another  murder  vaa  oim> 
mttted  hy  the  M<>Uies.  Gom<>r  Jam*'*,  a  jfHing  Welsh- 
man, who  had  oflbnded  K>me  of  the  membem  of  the 
order,  wafi  «hct  by  Tliomaa  Hurley  at  a  picnic  near 
Shenandoah.  Jamea'  death  had  been  ordered  by  the 
fociety,  and  Ilurley  had  been  appointed  to  kill  blin. 
The  murderer  i^nlked  up  to  his  victim,  who  waa  attend* 
ing  the  bar,  and  iti  the  predence  of  a  large  number  of 
person-^,  delibernlely  sliot  him.  Jami-s  died  io  a  ft-w 
momenta,  and  Hurley  turning  on  his  hool  coolly  walked 
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away,  McKoniiA  lind  known  of  the  intention  to  kill 
Jojnosi  and  by  canning  him  to  l>c  womod,  h&d  for  eome 
ttDic  kept  him  out  of  danger,  but  hod  not  been  fible  to 
prevent  ihe  cnine.  As  Boon  jw  he  lii.'nitl  of  the  nmrjt*r 
h«  left  Tamaqua  and  returned  to  Shenandoali,  tin 
went  at  once  to  Monaglian's  saloon,  whun.-  lie  found 
Hurley  and  a  number  of  other  Mollies.  He  was  mwu 
iu  [H>!uwKsIon  of  ()m  fuots  uf  tlm  raM>,  for  Hurley  ojH^nly 
baa«ted  of  his  crime,  and  yrs%»  the  hero  of  the  ovomng, 
iiuS  Lawlor  urged  McKonna  to  go  to  Girardville,  luid 
st!t*Jn(^k  K<*ho<*,  thi-ointity  dt-legat<%itndnrge  him  to  call 
a  meeting  of  the  ord«r  to  reward  Hurley  for  his  ^  clean 
■  job."  McKcnna  went  to  Kehoc'a  place  at  Girardvillc 
'  on  the  ITth  of  Auguat,  and  Kehoe  at  onc«  introduced 
th?  ftuhjecL  of  the  mvnnl,  declaring  thiit  Hurley  ought 
to  W  paid  at  letust  Ave  hundred  dollars.  He  called  & 
B  meeting  of  the  order  at  Tamaqua  on  the  2oth,  to  consider 
■the  matter  of  the  reward.  The  convention  met  at  the 
appoiQUfd  time  »nd  place.  Another  Mollin  appean>d, 
and  claimed  the  reward  aa  the  murderer  of  Goinor 
Jamea,  A  committee  was  appointed,  McKenna  being 
a  mvmbcr,  to  inventj^tQ  the  murder,  and  Kubite<iuoutly 
r<:'p<>rti.s.I  that  Thomiui  Hurley   wan  beyond  all  doubt 

»the  murderer  of  Gomcr  JamcB,  and  entitled  lo  the  ro- 
Vrard.  Var  some  reason  the  money  was  n«ver  paid^  but 
liie  guilt  of  Hurlvy  wn«  OMtabliehi-d. 

In  H^mo  way  Thomas  Sanger,  bo«iof  the  Ravim  Run 
colliery,  bad  gained  the  ill-will  of  aome  ol^  the  Mollies, 
and  hiB  death  waa  ordered  by  the  ^lociety.  Jatru?i<  (or 
Friday)  and  Charles  ODonnell,  James  McAlluiter^ 
Michael  Doyle  and  Thomas  Munley  were  aelected  to 
kill  him.  At  nix  oclock  cm  the  moniiiig  of  the  let 
of  September,  1875,  about  one  hundred  men  aiKl  hoyn 
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had  oollwtcd  at  tlic  imncN  rt-nily  to  go  to  work*     Tlie 
OAeaesma  wcro  standing  ncor  the  crowd,  ready  Tor  tbctr 
t<MTibIc  dticd^  but  vret^  not  notkod  by  thti  ^vorkmra 
Aixmt  ijiiiirtr^r  iu  tH*v<^ii^  Siifigvr  wiui  n*eii    itpproncliitig 
from  luA  lioLmOj  nccompanicd  hy  ft  J'oung  man   nsmtJ 
AViUiam  Urcn.     As  they  approaclK^d,  Jainea  Q'Donnell 
advancT^  to  Saii^T  atid  shot  him.     Sanger  turned  nod 
ran  towards  his  house.     Uren  sttomptol    to   tDtcr&re 
in  bi^  behalf,  when  O'Donnell  shot  hun  also,  atid  bi»- 
tcned  in    pursuit  of  ii^angcr,      Unn  ran   towards 
engine  houec.    Thi;  other  four  Mollies  now  fired  mpidl 
at  iho  crowd  in  fVont  of  the  mine  to  diiipcrse  Uii 
Tbomaa   Slunlcy^  seeing   Sanger  running    away,    ran 
towards  him  and  shot  him.     Sanger  took  refuge  in  a 
neighboring  houfle^  and  the  aBsoflHirtH  fled  to  the  mouo- 
tdna.    Sanger  and  Uren  died  during  the  day.     Tfa* 
murderers  hastened  to  ?henandofih,  which  they  reached 
iu  wtlVtjj  iLiul  pniceedtd  u>  Muff  LaMder'asalixiii^  whejr^^ 
they  met  McKenna.     Eiich  one  related  his  share  in  tb^| 
murder,  and  Friday  O'Donnell  boastc'd  that  it  was  a 
clean  job  and  they  had  killed  two  infitcnd  of  one.     Their 
confessions  were  full  and  fn?e,  und  pii«jf*d  McKenna  i^k 
full  poeseaaion  of  all  the  fnct«  of  the  case.  H^ 

In  the  meantime  the  demand  had  been  made  by  the 
Coalilale  Mullicd  for  men  to  kill  John  P.Juik^h,  and  a 
meeting  of  the  Shi-nnuiioidi  diviEtion  was  hidd  on  the 
night  of  the  lat  of  Sk'ptember,  nt  xhe  house  of  Pnujlt 
MtAndrew,  the  boJ^'-maftter,  to  eelect  the  murderers. 
Thomas  Munlcy  and  Michael  Riircy  volunteered  for 
the  work,  and  John  McGrail  and  James  McKenna  were 
appoiTiledby  the  body-ma?itcr.  McKenna  had  sought  h 
the  appointment  in  the  hope  of  preventing  the  murder^fl^ 
He  did  succeed  in  delnviiit:  the  siartintf  of  his  oompan*^ 
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iotiK,  and  tu«  lie  was  congnttitlating  liirasL'lT  tlisiL  Jodcs 
would  havd  timo  to  get  out  of  Uie  wny^  news  camo  tliat 
be  liEul  been  tuLnlercd  by  anotbcr  btmd  of  MolUcs.  It 
Dociiui  tbnt  he  Ijml  g!v«n  ofience  to  jioribe  of  ibc  Mollies 
of  thi^  Mount  Laffee  division  (iiear  Polliiville)^  niul  Ihe 
body-moatcr  of  tbiit  divieioti^  Jerry  Kane,  had  ap- 
pointed Edword  Kelly  tmd  another  man  to  do  the 
worii.  Aa  tho  other  waa  a  married  naati,  a  young  man 
named  Uicliaol  J.  DoyU?  votunti'^red  U>  take  bia  place^ 
and  the  oflbr  was  nrix-ptod.  They  went  to  Tamnqua 
on  the  Ifltof  ScplcmbcT,  bearing  a  letter  of  introduction 
to  Thomiw  Carmll.  Oirrull  wtit  tb<»in  in  cljargJ.'of 
James  Kerrigan  to  Alexander  Campbell  at  Storm  Hilh 
Kerrigan  introduced  his  companions  to  Campbell  ns  the 
mt^n  K^iit  over  to  kill  Jone»,  and  they  were  warmly 
giveled  by  Campbell.  Campbell  took  Uiero  up  to  Mo 
Gtx'lian'd  ealoon  on  Kummit  llill^  and  introduced  them 
to  tlial  murderer  PistoU  were  carefully  selected,  and 
as  nuitber  Kerrigan,  Doyle  nor  Kelly  knew  John  P. 
Jone«,  Camphell  carefully  deecribed  his  personal  ap- 
pearance to  them.  They  cpent  tbe  night  and  next 
day  and  night  in  aeeking  opportunities  to  kill  their 
victim^  but  without  t;iicce>«.  On  tin;  niunting  of  Ihi^  Si 
John  P.  Jone^  who  hud  on  tbo  previous  night  slept  at 
bis  house  at  Storm  llill^  for  the  first  time  in  many 
months,  Vfl  home  and  started  fur  the  office  of  the  general 
superintendent  near  the  LiuuUford  depots  The  train 
from  Tumaqua  wa:«  nearly  due,  and  about  one  hundred 
pen<ons  were  awaiting  it  at  the  depot  Just  ae  Jones 
npproaclied  the  depot,  he  was  suddenly  confronU'd  by 
Kelly  and  Doyle,  wlio  fired  rapidly  at  kini,  loilging 
Kcreral  balls  in  hifl  body.  Ho  fell  dead,  and  the  mur 
dcrors  uiid«;r  the  guidance  of  Kerrigan  fled. 
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Pursuib  vras  made  bj  the  iDfuriated  people  who  had 
wihii^rtAt^d  tlh>  miinim-,  Init  Kemi_':i,ii  ktit^w  lite  countf^ 
we\],  and  kept  lus  men  well  out  of  reach.  Ho  carried 
them  potft  Toniaqiia  and  fairly  on  the  way  to  TuACoron 
and  Poltflville.  Afti?r  pacing  TnmiuiuA  lie  Mi  tlial  ilwy 
were  aafb;  and  aa  they  were  near  hi»  houito^  whtcli  wu 
to  the  woAtof  the  town,  he  lefl  them  in  the  bu^b  nni 
h&atened  to  hia  home  to  get  some  whtdkey  and  oom^ 
tiling  for  them  to  enL  Here  Kerrigan  ukju  joined 
them,  an{]  they  proceeded  to  a  spring  on  the  side  of  the 
mountain,  and  seating  tiicntselvca  began  tlieir  rcpttft. 
While  iJiere,  they  wem  oWrvt-d  hy  ivro  young  mro, 
who  were  on  the  watch  for  the  murderers  of  Jontlt 
One  of  the  young  men  remained  to  watch  Kerrigan  and 
his  parly,  and  the  other  hn^tcncd  to  Tamn^jua,  and 
collected  several  ezttj^enfs  who  armed  themselves  and 
set  off  for  the  spring.  Their  movements  attracted 
attention,  and  fully  twenty-five  men  joined  the  pursuit 
Kerri^ftn  and  the  mmxlerers  were  en(>ountere<l  at  the 
spring  and  captured.  They  were  taken  to  the  Tammqtu 
jail,  but  thrPDtaof  lynching  them  wen>  $o  open  that 
they  were  aent  to  Maiich  Chunk  and  imprisoned  there, 
their  erinw  having  Ix^^ii  commitlcH]  within  tho  limits 
of  Carbon  county. 

The  news  of  the  capture  of  the  murderers  of  Jones 
took  the  Molliea  by  sunmse.  McKcnnn  prrtoiidi.-d  to 
be  in  active  sympathy  with  them,  and  was  enabl4>d  to 
collect  valuable  information  which  he  embodied  in  his 
reports.  His  activity  exposed  him  to  the  enmity  of  tho 
people  of  Tamaqua,  who  knew  Inm  only  as  a  leading 
MuUie,  and  for  a  time  there  was  a  real  danger  that 
some  of  the  excited  ciliEcna  would  take  his  life. 

The  murder  of  John  P.  Jouca  proved  the  mm  of 
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Mollic  Maguirciem.  The  people  of  the  coal  regions 
vrcrc  FcM>lvcd  tliat  tbo  reign  of  likwlcssncafl  sbouM  come 
to  nti  eiul.  TIk?  Sfi^^f'^'huih  UmihL  piiWiBln-d  m  the 
very  stronghold  of  llio  ordcr>  U^gan  a  eoric**  of  powerful 
denunciations  of  the  UoIUcs,  and  maintained  a  vigorous 
wnrfftrc  ;ijMm  thrrn  ni  mntc  uf  the  wiirning«  of  fiiriuU 
and  the  thr^^at^  cf  the  Mollies  tlicnijiclve*.  In  coiitfc- 
qucnco  of  thid,  a  filTOiig  [)arty  in  oppoaiUoc  to  MolUe 
Magu'irclflm  soon  u^ade  it«  apiic-airaiio?.  The  Mollica 
wen?  d^^fiaiiL  Th**y  bulieved  tlieir  crimen  miJ  tlie  rent 
purposes  of  their  order  »iife  from  di?»covory,  and  as  a 
gubernatorial  election  was  approaching,  and  Ihcy  were 
known  to  nc^utrol  a  lar^  vote  in  the  coal  regions,  they 
did  not  believe  that  either  of  the  political  parties  would 
Gullcr  tbcm  to  be  ecriously  intorfcrcd  uith.  In  the 
meantime  they  addressed  thcmaclvea  to  the  taak  of 
raifiing  money  by  assessment  for  the  defence  uf  tlie  mur- 
derers of  Juhn  P»  Jones* 

Mr.  Gowon  now  resolved  Jo  make  the  effort,  for 
which  lie  hiu]  HO  long  boen  preparing,  of  trying  to  crush 
out  the  Mollie  Maguirofl,  lie  resolved  to  give  «very 
aid  to  the  CommonwcaUh  in  the  prosecution  of  Ihc 
murderers  of  Jouca.  It  wrui  clear  froni  the  reports  of 
McKf^niiii  that  the  right  men  hrtd  Ixrn  arrvMt4-d,  but 
ho  knew  that  to  defeat  tho  "oi'V^r*  which  the  prison- 
era  would  8ct  up  would  be  difficult^  McKenna  vraa 
now  uf  tlie  gr»alej«t  M*rvuH^  in  HLipplving  the  iiiti>riifyD 
for  the  Commonwealth  with  information  upon  which  to 
base  tbeir  case*  and  in  reveaiing  to  them  the  plans  of 
the  defence.  The  caae  waa  Bxeil  fur  trial  at  Mauch 
Chmik  c«i  tlie  10th  of  Octob.?r,  1S75,  but  wan  con- 
tinued  at  the  instanoo  of  tho  prisoneni* 

Tho  Molliea  wci'e  confident  of  the  acciuittal  of  the 
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prisoncrd  when  tlic  trinl  did  come  on<     Iti  tlic  meuui 
time  ibcy  Wf^rc  aUnucd  ni  tlie  growing  [ntblic  M-ntt* 
input  ftgiiirist  tliviii,  utii)  cmileavorvd  by  tlireats,  cofHii 
noticcat,  and  other  moaitti  ot  intimidation  to  re-cstoblii^ 
their  old  rule  of  terror.     ThL-ir  power  wan  gouf*,  how- 
ever,    Tlur  cufiiii  iiutict'-8  yn^rv  drsrrganl^^d,  and  the  lead- 
ing MuHicA  were  warned  that  aiiy  outngo  on  the  port 
of  their  m(*ti  would  be  retaliat4*d  wttb  tenfold  scveri^. 
A'i^ilaiiL^e   CH>nim]tU'eit   w^^ro   formed,  and   the   Molli<4 
ibiuid  that  they  were  face  to  face  with  an  o]k[M)ftit]oii 
which  they  had  not  deemed  po&sibte.    For  a  while  they 
aocmcd  dijfposcd  to  mcofiurc  their  etr^ngUi  with  the 
law-abiding  citiiena.     On  the  night  of  the  Otli  of  rK^n> 
b<.T»  1S75,  ihcy  Ciime  into  Siienundoati  armed  and  pre- 
pared for  violonco,  but  finding  tlic  citizcne  armed  and 
determined^  refrained  from  an  attack  upon  them.    This 
woH  their  hut  threAtiniing  dt-muiratratiuu  oil  mo  lar^  s 
ficale. 

In  the  meantime  the  preparations  for  the  trial  were 
carried  on  by  both  nidcs.     On  the  IBth  of  January, 

76,  Doyie  and  Kdly  were  [^rcKhieisl  in  court  at 
;auch  Chunk  to  ^tand  their  tn^U  on  the  char^ge  ol' 
murdering  John  I\  Jonea.  They  choae  to  be  tried 
AeparaU^ly,  and  the  Common weahh  electa  to  try 
Michael  J.  Doyle  first.  lie  waa  defcnd<?d  by  abh) 
counacl  Ilis  trial  losled  fourteen  days,  during  which 
one  hundred  and  twenty-two  witncMca  tcAtided  in  nunh 
a  mimner  ii»  to  leave  no  doubt  in  lln?  miitdx  of  Ihi'  jury 
aa  to  tbo  priwner's  i^ilt  A  verdict  cf  giuhy  of  mur- 
der in  the  first  degree  wod  rendered  on  the  lot 
Februury.  A  new  trial  was  a»ked^  and  waa  refu; 
and  on  tlie  22d  of  February,  Doyle  was  senteuced  by 
Judge  DreUer  to  death  by  hanging. 
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Tbo  conviction  of  Doyle  yroA  &  terrible  h\<m'  to  tlie 
Mollipjt,  wild  vrrn*  Htilt  fur[1i<-r  tJt-fitiimim'cl  hy  lite  ^tiil- 
di*n  ^IcHcrtion  of  Kerrigan,  who,  alarmeJ  for  bis  life, 
avowed  his  willingness  to  turn  Stat<^'0  evidence,  and 
inform  a^iiiet  hi«  former  confederates.  He  arrived 
at  tills  dwiwion  a  fow  drt}«  U'fcirr  ihc*  convlclion  of 
Doyle^  and  the  noxl  d:iy  woji  vidtod  in  hia  c«U  by 
Me/Hrs.  Hughe*  mid  Albright,  the  atlomcy*  for  tho 
Common  wctil til,  oct^ompanied  by  a  ^U;nog^a[Illc^  Ho 
told  the  truth  in  hia  ^oiifetuilon,  but  in  hucIi  a  manner 
as  to  endeavor  to  shield  himiielf.  He  relau-d  the 
events  of  the  murders  of  Jones  and  Yo&t,  and  gave  to 
hU  bearers  a  statement  of  tlic  inside  vtorkingH  of  the 
MolHe  Magnire  organ i:tat ion.  To  say  that  his  hearers 
were  aatonbhed  at  his  revelations  concerning  the  order 
is  to  give  but  a  faint  idea  of  tbclr  feelings.  Though 
they  had  lived  long  in  the  coni  rGgious,  they  had  no 
idi^a  of  tho  depth  of  tho  wickedness  of  the  order. 

The  coD(es»ion  of  Kerrigan  enabled  the  authorities 
to  Like  nnotlier  step  in  the  work  of  dt^slroying  the 
Mollk-a.  Warrants  for  the  arrest  of  the  murderers  of 
Benjamin  Yoat  were  placed  in  the  hands  of  Captain 
Linden,  and  also  of  Captain  Peeler,  of  the  eool  and  iron 
police,  located  in  Carlion  county.  Theae  ofHciala  man* 
aged  their  tu«k  with  great  discretion,  and  ou  the  'tth 
of  Fcbniary^  two  diiy»  after  the  oonviotioii  of  Doyle  of 
the  murder  of  John  i'.  Jones,  Alexajider  Campbell  waa 
arr^hted  on  the  diarge  of  iniinler,  ajid  c^jmrnitla-d  to  ihi* 
Mauch  Chunk  jail.  On  the  Bame  day  James  RoariiVr 
James  Carroll,  Hugh  McGeehan,  James  Iloyle,  and 
Thomas  Dufiy  were  arrested  and  taken  to  Tsaia'^ua, 
from  which  plFU<e  they  wttv  aent  to  Pollsville,  and  at 
ODoe  committed  to  jaih     The^  arr&sts  struck  terror  to 
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the  MolIieA,  and  ooiivineed  them  thai  Kerrig:ui  li 
tnmod  mfonDcT  and  bf-trny^  tliem,  Tlio  tntte] 
iudignatiou  waj4  cxpr^eed  towards  liim.  Meosn,' 
Byon  Qad  Bartholomew  were  cngo^^  u  counaot  Icr 
thi;  [tnnuner;*,  Aiii]  in  thr-ir  LvlinlT  «j>[]1icc]  Icir  a  writ  uT 
bftbous  corpuv  uit  tho  9th  of  Ftjbnmry.  Tlio  writ  wiu 
jeaaed  and  mwlc  retunmble  on  th«  12th  of  tho  same 
motitti.  On  the  llth  the  excitement  was  incrcft«fd 
by  iho  iiTTVHt  of  Charlen  McAlliator  aitd  Thomiw  Man- 
Icy  ofl  tho  charge  of  murdering  Sanger  and  Uron  at 
Envcnif  run.  They  were  committed  to  tlie  ^huylkill^ 
cuLinly  }iu\-  While  th^^se  ari^AtH  wem  regardi>(l  hy  Ihe^f 
MoUic-a  wtth  n  Rort  of  angry  amftEsment^  they  were 
hnllcd  ^vilh  deUght  by  the  law-abiding  citizen?.  Mi;n 
be^an  to  belicvo  now  that  the  rtign  of  Uw1c&3DCA9  wu 
at  AH  end. 

On  Saturday,  February  ]2tii,  IS76,  the  court  met  at 
rott«ville  to  hear  the  evidence  in  the  matter  of  tfai 
h:tlM*aA  corptiK  in  the  case  uf  the  niLirdererfl  of  puli< 
man  Yost.  Judge  Pershing  announced  that  the  hear- 
ing would  hi}  pi-ivatOf  and  thnt  tho  courtroom  mtut  be 
cleared.  At  this  hearing  Kerrigan  vras  produced^  tind 
miuli.'  a  fnuilc  cimfcxwiun  Ik'Totx-  the  court.  The  court 
ord(.'r^-d  tlnit  ihu  ])roccH?d]n^n  should  not  be  made 
publiCf  nnd  committed  all  the  prisoners  to  answer  the  , 
clnirgL'  of  nninlering  Ik-iijamiii  t\  Ytwt,  Hj 

The  itrre^tt  of  Munley  and  >[cA1li«t«r  was  a  mor^^ 
appalling  denouement  to  the  Mollies  thin  the  arrest  of 
the  murderers  of  YosL     Kerrigan   liod  furnished   the 
evidence  on  which  the  latter  were  arre^tecl,  but  tl 
Molliee  knciw  that  he  wa*  ah»hitely  ignorant  of  ll 
nnmcd  of  the  murderera  of  Sanger  and  Uren,     It  wj 
cleju"   that   thia   information   h^id   been   funij»bo<l 
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unotliiT  jiarty.  This  ftLct,  mid  tlm  ixr(;tinty  that  some 
ono  WM  betraying  tho  tactical  of  Uio  dcftmco  to  the 
prosecution,  couviuocd  Mceer?.  Ryon  mid  Bartholotncw 
tluit  a  dvl«ctive  yras  opcratuig  iriAiilc  of  tlie  MolUe 
or^'fttiiKati(jn,     Who  couUI  be  the  delcctlvef 

In  eome  way^how  will  probably  novor  lie  kncwn — 
dui^picion  JelL  upon  McKcinia.  The»e  HUdpicions  were 
imparted  lo  wveri*!  R4>niaii  Calliolic  prieslft,  who 
VEimed  Jack  Kohoe,  the  county  d^^legate,  ttnd  other 
MolHce,  to  bonrarc  of  McKcnna,  as  he  was  a  detective 
in  diAguise.  Kelioe  at  once  sprt?»d  tb?  infomLntion, 
and  \vnnK><l  his  Afllow-membL^m  to  bewnn?  of  McKf-ntia. 

McKcniia  wa«  told  by  Frank  McAndrt'w,  the  body- 
master  of  the  Shenandoah  divJttion,  on  the  monitng  of 
the  hearing  of  the  tialKfiun  ct)rpas  that  it  vriu  rumored 
Uiut  he  WAR  a  detective,  and  that  the  rr-port  wHi«  tteing 
diKU^od  throughout  the  order.  McKeuna  denied  it* 
and  dctcrmim^  to  shotr  fight.  Uc  was  anxious  to  probe 
utill  d<'*-|H-r  into  tlio  iTiy*U'rR*«  of  the  Ancient  OrdcT  of 
Hit>erninn',  and  to  bring  to  liglit  nioi'O  evidence  of  Ujo 
guilt  ofthemurdcrcra  of  paat  yeans  «nd  waa  unwilling 
to  abandon  hia  task  then  aiid  tliere.  He  knew  his 
dajigen  but  he  WUeved  thut  by  putting  on  a  bold 
fitmt  he  could  convince  tho  MoIIil'h  that  be  was  not 
a  detectiTC.  lie  went  boldly  to  KthoCt  denied  the 
cliarge,  and  demanded  a  trial  by  tbe  mciety.  Kel»oo 
wa»  frightened  b^'  jMcKeima'»  manner,  and  for  a  mo- 
ment was  ^tAggCTcd  in  his  belief.  He  agreed  to  call  a 
meeting  of  tJie  order,  atid  give  McKetnm  a  chnnoe  to 
prove  hifl  innocence,  A  day  or  two  after  ibis,  Kehoe's 
eiiHpiciora  returned,  and  he  dctemiinod  Ihiit  McKenna, 
iDHtcnd  of  being  trt^^d,  Hhould  bo  killed  at  once.  He 
went  about  mauufucturing  tteutioicnt  Against  the  auft* 
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pect«d  man*  and  at  length  Buceeeded  in  inducing  alKiat 
a    dn/ji'n    dt>**(]erate    men    to    umli?rlake     (he     d4'*^ 
McKenna  waa  expected  at  Shenandoali  on  the  eveiiiog 
of  the  very  day  on  which  these  arrangements  wore 
made,  and  it  wad  dctcmiiued  to  kill  bim  immediately 
upon  WtK  nrnviii.      McKonna  wa«  ni  *  pi  ciouMj  however, 
and  ihough   he  venlureil   ft.'ar!*i*tly  among   tho   tnca 
^rhom  he  ^vu^  ^ati^^fied  mciuit  to  murder  bjm^  suc- 
ceeded in  warding  olf  the  cotitemplated  attack  for  tho 
night.     The  next  J:iy  McKenna  hired   a  sleigh  and 
acoompani(>d    by  McAndrew,  who   had  conceived  a 
strong  fiicndahip  for  htm,  drovo  over  to  boo  Jack 
Kelioe.     They  were  followed  by  two  men  in  anoUier 
sWi^h,  who,  Mt'Andivw  lufornLed  the  detective,  were 
seeking  an   opportunity  to  take   hia  life,     McKenna 
kept  a  sluirp  watch  upon  the  other  sleigh,     Kcboc  waa 
thundiTHtriic^k:  oti  sei^jng  McKi'iina,  who   h«)  supposed 
bad  been  murdered  on  the  previous  ni^flit,  safe  and  on 
good  lennawilh  tlic  biidy-inairfor  who  bad  been  charged 
with  hia  murder.     McKenna  indignantly  demnnded  to 
know  why  he  had  not  been  trted  by  the  onltx,  but 
Kehoe  aoHti^ored  that   he   had   become   satisfied  that 
there   was  no  uao  in  trying  him,  and    had   counter- 
manded  the  order  for  the  meeting.     ih^Keinia   alM> 
learned  from  Keboc  that  the  reports  of  hia  being  a 
detoetivo  came    froni    Fattier  O'Conner,  of    Mabauoy 
rianc,  and  he  told  Kchoc  he  'WouM  go  and  eottfmnt 
Fittlier  O'ConrnT.     A  considerable  nnmi>er  of  Moltiea 
had   assembled   at   Koboo's  houae  thnt  day,  and  the 
county  delegate  was  anxious  to   have   tlie   detective 
killed  then  and  tli«:*re,  but  McKenna,  who  apjm^ciated 
his  danger,  managed  toenlist  the  sympatbioH  of  Kehocr 
wife,  and  the  plan  was  abiiudoncd  at  her  instance. 
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McKmina  and  McAndrew  now  went  on  to  Mahanoy 
Plane.  They  went  at  once  to  WDliam  Callahan's 
fialoon,  and  found  there  two  Mollies — Thomaa  Donahue 
and  Philip  Noah — who  had  come  over  from  Kchoc's 
nhi^nd  of  tliL'm  wiUiout  tlirir  knowledge.  Dowlan  and 
Monaglian,  thu*  Mollies  hi  iIks  riecontl  wh^t^Ii,  hod  nceom- 
panicd  JIcKcmia  And  McAndreiT  fryin  KchocV  The 
detective  at  once  nought  the  priest,  but  found  tliat  lie 
vaH  not  at  home.  Upon  hm  return,  Mcj\ndrew  told 
him  that  the  other  MoUios  were  anxious  to  kill  him 
there,  but. that  he  had  refused  to  consent  to  it  They 
then  went  back  to  Shcnandoali,  ieaving  Dowlan  behind, 
too  dnmk  to  accompany  his  companion  in  the  «leigh, 
und  3IcAnclrew  made  the  detective  pa:^^  the  ni^ht  ^rtth 
him.  He  kncvr  that  an  eflort  would  be  moile  to  kill 
McKeima  at  hi-i  boarding  hou^e  tlat  niglit,  if  lie  re- 
turned to  it.  McKenna  went  back  to  Mohtuioy  Plane 
the  next  day,  but  Father  O'Conner  vra«  still  absent. 
He  waa  unwilling  to  rink  another  night  in  Shenandoah, 
and  went  to  PoltHville,  where  he  alepL  The  next 
morning  he  vent  back  to  Mahanoy  Plane,  and  thU 
time  found  Father  O'Conner  at  home.  The  priest 
frankly  gave  McKenna  hU  rPMons  for  wnmiufr  Kelioft 
that  he  was  u  detcHrtive^  »Tid  though  iMcKt^nnn  ttoutljf 
deniL^  the  ciifirgca  against  him,  he  learned  enough  to 
Bftlisfy  him  that  ho  was  too  thoroughly  eutpectcd  to 
accomplhih  anything  more  among  tlie  Mo11i4'*f  mid  that 
if  ho  remained  in  the  coal  regions  lon^r,  he  would 
certainly  fall  a  speedy  victim  to  their  vengeance.  He 
thercfon^  returned  to  Potlsvillu  that  night,  nnd  (he 
iwxt  morning  went  to  Philadelpbia.  The  Mollies  hud 
no  proof  aj^iniiitt  him;  they  merely  duepectcd  him. 
Tliat,  however,  waa  eoougb  to  oeol  his  doom. 
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In  iho  meantime  (he  trial*  of  the  pnstmers  went  <kl 
On  the  2Cih  of  Mardi,  187G,  Edwiitd  Kelly  wu 
arraigned  at  Mauch  Chunk  for  the  murder  of  John  P. 
JcHie*,  and  oii  the  6th  of  April  tho  jurjr  rviumud  ft 
vordict  of  guilty  of  murder  in  the  fintt  dugrco,  A 
tnotioa  WQB  made  for  &  new  trinl.  It  wju  hoArd  a  foir 
daya  lat<?T,  but  wiut  ovcrnilcJp  and  the  prisoner  wai 
wutt'ncci]  to  ileuni  hy  Juilgt?  T>reher,  I>i<nth  wnrrantu 
ivcre  iwaed  by  Governor  Hartmnft,  fixing  May  Sd  ibr 
Doylo*s  execution,  and  May  4t)]  lor  that  of  Kelly.  On 
the  27th  of  April  w^rita  of  error  were  taken  to  the 
Supreme  Court,  and  the  deatli  wuranbi  vera  supei^ 
seded  for  the  time  beinj^. 

The  promptncaa  with  which  the  murderers  of  John 
P.  JoiiGS  had  been  convicted  (Lruw  iIil-  Mulliun  into  a 
panic,  nnd  they  prepiired  to  make  n  de»penit«  de^nco 
of  the  remaining  pru^oners.  They  Trere  ready  to  far- 
ni^U  a.ny  amount  of  faldc  evidence  to  curtain  the  alibi 
which  was  to  1k.>  Kt^t  up  in  tlivHc?  rj«!<cfi,  and  m^nint  to 
produce  witnesses  sufficiently  hardoned  to  stimd  a 
croftA-cxAmi nation.  The  proBccuticn  felt  that  they  had 
a  difficult  tii»k  hTorit  ihi -m.  Th<*  *-Y:dt*i»*j'  of  Kj^rrigiui 
was  thoir  main  dependence,  nnd  they  were  fcarful  ihnt 
the  defence  would  succeed  in  oGbetting  it  witli  Mollie 
testimony,  which  could  not  bo  Bucccssfully  overturned. 
Tn  view  of  this  diflicnlty^  MeKeiins,  or  MrParlan,  as 
wo  muBt  now  call  him,  conacnuxl  to  become  a  witness 
for  the  commonwealth,  and  in  order  to  strengthen  the 
case  still  further,  Mr.  Franklin  B.  Gowen  associated 
himself  with  the  prosecution.  Uis  presence  nnd  aid 
were  gladly  welcomed.  Thus  reinforced,  the  prosecu- 
tion wcMit  to  work  witb  confidcnoc. 

On   the  4lh   of  May,  1S7G,  Jiunes  CHrmll^  .latm-s 
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I^oarity,  James  Boyle,  Ilugh  McGeehan,  ojid  Thomas 
DuSy  were  arraigned  before  the  court  at  Pottoville  on 
the  choTj^  of  murdering  Benjamin  F,  Yoat,  Tlie 
prisoners  dctcmniictl  to  Ixr  tric'd  together  The  jury 
b^iiig  enipantflk'd,  tlio  ca^  vt^»  opfmed  on  tbe  6tb  by 
tbc  District-Attorney,  \t1io,  in  the  cour^  of  Ixia  rc- 
markSt  oistounJcd  tbo  audit'Dce  by  announcing  that 
ittiLong  Uie  witnt^vk'U'K  who  would  l>c  nHV^rt'd  by  thi*  com- 
monwealth was  a  man  who  tor  yeatf^  had  li^^od  in  tho 
county,  had  asi^ocialcd  with  the  MoUic:*,  had  been  a 
member  of  the  order,  waj<  fniniUar  with  ita  onnir's  **'*'! 
ww§  prepared  to  identil^'  the  murderers  of  Yost  Ho 
■WM  known  to  the  people  of  Iho  coal  rc^ona  aa  James 
McKcnna,  but  bis  true  name  wiui  Jamc^  McParlan, 
nnd  bu  wnn  n  d^-tt-ctivir  in  tlic  vcrvicL*  of  tho  Pinkerton 
Aj^-ncy.  Tbi^  announcement  tvW  upon  the  aodtence 
like  (L  clap  of  thunder  from  a  clear  Bky. 

When  McParlan  wa*  called  to  the  witnem  stand,  tho 
audii'nce  could  hiuxlly  believe  that  the  iiuiet,  gentk«- 
manly,  yet  cool  and  resolute  detective  was  the  wild 
and  reckless  James  McKennfl  tliey  bad  known.  Mc- 
Pnrlanwaftcn  tlie  stand  fiir  four  dayn.  lie  told  hiK 
Ktory  simply,  and  startled  lii«  auditors  by  his  terriblo 
revelations*  The  mo^t  Bciirciiing  eroHs-examiiiution 
failed  to  lind  a  flaw  in  hi»  tcjttimony,  and  when  he  left 
the  ntund  it  was  felt  that  Mollie  MaguinnHm  had  re- 
ceived its  death-blow.  Kerrigan  now  made  up  his 
mind  to  tell  the  whole  Irutli,  and  did  so,  making  no 
ellctrt  in  bis  evJdenee  toxliii^ld  hira^^if  On  tbe  1>^ih 
of  May  the  trial  was  interrupted  by  the  illness  of  one 
of  tbe  Jurors,  who  died  on  the  23d  of  the  month. 
This  rendered  it  neccftsary  to  discharge  the  jury,  and 
the  case  went  over.     No  verdict  had  been  obtjuned  it 
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U  Inie^  but  a  gi-eot  victor)'  had  be«n  won  over  MoUii! 
Mflgiiiretsm,  The  ord<?r  had  heen  expoaeJ ;  men  luj 
been  made  acquainted  with  its  true  character,  tud 
much  had  been  contributed  toward  itn  rain, 

McPaHiut  did  not  vtntlun^  at  tlm  time  to  raovfi 
abuut  without  a  guard,  llcul  ho  a{)poarC'd  on  tliu  vtrt^t 
alone  he  would  havo  been  shot  dowa  l>y  the  desperate 
AloUie^,  and  it  wae  even  Eeju^  that  bo  vrould  be 
aj<Ha.4S]n&ted  in  the  oourt-rootn  in  order  to  doptro^  his 
e^'idence. 

On  tho  day  on  which  McParlon  fkppcarod  on  the 
witnefa  stand,  the  foUoiving  MoUica  wcru  arrested  and 
committi>d  to  jnil:  John  Kohoc,  High  Cunstablo  of 
Girojdvillo,  and  County  Dcli^galo  of  tlie  Aiirient  Order 
of  llibcmifinj*;  Michael  Lawlor,  of  Sltenandoah;  Frank 
C^Xcill,  of  St.  Clair;  Patrick  Ikiikr,  of  I^t  Crwk; 
Patrick  Dolan,  Sr.,  of  Big  Mine  Bun;  Michttol  0*Bn«i 
and  Frank  McIIugh,of  MahunoyCily;  and  Chriatophcr 
I>onndly,  of  Mount  LalToe* 

During  tiie  tiiid  of  the  Yost  muideren  it  boeatDsl 
known  to  tlio  Mollies  for  the  fuvt  time  that  tJio«o  who 
planned  and  urged  on  the  murder  were  liable  to  tlie 
H^tiuc  piinihhmetit  an  thi^ne  who  committed  the  acL 
Tln.'y  were  terrified  and  incredulous-  Then  it  wax 
acrioufily  proposed  to  aflaasdinato  all  who  were  actively 
eiigagcnl  in  the  proeecntion  of  the  MoUieA,  but  tbia  was 
abandoned  as  Ux)  hazardous 

On  ihe  20ih  of  Juno^  lSTO,jllexander  Campbell 
arraigned  for  the  murder  of  Jolm  P.  Joneis  which  bo 
had  planned^  aideil,  and  awisted,  though  lie  had  not 
fired  an^'  of  the  fatal  eliots.  He  wiu  known  tu  be  ono 
of  the  wor&t  men  in  tlie  Moltie  organization,  and  the 
prosecution  waa  very  anxioui  to  secure  ins  conviction. 
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In  tliU  ihvy  w«ro  »u<;cv«sru1t  mnil  on  the  li;t  of  July 
Campbell  wan  ioiind  guilty  of  murder  in  tlic  first 
degree.  A  number  of  tho  witiie»ie.'t  for  Ihe  defence  in 
ihia  cjwe  were  arrpslod  fiir  perjury. 

On  tbo  2Tth  of  Jun*?,  iLe  trial  of  Thomait  Manley 
for  ttio  murder  of  Sanger  at  Raven's  Bun,  won  I>egun 
at  l*ott»viIk'-  The  nrgumcDt  of  Mr.  (iowen  for  the 
jjnKt'cutlon  in  tlii»  ciwe  wa*  n  miiKlerly  arrnignmenl  of 
MulUe  Mnguiroivm.  It  htu  Ikk'u  printed  and  widely 
cirGuInted  throughout  the  countrj".  On  the  12th  of 
July  Munley  wa«  found  guilty  of  murder  in  i\^  linti 
degree. 

On  thft  13th  of  July,Cftrn>ll»  Ronrity,  McGeehnn  ond 
Boyle  were  ftgitin  pl^ed  on  trial  for  the  niunJer  uf 
Benjamin  F.  Tost.  Thomas  Duffy  deninttded  a  iiepft* 
rate  trial.  On  the  22d,  the  jury  returned  a  verdict  of 
gnihy  of  murder  in  the  fipat  decree  against  all  the 
pri»oii€rfl,  A  motion  waa  made  fnr  a  new  trial,  and 
wan  ar^ni^d,  nnd  denied.     The  prisoners  were  sentenced 

deiithT  and  thoir  death  warranto  wore  iH^ued.  Their 
cojnwl  took  out  writa  of  error  nnd  carried  the  coses  to 
the  Supn;me  Court,  thus  auper^edmg  the  death  war- 
mnbi  for  a  whilo.

On  th«  Iflth  of  Ot^Uiber,  18TC,  Jnhn   T>i>iiAliiJei  o^joa 
YcUow  Jack,  Thomai*   P.   Fisher,   Patrick   McKenna, 
and  Alexander  Campbell,  were  arraigned  at   Mauch 
Chunk,  £>r  the  murder  of  Morgan  Powell,  Jive  ^^eArs 
t      before.     The   prisoners  demanded  separata  trials,  and 
^■tho  State  elected  to  try  TeLlow  Jack  Donahue  first. 
^On  the  24  th  cf  October,  Donahue  wad  found  guilty  of 
murder  in  tl>e  firot  degree, 

rThe  efforts  of  the  connsel  of  the  condemned  Mollien 
lo  save  them  proved  unavailing.  Every  possible  means 
waa  tried,  and  Xlie  GoTernor  and  the  Board  of  Pardons 
were  subjected  to  a  pressure  unusual  in  such  casea. 
There  wm  no  room  for  the  eKeraiae  of  oleroeiM^,  how- 
ver,  and  the  death  warrants  were  issued  for  the  2l9t 
of  June,  1877- 

The  fatal  day  cAme  al  last.     A  gallowa  waa  orocted 
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in  the  yard  of  Uic  PottsvUle  jail,  and  ^nly  a  fcw  (W- 
sons  bcHtdcs  the  neocemry  ^Ardji,  witnceectr  atad-8|]ini' 
tial  uhiserv  of  the  cotidemiiod  m1^D  were  pprmittcd  to 
ttitnewi  thft  oxet^nlion.  At  ii  liIlU-  lx»fow  i-U-vun  uclock 
James  Boyle  and  Hugh  McGeolian  wero  liiin^><l  ibr  Uit 
murder  of  Benjnmin  F,  YosL  An  hour  later  ihty 
wero  Followed  by  Jamea  C^miU  niid  James  Rittritf, 
wto  were  hangi^d  on  th*»  Fame  gnllows  for  tlie  Bfttu 
crime ;  and  etiU  sji  hour  ktor  Thomas  Duffy  mil 
Tlioinru5  Muiiloy  were  banged  on  the  same  gmllow^ 
tlie  former  for  tlio  murder  of  Bt-njamin  F,  Yovt,  and 
tbo  latt<fr  for  the  murdvrorTliomaw  Sangor,  of  Baven'* 
Bun,  Six  MuIUc  Magutrct  thus  jkud  tbc  puoalty  ct 
their  crimes. 

On  the  »ainc  dtiy  Alexander  Campbell,  Micliael 
Doyle,  I^lward  Kolly,  and  Yellow  Yack  Donahue  were 
banged  at  Mauch  Chunk,  the  iirflt  three  for  the  murder 
of  .Tnhn  P.  Jonea,  and  the  laat  for  Uie  murder  cf  Mix* 
gan  PowelL 

Mollie  Ma^uirciFm  was  conquered  at  la«t  The  law 
waa  vindicated,  and  a  long  series  of  crimes  avenged. 

The  bodies  of  the  exeeiiU^d  Molhira  were  delU'ered 
by  the  authorilit-a  to  their  friendfl,  and  were  honored 
with  wakca  in  genuine  Iriflh  ftwhiou,  Campbell  vrag 
buried  at  Stimmit  Hill,  and  the  othctv  near  their  fonner 
bomea.  Though  tbey  roganU'd  the  dead  men  aj«  niar- 
^riv  to  tboir  cause,  the  Mollies  mode  no  ofTort  at 
revenge.  They  were  too  thoroughly  cowed  for  that 
It  wfu  noticed  thnt  on  the  vcanold  tlie  ix>nd<-mni:-<rMol- 
liiM  showed  no  roalUation  of  the  enormity  of  tlieir  nets. 
They  declared  that  they  forgave  the  men  who  bad 
bTDirght  them  there,  but  not  a  word  wait  uttered  of 
penit<mo«  for  the  crimes  for  which  they  eufiered^ 
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
